ALTHO0ea  the  mtduMnta  of  the  gallant  GeDcral,  which  we  haT» 
mioled  here,  ue  not  exprewed  with  the  elegance  that  diatii^uidiee 
UMM  of  the  noble  Maiqnen— bia  bnther  wridier ;  thwe  u,  nereiuielesif 
■  coincidence  betweeittlMiD,  which  renden  ihua  worth;  of  being  placed 
aide  hy  ada.  When  the  TcneraUe  Knight.of  the  Gartw  tittered  Atf  ad-< 
mintieD  irf  "  public  Krutiajr ,".  we  put  the  abiceHty  of  htB  profieeBions  to  dtS 
teat,  and  fbnad,  at  Irogth,  that  tboiigb  the  profeased  end  of  this  publicity 
wai  to  reodei  tbe  motirea  and  acts  of  GoTeiDment  ^ntelligiUe  throughout 
I»dia,  the  only  "  Empire  dot  bold  on  which  is  Opinion, '  yet  it  was  in 
Exgland  alone  that  the  scnitiiiy  v as  to  be  allowed  free  exerciac  and  even 
then,  not  to  be  republished  in  oni  Kmpire  of  Opinion,  for  fear  the  intd- 
bgiUlitj  aimed  at  shotild  become  too  pluii  and  unequivocal.  When  th« 
honoured  Knight  of  the  Lion  and  tne  Sun  uttered  his  admiration  of 
*'  free  disdoAre  and  full diacoision,"  from  whichhe anticipated  so  much 
good  to  India,  and  the  refxesiioii  of  which  be  charaie&TiMd  as  a  retura 
to  the  Orientai  Tyranny  which  we  ought  to  have  destroyed,  we  put  tbe 
nncerity  of  hit  pfofeaatons  also  to  the  test ;  and  found,  as  in  the  fbnner 
caae,  that  the  Mveaker  by  no  nwans  meant  what  his  words  implied ;  or  at 
least,  that  he  subaequently  disclaimed  stich  meaning.  Thus,  though  all  the 
warid  conceived  that  the  gallant  Geaeral  and  tlie  noble  MarquKs  each 
intended  their  wntiments  to  ap{dy  to  that  country  for  whose  eq)eciBl 
benefit  the  siud  scrutiny  and  discusaion  were  intended,  yet  they  them- 
selvee  now  insist  on  putting  a  different  construction  on  their  previous  decla- 
■ations,  and  limiting  the  operation  of  their  pretended  love  of  publicity  to 
England  aloae  !  Whetlter  there  is  not  some  "  concealment  and  myi^S.-^ 
cation  "  in  this,  the  reader  will  judge.  Be  it  as  it  may,  hoverer,  we 
shall  tate  Sir  John  Malcolm,  as  we  hare  before  taken  Lard  Hastings,  at 
bis  word ;  and  give  to  bis  inconustenciea  that  "  daylight"  from  which, 
if  there  be  wisdom  in  them,  they  ace  sure  to  gather  sUength  ;<-4f  folly.

'When  the  Numbers  of  the  Agiatic  Journal  and  the  Oriental  Herald, 
for  t}ie  lad  month  (August),  were  issued  from  the  press,  one  of  the  first 
occupations  that  suggested  itself  was  a  comparison  of  the  speeches  in  the 
Debate  of  the  9th  of  July,  as  rapoited  in  thsM  contempmaneooa  pvblioa- 
tiou.  The  strikiog  and-unifitnu  resemblaun  of  Deailj^l  the  specvhM 
in  the  one,  to  the  reports  of  the  same  speeches  in  the  other,  would  have  led 
a  stranger  to  believe  that  there  must  have  been  either  extreme  fidelity  on 
the  part  of  the  reporters,  or  some  mutual  understanding  and  reciprocal 
ud  between  them.  They  differed  m^eriaUy  in  nothing,  except  that 
those  of  the  Asiatic  Journal  were  reported  in  the  third  person,  and  those 
of  the  Oriental  Herald  in  the  first ;  and  that  some  documents  were  given 
at  length  in  the  one,  while  the  substance  only  was  reported  in  the  other. 
All  that  fell  &om  the  several  speakers,  however,  wu  atrikingljr  alike,  with 
one  single  exception  only;  but  this  was  so  remarkable  as  to  deserve 
a  more  extended  notice. 

In  the  Oriental  Herald,  tUl  the  tpeecbes  an  rqiortod  In  tbe  fint  per. 
son.  In  the  Aaiatio  Joumai,  only  one  of  the  speeches  is  so  repotted  ; 
and  this  is  Sir  John  Malcolm's.  At  first  view,  we  were  struck  with  this 
peculiarity;  and  still  more  so  when  we  saw  that  it  was  included  within 
inverted  commas,  as  if  it  were  a  quotatian  from  some  written  authcmQr, 
and  not  the  work  of  a  reporter.  Our  surprise  eoon  subsided,  howaver, 
when  on  a  comparison  of  the  speech  in  the  Auatic  Joumai  with  that  in 
the  Oriental  HaraU,  we  found  Uiem  almoetaaremailcable  for  their  differ- 
ence from,  as  all  the  other  speeches  had  beea  for  their  resemblance  to, 
«aeh  other.  We  found,  in  ^ott,  that  there  were  sins  of  oommissin)  aa 
veil  of  omisiian ;  that  Sir  John,  in  his  written  speef^,  bad  not  only  "  left 
unsaid  the  things  which  he  ought  to  have  said,"— -but  that  be  had  also 
"  aaid  the  things  which  be  ought  not  to  have  said," — and,  in  short,  that 
there  was  "no  health  in  him."  The  ^wecb,  as  SfMulen  in  the  India  House, 
occupies  seven  very  short  oolaams.  Id  the  Oriental  Herald  ^-4he  speech, 
as  terif(«n,  either  he&t^  <x  afier  it  was  spoken,  fot  the  press,  makes 
Miore  than  eleran  long  c^mns  in  the  Asiatic  Journal  1  Tliere  may  be 
BO  "concealment  "in  this;  but  we  think  there  is  cleariy  "  mystifieatimi," 
and  we  tbetefbro  very  mnofa  donbt  if  Sir  John  realty  hates  this  aa  much 
as  ba  iaacies  he  doss.  Whether  the  speech  was  firM  wiitten  in  older  to 
be  ^Mken,  and  Iha  meoMiy  of  the  gallant  General  oecadoned  hiro  to 
tatfget  some  paita^  wUie  his  iBagination  helped  him  to  the  invention  of 
adbeia;  or  wbetiter  the  speech  was  written  q/ter  it  was  spcAen,  and 
y  aqoally  failed  to  recall  what  was  really  said,  so  that  invention 


became  necaaary  to  fiD  up  the  Masks,  wa  knew  not ;  but  we  are  willing 
•0  stake  our  reputatiw  for  sagacity  on  the  fact  titaat  the  speech  twia 
written  fi>r  the  Ari^c  Joamal  by  the  head  of  Sir  John  Malcolm  him- 
•elf,  although  his  memory  must  be  weak,  and  his  iatsgination  strong 
iadeed,  if  he  really  believes  that  the  qtee*^  so  written  is  a  Atithfol  r^iort 
of  the  <me  spdcen  fay  him  in  the  Goort.  Reportera  may  omit  le  tram- 
acribe  a  gretU.  deal  tliat  a  speaker  really  uttm,  and  now  and  then  may 
give  a  wrong  version  of,  or  an  imperfect  sense  to,  what  he  says;— but 
reportersve  not  the  men  to  write  gratuitoosly  whole  columns  for  speakers, 
mndtosetdownintheirnotespBgesthatweTeDeverepokenatall.  Theyma; 
bav«  imagini^on  aad  talent  enoagh  for  tins — bat  they  want  applicatien 
and  rime.  It  soay  tbsreiora  be  assaned,  with  as  aHioh  eertainty  as  mf 
infenoce  may  be  dmwa  from  undoubted  prenuKB,  that  the  ^«eeh  irf

Bit  John  HbIcoIb),  aa  npattei  in  tbe  Oriental  Herald,  is  really  tha 
^leech  tpoken  by  lum ;  and  that  the  ipecch  in  the  Auatic  Jouninl  is  tbe 
qieech  writteh  by  him,  and  therefbra  contains  what,  on  a  more  deliberate 
rerieir  of  the  question,  be  wished  to  say  on  the  subjects  therein  brought 
under  discussion.  As  we  took  the  libtoly  to  af^od  some  brief  notes  to 
the  qK)ken  speech,  in  our  last  Number,  the  same  hatred  of  "  mystifies* 
tioa"  which  Sir  John  himself  expreesei,  induces  us  to  ofier  a  few 
lemarks  aJso  on  the  totter ;  the  text  of  which  we  consider  to  be  the  pro- 
ductioa  of  his  own  hand.  That  pablic  men  should  revite  their  speecncs, 
bj  oorrectinK  grammatical  errors,  amending  obscure  expressions,  and 
^liog  in  the  proper  tH  of  their  own  memories  to  prevent  their  being 
made  the  antbois  of  what  they  really  did  not  say,  is  perfaape  a  genenJ 
and  &  harodeM  piiTilegs.  But  that  public  speakers,  who  lail  to  make 
the  impression  they  wish  in  what  they  personally  deliver  to  the  public 
ear,  shauld  write  new  speeches  with  their  own  bands  for.  the  gublic  eye, 
is  rather  an  unfair  extension  of  the  privilege  of  reyision.  But,  if  they 
will  do  so,  they  must  take  the  consequences.  They  must  be  prepared. 
for  the  full  blase  of  "  da^ight,"  that  will  be  let  in  upon  their  practicee, 
and  alade  tbe  pitiless  storm  which  will  gather  round  their  heads.  Pro- 
ceed we,  however,  to  our  ta^. 

la  going  through  the  written  speech  of  Sir  John  Malcolm,  we  shall 
confine  oanetrea  principally  to  the  portions  not  to  be  found  in  the  spoken 
one,  for  the  sake  of  novelty  at  least,  though  we  may  perh^  be  here  and 
fliere  tempted  to  contrast  what  may  deserve  it  in  both. 

In  ^leuing  of  Mr.  Adam,  after  dte  nsunl  eulogy  on  private  character 
which  genenlly  precedes  a  defence  of  public  wrong.  Sir  Johfi  say»— 
**  1  can  speak  of  Mr.  Adam  on  an  intimaie  knowledge  of  thirty  years  : 
be  is  as  remarkable  for  miUneat  and  humanity,  as  for  firmness  and  judg- 
ment :  he  is  from  birth  and  educadon  a  lover  of  tlie  free  constitution  of 
his  counby,  and  all  he  has  done  in  the  ease  now  before  us  has,  1  am 
Msured,  proceeded  solely  from  an  imperious  sense  of  public  duty." 

This  wUl  no  doubt  pass  with  undentandtngi  of  a  certain  calibre,  far 
excellent  reasoning ;  but  let  us  see  to  what  it  amounts :— •This  intimate 
knowledge  is  an  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Adam  when  a  youth,  -^  first 
years  of  their  servitude  in  India  beii^  passed  together  io  Lord  Wellesley's 
secretarial  office.  For  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years,  at  least,  this  intimate 
knowledge  has  been  confined  to  occauonaJ  meetings  in  public,  and  per- 
liapa'occasioDal  correspondence.  Sir  John  Malcolm  is  aUadrsH  military 
^>fficer — Mr.  John  Adam  is  a  Bengal  civil  servant.  Sir  John  Malcolm 
has  be«o  principally  employed  in  Southern  India,  in  Persia,  and  the  central 
wovinoes  of  Hiadoostaa— Mr.  Adam  has  been  principaUy  employed  in 
Bengal,  and,  for  many  years  past,  as  Secretary,  Censor  of  the  Press,  and 
^Member  of  Council,  has  been  confined  to  Calcutta,  so  that  for  many 
.  years,  at  Uaat,  they  never  ctHild  have  met  at  all.  Public  men  io  Europe 
-  nay  be  known  pretty  intimately,  by  thorn  who  never  saw  them,  from  the 
puUidty  of  aD  dieir  deeds  and  thougbtB  ;  but  \a  India  there  are  neither 
public  writiogg,  public  speeches,  nor  public  acts,  by  which  men  can  be 
-Uown,  till  th^  come  to  be  high  in  office,  towards  the  cloaa  of  their 
•career ;  and  Mr.  Adam  has  given  a  specimen  of  hie  powers  in  that  way, 
w-tdch  will  remain  on  record  (not  much  to  the  honour  of  hia  feelings  or 
oThii  understanding)  as  long  as  his  slavish  and  slandetous  Manifesto 
exkto.    ThisiotiiiintskBowledgeof  thirtjyeu»,(h9«fi)re,  isafiwaM>«

iporth  th&U  die  knowledge  which  any  man  id  England  might  hftfe  of  any 
ntajq)  in  France,  whom  he  knew  to  be  an  amiable  boj,  and  a  promiang 
man ;  but  who,  ai^r  thirty  yesni,  during  which  he  had  Been  him  thirty 
times,  and  still  thought  favourably  of  him,  had  turned  out  at  last  to 
b«  both  knave  and  foot,  and  ended  his  days  either  in  degradation  or 
derision,  or  both. 

But,  then,  "  he  is  from  iirlh  and  edacation  a  lorer  of  the  free  consd- 
tntioD  ofhiscountiy." — He  was  bom  of  Whig  parents,  it  is  true;  hut  so 
far  are  Whig  principles  from  being  hereditary,  or  passing  from  genera- 
tion to  generation,  that  they  rarely  or  crer  last  out  one  race,  it  perpetu- 
ally happening,  that  men  begin  the  world  as  Whigs,  and  end  it  as 
weathercoclcs,  being  unable  to  maintain  their  own  principles  steadily  for 
tfaemaeWes,  much  less  to  transmit  them  to  their  progeny. — His  edueation 
WHS  not  much  better.  No  man  educated  for  India  is  likely  to  be  otw 
burdened  with  love  for  our  "  free  constitution  ;"  hut  eren  if  he  were, 
Mr.  Adam's  principal  education  was  completed  in  the  office  of  Lord 
Wellesley,  one  of  the  most  arbitrary  Governors  that  India  ever  saw.  He 
began  his  education  by  admiring  Lord  Wellesley's  despotism  towards 
EnglishmeD,  whom  he  banished  widiout  mercy  or  consideration.'  H« 
injured  hia  education,  by  acting,  for  several  years,  as  eonsor  of  the 
press :  and  he  closes  his  career,  by  putting  forth  a  pamphlet,  full  of  the 
most  slavish  and  degrading  doctrines,  in  which,  among  other  things  t«t 
the  same  effect,  he  says,  "  It  is  not  possible  to  conceive  a  more  grost 
and  opea  insvlt  to  a  Government  than  a  defence  of  what  is  Anoim  to 
have  excited  their  displeasure."  This  is  the  consurnriiatioii  of  these  high 
advantages  of  "Inrth  and  education,"  which  are  to  form  the  guarantee 
'of  Mr.  Adam's  being  a  "loVer"  of  the  free  constitution  of  his  country. 
It  is  truly  an  Oriental  love,  that  strangles,  the  'moment  'it  has  flattered 
and  dallied  with,  the  object  of  its  caresses. 

Th^n,  too,  says  Sir  John,  "  1  am  assured  that  all  Mr.  Adam  bas  done, 
bas  proceeded  &om  an  imperious  sense  of  duty,"  This  at  once  proves 
'  how  slight  must  have  been  his  "  intimate  knowledge  "  of  the  subject  of 
his  panegyric.  If  it  be  meant  the  asBurancee  of  Mr.  Adam  himself,  or  of 
bis  friends,  they  are  altogether  worthless ;  and  as  to  assurance  from  con- 
vicliqn  or  belief,  this  is  little  better.    Actioas  and  not  professions,  are  the

resolatiDn  ti  fiied,to  diilod^  every Eiimpean,eiceptlnribeCoiDpni)''s servants. 
My  wish  is  to  occsaloo  aa  liulc  private  dittreta  as  potaible ;  but  tb*  pnblic  service 
.  nuat  lake  ill  courae  :  uid  it  ia  tiottobe  eipectedthat  aomecaicaofhardahip  will 
not  be  found  in  tbe  extent  of  su  great  a  measure,'  These  lasl  words  (add*  Mr. 
Mtlt)  iadicateexleosive  number!.  Why  did  not  the  Governor  Genenl,  before  he 
dared  to  atrike  at  iheTortuaei  of  great  nauben  of  Ma  couutryawD,  dcutarc  aad 
prove  the  eviU  which  tbey  produced !  For  what  reason  is  it,  let  them  dedara, 
nhu  know  what  ia  uDderatood,  under  auch  a  Goverumeut  aa  ours,  by  die  rcapou- 
aibility  of  tlie'ralinr  few,  that  he  hsa  never  yet  been  ^ectually  called  upoo  to 
■ccount  for  a\>ch  cMtduct?  The  pxxt  which  tbey  were  calculated  to  produce  Is 
obriotts.toaU.    Tbe  qaesfiva  s^rMMlns  uatoiirered-— What  w«ntbe««iU-!:t 
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prOpa  guide*  id  such  casea,  and  what  do  tbeae  lead  ui  to  io&r  T  Sir 
John  Malcolm  dow  not  perhapa  know,  what  those  who  are  lew  intimate 
with  Hr.  Adam  may,  however,  tell  him,  that  there  U  a  certois  spell  in 
which  be  i»  bound, — a  secret  influence  that  haega  aiound  him, — a 
weaknev  that  once  captivated  even  the  first  soldiei  of  the  age, — a  poiaos 
that  haa  often  ste^)ed  ia  blindneaa  and  fatuity  more  crowned  heads  than 
one, — a  power,  to  which  gods  and  heroea  hare  been  fabled  as  falling 
sacrifices, — a  charm  that  lost  a.  world,  when  Home  waa  linked  to  £^pt, 
—And  before  which,  "  on  imperious  sense  of  dutv  "  is  but  as  a  feather 
balbre  the  whirlwind.  In  forbearance  to  the  frailties  of  human  nature, 
we  have  not  dwelt  on  this,  as  many  would  have  dons';  but  it  is  really  too 
nach  to  hear,  on  every  ude,  the  "  sense  of  duty  "  set  up  as  the  only  ex- 
fdanation  of  what  can  never  be  defended  on  such  grounds ;  and  what, 
indeed,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe,  aroM  purely  and  entirely  firom 
personal  feeling,  and  a  pre-detennioEUion  to  destroy,* 

A  DOW  and  singular  argument  has  been  ventured  on, by  Sir  John  Malcolm, 
agfuAst  giving  a  free  press  to  the  British  iuhabitants  in  India.  In  bis 
vrUleii  speech  it  is  lost  amid  a  cloud  of  words  ;  but  in  subatance  it  is 
this :  In  England  there  are  three  classes :  the  aristocracy,  the  lower 
orders,  and  the  middle  ranks  in  life.  The  first,  he  saya,  are  not  an  ts- 
sential  part  of  the  British  public,  "because  they  must,  in  some  degree,  be 
swayed  by  their  connexions,  (heir  interests,  and  their  political  partiet." 
like  second  are  not  &n  essential  part  of  the  British  public,  because  "  they 
we  too  uuinatmcted  to  understand  either  the  political  quealions  agitated, 
oc  the  demagogues  who  lead,  or  the  periodical  writers  nhu  flatter  them." 
It  ia  oidy  the  third  or  middle  class  "  who  have  too  much  knowledge  to 
be  misled  like  the  lower  orders,  whose  occupations  free  tbem  from  the 
motives  of  the  higher  orders,  apd  who  are  also,  in  a  ^eat  degree,  re- 
moved from  the  passions  and  feelings  of  both."  This  is  the  beau  ideal 
of  Sir  John  Malcolm's  British  puhUc  in  England ;  and  to  them  a  free 
pnss,  he  says,  is  useful :  but  he  contends  there  is  no  such  middle  data 
amoqg  the  Eo^^b  in  India;  and>  therefore,  a  &ee  press  is  not  suited 

It  is  impoauble  to  .admire  sufficiently  the  confiisian  of  terms  and 
images  which  seem  to  dance  through  this  clasaificatton,  like  a  will^'-ihe' 
wisp,  wbicli  ever  inviles,  and  yet  ever  eludes,  the  pursuit.  What  ia 
^ven  as  the  peculiar  choracteriatic  of  the  first  class — the  higher  orders, 
"  their  being  influenced  by  interest,  connexion,  and  party,"  is  common  to 
all  the  world  :  and  without  the  universality  of  this  influence,  mankind 
woald  want  the  common  motives  to  action.  Nothing,  iu  short,  is  less 
peculiar  than  thia :  it  influences  princes  and  peasants,  as  well  as  men  of 
•very  rank  between ;  aud  >s  not  only  common  to  all  classes  in  any  one 
country,  but  is  so  to  every  country  under  the  sun.  Sir  John  Malcolm's 
"  daylight"  was  not  clear  enough,  however,  to  allow  him  to  see  this. 
Again,  what  is  meotiooed  as  peculiar  to  the  lower  orders — "  their  being

poHibledcfrraeof  viitue  iothr  gbvemor,  idd  render  it  expe^ent  (orthegorcmed 
to  diipcate  nilja  good  law*  and  Ewd  iiMilutiiHis."

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tiM  uaiDBtHicted  to  undeisUad  either  the  political  qnMtiou  ligitfttod,  fbo 
speakera  who  would  lead,  or  the  writers  who  would  instract  thenii"  is  alao 
common  to  all ;  and  U  peritMis  eren  more  ap;dieabl«  to  the  aiiitoencj 
than  to  what  Sir  John,  probably,  would  call  the  rabble.  What  a  apeci- 
men  of  the  knowled^  to  judge  of  poKtical  queetioni,  might  be  wen  in  a 
temporal  peer — a  Firat  Lord  oftheTiea<iirr,deo]aiii^,thatthetTU«caofle 
of  the  want  of  bread  among  the  lower  orders,  was  the  sapetBhtUidaiice  of 
com  I  What  a  specimen  of  the  same  knowledge,  to  hear  a  ipiiitual 
peer — a  right  referend  prelate  of  the  metropolitan  see,  coatendiiig  that, 
literall}'  and  morally  speaking,  the  king  could  do  bo  wrong,  thoa^  he 
should  actually  commit  all  the  crimes  denounced  in  the  DecakMael 
What  a  specimen  of  extensiTe  iofbrmation,  to  find  a  Secretary  of  slate 
for  Foreigii  Affiun  relinqdishing  an  island  like  JaTa,  from  total  ignomoce 
of  its  political  and  commercial  impottance  I  What  a  spedmen  of  the  value 
of  knowledge,  to  hear  the  Member  for  Corfe  Castle  ioreighing  against 
its  being  imparted  to  his  Edlow-counbymen,  u  if  it  were  some  fatal  and 
destroying  poison  1  Why,  the  lower  ordera,  as  they  are  called,  would 
be  ashamed  of  snch  drirelliog  as  this ;  and  are  far  superior,  in  useful 
informatioD,  to  many  among  the  high,  who  look  down  upon  them  wkh 
Contempt.  The  reason  is  obvious. — The  higher  orders  hare  already  all 
they  desire,  and  have  little  motire  to  exertion.  The  lower  must  amav 
information,  if  they  would  improvB  their  condition ;  and  the  desire  of 
doing  this  being  common  te  man,  and  generally  stronger  aa  he  descends 
in  the  scale, — as  long  as  knowledge  is  only  to  be  acquired  by  labour,  d» 
higher  orders,  however  polished  in  their  exterior,  will  always,  as  a  tmdy, 
he  more  inferior  to  the  lower,  in  point  of  useful  informntion,  than  is 
generally  supposed.  Then,  na  to  the  middle  class,  no  one  can  ttil  where 
this  begins  or  ends,  The  diitinctionB  between  those  who  have  more  than 
10,000/.  a  year,  and  those  who  hare  less,  can  be  marked :  between 
thoee  who  have  titles,  and  those  who  have  none,  equally  defined.  Who 
shall  say,  however,  to  what  order  snch  extremes,  as  stupid  mm  of 
wealth  and  poor  men  of  genius,  belong?  If  the  fwmerbe  of  the  higtm 
order,  because  of  their  titles  and  their  admission  to  royal  favour,  they 
may  be  of  the  very  lowest  in  point  of  intellect  or  oocupatioB.  If  the 
latter  be  of  the  lower  order,  because  of  their  miseiy  and  destitution,  diey 
are  clearly  of  the  higher  because  of  their  mental  atiainments.  This 
middle  class  is  altogether  evanescent,  and  cannot  be  otherwise.  But  if 
Sir  John  Malcolm's  clasufication  were  worth  any  thing,  then  nmther  the 
high  noT  the  low  ought  to  have  a  press,  bnt  only  the  middle  ranks— a 
distinction  at  once  as  absurd  as  imposwble ;  and  the  very  fact  of  nations 
making  no  distinctions,  either  in  the  law  or  the  practice,  on  that  head, 
but  giving  as  much  freedom  of  the  press  to  men  who  can  barely  read,  as 
ko  those  who  are  most  distinguished  for  their  learning,  is  clearly  indicative 
of  the  absence  of  all  supposed  necessity  for  such  distinctions  in  every 
country  in  which  the  press  exists. 

The  moat  amusing  part  of  the  whole,  however,  is  Uiis :  that  the  very 
individnals,  the  British  inhahitanta  of  India,  to  whom  Sir  John  Hak<dm 
would  deny  a  free  press,  are  all  taken  from  the  very  class  to  wh<»n  only, 
if  he  could  manage  it,  he  would  grant  such  an  engine ;  as  he  contends 
that  it  is  these  alone  to  whom  it  is  useful.  The  British  inhabitants  of 
India  are  nmther  taken  from  the  higher  nor  the  lower  orders  of  society 
in  England;  but,  as  iar  a«  the  liaait  caa  be  Hccrtaiaed,  tfaey  am  all  bm 
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tht  mukU*  elau ;  from  tbat  eapeoal  slaM  which,  Sir  Joha  uja,  u  Wo 
mwt  fitted  for  di«  reiy  fraedom  hs  would  deny. 

Bat,  aiter  all,  this  armament  applies  onlj  to  tbo  Engliih,  who  ara  tha  ^o- 
vernma.  The  Nntiva  Indimns,  the  millioiia  who  fi9nnthegoiTaiMd,aralo«t 
i^t  of,  aa  osnal,  in  die  qaeatitti ;  though  it  i«  for  tham  fwindpaUj,  and 
iiw  their  interarts  aipacially,  that  the  ftaedom  of  diKoaaioD  ia  wantJng : 
aod  anunig  tham,  the  middle  claM  ia  aa  nnmaroua  aa  in  Engknd,  if  not 
more  to ;  for  there  the  higher  ordara  are  all,  long  aincc,  daaOoyed. 

^  Jtjui  Malcolm,  in  eommoa  with  other  arguera  within  a  drela,  con- 
lenda,  that  thogureiiiment  of  India  ia>d<ttiotiam,becaiiaait  cannot  be  fraat 
and  Aen  prove*  thia,  by  aK;^ng  that  freedom  cannot  be  allowad  there,  be* 
onN  thei^omnraentiBadeapotiam.  Ilaae  gentlomen,  who  are  certninly 
at  m  nry  middling  order  of  intellect  thetnielm,  conqtlacantly  take  it  fw 
granted,  that  the  goTemment  of  India  not  merely  it  deqwtie,  but  ia 
iteeettariiy  ao,  and  caniuK  be  altered  ;  and  upon  this  ncceanty,  which  ia 
•very  where  denied,  and  nowhere  proved,  they  piocaod  to  thow  that  aU 
the  chatacteriatics  of  deapotiim  are  equUly  iDdi^>ensabIe.  To  talk,  then, 
'  *Bg  or  altering  the  law*  of  each  a  state,  ia  to  talk  nooMDBe.  A 
n  ia  a  /mcLESS  goremment ;  and  if  India  be  this,,  then  neilhw 
the  Honaea  of  Parbameat,  nor  the  Court  of  Proptietoia,  oaght  tohave  any 
tiuiw  to  do  with  the  matter ;  and  all  this  vapMring  ahottt  a  daqaotiam, 
M  fy  law  ettahUtked,  ia  wone  than  narieari.  MUa  thia,  cornea  th« 
paaaag*  we  have  taken  for  our  motto  !  "  I  am,  and  erar  have  been,  the 
advocate  of  publicity  in  all  a&iia  of  Oovenunsnt.  1  hata  eoncealmant 
aad  mystificatioB.  Good  and  wiae  measHea  will  ever  gain  atrengtb  froa 
dayfight,"  Ac

Wo  might  gf  OB  to  call  oat  a  hundred  snch  example*  as  these  In  Sir 
John's  single  speecli, — aad  ereu  for  these  we  have  not  gone  ia  search : 
they  will  present  themaelvea  to  the  eye  of  any  reader  who  will  look  into 
page  199,  of  the  last  Dumber  of  the  Asiatic  Jonmal,  where  they  stand 
thickly  cluatered,  iriih  many  other  follies  of  the  same  descnption,  within 
the  limits  of  half  a  ctdumn.  Can  it  be  possible  that  these  men  ever  read 
what  they  write?  A  man  night  talk  uonseose  very  Suently,  and  be 
ptied ;  but  really  writijig  sui:h  speeches  at  this,  in  the  calm  of  rctirfr- 
nnl,  and  revising  them  deliberately  for  the  press,  without  even  per- 
ceiviBg  sach  blemtsbea  aa  tfwsc,  does  appear  to  us  to  indicate  a  degree 
of  hKwfaww- which  «v  atHnddnot  bftve  Uiought  potatble  unlees  we  bad 
leeaic 
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Sir'Jidm  next  edde^TOura  to  Tsctmcile  the  disoordbot  p<>ritioiu,  that 
men  in  India  are  intnuted  with  abnost  absolute  power ;  and  yet  that 
they  are  never  m>  elevated  as  to  fat^et  their  characten  aa.  Engh»hgicn. 
One  ironld  hare  thought  that  a  "  lover,"  by  birth  and  education,  of  the 
free  constitation  of  his  conntry,  wanid  have  known  that  this  absolnts 
power  i«  altogether  foreign-  to  it ;  and  that  to  feel  as  an  Englishman,, 
and  act  aa  a  Turk,  is  like  an  attempt  to  serve  God  and  mammon. 
Either  he  mnst  cling  to  the  one,  and  forget  the  other ;  or  he  will  fait  in 
his  duty  to  both.  But,  he  saya,  suppose  they  are  even  despotic ;  or,  to 
use  his  own  words,  "have  absolute  power,"  do  they  not  exercise  it 
under  diecks  ?  Yes !  no  doobt ;  and  ao  does  the  SnlUn  at  C<mstanti- 
nople.  He  is  your  truly  absolute  ruler ;  but  even  he  fears  the  bow- 
■tnng  and  the  da^er:  and  the  fear  of  these  before,  his  eyes  is  far  more 
mierative  than  any  fear  of  a  distant  check,  like  that  of  the  Coivt  of 
Directors.  First,  however,  says  Sir  John,  "  their  measures  in  detail 
are  submitted  to  the  Court  of  Directors  :  we  all  know  the  compoaitvMi 
of  that  Court.  Assuredly  it  is  not  probable  it  will  snpport  deapotic 
acts."  No  ?  Why  the  very  defence  which  these  same  Directors  io- 
stntcted  Uieir  legal  advocate  to  set  up  for  the  despotism  of  their  Gover- 
nor abroad,  was  this:  "  the  government  of  India  always. has- been, 
Mill  is,  and  as  long  as  we  hold  it,  always  must  be  a  despotism,"  Sir 
John  Malcolm  heard  this — Sir  John  Malcolm  praised  this — Sir  John. 
Malcolm  himself  repeated  this^and  in  his  written  speech  he  adds, 
"  the  situation  of  the  country  requires  it ;  the  law  sanctions  it."  Good . 
heavens  I  and  is  this  the  man  to  torn  round  upon  us,  and  say, "  as- 
suredly it  is  not  jirobahle  the  Court  will  support  despotic  acta"  1  Pro- . 
table  ?  Why  it  had  supported  them ;  it  Aad  defended  them  ;  and  thia 
on  the  open  and  undisguised  assumptlob  diat  the  despotism  was  lawful^ 
necessary,  and  without  even  a  hope'  of  ever  being  othcfiriBe  1 — rlt  is 
really  difficult  to  proceed,  or  to  see  when  one  is  to.cohie  to  an  end, 
.where  such  an  interminable  mass  of  contradiction  and  absurdity  followa 
thickly,  line  after  line,  with  scarcely  a  gleam  of  reason  or  common  sense 
to  enliven  or  relieve  the  "  palpable  obscure."     Out  we  must  try. — 

He  goes  on — "  Supposing,  however,  the  Court  of  Diieclturs  were  to  . 
support  the  despotic  acta  of  their  servants  abroad — their  proceedi|igs, 
whenever  called  fat,  mutt  be  1^  before  the  Court  of  Proprietors."  Can 
it  be  necessary  to  give  a  contradiction  to  this  ?  '  Here  bad  Sir  John  Mal- 
colm liimself  been  two,  if  notthree.'days  in  attendance  at  the  Court,, 
speaking  and  voting  agiunst  the  production  of  papers  to  iUustrale  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Government  in  India,  contending  that  such  patera  ou^t 
not  to  be  produced ;  and  yet,  in  the  very  act  of  so  speaking  and  voting, 
he  exclaims,  "  If  the  proceedings  are  called  for,  they  mtut  be  produced." 
It  is  not  easy  to  imagine  how  contradiction  can  go  beyond  vda,  ekhei . 
in  extent  or  in  degree. 

One  trifling  specimen  more — of  the  contrasted  kind.

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Whatl  often  leiuod  people  of  what  they  seldom  or  ever  foiget !  Thl« 
is  rarely  superfluous :  and  as  to  the  notion  that  they  are  not  eren  like 
what  they  really  are — Sultans  of  the  Blast— it  is  quite  worthy  to  emanate 
from  Buch  a  source. 

Bat  we  mnst  draw  to  a.  close.— If  we  were  determined  to  expose  all 
Ae  sophistries  contained  in  this  single  speech,  written  expressly  for  tha 
Asiatic  Journal,  and  with  all  the  talent,  and  all  the  care  that  the  Writer 
could  bring  to  the  task,  we  ehould  require  a  volume  as  large  as  Mr, 
Centham'a;  for  almost  every  species  of  delusion  so  happily  exposed  in  his 
masterly  perfonnouce,  the  "  Book  of  Fallacies, "  might  he  exempliJied 
here. 

We  have  heard,  on  all  sides,  the  most  extravagant  eulogiume  passed 
on  the  Government  of  India,  far  tfaeii  incessant  cnre  and  attention  to  the 
haj^iness  of  those  over  whom  they  rule.  We  have  heard  the  natives 
described  as  contented  and  happy,  beyond  almost  the  power  of  man  to 
conceive  :  and  though  the  uuwilluigness  to  trust  these  natives  with  tluB 
means  of  expressing  their  happiuess,  seemed  to  throw  some  some  littlo 
doubt  on  the  perfection  of  tlie  bliss  that  could  not  be  allowed  expression, 
the  chaises  have  been  incessantly  rung  upon  the  felicity  of  the  Hindoos  ia 
this  Empire,  our  hold  on  wliich  is  opinion — that  is,  as  the  firamer  of  this 
phrase  meant  it  to  be  understood,  the  opinion  entertained  of  our  virtues, 
and  our  soperior  fitness  to  all  other  men  to  rule  over  those  who  had  tha 
happiness  to  'tt>e  under  our  government.  Sir  John  Malcolm  has  joined 
in  this  eulogium  as  heartily  as  any  other ;  and  the  reader  shall  see  what 
an  admirable  and  convincing  picture  be  gives  of  this  unutterable  happi- 
ness, which  he  pledges  himself,  in  his  virillen  speech,  (for  not  a  word  of 
the  whole  was  ipokea  by  him  at  the  India  House,)  wiO  be  found  Incoa- 
trovertibly  correct. 

PiuiDg  nver  the  impotiibili^  of  establlahin^,  or  at  least  maintaining,  for  a 
■bon  period,  a  press  nally  free,  in  an  empire  i^vemed  by  rorcincn  who  have 
conqucrtd,  and  who  bsve  not  and  cannot,  fram  tbe  difference  of  laaguB£e,  htr- 
bits,  and  religion,  aroBlgamBle  wiih  the  nslivei,  let  us  ciiainiDe  the  character 
sod  condiiioa  of  the  latlEr,  that  we  may  dUtavpr  what  would  be  the  effect  of  the 
boon  It  is  prnpoaed  lo  grant  them.  They  are  divided  into  (wo  great  classet,  Ma> 
bofnedant  aed  Hindoo!  ;  tbe  higher  ranlu  of  the  fonoer,  wbu  paiieued  almost 
all  India  before  our  rule  was  mtrotluced,  are  nattrailj/  diieanlcnUd  yritk  tmr 
fttea.  They  bear,  however,  atmall  propurliunto  theHiudDui,  whose  coudition 
and  character  il  is  of  more  consequenre  to  eiinilue.  From  the  most  remule  pe- 
riml  till  the  present  day,  we  finil  the  history  of  tltii  unchanged  people  the  tame  ; 
and  there  it  one  striking  feature  ia  it — all  the  religietU  and  ciMiit  cltutri  are  nhi- 
ealtd,  ami  a*  pronipt  aad  skiKul  in  intrigue  as  they  are  ia  butineii.  Frum  their 
INTELLECTUAL  supERiuuiTY  they  have  eviT  influenced  aud  ilirectei)  the  more  nu- 
merous, igiioraut.BnJ  Buperstitiout  clasiei  of  Ihcir  lauiitiyineu.  These  inslructed 
cluies  (particularly  the  Brahinini], who  have  already  lost  cun^ideration,  wealth, 
ud  power,  hy  1^  intruductiuu  of  our  power,  fear,  andjuslly,  that  its  pn^resi'wlU 
tlill  more  deerade  them.    They  must,  from  such  causes,  have  a  haitUc/etlmg 


«aE  UNnea  or  concealing  it.  They  will  seize  every  opportunity  of  iujuriD^ 
our  power,  and  innojr  must  be  afforded  tbcm.  They  are,  to  my  knowledsc,  adepls 
in  spreading  diicunleut,  and  exciting  sedition  aad  rebellion.  They  tnow  welt 
bow  to  ewsken  tlie  fears,  ID  alarm  tbe  superstition,  or  lo  rouse  the  pride  uf  ihaie 
they  address.  My  attention  lias  l>een,  duriug  the  last  Iweuty-fivc  years,  parltcu- 
bily  directed  to  this  dangcruiii  species  of  secret  war  agaiu.t  our  autliority,  which 
is  sfvoyf  carrying  an,  by  uumtrous,  tboug))  uuseen  hands.  The  spirit  is  kept 
apby  letters,  by  eiaggeraled  reports,  and  by  pretended  prophecies.  When  ibc 
tune  appear*  favourable,  from  the  occurrence  of  misfurlUDe  (o  our  arms,  from 
tebeUiuu  in  our  provinces,  or  from  mutiny  in  our  troops,  circular  letteti  and  pro- 
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The  Engliih  aie  depleted  aa  usurpers  of  lni*  caste,  and  as  tyrants,  yiba  have 
(ought  ludla  with  uo  view  but  that  of  dcgradiag;  the  iuhabitants,  and  of  rabbla; 
them  of  tbcir  nealtb,  while  they'  leek  to  subvert  their  usages  and  their  rellrkt). 
The  Dative  soldiery  are  «!«&>■  appealed  to,  aud  the  adrice  to  them  it  in  »U  to- 
atances  I  have  met  with  the  isme :  ■  Vour  European  tyrants  are  few  in  number,, 
murder  them  !'  The  eflbrts  made  by  the  part  oF  the  Indian  population  I  hare 
meDlioned,  and  their  necfu  In  keeniD^  up  a  spirit  which  plarei  us  alwavs  in  dan- 
ger, are  facts  that  will  nut  be  denied  by  any  man  acquainted  with  the  lubject. 

Let  die  reader  paiue  for  a  moment  over  this  deacription  of  the  bappi- 
neu  of  those  over  whom  our  nile  is  extended,  and  on  whom  it  hu  been 
forced  in  India,  Will  the  Court  of  Directors  recognise  the  fidelity  of 
this  picture  of  their  KOTemment  ?  Will  the  Court  of  Proprietor!  ganction 
the  candnnance  of  auch  a  date  of  things  ?  Will  the  Legislature  of 
Great  Britain  permit  it  to  be  told  to  France,  to  Austria,  to  Russia,  that 
th]M  is  the  state  of  out  Indian  Empire,  ererjr  maa  In  it  "  reading  with 
avidity"  invitations  to  cut  the  throats  of  hia  white  tyrants;  and  this  toa 
the  language  of  the  "  educated  classes"?  If  "  intellectual  superiority" 
lead  to  this,  and  lead  we  beHeve  it  must,  no  wonder  that  so  much  alarm 
and  terror  is  felt  at  the  operation  of  the  press.  But  Sir  John  Halcoltn 
has  accidentally  uttered  one  reasonable  sentiment  among  all  the  absurd 
ones  that  escape  from  his  pen.  He  says,  the  hostile  feeling  of  the  ludians 
towards  their  oppressors  is  not  likely  to  decrease  by  the  neceadty  of  their 
Concealing  it.  No  ?  Then  the  remedy  Would  be  to  let  them  speak  ou^— 
to  let  this  feeling  escape  by  the  safety-valve  of  the  press.  You  cannot 
smother  the  feeling ;  but  you  may  suffer  it  to  evaporate :  and  never, 
perhaps,  was  a  stronger  argument  adduced  in  favour  of  the  Freedom  of 
the  Press  in  India  than  this,  which  Sir  John  himself  unwittingly  ad- 
vancefl.  The  natives  are  discontented.  Asilentbroodingoverthat  discon- 
tent, and  the  necessity  of  concealing  it,  increase  the  feeling.  Let  them 
then  brood  in  silence  no  longer  ;  let  them  speak  out ;  let  their  wrongs  bft 
heard,  and,  if  possible,  redressed.  This  would  be  the  course  of  one  who 
really  "  hated  concealment  and  mystification,"  and  who  thought  that  eveiy 
wise  measure  would  "  gather  strength  from  daylight"  But,  it  ap- 
pears, the  natives  of  iitteUectual  tuperioriti/  are  not  to  be  trusted  with 
a  free  press,  because  they  would  cheiish  and  inflame  the  hatred  which 
stl  classes  entertain  towards  us  already:  and  those  of  the  unMellectual 
class  are  not  to  be  trusted,  because  they  are  ignorant,  and  cannot  dis- 
tinguish between  right  and  wrong.  Happy  country!  and  happy  people  t 
who  have  such  rulers— such  defenders — and  such  fiiends  1  A  Qoveraor 
General — who,  if  Sir  John  Malcolm  is  to  be  believed,  is  "  incapable  of 
malignity  to  any  human  being"— (an  assertion  that  no  one  human-being 
can  possibly  be  competent  to  support  by  proof,  when  speaking  of  himseli, 
much  less  of  another:) — nnd  who,  in  the  words  of  the  same  writer/  "cams 
forward  to  expose  himself  to  obloquy  to  save  the  public,"  like  another 
Scape-goat  in  the  wilderness  I  Happy  public,  to  be  so  honoured  by  the 
Bacrilice  I  to  be  first  trampled  under  foot  as  a  set  of  slaves,  ini»pable  of 
forming  or  expressing  an  t^nion  on  any  measure  whatever  ;  then  in- 
sulted with  seeing  this  declared  in  a  Manifesto  issued  to  all  the  world  ; 
then  muzzled  and  chained  so  as  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  refuting  the 
■laoderous  and  degrading  calumny  ;  and  yet  to  be  so  valued  in  the  eyes 
of  this  same  contemning  ruler,  that  he  comes  forward  and  offers  himself 
t^  Bi  8  iticitGce-''-ai)  itmement— 1«  save  the  rery  public  he  deqrfiwf  I 
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We  koow  not  whether  moat  to  admite  Mr.  AdamV  eelf-immolktioii  on 
ibechriDe  of  public  duty,  or  Sir  John  MoIcoWa  self-disBcction  on  the 
great  atage  of  public  scnitiny.  The  one  vatij  believe  tbst  he  has  aared 
die  Indian  people,  and  the  other  that  he  has  saved  his  Indian  friend  : 
bnt  the  wond  will  see  that  tiiougb  thej  h&re  each  endeavoured  to  main- 
tain the  literary  and  political  reputation  of  otliers,  theii  owa  is  most  indis- 
pulibly  and  irrecovmbtj  gnne  for  «Ter.

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STATE  OF  THE  CBRISTfAN  ESTABLISHMENTS   IN 
SOUTHEBN    INDIA. 

At  a  time  when  the  statesmnn,  the  philosopher,  the  active  politician, 
the  zealous  devotee,  aod  even  the  humble  cottager,  profcm  to  feel  une 
common  interest  in  the  promotion  of  Christian  knowledge,  it  will,  perhaps, 
be  thought  of  some  importance  to  have  the  state  of  the  Christian  family 
of  Canara,  a  district  of  the  western  coast  of  the  Peninsula  of  India, 
brought  to  the  nolice'of  the  British  public.  Their  origin,  their  progreM, 
thdr  persecution,  their  expatriation,  their  snSeriugB  and  their  return,  all 
prove  at  least  the  sincerity  of  their  faith ;  and  offer  grounds  of  hope  that 
the  errors  of  the  lovrcst  castes  of  this  distant  region  may  be  reformed,  if 
the  fostering  care  and  temperate  and  liberal  regulations  of  their  rulers 
be  wisely  adapted  to  the  end  proposed.  The  integrity 'of  these  people 
forms  a  nucleus  round  which  may  be  gathered  the  rays  of  knowledge; 
and  the  union  of  an  enlightened  legislation  and  an  active'  benevolence 
might  consumniate  the  happiness  of  this  interesting  portion  of  mankind. 

It  is  now  about  four  years  since  the  following  particulars  were  col- 
lected. They  were  gleaned  from  the  most  authentic  sources  of  informa- 
tion ;  and  their  intrinsic  importance  might  well  warrant  a  separate  pub- 
lication ;  but  they  are  offefed  in  this  shape  to  the  public,  in  (he  hope  that 
through  the  wider  circulation  which  they  are  thus  likely  to  obtain,  tbey 
may  excite  a  more  extended  interest  in  India  as  well  as  in  Europe. 

It  is  not  known  precisely  to  the  present  inhabitants  when  Chiistianity 
6rst  appeared  In  Canara,  although  it  is  conjectured  that  it  is  not  more 
than  one  hurtdred  and  £fty  years  since.  '  It  is,  however,  certain  that  Goa 
U  the  point  from  whence  the  ray  of  light  firat  emanated ;  and  that  the 
doctrioes  were  highly  favoured  by  the  friendly  disposition  of  the  native 
ChristiKn  rulets  of  the  country. 

The  following  passage  from  Buchanan,  vol.  iii.  page  23,  will  serve 
to  show  how  flourishing  was  their  condition  before  they  became  subject 
to  the  miseries  of  a'  cruel  persecution  under  Tippoo  Sultan,  which  in- 
volved the  alienation  of  all  their  property,  and  the  destiudtion  of  seven 
eightliB  of  their  total  population.  It  will  also  furnish  the'  means  of  com- 
paring the  state  of  these  Chrisdans  at  the  time  when  Buchanan  wrote, 
(1801,)  with  that  which  they  enjoyed  wheo  these  inquiries  wei«  made, 
(1818). 

Theprlncec  of  the  hou«eof  Ikerihsd  gjvtn  |^it  encDnraKeniint  lo  theChrls- 
tlam,  anil  bid  Inducetl  80,000  of  them  tu  settle  in  Tuliva.  Thejr  sre  all  of  Kan- 
ksnD  tle&renl,  and  relainej  the  IsnrjKge,  dreu  aiid  mannen  of -the  people  of 
that  Roiiutry.  The  clergy.  It  ii  true,  siloplcd  thedreis  of  the  orders  to  which  they 
beluiiged ;  but  they  Bra  all  nalivei  deicendcil  froin  Kuiksua  familicf ,  and  were 
purpusely>ducated  in  &  seminBry  at  Gua.,  where  tbey  were  iiutruc(ed  In  the  Par- 
turiiese  and  Lmia  Unf^iiagei,  aiiil  in  the  doctrinet  of  the  ^ureh  of  Rome. 

In  TulavB  they  hid  tweiity-'neven  chiirchci,  each  praviSed  with  a  vicar,  atid 
the  whole  UQiler  the  coutrul  of  n  vicar  general,  lubject  to  the  autbori^  <if  the 


liahop  of  Goa.  Tippoo  thccn  [he  priesls  ietn  dun^eoni, 
to  l«laini»n  the  laity,  and  deitruyed  all  the  cburcliei.  A>  the  Cbriiljan  reli^on 
(loe^not  prerent  there-admisiiiiu  into  the  church  of  such  delinqucBM,  tlieae  invo- 
luoiory  Mflaulmaai  haTc  in  ^aeral  reconciled  themselves  with  th<  clerey,  wIm 

now  ofcoune  are  Ulwcity,  uid  1.^,000  have  already  rttamed  to  Uonfuore  and 
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lb  vkinilf ;  10,000  mide  thdr  hc^«  Io  Halabw,  from  obcnce  they  are  relarn- 
ing  home  ■■  qnicklj  u  Aetr  poverty  will  pemlt.  The  cicrf]'  an  imw  biuy  witit 
Ikcir  flodu,  whose  poverty,  however,  hw  hitherto  prevcDted  them  tram  rebaild- 
ioj  aay  of  tbeir  churcbei.  DurinE  the  roverumeut  uf  [lyder,  ih«ie  ChriatiaiiE 
were  poaaeiieJ  of  cooBiderable  eitaiei  Id  laud,  all  uF  which  were  confiscated  bv 
Tippoo,  and  Immediately  bestowed  on  persons  of  other  cutn,  from  whom  >t 
wwud  be  dificolt  to  reMinie  them.  ThcM  poor.peo^e  ba*e  none  of  the  vicei 
■uoally  attributed  to  the  native  PortupwHt  and  tttcir  superior  iadnstry  li  more 
nadily  aeknowledced  bj  the  DCigbboimiiK  Hindoot,  thao  avaweil  by  thenuelvea. 

It  has  been  itated  that  Go&  hod  fiiniiihed  ta  thia  province  the  eariiest 
Christiaii  settlers.  Favoured  by  the  powerful  prttfection '  of  the  Poitu- 
gaese' Government,  they  obtaiited  from  their  more  Dumerous  Hindoo 
neigfaboun,  the  respect  and  esteem  which  their  exemplary  conduct  me- 
rited, and  subsequently  secured.  'In  other  parts  of  It>di«,  whete  tba 
Christian  reli^on  is  unsupported  by  the  reigning  power,  it  ia  rather  tole- 
rated than  countenanced ;  its  profnaors  are  a  despised  race,  and  held  by 
the  Hindoos  as  mere  outcastii. 

PrerioBs  to  the  reign  of  Hyder  the  Christians  in  Canon  were  in  a  vety 
floniishing  conditian,  for  they  had  been  much  encouraged  by  the  Iketi 
Rajahs;  and  under  the  privileges  and  grants  of  land  obtained  from 
them,  continued  to  increase  in  prosperity,  until  io  the  year  1767,  their 
munbers  were  estimated  at  80,000.  These  were  generally,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  priests,  of  native  origin,  and  descended  from  Kankana. 

For  the  Erst  fire  years  of  Hyder's  girvemroent  after  his  conquest  of 
Canara,  that  is  from  1767  to  1773,  Hyder  manifested  a  friendly  disposi- 
tion towards  the  Portuguese  nation,  and  consequently  towards  the  native 
Christian  population,  who  looked  up  to  the  Portuguese  in  some  soit  as 
tbeir  sjHritual  masters.  He  confinned  all  the  privileges  which  his  pre- 
decessor, the  Queen  of  Nngar  had  bestowed  on  them,  and  treated  them 
in  every  leqwct  as  his  other  subjects.  -  After  the  capture  of  the  fort  of 
Hangalore  by  the  English  commandant  Watson,  Hyder  begaa  to  enter- 
tain suspicions  of  the  CbristiaDS ;  and  upon  its  being  restored,  he  assem- 
bled them  vith  their  priestit,  and  directly  accused  them  of  infidelity  to 
his  standard.  The  Christians  assured  him  they  had  held  no  communi- 
cation with  the  enemy,  nor  had  been  in  any  way  instrumental  in  the  taldi^ 
of  the  fort;  and  upon  this  they  were  dismissed,  with  a  pcomise  however 
first  exacted  from  them,  that  if  any  European  power  rtsuld  come  by  sea 
and  render  themselves  masters  of'the  fort  of  Mangalore,  they  should 
ascend  the  Ghauts,  and  flee  to  him  far  protection,  instead  of  recognising 
such  power  as  their  sovereign.  But  if  tbey  would  choose  to  becoma 
inhabitants  of  Nagar,  without  any  luch  condition,  they  were  then  to  pay 
tribute,  as  subjects  of  that  city.  From  this  agreement,  it  would  appear 
that  they  were  considered  as  subjects  of  the  Portuguese,  and  not  of 
Hyder.  '  From  thencefnward  to  the  end  of  his  life  Hyder  continued  to 
tieat  the  Christians  of  Canara  with  much  consideration  and  kindneee. 

Quite  the  reverse  of  this  moderation  was  the  conduct  of  Tippoo  Sul- 
tan, his  ioo  and  successor.  After  the  capture  of  Mangalore  hy  General 
HatheWB,  and  its  subsequent  recovery  by  Tippoo,  heimmediatriy  evinced 
his  averrion  and  distrust  of  the  Christians ;  and  either  from  suspicion  of 
their  fidelity,  or  from  religious  fanaticism,  he  leems  to  have  entertained 
the  belief  that  he  could  not  keep  his  kingdom  secure  without  reducing  all 
bisEubjectstoMohommedanism.  The  Christians  in  particular  he  wi^ed 
Io  conreit,  c<»isiderijig  them  on  accotutt  of  theii  religion  favouiaUy  di*' 
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posed  tow&rdi  the  Europsan  dkUom.  To  execute  his  iniquitQWI  denga 
of  forcible  coDvenuin,  he  accused  the  Chrutiuu  of  hariug  acted  as  ipiec, 
and  guidei  to  conduct  the  EiwIiBh  into  hie  teiiitoriei.  Under  tbk  pn- 
text,  he  ordeied  twenty-one  musionary  priests  who  redded  at  Mangalore, 
out  of  hu  kingdom ;  and  wheit  be  had  thu  got  rid  of  the  heade  of  lh« 
party,  who  might  hare  stood  in  the  way  of  hia  projects,  he  seiied  about 
70,000  Christians,  men,  women  and  children,  and  sent  them  to  Seringa- 
-patam.  It  does  not  appear  what  preciso  measures  be  adopted  with  them 
on  their  arrival,  hut  from  the  vild  fanatjcism  and  inexorable  cruel^  of 
his  character,  it  is  probable  that  he  forcibly  coUTerted  many  to  Mohiun* 
medanism  i  and  it  is  certain  that  very  few,  if  any,  were  permitted  during 
his  reign  to  return  to  their  hoinas,  Upon  a  second  and  third  occasion, 
he  carried  off  some  thousands  more  ;  and  in  all  oases  he  confiscated  the 

Eiperty  of  the  inaished,  and  distributed  the  lands  and  goods  among 
own  subjects.  During  thue  persecutions  some  few  escaped,  and 
tookreiiige  under  other  governments  in  Coutg  and  Malabar.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  to  remark,  that  upon  this  expulsion  of  the  Christians  from 
their  native  land,  Tippoo  seiied  and  destroyed  all  their  churches,  eu* 
riching  his  awn  cofTers  with  the  plate. 

It  is  stated  by  Buchanan  that  the  Christian  population  of  Canar* 
amounted  to  B0,000  before  the  captivity,  out  of  whom  70,000  were  either 
converted  to  Mohammedanism  or  destroyed.  If  this  be  the  ease  10,0QQ 
remained  in,  or  subsequently  r^ained,  their  natal  province;  which  is 
jtgreeable  to  the  statements  and  best  information  oi  the  present  day. 
Suppoaii^  this  number  not  to  have  increased  under  Tippoo,  which  is 
proli^ble,  the  average  annual  increase  since  the  year  17S9,  the  date  of 
jhe  fall  of  Sering^atam,  has  been  591 ;  and  thus  the  population,  taking 
the  last  census  at  21,827,  has  doubled  in  sevenlean  yeaia.  Buchanan') 
informarion,  however,  being  derived  from  desukoty  inquiry,  is  perhaps 
not  very  accurate ;  the  following  statement  of  the  population  as  it  existed 
in  1818,  is  strictly  correct,  b^iig  gathered  ^wq  the  p4fish  b^oks.

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T)uB  increase  of  pc^lation  aince  the  rehirn  from  Seringapatam,  has 
been  owing  to  onlioaiy  princij^,  and  not  to  converiioDfi  from  other 
casteB,  which  are  extremely  rare,  or  rather  never  happen  at  the  pre- 
sent day. 

The  cliurches  al  the  time  of  Tippoo's  persecution,  amounted  to  twenty- 
•eren,  and  were  all  levelled  with  Uie  dust.-  Twenty-one  new  ones  have 
beea  erected  lince  the  return,  and  three  othershave  been  begun,  but 
their  progrees  ia  auepended  for  want  of  meaiu.  This  has  been  all  effected 
antong  the' Christians  by  voluntary  contributions,  entirely  unaided  by 
tiie  Governmeiit.  In  this  pious  woric  the  poorest  members  of  their  commu- 
nity have  contributed  materials  and  labour,  where  donations  in  money 
could  not  be  afforded.  The  lands  which  were  before  attached  to  these 
eMabliahments,  have  pot  been  restored  to  them  by  the  East  India  Com- 
pany ;  and  tbey  are  maintained,  as  they  were  built,  by  the  people.  In 
many  parts  of  British  India,  laige  sums  are  annually  remitted  for  the 
Bnpport  of  Hindoo  places  of  worship:  but  the  Christian  churches  in 
Caoaxm,  so  far  from  being  assisted  in  ttiia  manner,  pay  their  due  propor- 
tion of  rent  on  the  litde  land  they  possess;  and  the  revenue  thus  collected, 
amounts  to  fifty-seven  bahadri  pagodas  per  anniim.  The  whole  extent 
«f  their  poaseasions  may  hence  lie  inferred,  and  the  statement  relied  upon. 
Three  or  four  only  of  the  churches  have  very  limited  farms ;  snd  after 
paying  the  rents  due  to  Government,"  the  remaining  incomes  do  not  ex- 
ceed one  hundred  rupees  per  annum  for  each. 

The  number  of  churches  in  Canara  is  already  stated  at  twenty-four, 
and  tliey  are  thus  distributed :  ia  the  district  of  Mangalore  and  Bantwal, 
nine;  of  Moolld,  four;  of  Cnndapore  and  Barcoor,  four;  of  Onore, 
three.  There  is  one  other  church  either  at  Ancola  or  Sunquerim ;  and 
there  are  tiiree  already  mentioned  as-  unBoished ;  one  of  which  ia  on  a 
hill  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Mangalore. 

The  following  is  the  establishment  of  these  churches :  There  are  thr«e 
priests  in  the  church  of  Mangalore;  two  in  that  of  Peiar;  two  in  that 
of  Bedrim  ;  two  in  that  of  Caliampore ;  and  oQe  in  each  of  the  rest ; 
making  in  alt  tnenty'iix.  These  priests  are  all  natives  of  Goa,  with  the 
exception  of  the  priest  of  jSunquerim,  who  is  an  Italian ;  and  they  are 
appointed  by  his  excellency  the  Lord  Primate  of  The  East.  Their  emo- 
luments are  thus  derived :  Each  house  in  the  respective'  parishes  contri- 
butes one  quarter  rupee  annually ;  beRides  which  the  vicars  receive  aa  a 
charitable  donation  for  masiea  qn  account  of  individuals,  when  $aid,  one 
quarter  and  25  reys,  and'  when  sung,  three  quarters  of  a  rupee.  On  the 
celebration  of  a  feast,  two  rupees  and  a  half  (though  some  give  more); 
with  a  few  other  trifling  and  occasional  fees,  destined  for  their  support. 
The  public  ceremonies  are  all  supported  by  the  parithioners.  Attached 
to  each  eHtablishment  there,  is  a  seifton  (merinho),  who  is  almost  as  well 
paid  as  the  pastor,  for  be  receives  a  quarter  of  a  ripee  annually  from 
each  house.  7'he«e  are  the  only  fixed  officers ;  bnt  in  each  parish  there 
is  an  annual  nomination  of  two  respectqble  inhabitants  ;  one  called yhfrn- 
^ieo,  whose  duty  it  ia  to  take  care  of  the  place  of  worship,  to  see  that 
It  is  in  proper  repair,  and  to  protect  its  property  ;  and  he  receives  from 
the  parishioners  the  necessary  funds  :  the  other  is  the  thesourciro,  who 
bolas  and  disburses  the  money  collected  from  the  parishioners,  following 
certain  established,  regulations  as  his  guide.  When  the  period  arrives 
for  thtw  officen  to  resign  their  posts  to  their  successors,  they  ar«  ex- 
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peeled  to  render  an  account  of  their  stcwardahip,  and  are  held  retpon- 
nUe  b<r  law  for  their  official  acts.  Theoe  offices  ara  both  executed 
gratia,  and  seeni  BOBieivhat  analogous  to  our  office  of  churchwarden.  Pa- 
rochial records  are  kept  l^  the  pastor,  of  births,  baptisms,  marriagefl,  and 
deathe. 

-  For  the  garernment  of  these  churches  the  regulations  (except  inch  as 
are  onlinarily  attached  to  the  Romish  faith)  are  received  from  the  dio- 
cese of  Goa ;  anil  the  Lord  Primate  seodfi  a  Bishop  to  visit  tbero  about 
once  in  three  yean.  There  is  no  ecclesiastical  tribunal  whatever  in  the 
prorince,  and  conBeonentlj  allmatters  of  importance  regarding  religious 
govemmenl,  we  referred  to  Goa,  and  dedded  bj  the  Primate.  The 
inquisition  is  not  known ;  nor  any  public  penances  ever  imposed.  The 
punishment  of  excommunication  is  occasionall}r,  but  rarely  resorted 
to,  and  only  for  crimes  of  the  greatest  magnitude,  involving  cootuntacy 
and  disobedience;  as  for  instance — against  duellists,  comprehending 
as  well  the  receiver  of  the  challenge  and  those  who  assist  in  the  duel, 
as  the  challenger ;  against  thoM  who  have  caused  the  abortion  of  aa 
animated  ftetus ;  against  homicides;  against  those  who  have  read  false 
■posdes;  against  those  who  lay  violent  hands  on  any  clei^man  or 
monk ;  against  those  who  presume  to  usnrp  any  of  the  goods,  rights, 
rents,  fruits,  or  jurisdictioDi  of  the  church,  &e.  The  power  of  inflicting 
tUs  punishment  is  vested  in  the  Lord  Primate  of  the  East.  It  is  pub- 
lished before  the  people  (being  usually  communicated  by  letter  from  th« 
Archbishop),  and  intimated  to  the  culprit,  either  within  the  church  or 
ont  of  it,  three  admonitions  to  amendment  having  been  previously  given. 
"He  sentence  u  read  by  the  vicar ;  and  no  constraint  is  put  upon  the 
pai^  with  r^ard  to  his  attendance,  for  though  he  be  not  present  it  has 
the  same  effect,  provided  he  be  within  the  limits  of  the  jurisdiction. 
There  are  two  degrees  of  this  punishment ;  and  thoM  who  are  excommu- 
nicated are  either  tolerados  or  vitandoa  :  the  tolemdos  are  not  specified 
by  name  in  the  denunciation;  with  these  the  faithful  may  communicate, 
a«  well  in  politids  as  in  iacriti  The  Titandos  are  those  who  are  specifi- 
cally named,  or  posted  in  the  public  rules ;  with  these  the  faithful  must 
not  communicate,  nee  in  pdhticis,  nee  in  lacru;  and  what  shall  be  de- 
nied them  is  related  in  the  fMlowing  lines — 

Si  pro  delictii  anathema  quit  ajtciatur, 
Ot,  orare,  vale,  communio,  mtnsa  negatur. 
What  is  permitted  them  is  thus  stated— 

Utile,  lea,  hwmile,  ret  ignorata,  ntcette. 

The  faithful  then  are  to  avoid  the  "  exeomnnmicados  vitattdoi ;"  but 
this  injunction  is  not  so  comprehenMre  as  to  forbid  the  exercise  towards 
them  of  works  of  charity  and  pity ;  and  it  is  held  perfectly  lawful  to 
many  into  their  family. 

The  fast-days  are  regnlarly  kept  as  in  Europe  ;  and  the  nadve  Chrlt- 
tians  all  eat  meat  on  ordinary  days. 

Hk  mass  is  celebrated  in  Latin,  as  in  Europe ;  but  the  sennon,  tha 
catechism,  the  explication  oi  the  mysteries,  and  other  instructions,  are 
d^vered  to  the  cencregation  in  their  native  language,  which  is  the  Kan- 
kkni,  or  langu^e  of  Goa.  This  iaa  dialeotof  the  Maharashta,  uid  is 
IB  very  extended  use  on  the  coast  between  Caoara  and  Bombay.    All 
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cattM,  viibout  any  wf«naoe  to  rank  or  eondition,  WMt  at  the  unw 
iBBw ;  each  penoa  Bttending  accordiog  to  ooaveniencs,  without  ui j 
regiLfd  to  civil  diatiuction.  The  women  also  attand  the  (ame  mass  aa 
tbe  ine'a ;  but  there  i*  a  part  of  the  church  deatined  for  their  paiticnlar 
occupstian.  Im^^  of  our  Sariour,  of  the  Holy  Mother  and  of  other 
■ttinti  are  io  use,  and  the  prieats  have  the  lame  excuses  in  thpir  mouths 
£»-  this  species  of  idolatry,  as  their  more  tutor^  brethren  in  Europe. 
it  does  not  aiH)ear  that  anj  miracles  are  said  to  have  been  perfonned  in 
fte  provioce,  these  very  lucrative  proo&  of  divine  ferour  being  probably 
monopolized  by  the  higher  powers  at  Goa.  With  respect  to  saints,  the 
jDoat  celebrated,  prohaUy  in  consequence  of  the  numerous  cauvereioDS 
whidi  lie  effected  in  these  parts,  is  Ute  great  f  niuciii  Xavier,  who  is  dig- 
nified with  the  title  of  the  Great  Apostle  of  India.  His  body  rests  at 
Goa.  Next  to  him  in  celebrity,  though  not  canonLied,  is  the  venerable 
ftther  Joze  Vat ;  who  seems  to  have  been  indefatigable  in  his  exerttona 
in  the  cause  of  religion.  He  pasted  Erom  this  coast  to  Ceylon,  where  he 
tenuQated  his  days,  sXter  eSectiog  numerous  conversions  in  that  island. 
His  jepulchre  is  said  to  be  in  Candy. 

Tie  feast  which  in  each  church  is  celebrated  with  the  greatest  reve- 
Tence— with  their  limited  meass  pomp  cannot  be  thought  of— is  that  of 
the  Orago,  or  Patron.  A  numerous  coacouise  of  parishioners  assist  at 
the  ceremony ;  and  wax  lights,  which  at  other  times  are  too  expensire 
*0  be  employed,  on  this  occacion  are  burned  io  profusion.  Organs  are 
i|ot  in  use ;  but  a  few  solemn  bynuu  have  been  taught  by  the  priests 
to  the  congregation,  who  thus  with  one  accord  raise  their  voices  to  hea- 
ven in  an  appropriate  and  most  impresaivo  form  of  sacred  song,  which 
■abdues  the  heart,  at  least  of  an  obaerver,  by  its  simplicity  and  natural 
ease.  The  feast  of  Sl  Francis  Xavier  is  also  observed  in  the  churcbe* 
l4  Mangalore. 

ITie  christening  of  children  should  properly  talce  place  on  the  eightk 
day,  but  sometimes  this  ceremony  is  pasq>oaed  for  the  sake  of  conve- 
idence.  In  regard  to  marriage,  persons  are  not  allowed  to  make  positiTa 
engagements  until  arrived  at  the  age  of  puberty,  namely  in  men  at  four- 
teen, and  io  women  at  twelve ;  hut  it  is  usual  to  be  betrothed  before  the 
consummadon  of  marriage ;  and  the  ceremonies  of  betrothing  and  mar- 
jiage  are  distioct.  Both  men  and  women  are  permitted  to  marry  more 
dian  once ;  but  pol3^my  is  not  in  use,  and  is  strictly  forbidden.  The 
ceremony  of  marriage  is  the  same  as  is  in  use  in  Roman  Catholic  coun- 
tries in  Europe.  The  Christians  of  different  castes  do  not  readily  inter- 
many,  but  this  rather  arises  bom  inequality  of  condition,  than  firom  any 
jemnant  of  Hindoo  saperstition ;  for  there  is  no  interdicfion,  nor  wotild 
fltiwr-Christiaiis  consider  the  mere  drcamMBnoe  of  di&rence  of  caste,  as 
degrading  to  either  party.  A  promise  before  the  age  of  puberty  of  futme 
marriage,  is  not  admitted  by  the  church  as  valid ;  and  if  such  betrothinff 
abould  have  taken  place,  it  may  he  broken  off  when  the  parties  shall 
arrive  at  that  age.  It  is  necessary,  hewever,  that  a  retraction  shall  be 
made  at  that  time.  The  nadve  priests  follow  the  roA:  ttf  celibacy  impoaed 
OD  their  brethren  in  Europe. 

There  is  nothing  peculiar  in  the  mode  of  administapiBg  Iha  aacrwienta, 
ritherof  communion  or  of  cxtreaM  unctioii,  sionXiBg  that  widi  repeat 
to  the  latter,  as  it  is  supposed  possible  d>at  t^  Hindoos,  who  oonslitnto 
(he  Bom  of  the  populatiiMi,  might  insalt  any  public  Christian  pncesMOp 
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Uie  boly'Tiaticain  is  not  carHed  from  the  cinirch,  but  it  u  permitted  tba 
|sieBt  to  celebr&te  ma«i  lu  the  house  of  the  sick,  and  to  administer  thb 
■tend  host  to  him  there.  The  sacrament  of  extreme  unction  ii  in  HJcs 
manner  administered  to  dying  persons. 

In  the  intemient  of  the  dead  there  is  this  peculiarity,  that  bodies '  arp 

Savrahy  deposited  vithin  the  church-,  which  wouid  in  a  fW  years  be 
ed  with  the  dead,  to  thcr  exelosion  of  the  Hring,  were  it  not  that  it  1« 
nsnal  to  remove  such  remains  as  ma;  be  exposed  on  digging  a  fresh 
Ip^ft,  and  to  deposit  them  in  some  eonreHient  spot  outside  the  church* 
The  practicat  effect  of  this  custom  is,  tt>  expose  a  disgusting  heap  at 
bones,  and  luch  other  pans  of  the  body  as  least  readily  suffer  decon^ 
position,  to  the  eight  and  smell  of  iJl  who  pass  the  neighbourhood. 
Scalps,  nails  and  tendons,  are  thus  bronght  to  view,  and  the  stranger  Ik 
■t  flnt  at  a  loss  to  account  for  the  appearance  of  such  pestilential  masse* 
of  putridly.'  The  practice  of  depositing  the  dead  in  churches,  mig^ 
tn  an  conntnes  be  dispensed  with  to  ^rantc^,  as  prejudicial  to  tha 
be^th  of  the  liring ;  but  more  especially  must  it  be  i^uiious  In  sft 
mnn  a  climate  as  that  of  India.  Tn  that  country,  it  must  be  owned,  tb« 
Hindoo  method  of  consuming  the  body  by  fire,  is  preierable  to  all  others, 
prorided  a  sufficient  qnantity  of  fuel  be  employed  in  the  funeral  pile, 
which  is  seldom  the  case. 

For  the  instmction  of  those  who  take  orders,  there  are  seminaries  fil 
Ooa  with  royal  foandations,  one  in  each  district,  where  there  are  clasaec 
for  the  Latin  langnage,  pbilosopby,  and  theology,  both  doctrinal  and 
sumil.  In  these  seminaries  a  certain  number  of  youths  are  educated  at 
die  royal  expense,  and  others,  who  desire  to  enter  them  for  the  benefit 
of  instruction,  paf  a  moderate  sum  ibr  their  support.  Besides  these, 
ttere  are  in  each  district  two  gramnrar  schools,  which  are  supported  at 
the  expense  of  the  Icing;  andalHOseveralpriTate  schools  of  various  kindi. 
In  each  convent  too,  sneb  aa  of  th»  order  De  Oratwio,  Cannelites,  Au- 
gwtiiwa,  Domimcans,  and  Fiandscsju,  tliose  who  wish  it  may  obtaia 
fattmeiiott,  ud  sdvanoe  themselTes  in  literature ;  although  the  leti  for 
ttadj  in  tlie  couTents  at  d>e  present  day  is  rery  much  abated. 

It  bss  alteadybeen  shown  that  the  Christiaos  of  Canara,  as  respects 
tbciridig^on,  hsvenodistiiKtionaofeaBtei  all  partake  in  common  trf  th4 
Maw  sacTHBisata,  assist  ftt  the  same  ceremoaiab,  and  oombine  id  snppert 
<rf  the  same  estaUishment ;  Imt  in  theif  c^il  habits  th^  stiH  preserve 
many  of  the  customs  of  their  ancestors,  and  even  in  some  few  cases  hei«> 
ditarily  foHow  their  occupations.  It  may  be  attributed  to  this  circuni 
stance  that  tbev  are  on  such  good  terms  in  social  life  with  their  i'dolatrqus 
eannUymen;  for  had  the  first  introdticers  of  Christianity  insirted  on  aa 
•bandonment  «f  national  iostttBtions,  oUiged  tfaeiT  folknren  to  eat  fbod 
canridercd  uitelean  by  the  Hindoos,  to  we«r  uulawfii]  garments,  utd  l» 
«Aopt  European  familiarity  with  regard  to  die  social  intercourse  of  tin 
Uaut,  not  only  would  they  greatly  hare  added  to  tbe  difficulty  of  coa~ 
tenim,  but  have  increased  terifold  the  hatred  and  ceutempt  of  the  moM 
BvMrons  Hindoos.  As  matter  of  pt^cy,  tbeitftne,  they  abstained  fiwn 
hmrftrine  with  eiuttims  in  themseires  indifferent,  and  by  a6  doing-  tbenr 
bare  rendered  dreir  sect  re^>eetable  in  th?  eyes  irf  others,  andin^vased 
its  nembers wtehoot  AAettKy.  At'thtfprnmrt  timethebody  of  Cfaii*' 
lwi<toftiHHirt»a»tobe  dependent  inany  degreb  npim  theHindooSf 
ftrdwegidbTttt^loeiaQF.    Tkeywn  «  «1mb  «f  th«anHlfss,.irtM  «ait

indulge  in  their  own  nodoos  wiAout  fear  of  degradation ;  but  v/hea  the 
task  of  cinvemoD  ih  only  beginning,  it  is  of  eaaential  importance  not  to 
inofit  on  trifles,  and  by  striving  to  effect  too  mucb,  to  hazard  the  loss  ot 
concessions  already  obtained. 

The  oocupationB  of  the  Christians  have  been  stated  to  be  Tariou«, 
perhaps  as  mucb  so  as  those  of.  an  equal  number  of  the  Hindoo  p<^ula- 
tioD.  The  greater  number,  as  might  be  e3q»ected,  are  employed  in  hus- 
liandry.  TbtAr  ciTil  educ^on  does  not  diSer  materially  from  that  of 
their  neighhoun,  at  least  no  marked  difference  could  be  traced  on  inquiry. 
■Their  religious  education  is  of  course  under  the  guidance  of  their  priests. 
The  Bible  is  forWden  to  be  rettd;  and  the  only  book  of  religious  in- 
atructian  which  they  possess  is  a  selection  from  the  Bible,  called  tl^ 
Puiana,  in  which  there  is  an  abridgment  of  a  few  of  the  books,  accom- 
panied by  explanatory  remarks,  and  some  account  of  the  mysteries  of 
the  incarnation,  pasuon,  and  resuirection  of  our  SaTiour.  This  book 
was  the  work  of  Thomas  Estivad,  a  Jesuit  It  is  undeiatood  that  there 
are  some  printed  copies  of  it  at  Goa ;  but  in  the  prorince  of  Canara  there 
tue'only  a  few  manuscripts,  for  Tippoo  bad  ordered  the  destruction  of 
all  thai  could  be  found. 

Whatever  may  be  the  seal  and  fidelity  with  which  the  priests  dis- 
chatge  their  duty  as  paBtore,  yet  a  body'of  ChristiHiw  cannot  but  be 
considered  in  a  deplorable  condition,  with  regard  to  instruction,  wbo 
ihave  on  an  average  not  more  tban  one  priest  (and  he  pnjbaUy  a  native 
of  India)  to  one  thousand  souls,  and  scarcely  a  dozen  copies  in  manuscript 
of  the  only  religious  book  known  to  them.  Christianity  thus  taught  and 
imperfectly  known,  has,  notwithstanding,  a  very  marked  influence  on 
the  morality  of  its  followers,  as  may  be  proved  by  the  fallowing  state- 
ment  furni^ted  by  the  law  court  of  the  proriace,  and  the  accuracy  of 
which  may  be  confidently  relied  on.

be  thrown  into  one.  It  appeara  then,  Uiat  in  «„given  space  of  time 
716,  732,  5066,  in  all  6514  persona,  are  cited  before  the  proper  au- 
thorities, accused  of  various  (fences,  of  which -jv^MCtive  numbers 
19,  7,  149,  making  175  persons,  were  Chiistiaas.     -

Hindoos.  .  This,  when  we  conaider  that  the  average  ia  taiien  on  n  laigft 
number,  and  through  HTeral  aucceeding  years,  -  afipears  to  exhibit  in  n 
very  favouraUe  view  the  moraUty  of.the  Christian  population.  But  the 
storal  excellence  of  their .  character  will  shine  with  a  brighter  radianea 
still,  when  it  is  recollected  that  temptadone,  not  almjrs  resisted  in  mora 
odie^ened  parts  of  the  voiid,  were  thrown  ia  the  way  of  these  Chiis- 
tiau,  in  the  £ree  use  of  meats  and  wines ;  and  that  there  being  no  poor* 
liouses,  or  any  sort  of  proriBioo  for  the  destitute,  coses  of  real  and  u^cat 
distnes  must  occasionally  offer,  which  might  palliate  offences  abhorrent 
to  their  nature. 

What  has  been  stated  may  possibly  stimulate  benevolent  individuals 
aitd  mcfre  powerful  societies  to  exertion  tn  favour  of  the  mental  and 
moral  improvement  of  a  numerous  and  respectable  body  of  Indians,  who 
'  £mn  the  simplicity 'of  their  general  conduct,  and  their  emancipation  firom 
the  grosser  saperstitioii  of  their  countrymen,  as  well  as  from  the  fear  at 
(lending  the  Hindoos,  seem  to  be  peculiarly  fitted  for  rec^ving  a  mora 
pure  and  more  perfect  form  of  rel^on  than  that  wluch  they  now  possess. 
PHseeution  and  suffering,  it  will  be  observed,  seem  even  to  have 
atrengthened  and  eolaiged  their  pious  seal;  for  although  oeeessarilj 
reduced  by  poverty  and  wretchedness  to  more  limited  .means,  it  appean 
that  the  present  population  of  21,000  have  already  erected  twen^-one 
chuEcheg,  and  that  three  othen  are  in  progress ;  while  it  has  been  seen 
too,  that  the  former  populadon  of  80,000  had  only  twenty-seven  churches, 
even  in  more  fnTouied  times. 

Tbe  following  table  of  the  total  population  of  Canara,  as  ascertained 
by  the  last  census  in  1 B 1 S,  although  only  indirectly  connected  with  the 
present  subject,  will  afford  grounds  to  the  philosophical  observer  for  much 
curious  ^>ecuIation,  and  will  not,  perhaps,  be  thought  much  out  of  place.

17o  one  Ii&B  ever  wiitten  more  poignant  truth,  or  more  ingeniotu  falte- 
bood,  than  Mr.  Hulitt.  Few  sentences,  indeed,  ever  came  from  hia 
pen  diat  did  not  contain  much  of  both,  but  so  blended  io  the  undticri- 
inpi^*^"g  heat  of  faje  conception,  ibat  it  is  impossible  to  separate  or  coo- 
rider  them  apart.  One  most  predominate  in  tbe  mind  of  the  reader, 
wbo,  accwdiog  to  the  warinth,  or  the  wariness  of  his  taste,  will  viewtbe 
whole  either  as  glowiag  tralh  or  idle  lapbinD. 

Hr.  Haxlitt  has  profeased  himself  an  admirer  (^  "  a  good  hater,"— Jie 
cumot  but  admire  an  ardent  fiiend  ;  and  bating  somewhat  the  force  »f 
tba  expresaioDi,  his  readers  muBt  naturally  becoaie  towards  him  one  or 
tbe  aSber.  "Whosoerer  is  acquainted  with  his  writings,  cannot  be  indif- 
fraent  to  them ;  every  position,  however  extiavagaot  and  paradoxical,  is 
U  appeal  to  the  inmost  feeliogB  of  the  mind ;  he  awakens  our  diotirajr 
bculties,  and  stirs  up  the  depQu  of  thought ;  reflections  long  made,  and 
loDg  laid  up,  start  from  oblivioii  in  eciio  to  his  call ;  aovelties  are  poured 
ID  apaa  us,  and  old  truths  metamorphosed  into  novelties ;  and  all  is 
l^owiog,  itaitling,  and  inspired.  Of  such  we  caouot  judge  by  rule  and 
compass,  by  definition  and  sylli^ism  ;  we  must  give  at  once  down  as- 
•ent  or  dissent,  and  with  equal  energy.  There  arm  so  shades  of  difier" 
eoee ;  we  dtber  feel  him,  or  we  do  not,  and  accordingly  separate  in 
ttrtmiytte  viam.  To  understand,  to  enjoy  his  writings,  there  is  one 
fldog  necessary — feeling, — for  hia  domain  is  human  nature ;  and  thither 
win  be  bend,  whatever  object  he  be  in  pursuit  of,  knowing  that  there 
tlone  lieth  the  path  of  truth.  Be  it  a  question  of  criticism,  of  politics, 
9r  aMtaphysics,  he  doce  not  spend  time  in  dry  juxtaposition,  or  splitting 
of  words,  but  casts  light  iqwo  its  obscurity,  &om  his  knowledge  of  man 
kad  mankind.  Over  humani^  he  ranges  fiiee,  and  while  he  akims  with 
ma  ijr  of  lightness  and  superficiality  the  surface  of  thjoj^  often  pene- 
tntes  without  effort  into  the  secrets  of  tbe  deep,  libs  Ariel,  tiie  slight  but 
fowerfiil  minister  of  wisdom. 

Hie  nund  of  this  author  is  a  phenmneaoa  in  the  intellectaal  world,  it 
tfiinks  and  conceives,  as  though  it  never  grew  or  made  progress,  but  was 
bora  as  it  is :  demonstration  is  consequently  unknown  to  it — all  its  kaow- 
ledge  is  intuitive.  The  depth  and  penetration  which  it  displays,  are  not 
die  deductions  of  reason,  or  the  aggregate  of  experience,  but  are  de- 
thvd  from  a  thoron|^  knowledge  of  itsell  Genius  is  tbe  world's  epi- 
tome— the  idea,  as  Plato  would  say,  whence  the  world  was  made;  and 
be  that  possesses  it,  has  but  to  look  inward,  if  he  would  know  the 
woild :  with  very  little  allowance  or  variation  the  analogy  will  hold.  Of 
the  spirits  that  are  his  equals,  his  brethren  in  intellectual  endowments, 
be  is  sure ;  the  same  [^inciple  actuates  them  both :  he  appeals  to  a  se- 
eood  self,  and  nothing  but  prejudioe  and  distortion  of  feeling  can  prevent 
die  aentiments  of  one  from  being  echoed  by  the  other.  Genius  is  a  kind 
of  fiatemi^,  to  which  true  feeling  is  the  only  key, — where  men  appre- 
bend  each  otber'e  coucertiUBS  by  Uiat  tnatKetuknUd  xense,  so  true  and 
9D>iiUii&e,bidIikeallouier>aMiMAie«>soQiAiOTilyiAMxuustoiidioHl«.

This  is  tlie  secret  of  !Mr.  Hailitt's  povM:  he  poowwata  gfDins,  nide, 
beadlon([,  and  UDtutored  ;  he  has  do  end  but  general  tnitli,  no  aystNU 
bnt  Datura  ;  lie  writes. in  support  of  no  dogma,  and  hU  pen  seema  but  the 
natural  discharge  of  a  busy  working  mind.  If  bia  writings  be  not  manu- 
factured wisdom,  they  are  the  raw  msCerial, — Uie  wfaerewitlial  to  bf 
wi&e ;  and  the  mite  of  his  crude  ^lecuUtions  were  enough  to.  set  up 
twenty  toi-disant  pbilosopbers.  His  delight  is  to  sit  down  to  the  tangled 
iveb  of  humanity,  uurarelling  it  ingeniously,  pulling  out  here  an  end 
and  there  an  eod,  now  blundering  and  self-perplexing  over  a  knot,  and 
now  setting  all  free,  and  winding  up  with  a  climax  of  warm  and  spark- 
ling sentences,  as  his  faraurite  quotation  says,  , 
"  In  linked  iweetueii  long  drawn  out." 

We  never  had  the  pleasure  of  contemplating  Mr.  Hazlitt's  skull,  but 
if  there  be  truth  in  craniology,  he  must  possess  to  a  great  degree  the  ur> 
gan  of  comparison.  He  can  see  nothing  single,  hb  planet  is  sunrouiided 
with  a. thousand  satellites,  and  erery  object  in  his  view  is  illuminated  br 
■  vriiole  host  of  re^mblances.  But  howevor  brilliant  and  vivacious  this 
faculty  may  be,  it  is  often  fatal ;  to  this  author  most  so.  Siniiies  to  him 
are  tike  puns  tA  Shakespeare,  tbe  igneifatui,  that  bewilder  him  in  the 
mine  ;  they  pass  before  his  mind  like  the  visionary  progeny  of  Baoqui:),. 
—"  Come  like  shadows,  so  depart," — and  he  strives  to  grasp  all :  his 
axemplifi cations  totally  eclipse  the  original  object  which  they  profess  to 
render  clear;  yet  lively  and  humorous  in  tfacDiselves,  they  do  not  ill 
supply  its  place,  hlie  pearls  hiding  the  silk  on  which  they  aie  strung ;  yet 
even  when  happiest,  they  are  more  ingenious  than  imaginative,  more  witty 
and  jiiqtiant  than  lucid  or  sublime!  Hiis  gives  an  apjlearance  of  tinsd, 
and  confusion  to  his  compositions,  which  justifies,  in  a  great  degree,  difi 
well-known  comparison  of  this  author's  mind  to  a  kaleidoscope,  which, 
however  applied  by  the  critic,  presents  as  full  an  idea  of  the  merits  as  of 
the  defects  of  his  genius.  The  novel  and  original  view  which  he  takes[ 
of  common  objects,  hia  regular  irregularity  of  principle,  and  his  ever-' 
ihifUng  trains  of  speculation, — the  subsequent  without  the  least  con- 
nexion with  the  one  preceding  it,  save  that  they  both  proceed  from,  and] 
rally  nHind  one  point — liberality  and  independence  of  thought.  These, 
and  many  more  as  estimable  qualities,  are  presented  ^  <""'  minds  by  the 
obnoxious  illustration,  as  well  as  the  confusion  and  perplexity,  which 
cannot  but  be  allowed  to  attend  this  turbid  and  impetuous  thinker. 

We  have  observed,  that  this  kind  of  genius  is  not  progressive  :  when 
we  said  so,  we  did  not  allude  to  its  power,  but  its  wisdom.  Its  ptind- 
ples,  its  dogmas,  its  views  of  truth,  may  remain  the  same  and  unextend- 
4d,  although  experience  may  confirm  and  root  them  deeper,  while  con- 
fidence, habit,  and  observation  may  add  force  and  facility  to  the  powera 
of  expression.  The  continual  gleanings  of  such  a  mind  &om  books  and. 
men,  do  not  add  to  its  store^  but  merely  serve  to  illustrate  the  truths  of 
which  it  has  been  all  .along  possessed.  It  care*  not  to  lay  solid  founda- 
tions; or  pile  up  a  structure,  "  that  it  may  feach  to  the  heaven  :"  it  is 
content  to  examine  the  decay  and  deformity  of  other  fabrics,  and  not' 
aeldom  to  overthrow  them  with  a  breath :  it  is  not  that 

"  Which  hirM  up  wisdom  with  each  stodious  jear." 
It  bouds  BOt,  but  t«]»8  of  aS  tbat  ia  at  band,  patting  ereiy  olgect  in  le-' 
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^poUtioii,  bendisg  it  to  iti  own  pui^maeB,  like  the  proboadi  of  the  ele- 
'^ant,  alike  apprehenaiTe  of  great  and  small,  aublime  and  imignifioaiiL- 
llumgk  we  woiild  not  call  it  wittj,  yet  it  exactly  corratponds  with  Hr.< 
Locke'a  definitioii  of  wit,  and  "  Ilea  for  the  roost  part  in  the  aMemUagv 
<rf  ideas,  putting  together  thoae  that  are  iacosgruoue  and  Btiange,  to 
create  pleaaant  pictures  in  the  imagination.''  Upon  tliig  Hme  one  re< 
aaika,  that  if  it  hold,  the  fint  piopoeition  of  Euclid  ia  a  fair  specimen  of 
wit ;  for  oar  parts,  we  can  di«cover  no  tMOTigrvous  ideas  put  together  in 
diat  deinonstmtjon.  If  thej  be  indongnious,  what  word  can  weap^jto 
Hr.  Hazlitt's  eomparisoos  and  combinations,  t^nofi  ab  ignotis,  minoling 
and  confounding  the  difierent  kingdoms  of  matter  and  mind,  till  one 
cannot  tell  which  ii  which.  His  writings  are  "  mere  Midniminer  mad- 
ness" to  one  who  does  not  puesess  tRe  clue— who  does  not  "  undetstand 
Us  ignorance,"  as  Coleridge  says :  this  once  obtained,  mMhing  can  be  more 
ddigfatful  than  to  follow  Us  involutions  and  excuxaions,'  and  to  nm  down 
die  rapids  of  his  thought. 

With  all  this  genius,  all  these  powers,  it  is  astomslung  how  little  bu' 
been  done;  though  for  ever  warring  against  [Xejudice,  and  "  the  things 
Aat  be,"  both  in  politics  and  criticism,  this  author  seems  never  to  hare 
mside  one  position  in  advance.  His  ailments  startle  and  conJbnnd  ; 
it  would  be  vain  attempting  to  repel  such  subtle  attacks ;  but  thej  are  at 
the  same  time  so  vrild  aud  extravagant,  that  those  who  cannot  refute,  hare 
m  fair  excuse  for  laughing  at  them.  They  cany  persuasioD,  not  convic- 
lioii :  they  tickle  and  amuse,  put  one  into  an  easy  compronhsing  tem- 
per; and  take  complete  poseeBsion  for  a'time  ;  but  they  do  not  k&ve  a 
trace  of  them  imprinted—rthe  solid  ia  borne  oS  with  tho  light;  and  if  the 
BJemory  does  retain  aught,  it  is  the  humorous  allusion,  or  whimsical' 
comparison,  that  remains,  ioRtead  i^the  truth  it  was  intended  to  enforce.' 
His  doquence,  glowing  and  lofty,'  like  the  tide,  leaves  the  sand  fnnnwed 
aa  it  found  it,  and  has  not  that  beneficent  efiect  so  beautifully  deecribed 
by  Wordsvoith : — 

"  And  when  the  itream 
Wbirh  overflowed  the  lunil  «aa  nautd  away, 
A  coDtcfaxuDeu  rcmaiQed  that  it  bad  left 
Depotited  upon  the  silent  Bborc 
Of  meraon',  image*  and  ffrtcima  thaufibt*. 
That  iball  not  die,  and  cahnat  be  destcoyed." 

Hence  we  hare  not  be«n  surprised  to  hear  superfiual  readers  aecose 
Hi.  H.  of  common-[dace ;  a  quality  from  wluch,  though  his  genius  is  most 
remote,  yet  it  poiscases  this  in  common  with  it, — that  it  learea  not  any 
deep  impression.  And  this,  peih^w,  is  mostly  owing  to  a  peculiarity 
before  mentioned  as  an  advantage, — "  his  having  no  end  bat'genera^ 
tnth."'  With  such  a  ragiie  object  in  view,  he  runs  wild  tluongh  fields' 
of.specnlation,  and  starts  at  fint  a  proposition  or  thema,  rather  as  a  pre- 
tence for  commencing,  than  fiir  the  pu>po«e  of  elucidating  or  proving  iL 
tike  the  "  feral  consvmere  nati"  who  indulge  their  love  of  excitement 
and  galloping,  under  the  pr^xt  of  putting'  to  d^atb  a  timorous  little 
quadruped,  he  seems  one  of  those  verba  coruumere  nati,  who  purene 
their-more  bloodless .  diversion'  tbnmgb  the  columns  oif  newspapfera  and ' 
Miigaxines.  Indifierent  Iblks  maybe  amaaed,  and  demand  wtuther  he 
Imrries,  or  what  goal  be  seeks.  To  such  ully  and  good-natured  inqiiir- 
«n  the  best  ajmrac  ia  that  of  piogenea— "  l  roll  ny  tub."  But  to  the 
(MaWAnU,r«1.3,  £ 
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BMre  impardhent  uut  puUktous,  who  tomj  b«  bo  bold  u  to  ceudfc  bis 
eUnroguit  aMotioiH  is  cikicum,  hia  puadaxtoal  acheiaM-of  aunli, 
«  Us  qoMuloiu  and  ereilaidag  alhunoiu  to  politics,  thore  is  tb*  ^-swf- 
fidng  aafemr  of  Ooldsmitk  to  somo  petolsnt  ravieweTs,  who  abusad  him 
fi>r  btmng,  in  his  Ahridgmeat  <tf  tfae  History  of  Engluid,  sold  tha  li> 
botias  of  his  eoantiy ;  "  God  help  me,"  laid  the  poet,  "  I  nam  diaunt 
cimj  eoimtrj,  tus  its  Ubartiea,  but  maraly  wanted  to  make  up  a  good 
nmad  boric  for  ths  bo^sellen." 

.  The  chief  peculiarity  of  Mr.  Haztut's  writiofa  (if  in  this  age  it  can  be 
OlUed  a  peenliarily)  is  egotisa).  Tha  aimpls  ^phcatioB  of  this  term  to 
any  one  is  caBsidcaed  bj  many  to  be  a  we^hty  ceDMne ;  it  is  cAOoaivad 
to  in^ly  the  oo-exiitence  of  fani^  and  lelf-Goaceit,  aad  to  be  the  sum 
^ffi  of  a  little  mind  :  nay,  not  the  least  sgotiKical  of  anthcMS  has  de- 
t^ind  the  efamce  <d  sabject  remote  from  self,  to  be  one  of  the  trasst  tasti 
of  ffoiua.  This  iamart  unfair  }— we  have  no  link  with  busaan  nature 
but  our  own  hearts ;  no  specimen  of  it  but  in  our  own  bosoms ;  a>d  if 
vewonld  teach  man,  or  awe  him,  penuada,  exalt,  or  iaqnre  him,  the 
pracutor  we  must  eonsnit  is  within.  The  purely  laMgioatiTe  writw, 
who  deeJs  in  visiooary  fbnns  aad  gorgeous  fabrics,— the  aotbor  of  Ara>> 
Ivan  talss  and  supramundane  ^MtractioQs,  may  be  iadepsodefit  of,  aad 
Srene  to,  that  most  beautiful  of  ttudies-~-tto  hoeaan  heart :  aad  the 
deelar  in  coDsaon-pUce  idealities  may  be  contented  to  amasa  his  seanee 
sad  rohiBCB  fraB  the  sole  ezereise  of  soniliny  and  obssrvataoB.  But  all 
this  is  flat :  it  wants  the  lenr — the  spirit  of  htuaanity,  which  thavgh  it* 
Ivad  be  in  the  heaTeas,  yet,  Uke  Virgil's  fame,  ever  hath  its  feet  on  dw 
flHth.  Tfae  Promethean  fire,  which  is  aloae  citable  of  endowi^  idaa^ 
with  wamth,  and  fancy  with  life,  is  to  be  sougjit  wtthin— in  the  ipril 
and  nasencB  of  self;  and  be  who  does  not  turn  over  those  teavea,  nod 
pnie  «w  Aose  pages,  will  in  v«q  tfainlf  to  gather  pUkwophy  fraa  any 
cihera.  All  this,  it  is  true,  may  be  the  work  of  silMt  meditation  ;  them 
is  DO  necessity  for  doing  it  openly,  and  noising  it  in  the  &ee  of  day; 
none  for  those  whose  buunefs  is  ^ien  to  it,  whose  vocation  it  is  not, — 
but  the  business  of  the  essayist  and  the  moralist  is  the  anatomy  of  man, 
and  his  vocation,  toantbody  the  apperaiastaBdma8lebvious"})ajia9ss" 
ofbismtnd.  If  in  the  frank  and  generous  ardonrof  composition,  he, 
perhaps,  imprudently  identifies  his  character  with  hnmsni^,  and  con- 
fidently  bares  his  bosom  to  tlie  world,  it  is  from  a  principle  far  distant 
firoa  self,  from  vanity,  or  from  tildensas. 

But  the  scmpulous  avoiding  of  affectation  beeamea  as  afcrtatioa  in 
itself;  and  if  any  one  neidd  take  the  bouble  of  landiag  boohs  in  rttu 
mce  (o  thair  antlHHa,  he  would  find  a  VMBatroue  deal  of  egotisB  clodssd 
tntder  the  baosilitr  of  the  (hinl  parson.  The  gannlity  of  egetiw,  (m^ 
Cparantees  its  iaaocaaee ;  thovgh  at  times  tiiesaoie,  it  may  be  afarnjn 
instraetive ;  and  those  who  are  most  intelerant  of  it,  asa  the  mtbt»,  the 
outeni{dalive,  and  tbontugb  egvtiats,  who,  with  their  own  dignity  ever 
in  their  Vfe,  cannot  oamMWDisa  it  &r  a  tnoneat  Sot  the  sake  tJgmd 
nature,  or  even  &r  that  of  amusement  and  instruction.  That  an  eesayial- 
diMdd  be  Bccnaed  af  dns  foible  (allowing  it  to  be  on^  if  no  wonder  hn 
who  is  wim%y»  mining  in  himself,  "  ptattutt  dtau  tm  am"  and  like  thn 
qiider,  em  either  qnnniag  fcith  his  bowala,  or  atting  in  the  nudat  ef  bin 
nutdy-wwrk,  rentemplating  ita  textare.  But  beudes  his  nalnnd  end  iin< 
»nwMe  tendmcy  twndfl  this  wntinnri  amuannf  flwa^  the  iwiji* 
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recnn  to  it  from  convenience.  In  itaelf  a  nerer-eading  theme,  ea  inex" 
hoiHtiUe  u  the  miud  of  moo,  it  ia  almoet  the  only  one  in  which  tha 
writer  may  proceed  alt^ether  ftt  hie  ene,  cmcIwi  whither  he  is  wander- 
ing, and  where  he  shall  end  ;  haringareadywi^  of  connecting  the  most 
(q^soeite  toaioa  of  thought, — a  fair  excuse  for  trimng  and  digTeeoion,  and 
Mrimilating  hy  its  BiMBe  the  haUte  of  lUnking  aod  compoMtion,  till  the j 
become  one  and  ibe  Mme  thing— ^oetoBi  without  effort.  But  it  must  be 
inapolitic  to  indulge  eonrentence  in  hazarding  disguet,  eepecaally  as  it  Is 
DM  tbe  thing  Itaelff  bnt  ite  ^peaTasoo  which  ia  to  be  Hvmded,  and  when 
the  une  hnmours  and  the  saine  opiniona,  which,  delirered  in  the  first 
penoB,  ettttle  tbe  a^'teres  of  (heir  readers,  might,  with  a  Kttle  Taii»- 
tioB  be  made  to  delight  them,  if  introduced  by  the  unaaaumption  and  de- 
ference of  illeitiR. 

Another  effect  of  thia  habit  on  the  andior  in  qoestion  ia,  Uiat  it  causes 
him  to  forget  his  auditors  or  readera  altogether ;  they  vanish  from  befora 
him  to  theabsorptioDofbia&elinga.  Esiaybecomesltalf  soliloqi);,  andhe 
leaps  from  prose  to  Terse  and  back  again,  according  as  bis  memory  su[h 
plies  or  dmes  him  poetical  expreaaion.  When  he  does  get  on  stilta, 
Dowrrer,  he  ia  modest  and  tasteful,  and  poors  forth,  not  his  own  iambics, 
but  the  choicest  poetry  of  the  old  authors.  Not  content  with  his  own 
new  and  picturesque  garments,  according  to  the  legend  of  Geoffrey  Crayon, 
he  ia  ever  thrusting  his  feet  into  the  slippers  of  Shakespeare,  decldng 
himself  in  the  long-lapped  vest  of  some  old  penman,  or  be-devilling  him- 
aelf  with  tbe  trowel  of  Ben  Jgnson.  By  these  means,  however,  tines  ara 
filled  and  pages  variegated  agreeably,  so  that  wherever  you  open  tha 
book,  its  iqipearanca  is  tempting.  Gay  and  humoroaa  as  this  may  be,  it 
has  too  often  the  air  of  quoCatioa  prepenae,  thrusting  itself  in  for  no 
earthly  reason,  most  generally  stuck  at  the  end  of  a  sentence,  like  a 
oodicU  that  has  no  business  there :  and  frequently  after  the  full  and  per- 
fect close  of  a  paiagraf)b — lo !  a  dash  and  two  commas,  denoting  one  <i€ 
these, 

"  Which,  like  a  wounded  raeke,  drap  its  slow  leogth  along." 
Bnt  he  who  seeks  with  any  degree  of  zeal  for  either  blemishes  or  beautie* 
in  Mr.  Hazlitt,  will  have  his  hands  full.  There  is  no  end  of  them, 
ended  and  twined  together  like  the  woodbine  and  the  nightshade.  Twera 
well  if  people  saw  both,  but  he  seems  to  be  the  shidd  in  tbe-higbway, 
presenting  to  diSerently  bound  travellers  tbe  different  selects  of  l^d  and 
ofgi^  We  never  yet  remember  hearing  or  reading  an  impartial  <^- 
nion  concerning  thbi  author's  merits,  wd  we  OMselves  perhape  only 
exemplify  the  faoL  It  will  twsaid  that  he  ntay  thank  himself;  that  he 
wrote  as  a  partisan,  and  was  treated  as  suoh, 

"  Andtoper^  g«Te  up  what  »ai  meant  (or  taaaUnd." 

B«t  Uie  petulance  of  genius  should  be  conudered  rather  as  its  nisfbrtuoe 
Aan  its  milt.  And  if  we  are  disgusted  at  tbe  extravagant  lauding  o£ 
Um  by  his  fbllowcn,  we  sbouU  lemendiar  that  it  is  but  ihp  reaction  of 
that  onlimited  centue,  with  wbioh.  hs  baa  be«n  anrl;  w«^wd  down. 
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Each  year  to  De1o», o'er  the  puipla  nuuo, 

Their  souls  o'erflowiaa;  wilh  immonal  song, 
R^ir  the  bards  ;  as  to  her  home  again 
The  swallow,  turning,  shoots  the  seas  along; 
The  deep  green  isle,  bj  silver  billows  laved. 
Smiled  on  ttie  gliding  baiks  that  faithless  seas  had  bnTod. 

Now  land  the  sons  of  song ;  tb«T  golden  lyres, 

Yielding  sweet  music  to  the  passiag  wind, 
Seem  stricken  by  the  God  whose  breath  inspires 
The  glorious  frenzy  in  the  poet's  mind ; 
The  strand,  the  temple  glittering  on  the  height,

Ik  the  41st  and  42d  paragraphs  of  a  Pamphlet^  lately  published  by 
BichardsoD,  coacwaing  ^e  System  of  Oorendng  the  East  Indiea  esta- 
blished by  the  India  Company,  I  find  the  following  strong  language 
made  use  of: — 

"41.  Surplus  Revenue,  beyond  all  the  wants  and  expenses  of  the 
State,  irill  continue  to  b«  exacted,  till  the  country  becomes  more  and 
more  prostrate,"  Sec. ' 

Now,  Sir,  I  do  not  meddle  with  the  author's  opinions  or  inferences ;  he 
may  be  i^bt  enough  in  them ;  nor,  indeed,  would  it  lie  easy  to  deny  tho 
GoDclusioDs  of  this  pamphlet,  if  he  be  correct  in  his  premises.  But  I  de- 
mand, is  tlie  abore  a  true  [acture  of  the  English  system  in  tiie  East? 
You  will  obserye,  from  the  phraseology,  how  carefully  the  writer  ex- 
presses himself,  so  as  to  leave  no  doubt  on  the  reader's  mind  of  the  em- 
phatic meaning  of  the  statements—"  Surplus  Revenue  continue  to  be 
exacted ;"  "  the  country  more  and  more  prostrate ;"  "  lea  able  to  ex- 
change products ;"  "Justice  taxed  higliar  and  higher;"  and  so  on — 

'"  Old  moaoponeB(plaral  number)  e^r/enaecfoQ  necessartei  and  luxuries^ 
new  ones  devised — confiscations  and  sales  vmltiplied,"  &c.  &c.  Sk. 
Such  language,  so  repeated,  would  seem  to  mean  beyond  doubf,  that  all 
the  horrors  enumerated  are  already  in  existence  is  diat  ill-fated  country, 

.  snd  that  to  stop  their  increase  and  aggravation  is  all  that  even  the  eager 
friends  of  the  press  expect  from  its  assumed  influence,  ia  shaming  rulers 
into  better  beluviour. 

I  call  such  tbii^  "  horrore,"  because  I  know  of  no  other  t^rm  justly 

-  applicable  to  most  of  the  things  enumerated.  Snftri-ss  flaveitue—Sizl 
What  means  such  a  political  and  economical  monstrosity  ?  r  Revenue  is 
usually  considered  to  be  the  contributions  or  clubbings  of  each  individual 
in  a  society  or  nation,  to  defray  all  the  conmon  chaises  ;  some  pay 
dearer  for  civil  chaises  than  others  do  ;  some  Soi  military,  naval,  eccle- 
siastical, judicial,  &c.  &c.  &a.  •  but  when  all  those  charges  are.defrayed, 
is  it  in  nature  that  the  richest  community  on  earth  would  or  should  pay 
more  ?  Can  it  be,  then,  that  one  of  the  poorest  people,  of  the  most  baiik- 
ward,  perhaps,  known  in  the  pale  of  ctviliiatioa,  pa^a  mors- than  is  re- 
quired for  all  the  expeoMS  and  even  waste  of  th»  state  ?  And  what,  I 
pray,  becomes  of  tins  surplus?  WtwgeOit?  No wott4w,  indeed,  if 
India  does  not  advance. 

But  it  has  always  been  said,  hecetolM*,  that  India  did  not  pay  her 
own  chaigM ;  and  I  think  it  is  aot  {ffobaUe  ah*  is  any  esufttan  to  this,

Then,  Sir,  is  it  not  a  "  horror,"  if  true,  that  in  these  days  of  improve-

taxation  and  monopolies,  with  attendant  "  coufitcaiion."     lo  &)g^and

Opium  ia  alao  monopolized,  on  the  frivolous  pretejtt  nf  ita  being  a  pcn- 
•onous  drag,  diough  obt  inore  ao  than  either  brandy  or  wtoe,  each  being 
capable  of  the  same  abuic ;  but  these  scrupulous  guardiana  of  the  public 
inorala  hare  no  objection  to  this  poisonous  drug  being  introduced,  con- 
traiy  to  the  law,  into  China :  nor  of  its  being  tiucen  in  such  quantities  hj 
Uie  Malays,  as  to  lead  to  the  bloody  massacres  and  aasassini^fms  o£ 
which  we  read  with  so  ranch  horror,  as  happening  const&ntly  in  their 
islands.  Both  these  monopolies  of  opium  and  salt  were  established  in 
iniquity,  in  the  dayaof  old  Lwd  Clive,  by  the  Company's  servant*  abroad, 
^bA  have  since  been  maintained  by  the  Company  itself,  and  perpetuated 
for  their  benefit ;  being  greatly  -increased  in  amount,  and  extended 
wherever  the  Company  can  extend  them.  The  monopoly  of  t^t  (one  of 
Ae  most  essential  ingredients  of  a  wretched  Hindoo's  meal,  for  he  hu 
little  else  than  rice  and  salt  to  form  it)  has  been  thus  extended  into  the 
upper  pForincee  of  Hindooatao,  where  it  was  before  unluiown ;  and  that 
of  opium  has  been  extended  even  to  the  territories  of  Sindia  and  Holkar, 
ivho  have  been  prevaiteA  on  by  the  money  or  the  influence  of  the  Com- 
pany, to  systematise. this  shameful  infliction  on  their  sobiect  cultivators 
and  consuDien ;  who,  instead  of  deriving  benefits  from  our  ruling  India, 
are  made  to  feel  the  most  grinding  exactions,  and  to  hold  our  name  and 
powerin  ex^ratioa  asa  curee.  ' 

-  As  to  judicial  taxation,  it  exists  to  an  ejttent  of  which  peiaons  in 
England  are  scarcely  at  all  aware,  and  ihe  receipts  fnrni  this  unholy 
source- form  a  large  itent  in  the  revenue  accounts  of  the  East  India  Com- 
pany every  year,  bearing  oh  its  braaen  front,  the  disgraceful  title  of  re- 
venue dniwn  from  the  miseries  and  distresses  of  the  people.  Every  pro- 
ceeding is  taxed  by  stamps,  to  a  degree  incredibly  oppressive  in  so  poor  a 
country,  or  father,  it  should  be  said,  among  so  poor  and  destitute  a  peo- 
ple ;  for  the  country  ia  rich  enough,  but  the  peopledoirat  participate  in  its 
wealth.  Every  contract,  of  the  humblest  kind,  every  written  transaction 
•f  commerce,  that  is  to  be  binding  in  an  Indian  Court,  is  taxed  with  a 
stamp,  that  not  only  impedes,  but  often  amounts  to  a  denial  of.justice  al- 
togeuier;  for  such  transactions. as  will  not  afibrd  to  pay  the  tax,  are  ne- 
G^nrily  executed  without  it,  subjecting  the  parties  to  be  made  the  prej 
of  the  deaigding  without-tbe  possibility  of  a  remedy. 

Well  may  the  benevolent -inquirer  call  die  exaction  of  "  surplus  re- 
Tenne"  a  political  and  ecbnomicat  monstrosity.  It  is  fully  entitled  to 
the  term;  and  must  be  accompanied  with  cniehiea  and  horrors  whererer 
it  ia  wrung  from  Uie  suffering,  pdople.  If  the  Legislators  of  England  wer« 
but  as  wise,  as  even  this  writer  deems  the  prcwnt  Ministers  at  least  to  be,

Tbe 
Company  migbt  be  permitted  to  return  their  charter  ;  but  tliej  should  be 
compelled  to  gaven).  their  territories  well — to  admit  the  fulleet  derelop- 
ment  of  tbe  reaourcea  of  Ibdia— to  eocourage  the  freest  commerce—  to  paj 
thdr  debt! — to  remit  taxation  ao  as  to  bring  the  revenue  to  the  level  of 
the  disbursements — to  spend  the  principal  pcntion  oftheee  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  conntrj,  and  the  elevation  of  its  inhabitants  from  brutes  and 
ihiTiea  to  iBtkmal  and  intelligent  freemen;  and,  in  short,  to  actupoathe 
niDd[4e  of  producing  the  greatest  happiness  to  the  greatest  number.

Aa  these  are  now,  fer  tbe  first 
time,  &boBt  to  be  put  to  the  trial,  in  a  conteat  with  onr  GoverBment^ 
although  hostiJe  indicationB  haTe  heretofore  on  aeveral  eccaaioM  ov 
cvred  between  the  two  powers,  goch  an  accoont  of  the  Bunnete  aa 
may  tend  to  gire  a  more  just  and  adeqaate  idea  of  their  paat  aad  pn* 
aent  condition,  than  that  which  ia  commonly  entertained,  will  probaUy 
At  tbe  prepCDt  moment  poaa^ss  peculiar  claiaia  on  the  attentini  of  oar 
readerg.  The  sources  from  which  informatioa  on  the  aubjeet  ia  to  ba 
derived,  are,  it  is  true,  far  fiota  numerMia,  but  they  are  at  least  authen- 
tic, and  we  shall,  in  the  course  of  tbe  present  article,  quote  with  unfae- 
■itating  confidence  the  statements  of  Colonel  Symea  and  Dr.  Buchanan, 
Captains  Cex-and  Canning,  who  hare  all  at  difierent  periods  naited  the 
capital  of  the  Burman  Empire,  and  given  to  the  public  the  remits  of 
their  researchei  and  obserrations  in  that  interesting  country. 

Extending  from  the  mountains  ofThibet,  on  the  north,  to  tbe' Siamese 
dominiona  on  the  south  ;  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  Bay  of  Bengaj, 
and  by  the  Britiib  possesaiona  in  India;  from  which,  h&weTer,'it  is  in 
part  separated  by  the  isterpoeition  of  one  or  two  petty  states,  of  donhtfid 
independence ;  and  on  the  east  by  Cambodia,  Laos,  and  Cldna ;  it 
yields  in  extent,  population,  and  importance,  to  the  last-mentioned  em> 
pire  alone  among  the  native  governments  of  the  east  of  Asia,  ha  limits 
reach  from  the  t2th  to  tbe  26tb  degree  of  north  latitude,  and  from  the 
92d  to  tbe  104th  degree  of  east  loagitnde,  comprehending  a  'Space  of 
794,000  square  miles,  and  a  population  of  at  least  17,000,000 ;  and  it 
mnst  not  be  forgotten,  in  the.  estimate  of  ita  resources,  that  this  formi- 
dable empire  has  attained  its  present  commanding  height  in  the  short 
space  of  eeveniy  years,  by  an  almost  onnrtermpted  series  ef  brilliant 
successes  ov^r  the  Deighbonring  states,  which  it  has  successively  subju- 
gated and  incorporated  with  itself.  In  order  to  exhibit  4hi«  important 
consideration-  in  the  clearest  point  of  view,  we  cannot  do  better  than 
give  a  brief  sketch  of  die  Biirman  history,  for  a  ccmsideraUe  portion  of 
which,  Coltmel  Symee's  Narrative  fortunately  supplier  us  with  tbe  ne- 
cessary materials.. 

Of  the  early  history  of  the  further  peninsula  of  India,  we  are  entirely 
ignorant ;  it  is,  undoubtedly,  the  Aurea  Cbenionesus  vf  PCoIemy,  the 
liniit  of  his  geographical  knowledge  of  the  East ;  and  the  titia  of  Em- 
poria, bestowed  by  that  author  on  several  places  on  the  coast,  proves 
that  even  in  those  days,  its  porta  were  the  seats  of  commerce  and  the 
resort  of  foreign  mwchants.'  Itip-tA  the  Portuguese,  wh6  itiade  them- 
selves mastera  of  Malacca  in  t)ie  esirly  part  of  tlie  sixteendi  century, 
that  ws  are  indebted  for  a  knowledge  of  its  political  subdirisiod  at  that 
period.    It  appean  fnm  them,  tlut  the  terntnry,  the  gicster  part  of 


vhicfa  »  Mw  iBOOTponted  inttt  tbe  Bvniui  einpire»  WM  tban  divided 
into  &MT  principal  kiagdoam,  exclwuve  of  aimaroui  petty  atatM,  which 
cottU  hudlf  be  cooudered  u  coaipletdy  iod^endeat  of  tbe  more  pow- 
erful, wiiicfa  were  Arrmc&n,  Are,  Pegu,  aaa  Siaa.  We  leva  tram 
Moadea  Pinto  and  Faria  de  Souza,  that  bood  after  tbe  settlement  of  tbe 
Portagueae  in  tbe  peuinaula,  the  Burmese,  or  natiret  of  Ara  more  parti- 
cuUrl/,  who  had  in  former  timea  beeo  auh^ect  to  Peg;u,  threw  off  the 
ydce,  and  with  the  aaaietaace  of  the  Europeans,  nicceeded,  not  only  ia 
rendering  themselTes  indepeodent,  but  abo  in  acquiring  tbe  cupremaey 
■flver  their  foiser  maatera,  whida  they  maintained  during  tbe  whole  if 
tlte  MTeatieeuth,  aod  the  first  fi>rty  yean  of  tbe  eighteenth  century. 
When  the  Portugueoe  empire  in  the  East  fell  before  the  accumulatad 
■CTBiee  «f  ita  poasraaora,  and  the  superior  fortune  of  the  Dutch,  tbe  lattery 
as  alao  the  Englisb,  obtained  settlementa  in  rarioni  parts  of  the  Snnow 
aafin,  wUcft  vera  afterwards  forfeited  by  their  miacooduct,  and  Enro- 
|>eaiiaofai}iutu)iwwer«baiUBbed&oinA?a.  TlieEagliahwere,  howerei^ 
.Mt  leqgtb  reinKated  in  their  &ctoriea  at  Syriam  and  Ava,  aod  also  took 
fUMeasioo  of  the  Island  of  Negrwt,  on  wbicb  tbe  GoTenuneat  of  Foit 
St.  Geone  eetaUished  a  settlement.  About  the  year  1740,  tbe  Pegueip 
threw  off  their  allegiauce  to  the  Burman  Government,  and  a  dril  war 
cnaned,  wtueh  waa  prosecuted  on  both  sides  with  savage  ferocity,  th« 
-iaoe  loog  Mmainiag  doubtful ;  during  its  continuance  toe  Bridsh  fac- 
tDfy'at  %Tiam  fell  a  sacxi£ce  to  the  iudiscriainatiug  fury  of  tbe  cod» 
teadiiig.  parties.  Tbe  Pegvers  at  length  gained  the  superiority,  and  in 
tbe  year  1752,  tbe  capital  of  Ava  surrendered  at  discretion  ;  the  Bur- 
man  moaarch  was  made  prisoner,  and  carried  in  triumph  to  Pegu,  while 
the  brother  of  tbe  conqoeror  was  left  in  the  government  of  the  sutyt^ 
gated  kingdom,  which  at  first  bore  the  appearanoe  of  tranquil  sabmia- 
Moa>  But  this  flattering  prospect  waa  kot  of  long  ccmtinuaace ;  AkinH 
pn,  01  as  the  name  is  written  by  Dr.  Buchanan,  Aloongbara,  a  Barmap 
of  knr  wOracdoo,  then  known  by  tbe  hniable  deMnation  of  Aomdiaa 
(tbe  hnittBuii),  who  held  tbe  petty  chiefiunsbip  of  Moncbaboo,  at  that 
'  time  nn  ineouularable  village,  possessed  a  spirit  of  eoteiprise  equal  to 

■  the  most  arduous  undertakings,  and  secretly  meditated  on  tbe  means  of 
wnancipating  hb  cosntry.  While  tbe  Peguers  slumbered  in  ima^nary 
Mcurity,  this  flxtnuHdinary  man,  at  the  head  of  only  a  hundred  faithful 
£)lli>wers,  in  the  mtnnm  of  1753,  threw  off  the  yoke  of  the  conquerori, 
ttai  after  havjog  put  to  the  sword  the  Pegnan  garrison  of  Moncbaboo, 

■aad  deJoated  a  eonsiderable  body  of  tniops  who  were  sent  against  him, 
,l>ddly  maicbed  to  attack  the  capital  itsdf.  His  little  band  had  by  tbia 
-time  acquired  a  considerable  accenian  of  strength,  and  to  great  was  tbe 
tmna  iiminA  by  bis  prowees,  aud  by  the  sudden  and  unexpected 

■  ■Wis  of  the  revolt,  thai  the  Viceroy,  on  hearing  of  his  advance,  «t 
.aace  abandoned  the  city,  and  fled  with  all  speed  to  Pegu.  An  expedi- 
.ticn  was  immediately  fitted  out  at  Syriam  to  suppress  this  dangerous 
Jwgnection,  irhicfa  was  quickly  met,  and  totally  defeated  by  Alompra, 
wboee  successes  jiow  excited  in  the  bosom  of  the  Peguers  a  spirit  of 
Toveoge,  which  in  tbe  event  proved  highly  detrimental  to  their  interests. 
They  alleged  that  a  con^iiracy  had  been  formed  by  the  dethroned 
Monarch  of  tbe  Bunnans,  atid  thi)  chief  men  of  that  nation,  against 
the  Ooveromeat  of  Pegu ;  aaA  without  waiting  for  the  formality  of  a. 
trial,  they  rose  in  a  body,  and  inhumanly  slaughtered  the  unhappy 
Siaf,  As  laM  of  his  Ajav/tr,  tc^(ttb«i  with  aevetral  hundred  Biu:iwi>s> 
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Bparing  neither  age  sor  sex.  The  immediate  cooaequeneet  of  thew 
stutguinaty  proceedings  were,  to  confirm  in  his  awutoed  power  th* 
object  of  their  alum,  and  to  exsEpeiate  the  Bnrmana  in  aome  of  di» 
&oiitier  towns  (which  had  not  yet  thrown  off  their  authority)  to  such  a 
degree,  that  they  flew  to  arms,  and  with  a  barbarity,  nothing  infarior  to 
that  of  the  Peguers,  exercised  a  severe  retributioo.  Frame,  Deenobew, 
Loomay,  and  several  other  places  of  importance,  in  consequence  changed 
hands,  and  the  whole  of  AvA.  was  liberated  from  the  yoke  of  Pegu.  At 
this  Jiuicture,  the  eldest  son  of  the  deceased  Monarch,  who  had  fled  to 
Siam,  returned  to  Ava,  and  assumed  the  insignia  of  royalty  as  hie  here- 
ditary right ;  but  the  conduct  of  Alompra  «oon  convinced  him  of  th« 
Imprudence  of  such  a  step,  and  he  again  fovad  it  convenient  to  take 
Teit^e  among  the  Siamese,  and  leave  the  victorious  chiefiain  to  tuk 
«rer  the  country  of  which  he  had  so  well  deserved. 

The  EngliBh  and  French  had  now  re-establidied  their  factories  at 
Syriam,  and  each,  as  might  be  expected,  adhered  to  different  intereela  ; 
the  French  favouring  the  Peguers,  while  the  English  leaned  to  the  Bur> 
mese  :  hitherto,  however,  nothing  had  occurred  to  induce  them  to  give 
«pea  or  efficient  assistance  to  either  party.  Towards  the  ckwe  of  the 
}ear  1754,  the  Peguers,  under  the  command  of  their  King  in  peraoa, 
once  more  invaded  the  kingdom  of  Ava,  and  were  again  repvlaad  by 
Alompra,  after  a  desperate  struggle,  in  which  the  utmost  personal  cob- 
rage  was  evinced  on  both  sides.  The  Pegu  King,  and  hu  attendants, 
ffed  first  to  Bawien,  where  also  the  English  had  a  small  facttHy,  and 
from  thence  to  Pegu,  whiiher  he  was  speedily -followed  by  the  shattered 
remaiua  of  his  army.  The  Peguers  had  no  sooner  evacuated  Bassien 
than  it  was  taken  possession  of  by  the  Burmese'  As  it  now'  appeared 
probable  that  the  war  would  in  future  be  confined,  in  :i  great  measure, 
to  the  moutiis  of  navigable  rivers,  Alompra,  whose  policy  seems  to  hava 
equalled  his  bravery,  soon  perceived  the  advantage  which  would  be  de- 
rived in  sach  a  species  of  warfare,  from  the  co-operation  of  vessels  of 
burden,  armed  with  guns,  and  worked  by  Europeans  ;  he  accordingly 
Mnt  a  deputation  of  Negrab,  to  engage,  if  possible,  the  assistance  of 
the  Englifdi,  or  at  least  to  stipulnte  for  Uieir  neutrality.  While  his  de- 
puties were- absent  on  this  mission,  he  again  attacked  the  Peguers,  who 
w^  Bsiembled  in  considerable  force  under  the  former  Viceroy  of  Ava, 
and  gained  a  decisive  victory-  The  disheartened  Peguers  fied  to 
Syriam ;  and  many,  among  whom  was  their  CMnmander,  did  not  uap 
until  th^  reached  Pegu.  At  this  crisis,  it  aj^ara  to  have  become  a 
■pecial  object  with  both  parties,  to  interest  the  prindpala  of  the  English 
aind  French  factories  at  Syriam  on  their  side,  and  it  became  absolutely 
necessary,  in  order  to  avoid  being  treated  as  a  common  enemy,  to  adopt 
a  decided  line  of  conduct.  Neither  French  nor  English,  however, 
acted  on  this  oocasiou  with  policy  or  candour ;  the  former  endeavouring, 
while  they  rendered  every  assistanoe  in  th«r  power  to  the  PegUers,  to 
keep  also  upon  terms  of  friendship  with  the  Burmeae ;  while  the  latter 
a[^ar  to  have  acted  throughout  without  concert  or .  subordination  ; 
thus,  while  the  Resident  at  Negrais  was  prpfeasiag,  and  probably  with 
sincerity,  the  most  friendly  disposition  towards  the  Burmese,  the  British 
vessels  in  the  river  were  co-operating  with  the  Peguers  in  their  attacln 
upon  Rangoon,  to  which  the  attendou  of  the  latter  vm  now  partieulariy 
turTied. 

la  tho  iiuiuu«r  of  1755,  Akinptt  wu  caUed  •.way  fton  the  d^eao* 
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of  Rutgoon,  to  nppreiB  an  iiumrecdon  of  hia  own  mbjuu,  and  repel  an 
inTsaion  of  the  Sianieee ;  both  which  tula  were  nccomplubed  with 
Uttle  difficulty.  Duriiif;  his  sbeence  he  had  also  die  eatiifactioii  to 
learn  that  Km  arms  had  been  saccessful  in  Camay,  tfa»  bhabitants  of 
wtHchr  taking  advantage  of  the  ^settled  atate  of  afiaira,  had  thrown 
oS  the  Burman  yoke.  Thia  people,  which  had  for  age*  tasted  thv 
•we«i8  of  independence  only  at  intervals,  when  the  canteeta  of  the  Bur- 
BMM  and  Pegnera  left  the  former  no  Icianre  to  enforce  their  obedience, 
veie  apeedUy  reduced  to  anbmiaaion  by  the  force  which  Alompra  had 
deapatcfaed  againat  them ;  and  their  chief,  the  Rajah  of  Mnnnipore, 
sued  for  peace ;  which  waa  concluded  on  terma  highly  advantageooa 
for  the  Burtne^eiT  On  his  return- b>  Rangoon,  Alompra  fbnnd  hta  affaire 
■0  that  qnarter  alio  in  a  verj  pnMperotu  condition  ;  the  Pegners  had 
been  repulsed  in  several  attacks  on  that  town,  and  had  at  length  been 
compiled  to  retreat  to  Syriam,  whither  he  determined  to  follow  them  ; 
and  boldly  advancing  inth  a  nnmeroua  fleet  of  war-boats  to  the  mouth 
of  the  river,  on  which  both  Syriam  and  Pegu  are  situated,  cut  them  off 
at  oave  from  all  commnnication  with  the  aea.  Af^ting  rather  to  be 
deannu  of  reducing  Syriam  hy  famine,  than  of  taking  it  by  assault,  he 
lulled  tfa«  garriaon  into  a  fatal  security ;  when,  snddenl;  changing  his 
plan  of  operations,  he  crossed  the  ditch  in  the  dead  of  the  night,  and 
made  bimiaelf  master  of  the  fort  almost  without  resistance.  Two  days 
after  this  important  event,  tiiere  arrived  in  the  river  one  of  two  French 
Teasels,  which  had  been  despatched  from  Pondicherry  with  a  supply  of 
military  stores  for  the  Feguers,  and  whith  Alompra  contrived  tu  decoy 
into  RangftoB,  where  it  was  seized ;  and  the  papers  found  on  board 
drariy  proving  the  purpose  for  which  it  wu  sent,  and  the  treachery  of 
which  the  French  had  been  guilty  towards  him,  he  gave  ordera  for  the 
instant  execution  of  the  principal  of  the  factory,  and  of  the  captain 
and  officers  of  the  vessel.  In  the  beginning  of  1757,  as  soon  as  th» 
season  would  permit,  Alompra  invested  the  capital  of  Vega,  which  sur- 
nndered,  after  a  aeige  of  two  months ;  the  King  waa  taken  prisoner, 
and  the  city  given  up  to  indiscriminate  plunder;  the  whole  eountrjr 
speedily  followed  the  example  of  the  capital,  and  acknowledged  the 
sovereignty  ef  the  conqueror.  Having  thus  completely  triumphed  over 
bis  nattnal  enemies,  he  left  the  conquered  territory  in  a  state  of  appa- 
rent tranquillity,  and  after  some  months  spent  at  Moachaboo,  whicji  be 
had  raised  to  be  the  seat  of  Government,  in  regnla^ug  the  internal  police 
of  the  kiDgdom,  again  took  up  arms  against  the  Caaaayers,  who  had 
ahown  symptoms  of  ratuTning  disaffection.  But  wliile  preparing  to  od- 
vauce  upon  Munnipore,  he  received  information  that  the  Peguera  had 
revotled,  defeated  the  General  whom  he  had  left  to  keep  them  in  cfaeckr 
and  again  made  themselves  masters  of  RengoOOr  Dalla,  and  Syriam. 
He  immediately  directed  his  course  towards  the  south  ;  but  before  his 
arrival,  his  Geaetal  bad  rallied  his  forcea,  and  regained  posneaaioQ  of 
the  lost  towns  ;  and  the  appearance  of  Alompm  in  penon  gave  the  last 
blow  to  this  formidable  inaurrection. 

When  Syriam  felt  into  the  hands  of  the  Conqueror,  th«  Gogliab,  vho 
lud  remained  in  that  town,  and  whose  inconsistent  and  even  bnstila 
eondiict  towards  him,  gave  them  reason  to  dread  a  fate  no  less  rigoraua 
(ban  that  of  the  French,  were  treated  with  the  greatest  moderation ; 
they  merely  recnved  an  admonition,  and  were  wiffered  to  depart  un- 
■wleacd.    Shortly  afteiwardst  the  Residoat  u  Negrais  socceeded  .ia 
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dbtuning  fiom  Alompra  Ibe  gnnt  of  Mnnl  rsluable  a 
nitias,  aad  tiuo  of  the  idutd  of  Negrais,  together  with  a  |Mece  of  gronnd 
far  a  Hctaty  ^poMt«  to  tb*  ^  (owo  of  Btuu«D';  in  return  for  wfaiich  the 
Eaat  lodte  Company  ww  to  paj  an  asaual  tribute  of  oidiance  and 
miUttuy  storea.  Oui  affain  in  India  had,  howeter,  at  thii  period, 
reached  such  an  alaimiog  crina,  that  the  awiHtance  «v«a  of  eo  unaU 
a  bodj  as  the  settieTs  at  Negraia  was  contidered  ta  a  matter  of  inporbt 
voce,  aad  the  greater  part  of  them  were  accordingly  withdrawn.  The 
emcl  maDoacrewbichfoUowcd  of  die faw  remaining  Engliflh,  together-with 
a  coiuidentUe  number  of  Native*,  -who  itere  attached  to  the  factory,  ii 
a  stain  upon  the  diaracter  of  this  reign,  which  cannot  easily  be  tSmotd. 
It  is  said,  howerer,  and  the  many  pron&  of  a  fiieedly  disposition  maai- 
iested  by  Alompra  towards  the  English,  warrant  the  bilief,  that  the  ntoat 
plausible  miirepresentations  were  made  uM  of  by  interested  fonaigaen 
who  bad  acceae  to  the  king,  and  particulaHy  by  two  Armenian  mero^atat 
who  were  high  in  hit  confideooe,  to  induce  him  to  consent  to,  or  at. least 
to  wink  at,  the  diabolical  act  of  reTenge  which  they  mediuted,  and  (hat 
it  was  far  from  his  intention  to  sanction  the  iodisorimiaato  slaut^ter 
which  was  carried  into  effect,  of  tbe  inOocent  many,  with  the  (aaf^MMfl) 
guilty  few.  fie  this  as  it  may,  otu*  Indian  Govsminent  waa  theo  in  no 
Modilion  to-retaliato,  or  enforce  leparatioa ;  a  remonstraitoe  was  indeed 
made  in  tbe  course  of  the  succeeding  reign ;  some  trifling  ex^aoatiaa  of 
the  citcumitances  was  ofEered  ;  tbe  property  of  tbe  East  ladia  Coh^muit 
Rallied  <^  from  the  lalapd  waa  rcetoredi  and  tbe  English  fiisaners,  fire 
ift  number,  were  aet  at  liberty. 

Aloiapra  being  naiw  at  the  head  of  a  coaeiderftble  amy,  and  havinf; 
teithing  to  fear  frima  tbe  Peguers,  who,  diaheaiteaed  by  tbe  ill  succeae  of 
^Leir  lata  nbellion,  no  longer  dared  openly  to  oppose  his  aatfh<»ity,  deter- 
nined  to  chavtiu  the  Snunese  for  tbe  enoouragement  which  they  ba4 
aflbided  to  his  rehdlioua  subjects.  Accordingly  he  invaded  their  tenitory, 
and  afier  mddng  an  aasy  conquest  of  the  imponant  sea-port  of  Mergvi, 
and  tbe  p^ndous  town  of  Teoasaaeai,  he  prooeeded  acioae  tbe  Peninsula 
with  the  view  of  attaddi^  the  coital  itself.  Soaredy  had  he  tnlved 
hefore  d>e  city  when  he  was  attacked  by  a  disease,  which  he  foRSkw 
would  soon  put  a  period  to  his  exiateoce ;  he  gave  orders  for  aa  innar 
diate  rMrsat,  in  h^iea  of  beiag  eaahled  to  reach  tiis  capW  alive,  but 
tbe  apfwoacbes  of  death  wr-i  too  raiiid,  and  be  died  within  two  days' 
■mreb  of  HarUban,  about  the  15th  of  Hay  1760,  befwa  he  had  g«b> 
plctad  Aa  fi&iedi  year  of  bia  age. 

-  Tke  nign  of  Mamdogee  Praw,  the  ^deet  eon  and  aacceesor  of 
AliKBpni,  was  but  ai  short  duration  ;  yet  ha  is  said  diligently  to-  have 
inprovad  his  tagie,  artd  benefited  bia  coimtry,  as  modi  as  circnoNtaBOM 
■ra«M  peomit.  He  had  in  its  coouneneeatent  to  eDCoanter  several  for* 
uddabie  refadlioBs,  which  wu«  not  put  down  without  much  AilBoal^, 
and  these  lef^  him  no  leisure  to  attompt  f(»«gn  oonqoest.  He  died  at 
Chagaing,- whither'  be  had  removed  ihe  eeat  of  goVemiae&t,  about  the 
month  of  March  17C4,  leaviag  behind  him  one  son  named  Hiwiien,  y«t 
an  dnlaot.  'Rie  minafity  of  die  legal  heir-  gare  his  uncle  Sb^baan, 
the  Second  son  of  Alompra,  who  possessed  eoasiderable  talaot,  ani 
much  of  the  geoias  and  eaterprisisg  apiiit  of  bia  father,  an-oppottueity 
to  take  the  reina  c^  government'  into  hia-own  hands-;  and  such  wai  the 
inffuence  of  hia  character,  that  bis  authority  was  iawMdiately  reeog- 
aiaed  by  d>e  Buimaii  uid  Pegu  natiQw.     His  fint  DKpeditioa  -wa* 
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itiaiBSt  Sinn,  -  mm)  wu  jnrtified  b;  the  eter-naiy  plea  of  the  BoPBian 
GovernnMBt,  tbe  prrtection'  mfttrded  to  his  nbellioiu  and  fn^tiTfl  nb*' 
jecti :  it  WB*  alao  nactioiKd  by  the  dying  command*  of  Ua  Ulbtir: 
Two  coariderable  BmnM  were  embodied  for  the  inTaacm  of  thu  countiy,' 
wUeh,  entering  it  by  diftrent  rotttes,  and  acting  on  a  irell •combined 
■yntem  of  coKtperation,  Mon  reduced  it  to  complete  aabjection.  l^e 
King  fled  iota  the  hilla,  and  a  Siameae  Gorernor  waa  appointed,  who 
ta(A  an  Aath  of  aJtegiance  to  the  Bunnan  Government,  and  engaged  to 
pay  an  anmral  tribute.  While  hii  Generab  were  engfiged  in  the  con- 
qMst  of  Siam,  Shembnan  in  peraon  marched  againat  the  Casiayerg, 
who  had  an<A  more  ahaken'off  the  yoke,  and  returned  laden  with  booty', 
and  aceompanied  by  a  nnmerooa  train  of  priaoners.  Thia  expedition, 
howerer,  appears  radier  to  -hare  been  a  predatory  incuraion,  than  an 
JBTamtn  with  a  view  to  the  permanent  aut^gation  of  the  country. 

In  4he  begtnning  of  1767,  a  new  enemy  appeared  in  thefield,  and 
from  an  unexpected  qnaiter.  Shembnan  received  information '  that  alt 
army  of  Chineae,  compoted  at  50,000  men,  waa  adTancins  from  Ynnan.' 
and  had  already  paned  the  frontierR,  with  the  view  of  adding  the  ftrtlte 
^ains  of  Ava  to  their  ahead  y  orergtown  Empire.  He  immf^iately'todlf 
Beasnm  to  amet  the  progress  of  this  foraridable  foe ;  and  having 
appoiiited  two  separata  armi^,  the  one  connsting  of  10,000  infantry 
and  3,000  cavali^-,  and  the  other  of  a  much  superior  force,  he  directed 
the  latter  to  make  a  circuitous  march  to  the  southward,  and  attadt  thq.. 
Chineae  in  the  rear,  while  the  former  boldly  advanced  to  meet  tbem  in 
frost.  This  skilfQl  disposition  was  attended '  with  the  most  complete 
snceees;  the  Chinese,  attacked  at  the  same  moment  iiriront  and  rear, 
Made  an  obstiBate  resistance ;  bm,  after  three  days  Hard  fighting,  they' 
WM«  comidetdy  routed ;  the  carnage  was.  dieadfiri,  and  die  fate  d! 
duMS  who  snrvrnd  waa  scarcely  more  deairable  than  that  of  those  itho' 
^eritfwd.'  "  Bttrmans,  when  victorions,"  says  Cotond  Syraesj  *'  are 
ibe-'oMst  un^tying  and  ferocious  monsters  on  enrth.  Death,  or  rfgoroutf 
Aaveiy,  is-  the  certain  doom  of  those  they  subdue  in  battle ;  of  the" 
Chia«seartay  not  a  man  raturnedto  hia  native  conntry ;  about  2,500 
Inn  preserved  from  the  sword,  and  conducted  in  fetters  to  thecapita), 
whK«  an  eicluaive  quarter  in  the  tohnrbs  of  tiie  city  was  as^gned  fof 
ifceir  reddence.  Those  who  did  not  understand  any  particnldr  handicraft 
were  employed  in  making  gardens,  and  in  ibe  busmess  of  husbandry  i 
Siecfaanics  and  artificer*  were  compelled  to  ply  tb^r  trades  according 
fi»  the  royal  pleaanre,  withont  any  other  reward  for  their  labom-  than  a 
b«r«  sukmstence.  These  people,  however,  were  encoifraged,  aa  are  alt 
HnBgeia,  to  marry  Bnrman  wine,  and  consider  theraeelves  natives  of 
the  oouAry.  CompDance  with  ao  hospitable  and  general  an  invitation, 
emrfeia,  «ven  on  slaves  taken  in  war,  certain  immnnitiea,  from  which 
ibooe  who  refuse  tiie  connexion  -are  by  law  debttrred."  The  latter  part 
of  dus  qnotation  a&brds  a  striking  proof,  not  only  of  the  sagacity  of  the 
BurmanB.-bnt  also  of  Aeir  vast  superiority  over  the  nations  by  which' 
Aey  are  aurronnded.   ' 

The  conquest  of  Siam  tfaa  attended  by  no  permanent  conseoueaces ; 
though  beaten,  the  Siamese  were  -tar  from  being  a  subjugated  people. 
The  Barman  army  had  no  sooner  quitted  their  country  than  they  rose 
Alder  the  command  of  Pietiduing,  a  relation  of  the  King,  and  a  man 
of  considerable  ability,  and  euily  displaced  the  new  Oovenior.    The 
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King  vai  no  more  heard  of,  and  the  popular  leadei.firaitd  itw  obitacle* 
to  impede  his  vray  to  tbe  throne.  In  1771,  a  aew  anoy  was  de*patcbed 
from  Ava  to  bring  them  again  under  subjection,  but  tbe  BurmAn  Geiiend, 
finding  his  forces  inadequate  to  the  task,  was  compelled  to  ^^ly  for 
leinforcemenU.  These  w«re  hastily  levi^  fcom  among  the  Peguera,  in 
the  contiguous  prorinceSj  who  had  now  remained  so  long  in  panive  lub-  > 
jection,  that  no  doubts  were  entertained  of  their  fideli^.  Scarcely,  how- 
ever, had  the  new  recruits  reached  the  Burman  oamp,  when-  they  fell 
unexpectedly  upon  their  companions,  and  com^nenced  an  indiscriminate 
slaughter.  A  very  small  number  of  the  Burmans  escaped  the  ii9iiily- 
arouEed  vengeance  of  their  ancient  foes,  and  escaped  to  RaogooD* 
irhither  they  were  followed  by  the  Peguera,  who  laid  sieg«  to  the  l^ace. 
But  on  the  appearance  of  a  Burman  army,  the  rebels  found  tbemselrea 
in  no  condition  to  oppose  it,  and  the  Burman  supremacy  was  re- 
TCtabliahed  almost  without  resistance,  lihe  SlaniNe,  however,  had 
reason  to  congratulate  themselves  on  this  seasonable  diversion,  which 
saved  them  &om  the  impending  storm,  and  gave  them  leisure  lo  strengthni 
themselves  against  any  future  attacks.  While  these  events  were  pass- 
ing in  the  South,  Sbembuan  was  prosecuting  his  &rourite  scheme  of 
conquest  in  the  West  Early  in  the  year  1774,  he  sent  a  considerable 
jbrco  against  Munnipore,  aod  the  Cassay  Shaan,  which  overran  and  de* 
Tastated  the  country :  the  city  of  Munnipore  submitted,  after  an  4distin&le 
resistance;  and  the  spoils,  which  were  very  considerable,  together  with 
2,000  prisoners  of  both  se\es,  were  forwarded  to  the  "  golden  feet* 
The  victorious  General,  elated  with  his  success,  precipitately  advanced 
with  a  body  of  10,000  jnen  into  the  country,  of  Cacbar,  but  here  he  was 
destined  to  encounter  the  most  unlooked-for  and  appalling  difficulties,  and 
such  as  he  fotmd  it  impossible  to  surmount.  Surrounded,  in  the  heart 
of  a  mountainous  countiy,  by  on  active  and  enterprising  foe,  who  cut 
them  off  from  all  resources;  and  attacked,  at  the  same  time,  by  that 
dreadful  disease  the  hill-fever;  famine  and  pestilence  effected  what  tfa* 
swords  of  the  mountaiueeis  could  never  have  accomplished,  and,  nearly 
Ine  whole  army  perished  in  the  defiles  of  the  mountaijis.  The  fiurmans, 
however,  were  not  dispirited  by  this  sad  reverse  of  fortune ;  a  still  mora 
considerable  army  was  speedily  assemUed,  which,  advancing  with  mor* 
caution  than  that  which  had  preceded  them,  penetrated  to  within  two 
days'  journey  of  Cogpare,  the  capital  of  the  country,  when  the  R^ab, 
intimidated  by  the  appearance  of  so  formidatile  a  force,  consented  to  the 
htimilialiDg  terms  prescribed  by  the  Burman  General,  and  yielded,  to 
the  King  of  Ava,  the  most  abject'proois  of  vassalage  and  submission. 
The  dominions  of  the  Rajah  of  Munnipore  were  also  restored  on  thesEune 
degrading  terms,  and  thus  terminaled  an  expedition  which  cost  tbe 
Burmese  upwards  of  20,000  men,  without  at  all  contributing  to  the  reftl 
and  permanent  advantage  of  the  state  ;  for  they  soon  found  that  it  was 
impossible  long  to  retain  possession  of  the  countries  which  they  had 
overrun.  The  close  of  Sherahuan's  reign  was  stained  with  an  actof 
wanton  cruelty,  for  which  no  excuse  can  be  found.  The.venwable 
King  of  Pegu,  who  had  now  remained  for  twenty  years  a  prisoner,  was 
accused  of  having  been  concerned  in  the  late  rebellion  of  his  former  aub> 
jecM,  and,  together  with  many  Peguers  of  rank,  doomed  to  su&r  death 
by  the  hands  of  the  public  executioner,  and  this  ignominious  sentence 
was  canied  iioto  eSect  with  luunitigated  ceVeiity.    This  was  one  of  tht 
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Ittt  sets  of  AifrftUe  ftnd  tunbitiom  monarch;  he  died  ia  tlie  Bpring  of 
1776,  after  hiring  taken  werj  poswble  precaution  to  tradsmit  the  «uc- 
cesnon  to  hii  eldest  eon,  Chenguia.  Thii  prince  wai  of  a  character 
totally  different  from  that  of  his  predecessor:  he  plunged  at  once  into 
the  BMHt  shamelms  debauchery,  and  entirely  neglactiog  the  affairs  of 
gorennnent,  gare  himself  up  to  the  lowest  profligacy.  The  Sagitious 
coodoct  which  he  pursued,  becstme  at  length  so  intolerable  that  a 
een^racj  was  entered  into  for  his  dethronement,  in  which  Mo- 
mien,  the  son  of  Namdogee  Praw,  whose  snceession  had  been  set 
■sid«  IB  farour  of  Shemhi^,  was  tutored  to  act  the  principal  port. 
Hu*  conspiracy  was  attended  with  the  most  complete  success ;  Chen- 
giR&  met  the  fate  which  was  justly  due  to  his  crimes,  and  Homien  waa 
declared  King.  But  there  was  another  person  in  the  back  ground,  who 
had  ■eereUyput  In  motion  the  springs  bt  the  conspiracy,  and  who  had 
tto  iAtentioa  that  another  should  reap  its  fruits.  This  was  Minderagea 
Praw,  the  younger  hn)ther  of  Shembuan,  who  DOW  openly  declared  hit 
views  upon  the  crown,  and  found  little  difficulty  in  removing  the  unfbr- 
tnflBtfrM<imien,'who  was  drowned,  by  his  orders,  in  theNawaddy,  after 
hanag  paaMssed  the  ngti  dignity  for  only  eleren  days. 

"Rm  spsrit  of  Alompra' seems  to  hare  animated  all  his  children  ;  Hio- 
deragA,  who  ashamed  the  reiai  of  government  in  1782,  was  as  amhitions 
knd  as  enterpmiDg  as  any  of  his  predecessors,  after  crushing  two  fbrm>~ 
dafals  rebellions,  and  removing  the  seat  of  government  from  Old  Ava  to 
Amarapoora,  to  which  change  he  was  instigated  by  the  Brahminical  as- 
trolagen^  to  whomhe  paid  implicit  deference,  he  determined  lopush  hia 
cmiquestsin  a  qaarter  which  had  hitherto  been  unattempted.  lltekiot^ 
dam  of  Arracan,  occupying  a  great  extent  of  sea  coast,  extending  frinn 
Chiltagong  to  Cape  Negrais,  and  separated  from  Ava  by  a  chain  of 
lefty  mountains,  held  out  temptations  to  the  Burmese,  which  had 
hitherto  been  counteracted  hy  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  access  into  a 
country  so  well  protected  by  nature.  This  difficulty  was  now  overcome; 
three  different  armies,  under  tbe  command  of  three  Princes  of  the 
Bhtod,  penetrated  into  Arracan  by  the  defilee  of  the  mountains,  whila 
a  G>urth  effected  a  landing  on  the  coast.  A  single  battle  decided  the 
Ikte  of  the  country;  the  Riyah  was  taken  prisoner,  and  sent  to  Amara- 
pnora,  whire  he  died  In  less  than  a  year,  and  Arracan  was  completely 
fabdaed  in  the  short  space  of  a  few  months.  But  this  valuable  acqntsi- 
lion  was  not  sufficient  to  satiate  the  Inst  of  conquest;  the  Burmesa 
agUB  turned  their  attention  towards  Siam,  which  was  now  recoveriog 
ite  foiWer  vigour,  nnder  the  wise  administration  of  its  new  king;  and 
iiith«BpriDgofl786,  Minderagee  in  person  invaded  the  Siamese  do< 
miittons,  at  the  head  of  a  formidable  force.  But  in  this  instance  he  met 
iSTth  a  most  disastrons  reverse,  his  army  being  completely  routed  t^  the 
Sfameae,  and  himself  narrowly  escaping  being  made  prisoner.  Prom 
this  time  the  contest  appears  to  have  been  carried  on  on  more  equal 
terms;  hostilities  continued  with  various  success  until  the  commence- 
ment of  1793,  when  the  Siamese  made  overtures  of  peace,  and  a  treaty 
^ras  ni  Kmgth  concluded  on  terms  highly  favnurable  to  the  Burmese, 
-wba  ntalned  possessioir  of  the  whole  of  tJie  coast  of  Tenasserero,  toge- 
ther it4th  the  important  pOrts  of  Tavoj  and  Mergui. 

At  the  time  of  the  conquest  of  Arracan,  many  of  the  Mughs,  or  an- 
el«t  hihabttants  of  that  country,  bad  taken  refuge  from  the  eonquf  t<»v 
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In  Uie'Oninbvck Hitb,  on  the  bardets of  the  Brituhprovince-of ■GhitU'r 
gDDg,  and  ia  the  d«Ep  fbreit*  and  jungles  which  skirt  the  frontiei;  h^r^ 
they  formed  thecQselves  into  indepeodeot  buids  of  robbers,  and  maldog 
freqaent  incursions  into  the  Burman  domiDiona,  conreyed  tbeir  plunder: 
Korosa  the  river  Naaf  into  the  British  territory,  whwe  they  couceived- 
theroielvea  secure  from  pvuvuit.  The  Burman  Government  were  aot,. 
however,  of  a  disposition  to  suSer  such  outrages  to-gq  unpunished,  nei-, 
thor  would. they  s^oop  to  ask  reparation  from  the  Gaveiafseiit,  of  whoso, 
protection  the  depreaatnts  availed  themaeLves.  In  the  year  1794,  thfe» 
distinguished  leaders  of  these  banditti  being  known  to  have  sought  re- 
fuge in  the  British  districts,  his  Burman  Miyetty  directed  »  body  of 
5000  men  to  go  in  pursuit  of  these  delinquenU,  with  positive  iojuqctiani. 
not  to  return  without  them ;  and  an  army  of  20,000  meq  was  also  hel£ 
in  icadineu  at  Arracan  to  support  tliis  aggrestion.  The  conduct  of  the 
Burman  Chief,  to  whom. this  arduous  task  had  been  aesignedi  was  mora 
prudent  than  could  have  been  anticipated.  As  soon  as  he  had  crosaed 
the  river,  he  despatched  a  letter  to  the  British  Magistrate  at  Chittagongi 
informing  him  that  the  capture  of  the  robbers  was  his  sole  object,  and 
that  he  harboured  no  design  of  hostilities  against  the  English;  declaring, 
at  the  sftme  Uine,  that  be  would  not  depart  from  the  Comnany'i  territory 
until  they  were  given  up,  Ttie  Governor  General,  Sir  John  Shore,  na 
aooner  received  intimation  of  tliis  inroad,  than  he  gave,  ordws  for  tha 
Kn-est  of  the  refugees,  and  despatched  a  strong  detachment,  under  tha 
command  of  General  Erskine,  to  the  protection  of  the  district.  On  the 
approach  of  these  troops,  the  Burman  General  waited  in  person  on 
the  Britiiih  Oommander,  in  order  to  explain  to  him  the  eaormity  of  tha 
offence  with  which  the  refugeea  wrae  charged,  and  tba  nature  of  his  in- 
Stmctions.  General  Erakine  assured  him  that  it  was  far  from  [he  ia> 
tention  of  our  Government  to  give  an  asylum  to.  rgbbers,  but  that  it  wac 
impossible  for  thf  m  to  hsten-  to  any  proposal  while  the  Burmese  remaiiwd 
<m  British  ground ;  engagieg,  at  th^  same  time,  that  if  Uiey  would  iot 
Btantly  withdraw  their  troops,  the  chai^ea  should  undergo  a  regular 
inquiry.  Satisfied  with  this  arrangement,  the  Burman  General  withr 
drew  his  troope,  and  General  Erskine  being  empowered  to  investigate 
the  natter,,  the  guilt  of  the  delinquents  was  fully  established,  and  thfljt 
were  delivered  over  to  their  own  laws.  Thus  were  the  two  nations  pre- 
■erved,  hy  the  prudent  conduct  of  their  ra^wctive  Commanders,  iroiq 
engaging  iH  a  war  which  the  firmness  of  the  Burman  Government 
seemed  to  have  rendered  almost  inevitable.  The  amicable  termination 
of  this  diSerence  suggested  to  the  Governor  General  the  policy  of  cement-: 
ing  more  closely  our  relationa  with  a  people,  whose  eituation,  ef,Unt  of 
territory,  and  commereial  connexions  with  British  India,  rendered  a 
Hberal  intercourse  with  tiiem  highly  desirable;  and  with  tliie  view 
Captain  Symee  was  deputed  on  an  Embassy  to  the  Court  of  Ava,  The 
resvlts  of  his  miaeion,  of  which  be  published  an  interesting  narra- 
tive, were  highly  important  in  a  commercial  point  of  view;  tfae^dvtie* 
to  which  Brituh  vcsdela  should  be  subjected  in  the  ports  of  the,  firman 
Empire  was  permanently  fixed,  and  permission  was  granted  for'the  j^ 
pointment  of  a  British  Resident  at  Rangoon.  In  pursuance  of  this  lul 
stipulation,  Cnptain  Cox  soon  ai^r  pn»eeed«d  to  llai^oon,  in  onlet  tf 
exercise  the  ftinctions  of  that  office,  but  meeting  with  many  obalade^  on 
tlw-paitoftbe  CQv«omeat,.wbo  refiued  t<}rc$4)gQiM  hiio  is  that  ca^- 
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d^,  iftti  10)  iDeBbetMl  jmmw;  to  (]M.e«{nUl,  lie  was  0Hap«IM  to 
Rtnrn  to  India.  The  jonrnal  of  faU  rcudenec  ia  the  Burnuio  Emfnra 
Utely  published  by  hU  Min,  contsfait  many  impeitant  obeerralioiM,  eal- 
vuburd  bi  tbow  coAsiderable  light  on  the  cbsracter  and  condition  of  th* 
lahabitaDta  of  thnt  country. 

Onr  utoounta  of  tb«  hiiltor;  of  the  Biume*e,  mbwqnrat  to  thia  period, 
ktt  hj  no  meane  so  complete  M  those  famiibed  by  Colonel  Symes ;  we 
BioM  therefere  confine  ounelves  to  a  general  staiement  of  iu  leading 
featnrvs.  It  appears  that  hoatilitiea  with  the  Si&aiese  have  been  n*er^ 
times  renewed,  partlculartjr  in  the  yean  1799,  1810,  and  1822,  but 
withodt  any  permanent  or  deonve  advantagea  on  eithar  put.  On  the 
fiiM  of  Ifaeae  ocCasioOf,  the  SiliueM  iavaded  the  BnmiKii  territor/  in 
considerate  f^e;  and  such  was  the  sererity  of  the  coMcnptian  set  on 
fcot  to  Ojqxiie  thetn,  that  35,000  of  the  nativM  of  Arraean  fled  into  the 
Britkb  territofy  to  aroid  it,  wlutber  they  were  pursued  by  a  Burinaa 
Sonm.  '  A  mnonetraicb  against  this  aeeond  act  of  a^iremon  was  imroe- 
4i»uiy  mftdfl  fo  the  Coart  of  Ainarapoora ;  explanations  were  oSsred, 
knd  tliit  flIUr,  like  the  former,  was  aroioably  sdjnated.     In  the  year 

1818,  the  Borraan  Ooremaient,  in  oanse<)iMaoe,  it  is  supposed,  of  a 
•ecret  nndenCandins  irith  the  Mahtatta.  Chieft,  itgaln  asoumed  a  hostUt 
Mthade,  and  despatched  an  Envoy  tn  the  Governor  Qeneral  with  a 
Semand,  that  be  wooM  surrender  to  them,  without  delay,  the  frontier 
fTovincea,  and  the  whole  of  the  teirilory  sutward  of  the  Banghantty, 
Inclnding  even  the  poptdoiM  and  important  towti  of  Hoorabedabad, 
or  prepare  fcr  ttn  immediate  itmalon.  The-BurmtK  ware,  however, 
M  thn  occataoD,  ao  dilatory  in  their  motioBs,  tbot  their  KllieB  were 
•ntirely  vanqiriahed  before  the  arrival  of  their  messenger;  and  Lord 
Haittngi,  who  wU  well  aeqnainted  wiA  the  characMr  of  their  GoveriH 
neiR,  wMeh  be  doubted  not  would,  nader  these  altacad  circomatancea, 
telae  whh  flvldily  any  pretext  for  remaining  quiet,  fait  opOD  an  expe- 
Sffll  whieh  Completely  answered  the  parpoaa.  By  relunnDg  the  letter 
*f  the  King,  and  treating  it  U  a  forgery,  fabricated  by  aome  designing 
penon  for  die  purpoae  of  sowing  diaaention  between  the  two  Oovemnants, 
M  evaded  the  neeeeaity  of  taking  aay  further  notice  of  its  contesta,  and 
the  former  amicaUe  intercoom  was  eontinued  without  change.  Thia 
king,  who  ia  eharactritrised  as  a  caprioionB  dMpot,  whose  criieltiea  thianed 
ttie  poptdatioD  and  weakened  (!ie  power  of  hw  dtnnniona,  died  in  JniMi 

1819,  and  wee  s(icceed«d  by  his  grandson.  Tha  event  was  followed,  as 
ttanal,  by  the  revolt  of  other  brancbes  of  the  laniily,  and  by  those  scenea 
ofcrneTty  and  bloodshed  which  the  Oriental  feeling  of  implacable  hatred 
Mo  often  geYienttee,  Tn  1822,  however,  thia  prince  found  himaelf  at 
letanre  to  extend  still  further  the  limittt  of  hk  cmpiia,  and  according^ 
invaded  the  kingdom  ot  Assam,  an  extensive  though  not  very  pepuloas' 
eaantrj,  occupying  the  valley  through  which  ibe  fiorrampootcr  flows 
beforei^t  entera  Bengal.  The  aub|TigatJon  of  this  eowrtry  waa  speedily 
etecuii  and  great  nutnbers  of  the  inhabitants  &d  into  the  Britidi  terri- 
tories,.the  Bnrman  General  advaneiag  in  pureiut  of  them  as  &r.aa  tb« 
frdnfitfb,  bnt,  on  thisoceiDRon,  studiously  avoiding  any  act  of  aggremon. 
The  presence  of  a  British  force  in  the  neighbourhood  may,  perhaps,  have 
Aidmuted  to  render  the  Burmese-more  cautious  in  this  respect ;  it  also 
efiectually  restrained  the  fugitive  Aaaameae  from  conrarting  (heir  asyluno 
into  a  point  of  aggreasion,  from  whence  tbey  might  sally  forth  and  annoy 
the  innders. 
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With  respect  to  the  causes  of  the  present  war,  or  father  te'^e  cir- 
ttimstuiceB  whicb  hare  been  the  imtnediate  occasioD  of  it — for  the  nal 
cauKes  are  probably  very  remote  from  the  pretexts  that  hftve  been  pM 
fimh  in  iU  justification — it  is  unnecessary,  as  it  would  be  tedious  ta 
repeat  them  here.  For  these  we  must  refer  to  the  manifHto  of  tlM 
Oovemor  Geaeral,  and  to  the  Indian  intelligeiice  of  sereral  of  the  latt«f 
Numbers  of  the  Oriental  Herald.  They  consist,,  as.  is  usual  in  (uclt 
cases,  of  a  number  of  petty  grieviinces,  which  our  nice  sense  of  national 
boDour,  our  respect  for  our  d^ity.  Sec.  will  not  ivllow  us  to  poM.  un~ 
iMiticed,  and  for  which  the  Court  of  Amarapoora  haa  refused  repara- 
liftn^and  treated  our  remonstrances  with  disdain.  The  fact  is,  that 
both  parties  are  equally  desirous  of  war,  and  in.  such  a  state  of  things, 
it  would  be  surprising  if  reasons  were  wanting  on  either  side,  to  con- 
vince the  world  of  the  justice-  of  its  claims ;  the  necessity  of  chastising 
the  insolence  of  a  fb^  whom  forbearance-  only  renders  mere  arrogant 
in  his  pretensions ;  its  conciliatory  disposition ;  and,  above,  all,  ita 
anxiiius  desire  for  the  preservatioa  of  peace ; — arguments  that  are 
used  by  every  nation  that  malcea  war  on  .another,  end  repeated  bj 
iMth  parties,  with  the  same  protestations  of  sincenty,  .whethw:  right  or 
wrong.  Unfortunately,  we  are  ignorant  of  the  Busman  counterpart  oi 
the  Governor  General's  Proclamation  ;  but  there  would,  be  little  diffi- 
culty in  showing,  even  from  that  document  itself)  that  far  from  seeking 
to  avoid  occasions  of  quarrel  wi^  the  Burmese,  such  a  line  af  policy 
has  been  systematically  pursued  as  could  not  fail  to  bring  us  into  hostile 
contact  with  them.  We  allude  more  particularly  to  -  the  affair  of 
Cachar ;  to  the  sovereignty  of  which,  it  is  evident  from  the  preceding 
sketch,  of  their  history,  and  must  have  been  known  to  our  Government, 
that  the  Burmese  laid  claim,  and  that  they  had,  on  one  eccssioo  U. 
least,  received  from  its  R^ah  the  most  unequivocal  proofs  of  submissbn. . 
The  hereditary  Rajah  of  this  state  is  dethroned  by. a  usurper,  and  flies 
for  succour  to  the  Burmese ;  the  British  Governioent  take  the  usurper 
under  tbeir  protection ;  and  when  tlie  Burmese  invade  the  country  for 
the  avowed  purpose  of  replacing  the  rightAil  monarch  on  his  throne,, 
they  are  loanied  by  the  British  Authorities,  "  ihM  the  petty  state  -of 
Cachar  i«  under  the  protection  of  the  British  Government,  and  that  this 
Siorenent  of  their  troops  must  be  regarded  as  an  act  of  hostility  to  be 
repelled  hy  force;"  and  they  are  accordingly  a  t/acActi  by.  the  BritiA 
troops.  It  is  obvious,  that  the  taking  of  this  comitry  and  its  usurping 
diief  under  the  protection  of  our  Government,  was  a  mere  pretext* 
adopted  with  the  view  of  bringing  matters  to  a  crisis^ .  the  declared  ia- 
tention  of  the  Burmese  to  replace  the  legitimate  R^ah  on  the  throne. 
Was  equally  «  pretext  to  cover  their  ambitious  designs :  the  new  King. 
of  Ava,  and  the  dsw  Governor  General  of  India  were  both  actuated  by 
one  common  principle ;  each  of  them  considering  it  iocumbeiit  99  him- 
self to  pursue  the  steps  of  his  predecessors,  and  i^gr^dising,  1^  some, 
considerable  conquest,  the  empire  over  which  he  rules.  We  h^  in- 
tended to  close  this  article  with  a  sketch  of  the  character,  restiiuces, 
&c.  of  the  Burmese  nation ;  hw  having  already  exceeded  our  limits,  wa 
must  be  content  with  having  given  a  faithful  abstract  of  tbeir  history, 
tip  to  the  oommencement  of  the  present  war,  and  shall  reserve  what  :f(» 
have  to  add,  on  the  sul^iact  adverted  to,  until  a  succecdli^c  Number.  .  . 
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«F  nuCGEHATlON   IN  WRITtNC. 

It  is  difficult  to  hit  the  mark  in  any  thing,  and  aot  to  be  expected 
wbm  paople  aim  at  Bomething  beyoad  it,  In  writing,  the  greater  num- 
ber of  attth(H«  have,  ibr-manjr  years,  shunned  the  middle  point,  &b  a 
thing  which  their  «ii]>enor  lights  enabled  them  to  depart  from  without 
detriment;  they  hsTe  supposed  that  it  would  be  inconuxtent  with 
their  dignity  to  move  on  in  the  old  track,  and  that  by  epenltig  a 
new  one  for  themaelvcfl  they  would  at  leait  be  entitled  to  the  praSs 
of  originality.  It  must  be  allowed  that  they  are.  But  there  seeni 
lo  be  two  iqiecies  of  originality — one,  which  ciHisisie  -in  new  ideas, 
w  new  combinations  of  ideaa ;  and  another  arising  purely  ont  o£ 
the  mode  of  expression.  It  is  plain,  that  the  fo^er  only  of  these 
cao  be  valuable.  Still  there  is  a  certain  degree  td  ingenuity  requieita 
ibrthe  proper  trimmiitg  up  of  old  thoughts,  so  as  they  may  be  disgniiedi 
and  made  to  wear  the  appearance  of  new  ones.  It  is  necessary  that 
the  author  who  has  this  task  to  perfarm^  should  be  master  of  a  great 
nnmber  of  qaaint  phrasee  ;  be  veil  read  in  oar  older  writers  ;  and  join 
lo  all  this,  some  remarkable  peculiarity  in  the  construction  ot  hie  sen* 
teoces.  This  union  is  enough  to  ensure  any  one  a  repiitation  for  wit 
and  humonr  ;  and  what  can  be  more  denrable  than  such  a  repntatiati  ? 
Jn  this  age,  however,  we  have  rarions  new  species  of  excellences.  There 
is  the  "joyous,"  the  "  sparUiag,"  and  the  "  healthful "  writer  ;  the  maa- 
of  infioite  pretensions,  who  can  writo  yon  dissertations,  like  another 
CHchton,  on  any  ^veu  subject  under  the  suu  ;'and  there  is  the  author; 
who,  professing  to  have  no  manner  of  learning,  contributes,  neverthe- 
less, his  quota  of  words  on  every  learned  and  abstruse  subject  that  caik 
be  thought  of.  The  chief  business  seenu  to  be,  to  pour  &tjf.h  senteRcs 
upon  sentence,  without  nnmber ;  to  multiply  books,  well  written,  and 
"sparkling''  from  the  beginning  to  the  end,  or  vice  versa — (you  may 
read  ibem  with  equal  profit  either  way<  which  is  a  grea t  improvement)  ; 
to  bring  severe  sind  complete  treatises  into  disuse ;  and  to  sobstitute  in 
their  places  the  superfine  offspring  of  the  new  order  of  things. 

It  seems  -an  undoubted  fact,  that  ail  men  would  gain  a  lepntatien  if 
ibey  fuiuld  ;  and  that  none  begin  to  despise  it  until  they  hare  pretty 
stroDg  reasons  to  think  it  beyond  their  reach:  Man's  mind  ia<a  quiver, 
stored  by  nature  with  a  certain  number  of  arrows,  sufficient. to  bring- 
down  the  game  of  life,  but  by  no  means  to  he  discharged  at  random  at 
every  object  which  arises  ;  and  he  only  who  has  empUed  Ibis  quiver  in- 
frivcdous  and  paltry  pnrsmls,  will  stand  aghast  when  he  toocfaes  upoa 
the  last  aiTow,' protesting  that  the  reputation  of  having,  shot  wall  is  not 
worth' a  penny.'  It  is  of  no  utility  to  think,  if  we  are  notchoicein  the 
nature  of  ^o&r  -thoughts ;  if  we  do  not  lay  hold  on  them  as  they  arise, 
and  force  them  into  the  track  in  which  they  may  be  productive.-  The 
author  of  certain  periodical  pieces  under  the  signature  of  Elia,  is  a 
writer  of  much  and  curious  thought ;  lie-  has  a'  strong  rough  humour 
reflected  from  the  nature  of  bis  reading  ;  he  is  enterlaiinng,  and,  occa- 
sionally, a  little  pathetic ;  but  what  then?  Is  he  agreatwriter?  Is 
1m  a  oian  of  genius  ?  No.  The  people  he  is  best  calculated  to  amvse 
are  jaded  refers ;  person*  who  nave  travelled  through  the  natural  uid 
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the  beautiful,  with  a  morbid  appetite  for  powerful  slimuU;  and  who, 
like  Btrana,  hare  lain  dormant  by  pearls  and  diamonds,  to  be  attracted 
by  the  amber.  Men  of  severe  taste  hare  little  sympathy  for  his  oddi- 
tiea,  and,  while  going  through  them,  experience  a  secret  consciousness 
that  tbey  are  not  properly  employed,  liie  mind  is  not  to  be  Baljslned 
upoD  jokes  and  qoaint  thoughts ;  it  is  like  diniBg  i^n  tnacarooi.  It  ii 
not  surprising,  however,  that  many  critics,  as  well  as  others,  are  fond  of 
Iho  conceits  of  this  writer,  or  that  they  attribute  to  them  a  profoundneaH 
ftod  reserve  of  meaning  which  they  in  reality  do  not  coutain  ;  for  all 
men,  though  delighting  in  rarities,  are  naturally  inditlent,  and  given  to 
admin  whatever  is  brought  from  regions  which  they  themselTes  hare 
not  visited.  Elia  therefore,  having  navigated  his  coek-boat  round 
shores  that  aregenerallyunknown.hecause  they  lie  out  of  the  great  cmirw^ 
of  utility,  has  been  enabled  to  freight  it  with  a  sort  of  merchandise,  not 
very  much  in  request,  it  is  true,  hut  at  the  same  time  capable  of  making 
the  fortune  of  one  solitary  adventurer.  To  prove  their  worth,  however, 
let  many  deal  in  the  same  tvarea,  and  it  will,  quickly  be  seen  of  what 
value  they  are.  It  is,  notwithstanding,  a  great  merit  (o  beable,  by  the 
mere  ingeniousness  of  die  workmanship,  to  raise  trifling  or  vulgar  mate- 
rials into  request;  and  this  merit  we  would  readily  grant  to  the  writer  in 
question:  hut  this  kind  of  ingenuityshould  carefully  be  distingoiahed  from 
genius.  It  is  of  a  far  inferior  and  more  rulgar  species,  and  is  not  in- 
compatible  with  fnture  oblivion. 

lliis  writer  is  also  an  instance  of  exa^erated  writing.  It  is  allowed 
that  a  wit  may  take  very  great  lilwrties  in  combination ;  but  he  should 
not  at  every  moment  be  making  use  of  his  license ;  for  if  he  does,  tbera 
is  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  heat  things  he  can  say  will  not  be  laffi- 
cient  to  keep  away  the  tedium  of  sameness.  We  love  to  meet  an  odd 
or  startling  thought  now  and  then,  because  It  rouses  the  attention,  and 
keeps  us  on-  the  look-out  for  something  extraordinary ;  but  it  is  obvioua 
that  a  thing  cannot  be  extraordinary,  which  is  every  moment  occurring ; 
nor  does  the  mind  relish  a  perpetual  succeasiou  of  petty  electricaf 
shocks.  Writers,  who  have  trusted  to  such  arts  for  fame,  have  gene- 
tally  sunk,  in  spite  of  any  other  merits  they  might  possess,  into  partial 
pT  total  ohiirion,  and  have  deserved  so  to  sink.  For  men  have  no  in- 
terest in  preserving  strange  ideas  (as  they  preserve  stuffed  birdB,  for  the 
wild  variety  of  their  plumage);  but  afford  them  a  stare  when  they  fint 
arise,  aai  then  turn  away  for  ev<>r  to  something  which  may  advance  their 
happiness,  or  commimicate  to  their  minds  that  strength  and  robustness 
which  are  required  in  the  affurs  of  life.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  jndg- 
ment  and  art  are  necessary  to  a  writer.  His  feelings  are  not  to  be  put 
fiirth  naked,  in  the  mode  and  order  in  which  they  rise ;  because  as  they 
luring  up,  they  are  frequently  false  and  exaggerated,  reflecting  merely 
the  colour  of  those  circumstances  by  which  he  is  surrounded.  He  shonld 
carry  them,  like  soapicious  merchandise,  into  a  clearer  Hgbt,  and  watch 
their  variations  as  they  dowly  mingle  with  each  other,  and  take  tho 
■tamp  of  time. 

It  is  for  want  of  this  art  that  another  of  our  contemporarieia  seems 
paradoxical  and  contradictory,  and  that  he  very  often  is  so.  He  feels 
«ith  more  force  than  he  perceives ;  and  therefore  is  not  so  well  calcu- 
lated to  judge  of  a  whole,  as  of  its  separate  parts.  His  cridcfsms  ar«' 
almost  alwa;^  viciooa,  for  tiaa  reaaoa.    He  mma  iocapaUe  of  cobcmt-' 
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ingihe  Brandeor  and  beanty  of  tha  contianity  of  one  aimple  principle, 
bmndung  out  into  a  regular  and  gracehl  variety.  In  a  greater  or  leu 
degree,  Uiia  ii  the  fault  of  the  majority  of  modem  writers  and  artiata. 
The  intricate  aod  involved  nature  of  our  music,  to  speak  of  one  thing, 
is  a  proof  of  this,  and  is  thought  a  high  improvement  upon  ancient  sim- 
plicity. But  in  music,  as  well  aa  in  ell  other  things,  it  ia  queationable 
whether  the  greatest  perfeclion  of  art  be  not  that  which,  passing  through 
the  avenues  as  rapidly  as  possible,  leads  the  soul  at  once  into  the  close 
recesses  of  delight.  The  reader  or  hearer  should  not  in  many  inatances 
be  driven  back  to  inquire  into  the  sources  of  his  pleasures  ;  it  is  eoough 
for  him  to  be  happy  in  the  results.  The  writer  we  are  speaking  of,  details 
his  thoughts  and  feelings  as  if  he  were  giving  an  inventory  of  them  upon 
oath  to  the  public  ;  but  the  public  have  no  right  to  such  an  inventory, 
and  cannot. be  benefited  by  possessing  it.  A  great  work  is  a  connected 
chain  of  bomogeneoua  |)rincip1es,  supporUng,  not  supported  by,  a  con- 
Etant  succession  of  powerful  and  pure  feelines ;  and  not  a  miseellBuy  of 
feelings' and  principles,  in  which  it  Is  doubtful  which  gives  birth  to  tbq 
other.  Feeling  is  an  element  of  greatoess,  but  not  the  chief  element, 
because  it  is  not  continuous  ;  although,  in  the  hands  of  excessive  art,  it 
maybe  made  to  appear  so.  He  ia  destitute  of  this  art,  and 'therefor^ 
•ome  of  his  best  ideas  are  as  good  as  thrown  away.  He  sometimes 
stalks  along  with  the  tottering  force  of  Orion ;  but  has  no  guide  upon 
his  sbouldera  to  indicate  the  point  of  dawn :  he  is  a  ship  without  a 
rudder,  which  makes  for  no  particular  port,  but  awaits  the  influence  of 
suoshine  or  stonn  upon  the  shifting  surface  of  the  sea.  He  ia  every 
thing  but  a  great  writer. 

Yet  it  is  surprising  that  there  should  be  found  criti(»  so  blind  as  to 
attribute  to  the  former  of  these  two,  more  genius  than  to  the  latter. 
With'  infinitely  more  materials  for  amusement  and  thinking,  the  An- 
thor  of  TabTe  Talk  has  in  his  nature  a  fertility  and  manly  decision,  of 
which  die  other  is  altogether  incapable ;  and  in  such  a  parallel,  his  deep 
feeling  would  stand  him  in  good  stead.  Elia's  feelings  are  finicking 
and  false ;  and  even  if  nature  had  given  him  any  that  were  real, 
.there  is  no  doubt  he  would  have  thought  it  too  much  beneath  a  wit 
to  have  expresiied  them  naturally.  The  former  not  only  feels,  but  haa 
attached  his  feelings  to  the  permanent  concerns  of  humanity ;  hit 
writings  breathe  a.  passion  for  the  welfare  of  his  species, — an  intense 
liatred  of  their  oppressors ;  arid  if  they  live,  it  will  be  for  this  quality. 

It  is  no  doubt  a  melancholy  thing  to  observe  a  writer,  grown  old  in 
sacrificing  to  &  false  taste,  arrive  at  length  at  a  conviction  that  such  ia 
the  truth ;  for  it  being  too  late  to  profit  by  this  discovery,  and  conse- 
queiatly  to  recant,  he'hag  but  one  course  to  pursue — which  ia  to  affect 
a  contempt' for  all  persons  of  finer  judgment,  or  even  for  fame  itself.  As 
iar  as  his  influence  extends,  he  is  sure,  by  this  means,  to  pervert  the 
'public  taste ;  and  as  the  thiiig  happens  but  too  frequently,  a  great  por- 
tion (if  the  people  grow  indifferent  to  simplicity  and  nature.  Every  age 
has  its  prejudices,  and,  among  the  number,  a  high  opinion  of  its  own 
proficiency  is  not  the  least.  It  is  Ihought,  and,  during  certain  stages 
of  society,  it  is  justly  thought,  that  time  ripens  ideas  like  fruit ;  and  that 
thoiigh  we  did  not  plant,  we  may  gather  the  best  arid  most  lasting  of 
these.  But  very  few,  except  our  most  simple  idead,  are  pure ;  and  thos^ 
very  often  are  least  so  wliMe  appearances  ue  most  tempting.    It  re- 
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i](iifea  a  greater  degree  of  self-denial  tban  toeo  commonly  posMsa,  con-t 
fitautly  to  reject  th«  showy,  proud,  imposing  forms  of  things,  and  (o  pot 
tip  with  such  as  have  mere  truth  and  gracofulneu  to  recomniend  them; 
for  it  must  be  allowed  that  more  attention  is  attracted  by  being  decked 
in  that  gaudy  int«llectua1  frippery  which  genius  rejects,  than  by  that 
dignified  and  beautiful  umplicity  in  which  it  delights.  It  is  uafort^oatd 
that  a  taste  for  exaggerated  ornament  and  elaborate  atyle  has  crept  in 
amongst  us,  for  it  influences  even  our  judgments  in  matters  which  go 
beyond  words— in  poetry  and  polite  literature.  There  is  not  a  writer 
liTing  who  could  be  plain  and  natural  with  impunity.  People  talk  of 
Mr.  Wordiworth's  simplicity — but  it  is  mere  words.  His  ideas  are  as 
violent,  far-fetched,  and  exaggerated,  as  those  of  any  respectable 
writer  objected  to  by  his  adherents.  He  certaialy  had  the  merit  of 
itiagularily  when  he  first  appeared ;  and  that,  united  to  a  moderate 
share  of  abilities,  has  very  seldom  failed  to  rouse  opposition,  abuse,  and 
a  kind  of  party-spirit,  which  is  what  such  writers  chiefly  aim  at.  There 
are  always  critics  who  would  be  thought  wiser  than  other  people;  and 
they  never  fail  to  discover  something  exceedingly  stupid,  or  exceedingly 
beantital,  in  whatever  comes  before  the  public  under  peculiar  circum- 
stances. The  tnith  seems  to  be,  that  Mr,  W.  is  of  that  order  of  men, 
who,  having  thought  and  read  a  great  deal,  ^ut  a  kind  of  pipe  into  their 
minds,  and  suffer  them,  like  hogsheads,  to  run  out  upon  the  public,  as 
long  as  there  is  any  thing  in  them.  Dregs  and  all  are  drained  off,  and 
are  expected  to  be  sipped  op  with  equal  complacency.  But  in  all  the 
froth  and  foani  of  pouring  out,  there  is  bnt  little  chance  that  the  true 
taste  of  the  liquor  will  be  discovered — it  must  be  left  to  settle,  and  then 
Sve  fear  a  good  deal  of  worthless  dregs  will  be  found  at  bottom.  Much 
hss  been  said  about  his  originality ;  we  have  been  told  that  this  and 
that  thought  are  new ;  and  what  then  ? — Is  newness  of  such  mighty 
importance  that  a  maa  is  to  be  styled  a  genius,  whose  thoughts  aad 
expressions  are  sprinkled  with  mere  novelty?  A  very  singular  mistake 
seems  to  prevail  with  respect  to  original  ideas  or  images,  as  if  whaterer 
we  have  not  seen  before  must  be  good.  But  we  surely  should  make 
some  account  of  the  quality  of  these  things.  A  new  species  of  flies  or 
anails  are  neither  so  wonderful  or  of  so  mach  importance  to  science,  as 
would  be  ft  new  species  of  meu.  Things  have  their  grades,  and  it  is  a 
pity  that  it  should  ever  be  necessary  to  repeat  so  worn-out  a  common- 
tdace.  But  with  all  bis  originality,  it  is  now  an  understood  thing  that  Mr. 
Wordsworth  is  one  of  those  writers  who  beconw  after  death  the  prey  of 
Anthologists,  and  the  makers  of  Elegant  Extracts — who,  by  industriously 
separating  the  sheep,  or  what  they  take  to  be  such,  from  the  goats,  turn 
over  the  latter  to  the  custody  of  oblivion.  But  there  is  no  mangling 
a  great  writer  after  this  fashion.  Not  a  thought  can  be  absent  wiUuHit 
being  missed ;  for  the  dependence  of  one  idea  upon  the  other  is  so  great; 
that  an  experienced  eye  can  detect  the  gap  as  easily  as  a  Colonel  could 
uhseive  the  absence  of  a  company  from  bis  regiment;  or  the  eye  perceive 
the  want  of  a  pillar  in  a  portico.  It  is  this  linking,  this  morticeing  of 
one  thought  into  the  other,  that  usually  discovers  to  a  writer  the  feeble 
parts  of  his  ideas.  But  a  man  who  drives  his  notions  before  him  to 
market,  like  a  drover,  is  not  gs  apt  to  perceive  their  incongruity,  as  he 
who  attempts  to  yoke  them  into  pairs,  and  marshal  them  into  a  beautiful 
procesuon.    The  former  may  make  a  greater  show  of  wealtlt  thajtdu 
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latter,  far  conAnioii  hu  a  kind  of  muMpljiiut  porer;  but  he  will  be 
my  litUe  Tttued  in.corapuison,  by  tbou  of  judgment  and  xuperior 
t^B|wcit5.  Mr.  W.  is  preciiely  the  above  drovei ;  he  has  very  good 
c&ide,  tntt  they  tu«  oddly  mixed  up  wild  extremely  tony  jadet. 

Thwe  iastaAcea  ip^  snffii^  for  the  present.  But  id  truth  our  pre- 
'vulii^  taate  lesna  sltogetlter  towards  this  fault;, we  are  not  satisfied 
'Hfidi  tiia  exact  measure  of  things,  bat  pe^jnire,'  both  in  ourselreti  and 
odieA,  that '  nbat^er  is  presented  to  the  eye  of  the  mind,  shall  be 
'^adowej  with '  colmsal  ptopbrtions.  We  have  arrived  at  that  stage  of 
tariSxation  in  vfaich' a  similar  taate  haa  prevailed  aioong  other  nations  ; 
wtrbave'  made  ourseives  familiar  with  beauty,  until  a  certain  degiee  of 
iifttiety  has  beengeiiented,iitid  we.now  turn  round  in  search  of  startling 
defonnity,  that  we  may  continue  to  be  emted,  at  all  bazaids.  plain 
truth  is linfafbidbable.  lliere  must  be  patadoK,  there  must  be  sophistry ; 
'aad'  the  most'  extraragant  rhetorical  flourishes  are  looked  tor,  digested 
GMnpIacenliyby  our  accommodating  taste,  aild  thought  to  be  no  wonders. 
The  most  arai^ing  circumstance  of  all  is  the  self- congratulation  with 
which  our  authors  of  iHs  stadip  count  upon  their  fingers  the  testimoniea 
of  tbe  public  in  their  favour.  In^the  first  place  they  are  informed  by 
'  their  publishers  .that  thebook,  baa  had  a  good  run;  then  they  are  inrited 
by  Mr.  A.-  or  Sfr.  6.  to  a  dinner,  at  which  a  number  of  dieir  humbly 
admirers  are  to  be  present,  fully  prepared  to  utter  well- conned  praises 
of-  every  sparkling  passage :  aJterwajda  the  Reviews  and  Magaainea 
come  tumbling  in,  properly  larded  with  laudatory  paragraphs,  written 
by  die  authors  tbimselres,  or  some  dpai  iriends  eijualty  disposed  to  re- 
gard* what  they  write  as  prodigiously  fine.  And.  then  1 — why  thea 
"Cometh  the  end:"— t  new  uarvel  is  manufactured— comes  out 
nader  thtf  satoie  aun>ice8-^iiBhefl  the  former  one  out  of  eveiy  body'a 
memory,  and  sends  it 

,   "  Vbera  things  unborn  lie  bid  with  things  fargot." 

Vevvrtbelett',  these  authors  look  upon  thcmdelvei  u  personages  of  no 
little  importaace ;  they  have  a  Vrien  eye  for  the  faults,  numerous  and 
striking  as  they  always  are,  of  rising  genius  ;  thejr  can  point  out  where  it 
lias  committed  an  error,  either  in  grammar  or  in  reasoning ;  they  can 
prophesy  tbatthe  young  man  tnay  do  well  enough,  if  he  should  take  car« 
to  come  better  prepared  before  tbe  p^iblic,  on  thecext  occasion;  irbea 
probably)  Ood  votl  tbeir  atrictorea  are  putting  it  out  of  his  power  em  ta 
do  so".  The  extent  of  their  own  abilities  is  never  known  to  persons  of  this 
stamp/  SA  they  constantly  mistake  for  capacity  a  most  mdimited  desire  of 
popwaTity,  the  natural  enemy,  in  reality,  of  all  true  genius  and  great  de* 
t^^oa.  Genius  is  siil^e  and  onsophiaticated — it  sees  things  as  they  are— > 
h  exaggerates  nothing;  It  is  natural,  ea^,.  and  happy  in  jls  ilIuttpitiaD&, 
Dnlneea,  on  the  coMrary,.  is  myatioal,  .inrolv«d,  wondeWul ;  and  care- 
fully wraps  up  ita  conim on  lifeless  meanings,  in  the  winding  sheet  o£ 
prjncely  eloquence,  'the  fbtmer  is. rich  witfaput  ostentation ;  the  latter 
would  coec^al  its  poverty  beneath  exlrayagant  finery^  "The  one  ia 
the  ofispring  «f  nataie — tbe  Other  of  aboitlre  art,  uid  a  cotnipted 
pinKzation.

TtiE  reader,  who  hu  accomptnied  na  in  our  Uboura  frem  the  con^ 
mencement  of  them  to  the  praseat  tine,  will  aatunJly  conclude,  that  19 
much  of  cruelty,  folly,  and  rengeaiice,  ba«  be«D  already  exhUiited  i^ 
the  natratian  of  ereata  connected  with  thu  eubject,  that  there  can  b« 
nothing  more  necewacy  to  complete- the  mcture  of  human  wickednen  and 
imbeolity  which  jt  presents.  He  ib,  howerer,  miitaken;  for  though 
much,  of  which  any  Gorenunent  ought  to  be  ashamed,  haa  already 
trani^red,  there  Temain  yet  some  finishing  touches,  which  we  think  will 
excite  his  auiprue,  if  they  do  not  rouee  hia  indi^adon  still  more. 

Up  to  the  present  moment,  it  has  been  all  along  assumed,  and  sincerely 
beliered  in  England,  that  the  Buppraasion  of  the  Calcutta  Journal  was  really 
occasioned,  as  alleged  by  the  Indian  Ooreniment,  by  die  repuhlicatioo  m 
Colonel  Stanhope's  Pamphlet ;  though  the  progreMiTe  and  unreprored  isnw 
of  that  work,  from  the  Indian  Press,  excited  momentary  doubts,  in  th« 
miudsof  some,  as  to  whether  there  was  not  some  other  secret  cause  Inrie- 
Ing  1)ehind,  which  had  not  yet  Iwea  openly  avowed.  That  the  Indiaq 
Govemmeot  should  add  falsehood  to  its  other  crimes,  no  man  who  ha* 
watched  their  conduct  for  the  last  fire  years,  could  think  at  all  udt 
likely.  The  hypocritical  pretensions  with  which  tlu^  deluded  the  pe<q)l« 
of  this  country,  as  well  as  of  that,  when  they  held  nirth  hopes  of  intel- 
lectual improvement  with  the  one  hand,  and  dashed  them  to  the  ground 
with  the  other :— the  pretended  reverence  for  reli^on,  with  which  they 
amuse  the  beoerolent  and  well-disposed  among  th«r  countrymen  at 
"home,  while  they  patronize,  and  even  derive  profit  from,  the  most  bloody 
and  abonuoftfale  sacrifices  of  idolatry  abroad,  are  all  proo^  of  the  reck~ 
lessneas  with'  whjeh  they  can  lie  as  welt  M  flatter  i — with  which  they 
fawn  only  to  deceive.  It  is  really  false  delicacy  to  charaaeriie  their 
conduct  by  such  terms  as  might  be  honestly  applied  .to  mere  errors  of 
opinion,  and  adherence  to  prejudices,  stupidly,  but  still  sincerely  enter- 
tained. It  would  be  assisting  the  very  delusion  which  we  so  strongly 
condema,  were  we  to  call  "falsehood"  by  aay  other  than  its  real  name, 
and  wwe  we  to  characterize  "  iniquity  "  by  any  term  that  should  not  ha 
nniJentood  to  mean  wilful  and  deliberate  wrong. 

By  one  of  the  last  arrivals  from  India,  we  hare  received  letters  thaf 
let  in  a  new  light  upon  this  pretended  suporession  of  the  Journal  ba:aua^ 
of  the  republication  of  4  Pamphlet,  whicn  contuned  little  more  than  a 
faithful  report  of  what  had  happened,  and  had  even  been  published  in  India 
before.

What,  Ihen,  will  the  humane  and  enlichtcaed  commoDity  of  this, 
magniliccut  capital  of  our  Eastern  posMdiioui  bay,  when  they  ore  tolil  that,  with 
all  iu  Elitterine  ipircs  of  the  temples  of  s  pure  religion—rwilh  all  it>  splendid, 
palace*,  bespe^iog-  the  taite,  aud.refinemeat,  and  the  richei  of  their' inbabi- 
tanti — with  all  it)  colleeCE  and  schoaU,  and  societies  to  prumote  the  propagatiou 
of  knowledge,  civil  and  religious ;— what  will  they  say  when  they  leam,  that, 
•midst  all  these  sigus  of  vcucratinii  for.  Christiauity,  the  philanthropy,  the 
^eatnessi  and  the  refinement,  of  Brituut  and  British  subjects  iu  &  British 
capital,  it  is  dii^aced  by  witnessing  the  lowest  degnulBtiou'  of  the  human' 
aprcies  ? — that  this  great  capital  U,  iii  short,  at  unce  the  depot  of  the  <;oinpierce, 
and  riches  of  the  East,  aud  the  niart  iu  which  the  niauacled  African  is  aoldj  like 
the  heart  of  the  field,  to  the  highest  bidder?  What  may  be'  said  to  this'  by  tite 
enlightened  community  we  address,  we  need  not  anticipate.  It  is  our  duty  toi 
announce  to  them  the  disgraceful  fact..  We  are  informed,  that  150  euuucbs 
have  been  lauded  from  the  Arab  ships  this  season,  to  be  sold  ai  slaves  iu  the 
CAPITAL  OP  British  India  !  It  is  known,  ton,  that  these  ships  are  in  the  b'abit 
of  carrying  awaji  the  Natives  of  this  country,  priucipally  females,  and  disposing 
of  them  in  Arabia,' in  barter  for  African  slaves  for  the  Calcutta  market! '.  Can 
it  be  uotsible  that  such  degrading,  such  wicked  sceties.  are  passing  around  ui, 
•nd  that  the  actors  are'sufi'ered  to  escape  unpotieed  and  unpunished.'  |V¥e  fear 
the  fact  is.  too  .true )  hut  we  hope,  that  the  publicity  thiis  given  to  it,  ifUl  lead  to 
the  prevention  of  such  gross  violations  of  law  and  hunjanity  in  future.  We  can 
conceive  the  difflrulty  of  detection  in  these  cases  ;  but  (el  all  those  who  "are  aware 
of  the  illicit  practices  of  these  fuliowen  of  Mahainet,  remember,  that  they  are 
imperiously  called  on,  as  Christians  and  as  British  subjects  in  paAicuUr,  to 
bring  to  punishment  these  violators  of  law  and  humanity.  Nature  shudders  at 
the  thought  oF  the  barbarities  practised  by  these  'abusers  uf  (kidV.  noblest 
feature,  who  are  led,  by  an  accursed  thirst  of  gold,  to  brutalize  the  humaii 
species.

A 
gentleman  has  informed  us,  that  of  200  African  boj-s  emasculated,  at  Juddah, 
oqI;  ten  survived  the  cruel  operation.  After  such  a  statement,  it  woold  be  to 
Kuppose  our  Felk>w-'subj  ects  totally  destitute  of  all  the  best  feelings  of  our  nature, 
lo  doubt  that  erery  eiertion  will  be  made'by  such  of  them  as  can,  in  any  way, 
aid  in  putting  dnvD  a  traffic  so  iDbuman.and  abemioable;  and  ia  ptevsntiug  the 
csirital  of  British  India  from  being  disgraced  by  it!

'Such  is. the  picture,  and  iwe,  believe  it  to  be  an  accurate  one,  trfaich 
the  state  of  things  in  India  presents,  since  despotism  has  laid  iii  cold  and 
cbiilliog  grasp  upon  tlie  press,  aiid  the  awful  .stignation  of.  silence  and 
death  have  usurped  the  jdace  of  animated  inquiry  and  wholuome  life. 

Soon  aAer  the  'first  suppression  of  the  Journal,  as  if  a  feeling  of  re- 
m<^ae.had  dictated  nhat  a  sense  of  justice,  could  not,  the  Fapifer  was 
permitted  to  be  revived,  on  on^  condition,  that  ihe  Editor  should  be  a 
person  actually  in  the  service'of .  the  G'oinernmedt.  .

etances,  the  Journal  .would  be  nSvired.  -  It  was  struigied,  however,  in 
du'lnrth ;  and  although  we  had  heard^  that  bftfore  any  one  could  have 
uoBsibly  known  what  the  reri\'ed  Number  A^as  UMy  to  contain,  a  trooper 
had  been  sent  oS  at  night;  and  on  a-Sunday  too^a  day  of  htJiness  and 
VeM^froffi  the  Governor  general  at  Baitack|^re,  to  command  that  not  a 
fiB^e  paper  should  be  issuedyso  that  the  wbde  of  the  imfieasitm  was

Abd,  Lord  ArahCrft's  pbysiciaii, 
rto  was  (wevenled  by  influence  from  editii^  the  Calcutta  Journal,  as 
the  pro&ta  would  then  attll  hare  been  retained  to  its  original  pro- 
prietor, became  einaged  to  conduct  the  Hurkani,  on  a  scale  m  remuae- 
ratiou  which  should  increase  .with  ita  progTetaiva  tacrease  of  sale :  so 
that  Dr.  Abel's  patrooa  could  not  rendec  him  h  auH*  <asseiitial  service 
than  by  preventiog^  the  xnival  of  tkamtffnmai  taper,  mtil  he  had 
secured  to  hia  own,  the  b^eat  circAiladtMi  which  ue  trauts  and  means 
of  the  aocie^  would  admit.

We  shaU 
content  ourselTee  for  die  present  with  layng  the  facta  berore  them,  up 
to  the  period  of  fte  last  tettM  being  writua ;  -and  sballnot  hil  to  ke^ 
them  eqimBy  w^  ii^FiMined  of  all  oHerior  praoeedings  that  nay  cmm 
to  our  knowledge.'

Aye  iiMviDg  In  the  tnek  where  furtonc  bids  tbno  be  I  \ 
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Hagazikes  in  general  hATe,  ufar  aa-ws  cui  discover,  butane  aim, 
and  that  may  as  well  be  kit  unttated :  the  reader  will  but  too  readily 
perceive  what  it  is.  Their  means  are  various.  Some  are  coarse  and 
'riolcDt ;  some  devout ;  some  addicted  exclusively  to  the  abuse  of  foreign 
literature,  and  to  tho  praises  of  our  own ;  some  are  '£ne  and  finicking ; 
_  and  there  are  othwa  too  equivocal  to  allow  any  general  characteristic  of 
them  to  be  given-  All  find  readers  amodK  the  vast  population  of  these 
realms.  It  is  observable,  however,  that  of  so  man;  works  not  one  has  a 
direct  tenden^  to  nourish  the  thinking  principle  in  youth,  to  disencum- 
ber the  mind  of  prejudices,  to  diarpen  the  jadgment,  to  rouse  the  faculty 
pf  inveiition.  On  the  contraiy,  the  mind  is  placed,  like  a  victim  in  the 
ancient  sacrifices^  in  the  midst  pf  ituik  perisliable  garlands,  and  at- 
tenkpted  to  he  rendered  qnieseent  by  a  never-ceasing  supply  of  such  me- 
retncioni  finery.  But  as  the'  heart  may  be  sad  and  solitary  in  the  most 
crowded  cities;  so  the  mind  jnay  pine  and  fall  to  decay  in  the  very 
throng  and  press  of  innutritioua  and  noxious  ideas.  Our  superfluity,  as 
lord  Bacon  observes,  may  be  in  this  cose  the  cause  of  our  poverty.  R«- 
tailing  ideas  aX  seiond-hand,  is  mistaken  for  thinking;  and  as  that  ait 
is  not  difficult,  demanding  no  invention  and  little  judgment,  the  labour, 
which  those  who  really  think  undergo,  becomes  by  degrees  irksome  or 
insnfferahle,  and  the  mind,,  by  relaxing  its  exertions  and  lowering  its 
views,  grows  really  weaV  and  contemptible.  To  prove  the  full  force  of 
dus  truth,  let  the  readei;  of  such  works. imagine  himself  stripped  of  every 
notion  and  opinion,  and  cat  oS  from  aU  relation  to  every  truth,  which  he 
has  not  gained  or  examined  for  himself;  let  him  call  his  taste*  and  pre- 
ferences in  question;  and  try. If  he  can  trace  the  path  by  which  they  got 
footing  in  bis  miod ;  .let  him  think,'toa,  if  (for  him  only)  time  were  to  roll 
on  his  centuries  ra]»dly,  and  place  him  in  the.  midst  <rf  new  generations, 
how  he  would  justify  those  opinions  and  convictions  which  he  now  takes 
for  nnquestionabre  truths, '  It"  is  probable  that  a  contemplation  of  this 
kind,  indulged  for  one  hour,  would  shake  the  pillars  of  bis  literary  creed ; 
and  make  lum  feel  the  necessity  of  having  recourse  to  other  teachers  than 
those  he  has  heen'acctistamed  to  reverence.  It  is  a  principle  iu  the  hu- 
man mind  to  abbor  seryitude,  and  to  spnrn  even  the  appearauce  of  beins 
(to  borroiv  an  e^tpreseive  phrase  from  the  vulgar)  "  led  by  the  nose ; ' 
and  for  this  reason  we  may  be  sure  that  all  those  who  adopt  the  fasbbn- 
^le  cant  of  their  timM,  possess  sufficient  ingenuity  to  persuade  them- 
selves that  they  only  indulge  their  own  opinions^  It  ts  a  sad,  but  common 
deception;  It  is  pleasant  to  readers,  and  profitable  to  tvriters,  because 
it  flatters  the  vanity  of  the  former,  lind  hidcs'tbe  insufficiency  of  the 
latter:  for  who  would  ^vrite,  if  it  were  previously  necessary  to  have  some- 
thing new  and  usefdt  to  caunnunicate?  Such  a  preliminary  would  strike 
an  atrophy  Into  common  periodical  luCilt>rat)OaB,  aed  condnnn  loads  of 
printed  paper  to  remain  on  the  hands  of  the  booksellers ;  to  Ae  great  loss, 
■ccoediug.to^Hr.  Buike,of.a.use&l'b6dybf  men.' 

But  (imleH  we  m  deceived  iii  ^  "  signs  of  tin  tunes,")  a  difere&t 
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tfHiit  ia  gaiaiDg  ground  abiongit  the  public.  The  umndmg  rhetoric, 
which,  np  to  thu  moment,  ume  people  mistalte  for  fine  writing,  ia  begin- 
ning to  be  inspected  of  being  little  better,  than  a  ;'  tinkling  cjrobal;"  apd 
the  gothic  extmragance  tif  die  hafbatVUt  i^H  of  oltr  literature,  «hicht 
Itiie  a  dead  criminal,  had  been  animsted  by  a.  kind  of  galvanic  proceo, 
only  teirified  ua  for  a  moment,  ud  then  paKed  Kwa.j  to  the  "  tl^agi 
begrond  thfl  flood," 

Jn  this  annatonl  rertra),  howerer,  hT  a  defunct  taate,  the  Londov 
.Maguine  #aa  a  conapicuou*  accomplice,  kithough  it  carae  W  Ute  into 
the  business.  The  "  Age  of  Elizabeth"  occupied  Very  coDBtaotly  one 
t^are  eoraer  or  another  of  its  earl^  numbers ;  and  S£  a  concomitknt  waa 
folind,  most  plentiful  abnae  of  all  those  who  had  the  misfortune  to  dificr 
with  Uilg  new  oracle  of  t&ste.  The  gentleman  who  then  conducted  it 
had  cQnceiTed  a  violent  antipathy  to  French  literature,  particulttrly  to 
-works  distingnUhed  by  correct  taste'  and  liberal  sentiments;  his  criti- 
ciamR  and  opinions  were  marked  by  petulance  as  well  as  hoatility  ;  and, 
being  apparently  without  any  juif  standard  by  which  to  measure  the 
energies  of  his  contemporaries,  he  was  perpetually  guilty  of  the.wilde^ 
and  most  unjust  decisions  respecting  their  merits  ahd  de^ts.  The 
oj^niona  which  this  writer  put  forth  on  the  poems  of  Mr.  Keats  wer« 
among  the  moet  Gxtrava^^ant  that  had  ever  been  submittfed  to  the  public : 
poetry  was  changed '  in  his  mind  &om  "  the  language  of  the  gods,"  to 
tiie  incoherency  <rf  a  dtcam,  and  gorgeous  folly  was  mistaken  for  grandeur. 
Sblgnlarity  is  iA  general  honourable  to  men  of  geaios,  because  it  poves 
that  they  pomeasthe  force  of  mintl  neceasai^  to  free  themselves  hcaa  the 
yoke  of  prejudice ;  bat  when  this  singularity  arises,  not  from  any  tuperio- 
rily  of  mind,  not  eren  Trom  any  peculiar  bias  of  character,  but  ttoxa  a 
vain  endeavour  to  ronSe  the  attention  bi  mankind,  then  it  betsimea  the 
duty  of  all  plain  and  unsophisticated  men  to  treat  it  as  it  really  detfexrea. 
Jioi  ahould  any  man  escape  the  just  censures  of  bia  contemporaries,  by 
t^ng  shelter  in  the  seeming  irresponsibility  of  a  class;  for  a  weak  writer 
is  not  the  leas  ridiculous  because'he  may  herd  with  a  hundred  others  of  the 
aame  stamp.  These  remarks  apply  to  the  majority  of  the  early  contri- 
bnton  to  this  magazine.  Those  writers  had  observed  that  as  far  back  as 
tiiey  could  remember,  judicious  and  thinking  meb  had  bean  accustomed 
to  look  upon  Pope  as  a  good  translator,  and  a  great  poet ;  upon  Voltaire 
aa,  at  least,  a  fine  critic  and  great  ph^osojphe'r;  upon  Racine  as  a  dra-  . 
inatio  poet,  if  not  equal  to  Shakespeare  and  the  Greek  ttagedians,  supe- 
rior to  any  others  that  could  be  named.  This  was  not  to  be  endured  } 
for  could  it  be  supposed  that  critics  fteeh  from  the  gr«en-room,  the  cock: 
l^t,  (»  the  boxin^^ing,  should  he  disposed  to  admire  a  man  like  Fope> 
whose  tegs  were  madi  too  weak  and  small  to  allow  bim  to  be  a  Doet ;' 
and  as  to  Voltaire  and  Racine,  it  was  quite  aufEcieot  'that  they  haa  beeo 
bom  on  the  wrong  side  of  St.  Oeoige's  Channd ;  for  it  had  long  been  an 
understood  thing  unong  the  small  critics  we  are  speaking  of,  that  imugi- 
nalkiti  was  aot  to  be  found  out  of  the  f^  and  flats  of  England.  But 
let  the  reader  take  their  Ofrinlona  m  their  own  wordaj  and  lest  we  should 
be  Bu^>ected  of  having  taken  them  from  the  honottrahle  testimonlea  oS 
their  ancient  prototypes  pr^ed  io  the  DuncMd  (whence  i;re  shrewdljr 
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liiq)aU'ttMt»{i«nll«BM  lKHT««Mi  tblaldnd  ttF«mllti»),  wawQIbectrefia 
IsMOtingtheTolumBUiipage.  "'FopeufiiUc^MHUidiiiidfuiy,  KodniMU 
luithhig."'  "  Pop«'a  innie  never  fruidered  witb  auhty,  but  tnm  bii  libniy 
tahugnMto,oTmn)  hi*  grotto  into  Ub  library  &iciw)>am/*''  Volturoms 
anlncfc;  anougb  not  to  admire  fA(ieAo&  of  ShftkBBpesra,aad  it  is  perfaapt 
tTM  di«t  ha  uad'err&lusd  him  upoa  tb«  wbols,  u)d  tlii*  wu  ■  nd  thinr 
■BO  doubt.  11)0  French  philosopher  oDteitaiMd,  it  •eenu,  an  espociu 
uOqwthj  to  witchcnft  and  ghotti ;  which  bung  die  caw,  it  was  net  to 
be  expected  that  be  ehould  suddenly  become  reai^iuled  to  sach  unnaturd 
machinery,  upon  meeting  it  in  Shahcepeare.  The  London  Magaifne, 
however,  in  itacoUectin  wiadom^  wu  highly  inMBMdatdiMOTerin^ifla 
fiK^igner  ao  abominable  a  heresy,  and  thus  tmK*  its  bunting  mlean  opon 
tiMtgood  dd  gedtleman  of  Perney,  the  friend  of  toleratioa  and  mildness. 
"This  then  it  the  operation  of  the 'lame  oAtbuopAu' on  poetry  I  and  It 
•riDoes  as  much  jtnow/ed^e,  and  as  much  intcgri^  ia  its  iHtetniioDa  oa 
ntlur  mattart.  We  may  affimi  it,  then,  from  tius  specimen,  to  be 
ifijtd  at  tk*  bttlU  to  the  nobler  impitUet  of  moM's  tmmorlal  mturv: 
grovtUing  at  the  muck'Worm  i»  its  lelf-cortait ;  and  tpiUfulat  tkt 
*ddeT  against  beauties  of  which  it  cannot  hut  perceiTo  the  exislenco. 


There  arc  about  equal  proporticme  of  sulevobitf  and  of  duU  miiraprt- 
mttation  in  Voltaire's  Tersion  " '  (of  a  pasee^  <rf  Shakemean  which  had 
been  cited.)    This  is  vet?  decoroiti  and  very  tuodett  trom  die  pen  ef 


the  aotbor  of  a  '  Visit  to  Paris,'  and  of  smidry  articles  and  critiques  in 
nrioos  magaaiaee  I  But  we  must  reeerre  our  ramarki  until  we  have 
added  to  the  above,  the  equally  new  and  ii^nioui  account  oi  Racine's 
poBtrr  and  geniiui,  which  is  to  be  fonod  in  the  London,  "  What  suoeeae 
a'traaslator  of  Racine  into  our  vernacular  tongue  woald  meet' with, 
2  leave  you  to  guess.  His  tragedies  are  not  poetry — are  not  passjon^ 
we  not  imannsdon  ;  they  are  a  pared  of  set  speeches  ;  of  eptgrammatie 
conceits;  of  deelamatoiy  phrasee ;  without  any  of  the  glow,  and  glai^ 
ting  rapiditg,  at>d  priat^le  of  fusion  in  the  mind  of  the  poet,  t* 
ugghmtrale  thtm  into  gramde»r,  or  blend  th«B  into  harmony.  Tba 
peiaciple  <d  the  imagination  reievtblet  the  emblem  of  the  terpent,"  (if 
we  ware  ii  the  habit  of  proposing  riddles  to  our  readers,  we  might  choose 
tUs  as  a  good  one,)  "  by  which  the  ancients  typified  wisdom  and  the 
miveras,  with  undulating  tMn,  for  ever  varying,  and  ibr  ever  lowing 
into  itself, — circular,  and  mtkout  beginning  or  end."  [In  which  wa 
tUak  it  rete'rahled  the' writer's  wils.^  ■' The  definite,  the  fixed,  is  death;

Bnt  every  thing  in  Frendi  poetry  is  out  up  ioto  shreds  aad 
patchea,'  littie  flouierg  of  poetry,  with  ^ckets  ai>d  Ubets  to  tbem,  as  . 
when  the  daogfatvs  of  >/a«>a '  minctd  and  !task«d  their  oldjalher  iitio, 
coZ/ops,"— {and  stuck  liehttt  and  labeli  on  the  pieces,  w«  presume  1— 
Ob  <  the  height  and  depth  of  those  critics.]  This  tissus  of  unintelligiUa 
ahsnrdUy  is  put  into  tite  mouth  of  Coleridge ;  hut  it  is  of  little  coneei 
qaeaee  who  wrote  or  uttered  it,  nothing  but  real  ignorance  could  have 
giveB  birth  to  such  intolemUe  nonsense.    When,  for  example,  did  ha

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learn  thxt  it  is  dw  principle  offatum  wUcb  draust  tkingt  togtthtrt 
(ag^mertites)  into  grandeur? — and  who  told  this  writer  that  Jaoon 
was  minced  to  coUopt  by  his  daugbteiie,  wheo.  he  was  oM, — be  who 
died  jrouDEby  the^  hands  of  his  wife,  and  had  no  daughter*  above  the  Bg« 
of  infancy!  But,  to  let  this  pass,  will  any  one  believe  that  he  bad  erer 
read  '  AUialie,'  or  ■  Iphigenie  en  Aolide;'  tragedies  in  which  the  aonl, 
if  the  phrase  be  allowable,  is  bent  backward  and  forward  by  emotion, 
and  shaken;  like  a  reed  before  the  tempest?  The  true  source,  however, 
of  these  false  judgments,  is  poverty  of  int«llect;  the  critics  were  com- 
pletely inadequate  to  comprehend  the  chnmcters  of  the  authors  wbeni 
they  presumed  to  judge;  and,  in  their  hatred,  only  dealt  random  strokea 
at  phantoms  of  their  own  creating. 

But  it  is  impossible  to  go  through  tlje  publication  in  thJs  manner;  our 
Tiows  must  be  more  general ;  and  they  shoald  have  been  altogether  so,  had 
it  been  practicable,  without  entering  into  particulars,  to  give  a  just  idea 
of  the  execution  and  character  of  the  work.  Had  we  any.  other  object  in 
view  than  to  counteract,  as  far  as  may  be  in  our  power,  the  evil  tendency 
of  a  great  portion  of  our  periodical  literature,  we  might  content  ourselves 
with  amusing  generalities,  and  touch  upon  those  snljects  only,  concern- 
ing which  we  might  be  sure  the  reader  would  be  prepared  to  allow  every 
proportion  we  should  advance.  ^Viih  far  the  greater  portion  of  our  con- 
temporaries, this  we  know  is  the  practice.  It  must  doubtless  be  rewarded 
with  some  degree  of  success.  The  only  misfortune  is,  that  nothing  ie 
thereby  gained  by  the  public;  which,  when  reading  degenerates  into  a 
mere  amusement,  is  sure,  on  the  contrary,  to  be  a  constant  loser;  for 
as  happiness,  which  mankind' are  agreed  in  considering  the  most  desirable 
^ing,  can  never  be  promoted  by  lessening  and  weakening  the  energiea 
of  a  people,  it  is  quite  clear  that  whatever  tends  to  ^lake  men  sedentary, 
without  at  the  same  time  rendering  them  wiser,  is  a  practice  pernicious 
to  individuals  and  the  state;  and  calculated  to  induce  the  most  fatal 
indifference  to  the  great  interests  of  humaniQ'.  It  is  better,  therefore,  to 
be  the  well-wisher  than  the  flatterer  of  the  public  ;  to  say  what  may  be 
of  use,  rather  than  what  may  be  only  agreeable.  If  the  useful  can  be 
likewise  rendered  agreeable,  as  it  generally  may,  so  much  the  better, 
for  all  parties  are  gainers ;  but  where  tnilh  and  pc^ralarity  run  in  difie- 
lent  paths,  it'ia  disgraceful  to  qnk  the  farmer  that  the  latter  may  greet 
lU  with  a  smile. 

The  aim  of  the  London  Magazine  is  mere  popularity.  The  character 
of  its  readers,  it  looks  upon  as  a  matter  of  little  consequence,  provided 
they  be  numerous,  and  not  difficult  to  please.  Ttus  may  be  cleady  and 
indlqHitably  inferred  from  its  gladiator-propeosity  to  fighting  and 
Jlgkteri.  No  respectable  publicuion  of  the  day  has  been  so  conqii- 
caous  for  this  sort  of  taste,  or  attempted  to  conceal  its  perversi^  with  so 
much  industry  and  ingenuity.  Men  of  dignified  minds,  though  by  no 
means  fastidious,'  or  disused  to  view  the  amusements  of  the  vu^ar  with 
a  stoical  or  cynical  eye,  can  never  consent,  notwithstanding,  to  see  the 
ruffianly  avocations  of  the  Fiv^cotirt  attempted  to  be  exited,  by  the 
forlorn  hope  of  literature,  into  a  subject  of  thought  for  the  youth  of  a  free 
country.  They  can  least  of  all  tolerate  such  a  practice  in  a  work  occa- 
wonally  pre'tendhig  to  purity  of  sentiment,  and  pven  to  animadvert  wjtli 
•everity  on  the  slightest  tinzc  of  heterodoxy  in  opinion.  The  brutal 
amtuementi  of  that  class  of  persona  who  are  ttjitd  tfu  Fancy,  ue  a 
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rcproach  to  civflMUioB  ;  as  fhey  appor  to  have  done  no  more  thsn  col- 
lect the'  bloodj  nnd  fierce  Jmpensitiea  of  bnmaii  nature  into  me  fool 
Aurent,  which,  T>U>niit(C'  cooatantly  in  our  sigbt,  keeps  lip  a  memeflto  of 
the  state  of  moral  (l«gnulation,  ttot^  irhich  philosophy  has  raised  some 
of  \s.  '  Thogo  who  pruerre  and  eMle&rour  to  perpetuate  a  taste  for  spec- 
tacha  of  this  fcind,  are  men  in  whom  the  appetites  of  the  sar^  triuraph 
over  re'ason  and  knowledge ;  and,  becoming  aUied  to  certain  capacities 
created  by  the  projp^  of  society,  acquire  a  moral  aspect  which  reeemblea 
d>at  of  a  Hwon  dressed  in  the  garb  of  a  fine  ^ntleman.  Pure  litera-' 
tare  hu  a  strong  tendency  to  abate  our  evil  incKnatJona,  and  is  the  aptesC 
iostrnmetit  that  wisdom  can  employ  in  erecting  a  correct  taste  and  moral 
character  among  a  people ;  but  it  ba^  been  found  capable  Also  of  answering 
other  ebds.  ,  Thd  enei^es  of  the  mind  are  moved  and  fashioned  by  lite- 
ratnre  ;  but  Id  inai^hM  them  ih  due  order,  compare  them  among  th6m' 
•elrea,  and  tnni  them  into  the  only  channel  through  which  they  can  flow, 
with  profit  and  Afety,  to  the  tnie  end  of  exiBtence,  is  what  required 
something  more  excellent,  pennanent,  independent.  This  requisite  ii 
[Uloaophy,  We  are  aware,  hoWerer,  that  an  oigectionable  meaning 
b^  be^  affixed  to  this  term,  and  that  the  majority  has  been  tau^t  to 
regard  it,  as  it  wild  young  lady  may  be  supposed  to  regard  her  governeet, 
irith'  an  an^y  and  unwilling  reyerence,  and  a  secret  repugnance  tA 
endure  her  company;  But  in  agefi  of  tolerable  refinement,  Rome  kind  of 
kitowledge'  and  maey  kind*  of  amusement  are  reckoned  necessary  by  all 
Ae  r^p^taUe  raolat'of  life  ;  and  dxwe  species  are  preferred  which  hsIi; 
the  teaat  labour  and"  application.  Hence  arises  the  neces^ty  for  such  pub-' 
Kcations  aa  tbe  London  Mogaano.  They  may  be  considered  As  pattWa- 
mic  gCmpseir  of  the  intellectaal  dnd  m<«al  WoiU  ;  or,  ratbo^,  of  so  much 
<^itas  maycofae  Under  the  ohserrationof  one  age;  and  them  are  passed 
before  the  eye  ao  rapidly,  that  the  traces  they  leave  upon  the  mind 
resemble  the  iainf  liaea  and  imperfect  words  which  we  discover  on  an 
ancient  map,  which  damp  and  time  haTs  conspired  to  obliterate.  The 
inteints  bf  arts  and  knowledge  requiro  that  men  should  parcel  ouCtha 
great  domain  of  science  and  literature  among  them,  and  pursue  each  a 
separate  path  i  and  also  that  there  should  he  a  few  so  totally  abstracted 
from  oil  other  pursuits',  that  their  nhole  sonis  ought  he  given  up  to  study, 
fiat  the  publication  h^ore  ua  is  made  up,  in  tlie  main,  of  the  tight  and 
kketchy  effiisioaB  of  tnea  of  business,  occasionally  affecting  the  tone  of 
penwna  df  the  polite  world,  who  tarn  to  literature  as  a  tolerable  invention 
fo^  kiJHiig  time ;  or  of  such  as  cultivate  letters  for  the  mere  purposes  of 
trade,  valuing  an  essay,  or  ah  aiticle,  according  to  the  price  it  will  cbra- 
iilahd.  But  aMictes  have  from  time  to  time  appeared  in  it,  v-hich  munt 
by  no  means  he  classed  with  the  above. — Amongst  these  aw  to  be  rBchoned 
•Table  Talk,'  the  *  Confeswons  of  an  Enghsh  Opium  Eater,'  the  greater 
paM  of  the  papers  signed  Elia,  and  a  fe«-  others.  Being  the  productiona 
of  persons  of  real  talent',  they  harmoniie  but  ill  with  the  trash  that  sur- 
rounds them,  and  took  like  doore  of  marble  to  a  hovel.  Tis  these  arti- 
t!e«  only  that  have  given. a  character  of  respectabili^  to  the  work,  and 
as  often  as  it  66ntains  pletsea  of  a  similar  nature,  it  will  certainly  deserve, 
in  spite  of  its  general  tendency,  to  be  looked  into  by  men  6f  seine. 

Bat  even  in  the  writart  of  such  essays  aa  we  have  l>een  speaking  of 
with  praise,  there  may  be  discovered  a  want  of  consistency  and  specific

which,  it  appears  to  me,  may  hereafter  be  applied  with  considerable 
-practicfll  ntBity,  as  a  standard  for  estimating  the  pretensions  of  candi- 
dates for  the  Diiection,  and  that  with  tolerable  approximation  to  cor- 


Tfais  writer  does  not  seem,  however,  to  be  fatmKar  with  the  tnadie- 
■atics,  particnlarly  those  branches  of  mixed  science,  which  enable 
ttateamen  to  apply,  as  Condorcet  and  the  French  philosophers  did, 
aeientiiie  foriaulaa  cmT  calcidation  to  the  chances  and  events  of  potitical 
life. 

Ai  I  confeM  myself  struck  with  die  ingenuity  of  the  writer's  hypo- 
them^  and  its  evident  applicability'  to  much  of  the  ignorance  and  pre- 
jiidic«  whidi  prevail  concerning  India,  in  quarters  where  such  discre~ 
ditaU*  qnalitiea- ought  least  to  be  seen,  permit  me.  Sir,  in  the  valuable 
pages  of  your  ampliation,  to  attempt  developing  the  crude  conceptions 
of  Sir  Charles  Forbes'a  corre^Mndent ;  peiiaps  I  should  rather  say, 
permit  me  to  rednco  to  a  regular  formula,  and  a  shape  applicable  to 
practice,  the  proposition  of  that  writer, 

Th^  problem  proposed,  is  to  find  the  real  valne  of  the  alleged  Indian 
experience  of  -any  Director  who  has  visited  that  countty. 

The  Letter-writer  avers,  that. the 'prograsB  of  a  oolonylike  India,  is, 
in  tventy  years,  equal  to  that  of  an  old  mother  country  in  a  centnry. 
.  Hence,. that  a  man  who  has  been  absent  from  the  said  colony  for 
twen^  years,  is  nofitter  to  judge  of  its  condition,  feelinra,  opinions,  &c. 
than  the  Spectator  would  be  to  write  a  Hskuit  ly  LoNDoy,  if  the 
•"  Spectator  "  could  be  suf^Msed  to  rise  from  his  grave  so  to  do. 
,  Thit  last  notion  is  a  mere  rhetorical  flourish :  science  has  nothing  in 
common  with  Addisoks  and  M'Donouqhs  !  For  oar  purpose,  the 
_fijfvr»$  of  the  previous  paragraph,  namely,  20  yean  for  the  colony,  and

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Wak,  even  ivhen  carried  on  between  those  uafipns  o^  Europe  vhicli 
claim  for  tbemselrea  excluBively  the  appellation  of  .civilized,  and  when' 
conducted  on  pnncip]eB  imbued  with  some  slight  tinge  df  bumanity,  is 
yet  deservedly  regarded  as  the  most  dreadful  Koorge  of  the  human  race. 
Fot  the'glory'of  a  few — for  the  mere  idle  breath  of  an  empty  fame  to  & 
fortunate  cotamander,  thousands  are  devoted  to  miftety  and  to  deebruc- 
tion,  and  thousands  more  are  doomed  tp  ibaie,  in  some  degree,  the  con-: 
uquence*  of  their  ruin,  These  dreadful  results  of  the  c^rice,  the  a,vm- 
rice,  or  the  ambidou  of  individuals,  may,  however,  be  esteemed  as  ligltt 
inflictions,  when  compared  with  those  which  occur  in  countries  diMaot 
from  Europe,-  In  other  dimes,  and  especially  in  A&ica,  war  assumes, 
but  too  frequently  the  character  of  utter  Bxtennination>  and  the  indiscri' 
minate  slaugbter  of  men.  women,  and  chitdieuy  mariu  the  course  of  .the 
conquering  army,  which,  still  thirsting  after  blood,  proceeds  without 
ceasing  in  this  dreadful  career,  until  vengeance  is  at  length  wearied  into 
forbearance.  With  an  enemy  of  this  ferocious  character^  a  handful. of 
our  countrymen  are  at  present  engaged  in  the  opontiona  qf  def«Bsiv« 
war;  an  enemy,  whose  tenderest  mercies  have  hitherto  been  limited^la 
the  sparing  of  the  unarmed  ;  but  -who  has  constantly,  eveti  in  his  1ea«t 
savage  moments i  saciificed  every  armed  individual  who  h^d  falW  within 
hie  power.'  That  this  may  be,  ere  long,  that  it  may  even  already  have 
been,  the  fate  of  pur  few  unfortunate  countrymen  on  the  Gold  Coast,  ia. 
dreaded  by  all ;  eveiy  one  has  heard  of,  and  has  lamented  the  melw- 
dioly  end  of  Sir  Charles  M'Cajthy,-  the  active,  intelligent,  and  aUe 
Governor  of  thn  British  forts  along  the  coast.  What  may  be  the  doom 
of  the  BorvivorH  we  aluiost  dread  to  inquire.;  what  succour,  what  r«Hef, 
they  are  to  expect  irom  the  Government  at  home,  we  know  not;  we  . 
know  not  whether  it  has  been  decided  to  support  them  by  the  trmi^mis- 
eion  of  a  sufficient  force,  or  whether  means  are  to  be  adopted  for  theif 
removal  from  a.  scene  of  so  much  honor.  Surely  they  are  not  to  be  lefi 
to  their  own  unaided  resources.  This  would  be'indeed  to  cast  them  into 
the  lion's  den;  and^some  tliere  ue,  we  fear,  among. them  who,  not  so 
spotless  as  the  prophet,  could  not  rely  upon  their  innocence  to  deliver 
them.  If  such  a  one  there  be,  who,  from  motives  of  person al  interest 
and  individual  advancement,  has  throwit  oil  upon  the  smouldering  embers 
of  discord,  and  Icindted  them  into  a  flame,  how  dreadful  must  be  his 
feelings  at  the'  present  moment,  and  how  severe  and  heavy  a  retribution 
must  he  not  suffler  for  the  misery  he  has  caused !  We  will  not,  however, 
anticipate;  iHit  proceed  to  give  a  briof  notice,  derived  from  a  work  just 
published  by  Mr.  Dupius,  of  the  priiicipal  events  which  preceded  th« 
attack  of  the  Asfaactees  on  the  British  residents  on  the  Gold  Coast. 
The  details  of  the  occurrences  which  succeeded,  are  already  but  too  well 
known. 

The  British  settlements  on  the  Gobi  Coast  consist  of  eight  forts, 
which  possessed,  in  1819,  a  population  of  forty-fire  white  inhabitants. 
These  are  erected  in  towns,  lying  chiefly  within  the  territories  which 
formeffy  belonged  to  the  Fut«es ;  and  for  wfakb,  a  ground  not,  ai  it 
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B^  be  t^awd,  WH  wcored  to  the  QpvwiMt  of  that  nation,  by  mMm 
Vfider  the  hniida  of  the  regpective  EogUah  0(>ver«u»,  who  h<fd  tfaev  sp- 
pointments  fiom  the  Eoyol  African  Company.  On  the  iBvaSion,  kovr- 
ever,  of  the  F«ntfte  conati?,  in  1807,  by  the  Ashaatewt  tfab  liM«r  haring 
prored  rictoriouB,  a.  formal  a?kDoiriedgD)eDt,i^as  miide<by  Col.  Toiraae, 
then  GoTernor  in  Chief,  that  by  right,  of  oqpqneM,  Paatee,  inriuding 
Cape  Coast,  and  every  other  town  In  t^.  oe^bourhood;  brimged  wt- 
dosirely  to  .the  empite  of  Ash^ntee ;  and .  the  King's  title  »  iho  notes 
formerly  posseased  by  the  Fantee.  nilers,  was  expressly  reconiaed,  the 
airears  then  due  being  paid  to  him,  logether  with  a  prasMM  which  be  de- 
manded. Tfie  p^ymebt  of  these  rents,  was  continaod  for  a  ti^ue,  aad  tfa* 
most  friendly  dispositions  towards  die  wbtte  people  wq^e  ip#gifosted  by 
the  Asbaatoe  King,  until  I Blfi,' when  the  EoglJAh  of.  C^e.Geas^  bar- 
11^  interfered  to  protect  the  Fantw^,  who  bad  atmriA  titms  pmmd 
restless  under  the  governmont  of  their  copijuerors,'  W  faloiAaded  iJiat 
town,  from,  which  he  was  only  induced  by  pre^Dle  tp-«^thdtaw  Idb 
^itcdi. ,-  In  the  sqcvceeding  yfar,,a  mjssion  wys  ^e^JMctlrf  ^  bin  at 
Coomaisy,  and  a  treaty  cosdoded  by.  ^r,  Bowdt<^  whtytizd,  of  his 
own  authority,  superseded  Mr.  Jajnea,  liis  superior-  efficor,  by  which  it 
was  agreed,  :that  the  Coventors  of  the  ratpeetire  futs  ^uld>a*aR  tutus 
afibrd  .{mftvcUon  to  »tich  of  the  Albantees  af>  piisbt  reoort  t«  the  sea- 
coast,  reserving  to  theipsehea  the  rigftt  of  pui>^bi4K:ibe(n-  fMbsecondary 
offences,  and  agreeing  to  remit  thetii  to  tbe.KiilgiW|)uttahine])liii  caseoif 
«oy  crime  of  magnitude.  In  every  case  of  .aggrf«siijn'by:tbe,imttvee  rend- 
atg  in  the  towns  under  the  cannon  uf  :th«  Bntieh  Cms,  the  Kjng  enfpigcd 
to  Qomplaiu  therettf  to  .tbe  Cgves^M,  iv  Ctnef  fo^-  r^eoV'Of  ^'^''^'^S 
not  to'resott  to  boetilicies  without  preyiiTuBly  ettdfavforiugf  Mr-mteh  as 
jwsAble,  to  efiect  an  amicable  arrangameft.  ia  pursui^s^^  aaothsr 
■^ticl^oftbe  treaty,  Mr.  ^ut;jiiaon,'ODe.of'the  gentl«mear{rftbe  misden, 
remained  at  Cownassy,  as  Resident;  to  .wh^m  the  King;  oa  many  ocea- 
■ions,  acknowledged  the  satisfaction  he  ^irived  freni.his  eonnaxioos 
-with  the  British. 

About  the  doee.of  the  year  1818,  at  &fi  tit)^  .wben  Sal  Quamina,  the 
King  <tf  the  Ashantaes,  was  making  prepatati<ntt'&*-  lhe*i|ivns)on  of 
.Gaman,  Mr.  Hutchison  was  recalled  by  Mr.  Smitbvthe;CI(»arrier  in  Chief, 
to  &I1  the  office  o/salesRiatbin  his  warehouse,  whictkifiaBetH{>fifd  of  mm, 
powder,  and  doth,  in  the  apace  of  a  few  days  oiily-;  ,*e  tnlwtpry  wwe,- 
icigns  and.caboceers  haviug^ieen  directed  by  ^e  KinB  to  fiaM^ase  tbetr 
More*  from  Cape  Coast  alone.  At  this.periodr  friemmJlTaBidcenfidence 
marked  the. conduct  of  Sai  Qmunina;  and  the  •enrftnM'crf'  the  Royal 
African  Compaay,  while  parting  with  their  stores,  were  tii  civility  and 
.gratitude.  iTiis  favourable  prospect  wM,.bowgyer,  sooff. oycn;loiidB4. 
'llie  King  depi^tted  .uppn^  his  prujeoted  e^qteditQW ;  afld.ro^orts  of  his 
.defeat,:aiK!  tbe  destruQ(lon  of  his.a^oiy,  were  qwckU  ctj-Qulated  naong 
the  .inhabitanta  of^  Cape  C«iast,  .which,  M  ■•»  tftmtt^y  rSQspeOted,  were 
fiitncated  within  the  Cast^.  The  faaOe^  rewimed  their-  nestless  dis- 
position, and  looked  forward  to  their  release  from  theycdee  of  tlte 
Ashantees,.  to  whiph  they  had  unwillingly.- suboiitttid,  Ac  this  crisis, 
.two  tay^  tnesseijgers  came  to  Cape  Qohstr  Castle,'  to  olaiOi  ouder  tbe 
•ti^y,  tbe  prote^o  of  th^  Goverdoragtiifut  the;p«t|p)eof  Conimenda, 
.  l^i(her  they  had  been  sent  with  &■  jaw-boae  or  ttfot  -as  tqiphiie*  of  tbe 
Mccens  of  the  Athaatxe  aims,  and  by  whom  they  bad  been  Inated  with 
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Mine  tjultmce,  aW  tonwd  on*  of  the  uMa  In  tioaMfuitMUS  ik^aiM 
nnd  ridicule.  Their  applioation  for  redTcM  irw  AetleeM  by  Mr.  3nMit 
the  Ggfemor  in  Chief;  astl  ia  the  mcceedinf  March  (1819)  uotheif 
MeMeoger  arrived  from  the  AshanUe  camp,  to  coaiplaib  of  this  intoten' 
Ikn.  The  Kinr,  he  said,  had  expected,  B^oa  the  fkifh  of  the  tresty, 
lUtd  the  frieBdalup  that  exiated  between  thein,-tb»t  jtutloe  wonld.be 
dooo ;  however,  if  the  GorernOr  declined  taking  that  mnibte,  b«  ww^ 
send  down  aome  troop*  for  that  pufpoM  :  he  Iiad  afw)  heari  with  angef 
mai  regret,  thttt  the  natirM  of  Cape  Coaflt  w^e;n6t  diapoMd  to  be  bit 
friends ;  that  they  t«lked  foolish  thinga,  as  if  they  wanM  him  ta  conM 
down  again  to  the  watarnde  ;  bat  be  tnuted  the  GOTemor  would  look 
to  it  fer  him,  because  he  wfts  then  engaged  in'  wkr. 

Such  was  the  nibRtance  of  the  message,  which  wta,  liftwever,  intVN 
^•ted  by  the  goremmeiit  linguist  with  mkny  «xaggeratioiU  and  eV«n 
labehood ;  adding  that "  the  King  would  oertaialy  conte  down  Va  Cftpi 
Coast  in  forty  days,  and  pimish  thoee  who  hhd  alnued  him."  By  thit 
udftce,  by  whonMoera  inverted,  or  for  whkterer  pnrpose,  Mr.  Smith 
could  not,  however,  have  been  deceived,  as  hii  tbetooghly  ilnderstooJ 
die  patiT«  language ;  bnt  Affecting  to  rccMTc  the  message  With  tlie  intet- 
pohtibQ  of  <&»  lingiust,  be  desired  the  meesengAr  to  return  to  his  uaMet 
'  and  acquaint  him,  that  he  might  offlne  down  "  iu  forty  days,  or  it 
twenty,  or  as  soon  as  he  thought  proper  I"  The  mUeenger  in  vain 
represented  that  he  dared  net  return  with  nich  a  mewage.whish  wtmU 
be  an  insult  to  the  King:  he  was  at  length  compelled  to  depart  wMlf  It; 
and  preparationa  w«re  made  on  the  coast  to  repel  the  Intadon,  wWch 
was  antidpated  as  Mi  renth.  Tlie  elJera  and  chiefii  of  the  town  ««n 
privHtety  instructed  to  ann  their  people,  and  defend  tbeMsetne  tft  ease 
<d  necead^ ;  and  a  wall  of  cirtnmvnllation,  extteding  acrmri  the  hffltf; 
and  intrenching  the  town  and  caatle,  was  hastily  erected,  and  Io<^ 
'holed  ibr  defensive  warfare.  Every  thing  ftnaounced'a  r^i^ion  en  the 
put  oi  the  natives,  supported  and  encouraged  by  the  British  antfuritieM, 
against  the  nation  which  ^e  latter  bad  Rolemnly  recognised  as  tin  taaa^ 
(era  of  the  soil,  and  with  which  they  had  entered  Into  n  treaty  of  iiilMnce. 
TM  conduct  of  Sai  Quanuna  Was  very  different  from  that  punund  hy 
-the  Cforeroor  in  Chief.  The  news  of  the  preparatiims  was  oooVeyed  tb 
his  army,  and  the  captains,  unsheathing  their  swords,  demanded  to  bk 
led  down  to  the  coast,  to  punish  the  re&actory;  the  King  how«f«r,  ««- 
raged  as  he  was,  suppreined  'faia  fteltngB,  telHtfg  Us  captefau  that  hb 
held  a"  book"  with  Uie  white  men,  from  whofn'he  ilroutd  endeftvmtr  to 
procure  ratisfaotion.  In  confonbity  with  tiiis  promue,  a  sMbnd  bwBW- 
ger,  of  high  rank,  was  despatched  in  Septemb^,  who  broBcfat  with  hfm 
thelrea^.  This,  hedeclamd,  the  Kli^  regarded  af'<fetis6be'' (aacreJ^, 
and  tbere&re  had  sent  it  to  the  Castle,  that  Mr.  Smidi  might  read  its 
eentents,  and  determine  whither  or  no  be  wasbouod'to  give  MtisfiKitlon 
for  the  iqjniies  committed  at  ComiAeBda  and  at-  Cape  Coast.  If  ha 
held  that  he  was  not  bound,  he  Was  desired  to  retain  poasesaion  of  dte 
trea:^,  in  Older  that  the  Kiag  migltt  avail  hinuetf  of  hu  resources  withotit 
scruple,  as  it  was  contrary  to  his  notibas  of  good  faitfa  to  niftk*  war  whfie 
ihftt  dwd  remained  in  his  hands.

aa  pMCv.QDidd  be  granted.  The  latter  of  theae  propoudoaa  waa  at  oBoa 
BDaqutceeaUy.  Tweeted,  aa  inooBaiatHit  with  tbe  dignity  of  England ;  bnt 
dik  rafiual  waa  qualified  by  aa  oSer  to  negi^iate,  upon  equit^e  tema, 
An  diflereaoea  that  exiated  between  tfaa  King  and  tb«  nalitw  of  dn 
town.  The  Ambavadoi  daclaied  that  b^  could  not  altar  What  the  King 
had  daorted,  and  the  audieace  broke  up  in  diaaatia&ction.

inahad  BiBoh  to  see  him  in  the  cental;  that  he  had  aent  aperaoa  in  Aa 
Aaibavador'a  tiain  to'aondact  him  (o  Conit  immediately;,  and  that  ha 
lagratted  much  that  be  had  been  m  long  detained  at  Cape  Coast.  On 
tbe  leee^  of  tfaia  nuBBaga,  Mr.  Sapuis  imia  lately  declared  to  Oovar- 
nor  Sadth  bia  iBtention  of  proceeding,  witbont  dday,  to  Coomaaay ;  the 
OoTemment  at  length  acceded  to  tbeprqariety  of  cimciliatary  meaaurea; 
•Iditiona  wen  made  to  tha  preaeat*  curied  ofit  from  Eo^aad  ;  and,  in 
Febniar;  ISIO,  Ur.  Dupuialeftlhe  Ceaat  ea  hia  important  and  difioatt 


Aa  tbe  Ooaaol  af  the-  King  of  Oreat  Britaia,  Mr.  Dnpnia  Alt  not 
a  tittle  aurpriae  athaviaga  volnnie  of  intructionsaoBt  to  bim  prftioariy 
totuadepartoie,  t^tiie  lorranti  nf  a  trading  otHiipany,  accompaiued  with 
&  dwliymmn  that,  unleas  be  would  agree  to-  be  guided  by  them,  tha 
ftmmVAaviA'  be  Trithbeld^^atd  oh  of  th«r  own  body  appoiatMl  to 
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Vittead  the  Court.  UnwUUDg  to  break  (^Maly  with  the  Qorenxtr  &Dd 
•od  Council,  in  the  oritioal  circunuumoea  under  which  the  whole  of  the 
Mttlera  wen  placed,  Mr.  D.  mcrelj  protested  aguntt  their  right  to  in- 
terAre,  and  retuned  tkair  instruotitMia  to  them,  afier  hia  departnre, 
tfaniugh  the  uediuis  of  wfrieBd.  TM^  apecimen  of  the  jealoiu  policy  of 
die  sarrsnts  of  the  Royal  African  Conpaay,  can  only  be  equalled  by 
the  roeswga  whioh  was  abbaequeutly  sent  to  the  Kioe,  in  the  midat  of  the 
■wfpitiatioin,  atating  (bftt  Mr.  Bupuis  waa  not  anuoriied  to  conclude 
■ny  trea^,  being  merely  employed  by  tke  Kiag  of  Great  Britain  to 
oodTey  the  pfeaenta;  a  stateniBnt  which,  hut  for  the  foTourable  pmtee- 
tian  ot  the  King,  and  the  friendly  viewa  he  entertained  towards  him, 
iBiAt  have  pwv«d  fatal  to  tluU  geiitleDiaji.

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V3itA,  tnd  it.«U:BiieMadB4  V'^  total '■tc^)page  of  the  trade  with  Ae 
inMfior.  The,  fiii^ab  CaMxtet  bMaim  at  length  affmre  of  the  necMBity 
of  tdoBg  intoits  OVA  hanila  tbegorenunent  of  theCout,  and  SirChaTlea 
M'Cutfay  was  despatched  for  thatpiupoee,  with  foU  powers. 

Hiu  chai^  of  Qovemon,  it  would  appear,  again  induead,  in  the 
King  of  Aahantee,  hopes  of  a  change  in  the  dlBpositionBof  the  «iiit», 
Mtti  tot  nrenl  mondia  aver;  thing  remaiiied  quiet,  the  proh&ition  to 
tmdB  G<MiliiMuag  M  befotej  but  so  steps  of  ftotive  hostility  hkringbeea 
taken.  The  li^w  of  time  having,  however,  at  length  fM^ired  to  him  the 
&llac7  of  his  ejcpectations,  it  is  imbued  that  he  laid  an  interdict  upon 
the  Uofat*  of  such  of  hit  lubjectfl  as  vint«d  the  white  setdeoentt,  as  no 
iafimnalioii  whaterer  could  be  ohtuned  fram  them  relative  to  the  inte- 
rior, or  the  pontioB  and  strength  of  his  forces.  In  this  state  of  myste- 
riotw  Tiyimii'  the  const  conliiiued  for  many  moaths,  and  er^ry  possiUo 
imeaatian  wai  taken  by  Sir  Charles  M'Carthy  to  prepare  for  an'  enemy, 
wbose  iqiproach  was  homly  dreaded,  but  of  the  time  of  whose  coming, 
V  the  quarter  against  which  his  attack  would  be  directed,  no  one  coold 
Sara  any  opiaioo.  Eatkely  unaware  of  .the  real  streagtii  of  the  eaei^ 
he  had  to  oppose,  and  nuHlefl  by  its  apparent  indecisiDn,  Sir  Charles,  it 
is  said,  seriously  meditated  on  marclung  to  Cooinassy,  to  dethrone  the 
King  of  the  Asbuteesiu  hisown  c^[)ital;  but  firom  thu  dream  of  secura 
mperiority  be  was  tuddenlyrouaed,  by  the  buntiag  of  the  storm  whkh  it 
wu  vainly  imagined  had'passed  away  in  the  distance.  Aixait'A» 
mootb  of  August  1822,'  Sai  Quamina  died,  and  the  war,  wlTich  had 
hitherto  been  reetrained,  was  commen^Ni  with  vigour  hy  his  successor. 
That  the  long  intsrval  of  inaction  which  preceded  tfaie  exphisioD  may  ha 
attrihuted  to  a  hi^  sanse  of  honour  in  the  late  King,  and  a  dread  of 
breaking  the  oath  of  fiddi^  totfaeKingof  Eng^d,which.'be  had  tak«i, 
ai^aars  highly  probable  from  otb«  traits  of  his  character ;  his  successor, 
however,  was  bound  hy  no  such  ties,  and  the  fiist.act  of  his  reiga  wai 
as  edict  agaiofC  the  Briti^,  wherein  they  w^e  accused  ^fiperfSy,  in- 
fntsdoM  of  tnatiee,  violations  of  puhlicjaith,  treachery,  ciueny,  ftc. ;  to 
Tevenge  which,-  ai^d.to  appease  the  shade  of  tb»  deputed  oonqinror,  be 
▼owed  ooafin}li|j  yar  against  them,  until  he  had  obtained  salisfBclion; 
diakliog,  in  t|>e&n«  of  the- great  oath  of  his  predsceisors,  that  he  wonld 
■at  cease  from  boettUty  until  he  had  watered  the  gi&ve  of  Sai  Quamina 
-with  the  blood  ofthe  white  men. 

Ttte'fint  act  of  aggreesion  wUek  aocceeded  dus  manifeslo,  was  the 
putttsg  to  death,  in  oonfanuty  With  the  negro  cuHcnn  of  warfare,  of  a 
black  corporal  in  tbe  BntiA  service,  /Who  was  surprised  by  a  party  of 
Aahaataes.  To  avenge  this  insult,  the  fisld  was  taken,  in  August  last, 
by  Captain  Laisg.  who  obtained  sotue  considerable  advantages,  which  it 
'was  pispoMd  by  Sir  Charles  M'CaiAy  to, impceva.  The  an&hunate 
ns«e  of  these  eperatiims  is  «m- re4;eDt,  and  too  deeply  imprinted  on.tha 
Memoiies  efallf  to  require  repetition. 

At  th»  wmmeifctment  of  the  present  article  we  have  acknowledged 
•and.vee  isdebted  for  tbe  facts  which  it  embraces  to  'Ae  Journal  of 
Mr.  Dupuis.'     Though  foreign  to  our  present  ol^ject,  -we  cannot  omit  the

So  I  think  too,  though  not  half  bo  much  good  aa  a  Free  Preaa  60uM  do 
in  India,  by  abanug  men  in  auAority  there,  leet  dieir  atretebei  of 
Mwer,  and  abuaea  of  public  tnut  in  matt«i  of  ^tronage,  ahouM  get  t» 
EAgJand.  Howevar,  aiaoe  we  ctnnot  have  all  we  wrafa,  we  toiaM  take 
what  we  can  get;  and  therefore,  if  my  wretched  beahh  shall  enable  m* 
■0  to  do.  I  puipo*"  ^  ffi'*  y***^  oceaaionally  a  rtfresher  or  two,  upon 
NiUtaiy  and  Medical  pointe,  for  our  "  hommrableaad  liberal  Aaatna," 
who,  if  their  hirelingt  laid  no  more  than  waa  aet  doWa  for  thsai,  wlllt 
of  Doune,  be  delighted  to  have  their  httentiob  drawn  to  abuaea  and 
wiangc  of  any  kind.

Need  I  add,  tint  even  if  ytya  ffiupect  wba 
your  oerTe>p<»M)ei)t  ia,  yen  vmat  not  even  betray  your  conjecture  l»  a^ 
one;  for  there  an  many  who  woold'lM  gW  to  higratiate  theniwlTca^  by 
Iwtraying  a  poor  devil,  guiltV  of  eorresponding  on  grievancea"DtherwiM 
than  through  tiie  legitimate  ohannela,  aUa/'AoA  «nd  ctoj:ged  uhannell. 
You  must  be  well  awai«,  from  all  that  faatitteen  dooc  In  yoiir  own  caae, 
that  any  bbdy  who  lets  out  the  wcretfi  of  the  Primn  Honar,  will  meet 
with  no  merey  at  home  or  abroad,  whatenr  purebtued  advAcUea  may 
iaaonate  to  the  contrary.

Another  matter  of  goaeral  intereat,  ■■  &r  a*  the  Army  and  Medical 
branch  ^9X^  concerned,  ^1  relate  to  the  pay  and  albwancei,  in  India, 
and  tbe  jiirlough  pay  and  peniipn.  There  ii  no  uHttaka  more  univenal 
than  the  idea  that  prevaik  among  parents  and  guardiane  at  home,  of 
theadit|utti^M,(^the  Company'*  auvice.  It  will  be  well  to  let  all  lucb 
faun*  dta,  truth.  They  ehsJl  haTOf  in  rupeca  and  in  Englieh  money,  the 
azact  raJoe  of  every  man'i  allowances,  on  the  Coatt  and  at  Bengal,  (ibr 
Bombay  I  moet  tniet  to  aome  other  Correepondent's  coming  forward ;) 
and  I  ihall  ahow>  by  authentic  and  minute  lieta  of  prices  of  aaeesaariei 
and  luxuries,  when  marching  or  in  garrison,  how  far  a  Sub^tcn  or  a 
CaptainV  aUowancqi,  fo  mush  boasted  of,  are  capable  of  aapporting  him, 
in  that  c«UAUy,  like  a  gentleman,  and  without  aDbt,-'-supposing  Um  to 
haT*  no  pnrata  rasouroes,  or  no  money  to  begin  die  world  with,  bu(  wha|t 
ha  repeivea  from  the  Honourable  Company.  .  . 

In  connexion  with  this,  I  .shall  enter  on  a  frnitful  sulgect  of  remail^ 
namely,  the  condition  of  a  poor  officer  in  India,  under  the  present  system 
of  oxcAanj^e,  who  has  oceasidn  to  cone  home  for  health,  or  to  send  his 
wife  thence  for  the  same  reason,  or  his  children  to  edncate.  It  will  be 
secoi  then,  at  nhat  rstei  l^jpagodaa,  nipeee,  or  efher  coins,)  the  pound 
Keriing  of  the  P-pgUffh  King's  pay  was  originally  calculated — bow  much 
was  loM  to  the  offic^  by  that  uftjust  exehanga—aikd  how  much  more  they 
nmt  now  lose  of  dua  redaeed  pay  in  ntpees,  when  they  emiteit  it  6acit 
a^aia  into  sterling,  to  rensit  bone  for  ne  iadtspansable  pviposes  abova 
stated '-at  the  present  nta  of  ncchaage.  No  one  would  bdioTe^the  lose; 
and  many  will  svr  the  Company  iannet  help  the  &11  of  excbange.  But 
I  shall  show, — Itt.  That  tney  oobM  hare  «9BTCTtcd  the  English  into 
Indian  money,  at  a  just  rale,  in  fixing  the  pay-tables  at  the  time  of  the 
Hutby  in  1796 :— 2dly.  That  they  ara  boand  in  honour  and  equi^  to 
eonrart  it  back  at  the  same  rate  of  «rigisal  conTerdon,  or  at  least  at 
some  liberal  avtrage  of  exdiaage,  to  any  of  thdr  officers  who  wants  to 
remit  his  tittle  saving*  to  his  native  eoantry,  or  is  obliged  to  take  fur- 
lough, or  send  his  family  home.^-3dly.  I  think  I  can  denumstrale  that

The  suspended  Barristen  were  to  be 
restored  to  the  exercise  of  their  fuoc- 
tions  on  the  7th  DFAjnil :  Ihe  siimonths 
Idleness  to  which  they  were  originally 
doomed,  beiog  then  to  expire.

There  txe  tome  men,  whou  geniua  and  peoetntion  can7  them  bo 
much  beyond  the  gantral  atandard  of  tha  age  in  which  thej  lire,  that 
the  TBlne  of  their  ditfcareries  ia  not  felt  or  nuderatood  until  long  after  tbej 
hare  ceawd  to  axiat  Succeeding;  generatima,  bowerer,  adraneing  in 
knowledge  aa  the;  proceed,  are  at  length  struck  with  aatoniahmeot  at  the 
indifference  with  wiuch  the  objecta  of  their  veneration  and  esteem  aroear 
to  hare  been  regarded  hy  the  contemporariea  among  whom  the  j  Urea.  It 
luu  been  aoid  uiat  no  prophet  receirea  honoar  in  hia  own  count/y :  nor, 
it  might  hare  been  adaed,  in  hii  own  tunes.  Mr.  Benthain  is  a  lirinr 
iliuitration  of  the  truth  of  thii  temark.  If  ever  profound  wiadom,  and 
*a  extensire  acqnaintajice  with  the  icience  moat  deeply  afiecting  the 
hsfifaneM  of  mankind,  ha*e  been  undervalued  by  the  age  and  countiy  in 
wmch  they  first  appeared,  it  is  in  the  neglect  shown  by  the  Legtalators  of 
the  present  day,  and  by  those  of  England  in  particular,  to  the  princlpltti 
derel<:^ied  in  tiie  writings  of  this  greatest  and  best  amoi^  the  benefactan 
of  his  specie*,  whose  name  will  he  hereafta  uaociKted  with  all  that  is 
noble  and  exalted  in  the  estimation  of  man.

TTie '  sigpltct^  of  the  tintutered  Indian  of  Anterica,  and  the 
frankoMS  of -the  nntatight  Bedonin  of 'ArtMa,  are,  in  our  estimationi 
lest  unfitvo«rable«>  human  enjosnnent,  even  connected  as  they  are  widi 
tbacradcet  state  of 'eltrilixation  and  -manners,  than  tbe  bloody  snpersti- 
tjovsef  the^more  cultivated  Hindoos,  or  the  atrocities  which  have  been 
perpuWuted  'in  the  finest  eovolriea  of  Europe,-  under  the  influence  of  a 
refined  state  of  society,  and  put  fi>rth  with  all  -the  sanction  of  religion 
and  superior  knowledge.  He  who  labours  to  instruct  the  untutored 
igaavaat,  im  doubt  performs  avaluable  service  to  his  fellow-man  -.  but  he 
wly  strips  the  mask  from  imposture,  wlto  exposes  the  worthless  preteii- 


s-of  sophistry  und4r  the  garb  of  wisdom,  who  roots  out  falae  opi- 
■uops  and  asaists  td  emaitcipattf  mankind  from  the  riavery  of  prejudW 
anAdelasion,— performs  a  higher  service  still.    Mr.  Bentham  stands 


It  aboTeall  biscoirteinpiHviea  In  tUs  respect.  He  has  never  flat- 
tered existing  prejodkws  nor  pidlhMed  existing  errors.  His  only  aim 
has:  been  the  discovery  nad  piofiagation  of  tmrti ;  whether  welcome  or 
nnwekone,  itat  been  to  him  a  matter  of  perfiect  indifference.  He  had 
but^one  cauu  to  serve — and  that  he  has  unshrinkingly  defended.  He 
has  dene  fer  legislation,  what  Euclid  did  for  mathetnatics,  and  Newton 
for  :phyuc«.  'lite  demonstrations  of  the  fwmer,  and  the  principia  of 
tlie  latter,  are  not  more  £rm  in  their  foendati(»s  ttian  those  of  Mr.  Ben- 
tham: and  inasmuch  as  the  institntioBs  under  which  men  live,  and  the 
kws-by  which  they  an  governed,  are  of  infinitely  greater  rSoment,  in

mind  niaf  aea  npen  what  weak  faingBa  the  nat  amght  of  wxuety  baa 
hitheito  turned. 

The  ADTenimeflt  <rf  6fe  CM^  waa  a  aingnler  ^Meiae  of  deapotlnn, 
ftrandetT  Entirely  on  the  weakneaa  and  error  of  the  people/  It  ia  one  ad- 
ditional proof  of  the  facility  wit|i  which  ImpQiton  Bubdne  the  mtnd  to 
their  pnrpoeea ;  and  how  much  euiei  it  ia  to  aow  error  than  Voowledge. 
'0|riaiaa  H  i  Und'of  eonAiding  piindple,  andla  abYMgeit  when  dirided 
tunoDg  tbonaaada:  the  belief  of  many  li  ahrayi  thought  to  be'of  mora 
lialua  thu  the  knowIo^Ke  of  one.  .Tbia  aocounta  for  the  succea*  6f  inch 
Irapoetore  a»  Moheatmed,  who  have  nothivg  further  in  view  than  the 
^s|n%BttDa  of  iu<^  oninkHM-aa  are  farem^e  to  their  own  intereata. 
The  emigre  of  the  Cdipha,  therefore,  was  fbniided  on-the  Kerao  ;  but 
the  reader  would, seek  in  vain  in  that  worl  for  any  sygtem  of  lairi,  or 
priaciplea  of  goremment,  >Rbich  would  i/iduce  biin  to  expect,  the  reiulti 
that  areae  from  the  belief  of  ita  inipiiBtion.  That  belief,  in  fact,  wae 
fVeiT'  ibtajf.  ItvitpttttA  the  ^pl^  for  aubinlltion  ;  k  took  fifrfent  hold 
of  their  bopea  and  fuAia;  it  lea  them  to  expect  perpetutll  Ilhimin&tioiia 
from  on  high ;  and  it'teodtd  Iv  (>a)tn  tMr  nuerdtton,  their  hope  of  «uc' 
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ceu,  and  claim  d)  mere;  and  forgiTenesa  in  the  naxt  world,  in  the  Calipli, 
or  Succesior  of  the  Prophet,  who  expoonded  to  them  the  decreea  of 
be«T«ii.* 

When  Mohammed  died,  be  did  not  fliink  proper  to  appoint  a  nccea- 
Bor,'  and  in  consequence  tiie  Caliphate  became  an  electire  monaicb;. 
The  right  of  election  vns  suppossd  to  reside  in  the  inhabitants  of  the  two 
sacred  cities,  Medina  and  Mecca;  and  on  the  very  day  of  their  prt^et'« 
decease,  they  assembled  to  cbooae  a  successor.'  Each  city,  however,  was 
desirous  of  usurping  to  itself  the  right  of  choice,  and  tlus  gave  rise  to 
a  scene  of  tumult  and  coniiiMon,  which  might  have  endangered  the  . 
rising  empire,  bad  it  been  snfEered  to  proceed  to  blows,  tfbich  at  one 
moment  was  strongly  feared.  None  of  the  great  men,  whom  Mohammed  \ 
had  left  behind  him,  to  be  the  rulers  and  guardians  of  his  religious  em- 
pire, considered  themselves  as  authorized  to  interfere,  until  an  inhabitant 
of  Medina  haTiog  started  up,  and  proposed  that  each  party  should  elect 
its  own  Caliph,  they  perceived  that  the  state  itself  was  in  danger ;  upon 
which  Abubeker  proposed  two  persons,  Omar  and  Abu  Obeidah>  one  of 
whom  should  be  elected.  This  only  gave  rise  to  two  new  parties,  and 
tbe  contention  was  renewed.  At  length  Omar,  perceiving  no  end  of  the 
strife,  requested  Abubeker  to  give  him  his  hand,  and  immediately  swore  . 
fealty  to  hint ;  the  rest  of  the  people  followed  his  example  ;  and  tbui 
the  father-in-law  of  Mohammed   became  his  successor.* 

Tlie  power  possessed  by  these  early  Caliphs,  although  thcnr  were  de- 
clared "  absolute  judges  of  all  causes  both  sacrod  and  dvil,*  was  very 
far,  nevertheless,  from  being  either  arbitrary  or  absolute.  They  were 
obliged  t«  take  an  oathtoadministerjustice  according  to  the  Koran;  and  . 
when  Ali  refused,  upon  the  death  of  Omar,  to  swear  to  be  guided  in  bis 
decisions  by  two  elders,  as  well  as  by  tlie'Koran,  the  goveminent  was. 
Conferred  upon  another,  who  submitted  to  the  pnqioBed  conditions.'  A,i»B 
when  the'  same  Caliph  (Otbman)  aflerwarcls  departed  from  the  dis- 
interested manner*  and  policy  of  his  predecessors,  and  evinced  a  dispo- 
sititin  to  heap  upon  his  own  relations  oil  places  of  trust  and  honour,  bis 
fierce  subjects  revtJted,  would  listen  to  none  of  those  conceeuons  he 
would  vrillingly  in  his  adversity  bare  made,  aiid  were  only  a[^»eased  by 
his  death.*    Ilie  Arabian  character  was  not  tO  be  speedily  subdued,  ei:es

<rice,  which  Abnbeker  thought  it  necessary  to  give  to  his  general  on  ipa 
nutfching  tp  the'conauest  of  Syria,  characterises  the  sort  of  dgminipn 
cxerciaed  by  the  earher  auccesMn  of  the  prophet.  "  Yezid,"  aaid  tb« 
TeneraUe  dd  prince,  "  be  anre  yqu  do  not  oppress  your  own  pe(q)le,  nor 
ntalEe  tb«m  nneaay,  but  adviie  with  them  in  all  your  affaWt,  and  ia^ 
caiB'to  do  that  which  iJt  right  and  juat,  for  those  who  do  otberwise  shall 
not  praapei.*"  -  The  whole  tenor  of  the  Saracenical  history  demonstratea 
Iww  Decenary  it  was  for  the  Coliplu  to  consult  the  disposition  of  their 
people)  more  ei^>eciaDy  while  the  seat  of  em[nre  contiaued  to  be  in  Aia- 
ota;  KoA  diuiiig  the  continuance  of  their  power,  very  few  of  them  darad 
to  di^mMe  with  the  ordinancea  of  the  prophet."  But  their  authority,  it 
moM  be  Gonfe«ed,'  was  greatly  increased  when  the  soTemnient  waa 
changed  tnun  an  elective  to  on  hereditary  monarchy.  This  change  took 
[dace  OD  the  accenion  of.  the  Omnuade  princes ;  but  not  without .of^mu- 
tkm,  for  it  required  all  the  policy  and  prudence  of  Moswiyah  to  reconcile 
'  Ae  people  to  it,"  Mohammed  himself,  though  he  assumed  aod  uuited 
Ibe  regal  and  sacerdotal  dignitiefl,"  does  not  app«ar  ever  to  have  con- 
templated an  hereditary  monarchy,  and  it  is  clear  that  .the  Arabs  were 
averse  to  such  a  power ;  for  ttiey  cuostantly  insisted  upon.the  right  of  elec- 
tioit ;  and  were  ever  ready  to  shed  their  blood  in  defence  of  their  Ither^, 
Moawiyoh  was  in  all  respects^a  usurper :  he  maintained  himself  by  force 
in  the  government  of  Syria,  in  defiance  of  the  wishes  of  his  lawfiil  so- 
Tereign,  and  afterwards  seized  the  supreme  authority  by  means  of  the 
army,  in  opposition  to  the  will  of  the  people." 

file  right  to  tax  the  people  was  established  by  Mohammed,  .who  col- 
lected Ms  revennes  under  the  name '  of  tithes  or  alms  ; "  but  upon  his 
dvith  die  Arabs  refused  to  pay  this  tax,  until  the  Caliph  compelled 
'  tlxmby  force.  Oftheqwiltokeniuwar,  a  fifth  part  only  was  claimed  (at 
the  loyal  treasury  ;  the  remainder  was  distributed  among  the  soldieia." 
In  Amrou's'oduiniitratioo  of  the  affairs  of  Egypt,. when  it  became  a 
province  of  the  Saracen  empire,  we  may  discover  the  general  spirit  of 
dielr  foreign  dominion. '  Instead  of  the  oppreeave  mode  of  capitation,  he 
deducted  a  proportion  of  taxes  ^m  the  clear  profits  of  agriculture  and 
commerce.  A  third  part  of  this  tribute  was  appropriated  to  the  annua) 
leptin  of  the  dykes  and  canals,  so  essential  to  the  public  qelJare. 
Voder  his  administration  the  fertility  of  Egypt  suppli^  the  dearth  of 
Ar^da ;  and  a  string  of  camels,  laden  with  com  and  provisions,  covered 
almost  witluttt  an  interval,  the  long  road  from  Memphis  to  Medina." 

Were  we  to  judge  of  the  nature  of  the  govemaient  of  the  Caliphs  by 
IIm  extent  or  rsfndi^  of  their  conquests,  it  would  seem  that  nothing  on 
earth  could  be  more  solid  than  their  power ;  hut  it  is  certain  that,  while 
ibeir  armies  were  overrunning  the  finest  and  most  powerfiil  Icingdoms  of 
the  earth,  tbey  themselves  were  frequently  defied  and  insulted  in  their

But  they  never  omitted  to  repent  the 
pajeia  dwaaalna,  anleai  confined  by  ill  health ;  and  Al  Mamon  con- 
ecirad  great  oSenee  againit  a  man  who,  without  hia  express  ordtr,  had 
iUj«d  to  piay  in  hie  atead.  Anothw  part  of  die  Caliitt'i  duty  Wea  to 
conduct  the.  pilgrims  to  Mecen,  and  to  much  at  the  head  of  thair  armiea. 
For  thia  reason  no  Prince  was  chosen  Caliph,  even  after  the  dignltf 
became  hereditary,  before  he  had  mached  an  age  in  which  hi  might 
peUbiia  tiuse  duties  of  hi*  station ;  though  it  wai  seldom  that  the  aora* 
re%n  did  in  reality  command  hie  own  armies,  as  this  waa  genentlly  given 
up  to  the  ^tr-flf-Omti'a.  Prime  Minister,  who  was  at  the  head  of  the 
•dminiatntion  aril  and  military^  Before  this  office  waa  created,  tha 
Viaer  waa  the  chief  peraooage  in  the  em|are  next  the  Sorcraign,  He 
filled  the  office  -which  Onar  himself  had  filled  under  Abubelcer,  and 
Reeled  the  ceanrals  of  his  master  tn  war  and  in  peace.  For  judidarf 
matter*,  the  At^asidde  Caliphs  had  a  Divan,  (Council  Ghamljer,  or  Hall 
«f  Juatice,)  which  waa  called  Divan  nl  Moth&lem,  where  die  caaaes  of  all 
oi^reaaed  penMMt'Who  amilied  forjustke,  were  judged,  ilw  Calipha 
were  accuatdmad  to  pNaide  in  person  in  this  Divan,  and  the  historiaua 
noaaik,  aa  a  aingulai  abnae,  that  in  tha  leign  of  Moctader  a  woman  waa 
President  of. thi*  CoundL**

effect  take*  place  every  where ;  hot  the  Oiientala  are  generally  ignorant

gtouid;  it  was  caSiod  the  CiiiipA'riSlMtte;aiMlaUtbegnatlonUof  the 
coortdtd  not  fiul  daily  t*ki«  Uii*  sleen,  and  Mt.tovdi.liM  thndwld  of 
the  p«lac«  gate  with  their  foreheads.  It.waa.in  tfaianaaiier  that  they 
paid  their  reapecta,  and  made  (hair  court,  to. the  Sorereigt].  Tbtae 
wifinm^  aod  mannen  kept  op  in  the  heajt«  of  the.Calipha  an  encuaaro 
pride,  eridcuoM  of  which  they.su&ied.to.eacape-them-even  afterdiey 
had  ceaaed.to  hare  any  authority."  Nor  waa  this  to-be  wondered- M; 
for,  a*  the  bett  politieiaii  of  aatiqiu^robierTea,"  in  deapodcpown  there 
ia  a  chana  that  can  poiaon  the  beet  nndentandiiig."  ■  Tbey  indalfad 
likewise  iu  extraordinary,  magnificence  and  humry;  and  AbalphaiBgiH 
relatea  that  the  Caliph  Mot&c^  had  Mreaibnitdred  .woman  in  lua  haraoi, 
and  three  hundred  eunncba  who  kept  watch  over  tbem.  .  In  the  midrt 
of  all  this  luxury,  they  were  not  neglectfiil  of  the  arte  and  actemoa. 
■Cotaxaetete  waa  ptnaned  with  Taat  a^dity,  and  the  labjecta  of  the  CaUpfai 
wen  aeen  paaoBg  to. and  iro,  from- the  Pillars  of.Haiculea  to  theex- 
treaiilies  of  China." 

The  best  picture  of  the  itate  of  aOciety  under  the-  ffOTemment  of  ^Mae 
.Calijte  is  to  be  aera  in  the  Arabian  Ni^ta;  nothing  can  posaiUy  he 
added  to  it  by  the  moat  extensive  Ortoital  laarmog,*  aa  ia  endent  fnm 
D'Herbekit,  and  leveral  others;  hot  it  woald  not  be  deemed  of  any 
authority  in  an  inquiry  into  the  principka  of  gorerDmeat.  Sui^rted  t^ 
history,  however,  it  may  be  considered  a  good  guide.  We-  see  in  that 
work,  that  under  the  Abbasside  Caliphs,  education  waa  so  extensiTely 
diffused  lusoagst  the  pet^e  of  Bagdad,  that  eren  potters  and -camd- 
diivers  acquired  a  tincture  of  the  sciences;  **  we  learn  that  the  manners 

.  of  all  ordna  were  refined  to  a  rery  high  degree ;  and  that  in  the  extn- 
ordinary  excitement  which  had  been  produced  by  marrdlous-etents  in 
the  minds  of  men,  there  was  nothing  too  iDcredible  to  be  beliered.  This 
is  exactly  what  we  find  in  history.  But  the  whole  conrse  of  tbeae  events 
belied  the  prophectes  of  the  founder  of  their  rehgion.     He  had  deolared 

.  that  educatiim  was  the  road  to  infidelity;"  hut,  although  tUa  may  in 
some  aense  be  tnie,  it  was  not  to  be  apprehended  from  the  kind  of  edw 
cation  which  commonly  prevailed  under  his  successors.  Hw  seiencca 
of  astronomy,  geometry,  &c  studied  in  company  with-  aalrolo^  and 

,  alchyny,  ware  not.  cateulated  to  shake  the  fbmidation' of  Maaiism;'it 
was  only  in  vMy  particular  oaaee,  aa  with  Avenoee,**  when  the  stadent 
grappled  with  the  subtleties  of  logic  and  metaphysics,  that  the  religion 
of  the  prophet  was  end<angM«d  by  learaing.  The  dry  sciencaa,  that  tead 
the  MUMS  of  the  raind  inlo  a  trade  lying  remote  fina  the  realitiea  oJ  life,

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are  iMt  s&tnrally  unfavourable  to  superetitioua  dece[>tion ;  it  requires  a 
practical  knowled^  of  ite  deitructive  influence  on  morals  and  the  domes- 
tic afiectioiu,  to  enable  the  laiud  to  discriininato  between  the  evils  oecea- 
urily  arising  from  the  condition  of  humanity,  and  those  induced  by  error 
and  prejudice ;  and  this  knowledge  it  is  not  likely  that  mere  men  of 
science  should  possess.  '  The  ancieot  Egypti&na  were  scientific  and  slav- 
ish ;  they  could  construet  pyramids,  but  they  were  ignorant  of  the  ait  of  ' 
building  up  a  free  state.  In  this  the  subjects  of  the  Cfklipbs  resembled 
them  ;  and  it  ii  remarked  by  Gibboa,  that  when  they  turned  their  atten- 
tion to  the  leanung  of  andent  Greece,  they  did  not,  among  the  numerous 
TersioDS  which  they  made  of  books  from  that  language,  translate  one 
Poet,  Orator,  or  Hictorian.'  These  beiag,  in  iact,  the  peculiar  growth  of 
freedom,  would  not  have  been  thought  to  possess  many  charms  by  the 
sulyects  of  a  reltaions  despotism. 

But  the  leanung  of  the  Arahe  was  great  for  the  t^  in  which  they 
flourished ;  their  language,  which  had  acquired  .a  permanent  form  be- 
fore the  time  of  Mohammed,  was  brought  to  perfection  under  the  Caliphs, 
and  has  not  altered  yet;  while  not  oue  of  ihdse  -jargons  (to  borrow  the 
words  of  a  philosophical  writer)  which  were  at  that  time  spoken  in  Europe, 
has  left  behind  the  slightest  trace  of  its  existence.*'  The  dominion  of  the 
Caliphs  lasted  six  hundred. and  fifty  yean;  andif  ever  poWer  threatened 
to  became  universal,  it  was  that  of  those  princes,  whose  words  were  as  so 
many  onKles,  and  whose  soldiers  were  at  once  learned  and  fanatical.'*

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Til  e  Talue  and  importance  of  a  medium,  througli  which  the  scattered 
nya  of  iDdividual  informBtioD  may  be  collected  into  one  common  focus, 
hare  been  so  dearly  demonstrated,  and  so  justly  &ppredsted,  that  it 
would  be  a  waste  of  time  to  attempt  the  proof  of  a  pnsitiob  eo  unirersally 
understood.  To  the  recosnitioQ  of  this  principle  we  are  indebted  for  the 
formation  of  all  thoM  societies  in  tbe  East,  whose  otject  it  is  to  investi- 
gate the  past  and  present  state  of  the  Oriental  world,  and  U>  traumit 
the  fruits  of  their  researches  to  the  nations  of  the  West.  But  dwse 
researches  are  now  no  longer  conRncd  to  the  East :  the  spirit  of  Oriental 
inquiry  has  extended  itseH  into  Europe,  and  the  foundation  of  two  uev 
Societies,  tlw  one  in  Paris  and  the  other  in  London,  affords  a  striking 
proof  of  the  praeress  which  it  is  making  in  this  quarter  of  the  globe.  Of 
the  labours  of  the  latter  we  hare  not  yet  occawon  to  speak ;  not  that  iti 
members  hare  been  inactive  or  negliKent,  on  the  contra^  they  bars 
already  done  much  for  the  promotion  of  Oriental  knowledge ;  but  becausa 
the  very  recent  date  of  their  establishment  has  not  yet  ulowed  of  their 
sending  forth  a  volume  of  their  TiansactLons.  The  Asiatic  Socie^  of 
Paris  is,  however,  of  somewhat  older  date,  and  the  fbrm  in  which  many 
of  its  most  important  papers  are  made  public,  enables  us  to  lay  befiH« 
our  readers  a  more  complete  view  of  its  labours. 

Thia  Society  nas  established  in  the  spring  of  \6i2,  and  already  couutl 
among  its  members  nearly  all  the  principal  Orientalists  of  the  Continent 
of  Europe,  together  with  many  distinguished  names  among  our  owa 
countrymen.  In  the  month  of  July,  in  the  same  year,  (here  appeared^ 
under  their  auspices,  and  edited  by  a  Committee  chosen  from  among 
Ihemselres,  the  firat  number  of  the  Journal  Auatique,  which  has  since 
continued  to  he  publiahed  regularly  every  month.  This  Journal  contains 
Original  Communications  on  sulgects  connected  with  Eastern  literature, 
from  many  of  the  best  Oriental  sdiolars  on  the  Continent,  together  with 
Critiques  oa  the  more  important  works  in  that  dniartment,  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Socie^  from  which  it  emanates,  and  Mieoellaneous  Notices 
from  various  sources ;  and  is  well  calculated  to  spread  over  Europe  4 
taste  for  such  studies,  and  to  attract,  in  a  powerful  degree,  the  attention 
of  the  learned  world.  As,  however,  it  probably  will  not  fall  into  the 
hands  of  many  of  our  readers  who  yet  may  feel  a  considerable  degree  of 
interest  on  the  sulyect,  we  hare  thought  that  a  conuse  analysis  of  its 
original  articles  could  not  fail  to  be  accept^Ls  to  those  who  might  other- 
wise remain  ignorant  of  its  contents. 

In  prosecuting  this  analysis,  we  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  leara 
entirely  out  of  view  the  order  in  which  the  nunierons  papers  that  (com- 
pose these  volumes  succeed  each  other;  inasmuch  as  the  bAal  want  of 
connexion  between  those  which  immediately  follow  each  other,  and  tha 
multipliuty  of  the  subjects  discussed,  could  scarcely  fail  to  be  exceed- 
ingly embarrassing  to  the  reader,  by  diatracting  his  attention  at-every 
moment  from  one  subject  to  another.  We  have  therefore  classed  then,  in 
the  first  ioitance,  accordingto  the  countries  to  which  they  refer;  secondly, 
according  to  the  branch  of  literature  or  science  which  they  profcaa  tta 
illustrate ;  and  thirdly,  by  the  names  of  their  respectin  authors.    Qy 
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means  of  this  ctasaificfttlon,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  show,  in  a  more  con- 
nected and  intelligible  manner,  how  far  tlie  learned  writeni  have  suc- 
ceeded in  tiirowing  a  light  upon  the  obscurity  which  still  involves  the 
nations  of  the  East ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  point  out  to  what  extent 
we  are  indebted  to  the  labours  of  each  of  them  in  particular.  Having 
said  thus  much  in  explanation  of  the  plan  which  we  propose  to  adopt, 
and  of  our  motives  for  preferring  it,  we  proceed,  without  further  preface, 
to  our  task  of  aitalysing,  as  tniefly  as  possible,  the  contents  of  the  volumes 

We  commence  with  the  CHiiTESEEMPtaE,  as  being  the  most  distant, 
and  perhaps  also  the  most  interesting  country  in  the  series.  The  remote 
antiquity  of  its  authentic  records ;  the  singular  state  of  half-civiUeatioD, 
in  which  it  appears  to  have  remained  for  ages  almost  stationary ;  the 
obscurity  which,  thanlcs  to  the  cautious  jealousy  of  its  policy,  still  enve- 
Iqies  almost  every  subject  connected  with  its  inlernal  organization,  its 
literature,  its  arts,  and  its  natural  productions,  giving  to  all  that  regards 
it  the  character  and  the  charm  of  novelty ;  and  the  obstacles  opposed  to 
the  acquisition  of  its  language,  which  luive  hitherto  been  considered  of 
the  most  appalling  nature  ;  all  these  and  many  other  circumstances  have 
combined  to  excite  the  highest  degree  of  intereGt  with  respect  to  every 
thing  that  concerns  so  apparently  mysterious  a  subject,  and  we  accord- 
ingly find  in  these  volumes  a  very  considerable  number  of  aiticles  devoted 
to  its  illustration. 

To  the  first  division  of  these,  which  we  arrange  under  the  head  of 
Philologt,  the  only  contributors  are  M.  Abel-Remuaat,  and  M. 
Ktaproth ;  the  former  Professor  of  Chinese  in  the  Royal  School  of 
Oriental  Languages,  <ind  who,  in  that  capacity,  and  by  the  publication 
of  his  Grammar,  and  various  other  works,  has  perhaps  done  more  than 
any  other  individual,  with  the  exception  of  our  learned  countryman, 
Dr.  Morrison,  to  facilitate  and  promote,  among  Europeans,  the  study  of 
Chinese ;  the  latter  well  known  for  his  numerous  pubhcations  on  Eastern 
aubjects,  and  for  the  almost  universality  of  hie  Philological  and  Ethno- 
graphical Researches.  The  papers  on  this  interesting  subject,  which  has 
htely  assumed  a  very  different  a^>ect  from  that  which  it  presented  not 
many  years  ago,  are  five  iu  number,  of  which,  three  are  from  the  pen  of 
M.  Remueat.  The  first  of  these  is  a  Note  on  the  State  and  Progress  of 
Chinese  Literature  in  Europe,  in  which  M.  R,  gives  an  account  of  the 
important  advances  which  it  has  made  during  the  last  ten  years.  He 
£rst  points  out  the  low  condition  in  wliich  it  existed  during  the  seven- 
teenth and  eighteenth  centuries,  which  he  attributes,  in  a  great  degree, 
to  the  prevalence  of  the  notion  that  the  study  of  the  Chinese  characters 
alone  was  so  exceedingly  difficult,  that  the  whole  labour  of  a  learned  life 
was  barely  suffident  to  attain  a  thorough  knowledge  of  their  various 
forms;  a  notion  which,  in  spite  of  numerous  examples  to  the  contrary, 
we  regret  to  see,  still  obtains  among  the  most  profound  scholars  of  this 
country,  as  ne  find  it  reproduced  by  Dr.  Young,  in  his  admirable  work 
on  Hieroglyphic  literature.  This  notion,  inculcated  probably  in  the  first 
instance  by  the  jealousy  and  vanity  of  those  who  really  possessed  some 
knowlege  of  the  language,  and  eagerly  received  and  industriously  propa- 
gated by  the  ignorant,  the  indolent,  and  those  who  were  too  much 
occupied  with  other  pursuits  to  inquire  into  its  validity,  has  so  long  pos- 
sessed the  stamp  of  authority^  that  it  is  difficult  altogether  to  divest  one's 
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celf  of  its  iDflucnce,  It  miut,  however,  speedily  give  way  before  the 
evidence  of  facts  contained  la  t)iQ  daily  increasing  nnmber  of  those  whose 
■eal  aod  perseverance  have  comlwted  and  overcome  these  pretended  dif- 
ficulties, we  will  not  say  with  the  greatest,  but  certainly  with  the  most 
unexpected' facility.  Not  to  mention  Sir  Oeoi^  Staunton,  Dr.  Morrison, 
JUesars.-Milne,  Marshman,  Thomson,  and  many  others,  it  wilt  be  sufficient 
lo  instance  two  of  M.  RlmuRafs  pupils,  to  whose  labours  we  shall  have 
iuither  occauon  to  refer  in  the  course  of  this  article — M.  Stanislas  Julien, 
and  M.  Fulgance  Presod ;  the  former  of  whom,  in  the  space  of  littla 
more  th&a  a  yea^  made  such  an  astonishing  progress  in  the  Chinese 
language,  as  to  tmoslate  the  whole  of  the  worla  of  Meng-tscn,  one  of  the 
oldest  and  most  celebrated  Chinese  Philosophers  ;  while  the  latter,  after 
less  than  two  yean'  study,  found  himself  capable  of  reading  and  trans- 
lating woiks  of  so  difficult  a  character  as  romances.  One  of  the  con- 
current  circumstances  to  which  M.  R.  refers  the  change  which  has  thus 
been  eSectediiii  the  study  of  Chinese,  is  the  establishment  of  the  Pro-^ 
fessorahip,  (which  he  so  ably  £lls;)  and,  while  he  speaks  with  becoming 
modesty  of  his  own  exertions,  he  forcibly  points  out  the  advantages  which 
most  necessarily  have  resulted,  both  to  the  student  and  the  teacher,'  &um 
the  union  of  a  number  of  individuals,'  zealous  in  the  pursuit  of  one  par- 
ticular study.  He  bears  also  a  very  honourable  testimony  to  the  meiits 
of  Dr.  Morrison's  excellent  Dictionary,  although  at  the  same  time  he 
lamMts,  that  the  difficulty  of  procuring  on  the  Continent  that  and  nume- 
mus  other  works  printed  in  India,  is  likely  considerably  to  restrict  their 
utility.  "  The  English,"  he  o'bservea,  "  have  of  late  years  done  more 
^an  we;  for  their  works  on  t^te  Chinese  language  are  now  on  a  level 
with  ou^  own,  and  we  shall  have  much  to  do  to  maintain  the  reputatioti 
of  superiority  acauired  by  our  Missionaries,  and  recognised  even  by 
Sir  W.  Jones."  He  is  not,  however,  inclined  to  allow  the  English  too 
much  credit  for  what  they  have  performed  in  this  way ;  for  this  candid 
aeluiowledgment  extends  only  to  the  collection  of  materials  and  the  pub* 
Ijcation  of  texts,  for  the  former  of  which  he  conceives  that  the  portion 
of  our  learned'  men  oSera  the  best  opportunities,  while  the  pecuniary 
means  placed  at  their  disposal  afford  a  facility  to  the  latter,  which  the 
literati  of  the  Continent  do  not  possess.  Leaving,  then,  to  the  Ei^lish 
the  task  of  coHecting  and  puUisluog  materials,  he  claims  for  his  countiy- 
men  that  of  criticizing,  comparing  and  discussing  whatever  they  may 
fsmish,  tt^tberwith  (lie  rich  stores  of  the  Royal  Library;  and,  in  this 
rapect,  ha  asserts  the  decided  superiority  which  they  have  acquired  by 
means  of  the  labours  of  Ganbil,  Visdelou,  Mailla,  Deguignes,  and 
Kjaproth ;  and  concludes  the  cotnparisoti,  somewhat  whimsically,  as  we 
think,  by  vaunting  the  superior  liberality  of  the  French,  who,  be  says, 
".are  more -disposed  to  despise  a  futile  rivalry,  to  do  justice  to  the  efforts 
of  their  competitfwt,  and  consequently  to  profit  by  them."  '  After  enume- 
rating a  variety  of  subjects  which  be  considers  particularly  to  require 
illustration,  and  which  he  recommends  to  the  attention  of  those  who 
study  Chiaese  literature,  he  proceeds  to  sum  up  the  important  additions 
which  it  has  received  within  the  last  few  years.  The  cAmparatlve  faciti^ 
with  whicli  the  language  may  now  be  acquired;  the  reduction  to  their 
tme  value  of  the  false  ideas  which  had  gained  ground  with  respect  to  the 
mechanism  of'the  characters,  chiefly  efected  by  means  of  three  Gram- 
man,  the  same  numbel:  of  Dictioimries,  and  M.  Klaproth'a  Supplement 
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to  F&ther  Basil's  Vocabulary;  ibenibctitutloDofpraclical  ni1ufarTa([be 
and  eiToneouB  auppoutioDB;  the  investigatioa  of  th«  ftncieot  characteTai 
the  hiatoiy  of  their  iaveaUon,  and  of  the  modificatione  they  havA  uodet- 
gone,  from  the  direct  TepreseDtatiun  of  natural  objecti,  to  the  meani 
deviwd  by  the  Japaneae  and  Coreaoa  for  expreaung  Byttabtea  and  form- 
ing an  alphabet ;  the  refutation  of  the  aaaertion  that  the  Chlneae  vera 
utterly  igaorant  of  geogra]^y,  by  the  production  of  boaka  and  map*  ia 
their  language,  calculated  to  ilhistrate  aoaie  of  the  most  ubacure  points  in 
Asiatic  get^praphy,  oapecially  during  the  middle  ages  ;  the  correctioo  itf 
the  belief  that  they  had  always  needed  the  study  of  language*,  by  th« 
diacovery  of  Sanacrit  and  even  Poiyglott  Dictionariea,  of  Translatiooa 
from  Indiui  and  Thibetan  vorlu,  and  of  the  exiatenee,  at  Pekin,  of  a 
coUqp;  for  the  atudy  of  Weatera  languaget,  ioBtituted  lix  centuHea  ago; 
the  aattstance  which  bat  been  derived  from  their  booki  in  traoing  tha 
or^n  and  deacent  of  the  varioua  tribes  of  Upper  Aua ;  the  detaila  oi  th« 
trade  in  ailk  anciently  cairied  on  between  them  and  the  Weatem  natioQa; 
the  discovery  of  the  liat  of  the  sncceuore  of  Buddha;  the  invettigatioR 
of  the  cingular  doctrine*  of  aome  of  their  philosophers,  which  has  led  to 
the  most  unexpected  conclusions;  and  tne  translations  of  the  various 
works  on  Legislation,  Philosophy  and  Literature,  which  have  appeared 
in  Fiance  and  England  during  the  last  ten  years  ;  these  and  many  other 
advantages  gained  in  so  short  a  space  of  Ume,  have  not  only  thrown  a 
new  light  upon  the  manneis,  habits,  and  institutions  of  the  Chinese,  but 
have  also  served  to  connect  them  so  closely  with  the  history  of  other 
nations,  as  to  render  the  study  of  their  IxRika  indispensably  neoessaiy,  in 
order  to  obtain  a  complete  idea  of  the  former  state  of  Uie  Continent  of 
Asia,  and  of  the  revolutions  which  it  has  undergone. 

Among  the  causes  which  have  operated  moat  powerfully  to  facilitats 
the  progress  of  Chinese  litorature,  must  be  reckoned  the  euooestftil  at- 
tempts to  analyse  the  characters,  the  mulliplioi^  of  whkh  haa  furmed 
the  great  stumbling-hlook  in  the  way  of  its  more  geoeml  oukivatitHi,  On 
this  subject  M.  Remusat  has  presented  to  the  academy  a  very  valaaU* 
memoir,  an  extract  irom  which  he  haa  given  in  a  subsequent  Number  of 
iha  Journal.  The  ground,  it  it  true,  was  not  entirely  new  ;  it  had  bees 
in  some  measure  pre-oecupied  by  Barrow  and  otben,  to  whose  laboun 
ve  obEen-e  with  autprise  that  M.  R.  haa  not  once  thought  fit  to  refer  ia 
the  course  of  his  extract ;  but  we  must  suppose  that  be  baa  given  them 
due  credit  iit  the  memoir  itself,  which  is  yet  unpublished,  ana  which,  to 
judge  from  the  specimenheregiven,cMtainIy  treats  the  aubjeot  in  amoi» 
Rcientific  and  systematic  manner  than  had  before  been  attempted.  It 
contains  an  analysis  and  classification  of  all  the  priaiitive  characters,  in 
number  about  two  hundred,  consisting  of  representations  of  the  moat 
familar  objects,  and  forming  the  basis  on  which  the  present  vfatem  of 
Chinese  writing  is  founded,  and  from  the  various  combinationa  of  which 
its  almost  innutnerahle  oharacters  are  derived)  in  a  manner  perfectly 
analogous  to  that  in  which  the  innunerable  modifications  of  lai^axe; 
necessary  to  adopt  it  to  the  wants  of  a  civilized  state  of  societf ,  hav« 
been  gradually  fwmed  from  a  few  primitive  ^oots.  From  the  koowledge 
of  these  primitive  characters,  M.  R.  deduces  a  singular  but  apparently 
just  result ;  he  considers  that  these  ^gaa  must  have  been  capable  of  ex> 
pteasiDg  every  object,  the  communicatian  of  which  was  considered  in- 
portant  by  their  inventcvs,  wad  coosequmtly  thu  th«  whole  ef  thws  takea 
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to^etbor  mitat  contain  k  ftdthful  picUire  of  the  idcu  which  they  entor" 
UiDed,  ukI  af  the  luowledge  which  they  pouesied.  That  thii  i<  actual' 
ly  the  cade  ia,  he  aaaeita,  abundaiitly  pioTed  by  the  tradj^ona  of  the 
ChiiMse  tbemaelres;  for  proof  of  which  he  refcn  to  the  memoir  iteelf. 
DcKendiug  into  paiticulan,  be  divide*  the**  ancient  character)  into  le-t 
Terali^ea.  From  the.heavcii»i  their  pheooiiieDa,'d!c.  only  KVen  of 
them  are  derired ;  and  among  Uieae  there  are  no  tracee  of  religiotM  be- 
lief, unlees  wecoosider  as  nich  the  repreaenution  of  a  victim  offered  op 
aa  a  Horifice,  and  the  head  of  a  demoo  or  evil  geniiu.  The  earth  fur- 
nieliea  more  numeroui  aiateriala;  17  character!  have  rcforeoce  to  the 
configivration  of  it*  aurface,  and  11  to  ■tnicture*  raiaed  on  it  by  the  art 
of  man,  all  of  which  are  of  the  moat  aimple  oonatruction.  23  characters 
belong  t«  man,  and  lu*  social  and  kindred  relationa ;  but  among  theu 
we  look  la  vain  far  ^mboU  to  represent  kii^,  man  of  letters,  general,  or 
■oldter.  Of  the27aigai  which  repreaent  various  parts  of  the  body,  2onlyr 
the  hewt  and  the  vertebraBt  relate  to  internal  part*.  Their  driMt  ia  re- 
preMoted  I^  6  character*,  all  of  the  most  limple  and  even  aavage  form  ; 
jewd*tiinuiealiiwtruineDts,coins,glaBs,  china,  not  one  of  these  compan- 
lively  modem  inventbus,  nor  even  gold  itaelf,  has  any  symbol  in  this 
barbuoii*  vocabnlary.  The  whole  of  their  furniture,  utenul*,  and  arms, 
is  conpriaed  in  35  characters,  9  or  10  of  which  represent  instrumenti  of 
destruction,  while  only  3  have  reference  to  agricuHure.  Their  list  ot 
ajumalaia  very  limited ;  5  domeatic  and  7  wild  quadrupeda,  11  birda, 
moat  of  which  are  very  imperfectly  delineated,  2  £she*,  and  7  animals  of  , 
the  lower  claaaea,  complete  their  zoological  knowledge.  One  very  re- 
nqricable  fact  deserve*  particular  notice,  namely,  that  none  of  tboae  fan- 
tastic animals,  the  dragon,  the  pluenix,  the  unicorn,  in  wMch  the  fables 
of  the  Chjoee*  abouDd,  are  here  repreaented.  "  If,"  obeerves  M.  lU 
"  the  specie*  of  writing,  which  we  are  investigating,  is  anterior  to  the 
OtuDD  of  fable,  what  twtler  proof  can  we  require  ni  its  remote  antiqui- 
ty V"  The  vagetahte  kingdom  is  represented  by  26  characteia,  among 
which  the  rice  and  millet  hoti  the  first  rank.;  wheat  and  barley  are  not, 
noted ;  tite  mulberry,  the  paper-mutberry,  tlie  tea-tree,  Sic.  wMcb  have 
tfK  Sfca  held  so  important  a  station  in  die  domestic  and  rural  ecoDomy 
of  the  Chinese,  are  all  equally  wantiog.  It  ia  clear  from  thia  summary 
of  the  principal  traits  in  thia  interesting  picture  of  the  condition  of  the 
Ukdent  CUncae,  futniahed  by  theDNchefl,  that  at  the  time  of  the  inven' 
tion  of  tbeee  characten,  diey  could  pretend  to  no  higher  a  degree  of  ci- 
Tilisat^  thaa  the  present  inhabitants  of  New  Zealand  or  the  Friendly 
lalajgdar  One  tircumelanco  ^one  raises  them  above  the  level  of  these 
aarages ;  it  is  the  h^ipy  idea  of  communicating  their  ideas  in  writing,  a 
moat  important  step  in  the  progress  of  humau  intelligence,  and  winch 
many  natioM,  mudi  more  advanced  in  the  arta  which  render  life  com- 
fortable, have  not  attained.  M.  R.  next  proceeds  to  point  out  the  man- 
Mr  in  wiiieh  thia  mall  number  of  simple  characters  was  subsequentiit 
inodi£ed  to  suit  tlie  purposes  of  a  more  advanced  state  of  society,  la 
order  to  repreeent  natural  objects,  and  many  others,  which  were  ciqiabia 
of  being  aubjeeted  to  the  same  laws,  tlie  original  symbol*  appear  to 
have  been  considered  aa  a  sort  of  generic  type,  under  which  oU  similar 
otgeota  were  classed,  while  each  individual  was  distinguished  by  the  ad- 
ditioa  of  a  sign  .indicative  of  some  peculiarity  in  its  conforniation,  habits, 
or  UM«;  thus  emula^g,  in  aome  measuie,  the  binary  nomenclature, 
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wbich  Diituraliati  of  tlie  present  day  coucui  in  aUributioK  lo  Linaaaus. 
In  the  expression  of  abstract  ideas,  their  ingonuity  is  no  lesa  renuukable ; 
Jbr  thia  purpose  they  conibiaed  together  two  or  more  of  the  primitiTe 
characters,  fbrmmg  a  multitude  of  compound  signs,  which  evince  no  ia- 
coQ^derable  degree  of  imagination,  nit,  and  knowledge  of  mankind,  and 
furnish  a  most  interesting  and  instructive  study.  Tho^,  to  expreu  Wgcr 
they  made  use  of  a  heart,  sunnounted  by  the  sign  of  slave  ;  to  represent 
&  friend,  they  placed  two.  pearU  side  by  side,  &c.  But,  on  the  other 
hand,  'as  a  striking  proof  of  their  barbarism,  they  associated  with  the 
image  of  woman  the  words  expressive  of  vices  and  imperfections ;  thua, 
twice  repeated,  this  image  signifies  dispute ;  thrice,  profligacy.  Sec  Such 
is  the  origiii  of  the  system  of  Chinese  writing,  which  it  will  be  seen  con- 
tains within  itself  the  most  ample  materials  for  the  study  of  the  manners, 
customs,  habits,  and  traditions  of  this  singular  people,  at  a  period  ante- 
cedent' to  history.  In  this  point  of  new,  it  is  deserving  of  the  most 
serious  attention,  and  the  study  of  its  innitmerable  combinations  by  no 
means  deserves  to  be  classed  with  those  minute  and  trifiing  discussions, 
which  have  too  often  exposed  the  philologer  and  his  studies  to  ridiculn 
and  disCTedit. 

The  last  of  M.  lUmusat's  papers,  under  this  head,  approaches  some' 
what  too  nearly  to  the  latter  class  of  compositions.  It  is  an  explanation 
of  a  Chinese  Riddle,  proposed  by  Dr.  Morrison,  in  his  Anglt^Chinese 
Dictionary,  under  the  word  Enigma.  This  enigma,  as  Dr.  Morrison  ol»- 
aervea,  may  easily  be  comprehended  by  _any  one  versed  in  Chinese.  It 
consists  of  twelve  characters,  each  of  which  i£  altered  in  such  a  manner 
US  to  indicate  a  meaning  diflereot  from  that  which  would  belong  to  it  if 
written  correctly.  The  reader  will  probably  be  satisfied  with  the  expla- 
nation of  the  mystery  cont^ed  in  the  first  of  these  charaoten,  whiph  af- 
fords a  fair  sample  of  the  rest.  >  ft  is  the  sign  of  Ye,  night,  and  is  e.<Cr' 
ceedingly  elongated  ;  it  is  therefore  to  be  read  Ye  Tchang,  a  long  night. 
M.  Remusat  gives  numerous  examples  of  various  oUier  sorts  of  verbal 
enigmas ;  and  also  several  of  a  more  legitimate  character,  of  which  be. 
says  the  Chineae  have  collections  ;  as  also  of  Ana,  of  Rehosas,  of  Quo* 
libets,  and  a  thousand  other  such  trifleij  in  which  they  may  even  bear  a 
comparison  with  European  nations. 

A  Memoir  on  the  Language  of  the  Natives  of ;  Forinosa,  by.M. 
Klaproth,'  is  of  considerable  importance. to  the  elucidation  of  their, 
origin.  The  Missionaries  had  asserted  that  this  island  was  unknown  tn  . 
the  Chinese  previously  to  the  year  1430  ;  but  M.  K.  adduces  a  variety  of 
passages  from  the  Chinese  books,  which  clearly  prove  that  it  was  well 
known  to  them  long  before  that  poriod,  although  seldom  mentioned  by 
their  historians,  because,  its  inhabitants  paying  no  tribute,  and  sending 
no  ambassadors  to  the  Emperor,  it  could  not  be  treated  as  a  state,  subje^ 
to  the  laws  of  the  son  of  heavep.  But  since  its  western  coast  has  been 
entirely  brought  under  the  subjection  of  the  empire,  forming  the  district 
of  Thay-youan-fou, 'dependent  on  the  province  of  Fou-Kian,  numertMS 
colonics  of  Chinese  have  settled  there,  and  their  descendants  have  multi- 
pUed  to  such  a  degree,  that  their  number  is  estimated  at  half  a  milliofl. 
The  mountains,  however,  and  the  whol;  eastern  part  of  the  idand,  ars 
still  inhabited  hy  the  aborigines,  who  form  a  vigorous  race,  of  extiuor- 
dinary  stature,  and  of  a  colour  between  yellow  and  black.  These  moun- 
taineers  live  is  a  cootiuital  state  of  warfare  with  the  Chinese^  and  com" 
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pdilwm  to  keep  Btn^  ^rrisons  in  their  towns.  The' only  *n>e<»inMM*of 
their  laoga age  \a  be  met  vithin  Europe,  consitit  of  some  religious  boolce 
in  Dutch  and  Fonnoean,  printed  by  the  Miuibaaries  of  the  foimer  na- 
tion, "while  tliey  held  poaMtoion  of  leveral  eMablifhrnents  on  the  coast. 
From  tiiese  H.  K.  Iwb  formed  a  Tocabulgry  of  such  of  the  words  of  the 
FonBowB  laiignBgB,  amounting  to  upwards  of  100,  as  were  capable  of 
beiag  compared  inth  otber-dtalecta  ol  the  south-east  of  Asia,  aiid  of  the 
bluda  of  the  Pacific  This  companion  pnnres  the  natives  of  Formosa 
to  hare  been  a  branch  of  the  great  Malay  stem,  which  has  ^iread  from 
the  Peningula  of  Malacca,  ai  far  as  the  fiandwicfa  lalanda,  the  Mar- 
queMB,  and  New  Zealand. 

-  In  a  short  article,  headed  Coiyecture*  on  the  Oli^  -of  the  Name  of 
Rilk  anxmg  the  Ancients,  M.  Klaproth  endeavburs  to  prore  that  it  was 
immediately  derived  fnun  the  Chinese.  The  word  a-^,  according  to  the 
Greek  authore,  deeignated  at  the  same  time,  the  silk  and  the  inhabitants 
of  the  country  which  prodnced  it.  It  is,  therefore,  probable  that  it  was 
gives  to  the'latter  in  consequence  of  the  precious  merchandise  in  which 
they  dealt,  and  that  the  name  itself  was  derived  (naxa  that  which  it  bora 
m'lheir  language.  Now  silk  is  called  liilcek  by  the  Mouguls,  and  «irgb£ 
by  the  MandchouB,  the  one  dwelling  to  the  n<nlh,  and  the  other  to  the 
Dorth-eaet  of  China.  In  China  itself,  it  is  called  sxi,  or  ssu,  and  the 
analogy  is  the  more  striking,  as  in  the  Mandarinic  language,  the  r  is  not 
pnHisanced  ;  although  probably  this  terminal  letter  was  to  bo  found  in 
MNue  of  the  dialects  on  the  frontiers.  With  respect  to  the  hypothesis 
winch  places  Scrica,  the  country  of  silk,  in  the  valleys  contained  be-' 
twean  the  glaciers  and  snowy  plateaux  of  Thibet,  M.  K.  remarks  that 
in  Thibetan  the  silk-worm  is  called  dar-kou,  and  silk  itsdf,  sing  or 
gotehen-gfai,  words  which  bear  no  resemblance  whatever  to  the  Greek. 
To  this  note  M.  lUmasat  has  added  an  observationl  which  he  considers 
calcttlated'  to  cliaoge  M.  K.'s  conjecture  into  certainty.  In  a  Coreap 
voeabnlary,  fbnniiig  part  of  the  Japanese  Encyclopfsdia,  and  consisting 
(rfll3  words,  many  of  which  differ  from  the  Chinese  only  in  pronuncia- 
tion, and  thitfor  the  most  part  in' consequence  of  the  addition  of  pari- 
gogic  lBtt«n,  he  finds  the  Chineae  word  sse,  silk,  (bnOed  into  the  Corean 
aia,  the  absolute  identic  of  which  with  the  Greek  term,  leaves  no  doubt 
of  t)ie  true  et3nn<ddgy  of  the  name,  on  which  so  much  has  been  written, 
lo  the  Historical  and  Aktiquauiah  department,  we  have  but 
AM-pKper  rdating  to  China  ioelf.  This  ia  an  article  on  the  Origin  of 
Rftper  Money,  in  which  M.  Klaproth  proves  that  we' are  IndebMd  to 
the  Chinese  for  its  invention.  The  cdebrated  traveller,  Marco  Polo,  ap- 
pears to  have  been  the  first  who  made  it  knowii  in  Europe,  and  die  cir- 
camtaiice  of  its  having  been  employed  by  the  Munguts,  who  were  then 
maatars  of  China,  and  vlui  subsequently  introduced  it  into  Persia,  has 
gjven-riseto  the  opinion  that  they  were  it«  inventors.  The  fallacy  of 
this  opinion  is,  however,  shown  l^  a  reference  to  the  Chinese  historians, 
fitun  whom  it  appeara  that  the  first  rude  attempt  at  mch  a  speculation  is 
of  so  eariy  a  date  as  the  year  1 19  before  Christ.  Improvement*  were  at 
dMferenl  times  made  upon  the  original  idea,  but  it  was  not  till  towards 
the  oleee  of  the  tMith  century  of  our  era,  soon  after  the  elevation  to  the 
throne  of' the  Souog  Dynasty,  that  the  system  acquirod  a  perfect  om- 
ristency.  This  convenient  expedient  for  supjttying  the  deficieticies  arix- 
io^  frgn  a  scarcity  i>f  the  met^,  continued  to  be  made  ^m  of  ''y  the 
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princu  of  tliia  ud  the  eucceeding  mce,  ud  wu  earned  I9  g^  gFMt  xa 
Bsoeu  under  the  Mongol  Emperon,  that  tfaej  were  at  length  compelled, 
bjt.  the  extreme  depreuatioD  of  the  paper  inoDey.  to  tjuU  tlie  comuif 
ivbicb  tbey  had  almoat  totally  ruined.  The  Djututy  of  the  Ming, 
which  succeeded  the  Mosgnlt,  oontinued  to  augment  the  ^nantitj  of 
Botea  in  circulation ;  and  Tarious  rule*  and  ordinooc^a  were  promulgated, 
in  Older  to  aappoit  their  credit,  which  waa  unking  in  a  moat  alajraiug 
manner;  hut  theie  weie  ultimately  of  00  avail,  aod  they  at  Ungtli  en- 
tirely diiappeaied  about  tlie  year  1455.  "  The  MaodchotH,"  cwchidca 
M.  K.  "  who  eocceeded  the  Ming,  and  who  ctili  remain  maateta  of 
China,  have  aerer  attempted  to  iasue  any  p^per  money  whatever  ;  lor 
theee  bubariaaa  an  atill  igaorant  of  the  fundaiocfit^  priocipla  of  all 
good  fiaanciftl  admiatetration,  that  the  mo^  the  debt  of  a  cooatry  ia  iar 
croaaed,  the  more  rich  and  happy  it  bectmwa." 

In  additiw)  to  thia  diaquiution  on  an  inteceetitig  point  of  the  Hiatory  of 
CbioB,  we  hare  aeveral  papera  relative  to  that  of  the  Mongula,  whw^ 
sa  that  people  are  now  dependent  Dpon  China,.  a«d  wtse  once  it*  ma»- 
tera,  nay  with  pn^riety  be  introduced  in  thia  place.  Thew  we  four  in 
number,  and  are  from  tiie  pent  of  M.  Klaproth,  M.  Schmidt,  of  St.  P»- 
tcnburg,  and  M.  lUinmai.  Three  of  theee  iona  part  of  a  ooauownj, 
which  haa  for  aome  time  paat  beep  warmly  earned  db  between  the  two 
former  geDtlemen,  relative  to  ibe  language  and  writing  of  tbe  Ouigoiua, 
the  orj^nof  tbe  word  Bide,  em^yed  to  deaignatc  tbe  Moi^iida,  and  Uw 
aHthenticity  of  tbe  MongHl  hUtwy  of  Setaen-Muan^eaout^-taidji,  which 
U.  Schmidt  haa  tranalated,  and  ia  about  to  publiah.  Aa,  howarer,  the 
contioreny  hu  run  to  a  con^erablo  length,  and  aa  acme  of  the  papen 
relating  loit  have  appeared  in  tbe  Minea  de  t'Orient,  and  loiDa  in  a  a»- 
parate  form,  it  will  be  better  to  paM  U  over  entirely  for  the  preaent,  thaa 
to  <^r  the  imperfect  sketch  to  which  wa  ehoold  now  be  reatnetad. 

We  have  next  fa>  direct  the  attention  of  the  n^dei  to  an  article  of  the 
highest  intereat,  on  a  subject  which,  although  intim&tdy  cooaactcd  yritb 
one  of  the  most  important  periods  of  the  history  <d  Europe,  has  tuthsita 
been  so  little  understood,  that  VultaJra,  D^uignes,  and  many  otban, 
have  not  hesitated  to  treat  as  Jabulons  the  almost  foigottaa  passages  of 
the  tM  chronictes  in  which  it  is  noticed.  We  q>eak  of  the  political  pa- 
lations  which  subsisted  duriog  «  ooBsiderable  part  of  tba  I3th  and  14lh 
eaaUuiea,  btfween  the  descendants  of  JenghiK-Khan,  and  the  Poac^  of 
Chrlsteodom,  and  particularly  the  Kings  of  .France  and  E^aod,  and 
tbe  SorereigB  Ponlif.  Tbe  researches  of  M.  Remuaat  have  aerrad  t« 
place  these  relaiions  in  a  new  Ught,  and  to  ghow,  beyond  the  pesdbili^ 
of  doubt,  not  only  that  they  really  existed,  but  also  the  powerful  notiTas 
which  led  to  their  £;»ioation.  The  suddeu  irruptioa  of  tbe  Moagnls, 
who  bad  spread  themselves  over  nearly  the  whole  of  Ask,  and,  axtaodad 
their  boundaries  westward-  towards  Pi^aod  and  Silesia,  had  excited  ia 
tbe  mioda  of  the  ChnstiaQ  Frioccs  the  greatest  t«trar  ;  but  when  thay 
saw  the  objects  of  tiieir  alarm,  after  oveithrowing  the  Muaulmaa  power 
d  the  Caliphate,  tuni  their  arms  against  the  Sarae«ns  tbey  jeaolved  Mt 
to  lose  such  a  favourable  opportunity  for  forming  an  alliance  with  so 
jbnnidabla  a  power,  and  anriwssadors  were  according  despatched  by.  tbe 
Pope  and  Saiat  Louis,  in  order  to  engage  tba  aasistauee  of  the  great 
Chain  of  Tartary,  as  the  ]VIoog|d  Emperor  waa  tbm  called,  In  the  Uaij 
War  which  they  meditated.    But  the  Tutu  Priuces,  who  wen  tlmt  in 
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the  Mttat  of  their  power,  and  who  obunted  npoA  wUuhig  t1i«  wbolt 
world,  treUed  tfaew  ainba«adore  «-ith  tbe  greateit  contempt,  tod  stbb 
IbreUened  the  repretenUtite  of  the  Pope,  to  atrip  him  of  Vu  akin,  Mid 
retumit  itufied  to  hi«  macter.  Their  letters  to  the  Europciui  Sovereigm 
were  couched  in  arimilvatrain,  eDJotiUDg  them  towbmit  without  delaj, 
and  to  bring;  tfaeir  ref  eSues  to  the  foot  of  the  Tert&r  throne.  But  tlui 
hanghty  demeanour  iaeeruhly  gate  way,  a*  the  Tartars  learned  better  lu 
apptec^te  the  aMiitanoe  of  the  Franks  io  their  wars  with  the  Saracens. 
Their  vut  emfrire  speedily  l>ecanM  divided  in  Itself ;  and  the  conquerors  of 
Persia,  whose  new  dominiaos  bordered  on  dioM  of  the  Sultan  of  ^ypt, 
now  that  they  were  left  to  their  own  resources,  began  to  diacoTer  tbe  im- 
portance of  diat  empire  of  tbe  Franks  in  Syria,  which  bad  long  been  de< 
clioing,  and  had  at  length  entirely  given  way,  and  anxiously  to  desire  its 
restoration.  It  was  true,  that  a  new  crusade  might  speedily  raise  it  to  its 
fanner  state  of  prosperity,  and  this  did  not  escape  the  sagacity  of  tbe 
Moogul  Princes,  who  began  to  he  dislieartenod  by  tbe  reverses  which 
they  almost  uniformly  sustained  in  their  encounters  with  the  Musol- 
mans.  Tlie  ^ects  Of  Ibis  change  in  the  it«te  of  affairs  soon  became  vi- 
siUe,  id  tbe  ahered  tone  which  they  assusoed  In  their  commuoicationa 
with  tbePrlnowof  ChristeniJMn.  From  menaces  they  softened  to  offers, 
and  from  offers  they  descended  to  entreaties.  The  Christian  ambassa- 
dors were  treated  with  the  most  signal  respect,  insomuch  that,  when,  ih 
the  year  128B,  the  enroyi  of  the  King  of  France  refused  to  prostrate 
tfaemsehes  be&m  tbe  Tartar  Prince,  accordinff  to  tbe  etiquette,  the  latter 
remonstrated  in  the  most  moderate  terms :  "  If,"  he  said,  "  their  maslBr 
had  ordered  his  ambassadors  to  act  thus,  he  wm  satuified,  for  whatever 
pleased  the  King  of  F.raooe,  pleased  bim  also,"  Their  letters  too  assumed 
a  rery  different  form  ;  that  addressed,  in  tbe  year  1305,  to  Philip  the 
Fair,  is  s  roll  of  nine  feet  in  length  and  eighteen  inches  in  breadth,  and 
this  extraordinary  magnitude,  tegether  with  the  sice  of  the  writing,  the 
breadth  of  tbe  mara;in,  he.,  all  most  impmtant  circumstances  in  Oriental 
diplomacy,  was  tbe  highest  testimony  of  respect  that  a  King  of  Franoe 
ctHild  reasonably  expect  from  a  Mongul  Sorereigii.  H.  R.  has  counted 
nine  principal  attempts  made  by  Cbiisdan  Princes  to  form  alliances  with 
tbe  MoDguls,  and  as  many  as  GiWn  embassies  of  tbe  latter  to  different 
Sovereigns  of  Europe,  He  gives  translations  of  two  of  tbe  letten  brought 
by  these  ambassocbra,  the  originals  of  which  still  exist  in  the  Archives  of 
Prance,  where  they  have  lain  unnoticed  for  tbe  lost  500  years,  llie 
first  of  these  was  written  by  Arghoun,  the  son  of  Abagha,  in  the  year 
1389,  and  the  other  by  Olcyaiton,  tbe  tvotber  and  successor  of  Ghazaii, 
the  son  of  Arghoun,  in  the  year  1.305 ;  and  both  evinee  the  extreme 
anxiety  of  (be  Tartar  Princes  to  excite  anew  that  seal  for  tbe  crasades, 
which  appeared  almost  extinguished.  Besides  making  known  to  the 
world  these  incootrorertible  proofs  of  the  existence  of  these  singular  rela-  . 
Irons  between  Europe  and  Asia,  M,  EUmusat's  researcbes  have  also  led 
him  to  form  conclusions  of  another  sort,  which  wHl  probably  not  meet 
with  such  universal  assent  He  discovers  aU  the  most  wonderfiil  inven- 
tions of  the  I4tb  and  15th  centuries,  in  use  among  Oriental  nations  at  a 
much  earlier  period,  mud  ascribes  their  subsequent  appearance  in  Europe 
to  the  free  commniucation  which  was,  at  tiiis  time,  opened  between  tbe 
Eastern  and  Western  divisions  of  the  CHd  Continent.  The  polarity  nf 
tbe  magnet,  known  to  the  Chinese  fnm  the  earliest  times ;  the  chariots 
of  thunler,  which,  in  tbe  10th  centttry,  produced  the  effects  of  our  can- 
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-non,  and  by  the  same  means,  iuid  which  were  employed  by  Houlagoii, 
who  carried  with  him  to  the  conquest  of  Persia,  In  the  year  1355,  a  cen- 
tory  before  the  battle  of  Crecy,  a  corps  of  Chinese  artillerymen  ;  (be  art 
of  printing  from  wooden  blocks,  invented  in  China  in  the  year  952,  five 
buodred  years  before  the  time  of  Guttemberg ;  the  fabricatioa  of  paper 
-money ;  the  manufacture  of  playing  cards,  the  origin  of  which  has  em- 
ployed so  much  of  tho  attention  of  the  learned^  as  maritioj  oneoftlte 
earhest  ap^ications  of  the  art  of  engravUig  on  wood,  and  which  wen 
^nown  in  China  in  1 12Q,  while  the  fint  menliDn  of  them  in  Europe  is  in 
the  Statutes  of  a  Spanish  Order,  to  which  they  were  interdicted  In  1338 ; 
(he  knowledge  of  all  these  great  inventions  was  derived  ^m  the  East  by 
means  of  the  Europeans  on  the  one  hand,  who  traversed  the  whole  of 
Asia  under  the  character  of  missionaries,  ambassadors,  or  merchaals ; 
and  of  the  Mou^I  Ambassadors  on  the  other,  who  passed  from  the  fron- 
tiers of  China  to  Rome,  Barcelona,  Lyons,  Poictiers,  Paris,  London,  and 
Nortbamphin.  Such,  according  to  M.  R.,  were  the  mighty  consequences 
which  flowed,  independent  of  his  will,  from  the  amhiticm  of  a  conqueror; 
and  which  served  to  enlighten  countries  into  which  be  was  unable  to 
extend  his  ravages ;  and  thus  was  the  progress  of  civiliiation  asaisted  by 
the  very  means  which  would  appear  best  aalcnlated  to  impede  it. 
'  Our  examination  of  the  Papers  on  the  Iteligion,  Natural  History,  and 
General  Literature  of  the'  Chinese,  must  he  reserved  for  a  future  Number. 
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Hail  the  Iffave!  and  hail  the  land  t 
Where  the  sons  of  freedom  stand, 
Firm  of  heart,  a  glorious  band, 
Prompt  to  strike,  prepared  to  die. 

Nerved  for  death  or  liberty  1

Im  ftn  eariy  Noinber  of  our  Publication,  we  detailed  the  conduct  of 
the  Governmeiit  of  Bombay,  ind  the  Court  of  Directors  io  Englaod,' 
towards  an  opfwened  and  ii^ured  MohanuQedan  Prince,  Fyaz  AU 
Khan,  die  son  of  Hyat  Sahib,  whom  they  had  deceived,  insulted,  and 
robbed  of  hu  honour  and  hit  wealth,  in  a  manner  that  must  reflect 
infamy  on  the  chief  ioBtruroents  in  tboM  abominable  proceedings,  as 
long  as  his  name  and  his  case  shall  be  remembered.'  We  have  reason 
to  know  that  the  statement  of  facts  connected  with  that  case,  made  a 
deep  and  general  impression,  as  to  the  iniquitous  character  of  many  of 
the  transactions  in  India,  which  never  see  the  light.  It  has  explained, 
belter  than  volumes  of  argument  could  do,  the  cause  of  the  hatred  of 
men  in  authority  there,  to  the  freedom  of  the  press ;  but,  though  they 
have  succeeded,  for  a  period  at  least,  in  removing  the  offensive  engine* 
of  publicity  to  a  diitance,  we  rejoice  to  find  that  the  channels  through 
which  we  can  receive  information  from  every  part  of  India,  are  more 
freely  open  to  va  now  than  they  ever  were  in  the  country  itself;  and  that 
the  whispers  which  men  were  compelled  to  stifle  there,  can  find  free 
utterance  here,  and  be  returned,  with  more  than' tenfold  force,  upon  the 
guilty  heads  ofthosewhowouldsilence  them  for  evej,  if  they  dared.  This 
is  aa  it  should  be.  The  period  for  discussing  the  continuance  of  the 
East  India  Company's  charter,  is  fast  approaching.  The  progress  of 
sound  information  has  already  stripped  them  of  every  chance  of  ihcir 
arguments  in  favour  of  Monopoly  being  for  a  moment  listened  to :  and  it 
shall  be  our  duty  to  amass,  for  that  period,  such  a  store  of  facts,  in 
illustration  of  the  crimes  which  Mr.  Huskisson  has  so  justly  considered 
to  be  iiuepftrahle  from  a  Government  founded  on  the  most  selfish  of  all 
the  monopolies  that  ever  yet  existed,  as  will  serve,'  we  trust,  to  sweep  the 
whole  fabric  hom  its  foundations,  and  plant  in  its  stead  an  edifice  more 
worthy  the  intelligence  and  the  justice  of  the  present  age. 

As  a  companion  to  the  case  of  the  unhappy  Mohammedan  Prince,  we  shall 
present  a  corresponding  picture  of  oppreauou  towards  aa  industrious  and 
deaerviogParsee  merchant,  living  under  the  same  Oovemment  of  Bombay, 
Neither  the  case  of  the  one  nor  of  the  other  could  have  been  made  pubhc 
in  India,  however  undeniable  the  truth  of  the  statements  in  which  they 
were  embodied  might  have  been.  The  press  there,  though  nominally  free, 
ia,  we  hear,  in  reality  as  enslaved  as  that  of  Bengal.  There  is  no  actual 
censor,  aod  no  actual  license  forrestraining  the  freedom  of  publication,  but 
the  power  of  transportation  without  trial  exists  in  full  force ;  and  since  Mr. 
Elphinstone  has  condescended  to  give  Ibe.ivorld  his  opinion,  in  the  letter 
read  by  Mr.  Impey  at  the  India  House,  on  the  9th  of  July,  as  to  the 
propriety  of  Mr.  Adam's  conductin  carrying  that  power  into  execution, 
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it  may  be  eafely  infeired  that  a  similar  fate  would  awaii  the  unhappy 
culprit  who  should  dare  to  uphold  id  Bombay  what  Mr.  Adam  ia  praised 
for  pnltiiig  down  in  Bengal.  Though  itwilltbrni  a  ili^digreuioiv from 
our  subject,  we  ihall,  perhap*,  be  turgiren  for  BMsting  to  preserve  this 
morceau  of  Mr.  ElphiDEtone  s,  *o  carefully  treasured  up  iu  the  pages  of 
tile  Atiatic  Jtmnal,  by  insettng  it  here.  It  ia  giren  in  tlw  fbrat  of 
w  «xtnct  from  a  letter  to  a  friend  ia  Eoglaad,  dated  iBombay,  Aug.  14, 
1823,  and  is  as  foUowa: — 

Nothinr  can  exceed  the  praiie  wbicb  every  body  in  Bcnpil  btitowi  an  Jehn 
Adam'a  admiuiitnitloD,  which  is  ihe  mure  to  liii  credit,  w  nmch  of  hit  enploj- 
neut  bubaenofanuapopidsr  nature— themtrEtlon*  on  the  preu  in  perticulari 
but  tbe  locaDiiitCUCy  ot  a  free  preis  wblrc  tutlting  cUe  it  /rte,  or  iKTBNtMo  TO 
^8  rHBE,  i>  loo  ohviuut  to  (icape  you.  It  ii  our  duty,  and  I  atn  happy  tu  uy  it 
ia  uur  wiih  too,  to  haitea  ou  the  time,  wheo  the  people  ui  the  country  may  i^M 
a  (hare  in  ihetr  ^vrmme nt.  But,  at  pmcot,  nubody  would  lake  n  part,  or  an 
Interest,  in  polihcal  diicusiioni,  but  the  Enropeaiu,  of  wham  more  than  niae- 
ItDtfas  compiue  the  strength  of  Ihe  aray. 

It  ia  difficult  l«  say  whether  the  mintatenieiits  ■»  to  fact,  for  we 
cannot  suppose  it  ignorance, — or  the  fallacy  as  t6  argument,  for  we  can- 
not believe  that  Mr.  Elphlutone  was  himself  unconscious  of  the  eophistry, 
-^-predominatee  in  this  short  sentence.  In  the  first  place,  it  ia  not  true  to 
aay  that  nothing  could  exceed  the  praise  which  every  body  in  Bengal 
btMttowed  on  Mr.  Adam's  adminiatrattoo.  It  was  notoriously  the  reverse. 
Even  in  getting  up  the  Addren,  a  compliment  which  the  greatest  tyrant 
that  ever  reigned  i&ight  have  from  the  slavea  that  surround  him,  it  was 
necessary  to  allure  the  signatures  of  many  who  disapproved  of  Mr. 
Adam's  adminiatnttion,  by  declaring  that  the  Address  was  merely  a 
tribute  to  Mr.  Adam's  private  virtues,  which  had  nothing  to  do  with 
his  public  character ;  and  discuMions  on  this  very  distinction  took 
place  in  the  Calcutta  Jourttal,  of  which  Mr.  Elphinxtone  was  a  con- 
stant reader,  and  which,  therefore,  he  must  have  seen.  Besides, 
Upon  tbe  very  face  of  the  proceeding,  is  it  likely,  that  if  every  body 
praised  Mr.  Adam's  administration',  and  that  nothing  could  exceed  this 
praise,  be  would  b&vo  taken  such  hasty  and  effectual-  steps  to  restrain 
all  expression  of  opinion,  and  fetter  the  press  more  heavily  than  bad 
ever  been  done  before?  Again,  if  muciofhis  employment  was  ofan 
UKPopuLait  MATURE,  and  the  restrictions  on  the  press  in  particular,  as 
Mr.  Elphinstone  himself  avows :  what  ia  this  but  to  admit  that  this 
much,  and  these  r»fr)Cf  ions,  were  such  as  thegreat  majority  of  the  people 
of  India  did  not  approve?  It  is  thus  onlyUiat  tk^  could  have  been 
unpopular ;  so  that  to  say  that  every  body  praised  Mr.  Adam's  public 
Conduct,  thongh  the  great  part  of  that  was  such  as  was  never  popularly 
approved,  is  a  contradiction  in  terras. 

Mr.  Elphinstone,  however,  is  not  tatidied  with  this  blunder ;  (and  it  is' 

2iiiie  enough  even  for  a  Governor  to  make ;)  he  plunges  further  yet ;  and 
nds  that  "  below  the  lowest  deep  there  is  a  deeper  still."  He  iniaatates 
facts,  and  even  then  is  not  able  to  make  out  his  position  without  being 
Illogical  in  argument.  He  says,  in  India  nothing  it  free ;  jiay,  he  adds, 
son  IS  EVEy  INTENDED  TO  BE  !  Sharpdghted  poUticiant  He  pre- 
tends to  penetrate  into  the  abyss  of  futurity — to  lift  up  the  veil  that 
obscured  tbedaysto  come;  and  is  yet  palpably  blind  to  that  which  exists 
before  his  own  eyes.  What  I  is  nothing  free  in  India  ?  Are  not  men  fre« 
to  do  every  thing  tlwie,  as  tkey  are  elHwbtn,  whn  oClpiotilldWd  by  lawt 
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An  set  all  duM*  free  to  wslk,  to  ride,  to  bvy,  to  m11,  to  mury,  to  buildi 
to  g«  JDlo  {MitBenhip«,  to  entn  into  cantract^  to  nukke  willi,  to  bequeath 
pnfMrtjr,  to  peoaemite  in  courts  of  law,  to  sustain  action*,  and  obtain 
dwiagee  from  tke  Eaat  India  Gompaoj  itaelf  ?  Are  not  men  &ee  to 
}m|MgMa  anjr  orecd  thajr  pleaae,  from  Cbiiuianit;  to  Atbeiani  ?  Haj 
tbeynot  porfasi  anybarbailtiee  thejdeuM,  frooiwlf-inflictedtortureeof 
themoatpainfulkiad,  tobeingroaatedaliTe?  All  theae  may  be  finely  dona^ 
irkhovt  puniahment  of  any  sort  or  land — "  the  law  allow*  them,  and  the 
judp  apjHorec."  They  are  £ree  to  commit  erery  •peciea  of  crime  that 
can  be  named,  subject  of  course  to  subaaquent  raspouibility  to  the  law 
and  a  jury;  and  are  not  prerioudy  TMtnined  from  doii^  any  tUnc  but 
printing.  In  short,  they  arc  as  free,  in  erery  Mbw  reepect,  as  in  Eng- 
land ;  and  they  are  only  not  as  free  in  this,  becanae  the  Oorernor  has  tha 
power  to  transport  any  one  that  dinleaseB  him,  without  trial  or  hearings— 
a  power  which  of  Iteelf  is  qaito  mCcient  to  change  freedom  into  slarery  \ 
and  one,  which  if  it  exietea  in  England  in  die  same  irrespwuible  manner 
oa  it  exists  iu  India,  would  lean  not  a  restige  of  liber^  behlBd  it.  Give 
the  king  or  the  miniiier  of  Engtend  the  power  to  send  any  man  ha 
please*  out  of  t^  country,  who,  in  Ail  judgxwyU,  (halt  deaerre  it,  and 
without  subsequent  reeponiibility  for  his  acta,  and  no  man  who  dan*  to 
resist  kii  news  would  remain,  so  that  liberty  and  all  its  advocate*  would 
be  elbotuaUy  banished  finm  the  kingdom.  Bat  if  it  wen  true,  as  Mr. 
Elphiuton*  aaeerta,  that  there  ia  uotking  £ree  in  India— <aad  it  is  by  the 
exiitenceof  this  odious  power  of  summary  removal  that  tlds  total  abwoca 
of  jreedon  is  efiectBd)~«till  it  would  follow,  that  becauge  then  were  no 
other  free  ioftitutioiM,  through  which  to  gun  redreas,  thert/on  this 
freedom  «tf  the  pre**  would  be  by  eo  much  the  mora  needful.  Arnoi^  the 
ftw  loaaonabl*  things  ever  said  by  Sir  Franoia  Macoagiiton,  was  thi*,- 
on  bis  releaaing  Mr.  Araot  from  his  illegal  imprisonment:  that 
becanaa  men  had  but  Uttle  liberty  iu  India,  they  ought  to  be  the  more 
deteratined  in  their  preservation  of  the  little  that  they  could  command. 
Hf.  EtphinstoAe,  hottever,  has  a  diferent  notion,  and  says,  in  effect, 
"  To  him  that  bath  much,  still  more  ihall  be  given;  and  ihun  him 
diat  hath  nothing,  even  the  little  that  he  hath  shall  be  taken  away." 
How  eaty  is  it  to  obtain  a  reputatien  for  talent,  in  a  country  where  there 
Is  no  scrutiny  to  which  it  can  be  submitted  1 

Mr.  Elphinstone  goes  yet  fuithef :  he  says — la  India,  wfhing  is  eveti 
intended  to  be  free  !  Hear  this,  ye  L^lotora  of  England,  who  pasa 
statute  upon  statute,  for  the  goverameiit  of  India:  who  have  aeot  out 
Snpnme  Coutla  of  Judicature  to  protect  the  Native*  &>»  the  o[^>re*> 
rioo  of  ttmr  rulen:  who  call  your  country  the  freast  in  the  woiU,  and 
eontead  that  wherever  the  British  flag  wave*,  there  aportioaatlettatof 
British  freedom  is  also  meant  to  be  enjoyed.  Has  Mr.  H^rinHwe  been 
put  in  poiMMion  of  the  secr^  of  the  Cabinet ;  or  does  be  i^eak  Miy  hk 
own  sentiments,  when  he  say*  that  in  India,  do  freedom  is  avan  intraded 
to  be  given  to  iu  people  ?  If  the  ibrmer,  it  i*  high  time  that  the  LmsIb- 
tura  abonld  apeak  out  upon  the  matter,  and  let  us  know  tbeii  real  deter- 
mination.  It  the  latter,  we  can  only  say  that  Mr.  ElphinKoBe  has  been 
plmjing  a  double  game,  quite  unworthy  of  himself :  for  one  of  the  very 
mat  acta  of  his  new  government,  when  he  succeeded  (o  Sir  Evan  Nepean, 
was  to  &b<diah  the  Censonhip  trf  the  Press  in  Bombay,  in  imitatum  of 
ibeMwiiaeMvf  Uaituigaiaswplj  farv^i6bb«iM«iTedhiid«a«b«« 
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of  pmiM:  asd  eversiDce  that  period,  up  to.thecIoM  of.  I<ord  HaHinfp'^ 
administration  at  least,  he  has  been  known  toexpresBhiiDselfopeoIy  as  an 
avowod  adrocate  for  that  freedom  of  )>ul>Ui:atioa  whjcli  ha  here  says,  in 
order  to  help  Mr.  Adam  (his  friond  and  relative,  besides  a  brother  .go- 
veraor)  out  of  his  difficulties,  is  iocounstent,  does  not  exist,  and  was

dealing  to  be  found  among  men? 

The  climajc  of  this  absurdity  is,  that  there,  in  a  country  wiiere  notbing 
Is  free,  and  nothing  even  intended  to  be  free,  it  is  acknowledged  to  be  the 
duty,  and  professed  to  be  the  wish,  of  the  rul«is,  to  hasten,  the  time  when 
the  people  shall  take  a  share  in  their  own  garemment! .  Theonly  disqua- 
lificatioti  pieleuded  for  the  delay,  is,  that. they  are  not  sufficiently  in- 
Mnicted,'  or  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  a  free  goTeiDmenl.  :  Free  dis- 
cussion would  soi^  remove  this  disability ;  but  those  benevolent  rulers  who 
wish  to  hasten  their  fitness,  destroy  the  only  engine  that  can  do  so.  And 
why  ?  Because,  they  allege,  there  would  be  great  danger,  in  opening 
the  press  to  the-  Natives,  before  they  are  fit  to  use  it, .  But  what  says  Mr. 
ElpbinstoDe  on  this  point?  Let  the  reader  mark  his  deliberate  opinion. 
"  At  present  nobody  would  take  a  part  or  an  interest  in  political  discus- 
HOBS,  but. the  Eumpeaus.". 

Oh!  matdtless  reasoning!  Really,  if  the  natives  of  India  want  in> 
Btructioo  before  they  are  fit  to  publish,  their  rulers  are  not  much  more  ad- 
vanced in  the  proper  use  of  their  faculties :  and  we  should  strongly  reoom- 
mend,  for  the  sake  of  all  parties,  that  schoola  for  teaching  logic  be  at 
once  opened,  and  professors  of  the  art  of  reasoning  employed  fitr  the  go- 
vernors as  well  asthe  governed.  We  should  then, be  spared  the  mortifi- 
cation of  seeing  the  English  langu^^  prostituted  to  such  Klaring  contra- 
dictioiu  and  ai«uidities  as  these,  in  a  abort  sentence  (^  a  doienlines.-

Let  us  return,  however,  from  this  digression,  to  the  [vactioal  iUustratiMi 
of  what  u,  and  what  is  meant  to  be,  the  conduct  of  the  Indian  Qovem- 
ment  towards  their  Native  subjects,  by  detailing  the  outlines  of  a  case  of 
the  most  flagrant  wrong  that  could  be  inflicted  by  tyrannical  rulers,  on  a 
victim  of  their  avarice,  as  well  as  power.  Fortunately,  we  possess  the 
official  documents,  on  which  this  case  is  founded  ;  including  the  judgment 
of  the  Court  of  Justice,  at  Bombay,'  on  the  evidence  brought  before-it. 
We  shall  tberefbre  proceed  on  safe  grounds;  and  in  order  to  .bear  out  oar 
assertiona  by  pmois,  we  shall  insert  the  documents  themselves  in  another 
part  of  our  publication.     The  cose  is  briefly  this— 

In  December,  1802,  the  Government  of  Bombay  entered  into  a  contract 
with  a  Parsee  merchant  of  that  island,  named  Ciusetjee  Monackjee, 
blading  themselves  to  receive  from  him,  for  the  space  of  one  year,  at  a 
mte  of  price  stated  in  the  contract  itself,,  all  th«  supplies  of  rice  that 
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■bolild  lie  t^qiiired  dttiing  tbat  period,  for  the  use  of  th^r'  military  de- 
partmeiit  or  commiuariat,  at  Bombay:  the  Parsee  merchant  binding 
BintelftofnrniAbhfttsrata  conddeiably  below  the  then  existing  price  in 
dw  bazaar,  on  condition  of  a  correflponding  engagement  oil  the  put  of  the  - 

.  Bombay  Goremment,  to  purcham  their  (applies  of  no  other  party  during 

•  Ae  period  asreed  upon.  In  cooMquenCe  6f  this  engagement,  certain 
expeoiiTe  and  hazardous  ipeculatioDa  were  made,  in  order  to  bring  the 
lequiredqiiBBtitf  of  rice  into  the  poBBCMon  of  the  merchant;  asafailnre 
in  the  regiilarity  of  Ua  deliveries  would  hare  vitiated  the  contract,  end 
ioTolTed  him  in  connderakle  Ion.  The  requinte  anppties  were,  b'  ivever, 
obtained  by  him  fiirOiat  porpow,  and  his  part  of  the  contract  icrupnlouBly 
fidfiUed.  In  the  mean  time,  the  price  of  rice  fell  conuderably ;  grain 
being' ever  more  flnetnadag  in  its  valne  in  India  than  in  countries  where 
die  harresta  are  more  regular  in  their  produce,  llie  Bombay  Government 
finding  thia,  violated  their  contract,  and,  leaving  the  lai^e  stores  accu- 
mulated by  the  Paniee  m^chant,  on  the  faith  of  their  engagement,  in  his 
hands,  they  purchased  their  rice  of  otfaen  because  they  could  have  it  at  a 
cheaper  rate.  About  this  period,  the  army  of  General  WelleAley  (now 
the  Doke  of  Wellington)  wa«  in  the  peoinaula  of  India;  and  requiring 
supplies  of  grain  from  Bombay,-  sent  to  that  presidency  for  them..  Capt. 
Hoot,  then  military  Btoreleeper,  and  acting  in  the  eommiasariat,  applied 
to  Cnrsetjee  Honackjee,  the  unfortunate  Panee,  in  whose  Uorehonsea 

'  vast  quantities  of  rice  had  accumulated,  from  the  failure  of  the  Bombay 
Oovernment  U  receive  it  from  his  hands,  and  succeeded  in  purchasing 
from  him',  on  the  pretence  of  its  being  a  [»ivate  traiuaction,  and  for  pri- 
vate pnrpoeea,  a  large  m^ly  of  rice  at  the  then  depreciated  price,  which 
was  two  rupees  per  tng  less  than  the  price  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  Bom- 

-  bay  Gorecnmentfbr  thesuppUesto  their  militaiydepartment:  andwhich, 
indeed,  would  have  been  pud,  had  it  not  been  purchased  under  this  pre- 
tence, of  its  being  for  a  private  and  altogether  distinct  puqiose.  Never- 
thelen,  this  rice,  when  bought,  to  the  extent  of  38,000  bags,  was  actually 
sent  off  through  the  miHtary  department  of  Bombay,  to  General  Welles- 
ley's' army;  by  which  the  unhappy  Parsee  was  literally  defrauded  of 
76,000  rupees  on  that  transaction  alone,  every  bag  tteing  had  from  him, 
on  the  underetanding  of  its  being  a  private  sale,  and  for  a  private  purpose 
unctmnected  with  their  commissariat  demands,  at  two  rupees  per  bag  le« 
than  the  proper  price,  Captain  Moor  himself  acknowledging,  when  the 
matter  was  referred  to  him  by  Government,  tbat  it  was  from  motives  of 
policy  be  concealed  the  fact  of  the-rice  being  required  and  supplied  for 
the  military  department. 

The  amount  of  actual  loa,  oceauoned  to  tha  Parsee  merchant,  by  thia 
breach  of  contract  on  the  part  of  the  Bombay  Oovernment,  by  their  prtf 
curing  rice  from  others,  ajid  by  this  aorrepritious  mode  of  gaining  their 
•Dpfriy  for  Lord  Welledey's  army,  was  110,000  rupees.  When  he  first 
made  his  demand  on  the  Military  Board. for  this  amount,  they  offered 
Um,  as  a  compeneatitMi  for  his  loss,  the  pahry  sum  of  3,473  rupees.  *  To 
a  seetMid  demand,  a  smilaf  t»ffer  was  returned.  A  third  demand,  ac- 
companied with  obaervationi  which  will  be  seen  hereafter  in  the  docu- 
moit  itself,  btwight  down  an  sJ^  of  12,500  rupees.  A  fourth  letter  in- 
duced the  Military  Board  to  recommend  the  Government  to  pay  the  mer- 
chant 43,000  rupees:  but  they  sA  refused  to  offer  more  than  12,500.  A 
uMttofial  was  then  eent  to  the  CoiSt  of  Directors  in  England,  and  they 
OrimtMBtrtld,7at.3.

awarded  die  43,000  rupees  iteo  Amended  bylhe  MiliMTy&wd  ;  but  ia 
lien  of  interest,  then  justly  due,  they  offered  the  Panes  a  petuioD  of  SOa 
rupee*  permoDth,  or  lew  than  200 J.  a  year,  if  be  would  relinquish  all  bit 
claima:  teUiog  him,  that  if  he  rejected  thie,  be  ahould  have  nothing,  and 
that  he  nigfat  then  seek  redreu  in  a  court  of  law. 

Twenty  yean  baring  now  elapsed,  the  original  Jetnand,  wil^  interatt, 
tmouDted  to  450,000  nipeee.  The  luggettion  o£  the  Company  aa  la 
IpiDg  to  law  wai  adopted,  and  procmdii^  ware  inaljtuted  in  w  Court  of 
Btmbay.  The  Company's  oouoiel,  however,  aware  of  ths  iajiutice  of  ths 
refusal  to  pay  the  Paisee's  demands,  tried  M  cttii{Hwnise  the  vatUr,  by 
offering  him  43,000  rupees,  with  six  per  cent,  compound  interest.  Thia 
was  rejected.  The  cBu«e  was  brought  ou,  and  Sir  Anthony  BuUer,  tha 
Recorder  at  Bombay  (there  being  no  juries  ia  civil  catea,  in  any  of  dw 
Conrts  of  India,)  adjudged  the  payment  of  47,000  rupees,  aa  nincipal  of 
debt,  with  aim[de  interest  of  six  per  cent,  for  twenty  yean;  tbougb,  si^ 
poeing  the  principal  sum  correct,  the  allowanoe  ought  to  have  been  nioa 
per  cent.,  compound  intarest  for  the  same  apace  of  time- 

A  new  trial  Was  moved  for  and  granted ;  and  in  June,  1823,  tha 
cause  cai^K  before  Sir  Edward  West,  a  Judge  of  a  very  diffeient  cha- 
.  racter  from  Sii  Anthony  BuUer,  both  aa  regarda  bia  talenta  and  hi* 
feeling^  towards  Govemmenta  t  and  atier  a  patiant  hearing  of  all  tha  cir* 
cumstanoes  of  the  -case,  he  pronounced  a  judgment,  awarding  to  tha 
Panes  merchant,  who  had  been  for  twenty  years  pumiog  his  plaint,  tb« 
■am  of  527,400  mpeea.  Even  this,  large  at  it  majr  seem,  was  nearij 
400,000  rupees  abort,  ef  what  the  wlude  snm .  would  have  amounted 
to,  if  the  principle  of  eompound  ioteraat  baen  carried  throogh ;  hot 
Sir  Bdward  Weat  struck  off  five  yean  of  this,  because  the  plaintiff  bad 
£>r'that  period  ahetaiaed,  la  de^tair,  from  eontiauing  tha  proaecntioB 
€t  bia  anit ;  akhough  thia  arose,  as  will  be  aeen  heieaAar,  fron  owisea  that 
would  have  detaired  almost  any  other  man  £rom  pcoceedii^. 

The  Bombay  Qovemment,  howevu-,  (of  which  Mr.  Elphinstone  is  now 
at  the  head,)  are  not  willing  to  pay  even  this  jnat  award.  They  mad* 
an  effint  to  get  an^er  trial,  which  Sir  Edward  West  agreed  to  grant, 
provided  they  would  previously  consent  to  its  verdict  being  final.  Tfaiy 
they  refhae  to  accede  to^  and  are  accordiD^y  going  to  make  the  case  a 
subject  of  ^^al  to  the  King  in  Council,  by  whi^  they  may  hi^  still 
'further  to  protract  the  suit,  until  the  unba{^y  Native  sinks  into  the 
fpava  nnrediesaad,  and  until  Delay  shall  gire,  even  to  Right  and  Justice 
the  character  of  Iniqui^  and  Wrong. 

We  recommend  to  the  serious  attention  of  our  reader*,  ths  doeumeatf 
bearing  on  thia  case,  which  tiiey  will  find  in  aoolher  part  of  our  Publica- 
tioB.  If  they  have  within  them  any  feelings  of  indigaalian  against  pl«^ 
tracted  iiyHiy,  aud  the  most  cruel  and  grinding  of  oppressions,  these  can- 
not £ail  to  bring  them  forth :  and  we  Uwtt  that  tbrongbout  the  countij 
at  large,  a'  aease  of  shame  aad  sorrow  will  he  felt  at  the  disrfce  of  tbe 
Btrtisfa  name,  by  prooeedinga  such  as  these.  Sir  Edward  West  ia  com- 
'palled  to  say,  of  this  fraudulent  transacth^i,

i^y  h»  onpftlatable  ta  tbow  ia  power.  He  i«lle  tato  tbe  coianioa  cnor  o{ 
tfi  4udge«,  howenr,  in  ntppowng  that  bad  u  may  Iwwe  been  tbe  Covus- 
meata  tbat  bare  pateed  &vay>  the  pxeitnt  Govemmeut  cannot  be  as  bad*; 
But  his  conviction  was  a  little  premature.  Thia  }«peeat  GovenuneBt  ol 
which  he  thinka  ao  highly  (as  perhaps  in  duty  bound),  have,  ia  our 
eatimation,  done  erea  worse  than  the  Oorenimenta  that  preceded  them. 
The  foimer  Governmeote  might  have  had  the  excuae  of  being  parties  to 
die  transaction,  naturally  disposed  te  javour  their  own  view  of  the  case, 
and  maintain  what  they  considered  their  own  interests  in  the  dispute : — 
they  might  also  have  b«qMd,  that  though  wrong  to  point  of  equity,  the 
law  would  bear  thea  out.  But  here  ta  a  Government,  who  are  not  a  party, 
who  can  have  no  interesta  to  maintain,  who  not  <Mtly  see  the  wrong 
done,  but  hear  it  proneunoed  to  be  unlawful,  who  behold  the  victim  c$ 
all  the  oppreaaion  of  theii  predeeeasers,  overcome  with  age  and  trouble, 
pressed  by  creditors  on  ervery  aide,  a'priaou  before  hia  eyes,  his  helpless 
children  likely  to  be  left  destitute,  ana  he  himself  about  to  descend  with 
borrar  to  the  grave : — and  yet,  0iardened  indi&erenee !)  they  coojiy  con- 
dign this  aged  sufferer  to  despair,  by  contemning  tbe  decisions  of  tbe 
Jam,  and  putting  tha  oaae  through  aa  Af^al,  which  may  be  years  before 
it  will  be  heard  and  detMminedt 

These  are  the  reasons,  and  mighty  'ones  indeed  they  are,  which  make 
the  Rulers  of  India  dread,  as  welt  as  hate,  the  freedom  of  publicatioD. 
This  judgment  of  Sir  Bdward  West  was  passed  in  April,  1B33 ;  but  it 
was  never  published  in  the  Newspapers  of  India.  The  Letter  of  the  in- 
jured Native  was  sent  to  the  Bombi^  Qovemment,  in  Mardi,  1K24,  but 
it  could  sot  find  admiseien  into  the  Prints  of  Bombay.  Yet,  this  is  only 
one  of  a  hundred  such  cases  of  wrong,  occurring  eveiy-year  in  the  interior 
Gonits  of  the  three  presidencies,  none  of  the  proceedings  of  which  ar« 
made  puhUc;  bat  every  thing  kept  as  ailant  as  theifon  reign  of  deapo- 
tism  requires.  Bengali  is  not  the  only  presidency  in  which -the  Func- 
tionarieaof  Government  have  had  the  entire  control  over  the  Papers,  by 
becoming  shareis  in  the  proper^  ef  themi  It  is  known  (hat  a  Member 
of  Council  in  another  pieeidency,  has  tbe  principal  property,  and  entire 
control  of  two  such  Papcts ;  aiid  tbat  thernfore,  being  hinuelf,  a  mem- 
ber of  tbe  GovenuniiBt,  aothivg  can  a^ipeai  in  tiieir  columns  that  does 
not  please  himself. 

But,  the  whcde  system  is  so  full  of  iniqiuty,  that  nothing  but  a  thorough 
cleanmng  of  the  Augean  Stal>)e  will  do :  apd  we  siac^ely  hop*  to  see 
this  undertaken  by  the  Puliament  of  England,  beioie  uiother  session 
passes  away.  We  shall  gee  then,  whsther-UcElphinstane's  nation,  that 
nothing  was  ever  intended  to  be  free  in  India,  is  generally  entertained  by 
'  the  legislature  at  home.  That  nothing  is  free  in  India,  may,  perhaps, 
more  readily  appear,  unless  the  liberty  taken  by  the  Governors  to  t^opress 
their  unhappy  fellow-sulnacts,  \e  ait  exception.  That  seems  to  be  free 
enough.  Let  us  hope  that  this  liberty  will  he  curtailed,  and  a  little 
whp(q)^He  &«edoiii  to  expose  their  ousdoeda  be  granted  la  its  atead.

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We  have  heard  that  the  {njured  Native,  whose  cau  we  hare  here  de- 
tailed, is  the  very  individual  alluded  to  by  Sir  Charles  Forhes,  ia  hia 
Speech  in  the  Houic  of  Commons  oa  the  25th  of  May  last;  the  iodiri- 
dnal  whom  the  GoverDment  of  BinubaT  threatened  obauish  from  the 
Island,  if  he  di4  not  ahandon  his  clainu,  and  accept  the  small  pittanca 
which  thej  chow  to  ofiet  hito.  Let  this  explain  to  the  people  of  Englaad 
for  what  puifxiaeB  the  Indian  Gorenion  wish  to  retain  this  odious 
power  of  traspoitation  without  trial,  to  silence  the  cries  of  the  injured, 
and  to  remoye  bora  their  preaeoce  those  whoee  impoitnnities  BOTve  only 
to  nmiod  then  of  their  crimes.

Gkeat  men  stand  out,  like  dto  reliero  figures,  from  the  surface  of 
society ;  and  nature  bis  taken  care  that  they  should  not  press  too  cbssly 
npoa  each  other.  The  intermediate  spaces,  like  the  surface  of  the  globe, 
aie  roughened  a  little,  by  the  projections  of  moderate  merit;  but,  to  the  . 
eye,  all  this  Mema  smooth  at  a  distance;  uid  we  are  attr»cted  only  by 
lluse  promineDces  which  throw  a  long  shadow  upon  the  plane,  liie 
does  not  permit  us  to  wander  at  leisure  over  this  varied  niap.  We  must 
hurry  on  to  those  spots  where  our  feelings  may  be  most  paw  eifuUy  excited  ; 
where  the  KkM,  the  new,  the  wonderful  reside.  Say  what  we  will, 
greatness  of  mind  is  a  quality  that  does  not  live  on  air ;  it  stands  iu  per-  . 
petnal  need  of  the  lifts  and  proppiogs  of  kindred  natures ;  it  longs  to 
pngect  itself  towards  its  fellows.  The  cravings  of  a  powerful  imagination, 
too,  can  only  be  satisfied  in  two  nays — by  having  the  spoila  of  external 
naUire  thrown  before  them ;  or  by  being  given  the  inward  workings  of 
tlie  mind  to  prey  on.  In  the  first  case  a  Poet  springs  up — in  the  second 
a  Metaphysician.  The  imion  of  these,  to  any  great  degree,  seldom  takes 
pUce ;  aiKl  when  it  does,  unless  in  minds  of  t^  highest  order,  it  is  com- 
monly detrimental  to  poetry  and  to  truth. 

Peter  Bayle,  the  sulgect  of  this  article,  possessed  from  nature,  an  itOAr' 
gination  of  the  greatest  vividness  and  force ;  thoi^h  harBessed  to  the 
umt  chariot  with  the  soundest  reason,  it  plunged  forward  like  a  fiery 
steed,  before  its  sober  mate,  who  still  possessed,  however,  sufficient  powef 
to  draw  it  back,  and  to  keep  it  in  the  path  through 'Which  they  were  to 
move  together.  He  chose,  nevertheless,  the  thornier  track,  abandoning 
poetry  from  his  youth,  and  attaching  himself  solely  to  the  pursuit  of 
"  the  shadowy  tribes  of  mind."  To  lum  there  was  Uttle  delight  in  any 
obvious  or  beaten  track.  His  eager  gaze  was  for  ever  turned  towards  the 
remote  in  antiquity  and  science ;  he  wished  to  grasp  those  objects  which 
Att  upon  the  edge  of  the  horizon  of  knowledge,  and  Kern  every  moment 
about  to  vanifih  into  the  mists  of  time.  For  &is  purpose,  he  was  willing 
to  become  the  chronicler  of  other  men's  thoughts ;  nay,  a  mere  aqueduct, 
through  which  the  knowledge  of  past  times,  condensed  into  one  rich 
stream,  might  be  poured  forward  upon  posterity.  His  reading  was  im- 
ntense,  his  memory  tenacions  beyond  credibility, — ^his  judgment  greater 
than  either  his  reading  or  his  memory. 

But  in  spite  of  judgment,  in  spite  of  taste,  the  miiul  of  every  man  la 
nvayed  in  some  measure  by  the  spirit  of  his  a^.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
say  a  few  words  of  that  which  influenced  the  studies  of  Bayle ;  as  other- 
wise, soma  of  his  literary  propensities  might  convey  a  very  disadvantage- 
ous idea  of  his  genius. 

His  father  w$s  the  Protestant  Miiuaterof  Caria,  a  smalt  village  in  the 
county  of  Foix;  where  Bayle  was  bom,  Nov.  18,  1647.  From  hit 
eaiUeet  youth  be  witnened  the  secret  rancour  that  subsisted  between 
those  of  his  father's  reUgion  and  the  catbolica.  He  was,  indeed,  nursed 
in  religious  controveisy.  He  saw  the  French  nation  separated  into  two 
factions,  that  nourished  for  each  other  nothing  but  contemptuous  hatred: 
he  saw  them,  ia  default  of  tecnlar  power,  foftiiy  themaelrea  with  th« 
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keen-edgied  iminl  of  controversy;  with  the  logic  of  party;  vith  the 
i^ultj  of  ihowiag  their  enemy  to  be  eternally  in  the  wrong.  He  attached 
jftiportance,  therefore,  to  polemical  Bkill ;  and  applied  the  maiden  vigour 
of  his  mind  to  theology. — In  considering  hid  after-progress,  these  early 
usouationa  should  be  kept  ia  view. 

'  Nothing  dissolves  the  social  compact  so  completely  aa  religioas  dispu- 
tation. In  political  feuds,  each  party  may  innocently  be  looked  upon  by 
the  other,  ai  at  least  endeavouring  good ;  but  theology  tolerates  not  thii 
fepirit — those  who  are  not  *ith  us  are  against  ue,  now  and  for  ever. 
inns,  in  the  partial  toleration  which  the  French  Government  effijrded  th« 
Hu^eboti  of  that  age,  the  orthodnx  saw  nothing  but  the  fostering  of  & 
damning  error;  blit  die  nourishing  of  a  upas  whose  potson  might  be  car- 
tied  about  on  every  gale.  They  munnured  at  the  slundiere  of  the  secular 
J)OWer — they  wished  to  be  ''  up  and  doing."  Th8  Prateet«nta,  On  the 
other  hand,  feelingthesltpperytenureupon  which  they  held  both  fbttunA 
knd  life.  Were  indefatigable  m  presenting  to  their  enemy  an  rnibroken  front. 
They  looked  upon  the  secession  of  a  single  member  a  anational  calamity 
— and  the  lost  shem  that  Strayed  over  the  rubicon  of  feilh,  wa*  not  teM 
lamented  on  one  mde  than  he  was  hailed  and  p&mpered  on  tiie  other. 

But  proselyte-malrets  will  always  be  numerons  and  Mndiacouraged  on 
the  iidb  of  power;  and,  as  long  as  the  enthnslairm  of  party  lAsts,  will  attach 
signal  importance  to  their  calhng.  When  Bayle  arrived  M  ft  convirtibtt 
age,  this  enthusiasm  was  at  its  hdght;  and,  as  this  great  qualities  of  hit 
mind  were  vefy  early  discernible,  the  Jesuits  seem  to  have  had  his  oon- 
venibn  much  at  heart.  The  JesQita  have  almost  fitways  posBesied  the 
^dvattt^e  of  being  more  learned  than  their  enemiies;  and  of  making,  tn 
conRe^iuence,  a  kind  of  monopoly  of  the  education  of  youth.  Eren  those 
'of  the  rcfotmed  religion  have  committed  to  them  the  unfblding  of  their 
children's  understandings ;  making  apparently  more  account  of  die  foam- 
ing they  could  hestow,  than  of  that  unshalcen  purity  of  faith,  which  an 
intimacy  with  them  might  taint  Bayle's  parents  gare  into  the  geiterat 
jtractice;  sending  him,  at  an  early  age,  to  the  Jesuits' college  at  Tonlonte. 

It  wis  Bol  long,  however,  before  they  had  reason  to  repent  of  their 
confidence :  their  son,  like  our  Qibbon,  vas  led,  by  the  dloquertce  bf  a 
briest,  who  lodged  in  the  same  house  with  him,  to  abjure  the  Protestant 
faith ;  iand,  actuated'  by  the  sjririt  of  his  new  creed,  shortly  afarwards, 
to  attempt  the  conversion  of  his  whote  fiiitiily.  He  commenced  with  his 
lirother — and  the  letter  with  wl&h  he  sonnded  the  indinatioha  of  the 
\atter,  is  a  very  curious  vpedmen  of  the  logic  of  fanatirism.  He  had,  he 
assured  his  brother,,  received  inexpressible  Ughtfl  on  the  snt^t  of  faith ; 
and  was  in  ftiU  expectation  of  something  sunernatnral,  that  should  chaitge 
the  creed  of  those  he  loved.  Sdll  he  could  not  wi  complAelyrriy  Upon 
this  anticipated  influence  from  on  high,  as  to  neglect  those  carnal  motive* 
which  his  reason  suggested  to  him — for  he  laid  no  Kttfa  Bticss  upon  the 
dangerous  pourion  which  the  Reformed  then  held  in  France. - 

Not  long  ^er  this,  these  Bghts  vanished;  donds  of  doubts  came 
^Muring  In  upon  liis  mind ;  the  warm  tide  of  his  imagiuation  ebbed  from 
him ;  and  he  saw  himself  stand  alone  upon  a  nfiked  soKiaiy  shore,  be- 
side an  empty  fane,  which  he  had  Mistaken  &f  the  temple  of  Ttutfa.  In 
the  first  bitterness  of  his  soul,  flight  from  FVance  was  the  only  path  he 
could  perceive,  through  which  hn  escape  from  the  Jesuits  seemed  prac- 
ticable,—Ukd  he  tOfdE-refoge^in  Switserimid. 
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Utn,  fat  4  tine,  be  lived  by  perfbrainK  the  doty  of  4  preceptor;  bat, 
like  mart  great  authors  who  buw  attenipted  tbe  education  of  children,  b« 
founds  BpDn  m.  protracted  trial,  that  he  was  not  equal  to  bis  uadeitakia^, 
ItiBremukable  thatfev.menof  geaius  hare  uicc«eded  in  die  biuaneta 
of  education.  Tt  would  seem  that  the  progresa  of  their  own  mloda  M 
•atirely  naurpe  their  earea,  that  nothina;  external  to  themaelrw  is  per' 
mitt«d  to  share  in  them.  Though  diseatieSed,  how«Ter,  and  uaaucceaafol 
in  his  profesuoB,  he  r^atedly  took  the  aame  ta^  upou  himself,  remov- 
ing from  situation  to  situation,  and  becoming  weary  Of  them  atL  At 
bAph  his  friend,  M.  Baanage,  pointed  out  to  him  a  better  coarsfr— that 
of  ProfeHaor  of  Philosophy' — and,  with  other  Iriends,  procared  him  to  be 
dected  to  tho  philMoptucal  chair  in  the  university  of  Sedan. 

Here  it  wad  that  his  evil  destiny  oonneeted  him  with  Jutieu.  Thii 
person  w«s  Theelogicbl  Profeseor  in  the  same  university.  He  was  a. 
fanuic  of  the  most  ioconigible  species;  for,  together  widi  theology,  he 
)>ra6B«ed  the  art  of  prof^esying,  and  a  dii^oailion  to  hate  those  who 
doubted  hia  predictions,  or  prophesied  differently  front  hiiaaelf.  Fion 
the  first  moBfMt  of  ^eir  acqnaiDtaoce,  he  followed  Ba^le^*!^  *i  vam- 
]>yre;  wound  himself  into  the  web  of  his  fortunes  ;  poisoned  the  spriogs  of 
nil  happineea ;  and,  towards  the  close  of  his  life,  deprived  him  of  alsnost 
his  only  means  ef  IiTiog.  "  La  haiae  Tb6iIogti]ue  est  un  feu  qui  ■« 
s'^teint  point,"  says  the  biogfaf^er  of  Baylo. 

'  Upon  the  suppression  of  the  Preteataat  universities  in  France,  our 
philosopher  was  invited  to  Roltiwdam ;  but  he  was  oot  satisfied  with  th« 
kindaees  which  was  shown  him,  ualeas  it  were  extended  to  M>  Jnrieu; 
•od  he  obtamed  permissioo  to  iHiag  his  evil  genius  along  with' him. 
Upon  their  arrival  at  R«tterdam,  that  city  institat«d  an  abademy  t» 
oUige  tbem ;  oonfetring  the  proieMorship  of  philosophy,  with  a  pennon 
of  five  bondred  flwins,  upon  Bayle;  and  that  of  Ikeotogy  open  M. 
Jurieu.  Here,  then,  they  were  at  ease ;  each  to  pursue  his  favourite 
studies,  and  to  eojoy  such  pteaanres  as  were  congenial  to  their  minds. 
Bayle's  happiness,  more  than  that  <^  any  man  we  ever  read  of,  eonsisted 
ia  the  cultivation  of  letters  and  philosophy,  lliose  who  have  written  hia 
life,  tell  tis  he  had  no  passions  ;  or  such  only  as  his  reason  could  k^^  in 
otter  subjection,  Jurien  was  a  prey  to  very  ungoveniabU  ones ;  and  Ait 
deligbt  an>se  finm  being  accounted,  among  the  Reforjned,  a  prophet,  a 
hiod'^  theolagiciJ  dtctat<».  Had  he  lived  five  hoitdred  yean  aooner, 
tiia  project  might  have  been  put  in  practice ;  but  Time,  and  the  f»vgresB 
of  knowtedge  among  mankind,  make  sad  havoc  with  credulity. 

When  Bayle's  ttiends  finrt  perceived  the  dawning  of- that-  hatred, 
which  was  Springing  up  between  these  [vofessors,  they  endeavoured  to 
ninferce  the  weaJter  party  with  a  wife.  Bdt  phUoeophy  was  very  shy, 
and  could  not  be  pravailed  upon  to  accept  this  aid.  It  was  In  vain  that 
tiie  burgomastem  were  eloquent  in  the  praises  of  the  lady's  beanty,  wit, 
wniablenesB,  mastery  of  her  dtsirea,  and  fifteen  thousand  crowns ;  they 
emdd  not  prevail — the  immoveable  profeesor  was  still  resolved  to  go  forth 
alone  gainst  his  adversary.  Yet  Bayle  thought  marriage  a  very  laudable 
institution,  as  the  reader  may  see  by  turning  to  hia  apology  for  Farel,  a 
as^e  refbrioer  of  the  church,  who  yielded  up  the  victoiy  to  his  carnal 
iprmensities,  after  having  resisted  them  aucceasfully  for  sixty-nine  years. 

'Though  Bayle's  worlu  are  more  volumiooua  than  those  of  Voltaire,  it 
wat  Goopuuivdy  late  in  life  that  he  ownmeiieed  authw ;  his  fait  work 
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neibeiag  ptiUidtedbef<»«  his  thirty-Mcond  year.    Huswu-Ui  £itaiiM- 
natioD  of  M.  Pbirefa  book,  entitled,  "  Cogitatioaw  rstionalM  d*  Deo, 
Animft,  et  Halo."     But,  "  Ce  petit  DUvrag«,"  aaya  his  biogniidiAr,  "  fkit 
voir  qae  Bayle  avoit  approfondi  lea  tnaliena  left  phia  MUimes  4»  la  philo-  - 
Sophie."    liiia  waa  as  it  abouid  be. 

FroiB  that  time  forward,  howerery  his  productioiu  ftdlowed  each  ether 
with  a.  rapidity  ne^y  equalling  that  vilh  wUoh  the  Scotch  aov«U  atream 
from  the  p»tH.  The  next  in  Bucceaaioo  waa  a  satire  on  the  Haredtal 
de  Liizeiaboui^ ;  and  in  the  aame  year  was  publisl*ed  hia  bmeiai  EetMr 
on  the  Comet,  which  had  just  then  appeared.  This  letter  waa  tba  first 
work  which  cauaed  him  to  be  auspected  of  impiety.  But  we  will  not 
make  a  catalogue  of  his  publications ;  it  will  be  suffiuent  te  specif  thoi« 
lor  which  chiefly  be  is  remembered. 

The  "  News  from  the  Republic  of  Letters,"  is  not  the  least  curious  of 
liis  perfttrmances.     It  was  planned  with  the  most  patient  industry,  and 
the  widest  range  of  tbcwght.     The  otyections  of  every  «ect,  and  of  every 
claaa  of  readers,  were  ferefieen,  examined,  and  eluded,  with  the  moat 
delicate  ingenuity.     He  held  forth  to  the  light-eimad  poituen  of  know- 
ledge, the  brief  abstract,  the  simple  quinlessence  of  hooka.    To  those  - 
who  march  more  leisurely  over  the  6eld,  he  focaeated  mere  lengthy  and 
complete  analyses.    He  seiacd  with  eitquisitetaot,  the  light  graces  which 
sometimes  fluttered  over  the  bosom  of  aa  abyss  of  teaming,  and  linked 
them  to  each  other  with  the  bri^t  chains  of  tfcste  and  judgneat.     He 
thiew  an  awakening  spleadour  over  even  theoli^  itself;  and  mMle  the 
dreamy  spoculatioos  of  the  schoohneB  a  line  arena  far  the  conflicts  of  a 
nuhhme  dialcctique.    Even  scepticism  assumed  a  faacinating. power  in 
Jiis  hands;  and  sparkled  forth  bri^rtacsa,  oi  breathed  serenity  from  be^  ■ 
neath  her  fatal  tresses.     His  mind,  like  a  piionatic  glaaa,  -shot  its  owa  - 
illumioatioii  over  the  dark  mysteric*  of  nature ;  and  if,  when  he  widi~ 
drew  it,  they  but  appeared  the  more  gloomy  after  the  transient  Ught,  it  - 
must  be  confeesed  that.even  indi&renceitaelf  was  allured,  while  it  coa-- 
tiaued,  to  look  into  the  skirta  of  the  abyss  of  things.    Bayle  waa  not  an 
every-day  critic  :  he  was  not  oontent  with  baidy  nafoltUag  the  roll  of 
other  men's  ideas,  and  giving  his  reader  tho  scanty  measure  of  tUagS ; 
an  imperfect  system  was  insensibly  moulded  beneath  his  eye,  into  a  AiIl 
and  weU-J-ousded  theory.     He  gave  new  feet  to  the  sluggish  ideas  of 
those  whom  he  analysed ;  gave  a  body  to  then:  naked  imagioi^ ;  «x^  - 
panded,  to  tbeir  mature  dim^iaionB,  the  incomplete  birthi  of  their  minda:  - 
but  in  dtdng  thta,  he  did  not  mislead  the  ioquiier  into  the  mciili  ot 
authors.     His  additions  were  not  to  be  confounded  with  the  stoeketmoii  > 
which  they  were  eografted  :  they  were  inserted  ingeniouily,  and  kMosd 
well  in  their  new  positions;  bnt  you  might  perceive  they  were  aottbimi-' 
ginea : — there  was  a  forugn  and  sup^or  air  abmit  them,  as  if  they  had 
come  to  civilise  the  first  inhabitants.     Theae,  we  think,  ar«aome  of  the 
distinguishing  feature*  of  tlie  "  News  from  th^  Republic  of  Letters." 

But  passing  hastily  through  the  well-omameitted  and  heautifnl  ave- 
Doea,  let  us  hasten  on  to  tha  grand  temple  of  his  &ne,  his  "  Ciitical  aod  - 
Historical  Dictlbnary." 

This  work  appears  to  have  been  the  great  labour  of  his  life.  He  had 
planned,  and  sketched  it  out,  iimamerabla  times,  before  it  assumed  its 
prasent  august  port.  He  perceived  that  be  had  to  combat  the  whole 
multitude  of  huinaa  unn,  the  cbert^wd  pr^tidicM,  tha  ill-finmied

The  piao  «^ch  he  at  fiiat  concnred,  was  that  of  an  imniMua  chait  of 
hvBian  knowledge,  where  ahould  hare  beea  ntarkad  the  rodu  and  abal- 
lowa  upon  which  the  mind  of  man  had  niBend  ihipwreclc.  But  man- 
kind, mora  ultcitinH  of  poshing  tbor  disconciei  into  unknown'  regions, 
than  of  nndering  themselTes  nlly  acquainted  with  what  thenr  afaeadjr 
powesBt  reliriMd  M>t  hie  project';  avd  he  ahaadoBed  it  for  that  of  the 
worii  DOW  befbn  ut.  In  -fact,  no  epocias  of  writing  appears  to  hare 
MjHarad  so  aAmraUy  with  bis excnrMire  genius  a>  biogratAy,  miitgUd,  as 
it  was  by  him,  witb  phUeaiqthy  and  enticism.  For,  althoui^i,  if  ncees- 
sBiy,  be  oo<dd  rertram  hiiasdf,  and  adhere,  to  his  svbject  as  stnatly  aa 
any  man,  it  neseRheithcleSB-waa  not-  his  nanner  towalk  in  -k  straighl- 
£vwasd  path,  loddag  neither  to  tbe  right  hand,  noitotbe  left :  ha  wiabed 
to-be  ninniq;,  at  every  moment,  into  digiessive  wanderings,  by  die  way 
side:  like  a  child  in  &'  sninmei -field,  be  wished  to  (rinek  erery  flown' 
that  nodded  its  sweet  headamoog  the  dew-sprinkled  grass :  be  mthed 
to  be  restrained  by  no  rales,  from  interweaving  with  his  pbilesc^y  wfaat- 
efer  was  beautiful  or  saUime  in  poetry,  graceful  iu  w)^  or  pointed  and 
^writling  in  anecdote  and  repartee.  His  Dicdonary,  accordingly,  is  a 
nngh^  intaUeetualanq^theatre,  in  ^rfiidi  the  great  conception*  of  pe(^4e 
of  all  ages,  are  piaeed  tqr  the  aide  ef  eaoh  other,  without  rank  or  prece- 
deaee;'aiidbe,lilK-awewilei-woridiig  magidaoi  pasnng thioagh  piles 
of-tluwght,  cIiMten  them  into  evn^chaaging  and  delighdul  gmnpes,  a>d 
gitae  to  die  whole  scene  die  ^peanmee  of  a  utiverse  of  Srst  prinoi^es.  -  . 

In  one  dung  Bsyle  espeiaaliy  roesmbled  the  aneieatS;  whom  he  ad- 
mired so  much :  he  newer  appears  weary  of  his  subject  ^never  writes  as  - 
ihniij^  he  wanted  to  have  done  with  it,  in  <wder  to  repair  to  a  party  or  a 
taresD,  iriwre  a  repatalion  ifor  talent  is  acquired  mncb  more  eiuily  than 
in  one's  cloMt,  He  considered  what  be  was  about  as  the  only  thing  in  ' 
the  worid  of  inipastance  to  him,  and  therefwe  dwelt  upon  it  with  unoon-  - 
InminsttiH  (deasure.  He  both  read  and  wrote  at  his  ease :  one  wonl  - 
followed  aaotbai  as. the  cloods  glide  in  each  other's  fbetsleps  in  the  sky  ; 
sersBely,  pleasurabl;^— as  if  they  had  nothing  else  to  do.  In  him  there 
is  never  observable  a  desperate  strainiflg  after  sublimity,  a  thirst  after 
naeel^  of  frfvase :  his  language  was  an  Inexhanfitible  river,  whiob 
could  be  drained  into  a  thousand  channels,  without  becoming  either 
weak,  or  sfaaliew.  .  Thoughts  were  driven  through  his  miad  tike,  tbe 
leaves  tluough  aa  autumnal  forest,  in  endleHa  variety  and  sueceaaiaR  j 
he  had  no  need  to  husband  his  ideas — he  was  the  very  Shakespeare  of 
pfailosopby. 

Atpresant,  many  of  tbe. subjects,  which  he  most  delighted  in,  are  oon- 
tennod  and  neglected.  Most  of  tbe  prcvaili^  literary  chiefs  are  too  - 
wufl  to  deaite  to  kpow  mwh  abont  i^at  Zonwstei,  P/rrha,  or  Mants,. 
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tbouglit  or  iRVMted. .  Tbejara  immsnediBtlw  ij^tboftlieir  *«s  qa- 
acnumdinga ;  they  G|td  that  vilifying  innovatonin  |>oKtic(,  votitrf,  nli- 
gion,  &c.,  <tiiddeftiidiDg"thepoweratbatbe,"iBq[ut«enougriforthen; 
and,  io  looking  bvdcwhi^  geldom  can  they  ■««  bsyond  thebuiier-af  tlm 
Frach  raTOliilii>iL  It  ftaada  up  between  the  legilinmle  writOT  and  •nti- 
i{uiVf,  like  an  impaaiaUe  raouBtain,  orer  which  not  sreo  hia  ImagiBXtioa 
oan  cJambar ;  it  reflects  back  lot  feeble  gu«  upon  bimadf,  and  mabea 
hioi  «gatietiiiBi  ;  he  eaanot  miuter  Bufficient  atrength  to  bunt  ofer  tkfa 
lensidablQ  boundaif ,  qnd  to  roll  back  bis  spirit  into  the  endlea*  riita.  of 
paat  time.  Hi«  news  are,  therefore,  little ;  the  sphere  of  hit  niiada  as- 
tintj  cireoBMoribed  {  for,  like  an  ox,  con&ited  to  greio  in  the  middle  of  a 
nsadow,  bil  excnnioni  cannot  exoeed  the  length  of  hi*  chain. 
-  Snjle  did  not  thna  reaeon  in  feuert.  He  looked  upon  tnitb  «a  upon 
ttte  bnTen  whicfa  iteetobM  ita  blue  wings  over  the  world  ;  ftwl  inppoeed 
themudieftfaB  hoBaa  mind  to  be  along  an  ereriasting  road,  aoanriMaa 
laadiMg  orer  hills,  soaMdniM  through  v«Ue;rs  «r  aoroM  plains,  and,  at 
vwtintenala,  oreroSieiial  mpuata&is,  which  aeemitfthare  a  oontnuai- 
cation  with  the  incanbeot  heaven.  He  did  not  beUeve  that  the  path  of 
•nttqaity  tmd  always  lun  upon  the  lew  lands ;  for  hs  saw  tliat  some  of 
Hm  BMatar-i|Hrits  hMt  naxiaiA  awmmitty  at  lean  m  loStj--  ac  hare  bMn 
tmddra  hjr  the  baireUeis  of  later  times.  How  iar  tkvf  had  pieftted  by 
tittir  pnHUmi^  to  the  divinity  of  their  wonhip,  «aa  the  aim  of  kia 
inquiry. 

In  spite,  howerer,  of  mst&phyaice,  Bayla  was.  very  fivr  tnm  being  a 
tpun  prafeaaor  of  phitoaophy.  TasuraMee  thii,  woold  be  to  do  injuatiee 
to  the  joyauanees  of  bii  disposition.  Ha  itM  not  wedded  to  logic — he 
affected  no  state  with  his  hohby>hone.— Phitanh  and  Montaigne  w«re 
Ua  (avouitte  antbon— and  ha  reaembled  them  In  the  aiannm-  in  which 
fae  discusMd  the  moat  lively  and  Ifdiorons  tatuects.

Then  are  die  artielea  Fontermad,  Abetud,  Hc- 
loiae,  Foolqaes,  de  Limieult  &«.  in  the  noat  exqidutdy  Rabekit  DMut- 
taar.  St.  Andraij's  Wife  of  Snow,  is  nt  in  edi^g  contnat  with  the

.  It  is,  in  faotr,  !n  thoee  utiolea  where  nothing  is  expected,  that  we  fre- 
quently neet  with  the  liveliest  berMs  of  hisvivaoi^.  The  sAilos  and 
&e  graces  0it  over  the  Btocks  end  stonH  of  theology,  l&e  lawns  tbranf^ 
tira  'inoa  of  a  cemetery— efriiveningeven  desolation  and  barrenneea.  No 
Mter  ever  equalled  him  in  thia — we  c&n  read  in  his  Dictiontuywhat 
patience  itself  wa«ld  be  w«aried  in  looking  throagh  elaewfaere. 

But  those  few  articles  vhich  he  has  given  -on  tiie  pefsonn^ee  of  the 
Heathen  Mythology,  are  a  good  apeoimen  of  his  manner  of  writing.  In- 
stead of  a  lUelees  mesa  of  learning,  you  meet  with  every  thing  of  gay 
and  iiitereating  that  antiquity  has  left  as  on  the  suligeot ;  and  all  this  ia 
tiitown  into  Ae  most  riaible  contrast  with  iJie  serious  iury  of  the  Oraek 
and  Latin  Others,  aad  the  prosing  dnlnees  of  their  commentators  and 
•)x>l<^t4a-  l^e  taate  of  the  fathers;  it  is  welt  koown,  was  not  the  moat 
delicate  ;  but  few  people  would  imagine  to  what  lengths  they  proceeded 
in  their  animadversions  on  the  Pagan  religion.  Through  a  praisewoithy 
love  of  tivHi,  Bayle  was  drurous  that  mankind  shook!  see  the  unrftioad- 
«d  natuie  oJF  their  .eocleaionioal  warmth,  tad,  bj^  femitting  them  to 
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■peaki  flir  thethwdfw,  he  tau  •deoud  KeuriMicommaMuy  Athftiplrk 
of  HatAagf ;  bat  he  bw  UJcm  on  not  Co  truulttte— 4h«7  iroold  not 
tew  thu. 

Yflt  it  is  not  Ao  £)Aen  mtl^  wiw  supply  hiiii  with  diia  kioA  tit  MattM ; 
VTMi  ^  theolo^tn*  of  hii  ova  caaatrj  ian  besD  rnvch  addiotMl  to  tba 
e  ipeeiet  of  cuoittry.  Tbef  hm  Mldomjndged  it  nffioiHrt  to  know

But  thia  ouiUbb  will  n«t  have  been  drawn  in  vain,  if  the  nvitr  ahonld 
be  indooed  hy  it  to  contt  a  furtherimiBaq  vrtth  Bnyle.

Let  na'finiah  the  Aetch.-^Moat  people  ftre  wilUng  fat  poiiaw  kaow- 
ledge ;  biit  tbey  woflld  acqnire  it  withoot  a  great  deal  of  lahmir — and 
no  lahonr  la  more  revolting  to  auch  peraotw,  than  ttiming  ovdr  a  great 
knmber  ot  booka.  Tbey  wotaU  £nd  whM  they  are  in  aennh  of  witUs  a 
amall  eircte.  HeMe  they  ap{Jy  tttemaelvea  to  ahiidfpnenta,  Eoeydo- 
fmdiaB — toUl  thoae  books,  in  abort,  which  profeas  ts  give  the  iguintea- 
aeneo  of  knowledge.  But  it  aeldom  hq)penB  tbst  com^IerB)  or  ftbridgera, 
poaaeaa  die  gtoin*  and  diaraimlmtion  neceaaaiy  to  coMpreia  extensive 
theoifea,  vr  aciencest  into  iatriligible  Abstracts.  They  preaent  their 
reader  with  the  hn^  the  liMeae  Adeton  of  what  he  is  in  seaieh  oft 
and  either  cause  him  to  ronain  aatisfied  with  his  first  ignonnee,  or 
drive  him  at  last  to  those  pure  soureea  Irom  which  indolence  oAly  oeaht 
have  acared  him  in  the  be^nning.  In  being  an  exception  to  thia,  conists 
Tne  of  Bayle'e  principal  merits.  He  had,  from  hia  eariieet  ymm  atndied 
^ihitoawhy  for  its  own  hake  ;  not  ahaolutely,  perhaps,  withont  having  an 
eye  to  nitare  publication,  bat  without  that  consideration  hein^  the  great 
-    nof Ms ■   .   ■     ■      . 


If  hisstudies.  He  had  amuaed  liimself  with  briogiag  t(^e< 
ther  the  acattered  f^agmenta  of  ancieut  systems ;  with  firilowing  thdr 
^priacfples  throng  all  dm  consequeBcaa  that  could  result  from  them ; 
with  comparing  the  actiona  at  theb '  Inventon  with  the  schemee  of  life 
wtdch'they  aketched  out  for  otbera.  Thia  course  of  education  enaUed 
Mm  to  enter  into  the  spirit  of  every  sect ;  to  exponnd  with  authority 
their  open  and  secret  opinions.  He  waa  not  unworthy  of  becoming  sue- 
ceasivety  the  Mpresentative  of  Pythagoras,  Plato,  Epicurus,  Arc«sitas, 
UdPyrrho;  nndoffjeading  before  the  modern  world,  in  behalf  of  tlioae 
who  tvad  adorned  and  exalted  the  ancient  In  reality,  we  find,  in  his 
Dictionary,  the  most  clear  and  coenprehenrive  e:rposition  of  dte  ancient 
kyttems  of  phflosophy  ttmt  exists ;  and  we  owe  it  to  Ul  endnudosm  for 
tboae  hardy  efbits  ^  naa's  UDdentandbig;  * 
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The  iheolqpaaa .  «f  Fr&nce  a/ii  HoUuul,  vuch  qtoH  IcWned  in  Urn 
Wordi  thu)  in  tiw  idsM  of  the  aiiciente,  owtcadcd  that  be:  had  aharfk-  - 
«iiwl,atreiigtbeBBd,Rad  pushed  further  than  ev«r,  theargumBotsof  ia&-  - 
d«Iity;  UuthepiBLended  to  clothe  the  {^iaioDs  of  Fyrrbo, -of  Bion,  «f 
XenopbMKs,  in  madern  .lajiKuage,.oDtyi  that  he  mi^t  bfthWmettat 
giTfi  the  ftner  vent  to  liis^wa .heterodox -notion»;-~tlHUt. to  be  WByinoed 
QfhiBinjK*^,  ^  publio-had  outy  to  ob*en<i  with  wh^unbecoauag 
aeirtaMM  utd'Uvuty  he  ioid  aeardwd  into  (be  feiUw  of  thoae,  wheat 
iiaiaee  were  held:in  the  highest  v^eratioo  by  at  {east  a  small  pwlien  of 
iDBDkind.

Here,  it  was  said,  ho 
had  wantoned  in  the  subtlel^y  of  bis  ]agic,  aod  .enl&of^ed  the  feet  (^or- 
thodoxy in  an  ittextrioahle  web  of  aopbistry.  We  aU  Igaow  the  inge- 
auUy  with  which  the(^icftl  bigots  cao  m^amoipbose  eveiy  tiung^inlo 
Bq)huitryt  which  they  oaooot  answer ;  as  weU  as  the  lanooer  with  wbii^ 
tlttiy  pttnae.whoe7er  has  the  misfiirtune  to  Qveiconie  theon  in  argument; 
Henoethuir  hatred  of  Bayle.  Qcuicetbe  pio««  do«btB  which  they  eaterf 
taiacd  of  Ids  salvation.  Saurin,  who  was  not  a  bad  maoi  believed 
himself  posKasod  of  no  siaall  portioii  of  charity,  whea  be  hoped  that  God 
had  foi^iven  Bayle-  Vet  he  expressed  that  hope  in  a  tone  which  coor  ' 
teyed  a  strong,  doubt  of  ils  fulfiloieBt.  He  could  hardly  ooaceive  that  a  - 
man  who  had  "  followed  the  path  of  heretics,"  and  quoted  b^ks,  "  the 
names  of  which  a  Isamed  mouth  never  uttered,"  oould  enr  £nd  the  path 
to  heaven.  .  Few  have  been  eo  moderate  as  Sauiin.  .  ... 

Let  UK  now,  like,  the  fisberman,  draw  together  our  net,  and  see  what 
this  lengthened  speculation  has  produced ;  let  us  endeaTCfur  to, put  intv- 
one  Biugla.picinre,  vbat  has  been  viewed  distinctly,  and  at  intervale. 

The  greater  part  of  authors,  who,  upon  a  first  view,  strike  the  eje 
with  aUUw  "ppntp  and  circunutaoce "  of  g^us,  sbriiik  to  mere  ske-  - 
letona  ,upon  closer  examination.  But  Bayle,  upon  our  first  approacheat 
reseoibleKooeof  ttiasons  of  Anak,  asenfrouadistance  ;  and  does  not  exr 
cite  aity  very  powerful  emotions.  As  we  draw  near,  however,  the  featuras 
display  their  beauty,  and  the  .giant^limbs  their  full  and  un&miliar  pro- 
poni(»u.  Our  previou«  ideas  render.ua  littlo  aaiUtaace. in  measuring 
the  figwa  before,  us ;  but  by  repeated  eSoits  wa  sficceed  at  length  jb 
equailioK  our  cooceptioag  to  ilA  enoriuous  power,  TIue,  it  mu^t  be  coor 
feese4,,  is  a  differential  character;  and  i^  eee,  who  haainade  hunse)C 
acquainted  witji  his  works,  can  deny  that  it  is  the.character  of  Bajrie.  - 

.Then^iod  thuis  imbued ;with  the  Jov^ pf kmiwledge,  should  pBfise,aad 
fasten  on  such  characters  as  thia,  till  it  b^row  Bomethiiig  of  their  great- 
ness; for  merit  Ie  reflective,  and  is  caught  by  being  deeply  meditated. 
It  iwssei,  like  heat,  into  that,  which  for  any  length  of  dme  preserves  an 
intimate  contact  with  it;  it  tinges,  with  the  hue  of  etemi^,  whatever  . 
UngerJ^thin  the  sphere  of  its  influence. 

.'riie  private  and  moral  character  of  Bayle,  was  that  of  a  virtuous  and 
amiable  qib»    He  was  much  beloved  by  those  who  lived  ia  fnendahip 
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vitll  bim ;  for  bis  manners  were  aimple ;  hU  temper  mild ;  Lu  affectioiu 
modMste,  but  eqimble  and  lafitiDg  ;  tiis  principtea  aprigtit  and  indepen- 
dent. H«iiiiqdrMeBtee»bi«d)thMfl  w)M>a{^>K»c4iecl  him.  HisMudioua 
and  redi«d  haUtt  left  hfan  but  UcUe  time  for  aoclety ;  bat  that  little  was 
enjoyed  tniiq«llhf  In  the  boeom  of  bie  friends.  Manf  penoH  of  rerj 
hi^  nUk  mte  ambitiDiu  of  tus  aecfoaintaace ;  jHincee,  who  vioted 
Rotterdam,  appeand  «>  Aake  a  frilgrimage  to  the  rinine  of  genius — 
oihen  wiabed  to  attabli  hfan,  by  pensioiiR,  t«  their  oenrte :  bnt  that  com- 
BMicial  and  republican  d^  poaseeeed,  in  the  liberty  it  afiorded  his  free 
temper  in  pMlcM^l^,  mach  itroager  attractions  tor  him  than  the  codrte 
of  kin^.  H6  wai  neitbor  dcairona  of  amasdoe  weahh,  nor  of  attracting* 
perwua]  attentioD.  It  was  enough  ibr  Uta  if  m  irradiation  of  his  intef 
iect  w«re  spread  orer  the  wwld ;  he  did  not  wish  to  eaiio)^  hlmsdf  be- 
seath  the  raya,-  that  the  eyes  of  adniratlon  tnight  be  tnmAd  upon  Mm. 
He  wished,  Uke  the  Deity,  that  mankind  should  be  eeosible  of  his  exi»> 
tence,  by  die  benefits  which-  they  received  at  his  hands — 'himKtf  rematn- 
ing  unaten.  Y«rdid  so  tinge  of  aflewtatkni  raiag>e  with' this  retired' 
•ptrit.  He  did  not  leaemUe  the  comet,  which,  while  it  phingA  into  the 
abyMca  of  ether,  learee  behind  it  a  traU  of  glory  to  direct  the  Hght ;  but 
raUter  aome  modeat  star,  which,  ehrouded,  as  it  were,  amont{  myriads  of 
IcMOr  magnitude,  twinUes  quietly  in  some  pure  comer  of  the  sky.  He  was 
■eneibte  that  fame  mmt  be  consequent  upon  liAours  such  as  hia ;  but  he 
did  not  wish  to  gulp  it  down,  like  new-made  wine,  widi  all  its  impDrities 
floating  at  the  top;  be  was  satis6ed  to  wait  nodi  time  should  r^ine  it 
to  an  etherlat  fluid,  thon^  it  might  be  tasted  only  by  his  manes.  Nii- 
merona  as  were  bis  friends,  be  knew  it  was  not  for  that  age  to  weigh  tda 
worth  in  the  balance ;  fae  foresaw  the  approach  of  a  penod  in  whtdi 
snpeiatition  sfconld  be  shaken  iiom  her  throne ;  in  which  the  scales  •bonld 
Call  from  the  eyes  <rf  the  pec^e ;  in  which  reason,  fcaowledge,  rectxtode, 
■hoold  be  placed  npon  the  Cniaken  pedestals  of  credulity  and  folly.  He 
stood  upon  d»e  table-land  of  knowledge,  if  we  may  be  permitted  to 
borrow  the  expreadon  of  a  powerful  and  origiaftl  writer  of  onr  day,  and 
•aw  beyond  the  darlcneaa  tint  hemmed  in  ttie  narrow  moment  that  was 
present  to  him,*  the'  sunshine  which  BtTeaned  upon  the  skirte  of  the  pro- 
mised land. 

Beholding,  therefore,  the  spleadoar  of  thia  viaion,  it  la  matter  of  little 
wonder  that  be  reposed  him  tranquilly  beneath  tbe  wing  of  fate ;  yielding 
np  hie  interrals  of  meditation  to  tlw  pleasing  convene  of  his  friends. 
He  was  a  perfect  ooatrast  to  the  literary  courtiers,  who,  in  tbe  encyclo' 
pedic  era,  thronged  the  capital  of  France.  They  bad  thnr  merits  as 
wen  as  he :  but  retired  modesty  was  not  amongst  the  number.  Yet  he 
was  tbe  father  of  the  sect ;  the  creator  of  every  thing  that  was  noble  in 
their  philosophy ;  the  explorator  that  pushed  on  before  them  into  the 
enemies'  country,  to  observe  tbe  nakedneaa  of  the  land.  In  the  hey-day 
of  their  success,  they  aometimea  forgot  him ;  but  his  worktf  remain,  and 
are  an  akar  upon  which  the  vows  of  the  latest  posterity  will  be  ofieied  up 
to  genius.

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BOHXMS  NATION. 

Is  our  laat  Number  we  jrtc  »  brief  review  of  the  Wstorj  of  the 
Bunn«te,  from  the  eBtablislimcDt  of  their  independence  under  (tie  in- 
trepid and  euterprisiag  founder  of  tbe  reigning  dynuty,  till  the  com- 
nencement  of  the  present  war.  We  there  atteihpted  tp  illnatrate,  by 
»  reference  to  liisloric&l  facts,  the  mare  promiaept  points  iii  the  nationu 
character  of  the  warlike  and  powerful  people,  with  whom  our  Indian 
Rulera  ar«  at  lenph  involved  in  measures  of  active  hostility;  and 
and  we  ahall  now  proceed  to  fill  up  the  outline  by  a  alight  sketch  of  the 
nature  and  form  of  their  govt,  niu eat,  of  their  military  system,  religion 
and  law*;  of  their  resources,. commerce,  manufactures,  &c, ;  and,  finally, 
of  those  peculiar  and  distinguishing  traits  tQ  the  physicat  apd  moral 
character  of  the  people  themselves,  wliich  separate  them  40  widely  from 
all  tbe  natiajwby  which  they  are  surrouqded.  .  In  doing  tbi^  it  will  not 
be  oecesaary  to  enter  into  any  mbute  details  uu  these  subjects.  It  will 
be  fuffieient  for  our  present  purpose,  which  is  to  place  before  the  reader 
at  one  view  a  clear  delineation  of  the  ^ual  coadidoa  and  diitii^uisbin^ 
feature!  of  the  people  and  their  goTorcitient,  to  touch  lightly  upon  those 
peculiar  circumstances,  under  tbe  operation  of  which  tbey  have  attained 
their  preceot  formidable  station  amoug  tbe  nations  of  the  East,  and  which 
must  Decessarily  have  exercised  a  canaiderable  influence  on  the  f^mnat 
tion  of  their  national  and  indfTidual  character. 

The  GoverDtQcut  of  Ava  exhibits  in  its  details  a  Strang  resMnblaace 
to  the  feudal  monarchies  of  Europe  in  the  dark  ages,  the  principles  of 
which  had  probably  their  origin  in  the  East.  It  differs,  however,  fr<»ii 
that  hate&I  system,  in  one  most  important  point:  it  does  not  admit  of 
hereditary  dirties,  which  indeed  are  utterly  iucpmpatible  with  the  pnrf 
Md  unqualiSed  despotism  that  it  maintalnfi.  All  honours  and  employ- 
ments  emanate  frouf  die  crown,  to  which  they  again  revert  on  the  death 
of  their  iwasessors,  ''  Pi^uces  of  the  blood,  high  officers  of  state,  and 
provincial  govenion,  receive  ^ants  of  provinces,  cities,  villages,  and 
tarms,  to  suKwit  their  dignity,  and^  as  a  remuneration  of  their  services, 
the  renin  of  these  assignments  th^yeqllect  for  their  owq  benefit.  Money^ 
except  on  pressing  occasions,  is  never  disbursed  from  the  royal  cofiers; 
to  009  man  the  fees  of  an  office  are  allotted ;  to  another  a  station  whera 
certain  im poets  are  colleclad;  a  third  has  land  j  each  iq  proportion  to 
the  importance  of  his  respective  employiAeot-  By  these  donations  they 
are  not  only  bound  in  their  own  personal  servitude,  but  likewise  in  th^ 
of  all  their  dependents;  they  are  called  slaves  of  the  kipg,  and  in  turn 
their  vassals  are  denominated  slaves  to  them:  the  coudjtion  of  tliese 
grants  iacludes  also  services  of  war,  as  well  as  the  duties  of  office." 

As  every  mui  in  tbe  kingdpm  is  thus  liable  to  be  called  on  for  the 
military  service  of  the  state,  tbey  may  be  considered  as  a  nation  of  soldiers. 
Tbey  have,  however,  no  standing  army,  their  peace  establishment  consin- 
ing  only  of  the  royal  guard  and  a  sufficient  number  of  troops  to  preserve 
the  police  of  tbe  capital.  When  an  army  is  to  be  raised,  a  mandate  issues 
to  all  the  liwrore  of  proviucea  and  nw^ogeea  of  districte,  re<)uirin([  4 
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certain  number  of  men  to  asBembU  at  a  general  rendezvous  on  an 
appoiitted  day;  the  levy  beina  proportioned  to  the  population  of  th« 
proTinee'  or  diibict,  estimated  from  tlie  number  of  regutered  bouaes  diat 
it  coQtahis,  asd  the  harden  to  be  borne  by  eacb  hoiue  being  determined 
bj  the  provinual  court.  The  conscripts  thus  raieed  are  supplied  by  the 
Gorarament  with  arms,  ammunition,  and  probably  a  stated  daily  allow- 
anee  of  grain,  but  receive  no  pay.  Their  familiea  are  considered  in  tha 
Tighl  of  hottage^,  and  in  case  of  treachery,  desertion,  or  even  cowardice, 
are  saorificed  ftitliout  pity  or  remorse.  The  allegiance  of  the  troops  is 
thai  secured  bythemoetpowerfulmotircA,  and  men  who  hare  no  national 
interest,  and  -trbofeel  no  national  pride,  are  atimnlated  to  rigorous  exer- 
tioil  by  the  common  sentjmenta  of  mankind. 

The  infantry  are  armed  with  muslcets  and  sabres ;  this  latter  weapon 
indeed  is  used  by  them  not  only  na .  an  implement  of  war,  but  also  for 
rarioos  other  purposes:  with  it  the  Burman  peasant  fells  trees,  shapes 
timber,  cuts  bamboos,  or  defends  himself  against  an  enemy  or  a  wild 
beast;  he'nerer  trarels  without  it,  and  generally  when  on  a  Journey 
carries  a  shield  on  his  left  arm. '  The  cav^ry  consists  inmost  entirely  of 
satires  of  Cassay,  who  are  nueh  better  horsemen  than  the  Biumese ; 
their  horses  are  small,  butreiy  hardy  and  active ;  they  ride,  like  all  On- 
«ntals,  with  short  stirrups  and  a  loose  rein;  and  are  provided  with  a 
■pear  about  seven  or  eight  feet  long,  which  they  manage  on  horseback 
with  great  dexterity,  seldotn  requiring  or  making  lue  of  any  other 
weapon. 

Their  navy,  each  as  it  is,  forms  a  very  considerable  force,  and  wai  once 
highly  fbrmklahle  among  tha  neighbouring  states'.  It  conaists  of  vAT- 
boats,  of  which  every  town' uf  note  in  the  vicinity  of  the  river  is  compelled 
to  furnish  one  or  more,  together  with  a  certain  number  of  men,  in  pto-

pwtion  to  the  magnitude  of  the  place.  These  boats  a 
a{  the  solid  trunk  of  the  tesk  tree,  which  is  excavated  partly  by  fire  and 
partly  by  catting,  the  sides  being  afterwards  artificially  expanded.  Tbey 
carry  from  fifty  to  sixty  rowers,  each  of  whom  are  p^vided  with  a 
■word  and  a  laoce,  and  about  thir^  soldiers  armed  with  muskets.  On  the 
prow,  which  is  solid  and  has  a  flat  surface,  is  mounted  a  jneee  of 
ordnance,  a  ux,  nine,  or  even  twelve  pounder;  and  swivels  are  frequently 
fixed  on  the  carrature  of  the  stem.  When  Colonel  Symes  was  in  Ava, 
ha  was  informed  that  the  king  could  assemble  SOO  of  these  ressete  at  a 
very  shnt  ntAice ;  hut  their  number  has  since  been  mubb  diminished,  and 
tbey  are  seldom  used  except  on  occasions  of  covmony,  the  Burmese  bar- 
ing learned  to  place  more  reliance  on  dieir  ndlitary  force  than  on  the 
exertions  of  a  nary  so  imperfectly  ccnstituted. 

The  revonue  is  rery  considerable,  but  we  do  not  possess  sufficient  data 
to  ascertain  its  amount  with  any  degree  of  precision. '  The  tenth  of  all 
the  produce  of  the  countiy,  and  of  all  foreign  goods  imported  into  it,  is 
exacted  as  the  authorized  dne  of  the  Gorernment;  a  great  part  of  this  is 
received  in  kind,  and  distributed  in  lieu  of  salaries  to  the  rarious  de- 
pendents of  the  court.  The  remainder  is  conrerted  to  the  private  use  of 
the  monarch;  and  as  the  farourite  maxim  of  Oriental  state  policy,  which 
Inculcates  the  accumulation  of  money  in  the  royal  coffers,  is  steadily 
acted  on,  and  very  little  of  what  enteis  the  eStcbequer  returns  into  circula- 
tion, the  assertion  that  the  Burman  monarch  is  immensely  rich,  may 
Kadily  be  credited.    The  mtuiufiKturee  of  the  Bunnan  empire  consiit 
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chiefly  4^  aniclei  Sot  home  consumptioa ;  they  ba.ve  made  but  little  fta- 
grcM  in  the  arta,  except  that  of  sbip-birildiDg,  which  h  extensively  carried 
Oii,"and  in  which  they  have  of  late  yean  become  very  exfiert.  About 
3,000  tons  of  ebippiiig  are  aiuiuallyBfiiitfix'sale  to  the  ports  oif  India  and 
Other  placet,  beeiaee  those  employed  ia  the  coanaerce  of  the  country.     ■ 

The  extent  of  their  coaat,  and  the  commodioiu  harboitn  which  It 
fentu,  gire  the  Bunnese  abundant  opportunitiee  for  Uie  praascutioQ  of 
commeice.  On  the  whole  British  coast  of  the  Bay  of  Bengal,  bom  the 
moutii  of  the  Ganges  to  Cape  Comorin,  there  is  not  b  aingle  harbour 
capAle  of  afibrding  shelter  to  a  resiel  of  500  tons  biudeD,  while  the 
oppoaite  ci>ast  of  the  Burman  emjHre  comprehends  at  least  three  exceUent 
porti,— Negraic,  the  most  secure  harbour  in  the  hayi  R«4goon,  aqd 
MeiguL  The  river  Irawaddy,  which  flows  through  the  heaii  ,of  the 
country,  alio  affords  pecoliar  feclUtiea  for  inland  aayigation;  most 
of  the  forvign  merchandise  ia  introduced  into  the  interior  by  meana 
of  this  noble  stream,  by  which  a  communication  ia  also  openad,  and  an 
extepsife  trade  carried  on  with  the  sonth-weatem  pnmncea  of  China. 
The  import  trade  ia  considerable;  it  consists  principally  of  European 
iHoaddoths  and  hardware,  and  bengal  muslins  and  aiU£-luuKUcerclue&. 
One'of  the  most  important  productions  of  the  covnt^  ia  the  teak-tree; 
Tast  forests  of  this  valuable  wood,  which  may  almost  bes^to^val 
our  naUve  oak,  are  to  be  met  with  in  various  parts  of  the  en^re,  and 
more'  particularly  in  Pega,  whence  large  quantities  are  annually  ai^oited 
to  Ctucntta  and  Madras,  and  even  to  Bombay.  . 

So  indiapensable  is  this  trade  to  the  pniqierit^  of  Calcutta  in  particular, 
that  a.  durable  vessel  of  burden  cannot  be  buih  in  the  river  of  Bengal, 


without  the  aid  of  teak- timber, which  is  procurable  principally  from  jPegu, 
ge  quantities  are  idso  brou^  from  Malabar.  Tim  Bunneae 
themselves,  who  are  by  no  noeana  shortnghted  in  whatem  rdatec  to 


timr  own  interests,  are  so  fiilly  sensiMe  of  the.advantagM  wUcli  tbey 
powesa  in  the  abundance  of  thu  wood,  and  ita  compualire  ckeapnea^ 
that  they  have  of  late  years  given  much  encouragement  to  (be  lMiildiii£ 
of  vessela  in  the  Rangoon  river,  which  posMMea  local  advantaget  ior  tb« 
parpooe  equal  to'  thou  of  any  port  in  the  world,  and  superior  to  .most. 
Tlieir shtinniKhtthareinconseqneDoamade  ao  great  a progreM in thU 
ait,  M  to  awaMn  a  considerable  degweofjeahjuiyia  the  bosoma  of  their 
more  sdentific  neigbbouis,  many  of  whom  have,  bowerer,.  been  wisa 
enongh  lo  profit  bj  the  superior  clieapneas  of  their  'worbnanship ;  ud  a 
large  portion  of  the  ihipping  now  employed  in  the  Indian  leUfia  the  pnK 
dnce  of  the  ship-yarda  at  nangow. 

The  Burmese,  in  common  with  almost  every  other  nation  to  the  east- 
wwd  of  the  Ganges,  are  sectaries  of  Buddha,  whom  they  worship  under, 
the  name  of  Qodama.  They  prnfesa  to  have  derived  Aelr  rdigian,  mor^ 
than  6U0  years  ago,  from  Airac^,  into  which  it  had  been  introduced  at 
a  much  earlier  period  from  Ceylon,  whid)  has  ever  been  the  focui  of 
Buddhism.  As  in  moat  other  countries,  it  has  here  also  unde^goM 
consideraUe  modifications,  in  order  to  accomodate  it  to  the  gralw  and, 
character  of  tSe  people-  The  jirieats  are  called  Rhahaane,  and  are  dis- 
tinguished, like  the  priests  of  Fo,  the  Buddha  of  China,  by  wearing  ^- 
low  garments ;  they  live  together  in  convents  or  colleges,  called  Kioums, . 
and  are  generally  well-informed  men,  remarkably  decent,  in  tlmr  lives, 
and  unobtraave  in  their  conduct,  never  interfering  either  in  politke  or

^ipoahe  deacription.  Tha  fenalei  are  treated  with  a  liberality  wtucb  ia 
uunowu  is  the  other  countriea  of  the  East ;  that  moroae  jealouay  which 
immnrea  them  within  the  walla  of  a  baremi  and  which  especially  pro* 
hibits  them  from  all  communication  with  loreignen,  ia  unlcaown  anuuw 
tbe  Burmeae.

Ja  this  are  not  included  the  charge  tor  intoreat  and  inturaDoe,  4>oth  of 
a  questlotialile  nature,  and  the  tatter  altogether  inadmisuble,  ag  I 
believe,  a  claiue.in  the  charteT-partT  reiidera  the  cnvnera  Uable  to  dainags 
above  a  cettain  amount,  which  la  deducted  out  of  the  &«ght,  andformd 
the  principal  part  of  the  li&k.  Were  I  inclined  to  enter  into  nibatiiB,  I 
might  question  the  first'  item  of  charges  in  Eoglaiid,  vaiTing  fiom 
6S,34W.  and  84,989/.  Sucli  amounts  are  as  dnot  in  the  scale,  and  I 
vrill  not  tire  the  patience  of  your  readers  with  them ;  but  there  is  one 
ilem  which  I  cannot  paas'orcr.  The  East  India  Company  give  credit 
for  the  proportion  of  the  charges  inlEi^land,  deducted  noni  the  accooflta 
of  their  oracers,  but  they  omif  ahogethar  the  profit  which  they  derive 
£n>m  the  deduction  of  27  per  cent,  on  the  selling  price  of  the  officetx' 
teaa.  Now  this  I  eatimate  to  be  at  least  etjiial  to  double  the  freight  whicb 
th^  pay ;  or  in  other  words,  that  such  deduction  is  equal  to  freigltf  at 
451.  per  ton.  I  have  no  certain  data  to  go  by,  but  I  should  rappoee  iliat 
the  c^ceia'  tonnage  may  be  about  ItOOO  tons,  upon  which  the  East 
India  Company  gain  abcut  50,000/.  What,  therelbre,  appears  at  first  - 
sight  great  libuiAty,  is  a  very  handsonie  bonus  to  the  Company ;  for  if 
their  officei;B  were  not  paid  in  tonnage,  they  would  be  paid  by  tba 
ovnen  in  wages,  and  of  coune  the  East  India  Company  wguld  pay 
hi^er  fi«ighta. 

The  only  remaininffatatameot  to  notice  ia  that  of  the  exports  to  Ctdna, 
No.  5,  upon  which  I  luTe  to  remark  that  after  the  nnmbur  of  yean,  in 
which  the  Eart  India  Company  have  eiyoyed  the  exf^usin  sun^y,  the 
greatest  amount  it  8Z8,3m.  which  faUa  very  ahoit  of  what  the  little 
port  of  Singapore  has  taken  off,  only  four  or  five  yem  a^er  its  Mtablieh- 
ment.  Can  any  tiling  show  more  clearlj  how  utterly  incapaUe  such 
privileged  Companies  are  to  carry  on  trade,  or  more  dearly  talsify  their 
repeated  declamtiona,  that  the  eocports  to  China  from  this  counti;  were 
incapaUe  i4  inereaae  ?  -  Attacked  to  the  late  ^a^  w^  tlie  DBtcb,  I 
percMve,  is  the  lurrender  of  Singapore  to  the  Eaat  India  Compaa^s  ' 
jorisdiction.  What  effect  this  may  have  on  its  ptofperity  tijne  will  show  ; 
bat  if  his  M^et^'f  miniateTs  have  not  stipulated  that  it  h  to  remain  a 
free  port,  as  origin  all j  constituted,  the  result  will  J  fear  bafai  the  highest 
degree  disastrous.  Let  those  who  have  formed  establishments  there  lodi 
to  it,  or  they  may.  repent  th^ir  suptneness  when  too  late. 

Perhaps  it  may  not  be  superflaooa,  now  iliat  I  am  exanuning  theae

As  the  ^3st  India  Company's  exports  to  Clan  are  rather  on  the 
decline,  the  increase  is  entirely  attributable  to  the  free  trade,  for  the 
CiHiipany  export  little  mere  tlwi  m^itary  stores  (a  the  East  Indies.  If 
any  ooe  should  aAertliis  venture  to  laud  the  greater  impiMtance  of  the 
West  Indies,  he  must  be  wilfully  blind.  It  is  not  my  wish  to  advocate, 
the  interest  of  either,  but  let  there  be  even-handed  justice  observed  to- 
wards both.  If  the  cause  is  to  be  decided  by  the  greater  advantages 
which  the  mother  country  derirei  from  them,  these  extracts  may  be  of 
some  use  in  forming  a  oorreat  judgment ;  and  it  ought  sot  to  be  over- 
looked that  our  Eaat  India  estabOshments  maintain  themselves,  which  is 
not  the  case  with  the  West  India.  What  the  East  India  trade  might 
become,  under  a  more  Uberal  feeling,  is  ahnost  beyond  the  reach  of  imagi- 
nation ;  but  the  Editor's  remarks  upon  my  suggestion  re^MCting  the 
cultivation  of  tlie  tea  plant  in  India,  are  too  confirmatory  of  my  own  ap- 
prehensions of  the  tx^IeauuHsof  looking  to  die  East  India  Company  for 
eo  beneficial  a  measure,  although  common  humanity  would  dictate  its 
immediate  adoption.'  When  the  Golenial  Govermnent  at  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  proverbiaIl;r  cue  of  the  most  mpine,  can  offer  a  premium  for 
the  cultivatios  of  tea  there,  everlasting  disgrace  will  attach  to  the  Eaat 
India  Cwipany,  for  never  having  made  fhe  altwowt  in  their  more  con- 
genial and  pc^ulons  tetritoriea  ;  and  if  it  be  tnw,  Uiatthe  Com)>any  [vo- 
bibft  ita  cultivation,  I  tnut  thf  day  of  reOibvtiM  ia  not  fttr  distant. 

The  history  of  the  worid  does  not  prewa*  another  aueh  anomaly  as  the 
government  of  our  Eastern  possaesMns  by  this  Caapasy,  nor  baa  the 
interest  of  so  vast  a  pi^aUMt  war  bMB  aaiMrlfioBd  to  auclt  oomuMrdal 
cupidity,  without  one  cmresposding  advantage,  or  apparent  motin, 
except  that  of  patronage  t  whidi  appears,  frooi  their  lawa  and  r^u- 
lations,  the  sole  god  of  the  Directors'  idolatry.  The  Natives  have 
derived  no  benefit,  civil,  moral,  or  rdigioos,  frmn  dielr  rule; — no 
public  works  have  increased  their  prosperity  or  happiness,  nor  will  re- 
main monamenlatO'fotaae  o^of  the  power  oote  eawoised  over  these 
fruitful  regions.

fonrteen  Frank  steenmeo,  ivho  wepe  to  have  fifUen  piofltree  a  montbi 
^e  d^  ftf^  the  anting  of  the  equadron,  one  vectel,  which  proved  too 
btn^tokeep  np  with  the  Fsmainder,  retttmed ;  and,  on  the- oaxt  day, 
iiMther,  w)a6Ki  throng  awkvardneM  (^  managatnettt,  had  lobt  her  nniiv- 
mwi£;'  ihta  redncdng  the  expedition  to  fourteen  remela.  Tbe  emhiu^ 
tut  Europfeail  .TCuelscOntinued  fiw  several  days  after  their  departure. 

Horned  AH  VtAk-,  who  at  the  beginning  of  die  insurrection  ofthe  Greek* 
had  ahown'great  apathy-,  had  become  a  zmIoub  defender  of  the  faith,  atnca 
de  a^ral  of  the  iasttatar  (a  courier,  not  a  Tartar)  fiiDin  CooBtanthiople; 
with  ttrict  ordsra  from  tibe  Porte.  But  perhap*  even  theee  might  not  hav* 
rauacd:  ^m  into  activity,  had  he  not  received  ao  many  penooal  inanlts  fron 
^  iannfents.  One  of  his  frigatae,  and  sevend  vnaller  vesseTs,  loaded 
wiHijCOTir,- bad  been  captured  by  them.  Howev«r,  what  esaspoated  Um 
moft,  waa  tiie  canwre  of  a  laigcdnp  belonging  to  a  merchant  of  Alex- 
Uidru,-#lto'Aw«d  him  aotne  miJHona  of  pltutres,  by  a  vee«e)  belonging 
to'S'-'Raadan  botue  at  Conttantbit^le,  which,  after  having  sold. her  cargo 
aX  the'fbnaer  ^Kte,  and  taken  Ker  papers  from  the  contulate,  left  the  porti 
kod  immeiliBtely  hoisted  the  colours  of  the  inenr^nts. 

-  Vet,  notwithstandirLg  theae  repeated  Imsto,  wUch  nuist  have  been  very 
ptfnfill  ttx  a.  Tnlrlosh  heart,  be  tMk  so  revenge  upon  the. Cheeks  residiiig 
wMsn  his  puhallki' where  Christian*  reraaioed  perfectly  secure  and  un- 
nadested.  The  Bairampasaed  in  the  most  perfect  tranquUlity,  as  the  Turita 
•TCn'  ahstaJnfed  from  dieir  farouTiEs  annuemsnt  of  £ring  their  pistols.  A 
tibnniracy  among  tte  Albahian  aolditea  had  h«en  formed  to  inuidw  all 
dm  Chrisliaas  in  Alexandria  doriog  the  6rst  dajrs  of  the  festival ;  but  the 
Pasbx,  who  had  timely  notice  of  the  plot,  frustrated  it.  The  IiToUah  (^ 
die  city,  one  night,  collected  themvee  ai^  children  of  the  Arab  saflors, 
lAo  had^lateiybeenc^Kored  and  bungby  theOreek*  off  Roaetta,  and 
led  them  before  the  kioii  of  the  Pasha; '  There,  under  the  windows  of  the 
Viceroy,  he  ordered  th^ni  to  ruse  the  most  piteous  howls,  intermixed 
wtthcuito  on  tbe  hifidds,  and  to  demand  haA  their,  husbands  and' 
Euhers  murdered  by  them.  Tbe  Pasha  ordered  the  crowd  to  be  dis- 
pened;  lnit^]iextiawiQiigl»s«it''fi»  the  attthonof  thediaurbancef

The  iMWSgeilcet  Howenr,  iriMt  Wu  broagbl  die  day  sfier  the  uUiot 
of  di«'flMt,  t^  A  Mtthna  cif)t^;  uamml  Murhno,  exdttd  thetodinift' 
tioB  «f  the  Pufaa,  abd  indsad  of  etety  bonoiinble  tttiod.  Eifht  TUrkUh 
msrritKlts  from  Candia,  irbo.hi  order  to  esoBpethstniuldeiaiiddaiigert 
of  ft  «irjl  war,  hod  embai^ced  tin  board  Mi  veaei  for  the  pnrpoKe  of  Mek* 
ingait  uylitin  in  Egypt,  had  bmil  taken  out  of  it  by^Oanlot  ptrttoi 
and'  hanged  up  at  the  yard-artn.  The  fellow  had  not  only  made  so  at* 
tconpt  to  uve  the  live*  of  Sieae  peaccfttl  and  Innotent  men,  who  had 
tniiMd  tbeBMlTei  to  his  honour  and  the  ioviolabttity  of  the  British  itg, 
hut  bad  actually  coiuented  to  take  the  mimey  fnm  the  piratea  whiu 
they  p(dd  hint  fat  the  pauage  of  thoae  Turk*  and  die  carriage  of  their 
gooda.  The  Paafaacomidained  to  the  BtftiaheOlwil,  Hr.  Salt,  «ho  told 
htm  that  bii  power  only  tateoded  to  the  ^yptlan  ports,  but  that  he 
wooU  tthr  the  caae  to  the  government  at  Malta.  'Hie  fury  of  die  Hntul- 
maM  en  dua  oecaatos  Wu  exeeanve,  and  nothin|  hot  the  ahaeuca  of  tba 
troopa  etved  the  Chriadaaa  in  the  eity  from  the  Boet  fearful  retaliatioa. 

OkdN^addf  July,  I  HtUed  from  Alexandria,  onboard  tbeAtatriaif 
menikantnan  Zr'7//irio9'.  OatbeZTlh,  inthecreoin^.wBMtwtheiiland 
of  Caatal  Ro«o,>-'«  few  days  bafbre  the  madnea*  of  revohitioo  had 
Btained  iu  ehotee  with  die  bkod  of  the  iimoeoM.  TUk  litda  iilaod, 
which  ia  endrely  hihaUted  by  Greeka,  contaiiwd  %  fWw  Tnkufa  &iidlie« 
who  bad  aattled  here  for  pmpoaee  of  tradej  wUht  the  nadrea  anpport 
theaulrw  by  fiahing,  «>d  the  oonreyaDCe  of  wood  fran  the  Caramanian 
fbnats  to  Cypraa  and  Egypt, -in  wnall  thhIb,  caUed  Saeoitm.  Too 
weak  tot  ray  bold  onteripriaa,  they  had  litvd  UtheRo  appamntly  quiM  lind 
indifiWent  tpeotaton  of  the  auocewea  and  iwnntt  of  omr  eonntrymen  ia 
the  Archipelago  And  die  Morea.  In  die  mean  ttaae,  'however,  ■  aecret 
eoflepiiMy  was  fmued,  and  on  an  apptfaMd  day  die  unmtpectiiigTibha 
UH  under  the  daggare  of  the  Wandera  7  and  the  fag  of  inauiroodoD  waa 
raiaedoa  die  mine  of  their  ^otiue  castle,  whteb  ia  a  rdKc  of  the  Venedaii 
domimon.  There  mre,  -  during  that  dme,  two  TiuUA  tfiipa  in  tha  kari 
boar,  the  oaptive  of  widch  was  indnded  in  die  plan  of  the  iaauigentK 
Of  one  of  them,  the-  crew  wM  deepatrfieft  witboat  ntaeh  reabfacc  j  but

at  last  saw  that  it  weald  he  inpoailUe  fer  hh  nun  to  tm&a  any  hi^tr 
the  wdow  of  OeOhrietiaiw,  he  rota  majetdcalfy,'  and  wafidng  slowly 
int»  the  hdd,  est  £te  to  a  powder-eadk.  The  ship  U«w  np  in  ui  iutan^ 
tiwharbeor  wu  cohered  widiahatteredplankaandspart,  wfaadh-Iiifbatr 
fUl  kflled  several  of  the  Gtedn-iB  the  earroundingboatt.         -  - 

Ontbe  3lit,  at  daybreak,  we£tf  in  with  the  Ottoman  fieet,  t^ifM^H 
the  aofthen  point  of  die  Isluid  of  Rhodet,  on  her  W17  to  Joiu  the 
Pasfaa'fl  fleets  whidh  waa  then  in  the  harbour  of  diat  iahnd.

On  the  Irt  of  .^Uguit,  the  boietenwa  uate  of  thn  waotbei  feroad  ue  to 
Citei  tbe  harbour  of  Tiloi  or  PiMt^na,  whara  w«  <«at  UigIim'.  It  it  im- 
poflrible  to  deecribe  the  conitanation  whiota  Mied  the  few  pow  iahabi- 
taaU  of  this  ialand  on  our  arnral.  Taltiag  ua  for  Tarb,  tlwy-pBetMreA 
toi  the  woNt,  and  fled  to  the  top  of  a  naighbauring  AHUotain,  whioh, 
within  an  hour  ^fter  our  arrival,  appeared  crowded  with  peeide.  Soott* 
alter,  we  eaw  soma  annod  Graelu,  led  by  thtk  ptieM,  <jt«Unf  down 
the  udei.  of  tbe  olifiik  When  Hmj  &u)id  that  «ra.  wer»  twt  Turing 
thqr  gaTe  a  aignal,  upon  wfaioh  the  othera  alw  came  down  upon  the  ahoreK 
1  landed  with  the  captain*  who  hoped  to  be  aUe-to  pntchMe  aonie  tnith 
pforiaioni  and  wine.  Tbe  Oraebi  bad  eeated.  themNlrea  ando  a  ilwdy 
fig-tre^  where,  .still  headed  by  thaii  pdeM,  dwy  begaa  fiUiag  their  ^pae^ 
and  prepated  be  nukemeiTy. 

The  sitaatioD  of  Uieae  poor  peof^  wai  braly  lamitiibU.  For  tw» 
da^thotth«Tiirkuh  fleet  had  ramawod  in  o^  tbay  expadad  ercry 
Bnnent  to  be  that  af  tfanr  deetruotioB. '  Tbeir  two  nllagea-war*  deeerted  } 
die  inhabitans  concealing  tbeaadTcaJDeareins;  methaia  oanyiagtbeb 
iftibnto  amoDgat  the  loeat  fri^dbl  {wdpioM,  wUch  tUl  dwa  had  bean- 
tbonght  iaacocanble;  whilM  their  eatue  wn«  drirea  tv.ths  wnlen 
ibote^  ttbiehie.a  oiHnpleto  wildemau,  and  iaa^wntedfro*  the  Met  o£ 
tbe  udaad.by.a  high  and  iteep.eha)ii  of  roek*^  In  their  oaaatant  fiMtr,> 
and  daily  expectation  of  deatn,  .the  inhahitaWa  had  ciuuiged  the  iaiaaii  ■ 
into  a.deaen ;  and,  without  laaring  ifaair  paiBM  aeil,  had  readared  il  aa^ 
inhabitable^  Thagr  had  bat  twan^Hwo  miapeti  and  a-  i«w  pntola 
among  them,  with  aoarcely  any  powdei  er  ihot)  Botwilhtfandieg  iriddl 
aeow  nf  the  .boldeat  of  these  iehtBden,'  eneovaged  by  daapak ,  ha4  deter- 
mined, in  oaae  of  an  attack,  to  dalead  thamMdvei  at  the  entnooe  ttf  their 
nllagee,  and,  if  fompelled,  to  bury  themehrei  nndei  tbe  niaaaf  iMv 
wiatcbed  faabbationi.  The  diaappeannca  of  .the  Ottontaa  fleelhad  now 
tomewhat  odaiod  their  faua,  and  they  again  bi^ed  to  be  able  te  preeem 
Ibeir  dwelling!,  and  to.  withdraw  fmn  waaag  the  locka  their  poar  habaa« 
irimm  die  cruel  Hnenliaana  would  have  tmmplad  ander  iaot,  if  turfbrtn'' 
aately  Ihey  had  landed.  Onr  bopea  of  finding  pnriirio&B  oo  the  isfawd 
were  fhuMted ;  the  poor  naiiTet  had  aethiag-  to  epat%  aad,  Indeed) 
be4idwdH^live«iM«indtabu«a«dHagt«lww   . 
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Vaiet  tlie  pTetenc*  of  ilKXiting,  but  in  order  to  aeetlie  atole  of  the 
idaiid,  I  wandtretl  orer'^te  locka,  asd  w^hin  «  fe«  hows  btii  exajniaed 
the  whotoofit.  Nalure  moiiis  to  ii&Te  (irovidetl  hare  as  littk  Jor  buds 
OB  for  man  ;  for  ena  the  air-  nealed  uateaanted :  not  wa«  there  my 
game,  and  I  &iiad  Doduiig  amoag  the  gleaa  except  w««  larg»-«i«ed 
aerpoDts,  and  a  great  uitoiber  of  cbamelioni  and  -Uxardfc  The  pn^Mct 
from  one  of  the  highest  mountains,  h«weTac,  is  one,  of  Aa  most  baontifiil 
I  ever  bdield.  '  The  small  itxipee  of  soil,  whidi  are  found  among  dw 
locks,  are  caldTated  by  the  natirea,  wkocootriTe,  by.  dintefinduBttyt  to 
extort  an  unceit^n  suboMonDe  &om  ik  -  There  an  but  few  rtraoa  ontbe 
-whole  island,  and  these  seem  to  bear  very  littler  OasoDoe  irf  the  lower 
parts  of  the  hills  I  saw  some  vines,  bnt  the  grapes  were  wxtt  aad  fMte- 
lees.  There  are  some  gardaas  near  tha  sea-coast,  in-  wMch  soue  pbtlrts 
«eem  t«  thrive.  Water  is  alt^ether  scarce  in  the;  island,  and  &  sUeeof 
bread  witbafenr  almonds  or  walnuts  &rm  the  frugal  meal  of  most  of  iU 
inhabitants.  The  rest  of  their  produce  is  sold  to  the  neighbooring  islattdi, 
to  famisk  them  with  dothing  and  their  otlier  few  nftinnnarirti  ■  ■ ' '  Thrir 
largest  village  is  on  tbs  north  side  of  the  island :  it  is  built  on  a  h^h 
hill,  and  rise*  in  the  shape  of  aa  ampbidieaUe ;  tha  hotisas  are  buiJt  of 
a  white  limestone,  and  the  tei^ces  on  which  they  stajtd  are  ^so  wbite- 
wasbed,  which  ^?es  the  pUco  from  briow  the  appeaiartce  of  a  brtrn. 
llierutnvofagothic-cBati^'  on  tbetopof  aMt  to  therigbt,Eerve  toen- 
Hvien  the^oomy  appearance  of  the  island.  The  charm,  however,  dis- 
appears on  entaring  the  village^  where  the  eye  meets  with  nothing  but 
wretchedness.  The  only  places  which  xiSer  any  a{^>eanurae  of  beau^  and 
comfort,  are  tbe  bouse  of  the  priest  and  the  church,  Tliore  wefe  afew 
monksfirom  the  Greek  convent  oadteishmd  of  Simai;  butbothinjMintof 
clothing  and  lutowledge  their  condition  was  most  miserable.  The  p>i- 
nates  or  eiders  of  the  ishud,  threa  of  whom  resde  in  this  viUage,  aad 
two  in  the  other,  were  a  litde  better  dressed  than  the  rest  of  the  people,' 
bnt  not  so  licbly  as  the  priest-  Indeed,  the  clothing  of  these  istandetB,  of 
both  men  snd  women,  -was  so  wreb^ied,  and  so  comj^etely  in  ri^,  ^itaX 
it  would  baffle  every  attempt  to  ff,va  a  description  of  tbeir  c<wt«me, 
either  in  potnt  of  colour  or  form.  But  notwitlutanding  &eir  poverty, 
t}>ey  have  to  pay,  lUce  the  other  islands  of  the  Archipslago,  the  tribute  (or 
haradah)- to  the  CaMain  Pasha ;  besides  which  eveiy  inbabilaat  is  com-' 
polled  to  wm^  for  nfieeo  days  evety  year,  in  the  dock-yard  of  the  Ejey 
of  Rhodes,  to  whom  this  rock  is  sut^iected.  The  harveat  had  not  baeaia 
above  for^  days,  yet  we  were  assured  by  thainhabitaots  that  their  re- 
maining stock  of  com  would  not  keep  them  abovo  six  weeks;  an  obser- 
vation wbich  I  subsequentljr  made  at  San  Riscy,  Naxio,  Len,  Calamino, 

'  Patmos,  and  several  other  islands  of  tbe  Ardupelago^  . 

It  was  late  in  the  afternoon  wheal  again  readied  the  ship,  vttli  the  )»o- 
duceofmyday'esport,.consistingoftwapartddges,  I  bad  not  arrived  long, 

'  when  the  scout  placed  by  the  natives  on  the  tt^of  a  hill,  .anwunosd  the 
appearBBce  of  several  Greek  vessels  between  the  island  and  the  neighbour- 
ing contiiient  of  Asia  Minor. ..

Oi  another  oeeaiionji 
Hydriot  fotue*,  nughc  ibr  forQr  jnutntes  wtth  a  large  Englbh  frjgate,  till 
ittfmtg  Ipst  moet  of  her  crew,  tB^lher  with  her  two  masts  aiid  h^m,  sfie 
•nireKUnd.  the  few  nmalaiog  men  hoping  that  the  genereshy  of  thejr 
Vieure  woutd  aptie  their  lives :  Imt  they  were  taken  to  CUbraltar,  -e^Me 
they  wvn  idtgt  without  mercy.  TUs  terribls  trade  was  contiDaed  jftii' 
•«^R|]  yean,  dnrtng  wUeh  the  Greek  taland«n  sraassed  ionnense  rar- 
taiae^  put  of  which  they-eoployed  in  laising  ^dendid  fanildiogs,  and  dw 
Ksmaioder  In  purchasing  new. nssels.  The  nnnAier' of  thejr  meidiaM- 
ftWiBOW  stupawes  that  of  any  otheraktiqninihe  Mediterranean,  and  it 
was  itHh  ttutse  tUps  that  they  began  tlie  eootest  against. their  oppresaonl 
.n^f  asB  oanaidercd,  in  the  MedJieiTanean,  as  die  faeet  seamen,  and 
dmir  Ycasflla  as  the  hsieet  ssflew. 

Earty  on  the  next  «wsiDg  a  Mlacoft  of  Iwrteaa  naa  entered  the  bat^ 
hour,  which,  as  we  afterwaros  learnt,  cuiied  tqe  Hydriot  rear-ad- 
■■ral,  Kondurlod.  fSbc  was  soon  .followed  ^  two  othen,  one  of  which, 
'fioDi  Casial-Rotio,  made  lu  ntber  aneasy,  and  compelled  us  to  be  on 
oargnard:  she  carried  only  three  small  guns,  but  bad  acrewof  aI>6M 
■'Mtj  nan,  who  soob  conrinoed  as  Iw  their  condnct  that  they  were  pirates, 
wbon  MlUng  hot  the  presraoe  <tf  the  Admiral  seemed  to  keepfram 
-coaoaeadBglNStilities.'  Prvdence,  diereti>re,  dictated  that  we  should 
address onetne to tUr officer,  wiio  had  indie  neao dme hxlded, and 
settod  hiaiself  under  a  shady  fig^<ree.  We  fimnd  Mm  a  manof  aboU 
fbrty-Jre,  of  very  ordinary  abilities  and  understanding.  He  was  as  nn- 
infimaed  about  the  real  State  of  his  nadon,  04  the  rent  pf  his  oount;ymea 
wimm  we  had  seen;  and.  his  conGdmce  in  Qreek  superiority  was  sb 
gnat,  that  he  ftmdly  beliered  one  of  bis  nation  to  be  si)fficient  to  beat 
ten  Turics.  He  was,  dierefore,  sot  bcUned  to  e-xaggerate  tbe^  own 
aC8 
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power,  ud  he  candidly  inionQedua  that  the  Gredc*  wne  in  po«e«iioD 
of  about  300  vessels  of  different  burdens;  180  of  which  weie  anncd&nd 
fitted  to  meet  tha  uudni/.

.  thln^'  sidtohle  to  their  cuiaeitiea,  to  racb  a*  reqnin  bAaiu  and  contoiH 
tion  of  mind  to  compreliend  ;  tbey  bare  from  tb«  begbmaig  been  booglit 
tn  contact  with  metaphynckl  suMetke,  wiach  it  would  aet'be  twcban- 

~  taUe  to  Buppoae  bejond  the  compreliaiuion,  sometimfls,  of  their  teaehera 
themtdvea;  and  thns,  instead  of  being  enlightened,  (which  is  the  olgect 
proiesied  to  be  desired  b;r  their  masten,)  the;  acquire  a  string  oftoaoioua 
tenni,  that  bare,  in  their  mootha,  no  meaning  whatever.  Bu^  aa  ^ 
pertons  are  willhig  to  beliere  that  what  dwy  have  aoquind  in^  nneh 
laboqr  is  worth  xAuetfaiBK,  the  people  are  not  badnrara  in  giving  thaai- 
aelTes  credit  for  wondernil  subtle^,  supposing  that  toforoeaeeii' 
mui6tude  of  other  men's  tbonnhta  through  the  mind,  ic  to  thmi. 
Gorduigly  manj  are  deceived  by  the  amfidencc,  aad  aecning  eonri 
with  which  the  common  peo[de  put  forth  the»  oiMnioaa  ;  aiad  the  beliaf 
gain*  ground,  that  knowledge,  like  the  sun,  baa  piesced  througfa  the 
upper  surface  of  society,  and,  linking  gradually  into  itt  bosom, '  ripenedi 
amidst  droas  and  darkness,  the  ore  that  lay  hidden  at  the  bottott.  TU* 
error  is  flattering,  but  it  is  prejudicial  to  mankiad.  It  taads  to  relax.tk« 
enei^esofthbse  who  labour  to'let  in  light  iipoD  the  TaiSania-of  shadea 

-  tad  chiiaerad,  dut  still  htdda  pioaseaden  of  the  ndgar  inind ;  it  ^ea 
them  the  air  of  the  Knight  of  La  Huicba  wanii^  oniha  windinilla,  aad 
aliamea  them  into  indolence^ .  BuLoxpeiiejice  aitd  observation  at  length 
convince  ns  that  the  people,  have  very  little  exact  knowledge.  Tliey  have 
been  tongbt  many  things.  Tbcir  imaginaiJacBhavelKeii  carried  iota  ttia 
land  of  iqiuiioa,  where  shadows  fiit  aboot  with  the  oppaariqees  of  reality ; 
i«liere  mist  and  uncertainty  pervade  every  tfting  ;  and  when  truth  (if 
any  truth  be  there)  wears  an  impenetrable  vail,  never  to  be  raised  for  a 
moment  by  human  reason.  Ojidoa,  as-  Pl^o  observed  very  justly,  is 
aomething  between  knowled^  and  ignorance,  and  resemUei  tlui  dim  Ught 
of  dawn,  while  it  is  yet  doubtfiil  wlietber  it  be  mght  or  day.  It  is  the 
mind's  dress,  and  changes  with  tbe  timaa.  Nor  are  those  wtio  affect  to  be 
above  the  vulgar  Ie»  mutable  in  this  respeot  than  they ;  ferae  they 
adopt  new  baluons  in  their  dnas,  aa  soon  as  their  former  taste  has  ob- 
tained general  approbation,  (a  preof  of  excellence,  it  teems,  in  other  mat- 
teta,)  so  alao  do  they  discard  their  otantona  when  they  becwne  flpmmon, 
and  resort  to  new,  stninge,  or  absurd  tenets,  wUoh  have  not  been  soiled 
by  vulgar  belief.  But  tbe  cdamos  people  enctoach  so  r^udly  upon  tha 
grest^  in  this  paiticular,  thit  very  thoitly  the  Iwter.will  be  compdled) 
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iftbe7"vcitia  id!  be  BlDgvlnr,  to  Bbrip  Iheir  tt&iiatakaA,*aA  hurt  to  ■ 
opbiion  Kt  bII.

phce  w  with  the  kingi  who  bved  "  ante  Anmenaoiia  I"  In  Bpeakin^ 
'tharefota,  of  praMTving  the  nemory  of  dta  dead,  wa  neao,  fbr  ayaar«r 
two;  just  long  Enough  to  allow  their  viitvea.-orvicea  to  do  their  offices,  aa 
examples  in  aociety.  That  tliia  mi^^  ha  done  more  effectually  by  in- 
urniog  than  inhuma^o  we  are  fidly  persuaded  ;  for  there  ia  nothing 
awful  or,  CTM  d«oeiU.ia  a  cit;  cbuid)yard>  and.  i"  A9  couatry,  super- 
stition mars  all  practical  deduction!.  The  former  looks  like  a  placa 
where  worn-out  humanity  ig  thrown,  thkt  It  m&^  be  kept  out  of  sight  and 
memory  ;  and  raiiea  di^uat  and  horror.'  Now  it  is  certainly  deeirable 
that  none  of  these  ideas  should  be  «OBnected  in  antici}>ation  with  death. 
It  ought,  we  think,  to  be  our  aim  to  strip  it  as  much  as  possible  of  all  its 
terrors ;  in  order  that  men  might  look  to  the  end  of  life,  if  not  with  cheer- 
fulneea,  at  leaat  without  feu  aad  ^udduiag.     Tbta  aeraniw  of  antici- 

C'  D  is  not  to  be  attained  by  leading  the  imagination  through  the 
ra  of  tomba  and  cemeteriea,  Irfaere  the  niina  of  all  that  was  aver 
wiae  or  beautiful  amongat  man  lie  at  tlie  meroy  of  worms  and  oomiptionf 
whera  the  unfeeling  sextt»  kiolratb  the  bead  of  a  philoaophet  aa  ha 
ironld  that  sf  a  dog;  whare  Tioe  and  Tirtua  ^pear  wanted  and  eonr 
fiiunded.  by  death.  Out  upon  tha  tasta  of  that  people  who  firat  iorauted 
oonuuoD  cemeteries  1     It  was  a.baibaroaa  and  uDiateUectual  notion. 

Not  that  these  thinn  are  of  any  momeut  to  the  ^ad :  the  Kmg  (^ 
Ttmrt  baa  no  tamra  tor  thoae  whom  he  haa  oonquared ;  ha  ia  dreaJful 
•nly  aa  long  aa  he  is  &Bi«d,  and  iwTer  tnmplea  anfoelio^y.  on  the  eae- 
miea  be  haa  anbdnad.  ButtbaiivtNjrbave  tn  interaat  in  coming  new  a 
poner  with  nbom  thay  must  one  day  baso  familiar;  andUuacaonotba 
done  by  refDoring  immediately  biatnumpbsfirom  their  eyes.  Tbey  abonld 
aceottom  themaelvea  to  think  i^xm  his  worlUt  aad  that  with  covpocurt 
and  without. a&ctation.  To  render  thia  potaiblei  notluDg  oould  be  aa 
cfficacionaaabtmiDg  the  bodies  of  the  dead.-  The  purifying  action  of  tbe 
alenwots  would  in  tins  practice  take  place  before  .our  eyea ;  our  £ri«tda

We  made  the 
sexton  ctf  ihii  dreary  sbada,  who,  bjt  the  ««y,  had  been  employed  in  thi*  daily 
work  for  eleven  yeari,  open  dw  iteae  of  the  next  day'*  grave,  nhich  had  been 


tealed  up  for  a  year.  The  flcih  was  entirely  gene,  tor,  in  wch  a  fermeuting 
masi,  the  work  m  corruplidn  mult  go  on  awimmTngly.  Quiok-Ume  it  added  to 
haiten  the  proceu,  and  nethiog  *eemed  to  reiuuB  bill  a  dry  heep.uf  bone*  and 


*ciills.    What  muit  be  the  feelinge  of  those  who  can  suffer  the  remains  of  a 
friend,  a  sutcr,  a  mother,  or  a  wife  In  be  thai  disposed  «f  i"—4Iaakua'i  Diary 
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mtiU  qnfeUy  be  ndvcod  to-fai«I6nnii  aabw ;  whioH,  kmt  lepftnta  bjr 
yroper  cootrinowa  from  that  oS  the  pile,  might  be  canAdl j  daponted  in' 
MM  nm  of  mvble,  tkbuter,  metal,  or  day,  ai  night  bo  mott  conreiiient ;' 
and  tliia  covld  be  preanred  in  .our  hoiueafar.a  long  course  of  genera'' 
tioDa.  To  fiKal  faotyi  tofrieodahip,  or  to  lare,  how  preeioiu,hoVHcr«l' 
a depoeit I  ,  How  oftui ihoold  we iteal  atnidnii^ to  benlew  dieae  urna' 
with  teara  I  '  Thare  is  no  bonieao  poor  that  might  not  affi»d  some  ■mall* 
oloaet  for  a  aanctaary  to  .theae  doneetic  nonumeota  of  ita  iamatea'  . 
aSectiooa.  In  thm  the  mute*  «f  the  motiiw  woaM  sdlt  Mem  to  be  pre-' 
sent  among  her  diUdnn;  the  imago  of  the  husband  or  wiie  wonld  he' 
dure  to  ba.enkod  at  any  time h]r Ita  denrted  partner;  and tfae innocent' 
■oala  of 'tibfjdien  would  a^iaar  to  smila  and  linger  luand  their  seutptnted* 
mis.  What  a  rich  nuiaerr  «(  aftectiDn  and  virtnet  How  di&rent 
irom  the.  cold  habit  of  diimJaiing  those  we  love  firam  our  sight,  the  mo- 
ment  Death  has  put  his  hand  upon  them.  Who  would  not  feel  warmed 
and  quickened  as  if  by  the  raya  of  some  other  sun,  did  he  possess  iha . 
ashes  of  Shsxke^are  or  Miltos,~preserved  in  gold  or  marble,  and  placed' 
on  a  pedestal  near  his  pillow]  Asafteo  as  the  rays  of  the  moon  streamed 
upon  them  ihrough  tua  lattice,  ha  would  seem  to  feel  their  illustrious 
shades  netir  him,  exalting  his  genius  and  purifying  Ids  soul,  i  Hon  much 
more,  could  he  call  them  his  ancestors  and  prog«mtois ! 

The  supportoa  and  arguonin  6iTodr  of  ^'thinga  that  be,  may  poset-' 
bly  Dreteod  to  see  sometbiiv  nUiemdy  ahocking  in  our  pti^MMal  to  hum' 
his  Majesty's  Christian  snbjects,  though  it  be  after  they  are  dead.  Dut> 
•uoh  penoDS  ore  likewise  great  esemtee  to  iniiovation,  and  would  ho 
chiefly  apt,  we  think,  to  oppose  nson  the  present  occasion,  through  theii* 
looking  on  the  ancient  rite  of  hunting  as  saeh.  It  has  prevailed,  however, 
in  all  quartera  and  ages  of  tfae  wedd;  though,  it  most  be  confessed,  the 
praotioeofintnring  the  dead  seems,  from  what  is  related  of  the  pa^archa' 
and  othen,  to  be  more  aocieat.  Bat  the  rite  of  bnrainf;  wees  not  unkndwir 
to  the  Hebrews:  the  men  of  Jabash  faomed  the  body  of  Sanl ;  and  we 
learn  from  the  prei^et  Amos,  that,  to  gnard  against  infection,  the  bodies' 
of  sudi  as  died  of  any  epidemic  disease  were  burned.  Among  thr 
Pagans  wa  can  trace  the  funeral  pile  up  to  the  most  remote  antiqaity:' 
^e  bodies  of  Archemorus  and  Menecius,  slain  in  the  Theban  war,  as 
w^  as  tluise  of  Achillas,  Patrodns,  and  Hector,  were  consumed  upoir 
the  fnle.  Wa  find  also  that  cremation  was  in  use  among  the  Herull,' 
Getes,  Tfaiaciansi  Celts,  Saraadiws,  Oemana,  Gaols,  Danes,  Swedes,' 
Norwegians,  and  Carthaginiana'  The  ancient  Persians  and  Chaldeaoa 
did  noi  bora  their  4ead,  because  they  held  it  imjnous  to  pollute  their 
deity  (fire)  witli  a  carcass.  The  Egyptians  i^Mlained  from  it  thmogh  a 
SBperstitions  opinion  that  At  aeol  sabnated  only  as  long  as  the  body 
remained,  undissolved,  or,  as  seme  have  thottght,  through  an  ebscnre 
bopeof  a  tesutrection  or  reunion  of  the  soul  and  body/  Hence  tfae  [netic« 
of  embalming,  that  on  thatetui^  of  .the-qiirit,  it  might  find  its  ancient 
BUBsian  ^ncbanged  in  form  and  feabne.  -  Numa  gave  ordeis  that  his 
body  should  not  be  boned^  which-  6ir  Thomas  Browne  conjectures  to 
hare  arisen  from  Ins  intercourse  with 'Pythagoras,  who  might  have  con- 
tracted in  Egypt  a  bono^  for  the  ceremony :  bat  we  learn  fton  Cicero 
and  Livy,  that  Pythagoras  was  contemporaiy  with  the  elder  Brutus. 

*BIrThoina*Bnmne,  TVeatUe  on  Um  Burial.  '    ' 
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Sir  Thomaa  wai  tberefbre  led  awaj  by  popular  eivx,  in  ent«Ttaitiiiig 
thia  opinion.  The  Romiuui  do  not  seem,  howerer,  to  bave  practiaed 
buroing  until  much  later  than  Numa;  Pliny  relating  that,  according  to 
tradition,  Lucius  Sylla  was  the  first  whose  body  was  burned  at  Rome. 
Tradition  wai  in  this  instance  nustaken :  in  the  laws  of  the  Twelve 
Tables  we  find  these  worda — "  Hominem  mortunm  in  uihtf  ne  tepelito, 
neve  urito :"— n«ttAer  bury  nor  bum  any  dead  body  i%  the  city.  Di- 
rectioiu  were  alao  given  that  the  fitneral  fire  should  be  made  with  planed 
wood,  and  the  flames  quenched  with  wine.  Bat  the  Romana  had  a 
curious  notion  about  the  improptiety  of  burning  the  bodiea  of  children, 
ivho  died  before  they  had  cut  their  teeth,'  (to  use  a  familiar  phraae  :) 
sometimei  they  were  buried  beneath  the  eaves  of  their  honses,*  hnt  more 
frequently  perhaps  in  the  earth,  aa  Juvenal  talks  of  being  moved  bj 
meeting  the  pomp  of  their  funerals  in  the  street : 

Nature  imperio  Kemimui,  &c, 
ia  English ; — 

I  Tesri  steal  from  our  eye),  vhcn  lu  the  llreet 
vnOt  toaie  bitrothed  virgio'i  heine  we  meet ; 
Or  lufaut'a  funeral,  fToni  the  cheated  womb 
Conveyed  (a  earth,  and  cradled  in  a  tomb. — Tale,  ^ 

In  which,  however,  we  find  nothing  of  the  minor  igtte  rogi  (too  small  for 
the  funeral  fire)  which  denotes  the  peculiar  practice  of  which  we  have 
been  speaking.  ■ 

Why  the  early  Chriitiane,  who  muat,  from  the  beginning,  have  been 
familiar  with  these  rites,  should  have  been  altogether  averse  from  the 
fimeral  pile,  it  is  not  easy  to  coiyecture ;  unless,  indeed,  we  suppose  that 
they  chose  to  sanctify  every  ceremony  which  served  to  distinguish  them 
from  the  Pagans,  or  were  all  desirous  of  disposing  nf  their  mortal  remaina 
in  the  manner  in  which  Christ's  had  been  deposited.  But  a  custom 
adopted  without  reason,  (since  none  appears  why  cremation  should  not 
be  considered  as  favourable  to  piety  as  interment,)  may  certainly  be 
withstood,  when  it  can  be  proved  to  make  against  the  peace  and  interests 
of  humanity.  Were  the  praeticfl  of  burriing  adopted  universally,  no  one 
need  fear  that  the  remains  of  his  wiie  or  children  might  be  dragged  from 
their  grave,  by  the  sacrilegious  haDds  of  robbers,  and  sold  to  surgeons 
for  dissection.  These  apprehensioiu  would  be  dissipated  with  the  amekie 
of  the  funeral  pile.  Nor  wonM  the  timid  and  nervous  feel  half  the 
horror  tScy  now  do  at  the  ap[woach  of  death  ;  for  in  so  visible  and  com- 
plete a  dissolution,  the  fancy  would  be  able  to  attach  no  consciousness  to 
any  particle  of  the  remains,  which,  whatever  may  be  said,  it  is  apt  to  do 
when  it  considers  how  small  is  the  oittward  alteration  wroa^t  by  death. 
The  practice  of  buroing  would  likewise  do  away  with  the  necessity  of 
common  cemeteries^  and  with  that  the  belief  of  ghosts,  and  all  the 
diablerie  which,  in  the  country,  subsista  upon  graves  and  churchyards. 
Thoso, however,  for  whom  the  aspect  of  a  cemetery  has  certain  melandwty 
channs,  might  still  deposit  the  ashes  of  their  friends  in  tombs  or  mauso- 
leums ;  *  by  which  whatever  is  pious  and  pleasing  in  the  rite  of  inhuma-

*  Aitemc*ia  mixed  the  ath«i  of  her  husband  in  wine,  aod  drank  it.  He  lodiini, 
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tioii,  would  be  nnit«d  to  the  vholesome  and  purifying  cotueqaencet  of 
^K  (baeral  pile.  But  men  of  &  ceitaio  caat  of  thinking,  by  which  they 
are  lifled  above  the  prejudices  that  ditturb  the  inindj  of  the  people, 
would,  in  death  as  in  life,  prefer  a  degree  of  nmplidty  and  modesty,  to 
tlie  pomp  and  munificence  which  are  the  objects  of  vulgar  ambidoD. 
Trimatchio,  in  Petronius,  giving  orders  amid  his  cope  for  the  oondnct  of 
liis  funeral  andconatmctionof  hutamb,isagood  laOre  upon  the  feelings 
which  lometiniea  aptate  human  vanity  in  the  last  scene  it  has  to  play 
in  this  world.  "  Let  not  my  wife's  statue,"  said  be,  (they  had  juit 
quarrelled,)  "  be  placed  upon  my  monument,  lest  even  in  death  I  should' 
nave  contentions  with  her.  And,  that  she  may  know  I  have  it  in  my 
power  to  torment'her,  let  her  not  kiss  me  after  1  am  dead."*  The  same 
worthy  thus  begins  his  orders  for  his  mounmeut.  "  I  eaniesdy  entreat 
you  to  place  at  the  foot  of  my  tomb' the  statue  of  my  &vonrtl«  bitch, 
with  crownsi  boxes  of  perturae,  and  representations  of  all  the  battles  I 
hare  won,  in  relief,  that  hy  your  assistance  I  may  live  after  death.  Let 
the  Si^ade  of  the  structure  be  one  hundred  feet  long ;  its  depth  two 
hundrM  feet.  I  desire  alto  that  all  manner  of  fruit-trees- be  planted 
KHind  my  ashes,  especially  vines ;  for  it  would  be  absuid  to  give  room 
for  it  to  be  said  after  my  death,  that,  altbou^  I  spared  no  pains  in  cul- 
tivating my  lands  during  life,  that  spot  had  been  neglected  in  which 
I  mast  dwell  for  a  so  much  longer  period." ' 

Plato  and  Sir  Thomas  Browne,  the  one  in  his  most  beautifhl  piece 
entitled  the  Banquet,  and  the  other  in  his  Treatise  on  Urn  Burial,  have 
with  the  keenest  ridicule  assaulted  man's  absurd  practices  fi^r  perpetunt- 
ing  his  memory.  The  latter,  indeed,  affected  to  look  upon  all  methods 
as  ineffectual  and  ridiculous;  because,  as  he  thought,  we  had  fidlen  in 
the  evening  of  time,  merely  soon  enough  to  say  we  had  lived,  but  too 
near  the  worid'i  goal,  to  allow  the  echoes  of  Our  virtues  to  be  heard  npon 
the  earth.  Plato,  on  the  contrary,  as  conceiving  probably  that  he  lived 
in  the  morning  of  the  world,  was  not  averse  to  reputation;  only,  he  thought 
it  was  to  be  acquired,  not  by  preserving  our  bodies  from  corruption  by 
embalming,  nor  by  raising  over  our  aahes  piles  of  marble  or  tombs  of 
brass,  nor  by  being  the  founder  of  a  family  distinguished  for  nothing  but 
riches, — but  by  generating  noble  and-  magnanimous  thoughts. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  there  is  something  exceedingly  impressive  in 
seeing  any  remnant  of  humanity  going  to  join  "  the  mighty  nations  of 
the  dead,"  in  whatever  manner  it  is  effected.  The  presence  of  Death 
with  his  terrors  has  sometimes  an  ennobling  effect  upon  the  survivors  ; 
they  ieel  for  a  moment  tis  if  they  could  willingly  cope  with  him,  while 
bis  dart  is  hardly  extracted  from  the  bosom  of  their  friend.  How  much 
of  a  heroine  docs  even  a  peasant  girl  or  forlorn  widow  appear,  in  th« 
pomp  of  grief  and  tears,  vbile  the  lover  or  the  husband  is  borne  by  hands 

acconllof  til  HenNb>tus,  were  in  the  habit  of  eatiog  their  dectaieil  parents,  which 
Chry«ippui  wButed  to  Introtluce  iulu  general  praciice.— Such  are  tbe  faocict 
of  mcu !

U.  UiOM  tiiDeA  when  buralBg  pmrailedi  that  ww  cut  off  is  the  flower  of 
his  age,  or  a  nrgin  before  the  period  of  womaahood,  th*  moUier,  if  she 
tahai^lya  muriTcd,  or  else  atyme  near  rolatioD,  wrapped  in  a  tad- 
<)ploai«d  gument,  gathered  up  the  beloved  aahee  into  an  urn;*  and 
little  vuea  of  perfttmei  and  bottle*  of  easancea  (aftetwatdi  mistaken  for 
^an,)  were  deponted  wth  it  in  the  tomb,  white  lamQntatioo*  and 
■arrow  were  heard  en  all  .aidea.  The  fuoeral.  mpper,  bofoe  in  upon 
paterte,  waa  then  taated  by  the  relationa,  who  wore  crowna  t^KMt  their 
heada,*  and  at  Aated  perioda  theae  lamenatiana  were  renewed. 
.  But  the  practice  of  burying  in  chorchee  ja  doubly  otgecUopable)  aa  it 
iiyurea  alike  our  piety  uid  health. 

The  oharacter  of  our  devatioD  ahftnld  be  pire  ud  cheer&I,  and  the 
places  aet  apart. ior  itaaublio  exerciae  oo^^t  rather  toinflreaae  thau 
diminiah  the  natural  exaltation  of  ihe  mind.  For  thta  reaaon  lightneaa 
^d  elegance  ahould  he  aimed  at  ift  the  arclutectura  ef  our  churehef, 
9ad  evety  thing  offena^  and  gloomy  remored  frotn  their  ricinity. 
Pure  whUnuty  might  b«  prefeiablo,  if  it  were  within  the  reach  of  ordinary 
^rchitecta,  ^or  auch  tire  the  perionq  generally  employed  in  building 
chorches ;  but  every  attempt  at  reaching  it  only  prove*  tfmi  they  mi^ake 
gloom  and  dMCurityfor  the'  aublime,  and,  in  coniequenee,  only  depresa 
the  aonla  they  meant  to  raiae  and  purify.  To  add  to  ibia,  our  dead  are 
interred  in  out  templea,  aad  putrid  exhalatioiis  float  like  miat  tWongh 
thoac  aiatea  that  should  be  eacred  to  the  breath  of  praiae  alone.  It  ia  n 
(peat  miatake,  if  it  be  thought  that  greater  reneretlon  ia  thrw^  tliie 
meeaa  paid  (a  our  aacied  e<U£oee.  Men  feet  an  iovoluataiy  ui^ing  of 
the  apuit  on  eotedng  them,  but  it  ia  canaed,  not  by  any  ncceaaioii  of 
penhenlial  feelings,  but  by  inhaling  a  fetid,  unwb<d«iaotne  atmoaphcre ; 
imd  through  life  they  aaaociote  a  certain  heavy,  oadavwous  aoent  witl^ 
eveiy  reminiacence  of  a  church.  Beudea,  nothing  ia  more  certain  than 
that  the  aig^t  and  smell  of  mortality  may  be  endured  without  any  in- 
oreaae  of  virtuous  or  moral  feelingh.-  The  Araba  of  the  Nile  lie-down, 
without  any.  obaemble  emendation  of  mutils,  beside  the  onimhling 
mummies  in  the  ancient  sepulchres  of  the  Egyptiana;  and  the  early 
ChiiatianB  retired  to  the  tomba  of  the  martyrs,  that  they  might  enjoy, 
•oocffding  to  St  Ambroee,  the  advantage  of  being  iatoKica.ied  with  im- 

r'[ty.  On  warm  anmmer  days,  when  the  sun  darted  hia  raya  throt^h 
long  dim  windowa  of  a  country  cburcb,  we  have  often  obeervedblouh 
fteama  aacendjng  heavily  towwds  the  roof  of  the  building;  and  theae, 
mingling  with  the  breath  of  a  numeroua  congregation,  have  ao  depreaaed 
our  spinta  that  we  have  been  overwhelmed'  with  melancholy.  How 
different  were  the  taate  and  notdons  of  the  Pagans !  Though  their  goda 
and  their  lilea  were  sometimeei[npure,it  waa  very  rarely  that  their  temples 
were  profaned  by  any  thing  calculated  to  raise  dioguK,  and  never  by  the 
die  preaence  of  a  dead  body.  Nay  their  scrupulous  delicacy  waa  ao 
great  in  tiiia  reepect,  that  they  suspended  boughs  of  oypreaa  at  the  doors 
•f  deceased  peraona,  lest  any  one  about  to  peribnn  any  religious  rite, 
fchonid  enter  a  house  rendered  contaminated,  and  unpropitious  by  the

wd  ahMrloM.  Wo  foor  that  diSeraico  of  oetd,  hovofor,  baa  rerf, 
litth  to  (to  ivitb  pataral  fadlagi,  for  we  find  fran  (be  iqvoacbea  of  tha 
fctfaera,  ^at  even  the  primitive  Chriatiana  wara  aeeoaUHoad  to  abaados 
ihemaelTeB  to  exceawTO  grief  on  the  death  of  their  frienda,  and,  not  coo- 
tent  with  tbeirown  tean,  tobire  Pri^ca,  or  mercenaij  female  moiunera, 
who  might  lengthen  and  direct  their  grief  by  art  and  method.  And, 
though  they  did  not  ptacUae  burning,  much  of  the  pomp  and  expense 
of  the  funeral  pile  waa  preaerred,  or  ratber  augmented  ;  for  TertuUian 
informa  the  Arabe  that  they  had  no  reason  to  regret  the  decay  of  Pa- 
ganism, aince  a  greater  quantity  ol  thar  precious  odoura  were  uaed  at 
the  funeiala  of  the  Chriatianw  than  fom^erly  bad  -l^eeBi  bnnt  on  the 
altars  of  the  Gods. 

The  practice  of  cremation,  or  bunting,  is  indeed  tho  most  economical 
way  in  nhicb  the  dead  can  be  dispoted  of;  and  it  is  certainly  a  mis- 
taken notion  to  think  we  hofour  our  departed  friends  by  depriving  tboae 
that  arc  living  of  gifts  which  we  heap  npon  their  ashes.  Towards  neither 
dead  oor  livii^  ii  the  fervency  of  our  affection*  proved  by  the  price  of 
our  gifts.  A  common  urn  might  be  purchased  for.  a  few  shillings,  and 
with  such  the  poor  'would  be  content ;  while  the  rich  might  show  their 
regret  or  extravagance  by  sculptored  marble  or  alabaster.  What  is  now 
expended  on  a  coffin  would  buy  wood  for  the  pile ;  and  as  to  the  per- 
fumes aociently  used,  their  place  might  he  supplied  by  very  homely  ex- 
pedients. InMeaA,'BJBe;  of  tho  plioed  vrood,  aAd  srina '  to  Mctingudi  the 
flames,  commandad  by  law  amoag  the  Horaans,  enrnaisw  fafgots  Bod 
water  might  be  aaba^tad.  The  pnMtic*  of  inhinnailoa  has  always 
nreo  riia  Ift  nialeaB  Iwboat  aad  axpeiMe.  Tha  eoSna  of  the  utcient 
kina  of  Franco  were  iiB»eaii  Uodw  ei  atoae  hoUmred  out  with  pro- 
digions  labour,  thnr  effgiaa  wen  paiatad  o&  tha  iasida,  aad  eonsider- 
aUe  riches  weia  bniwL  with  tbaaat  and  if  they  did  not  oqual  Iha 
pyramids,  as  a  French  antbor  eaaeilanriy  ofaacma,  they  wen  at  least 
as  useful. 

To  common-place  minds  every  thing  is  common-place,  and  nothing 
mora  so  than  nSections  on  death;  but  yet  what  lessona  might  we  not 
learn  from  these  common'^Iaoes  !  J^t  aoch.  minds  S"f9^  '"^  *bu 
moat  common  ot  kll  things,  and  see  how  they  will  fare.  The  most  strange 
and  marvellons .  of  sutyects  would  .scarcely  bow  down  their  spirit  so 
eflectnally,  <^  show  these  deipiseis  of  comaion-place  how  they  would 
shudder  at  having  it  thrust  home  to  their  bosoms.  On  such  occasions 
are  seen  the  adraatages  of  those  whose  habits  of  thinking  never  led  them 
to  reckon  death  a  subject  beneath  tbeir  contemplation,  or  fbraign  to 
their  h^>piness;  whose  nighi-tboughts  wen  wont  to  wander  calmly 
among  urns  and  inmlchres ;  and  who,  like  the  Egyptians,  baMd  their 
bstivals  accompanied  by  a  skeleton,  present  to  tlie  imagination,  without 
checUng  their  mirth  or  damping  tbeir  enjoyments.  We  shoald  Ilk*  to 
tee  the  urns  of  our  ancestors  arranged  on  our  chimney -pieoes  with  their 
rarlona  dates  sculptured  on  their  sides,  that  we  mig^  never  forget  the 
duration  of  human  life,  or  be  Mgiy  M  wfast  are  emp^cally  callod  "  tho 
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upa  &D(1  downT'  of  this  voM.  As  it  i«,  we  keep  a  itiict  debtor  kod 
creditor  account  with  Time,  and  complacently  reduo  op  at  ttatad . 
periods  what  we  have  gained  by  yielding  up  ceitalo  portiuns  of  our  iivei 
to  hia  sway.  We  shall  aee  wl^  will  be  the  gainer  in  the  end  I  Mean- 
while it  is  onr  wish  that  our  country  would  adopt  the  healthful,  pious, 
and  econontical  practice  of  what  Sir  Thomas  Browne  calls  "  the  fiery 
solution,"  aod  yield  up  their  dead  bodies  rather  to  the  purifying  flaiMa> 
than  to  worms  and  comiption.

Iv  pursuing  the  examiiia^on  of  the  adraDtages  procured  for  the 
■tndent  hy  the  peculiar  diicipliae  of  Hertford  College,  the  propriety  of 
indnlgiiig  the  youth  of  that  inititution  with  private  apartmenU  haa  been 
qneatioiied.  Mr.  Grant  and  Mr.  Malthua '  hare  pointed  out,  with  high 
approbation,  the  power  thiu  afTorded  to  a  young  man  of  selecting  from 
among  hit  fellow-collegians  his  own  circle  of  acquaintance;  and  this 
brings  me  to  consider,  in  connexion  with  the  second,  the  third  divigioo, 
under  wtdch  the  advantages  belonging  to  Hail^buiy  have  been  claaaed, 
namely,  the  power  of  forming  intimaciei  with  persons  destined  for  India, 
and  for  the  same  line  of  service  in  that  country.  But  the  usual  age  of 
the  atudent  must  be  kept  in  view ;  the  majority  will  be  found  to  conaiat 
of  lads  from  16  to  19  years  old.  The  knowledge  of  character,  and  the 
power  of  estimating  another's  qualifications,  must  be,  in  penons  at  thia 
time  of  life,  extremely  limited  and  uncertain ;  and  it  may,  therefore, 
fairly  be  doubted  whether  dns  power  of  selectiog  aabociates  can  be  pro- 
dnctive  of  much  benefit.  At  schools,  the  general  freedom  of  interconrse, 
afanost  wholly  unrestricted  by  form,  forces  out  all  the  outlines  of  ch:i- 
ncter,  and  displays  them  in  their  true  shape  and  colour,  oeithcr  strength- 
ened nor  softened,  while  yet  but  slightly  affected,  by  the  ordinary  mlea 
of  society.  Hence  the  ndicule  which  attends  conceit  and  false  preteo- 
■ioiu,  the  public  scorn  of  falsehood,  the  dii^race  of  cowaidice,  and  the 
resistance  offered  to  petty  tyranny,  prevent  the  effect  of  eril  example, 
mark  out  the  guilty  as  boys  to  be  avoided,  and  ol^en  destroy  in  othera 
the  Iniking  vice  or  foible.  It  is  at  school  that  the  power  of  public 
ofnnion  is  most  plainly  seen  and  quickly  felt ;  and  supplies  the  want  of 
diacrimination  in  each  individual.  All  expnx  what  they  think  of  each 
other ;  the  power  of  truth  lends  force  to  the  opinion  of  those  who  happen 
to  be  right ;  it  is  aoon  adopted  by  the  rest,  and  thus  directs  the  judgment 
of  the  little  society.  The  facility  is  very  great  of  arriving  at  a  know- 
ledge of  a  boy's  disposition  and  qualities  in  those  youthful  communities. 
He  is  observed  from  on  age  when  all  concealment  U  unnatural;  his  true 
propensities  are  at  once  discovered ;  and  by  the  time  ho  reaches  the 
npper  stationt,  and  becomes  a  senior  in  the  school,  every  point  of  hie 
character  is  generally  and  thoroughly  understood.  But  at  Haileybury, 
the  case  is  exactly  reversed  :  the  students  meet  together  for  the  first  time 
at  an  age  when  they  are  necessarily  induced  partly  to  conceal  what  they 
nie,  and  partly  to  affect  to  be  what  they  are  not,  by  the  discipline  which 
adnuraUy  suits  with  the  desire  then  ao  natural  of  appearing  and  acting  as 
men.  The  mimickiy  of  worldly  etiquette,  and  the  possession  of  separate 
apartmenU,  where  the  mannikin  may  exhibit  himself  as  guest  or  host. 


Stattmcnti,  tee,  p.  Sfi. — "  At  the  Colle|;e  in  Ee^aad,  each  itudent  has  a

it  mode  of  living  gives  bim  the  opportunity  of  chooiiog  his  own  locie^,*^ 
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resUftHt  that  HcenM  of  remuk  which  makes  the  common  (^aion  §erve 
as  ft  guide  to  the  weak,  and  an  exercise  to  the  strong  nnderHtandiog. 
Under  such  circamstonceH,  i«  it  Hkely  thst  a  raw  bof,  during  the  two 
yean  of  his  residence  at  Hsileybury,  in  the  assumed  character  of  a  man, 
should  make  muoh  use  of  his  power  to  select  acqusiDtancea,  or  derire 
much  future  comfott  or  benefit  front  friendships  formed  and  cemented 
duiinr  so  short  a  petiod  ? 

it  fas  beeA  obserred,  that  school  acquaintaucea  seldom  ripen  into  per- 
inaseDt  friendships  ;  and  it  has,  also- been  said,  .that  college 'friends,  we 
often  the  beet  ana  Gnnest  we  me«t  with  through  life.  But  by  tka  tenn 
CoUegc,  let  us  not  be  deceived  into  a  false  notion  of  such  an  ioBtitutioB 
as  Hsileybury.  We  must  understand  the  word  to  mean,  as  was  intended 
^  -those  who  made  the  remaHt,  such  esUhUshments  as  the  Colleges  of 
Qxibrd  and  Cambridge.  These,  it  will  be  obserred,  besides  the  advan' 
tage  to  be  derived  from  the  mixed  intercourse,  existing  to  »  certain  ex- 
t^t,  of  graduates  with  under-graduates,  most  young  men  poaseu  some 
ftmily  friend,  some  Fellow  of  a  CcJlege,  the  contemporary  oi  a  father  or 
■in  uncle,  who  without  the  invidious  power  of  a  tutor  or  professor,  watches 
with  the  readiness  of  Toluntary  regEird,aud. advises  widi  the  authwity  irf 
disinterested  kindness.  The  undor-graduate,  through  whom  the  coi^ 
etancy  of  hn  early  egteem  is  thus  testified,  may  sometimes  laugh  in  public 
at  the  self-constituted  guardian,  vote  his  dionen  a  bore,  and  a  Tisit  to 
Uis  rooms  wone  than  going  to  lecWfe ;  but  secretly  be  wfll  often  lay  his 
counsel  to  heart,  and  the  self-lore  and  pride  whuh  are  always  in  arms 
dgaiost  a  tutor,  not  being  opposed  to  the  adviser,  who  jnsinuatea  his  ad- 
vice with  a  bottle  of  port  or  claret,  much  of  what  is  laughed  at  abroad 
will  vrtak  its  effect  in  prirate :  the  young  springaH  is  disappointed  of  a 
horse,  and  pissed  at  cover  the  next  time  the  bounds  iiieet->^  bead-asba 
confines  him  to  bis  rooms— bis  oak'  is  for  the  fiist  time  nected  asaiast 
some  wild  companion— other  men  of  mora  temperate  baaita  rise  u  bis 
Esteem,  and  are  allowed  to  have  spirit  enough  frv  geatlenun,— aad  tbuSt 
%  being  taught  to  commune  with  himself,  he  discovers  mucb  of  ralaa 
which  he  bad  never  seen  in  his  own  character,  acqairea  that  most  nseiul 

Jaality  of  self-respect,  and,  by  impro'v&tg  himself,  inenaaea  hia  cbaaca  <^ 
irmiog  desirable  intimacies,  by  strengtiiening  and  aliaiyning  lug  own 
iosight  into  human  nature,  and  at  the  same  time  making  himself  mere 
worthy  the  love  of  the  honest  heart,  and  the  approbatioa  of  tba  otlti- 
vated  mind.  With  the  advantage  of  a  guide,  young  mea  Ans  antear 
even  to  themselves  to  choose  their  own  friends,  and  regard  tba  cboicB  with 
all  the  complacency  with  which  we  look  at  every  act  itf  our  own  volitiao 
productive  of  good  :  and  in  no  one  business  of  life  do  men  mon  [equin 
assistance,  than  in  that  of  selecting  their  associates, '  qoibtu  credoan^ 
qnoB  caverent.'  Yet  it  can  hardly  be  deniMl,  that,  at  Haileyb<U7>  iha 
■chool-college,  this  matter  is  almost  left  to  cbaiice.  A  lad  is  Ovown  into 
the  midst  of  many  others  about  his  own  a^;.  the  natoial  aristocracy, 
compoeed  of  persons  at  a  more  advanced  period  of  life,  is  not  there  to  be 
found,  who  would  restnun  by  advice,  and  guide  by  example ;  nw  is  that 
loudly-expressed  public  opinioD,  which  shames  a  boy  at  school  from  in- 
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l^&Wjrwtlh'  tbtf  «Til-<liap(Med,  pwmlttadUr  lie  heard-  aidosg  the  polite 
coKunuoity  of  Hertford  College.  Any  cmurI  ooofonnity  of  taUe  id  the 
punuit  of  unueement  and  relaxation  will,  «re  know,  speedily  draw  on  an 
acquaintapoB  between  boyi ;  and  thus  Uie  youth  of  eaily  promiae,  but 
half-formed  babita,  attra^ed  by-  &  cMgenial  lore  of  sport,  may  link  him- 
aelf  with  another  wboM  morel  ineignifioanee  or  degritdation  hu  escaped 
Ui  uofvactiswl  obaervMum,  undirected  by  friendly  experieace,  and  not 
till  too  late  arotued  by  common  report.  This  bituatioD  ia  rendered  tbo 
wore  critical  ob  aooount  of  the  incmuwd  chances  existing  at  Hertford  of 
meeting  with  penune  of  idle  and  ineubordbalie  diipoution;  for  it  aeenie 
to  be  admitted  that  those  wbo  have  the  raettoa  of  supportiog  a  bob  in  hia 
eadeaTdura  after  advaacement  ia  this  country,  and  the  opportunity  of 
providing  for  another  by  an  appointment  in  India,  will  very  naturally 
Vake  lue  of  the  latter  for  him  who  ia  likely  to  give  them  most  trouble, 
^tj  reaaonof  hia  turbulent  charaderj^or  yield  them  least  credit  by  reaaoa 
ia  hia  inci^iacity.  The  operation  of  this  general  feeling  will  necee- 
sarily  Antv  into  Haileybury  a  certain  number  of  dull  and  unmanageable 
lade.  Mr.  Midthu  points  out  another  cause,  which  muat  diminish  the 
account  of  good  examine  at  the  East  India  College;  ai  many,  it  ap- 
pean,  wba  would  elsewhere  eKeit  fiae  talents,  and  become  eonfirmed  in 
good  hatnti,  will  there  suppreia  or  pervert  the  axerciae  of  the  onei  and 
abandon  the  observance  or  oraoie  the  influence  of  the  other.  "  The 
aeoond  permaiienf  difficulty  which  the  College  has  to  contend  with,  is 
the  chance  that  some  oi  the  young  men,  whose  )ArenU  have  obtained 
appointnenU  fax  them,  may  be  indisposed  to'the  service;  and  not  really 
wuh  to  go  out  to  India,  Snoh  atMOper  of  tuind  will,  of  course,  naturally 
indispose  them  to  submit  to  the  <liK»plise  of.  the  College,  or  to  profit  by 
the  edocadoc  which  it  offers  to  them,  and  will,  at  the  same  time,  make 
them  Motf  pernicious  and  da%ger9iu»sa.mjiltt\aMten."*  Is,  then,  the 
undirected  povftr  of  eeleoting  soeiety  a  deairabte  yniiesaion  for  youtha 
froBi.l6ta  IdyeonoldfSo  peculiarlysitnttedasthe'studeiitSDf  Heitfbrd 
Col^? 

But,  say  the  friends  of  the  institntioB,  here  the  yoang  men  may  form 
ifltiraaeics  with  peraou  destined  for  India,  and  for  the  same  line  of  ser- 
vice in  that  country.  Whatever  may  be  the  degree  of  oonsolatioa  afford- 
ed to  the  feelivgi  of  an  involuntary  exile,  by  the  proflpect  of  cahyii^ 
vidi  him  to  a  distant  land  an  old.  associate,  the  benefits  to  be  derived  ta 
t^  service,  aod  indeed  the  solid  advantages  to  the  young  men  them- 
seWea,  may. fairly  be  questioned,  Suppose,  ibr  esample,  two  Haileybury 
students,  nMninated  to  the  same  premdency,  proceeding  to  India  in  th« 
aame  weataa,  studying  at'  the  Collage  (we  will  day)  of  Fwt  Williain, 
and  leaving  it  together.  Bound  by  intimacy  thus  closely  cemented, 
they  meet  many  yesn  -aftcnvards  aa  public  binctionariea  in  the  same 
di^^ct,  the  one  holdlag  an  office  created  perhaps  pardy  as  a  check  en 
that  filled  by  the  other.  Suppose  this  latter,  in  the  interval  ai  tbur  se- 
paratieD>  to  have  become  a  confirmed  gamester,  and  involved  in  all  the 
•mbarnunmenta  attending  that  destructive  vice.  To  make  the  case  nfore 
striking,  injagine  the  distressed  ganrteeter  colle<ding  revenue  for  tbe  state, 
er  dispensing  justice  to  itssulyects  ;  in  the  former  capacity  abaorbing  as 
they  passed  through  his  hands  the  supplies  of  government,  or  extorting 
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here  by  exorbitant,  and  remitting  there  bj  inmiflicieiit  Valuation  of  land*,* 
fortbe  sake  of  equivocal  louu  :  in  the  latter  utnation,  as  judge  and  ma- 
gistrate, letiu  BnnMse  Urn  comijrtbg  the  source  of  joatice,  making  the 
Htigioua  spirit  of^  the  people  an  inatmment  of  supply  for  hie  pecnniary 
wants,  hastening  or  retaraing,  fecilkatiDg  or  preventing.'the  redrees'of 
wroDgK,  accoidiag  to  the  indacement  held  out  to  hia  mercenary  craringi ; 
Aus  giving  the  sanction  of  law  to  the  crime  of  the  aggreuor  and  the 
mfferingg  of  the  aggrieved,  who  may  be  left,  ruined  in  ehaiacter  and 
fortune,  to  sink  without  hope  of  recovery,  nnder  the  combined  oj^ieasion 
of  relentle«a  enmity  and  tyraanical  corruptieD.  While  such  a  man  dis- 
graces a  judicial  appointment,  suppose  his  fdlow-student,  peribrmiag  the 
duties  of  collector  in  the  same  diatrict,  and  unavoidably  acquainted  with 
the  character  and  conduct  of  hia  old  familiar  friend  and  associate— ^en 
arises  the  contest  between  the  tenderaess  of  eariy  intimacy  and  the  sense 
of  public  duty,  between  pity  for  the  man  and  compaaaion  for  his  victima. 
They  meet  at'each  other's  tablea,  the  toil  of  the  day  and  the  fiercenesa 
of  the  heat  are  past,  around  them  are  the  pomp  and  laxnriee  of  the  East, 
before  them  the  delicacies  of  Europe  and  Asia ;  Carbonell'a  claret  cools 
the  palate  and  wainu  the  heart ;  the  rooms  and  acene*  of  Haileybury 
rise  before  their  fanciea,  the  eld  joke  u  repeated,  the  laugh  of  youth  is 
echoed  by  the  recollections  of  manhood ;  the  entomofegiat  again  is 
gibed,'  the  great  enemy  to  excessive  population  is  called  to  mind  with 
the  broad  jest  and  epigram  ;  Sir  James's  History  of  England  is  again 
regretted,  as  belonging  to  what  M.  D'Israeli  strangely  caUs  "  events 
which  have  not  happened ;"  the  warm  and  confiding  manner  of  the  dis- 
solute gamester  opens  again  all  the  sprinp  of  old  affection,  and  his  com- 
panion retires,  attributing  to  the  incorrigible  avarice  and  comiUton  of  the 
Native  Officers  of  the  Court,  the  disastrous  effects  of  bis  friend's  miscon- 
dnct,  considers  him  the  dupe  of  their  cunning,  laments  his  indolence  and 
want  of  penetration,  and  leaves  him  agoio  to  squander  lacks  of  rupees  and 
min  thousands  of  families,  till  the  clamours  of  the  injured,  or  some 
untoward  accident,  expose  the  delinquent,  and  by  an  inadequate  punish- 
ment consign  him  to  oUivion,  but  not,  alas  !  to  infamy. 

ft  may  be  said,  that  this  picture  is,  as  it  is  believed  to  be,  all  imagi- 
nary; that  the  case  is  quite  an  extreme  one,  and  wholly  hypodietical ; 
but,  although  it  is  hoped,  that  no  case  exists,  or  is  known  to  have  exist- 
ed, like  that  just  described,  yet  it  is  of  very  poasihle  occurrence ;  and  the 
sacrifice  of  public  duty  to  the  tenderness  of  private  friendship  has  been 
witnessed  at  many  times  and  in  many  coontries.  Such  a  sacrifice  is  not 
leas  likely  to  be  exhibited  in  India  than  elsewhere.  There  men  are 
brought  together  for  whom  the  means  of  forming  early  and  dose  intima- 
cies hare  been  prepared  ;  the  ties  of  friendship  are  rendered  strongw 
and  more  precious  by  the  mutual  dependence  in  which  Europenns  are 
placed  on  each  other,  few,  dispersed  and  distinguished  as  they  are,  in  a 
land  of  strangere,  and  those  strangers  their  slaves. 

It  may  be  urged,  that  intimacted  will  be  made ;  and,  however,  you 
educate  the  civil  servants  of  the  Government,  old  achoolfetlows  may 
hereafter  be  placed  nearly  in  the  same  predicament  as  that  above  set 
forth.  Intimacies,  it  is  true,  may,  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  made,  hut  not 
till  a  later  period  of  life,  if  the  plan  to  be  suggMted  should  evnr  be  adopt- 
ed ;  they  will  not  be  forced,  as  in  a  hot  bed,  upon  undiscriminating 
youth,  brought  together  in  cgntemplatioa  of  one  common  exile.     Old 
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■chooUalloWt,  it  ii  gntited,  taay  meet  in  Bunilar  relativ«  rituations,  but 
they  will  not  from  boyhood  ha,ve  been  taught  to  rerereoce,  and  conform 
thetoMlTea  to  one  ByKem  as  immutable ;  they  will  not  have  been  trained 
from  the  nursery  for  nabobs,  like  the  majority  of  the  Company's  civil 
•erraiita,  compoKd  as  it  is  of  the  wns,  nej^ews,  and  cousiaa  of  East  In- 
dia Directors,  or  old  Indiana :  they  will,  therefore,  not  be  prepared  for 
that  sort  of  eonviantional  morality,  which  none  of  those  gentlemen  (to 
their  credit  be  it  spoken)  would  acknowledge  fixr  their  own  rule  of  conduct, 
hot  by  which  they  are  apt  to  try  the  behaviour  and  connive  at  the 
■ntsdeeds  of  their  native  servants.  Thig  they  do,  not  for  their  own  profit, 
bat  for  the  lake  of  avoiding  trouble,  dreading  to  disturb  a  long- eetablish- 
mI  abuse. 

Convien  che  molto  poul  un  error  vecchio. 

Many  succeed  to  ntualions,  and  witnesa  what  their  predeceesorg  hare 
permitted  with  astonishment ;  they  pause  to  cousider  their  motives  ;  in 
the  mean  time  what  at  first  surfnised  becomes  familiar  to  their  minds, 
the  method  is  vicious  but  convenient,  has  existed  for  many  yean  under 
many  predecessors,  and  thus  is  again  transmitted  widi  the  sanction  nf 
another  incumbent,  and  the  authority  of  increased  age,  to  another  civil 
servant  from  the  same  school  aa  thoae  who  have  preceded  him.  Sorely 
if  there  he  room  for  improvement,  (and  who  shnll  say  of  any  human  in- 
vention  that  there  is  not?)  smnll  is  the  chance  of  any  change  for  the  bet- 
ter, when  emulation  is  cramped  in  the  birth  by  an  admitted,  though  loosely 
obeenred,  rule  of  seniority — when  the  recruits  from  England  are,  for  the 
most  part,  begotten  and  nursed  by  the  agent  of  the  old  system,  and  are 
all  moulded  by  a  discipline,  which  prepares  them  for  the  adopiioii  of 
whatever  they  shall  find  established  in  India.  The, race  of  ciril  servants 
is  something  like  the  liigh  nobility  of  Spain,  the  Grandees  of  many  bat*, 
who  have  iaterm&rried  so  often,  that  they  form  a  peculiar  and  distinct 
tribe  of  Spaniards,  remarkable  for  an  undergrowth  of  mind  and  body ; 
so  the  constant  succession  of  the  kindred  and  connexions  of  old  Indians 
to  writershipe,  although  they  may  not  be  marked  by  stinted  limbs  or 
■waithy  complexions,  yet  carry  with  them  a  certain  listleosness  and  ob- 
sequiousness belonging  to  their  fathers,  and  all  the  predisposition  to  fall 
in  with  the  hog-hunting  and  indolent  habits  of  the  service  which  they 
are  about  to  join.  Let  a  fresh  stimulus  be  given  to  the  serrice,  by  open- 
ing to  the  British  youth  another  and  a  wider  road  to  prefcrmciit  in  In- 
dia— let  there  be  a  broader  European  education,  a  Iniger  field  for  candi- 
dates, but  not  a  lower  test  of  quaiificaiion  ;  and  high  as  is  the  character 
of  the  Company**  civil  servants,  it  muy  yet  rise  higher  ;  great  as  may  be 
thebenefitstvhich  they  dispense  to  thenatives,  they  will  yet  be  greater;  and 
powerful  as  the  influence  may  beof  British  character  on  the  Indian  empire, 
it  will  be  yet  more  powerftil.  Europe  and  posterity  may,  perhaps,  behold 
a  HDgular  example  of  (he  highest  civilisation  attained  amidst  the  most 
inveterate  prejudices,  religious  and  national,  and  ultimately  the  annihi- 
lation of  those  prejudices,  by  the  philosophical  introduction  of  a  pure 
faith  among  a  people  prepared,  by  intellectual  improvement,  to  adopt  it 
as  a  religion,  not  submitted  to  by  their  fears,  but  embraced  by  their  free 
will.     . 

Hay  we  not,  therefore,  question  the  degree  of  good  to  be  derived  to 
the  BerTic«.by  tbfl  power,  enjoyed  by  tbesEudente  at  Hertford,  of  forming 
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iutimaciM  with UtDce  who  willbe  kpwtof  tbdrfutnnMftietr  I  Ifltmky 
be  questiouMl,  with  regard  to  the  pui>liciDt«reita,weiiisj.  mdily  luapeut^ 
accoidii^  \a  diat  tutcient  hut  louiid  axiom,  "  the  welfare  of  the  comma-. 
m^  IB  ineeparaUe  £raiii>  that  of  iodividiialB^"  thAt  the  beti;efili  thus  [m«h 
cured  for  the  atudents  themaeWe*)  an  not  eo  real  Knd  luie  ea  die- friend* 
of  the  College  hare  aaieited. 

It  has  he&re  been  said,  that  the  pro^ieot  of  oorrying  with  him  into 
«cile  his  early  compaiuODe,  may  be  a  oooiolatioa  to  the  feelinga,  but  of 
doubtful  advantage  in  the  Condition  of  the  writer.  Id  youth  our  habiu 
are  social;  if  they  be  bad,  we  hate  our. companioni  of  the  like  evil  die* 
poeition  ;  if  good,  those  of  aimilar  intentions  are  known  and  eeteened  by 
ua.  In  th6'  former  case  then  the  writer  loses  the  opportunity  of  brealdng 
off  iindeeinible  connexions  by  removal  to  India,  becauae  his  old  abettora 
follow  him,  and  continue  to  share  his  puTGuite  and  strengtlKn  hia  habits. 
In  the  latter  oase  the  feelings  of  the  young  man  may  be' outraged  I^the 
burtting  asunder  of  close-kept  intimacy,  it  obhged  to  leava  ^a  accuetomed 
companiena  behind  him  :  but  his  good  dispositions  secure  hi*  advance-, 
meet,  and  must  obtain  for  him  a  kind  reception,  to  whatsoever  ptesidency 
he  may  be  bound.  It  is  not,  we  must  recollect,  like  the  amval  of  a  me- 
dical or  law  student  in  London,  with  neither  the  mesms  of  subsistence, 
nor  employmcDt  to  yield  it,  without  a  stadoo  to  fill,  or  a  hope  of  obtain' 
ing  it :  the  wiiter'reaches  his  presidency,  where  he  at  once  reoeivea  an  in- 
comft  of  about  400^.  a  year ;  where  the  situations  to  be  filled  Bie  more  nu' 
raerou*  than  the  candidates  to  fill  them;  where,  therefore,  modest  merit  can- 
Dot  be  left  unobserred,  or  be  trampled  upon  by  empty  )»'etensioa ;  afldwa- 
■equently  where  habits  of  applicatioo,  and ,  if  these,  by  so  maoh  more,  higher 
qualities  soon  bring  the  young^stranger  into  society  as  well  as  employment 
ijie  former  soothing  the  feelings,  when  the  latter  has  already  abetracted 
the  mind  from  dwelling  oQ  regret  for  lost  companions ;  thou^  tiiey  m*,f. 
yet  be  recollected  with  profit  as  one  of  many' links,  which  preserre  and 
pe^ctuate  lore  of  countiy. 

But  although  this  alleviation  'of  the  pains  of  banishment  is,  it  must 
be  owned,  a  matter'  of  smaller  importance,  tlian  the  other  points  to  be 
ooosidered  in  any  scheme  of.  education  for  civil  functionariea  in  Iwlia  ; 
yet  in  this  matter,  the  only  change,  which  will  be  brought  about  fay  a 
change  of  system,  will  be  th^  reducing  of  that  to  a  chance,  which  Is  noW 
almost  a  certainty.  The  personal  intimates  of  a  young  man  may  yet 
accompany  bim  to  India,  although  this  oaatitigeDt  advantage  wiH  not  be 
secured  to  bim — it  wiU  no  longer  be  an  inseparable  quality  c^  hit  eaity 
education.  As  a  constituent  part  of  college  discipline  many  must  doubt 
the  benefit  of  its  infiuenoe.  One  of  its  prbbable  effects  the  East  India 
Directors,  it  might  bo  thought,  would  be  quick  to  forMeft— A  conSe^tneim 
which  they  would  be  disposed  to  dread — namely,  the  iadltty  (in  shoRt 
tite  previous  training)  given  (o  their  civil  servpita  in  India  of  fonniug  com-: 
binations  and  making  simultaneous  repreaentations  against  any  soppoaedl 
grievance;  against,  ibr  axamplei  any  imsgined  superiori^  of  proqieol 
opened  to  the  military  in  compafi«>n  with  the  civil  branch  of  tbe.«NTice^ 
While  those  who  hold  the  sword  are  contented,  the  querulousneM  of 
those  who  wield  the  pen  may  be  disregarded,  so  long  as  bd  attachment 
to  the  mother  country  is  strong  and  predominant  in  their  feelings.  But* 
operating  as  it  does  on  minds  familiariaed  with  India  Iw  the  country  of 
their  puests  or  relatioiu,  oust  not  the  wtaMishpeat  of  k  atptM*  ool* 
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lag!  fbr the  pniHintuM  of  tba 'young  miter. Und  iirmiatiMr  to' wetfcn 
that  oobleat  and  lovelieit  of  huaw>  aSectioi)*— a  tlivoted  attichmwit  to 
tbe  land  of  our  furefatjten  ?  Many  of  iho  youtlu  oamiot  strtcOy  iM 
Great  Britain  their  catire  country';  they  have  b«en  bora  ia  India,  and 
CDDTeyed  to  Englaad  for  e^icatioa  ;  the  natural  current  of  their  £eelingi 
baa  beea  int^mipt«4  almost  from  their  tonrce — estranged  irom  tbur 
pM«ats.in  ohildhood,  aa  boys,  perhap*,  they  repew  their  aoquaiolasct 
vitfa  them,  and.  u  youths  ara  again  banished  finin  all  that  is  dear  by 
nature,  or  has  become  BO  by  habit.  Thus  the  strongest  of  tbe  many^eat 
which  bind  us  to-our  native  land,  those  of  family  lovt,  are  so  wt&keoed 
u  to  make  tbe  yoong  "wiiter  soon  foiget  that  he  is  aa  exile.  If  tht 
British  Eastern  empire  ia  held,  as  it  is  said  to  be,  by  the  tenure  at  opi* 
nion,  should  men  b^  thus  educated  to  manage  the  brittle  mac^uoery  of 
its  garentment? 

But  it  may  be  urged,  that  the  objections  taken  againat  the  present 
■yttem  of  education  for  Indian.functioDaries,  are  those  ef  theory  agaiiM 
die  advant^ea  which  it  has  beea  pin*ed  to  posuei  in  practice.  Firrti 
it  may  be  replied,  that  what  U  good  for  oDe  season  is  not  good  for  aa- 
other ;  t^d  secondly,  that  advaob^ies  are  only  so  by  comparison,  and 
that  the '  BUperioitty  of  the  fH'eeent  race  of  ciTil-  serrants  orer  that  which 
preceded  jt,  and  is  now  rapidly  disappearing,,  cannot  be  coaaidered  any 
rary  high  diatiDation,  acowding  to  the  character  gi'W)  of  the  latter'  itjf 
Lonl  Wellesley  and  Mhers  ;-r-4f  we  have  toiled  on  with  a  hone  both  lame 
and  blind,  wci  gladly  change  hitn  for  aaother  that  ia  only  Ulnd,  and 
Justly  think  the  latter  a  very  euperigar  beast. 

By  the  first  of  these  aniweia  is  meant,  that  as  Lord  Wellesley  founds 
when  he  formed  the  magoilioeat  plan  of  the  Colle^  at  Port  WilJiamj 
that  the  growth  and  altered  nature  of  tbe  British  poaanssiona  in  the  Bast 
required. men  <^  another  slomp  than  thoee  who  were  first  supfdied  fiw 
the  management  of  the  Company's  factoriec,  so  now,  in  oonseqeeoee  of 
the  continued  growth  and  alteration  of  these  poesessioos,  a  larger  aumbef 
of  qualified -pecaons  ia  called  for,  which  the  College  is  uDKble  ta  supply. 
And,  conaecting  the  fint  with  the  aecoad  answer,  it  Is  further  meant); 
that  although  there  are  esoeptioas,-  the  present  mrthod  is  not  cilculated 
to  send  out  a  bodjr  of  .civil  servants  preparod  in  the  best  poasible  man* 
ner  to  advasce  the  intorests'  ef  the-  etate,  dad  the  improremeat  of  th« 
natives. < 

It  will  be  obeerved  that  a  great  change  has  taken  place  in  India  ainca 
1814.  .One  of  the  inferior  gweudenotea  has-  riden  vastly  in  importance, 
and  q>read  widely  io.  extent; — extenial  a^ressioa,  b  ^>\te  of  the  Bar-* 
mese,  ixnolongerdreaded; — and  theioteiiMi]  iuJmtBi<trttti(m  of  the  coub> 
try  has  become  alipost  the  sole  objeet  of  legislative  atteotiiHi.  If  what 
Hr.  MalthuBsaid  in  1816,  was  then  thou^t  applicable,  it  now  appliea 
with  ten  times  greater  force  t  "  The  progreauve  eKtension  and  prosperity! 
(•aya  Mr.  Malthus)  of  the  British  dominionaia  India,  has  been  &iundecb 
mainly  on  its  military  and  political  power ;  but,  in  tbd  miJitary  tine,  and 
in  tbe  higheat  d^>aTtm«ita  of  government,  oircumelaDces  rarely  ^1  ta 
geoerale  the  quallfioatioDa  required.  All  ages  uid  countries  have  pro-i 
duced  warriors  and  statesmen.  A  few  great  and  illustrious  individual^ 
such  as  we  me^  suppose  might  be  formed  out  of  the  number  of  English.' 
men  seat  to  the  East,  might  be  auffident  so  to  animate  the  whole  body  oC 
their  wuDtrymaa,.  and  so  diliully  to  maaa^e  thft  nMiTOii  u  to  Mfiani 
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and  nmifitQin  enoimoiu  poweuioiU  against  Mohammedan  and  ladiaa 
GompetitioD.  But  it  is  a  ver^  different  thing,  when  the  question  is  no 
longer  about  the  acquisitioD  and  maioLenance  of  empire,  but  the  adminia- 
tration  of  justice,  and  of  a  good  iatemal  goTernment  la  sixty  milliooa  of 
snbjecta.  Here  the  few  men  of  great  talents,  who  will  alwaje  be  found 
among  a  certain  number,  are  comparatiTely  without  pover ; — they  cannot 
act  without  inttnunents.  These  instruments  must  neceaaariiy  be  a  con- 
■tderable  body  at  civil  servants,  not  only  possessing  the  means  of  easy 
communication  with  the  nativts,  but  of  improved  imderatandingi,  of  ac- 
quired knowledge,  and  of  habits  of  steady  application  and  industry."  It 
is  an  ample  supply  of  civil  servants  zealous  for  the  welfare  of  the  native*, 
animated  with  public  spirit,  raising  fay  example  and  influence  judiciously 
exercised,  the  moral  character  of  the  people,  aud  ready  to  detect  what 
latent  defects  exist  in  the  system  of  which  they  formed  a  part — it  is  a 
aafficient  number  of  such  men  which  is  wanted.  Exceptions  there  will 
always  be;  bat  no  cln«  or  body  of  persons  is  judged  of  by  the  weaker 
and  inferior  members,  while  but  a  small  minority,  ,of  their  community. 
Does  the  College  at  Hertford  yield  an  adequate  supply  ?  It  has  been 
•aid,  that  on  ^late  occasion,  when  there  was  a  great  demand  for  writers, 
when  upwards  of  ninety  were  required,  it  was  intimated  to  the  College 
autlioritiea,  that  the  wants  of  the  service  must  sapeisede  the  rules  or 
rather  the  practice  of  the  institution,  and  that  the  test  of  qualification 
must  not  be  too  strictly  observed.  An  apology  is  due  for  naming  a 
report ;  if  incorrect,  there  are  many  whose  word  would  be  sufficient  to 
prove  its  inaccuracy.  But  the  report  seems  to  be  borne  out  by,  and  to 
be  conformable  with,  the  circumstances  of  the  College  at  Fort  William, 
as  represented  by  Mr.  Adam  in  the  address  which  he  delivered,  a^ing 
as  GoveTDor-General,  and  as  Visitor  of  the  College  on  the  distribution 
of  prizes  to  the  studenta  in  July  1833!  "  The  exigencies  of  the  public 
service,  and  the  consequent  demands  for  public  officers  to  carry  on  the 
indi^nsable  business  of  the  government,  must  always  have  a  powerful 
influence  on  the  affairs  of  the  College,  Those  exigencies  have  for  some 
years  past  compelled  us  to  re«t  satisfied  with  a  scale  of  distinction  aomc' 
what  below  that  to  which  we  might  naturally  and  reasonably  aspire, 
uitder  a  dtfFerent  state  of  circumstances."  Tim  efiect  of  these  ciretim- 
ttinces  may  presently  afterwards  be  traced  in  another  part  of  this  ad- 
dress. Mr.  Adam  continues,  "  Sixteen  students  have  been  examined 
this  year,  at  the  anoiial  examinations,  of  whom  three  only  have  been 
reported  quallGed  by  their  proGcieney  in  two  languages  to  «nter  on  the 
public  service ;  but  fourteen  mora  have  been  examined  intermediately,  at 
various  periods  since  the  annual  examination,  and  reported  qualified  for 
the  public  service.  The  total  number  of  proficients,  therefore,  in  two 
languages  this  year  is  seventeen,  which  is  five  more  than  were  reported 
qualified  the  preceding  year."  From  the  tone  of  the  passage,  theso 
"  five  more,"  and  some  of  the  remaining  twelve  may  justly  be  supposed 
to  owe  the  report  in  their  favour  to  the  exigencies  of  the  service,  and 
these  exigencies,  it  most  be  believed,  of  necessity  extend  their  influence 
to  the  College  in  England.  If  the  teat  of  qualification  be  occasionally 
lowered  at  Haileybury,  the  nofairness  of  the  proceeding  is  self  evident, 
when  the  consequences  attached  to  success  or  failure  are  considered- 
entailing  OS  it  does  the  gain  or  loss  of  rank,  by  delaying  or  accelerating 
the  period  at  which  the  writer  proceeds  to  titk«  up  fau  appmotamit^  wd. 
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as  a  coiueqnenu,  tiie  period  at  vhich  a  ciyitian  can  claim  hia  penaioo 
from  the  Civil  Fund.  The  effect  too  of  luch  a  measure  on  the  einulation 
of  the  studenta,  and  tb«  rery  Bpirit-of  the  inatitution,  mnBt  be  equally 
ii^unoTia  to  the  minds  and  feelings  of  the  one,  and  to  the  pIficieDcy  of 
the  other,  .The'  College  occatiooally',  it  will  hardly  be  demedi  >b  insuffi- 
cient for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  wants  of  the  serrice  with  persons 
qnalified  in  the  degree  fixed  by  the  contract,  which  that,  as  well  as  all 
other  Bnch  establiibmeuts,  tacitly  forms  with  die  public.  Public  opinion 
mu«t,  therefore,  pause  in  giviog  it  support.  In  the  next  Number,  Mr. 
Adam's  address  will  be  resumed  aa  ofibrding  eridence,  that  Haileybuty 
CoDega  falls  short  of  ita  object  eren  in  the  preparation  of  those  youths 
.whom  it  sends  to  India  as  qualified  for  what  is  required  of  them.  In 
dwellii%  so  long  on  the  imperfectiooa  of  the  present  system,  it  must  be 
obvioua  that  much  is  done  towards  explaining  the  nature  and  object. of 
what  will  be  proposed  as  worthy  to  supersede  it;  and  as  opening  a  road, 
vboae  limits  are  set  by  the  failings  of  our  nature  alone,  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Company's  Civil  servants,  the  delegates  and  eiiecutors, 
undw  their  respective  goTemnienta,  of  British  authority  in  India.

GREECE  IN  laa  AND  1834. 
B}i  the  HmourabU  Colonet  Lekeiter  Stanhope. 

The  giloriou*  Revolution  of  Greece  bu  atronKlr  attracted  tha  attentitm 
of  all  liberal  meo,(o  whom  it  had  long  appeared  aurpriaiaK  that  that  classio 
land,  the  very  biith-place  and  cradle  of  libeit;,  should  hare  remained 
during  so  many  centuries  under  the  yotce  of  foreign  tyranta.  When,  how- 
ever, the  spirit  which  had  animated  his  forefathera  at  length  amused  itaelF 
In  the  txwonl  of  the  modem  Greek,  those  who  had  previously  deplored  hi« 
de^neraOT  and  his  fall,  bailed  with  pleasure  the  awakened  energfei 
which  led  to  the  establishment  of  his  freedom  and  the  expulaion  of  the 
despot  from  the  territoriea  which  he  had  trampled  under  hie  feet  la 
every  cM^er  of  Europe  this  gtorions  result  of  the  ttninle  excited  the 
irarmeat  admiration,  and  in  almott  evety  country  the  spirit  of  the  people 
was  rquaed  to  a  partieipation  in  so  noble  a  cauae,  embraced  with  an  Br> 
dour  increaaiog  in  proportion  to  the  jealouay  with  which  it  was  regarded 
by  their  rulers.  In  Switzerland,  in  Germany,  and  even  in  Russia,  com- 
mittees have  been  oi^anbed  to  asaist  in  ^e~  regeneration  of  Grecian 
liberty ;  and  a  portion  at  least  of  the  English  people  followed  speedily  the 
example  which  had  been  set  ^foiil  tl^m  by  others.  Assisted  by  the 
contributions  of  this  part  of  the  British  public,  the  Greek  Committee  of 
London,  at  the  head  of  which  were  many  noltle  bnd^  respected  names, 
exerted  itself  with  succesa  jn  forvrardiog  the  progress  of  Grecian  liberty 
and  independence.  Restricted  by  the  jealous  policy  of  tbe  English  laws 
from  shipping  from  British  porta  any  warhke  stores  to  the  aid  of  these 
oppressed  for^gaem,  it  became  a  chief  olyect  with  the;Canimitteeto  fiir- 
Aish  to  the  Greeks  the  mbant  of  fabricating  them  for  tiieir  own  use,  and 
to  impart  to  them  that  practical  knowledge  of  the  arts  of  manufacturing 
and  employing  these  destructive  me^ns,  which  oouM  only  be  supplied  by 
men  of  skill  and  experience.  ,  For  thii  purpose  arrangements  were  made 
for  despatcliiogto  G;^e^  several  persons  .well  qualified  by  their  previous 
knowledge  and  habits  to  give  the  neoessiiry  inqtmctiona,  together  with  the 
requiott  tdoU  and  airp^ratHs  for  the  ftting  up  of  a  coipplete  laboratory. 

But  while  thus  strengthening  ^e  hands,  the  conimi^ee  did  not  neglect 
the  minds  and  the  hearts  of  the  Greeks :  with  the  means  for  resisting  their 
oppressors,  were  despatched  also  ihoaa  £x  anlsghtenitig  their  own  minds, 
and  im[MOving  their  own.conditioq,  Ipiportaot  as  publicity  is  to 
good  government  in  ^11  countries  and  at  all  time*,  it  may  be  regarded  as 
yet  more  especially  so  in  those  in  wbich  laucb  pqwer  u  delegated  to  indi- 
viduals. Honourable  ai  ttieso  may  be  in  tiieir  conduct  towards  other 
men,  and  worthy  in  their  private  rtUtioM,  JfWV  ■<  too  generally  pro- 
ductive of  the  temptation  to  misuse  it';  and  jt  is  here  that  the  press  must 
be  looked  to  as  supplying  that-  controlling,  force  whMi  the  laws  are  too 
weak  to  afford.  The  Government  of.  Greece,  at  the  period  immediately 
preceding  the  shipDjent  of  the  stores  furoiabed  by  the  London  Com- 
mittee, existed  in  this  state.  The  due  execution  of  tl^  laws  was  preveDted 
by  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  country,  and  the  factions  which  pre- 
raiM  among  the  chiefs  ;  and  it  was  therefore  deemed  necessary  to  in- 
clude among  tb<  sup[^«  seretiil  printing  and  lithographic  preseee,  for  the 
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purpoM  of  Mutiliiliing  taamg  the  Greekr  the  sfvahlUKM  bf  publielEj  tb 
sll  thurnfctioA&l  nffun.  To  put  in  (Mtinfl  then  powerful  enginM  for  the 
riflatructioD  of  tymvaj  asd  iniquityt  nothiog  wai  waDtitig  bat  the  zcaloiM 
exartioDB  of  some  iadividual  wboM  miiid  wu  detipl^  itnpresaed  with  tbb 
ftdrtntSBM  to  be  dMived  from  them ;  and  it  wU  precinely  at  this  period 
that  the  HonotiitUe- Colonel  Stanhope  ofliered  Jiie  wrriCM  to  proceed  to 
Greece  aa  the  Agent  of  the  Committee.  This  ofier  wu  readily  aoccpted, 
ftnd  ha  Boon  afier  depatted  from  London  with  foil  power*  to  communicate 
on  U>  JMimay  with  the  principal  Greek  Comnitteei  of  the  oontinaot,  and 
'  io  act,  on  Ma  airlval  la  Greece,  in  conjnuctioii  with  Lord  Byron  tor  the 
kdvancement  of  the  cauee  In  whi<^  they  bad  both  to  naloualy  embh/ked. 
To  this  ohuae  Colonel  St^hope  continued  to  derate  bimMlf  wkh  ardout^ 
until  racalled  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  in  the  uimnier  of  the  preeeot 
year,  keepins  up,  durii^  the  whole  time,  a  cooitant  correspondeoee  with 
the  Greek -Committee,  add,  with  taivt  of  the  diitlngiilBhed  penona  of 
Oreece,  wfaicb  on  lii*  return  he  pra«ented  to  Mf.  Ryan,  by  whom  it  Iiaa 
Juit  been  given  to  the  public  under  the  dtle  of  "  Greece  in  1S23  and 
I824/"    **  *" 

To  the  readen  of  the  Oriental  Herald  it  la  nmtaOMSary  to  obaerre  on 
the  fitneea  of  Colonel' Stall ta(^  for  the  tatk  which  be  had  undertaken. 
The  mere  mention  of  hie  name  Is  tnfficient  to  point  him  out  at  once  at 
tke  indiridaBl  beat  adapted  for  this  service,  and  one  on  whom  the  utmost 
reliance  might  be  placed  as  a  tried  and  faithfol  friend  to  the  most  exten* 
aire  freedom  of  discuaalaa  on  ereay  point  cmmected  with  the  welfare  of 
mankind.  His  aame  will  recall  to  their  Temembraace  his  mady  and 
persevetingitrDgl^  is  behalf  of  the  liberty  of  th«  Indian  press,  and  bis 
energetic  appeal  in  its  faranr,  whibh  was  noticed  in  an  euly  number  of 
our  pabtimtloD,  feod  which  fr as  id  dreaded  in  tinotherqasrterbf  the  globe 
aa  to  bring  down  annihilation'  on  the  Journal  that  vei^rad  to  reprint  it; 
Tbees  dreumstances  form  part' of  Ae  history  of  his  public  life,  and'are 
consequently  well  known ;  biit,  to  these  we  may  add,  that  we  have  seen  it 
■aserted  Jn  a  letter  frem  a  distii^uiBhed  IndividiiBl,  whose  opinions^ 
were  we  at  liberty  to  name  him,  woald  be'  readily  acknowledged  as  mnsl 
trorthy  of  credit,  that  to  hia  peraonal  connexions  with  the  late  Goreroor- 
Oenenl  of  India  is  to  be  attributed  amdi  of  that  kindly  fo^ng'towarda 
tbe  prcsa  which  was  manifested  duniif  the  eontinimiice  of  bis  't^y. 

Prom  an  individiial  thna  desidy  imptessed  by  his  prerioua  experience 
with  At  adrantagea  to  be  dertnd  fixnn'tbe  freedom  of  tbe  press  and  iram 
poblieity,  it  was  to  be  expected  thatthese  ehonld  form  tbe  piimary  objects 
•f  his  exertions.  Coloml  Stanlftpe's  attention  appears  accordingly  to 
h^e  been  cbieSy  directed  to  these  pointe,  and' to  oombating  the  difficulties 
wtuchthwaitadbbD  in  bis  progress  towards  thrir  attainment  Friendlyarf 
the  Pfesideot  Mavrocordato  sf^Mared,  and  aeqoieseent  in  every  this* 
prqioasd  as  rsgarded  tbe  estabttahmeQt  of  a  iiewspa|;«r,  "  The  Greek 
Chroaicle,"  at  Miaiolonghi;  bis aecretaiy, and  others eomiecteil  with  him; 
tffoatd  ju^Mroas  obstacM  to  ha  ooomiencenient.  They  objected  to  the 
pnspeetna  wUch  had  been  prepared  fiirit,  and  also  to  an  extract  fivm  x

thii  oppoaitioD,  Colonel  Stanhope  i*a*  reduced  to  the  oeceni^  of  re- 
moDMrethig  in  vtrj  atrong  teniM,  which  finally  prevailed,  and  the  pror 
wpwtm  was  at  length  iisued.  Other  mean*  were  emfdoyed  to  detajr  the 
puUication  of  the  paper  ;  remonitranceA  were  however  again  resorted  to, 
with  efiect,  and  the  first  Greek  Newspaper  appeared  throogh  the  deter- 
mined iostiuinentality  of  Colonel  Staahope,  on  thefirstof  Jannaiy,  1824. 
In  a  subsequent  attempt  to  e«tabli«h  another  newi^aper  for  the  loniati 
Islands  and  for  Enrope,  a  recurrence  of  difficoltiea  was  again  experienced 
from  the  aame  quarter,  and  it  was  eren  refused  to  allow  paper  to  be  issued 
from  the  Committee's  etares  iot  the  printing  of  the  prospectus.  Thcee 
again  were  overcome,  and  "  The  Greek  Telegraph"  also  appeared. 

The  obstacles,  however,  which  have  been  just  adverted  to,  were  ex- 
perienced only  at  Miuolonghi.  At  Athena,  Cobnel  Stanhope  was  .re- 
ceived with  the  utmost  &anknees  and  cordiality  by  the  celebrated 
Ulysses,  who  afforded  every  facility  to  the  furtherance  of  his  views.  "  I 
request  you  will  lose  no  time,"  writes  that  distinguished  general,,  "  In 
the  establishment  of  the  printing-press,  which  will  have  the  power  of  ex> 
posing  and  cennmngthe  misconduct  of -<^very.one.  In  one  word,  every 
thing  which  you  shall  do  for  the  benefit  of  Greece  will  have  my  fiiUeit 
appnibatian.  Do  not  ask  my  oinnion  on  any  thing.  I  am  not  able  to 
give  you  advice ;  yon  are  much  better  acqaaiuted  with  what  is  neceaaiiy 
than  1  am.  Do  .  not,  therefore,  delay  to  do  every  thing  that,you  shall 
think  desirable  for  Greece,  or  likely  to  advance  her  liberty."  With  this 
friendly  encouragement  no  difficulQr  was  of  course  experienced  in  the 
estiAlUhment  of  "The  Athens  Free  Press,"  the  Editor  of  which  pledged 
himself  to  insert  every  well-«nitten  article,  however  advene  to  hie  omi 
political  views.  Two  other  newspapers,  "  The  Friiind  of  the  Laws," 
and"  The  Ipsara  Gaiette,"  were  Bubs«quently  established  during 
Cdonel  Stanhope's  stay  in  Greece,  which  is  thus  indebted  to  his  -pai^ 
severing  zeal  for  putting  into  fidl  operation  on  the  public  mind  no  leM 
than  five  of  these  powerful  engines.' 

Other  olgecta  bsndes  the  eetabtiebment  of  the  Fi«e  PraM  wen  effected 
during  the  reaSdence  of  Colcmel  Stanhope  at  Athens.  Much  was  dose 
especially  towaids  the  condlintion  of  the  factions  both  there  and  at 
Napoli ;  and  his  iaterviews  with  nearly  the  whole  of  the  pownful  chieft 
entd>Ied  him  to  contribute  materially  to  this  desirable  eiid.  -  He  had 
{Mtiposed  to  Ulysses  to  form  a  congress  at  Salona,  £»-  the  effectual  re- 
conciliation of  the  chiels  of  Eastern  and  Western  Greece,  and  for  As 
formadon  of  an  efficient  plan  of  co-operation  as  well  in  matters  of  <n- 
temal  as  of  external  policy.  This  meeting  subsequently  took  place,  but 
its  proceedings  were  rendered  mnch  less  efficient  than  they  would  odier- 
wise  have  been,  by  the  absence  of  Mavrocordato,  which  was  occasioned 
principally  by  the  death  of  Lord  Byron,  who  had  prolnised  to  assist  at  it 
in  person.  Many  salutary  measures  were,  however,  adaytail,  and  a 
general  plan  of  the  campaign  for  the  ensuing  summer  waa  eoacertedt 
which  is  given  in  the  appendix  to  Colonel  Stanhope's  volume. 

Mo  object  could  have  been  more  desirable  than  the  coneiliatiDg  the 
dissensions  and  uniting  the  views  of  the  respective  chiefs.  At  the  pniod 
of  Colonel  Stanhope's  arrival  in  Greece,- Uie. Provisional  Govemmevt  of 
that  country  was  feeUe  and  disoiganiEed.    The  factions  whick  had  long 
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dutarbed  it,  had  induced  divUtoas  in  the  legislfttite  UMmbly,  and  th« 
disKiiaioaB  thereby  excited  among  ita  membera,  paraljied  the  energy  of 
d>eir  dedaittu,  and  rendered  them  powerless  and  iiiire^>ected.  Laira  of 
the  moat  beo^cial  character  were  enacted,  but  they  posseased  not  the 
atmgth  neceaMuy  to  enforce  their  obeerraoce ;  and  the  eiecudon  of  tboae 
cUpeoally  which  were  directed  toward!  equalizing  the  condition  of  the 
people,  by  abrogating  many  of  the  immunitiea  claimed  by  the  more 
powerAil  chiefs,  was  constantly  reasted  by  those  whose  privileges  they ' 
were  calculated  to  abridge,  and  who  woold  not  willingly  concurin  the  reduc- 
tion of  a  power  which  enabled  tbem  to  set  the  laws  at  defiance.  To  add 
to  the  difficulties  of  the  sitaation  in  which  the  Goremment  was  placed,  a 
fend  had  occurred  between  the  legidatire  and  executive  bodies,  which  at 
length  broke  out  in  acts  of  violence  on  the  part  of  the  latter,  who  de- 
Miatched  an  armed  force  to  Napoli,  where  the  sitdnga  of  the  representa' 
tives  were  held,  to  take  possession  of  their  archives.  Roused  by  this 
rfgnal  act  of  aggression  to  more  rigorous  exertion,  the  legMlative  body 
immediately  changed  tbe  seat  of  its  deliberations  to  Craouli,  a  place  of 
greater  security,  and  issued  a  proclamation  depriving  the  executive  of 
its  powers,  enumerating  the  vaiiouaActa  in  boatjlity  to  tbe  constitutiott' 
which  it  had  perpetrated,  and  app<dnting  in  its  stead  a  new  executive, 
composed  of  men  whose,  views  and  feelings  were  more  in  unison  with 
Aeir  own.  In  this  bold  and  decisive  step  Uie  legislative  body  met  with 
the  ajqirobation  and  support  of  the  great  body  of  the  people,  and  more 
especially  of  the  islanders,  to  whoee  activity,  enterprise,  gallantry,  and 
lore  of  freedom,  Oreece  is  mainly  indebted  for  the  maintenance  of  that 
independence  which  she  has  acquired  with  so  much  glory,  and  with  so 
many  sacrifices.  From  this  time  the  Government  has  been  daily  gaining 
■trengtb,  and  the  Capitant  who  had  hitherto  acted  the  part  of  indepen- 
dent chieflains,  and' who  could  seldom  be  persuaded,  even  on  the  most 
preaiing  emergencies,  to  combine  their  powers  and  act  in  concert  ^with 
each  other,  hare  submitted  themselves  to  the  supreme  power,  and  to  the 
control  of  the  taws.  The  negotiatioa  of  the  loan  in  England  for  the 
serrice  of  the  Greek  Oovemment,  has  also  tended  materially  to  increase 
its  strength.  Passing  directly  into  its  banda,  to  be  by  it  applied  to  the 
purposes  for  which  it  is  destined,  it  has  given  that  body  a  preponderance' 
which' cannot  fail  to  be  secured  by  firm  and  moderate  measures,  and 
must  prove  highly  advantageous  to  the  final  success  of  tbe  struggles  in 
iHilch  they  an  engaged. 

On  this  essential  point  it  is  gratifying  to  perceive  that  the  opinions  of 
Col.  Stanhmw  are  in  unison  with  the  wishes  of  all  good  men.  "  I  confess," 
lie  obserres  in  a  letter  to  Mr.Bentham,"  that  I  am  sanguine  with  respect  to 
the  nidmate  success  of  the  Greeks,  I  fonnd  this  opinion  on  the  virtuous 
character  of  the  people,  on  the  strength  of  their  country,  on  their  msitial 
character  and  their  being  all  armed,  on  the  multiplicity  of  little  chiefs, 
on  the  sudden  rise  and  fall  of  their  leaders,  on  the  love  they  baveTor 
fteir  ancestors,  on  the  clashing  interests  of  their  enemies,  and  on  their 
attachment  to  the  elective  franchise,  annuality,  univerwlity,  publicity, 
&e."  -  This  opinion  is  yet  more  strongly  expressed  in  the  Report  on  the 
State  of  Greece,  furnished  to  the  London  Committee,  afier  the  return  of 
Col.  Stanhope.  "  Every  soldier's  mind  is  bent  on  success;  no  Greek  ever 
ifidmits  the  possibility  of  being  again  subjected  to  the  Turks.  If  yon  talk  of 
■AUUtfnt  that  are  sbout  to  pour  down  into  their  couoti^i  still  they  never

The.  Report  of  Colonel  Eka^ope  on  tbe  a&in  of  Giie«c«,  which,  wea. 
presented  to  tbe  Comjnittee  shoi%  after  his  arT»aI  ia  England,  o&era  an 
able  summary  of  eveiy  point  of  consequence  connected  with  the  internal 
and  external  poliey  ,ol  its  .gorernmenu.  The  distracted  state  of  the 
Turkish  Emoire,  her  relations,  as  well  as  thnse  of  Greece,  with  tbe>  po- 
tentates of  Europe,  the  characters  of  the  chiefa,  and  the  factions  into 
which  Uiey  are  divided,  the  condition  of  the  various  classea.of  the  people, 
the  resources  pf  the  state,'  its  naval  and  military  force,  and  the  best  meana, 
of  employing  them,  are  all  adverted  to  with  considerable  afaili^.  Tbe, 
police  appears  to  be  well  r^ulated,  and,  with  tbe  exception  of  tbe  towa 
of  Missolonghi,  personal  security  prevails  throoghout  Greece  to  a  jnuch, 
greater  extent  than  under  the  Turkish  gorernmenL  Travellers  are,  there- 
fore, enabled  to  pursue  their  routes  witn  the  greatest  safety  ;  and  it'  is 
much  to  be  regretted  that  so  many  of  our  coimtrymen  should  atwi  short 
at  Naples,  without  visiting  the  classic  soil  of  Greece.  .It  may  be  well 
for  them  to  be  reminded,  that  without  embarking  in  her  cause,  tbe  mere, 
spending  of  a  few  hundred  pounds  in  the  country,,  will,  Iikto  a  (endan^ 
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tote  Aatomlij  MTricaaUe  to  it,  wfaHe  the  cbfttpaen  of  provhiem  and 
labour  B^pmr  to  lekder  Greee«  »  danrabl«  pUce  for  th«  •migruioa  of 
ftnamt  fammdng  bat  DadenM  iade|>aBdeiit  meana. 
,  Th»  Appendix  to  tba  voliune  oontww  biuiwmu  origiaal  doeaoMBts, . 
laMir  of  wbicb  lelate  to  tba  nilitwy  spentiou  wd  the  jJaiu  of  ttia 
4!|tmpugai  together  irkh  a  aelectiofl  of  ortgiKal  letten,  dl^y  from  the 
principal  persona^  coDDc^ted  with  the  hietorj'  of  the  Greek  reTolntion<' 
Among  these  are  sereral  from  Marrocordato,  of  one  of  which  a  fac- 
■imile  !■  giren,  from  Ulygses,  Coletli,  Paaoa  Colocotroni,  Oooitho,  Logo- 
theti,  Ac ;  the  whole  of  whose  signatures,  l^;etber  with  those  affixed  to 
an  address -presented  by  the  Athenians  to  Colonel  Stanhope  requesting 
his  longer  stAya[noi^tlictn,'are  copied  in  a  IftlR^^pliic  plote/and  form 
a  Tery  curions  illustration.  Two  letters  from  Jeremy  Bentham,  Esq., 
and  two  from  the  late  Lord  £niidne,  Toqniie  also  to  be  particularly  noticed ; 
one  of  the  latter,  indeed,  addressed  to  the  Prceident  Marrocordato,  is 
truly  eloquent,  and  breathes  a  fervour  of  attachDaot  to  the  liberties  and 
prosperi^  of  Greece  worttiy  of  the  eoUghtaaed  and  liberal  mind  of  its 
noble  writer.  Of  the  hand'writing  of  each  of  these  distinguised  iudm- 
duals,  &c-simile*  will  aleo'be  &>uiid  among  the  illustrotionB. 

Of  the  character  and  personal  history  4^  Lord  Byron,  every  thing  con- 
nected with  which  is  regarded  with  so  much  interest,  we  meet  irith 
several  iUuBtrations  in  the  present  rolome,  which  contains  copies  of  two 
original  letters  from  his  Lordship,  of  iiQO  of  which  a 'lithogpraphic  fac- 
■ioule  is  given.  As  joint  agent  of  the  Greek  Committee,  and  embarked 
warmly  in  a  common  cause,  the  intercoaree  belneeo  his  Lordship  and 
Colonel  Stanbtqje  was  of  course  intimate  and  free,  and  minutes  are  given 
of  some  of  the  conrenatlons  «Uctt  todc  plaea  between  them.  These 
relate  pnndpally  to  the'  Hberty  af  the  fnm,  te  wUd/  it  will  probably 
not  have  been  snticipatad.  from  the  libwal  madam  on  all  evbjects  gene- 
rally attribnted  to  bun,  the  iMbI*  poet  -waa  m»  {dendly  in  the  [vesent 
atate  of  Greece.  Other  notices  fwtiM  to  lim,  wUth  are  interspersed 
throughout  the  Tt^me,  will  alio  be  ptiiimd  with  much  intereet,  particn- 
lariy  a  letter  from  his  iodmatey  »<)  (>f  *B*b  »>  expresaien  can  be  applied 
to  any  one  with  respect  to  Lord  Bftma,}  -fais-boKx*  friend,  Trelawny, 
giving  an  account  of  Ua  last  ittame,  as  well  aa  irf  the  motirea  which 
chiefly  induced  him  to  embaric  taie  lifta  aad  fbitan*iD  the  cause  of  Grecian 
liberty,  and  to  whidi  he  dentod  hinerif  witt  that 'energetic  ardour 
which  characteriied  all  his  attaekmeBls.  "IQ*  B.),*  writes  his  Lord- 
ship, in  a  note  affixed  to  a  letter  of  ColoMt  Stanbopa  to  Mr.  Bowring, 
"  request  Mr.  Bowring  to  urge  the  Honourable  Doug^  Kinnaird  to  send 
L.  B.  credits  to  the  extent  o^  L.  B.^  resource*.  Here  there  are  the 
greatest  difficulties  of  everjr  kind  for  the  momen(— but  they  have  hope. — 
and  will  fight  it  out."  A'ltronger  proof  of  Lord  Byron's  devotion  to 
Greece  cannot  be  given,  etpMiatly  when  it  it  remembered  tiiat  this 
passion  succeeded  immediately  to  an  iotease  fit  of  brsrice,  in  which  as 
we  find  from  Mr.  Trelamy's  letter  just  noticed,  bis  Lordship  had  pre- 
viously indulged. 

The  work  of  Colonel  Stanhope,  the  most  prominent  features  of  which 
we  have  btieSy  adverted  to,  possesses  at  the  present  moment  a  paramount 
interest.  Referring  as  it  does  to  the  actual  stale  of  Greece,  which  it  is 
calculated  to  illustrate  in  'every  essential  point,  and  on  the  history  of  the 
revohttion  <^  whieh  it  tfaiAws  jo  much  valuable  light,  it  will,  we  venture 
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to  predict,  be  penised  with  avidity,  for  men  of  all  putiee  an  now  deeply ' 
interested  io  the  fate  of  thiBStnigglJDg  people.  It  will  long,  indeed,  be  a 
source  of  pride  id  iuenlighteoed  author,  to  reflect  that  he  haibeen  entfUed 
to  cootribnte  ao  materially  to  their  moral  inprovement  and  regeneration, 
and  their  children  will  Ueu  the  nune  of  him  who  first  secured  for  tbem 
the  freedom  of  the  preu,  and  thus  proved  himsdf  the  tmeat  promotei  of 
"  the  greatest  bappuiess  of  the  greatest  number."

The  reader  will  htve  observe d  that  in  these  aketclies  of  coDtemporary 
periodical  pubhcations,  our  aim  has  been  not  so  much  to  describe  their 
particular  features,  as  to  explaiu  the  nature  of  their  influence.  The 
Cornier  would  be  a  task  no  less  laborious  than  usdees;  for  the  publica- 
tions we  have  spokenof  are'popular.;  their  contents  are  well  known;  but 
their  scope  and  tendency  seem  to  hare  escaped  general  detection.  To 
explain  these  we  consider  therefore  of  some  importance ;  especially  aa ' 
periodical  reading  is  likely  rather  to  increase  thaa  dimioiab  in  this- 
country. 

la  two  respects  the  tendency  of  the  New  Monthly  Maganne,  oar 
present  sulyect,  is  Teiy  equivocal :  we  mean  in  regard  to  phiksophy  and 
politics,  ft  cannot,  we  know,  be  expected,  that  the  miscellaneous  body  ' 
of  writers  who  supply  the  requisite  variety  fiir  a  work  of  this  kind,  should 
all  enieitain  precisely  the  same  notions  on  any  subject  whatever;  or  be 
even  capable  of  correct  thinking  on  the  more  abetruse  relations  and  qua- 
lities  of  human  nature.  The  vast  number  of  men  now  carried  along  by 
the  stream  of  literary  ambition  renders  this  impossible.  According  to 
the  common  principles  of  affinity,  however,  we  should  expect  to  find  in 
those  who  cluster  together  round  some  common  object,  a  certain  broad' 
basis  of  similitude,  a  degree  ofyamt/y-ZiAcpiess,  (if  we  may  be  allowed 
the  phrase,)  which  might  distinguish  them  from  persons  pursniog  a  di- 
rectly contrary  track.  The  mind  looks  for  such  diffenatiat  features, 
lind,  not  Bnding  them,  is  disappointed.  In  viewing  the  writers  of 
the  New  Honlhly  in  a  group,  we  experience  this  kind  of  di»a)ydnt- 
ment,  not  being  able  to  discover  among  them  any  such  nuitaol  resam- 
blance:  they  appear  aometimee  to  participate,  at  others  to  abfmiinale,' 
popnlar  errors  and  prejudices ;  now  they  fly  in  the  van  of  improving 
knowledge,  and  anon  lark  in  tbe  rear  of  superstition.  Still  there  is  ia' 
it  a  preponderance,  we  think,  on  the  side  oi  human  improvement ;  lor 
the  vices  and  foHtee  of  the  privileged  oiders  aia  fiequently  laid  open 
with  ha  unsparing  hand;  the  fblliee,  perhaps,  chiefly, — but  both  are 
touched  upon,  and  generally  in  a  way  highly  creditable  to  the  writers. 

It  may  not,  perhaps,  be  reasonable  to  expect  mn^  more  from  a  work 
intended  principally  to  discuss  matters  of  mere  literature ;  as,  when  it 
dee*  diverge  from  its  own  particular  path,  it  is  generally  into  the  regions 
of  liberality.  But  it  is  the  felling  of  human  n^re  to  be  led  by  a  litde 
to  deura  more ;  we  cannot  be  content  at  seeing  writers  shoot  their  spare 
arrows,  as  it  were,  at-  the  pests  of  society ;  we  could  wish,  while  their 
hand  is  in,  that  they  wonld  deal  their  blows  manfully,  not  mere^  irritate 
and  enrage  the  enemy  by  playful  skirmishes.  The  New  Monthly  writers 
aSect  to  be  fine  gentlemen  ;  that  ts  their  failing,  and  it  is  a  very  sad  one 
for  their  readers ;  for  nobody  could  expect  a  line  gentleman  to  lie  in 
earnest  about  any  thing.  What !  a  man  who  dines  with  this  Lord,  and 
ihst  Marquis,  and  a  hundred  ladies  of  some  literary  consequence,  to  be 
serious?  The  thing  is  prejiosterous.  If,  however,  they  could  be  pre* 
vailed  upon  to  beciacere  with  their  readers,  aadoivathQ  Imth,  that  they 
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vers  as  litde  familiar  with  Lordi  u  most  honut  people,  there  would 
result  this  great  ad<rantage :  they  might  ^ak  the  tiutb  without  any 
disparagemetit  to  timr  aoppoMd  ac^aiMsDoas,  ftod  U  for  nttMttmsi^ 
into  the  baigaio.  As  it  is,  no  ooe  will  look  into  th«  New  Moalhly  fw 
iastniction  in  pe^ca  or  tha  art  of  thinktof ;  tbo«q|^  iK  might  in  realitj 

iirore  as  nseful  ofteatinies  ia  exercising  our  patieuce,  a  great  neceaaary 
br«cqD»iligtmth,aaEaclid'«£IeMt«rtkA«atelTCa.~  But,  to-judga  by 
oar  matt'peinUkr  boolu,  it  ia-quW  dear  th«t  IbapnMU  age  iabjas 
Mwiim  danaest  la  the  vtiek  of-  potimM;  and  it  wiU  ba  mil  tar  the 
wntan  inquctioii  if  a>f  nethaa  can  b»dte«ver«4of  rcndaring^it  an 
Inrcditarjr  virtiw,  to  ba  tnaamitled  down  to  the  lateM  poaterity. 
•  Agraatdaal  man  iwght  ba-aaid-t^m  this  head;  bat  it  auijba  at' 
well  not  la  aa7  all  wa  crad,  laat  One  ipKC  adiMniili  na  to  slop  baioM 
we  have  ev«n  seen  tb«  i«c«a  oi  half  our  topica. 

In  the  diriaioD  of  the  New  Monthly  more  especially  connected  with 
litsiatnre,  Mr  CampbeK'a  Lecture*  oD  Poetrf  occupy  a  {^ucipal  poaition. 
Ia  tboae  Leotoni  the  wriinr  may  he  tuppoaed  to  have  yielded  t^  bJawiaid 
to  hia  fiivasrile  psunit,  being  himself  a  poet  of  Tery  cosaideraUe  geniaa ; 
and  -oonaeqMcntly  to  have  lo^ed  Uneh  farther  tbas  was  poavbla  for  the 
usiaikialad,  int»  the.  aecret  sprinfi  and  eauace  of  poetry.  It  does  nec

It  is  aometifflea  aaid  tkat  books  ahould  ba  jadgsd  of  ia  relation  to  tbeir> 
aim  ;  that  ia,  the  quoitioa  ought  to  be,  not  whether  in  reality  the  book: 
be  a  KDod  book,  but  merely  wbeAer  it  doea  or  doea  not  ceacfa  the  end  ■■ 
aimed  at  by  the  auth<»-..  But  it  will  iu  a  momMit  be  Man  that  tfaiais' 
true  only  isasfnuch  as  it  is  a  work  of  art,  considered  indepoidently  of  ita: 
effects,  either  upon  taate  ur  mwala.  Ab  obecaoo  or  immoral  bookmajf 
be  admirably  ad^ed  to  answer  the  ends  of  the  author  ;  so  far,  and  oon-v 
■idered-  as  a  work  of  art,  il;  if  a  fins  ptoduotieih-    But.  the  qoeatioa  oext 
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arisiDg,  ts,  how  far  U  thu  end  &  matter  of  praiu  or  Uame?  And  hen 
tbe  critic  nill  be  justified  in  condemQiag  in  toto,  what,  if  men  had  no 
passions  to  be  wrought  to  evil,  he  might  praise  for  the  skilfulaees  of  its 
execution.  If,  io  time  of  peace,  and  without  anj  just  provoeatioD,  a' 
tnan  shoot  another  in  the  eye  with  an  arrow,  the  person  would  not  praiw- 
Mm  for  bis  skilAiInesa  in  archery,  but  would  tbink  him  to  be,  if  be  took 
aim,  far  more  mischievoua  and  ill-disposed  than  if  it  occurred  by  chance. 
To  apply  this :  lo  going  through  the  numbers  of  the  New  Monthjy, 
wa  have  asked  ourselvec  horn  time  to  time,  what  is  the  aim  of  this  pub-  - 
licatioa.  It  imitates,  in  some  degree,  the  system  of  cookery  attributed 
to  the  Frmch ;  whitji,  far  from  Buffering  things  to  go  to  the  table, with' 
ifaeAavours  bestowed  upon  them  by  nature,  u  piindpally  excellent  in 
disguising  simple  tastes  ia  a  profunon  of  sauces  and  spices.  And  as 
this  system  of  cookery  is  put  in  practice  for  the  pleasure  of  applies  not 
•sufficiently  keen  to  be  stimulated  by  plain  nctuals,  or  mere  hunger  ;  so 
it  appeared  to  us  tbu  the  New  Monthly  was  adapted  for  those  minds 
that  would'tum  away  in  listlessness  from  productions  of  greater  energy 
dd  simplicity  ;  and,  rather  than  digest  them,  remain  without  any  intel- 
lectual refreebment  at  all.  But  fashionable  peo}fle  do  not  eat  because' 
■  they  are  hungry,  or  read  because  they  are  in  want  of  knowledge  ;  but 
simply  because  they  do  not  know  what  else  to  do  with  their  time.  With ' 
them,  reading,  therefore,  ia  an  amusement;  and  literary  men  chiefly' 
valued  for  their  powers  of  affording  it  with  as  little  labour  as  possible  to 
the  persons  amused.  And  what  could  possibly  do  this  so  well  as  a 
Magazine,  light,  airy,  miscellaneous  ;  able  and  willing  to  excite  laughter 
at  any  body  and  every  body's  expanse — not  excepting  the  gentle  authors 
themselTesT  Among  people  of  quality,  nothing  is  so  amusing  as  scan- 
dal ;  but  it  is,  nnfoTtunatMy,  an  article  which  most  commonly  cannot  be 
■erred  up  by  the  press  in  retail ;  they  must  take  it  in  the  gross,  if  they 
will  persist  in  enjoying  it:  that  is,  (for  though  we  love  metaphor,  we- 
love  still  more  to  be  uadentood,)  the  laws  will  not  allow  indiridusJs  to- 
be  exhibited,  by  name,  in  caricatnre  for  the  d^ight  of  the  idle ;  but  it 
tftkes  no  care  <tf  ranks  and  orders  of  men.     For  here, 


Mankind  may  be  dinded  into  two  classes :  those  who  lore  and  can 
afibid  to  be  idle ;  and  those  who  would  be  idle  if  they  could.  The  latter 
have  ever  been  obnoxious  to  the  ridicule  of  the  former  ;  and  neTH"  more 
ao,  than  when,  escaping  for  a  moment  from  the  trammels  of  buainees, 
they  have  shown  a  disposition  to  be  as  idle  as  their  betleri ;  that  is,  as 
tb(Me  who  are  good  for  nothing.  The  fact  ia,  every  body,  whether  idle' 
or  not,  knows  that  ther^  is  a  certain  quantity  of  labour  to  be  performed, 
in  order  that  the  machine  of  society  may  go  on  smoothly  and  easily  ; 
and  tliose  who  have  been  accustomed  to  stand  by,  with  their  hands  in 
their  pockets,  while  their  brethren  are  employed  in  picking  up  the  stones, 
and  levelling  the  banks  and  hindrances,  which  migbt  obstruct  the  wheels 
of  this  old  shattered  carriage,  called  human  society,  these  people,  we 
say,  are  vastly  terrified  if  they  see  them  lift  up  thnr  heads  for  a  moment, 
the  okl  B&ir  still  going  on  at  a  tremendous  rate,  lest  tbey  should  be 
expected 
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It  ia  "tbeircoe,"  there&re,  when  they  see  any  ODe'evincA  n  dasire  ta 
pause  for  br^th,  to  laugh  at  him  fat  a  sitly  knave,  who  has  vitW  taste 
nor  lutowledge  to  be  idle  after  their  fashion. 

The  reader  will  better  uaderBtand  what  we  meat),  when  we  refer  him 
.to  that  poTtioii  of  the  New  Monthly,  in  which  the  amusepenta  and  relax- 
.atioDB  of  the  citizens  of  Loudon  are  made  an  everlasting  butt  <for  the 
shafts  of.  false  wit,  and  most  iae&ectual  satire.  It  is  not  at  all  unlikely 
that  the  authors  of  these  thfoga  desire  to  pass  for  persons  pf  quality ;  aojl 
it  may  be  that  one  or  two  of  them  has  been  at  a  racetcourse  oi  boxing 
ring  in  the  con^iaiiy  of  some  bankrupt-lord :  at  all  events  thej  have  one 
peculiarity  of  nobility;  they  are  as  dull  and  prosing  as  the  best  of  them; 
and,  what  is  still  wone,  are  not  contented  to  be  dull  in  proee,  but  hitch 
most  lame  witticisms  in  moat  limpiog  rhymes,  and  smile  over  it,  and  call 

it  POETRY.' 

It  seeihi,  therefore,  that  the  aim  of  the  New  Monthly  ia  to  arnnte.- 
.Now.uhusement,  we  all  know,  is  generally  something  that  raquins  leia 
intense  or  lest  constant  exertion  than  labour;  and  as  the  discoTery  of 
truth,  or  even  the  creating  a  deeire  to  search  aAer  it,  ia  very  l^xuioua; 
and  the  combating  of  prejudices,  ernvs,  and  false  tastes,  not  less  so;  it 
is  certain  that  neither  the  one  nor  the  other  can  enter  more  than  .inciden- 
tally into  the  means  used  by  this  publication  to  accomplish  its  end.  No^ 
.withatahding,  we  sometimes  find  its  contributors,  weary  of  this  perpetual 
vivacity,  assume  a  serious  and  even  pasuonate  tone';  fanned  ptobnUy 
into  warmth  by  the  air  of  antiquity  breathing  over  their  classical  studiea. 
In  these  case?,  we  hare  observed  the  di^renee  between  trifling  wiA 
literature,  and  coming  to  her  aa  to  the  Goddess  of  our  idolatry :  in  the 
one,  with  heart  closed  and  head  made  diazy  by  affectation,  the  votary 
approaches  in  a  mist,  that  hides  the  majesty  of  the  object  before  him 
from  his  view,  and  offen  hia  paltry  incense  to  a  power  that  averts  her 
Tisage,  and  disdains  his  worship :  in  the  other,  the  adorer  ia  drawn 
along  by  the  secret  force  of  inspiration  ;  his  heart  elate,  bis  toul  on  fire ; 
and  what  he  offers  up,  are  hia  passions,  hia  hopes,  hia  lore, -his  longing 
after  immortality  1     The  result  is  answerable.  ,    . 

Not  that  we  are  any  enemies  to  gaiety  and  wit ;  we  only  olyect  to 
living  continually  upon  such  light  fitie.  We  love  in  a  pariodical  to  paM 
From  gravt  to  gay,  ftnm  lively  to  levere. 

But  it  seems  there  were  certain  Magazines,  formerly  very  popular  in 
this  metropolis,  that  abominated  every  thing  like  wit,  and  were  uniformly 
heavy  and  utefiil,  aa  it  is  called.  As  a  counterpart  to  lhese,nhe  present 
race  of  periodicals  profess  to  have  spmi^  up ;  and  intend,  we  presuote, 
to  be  as  unifmnly  light  and  uitless.  They  lead  us  into  antitheses  against 
OUT  inclination ;  but  let  it  pasa.  We  see  only  one  objection  to  this  mode 
of  proceeding ;  it  will  create  a  middle  sort,  which  may  chance  to  bear 
away  the  palm  from  both.  The  manner  of  saying  things  is  a  great  deal ; 
but  one  should  he  quite  sure,  before  he  suffers  that  to  occupy  his  aerioua 
thoughts,  that  he  really  has  something  to  say.     Those  who  deal  in  mere

■elf-poncMion,  turns  back  their  Btream  of  witticiBins  upon  theniaelrerf, 
and  orertnniB  in  a  moment,  what  they  had  baen  years  in  buildiagup. 
There  are  writera  of  ^ntrine  talent  who  now  and  then  coBtnbute  to  the 
New  Monthly  ;  a  greater  Dumber,  we  think,  dian  to  any  publication  of 
the  same  clan ;  theae  give  it  a  character ;  tbese  came  it  te  be  read,  and 
occasionally  to  be  admired;  andiftheae  wore  multi[died,  if  tbeir  artlclea 
were  longer  and  more  frequeat,  ia  ipite  <jf  fta  frirolity,  it  would  be  a  very 

E leasing  work.  As  it  is,  (though  certainly  it  it  the  first  periodical  o(  ha 
ind,)  this  can  only  now  and  £en  be  said  erf  it  i  and  that,  too,  when  the 
^ril  of  the  publication  is  alified  by  foreign  influence. 

To  conclude:  the  New  Monthly  is  more  Valuable  upon  tlM.whoIe  Aan 
any  airoilar  publicatjon ;  and,  bating  a  ft«  dull  articleanow  and  then,  & 
pre-emioently  what  it  professes  to  be^-lif^  Kvely,  and  amoaiag.  The 
few  articles  it  gives  on  getious  subjects  are  valuable  ;  such  as  th»anea  OA 
West  Indian  Slavery,  the  Austrian  Emperor  apamii  Lord  HoUand,  L«df 
Morgan,  &c.  which  appeared  in  late  Numbers;  and  (am«  diat  ban 
occasinnally  appeared  ia  prfevious  volumes.  But  the  reader  mast  look 
upon  it  chiefly  as  sprightly  literary  chit-chat,  capable  of  aSonliog  a 
piwasant  relaxation  from  the  sereril;  of  stady  or  the  pressure  of  buuneas ; 
as  such  it  maybe  useful  to- pel<eonB -of  almost  all  claBSM,'aDdmay  help  tha 
thinking  man  to  form  aaeetimatB  of  the  taste  of  the  timet.

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HISTORICAL  RSSAV   ON   T»B   ORIGIN,     PROGRESS,   AND    PROBABLE 
RESULTS  OF  THE  SOVSRBlG^ITir  OF  THE  ENGLISH  IN  INDIA. 

From  the  French  of  Aftwu.  J.  B.  Say.' 

It  aeemi  to  me  that  the  Inh&bitants  of  the  Continent  of  Earope  enter' 
tain  very  generally  tbe  most  erroneoiu  notions  reapecting  the  power  of  the 
English  in  the  East  Indies.  They  frequently  inquire,  what  is  the  origin 
of  thia  power ;  by  whom  is  it  exercised  ;  is  it  the  East  India  Company 
that  gorems ;  is  it  the  military  authority,  or  the  goremment,  in  fact, 
of  tbe  mother  countiy?  It  amwars  to  be  lirmly  believed  that  this  domi- 
nion is  the  prindpal  source  from  which  the  English  nation  dnivea  its 
opulence.  Even  those 'Goremments  whose  interest  it  is  toposMoa  the 
roost  correct  ideas  on  questions  of  political  economy,  partake,  is  this 
instance,  of  the  opiuioos  of  the  Tulgar.  They  persuade  themselrea  th&t 
the  people  of  India  are  sinking  to  liie  earth  beneath  the  British  yoke, 
and  thai,  to  overtom  so  odions  and  precarious  a  power,  it  were  sufficient 
to  ai^ar  in  a  warlike  manner  in  that  country:  Bonaparte  wished  to 
march  by  the  way  of  Egypt  for  their  emancipation  ;  and  the  cabinet  of 
St.  Peteisburgh  has  twenty  times  contemplated  the  project  of  remching 
Bengal  by  the  banks  of  the  Caspian. 

I  should  esteem  myself  happy  could  I  destroy  the4k  illusions,  if  they 
are  to  be  pursued  at  the  expense  of  the  lives  and  treaaures  of  European 
nations;  quidqvtd  deliratit  regei,  &c.  Beaidei,  is  it  not  matter  of 
wonder  to  see  a  company  of  merchants  become  the  sorereigns  of  a  country 
five  or  six  times  larger  than  Great  Britain,  pesseaung  a  population  of 
forty  millions  according  to  some,  and  according  to  others,  of  seren^ 
millioDS?*  Even  though  this  florereignty  were  merely  nominal ;  tboagfa 
the  Hindoos  were  the  only  persons  deriving  benefit  from  it,  ta  spite  of 
the  Company;  though  this  Company  itself  were  unequal  Ut  its  a&ain, 
and  in  no  condition  to  reimburse  the  funds  advanced'  by  its  stockholders 
and  creditors,  still  ought  we  with  the  greater  eBmeetness  to  endeavoai 
to  know  the  truth  on  tbia  liead,  and  to  uunprehend  an  order  of  things 
hitherto  unexampled  in  the  annals  of  the  world  ;  and  which  probably  it 
about  to  undergo  important  changes. 

The  first  privilege  for  trading  beyond  tbe  Cape  of  Qopd  Hope,  mt 
granted  to  a  company  of  merchants  by  Queen  Elinbetfa  in  1600.  Itt 
capital,  formed  from  shares  of  fifty. pounds  each,  did  not  amonnt  to 
72,000  pounds  sterling.  During  tba  protectorate  of  Cromwell  in  1655, 
the  privilege  was  suspended,  and  the  commerce  of  India,  ftt  that  period

>  From  the  lateat  account*  It  appear*  that  the  populatton  of  BrHiih  India 
exceeds  ei|;hty  milliooB. 
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mt  independent  empire  governed  by  Aurungrobe,  was  free  to  every 
EngUshiDan ;  but  in  three  years  the  privilege  was  re-establisbed,  and  was 
GOntinned  to  the  year  1689.  At  that  period  (that  is,  one  year  ader  the 
rerolution,  which  for  the  second  time  drove  the  Stuart  family  from  the 
throne  of  England),  William's  ministers,  pressed  by  financial  embar- 
rassments, listened  to  tbe  propositions  of  a  new  company,  which,  as.  the 
price  of  the  privilege  wbich  they  demanded  and  obtaioe  I,  offered  to  the 
Government  the  loan  of  2,000,000i,  sterling,  at  eight  per  cent.  Wbat 
characterizes  this  last  grant,  is  its  being  given  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and 
its  confirming  those  privileges  accorded  to  the  CompaDy  by  ptcceding 
charters,  of  forming  and  poasessing  plantations  and  factories,  and  of 
erecting  fortifications  to  defend  them.  Little  did  they  then  suspect  that 
they  were  laying  the  foundations  of  a  vast  empire!  When  a  people 
possesses  fortified  places,  troops  are  required  to  garrison  them  ;  they 
most  resist  agressions,  conclude  alliances  and  treaties;  and,  in  fact, 
from  the  year  1698,  these  characteristics  of  sovereignly  were  granted  to 
tbe  agents  of  the  Company;  but,  by  a.  restriction  which  marks  the 
spirit  of  the  times,  they  were  only  permitted  to  make  war  or  peace  with 
Buch  princes  as  were  not  Christians. 

Until  then  the  Company  had  been  upon  the  same  footing  in  Hindoostaa 
as  the  Nabobs,  Rajahs,  Khans,  and  other  petty  princes,  gradually  be- 
come independent  of  the  Mogul,  Tartar,  andTersian  sovereigns,  who,  at 
various  epochs,  had  invaded  these  vast  and  beautiful  regions. 

From  this  period,  the  privilege  of  the  Company  was  renewed  from 
time  to  time,  with  all  those  formalities  wbich,  in  England,  always  ac- 
company tbe  promulgation  of  laws.  Sometimes  it  was  stipulated  that 
the  charter  should  be  understood  to  last  until  it  was  formally  revoked, 
but  that  the  Company  should  be  informed  three  yeais  before  such  revo- 
cation; at  other  times,  a  certain  number  of  years  was  stated  as  the  term 
of  its  duration,  at  the  end  of  which  it  was  ^ain  continued,  the  Com- 
pany being  only  compelled  to  make  certain  sacrifices,  which  it  generally 
contrived  to  render  merely  nominal. 

Up  to  the  year  1753,  the  territorial  possessions  of  the  Company,  and  its 
Indian  sovereignty,  extended  only  over  a  few  cities,  or  rather  furts,  such 
as  Madras,  intended  to  protect  a  small  surrounding  territory.  But  about 
that  time  Dupleix,  who  commanded  the  French  in  India,  a  daring,  able, 
and  unscrupulous  man,  gave  the  first  loose  to  that  ambition,  which,  if  it 
did' not  exense  the  complexion  assumed  by  that  of  the  English,  served 
at  least  as  a  pretext  for  its  development.  Madras,  at  that  time  the 
principal  establishment  in  India,  had  capitulated  to  a  handful  of  French 
Boldien ;  Dupleix  infringed  the  articles  of  capitulation,  declared  himself 
the  ally  of  an  Indian  prince  then  at  war.  with  another,  and  taught  tha 
English  that  Macchiavellian  policy,  of  intermeddling  in  all  the  wars  of  tha 
Dative  princes,  to  destroy  one  by  tiie  other,  from  which  they  afierwarda 
drew  BO  many  advantages.  On  all  occasions  they  were  die  declared 
enemies  of  those  who  were  protected  by  the  French.  Lord  Clive,  a  man 
of  coDsiderable  ability,  commanded  the  forces  of  the  Company  about  the 
middle  of  the  last  century  :  be  succeeded  in  subduing  not  only  tha 
French  but  the  Hindoos  also  who  were  protected  by  them ;  and,  as  nations 
seldom  check  themselves  in  the  midst  of  success,  the  Eoglifih  were  driven 
forward  in  the  career  of  conquest.  Their  power,  thrown  into  the  balance 
in  all  quarrels  which  arose,  generally  determiced  their  issue  is  favour 
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of  ench  princes  u  they  protecUd.  ■'nwy  ihaied  iho  BpoiU  of  the  twi- 
qUished ;  &nd  the  coDi^ueioT,  owing  them  his  crown,  became  tbelr  Taua), 
unti]  each  time  as  they  were  enahled  to  atnp  him  of  his  dominions  in  hU 
turn. 

Tlppoo-Sabib,  sultan  of  Mysorej  the  last  natire  piinco  whote  power 
ihey  had  reason  to  fear,  fell  heneath  the  ruhis  of  Seringapatam,  hin 
capiul,  when  it  was  Uken  by  assault  in  1799 ;  and  now  the  power  of 
the  Company  extends  along  die  oonrse  of  the  Ganges  beyond  Delhi ; 
over  the'  whole  peninsula  of  India,  if  we  except  a  few  pointt  on  tba 
Malaboi  coast,  still  subject  to  the  Portuguese,  or  to  petty  Musulmaa 
princes ;  certain  provinces  possessed  by  the  Mabrattas,  and  the  place* 
where  formerly  stood  Pondicherry  and  Chandfjnagore,  which  were 
given  up  to  the  French  in  1814 ;  and  which  serve  no  purpose,  unless  it 
be  to  conceal  the  commerce  carried  on  b^  Frenoh  prirateera  with  the 
British  poMesuons. 

'  On  the  first  opportunity  these  stripe  of  territory  would  fall  into  tha 
bower  of  ^e  English  Company,  which  ia  well  awaie  that  whenever  tha 
English  Government  may  authorize  it,  thej  may  be  taken  povesaion  of 
fn  a  moment.  It  is  mistress  of  all  the  remainder ;  and  its  dominion  majr 
be  considered  -as  confirmed  &om  the  Indus  on  the  west  to  the  Bnmun- 
pooter  on  the  east ;  that  is,  from  countries  that  border  on  Petua,  to 
regions  which  form  the  frontiers  of  China;  and  from  south  to  uorth 
between  the  Indian  seas  and  the  mountains  of  Tibet  Not  that  the 
EnglU)  or  their  agents  actually  sdmioister  the  affairs  of  this  vMt  extent 
of  couRtnr.  It  is  divided  into  a  great  number  of  prindpalities,  governed 
under  diSerebt  titles  by  Nabobs,  Rajahs,  or  other  petty  princes,  who  ali, 
directly  or  indirectly,  hold  their  authority  of  the  uiglith,  and  rule  ac- 
cording to  their  good  pleasure.  They  may  be  considered,  as  fiscal  agents, 
who  give  up  to  the  Comnany  a  poition  ^  the  tribute  which  they  .extort 
flvm  their  subjects.  When  they  appear  not  sufficiently  subajiwnvc, 
others  are  put  in  their  place.  The  Company  has  however  in  its  own 
hands  the  actual  administration  of  aeTerol  large  provinces,  in  which  it 
maintains  sufficient  forces  to  make  itself  respected.  Its  capital  i«  Cal- 
cutta; where  all  those  establishments  that  commonly  sunpund  the  seat 
it  government  are  seen ;  numerous  civil,  military,  and  judicial  fiiDCtian- 
ftriea,  and  many  rich  Europeans,  who  on  their  Own  account  have  con- 
itaerdal  relatioM  with  other  countries  both  in  Asia  and  Europe.  Tho 
Europeans  of  that  city  commonly  reside  in  snmptuoas  buildings,  and 
display  a  magnificence  truly  Asiatio.  They  imitate,  nay  surjpasa,  the 
rich  Hindoos  in  luxury.  The  population  of  Calcutta  aroounte,  it  is  aaid, 
to  about  six  or  seven  hundred  thousand ;  the  greater  part  Hindoos, 
weavers  and  little  merchants,  who  live  is  small  cottages.  Add  to  these, 
servants  and  bearers  of  palaalceens,  who  are  Very  numerous,  and,  being 
sober,  cost  little  to  their  employers.  ' 

Siu:h  is  the  situation  of  the  Company  in  Tndia,  But  in  its  relations 
with  the  motlier  country,  it  can  only  be  cQnsidered  as  an  iutermediaiy  of 
the  English  Government  over  that  part  of  the  world,  la  proportion  as  it 
has  extended  ita  authority  and  its  imports,,  the  GoTeroment  has  always 
shared  in  the  Increase,  ^thongh  the  Company  has  never  failed  to  paj 
whatever  troops  the  Government  has  placed  at  its  disposal.  It  considers 
itself  invested  with  the  rights  of  sovereignty,  and  consequently  of  raising 
taxes,  althoi^h  for  a  time  it  gives  up  die  exercise  of  those  rights  to  tha

Otnpanjr.  Siwa  17S7,  wheo  the  conqneati  of  Lord  Clive  had  chaaged 
a  coQunwctal  oompany  into  a  political  power,  it  was  agreed  the  Company 
should  pay  400,000i.  ateriing  annually  to^he  OoTernnient;  but  these 
paymeotA  hare  l>eea  but  imperfectly  leatiied,  under  pretence  that  the 
Company  bad  incurred  ^naX  expense  in  reducing  the  native  princee ;  so 
that  in  1773,  far  from  being  able  to  pay  any  portiiHi  of  the  lerenue  col- 
lected in  India,  it  was  compelled  to  borrow  of  the  Government,  or  rather 
of  the  nation  utider  the  guarantee  of  Goverament,  1,400,000/.  sterling. 
In  1785,  it  demanded  a  certain  time  to  pay  off  the  custom-bouse  dues  then 
owing  to  the  Treasury,  which  amountod  to  DODsideiable  suma.  And  in 
1 6 12,  the  Goreroment  again  bomiwed  for  the  use  of  the  Company,  about 
3,6S0,000/.  Bteriing. 

All  theM  embarnuamenta,  and  other  cause*  into  which  it  is  useless  to 
enter,  have  gradually  placed  the  Company  in  entire  dependence  on  the 
Ministry.  lu  Directors,  assembled  at  London,  &eem  to  administer  by 
their  serraots  the  dominions  of  the  Company.  be<»u«e  they  pay  its  agents; 
bat  in  1784,  the  minister  obtained  leave  of  the  Parliament  to  erect  a  per- 
manent council  bearing  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Control,  compoeed  gene- 
rally of  the  Prime  Minister  and  hia  creatures.  With  this  co«uidl  the  Di- 
rectors  are  compelled  to  concert  respecting  all  appointments  to  places  of 
high  trust,  as  well  as  all  operations  civil  and  military.  It  ii  this  Board, 
Iherefore,  which  governs  in  reality.'  The  independence  of  the  Directors 
ia  reduced  to  what  couceros  mere  commercial  matters.  The  nomination 
ia  all  (ifGces  as  well  in,  Europe  aa  in  Asia,  or  the  confirmation  of  all  such 
nominations,  adds  considerably  to  the  means  of  influence  and  corruption 
poeaeased  by  tha  Ciqwd.  It  is  estimated  that  the-  Company  actually 
maintains  in  India,  1G,000  civil  agents,  of  which  3,000  af«  European ; 
.160,000  soldiers  and  officers,  of  whom  20,000  are  Eur(^)eaiu,  and 
35,000  sailors ;  which  altogether  amount  to  200,000. 

It  now  remains  to  discover  what  advanta^  the  East  India  Compuy 
or  the  mother  country  have  derived  or  will  derive  from  the  poMCscion  of 
this  colony.  And  tint,  taking  as.our  guide  the  latest  and  best  calcula- 
fiooi,  we  find  that  in  1 798,  in  spite  of  four  years'  peace,  the  revenue  of 
British  India  amounted  to  no  more  than  8,040,000/.  sterling,  lite 
expenses,  including  the  interest  of  the  debt,  amounted  in  the  same  year 
to  8,075,0001.  sterling;  making  an  excess  of  expenditure  of  35,000/. 
Under  the  government  of  Lmd  Wellesley,  the  evil  was  prodigiously  in- 
creased,  in  mite  of  the  mbsidies  which  he  extorted,  and  the  tartitoty 
which  he  added  to  the  British  possessions.     Whan  his  administration

lUtia  the  whole  body  really  doe  j,  we  would  ulviie  bim  to  cat)  any  day  o^  '''^  week 
at  what  is  called  the  ladia  Hoard,  in  Caouou-row.  Westininiter  ;  and  h^  '*'"  ^"^ 
an  imoieDse  buiiding,  witli  hails  and  porters,  aud  passages  aod  private  rooms,  in 
Bbnndance :  but  the  illeuce  and  desertion  that  every  where  prcrailn  'P^aks 
volumceaii  to  tbe  total  uteteiincsi  of  it«  existence. 
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terminated,  in  1806,  the  revenue  amounted  to  nearly  I5;4d0,000/'.  ster- 
ling ;  the  expenditure,  still  including  the  interest  of  the  debt,  to  nearly 
17,680,000/.  making  B.  deficit  of  upwards  of  2,290,000/.  sterling.  It  is 
a  question  among  English  political  economists,  to  know  whether  the  in* 
creasing  deficit  in  the  finances  of  the  Company  arises  from  the  expenses 
uf  its  government,  or  losses  occasioned  by  the  nature  of  its  commerce. 
These  tatter  are  more  difficult  to  be  understood,'  because  no  account  of 
themisfumished  to  the  Board  of  Control.  Nevertheless,  it  is  thought  that 
the  commerce  with  China  produces  conraderable  gain,  but  still  insufficient 
to  balance  the  losses  sustained  in  its  other  branches.  One  proof  of  this 
is,  thatirtiGa  the  Company  presented  an  address  to  Parliament  in  1808, 
craving  its  assistance,  the  Directors  laid  before  them  an  estimate  of  all 
the  imports  and  exports  &om  1797  to  1807.  This  estimate  proves  that 
the  exports  exceeded  the  imports  by  nearly  5,680,000/.  sterling,  in  eleven 
years ;  or  a  deficit  of  about  440;000/.  annually,  which  added  to  its  other 
losses,  amounts  to  2,720,000^  yearly  loss. 

These  calculations  are  extracted  from  Adam  Smith,  from  Colqufaoun, 
and  from  a  most  excellent  work  on  the  National  Debt  by  Robert  Hamil- 
ton; but  above  all,  from  Mr.  Mill's  excellent  History  of  British  India, 
published  in  1817. 

After  this  exposure,  it  will  not  appear  surprising  that  the  East  India 
Company  is  so  prodigiously  in  debt,  both  in  India  and  Europe;  espe- 
cially as,  in  spite  of  its  losses,  it  has  never  ceased  to  pay  to  its  stock- 
boldera  a  dividend  of  10^  per  cent.  In  1805,  it  confessed  a  debt, 
amounting  to  6,000,000/.  in  England,  and  about  25,600,000/.  in  India; 
making  atotal  of  nearly  31,600,000/.  sterling.  But  I  observe  that  it 
fixed  the  amount  of  this  debt  only  after  having  deducted  certain  sums 
upon  which  it  considered  itself  in  a  condition  to  reckon  with  certainty. 
Now,'  if  these  sums  are  nothing  more  tha^  bad  debts  which  it  ia  impoa- 
nUe  should  ever  be  paid,  they  cannot  be  placed  in  the  balance  to  dimi- 
nish their  actual  debt.  What  are  we  to  think,  tot  iiutaoce,  of  the  value 
of  forts,  warehouses,  magazines,  &c.  whi<^  it  reckons  in  its  actual  stock  ? 
For,  besides  that  such  things  would  not  be  worth  to  any  other  person, 
what  they  cost  tfab  Company,  which  formed  the  basis  of  their  valuation, 
they  are  not,  in  the  hands  of  a  government,  articles  of  disposable  value, 
as  they  might  be  in  those  of  an  individual.  When  an  individual,  upon 
an  estate  worth  a  hundred  thousand  crowns,  makes  improvements  to  the 
amount  of  fifty  thousand  crowns,  he  may  flatter  himself  on  account  of 
the  money  he  has  laid  out,  that  he  shall  tell  the  land  for  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  crowns.  The  improvements  are  alienable,  because 
the  estate  is.  But  a  government  has  only  the  usu-Anit  of  its  poeocsnions.- 
'When  they  pass  to  the  government  that  succeeds  it,  the  latter  makes  no 
account  to  the  former  for  the  improvements,  or  public  establishments,  it 
thought  proper  to  make.  These  establishments  are  thought  to  hare  been 
made  for  the  benefit  of  the  public ;  they  continue  to  pay  to  the  public 
the  interest  of  the  sums  laid  out  in  their  erection,  by  the  services  they 
render  it.  The  new  government  is  fully  authorized  to  say  to  that  which 
preceded  it,  "  It  is  not  you ;  it  is  those  whose  aitoirs  you  administered, 
that  furnished  the  funds  for  these  establishments  ;  you  owe  them  the  ear 
joyment  of  them  ;  we  da  nothing  more  than  execute  your  obligations  ;  we 
are  not  to  pay  you  the  principal  of  a  fund  for  wliich  we  pay  others  the 
interest." 
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Other  debts  of  the  Company  are  not  more  cap^le  of  beiog  realized 
than  the  ones  we  hare  mentioned.  For  example :  the  Company  reckons 
in  its  active  stock  about  1 ,720,000/.  laid,  out  in  its  expedition  to  Egypt, 
when  Boonparte  was  master  of  that  country.  Now  this  debt  was  incurred 
much  more  for  the  sake  of  the  Company  than  for  that  of  the  English 
GoTernment,  who  does  not  acknowledge  the  debt.  The  Government  of 
Great  Britain  would  have  more  reason  to  demand  iiom  the  Company 
the  defraying  of  the  expense  incurred  by  Nelson's  fleet,  and  the  expedi- 
tion which  wrested  Egypt  £rom  the  French,  At  least,  these  pretensions 
destroy  each  other. 

Such,  also,  is  the  sum  of  3,000,0001.  due  to  the  Company  from  the 
Nabob  of  Arcot,  and  the  Rajah  of  Taiyore ;  these  princes  will  not  be 
much  inclined  to  pay  these  debts  to  the  Company,  which  has  since  con- 
quered their  country,  and  deprived  them  of  ail  the  means  of  payment. 
Now  all  these  debts  amout  at  least  to  16,000,000/.  sterling  I  which,  not 
being  to  be  deducted,  as  the  Company  pretends,  leaves  the  principal  of 
this  debt  nearly  48,000,000/.  sterling. 

We  are,  therefore,  authorized  to  consider  the  East  India  Company  as 
«  sovereign  and  commcrdal  Bssociatioo,  which,  gaining  nothing,  neither 
by  its  sovereignty  nor  its  commerce,  is  reduced  to  borrow  large  aoms  an- 
nually, in  order  to  distribute  to  its  stockholders  an  appeanmce  of  profit. 

Such  are  the  real  results,  founded  on  facts  and  avowed  calculations,  of 
this  famous  sovereignty  of  the  English  in  India.  The  Company  loses  by 
it,  unless  it  means  to  shift  all  lasses  upon  its  creditors.  The  Government 
loses  by  it,  in  the  first  place,  the  sums  advanced,  the  loans  it  is  compel- 
led to  afford  the  Company,  or  at  least  guarantee  ;  added  to  the  very  con- 
siderable expense  of  the  colonial  estabUsbments  intended  to  protect  the 
English  in  Asia;  viz.  those  of  the  Island  of  St.  Helena,  of  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  and  of  the  Mauritius,  According  to  Lord  Valentia,  that  of 
the  Cape  alone  costs  about  260,000/.  sterling  annually.  Excepting  vanity, 
vhat  advantage  does  England  gain  by  all  these  losses?  that  is,  what  pro- 
'£ts  does  it  derive  from  the  establishment  of  its  Company  and  sovereignty 
in  India?  Are  they  the  dividends  paid  to  the  stockholders?  But  suppos- 
ing they  were  paid,  not  from  loans,  but  altogether  from  profits  reoUzed, 
is  it  to  be  imagined  that  Jree  merchants,  who  would  carry  on  the  trade 
if  the  Company  did  not  exist,  would  not  realize  any  profits  on  the  mer- 
chandise of  the  East,  which  they  would  faruish  to  England  and  the 
pther  nations  of  Europe  ?  It  is  more  than  probable  that,  all  things 
balanced,  they  would  derive  somewhat  more  than  10§  per  cent  from  the 
funds  they  would  employ  in  this  commerce.  This  profit,  therefore,  is 
not  to  be  considered  as  aiieing  from  the  establishment  of  the  Company. 
If  the  Company  did  not  exist,  it  could  not  borrow  whereA'ith  to  pay  its 
dividend  ;  and  the  equivalent  of  this  dividend  would,  nevertheless,  be 
received  by  English  merchants.' 

The  same  calculation  must  be  applied  to  the  profits  made  by  the  English 

1  A  company  that  borrowi  a  million  to  portioo  out  amongst  iti  stockholders, 
withdnns  go  much  fruiu  tbe  cspitnl  of  the  couotry;  that  is,  from  sums  whicb 
bave  bftD  accumulated,  and  might  be  employed  in  ranvaniiug  iadu-ttriuus  uuilcr- 
takings  i  and  this  mllliau  is  empluytd  by  those  skKkhotdiTS  who  receive  it,  an  a 
Dortion  uf  their  iacuine,  in  expcoies  which  produce  nothing.  It  is,  thcrcforu,  tu 
suDted  mere  wute,  similar  to  (hat  of  which  a  prodigal  iuilividiial  ii  guilty 
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manafacturcTS  on  g:oode  sent  by  tha  Company  to  Indi«,  Suppoatog  the 
Company  were  iiip[HeMecl.  free  tntders  would  transport  the  same  nteT' 
cbandue  to  Indiii,  and  altoir  to  tnanufactaren  the  same  profit*.  These 
pnifita,  therefore,  in  no  way  depend  upon  tbe  establishment  of  the  Com- 
pany, or  the  losses  which  it  siutaint.  Id  like  manner  also  must  we  rea- 
son rupecting  the  meichandiae  i^  India,  supplied  by  the  Eaglirii  to  the 
other  European  naliona.  Were  the  Company  annihilated,  these  supplies 
Would  not  be  the  less  wanting.-  So  likewise  in  regard  to  the  custom- 
house dues,  said  to  be  paid  by  the  Company  on  its  importations.  The 
only  difference  which  ^  inonopa)y  introduces  into  this  part  of  the  busi- 
ness is  this,  the  Company  constantly  owes  a  portion  of  these  dues,  which 
it  will  never  pay ;  whereas  individuals  wonld  always  discharge  such 
dues  immediately,  beoatise  to  tbem  the  Custom-honse  gives  no  credit. 

To  sum  up  all,  it  is  pretended  that  the  fiwtunes  accumulated  by  indi- 
viduals em[Hoyed,  whether  justly  or  not,  more  than  counterbalance  the 
losses  BDstained  by  the  Gompauy,  and  the  nation  which  supports  it ;  and 
in  truth,  if  th,ere  were  no  Qompany,  if  there  were  no  British  sovereignty 
ID  India,  there  would  be  no  persons  eroployed  in  that  conntry.  It  mar 
be  said,  indeed,  that,  independeatly  of  the  principals,  a  free  trade  woula 
liave  its  agents;  but,  I  speak  candidly,  their  gains  woilld  be  small  com- 
pared with  those  of  the  Company.  This  indcmntGcatioa  therefore  is 
real.  The  Company  loses  yearly,  or  causes  the  Enslish  nation  to  lose, 
nearly  two  millioni  and  a  half  sterling,  more  or  Uss ;  but  it  enablM 
its  agents  to  gain,  >n  the  same  time,  somewhat  more,  probably,  than  half 
a  million.  Tins,  therefore,  is  the  amount  of  what  is  added  to  the  rlchet 
of  England  by  its  famous  East  India  Company;  without  its  assistance, 
England  would  not  purchase  an  anoual  gam  of  half  a  qiiUioii,  with  ao 
annual  lost  of  two  millions  and  a  half  t 

Even  of  this  half  million  of  gain,  however,  we  must  reelton  on!;  that 
portion  which  is  brought  from  India,  without  requiring  any  return  ;  that 
is,  fortunes  transmitted  to  England  to  be  there  placed  at  Interest ;  for  as 
to  what  is  received  and  spent  in  India,  it  ados  not  one  farthing  to  the 
wealth  of  England. 

I  may  here  observe,  that  those  offices  which  allow  thou  who  611  tbem 
to  accbmulate  large  fortunes,  to  be  transmitted  to  England,  are  not  nn- 
merout  in  India ;  for  ooe  truly  IttciatiTC,  there  are  a  hundred  prodnciog 
but  middling  gain,  which  is  ipent  in  the  coontry  Itself.  Warren  Has- 
tings, it  is  trtie,  carried  home  with  him  immense  sums,  vrith  which  he 
purchased  attestations  of  innocence  from  tbe  English  Court,  and  the 
venal  majorities  of  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament;  but  Warren  Has- 
tings had  been  Governor- General  for  thirteen  years ;  and  during  his 
leign,  the  most  favourable  oppoitumties  had  occurred  of  stripping  the 
native  princes,  and  committing  extortions  on  the  people.  Bendes,  (set- 
ting aside  all  considerations  of  pure  morality  and  just  ptdicy,  which  agree 
liut  ill  with  such  shameful  actions  as  these,)  even  should  the  tarns  earned 
home  to  Ei^land  by  individuals,  equal  the  two  millions  and  a  half  of 
loss,  which,  we  have  seen,  that  England  most  set  down  to  tha  accoant 
of  its  Indian  sovereignty,  it  is  a  fine  piece  of  management  to  extract 
from  the  coffers  of  the  state,  that  is,  of  the  nation,  splendid  fbrtunea  for 
individuals  to  consume  at  their  ease  in  their  dwellings.  Are  there  du- 
coverable  in  such  conduct  any  seeds  of  national  greatness  1 

In  order  to  discover  the  origin  of  a  nation's  riches,  we  must  not  coif 
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■ider  iti  extenitl  relatiana  ;  it  mut  b«  uugbt  for  in  tb*  boMin  of  Uw 
nation  itMlf.  It  i«  the  nxHre  uid  judieimu  indnttry  of  the  Bngluh  ;  it 
U  tin  order  uid  economy  of  theil"  principal  ulTeDtDrors ;  it  ia  the  pro- 
iMtioii  the;  klwaja  find  in  eqnid  lawa-~tluit  are  the  mine*  from  whence 
Ihejr  haire  dorived  tbor  traMuni  ;*  and  theae  minas  are  within  the  reach 
»f  mil  natioDt. 

'  It  may  be  B|ked,  what  will  be  the  fate  of  tbe  Britiah  power  in  India  ? 
To  suppose  oneBelf  in 'a  condition  to  give  a  poaitire  reply  to  nch  a. 
^aeMion,  would,  doiibtlea*,  aigua  extreme  temerity.  No  one  can  pene- 
trate tbe  dirkneaa  of  the  liiture ;  but  we  may  look  upon  cdrtmin  erenti  ai 
nmn,  and  certain  otben  aa  leai,  probaUe,  and  on  aome  m  altogether 
imponible.  On  each  renewal  of  um  chaiter,  the  British  Ooremment 
and  the  Company,  through  a  oonfuied  inatin^  of  their  poaition  and  in- 
teraete,  hare  gndnally  tended  towarda  tbe  emancipation  of  oommeree, 
and  the  aubititiition  of  the  aoverwgnty  of  the  State  in  place  of  that  of  tbe 
Company.  The  last  charter,  dated  1813,  which  is  to  expire  in  1834, 
Btatea,  that  b;  procuring  ■  license  from  the  Company,  erery  British  snb- 
ject  may  trade  to  India.  This  lieenae  riiey  cannot  refuse ;  and  should- 
they  nwke  any  difficulty,  the  Board  of  Control  would  decide.*  The 
CUna  trade  only  has  been  exclauvely  reserved  to  tbe'Coropany. 

We  see,  fhorefere,  that  the  Indian  trade,  property  so  called,  is  no 
longer  it)  its  possession,  and  that  even  the  sovereignty  is  sllmdng  frtim  its 
hands.  It  has  more  influence  in  the  China  trade,  which  is  profitable, 
because  tea,  and  oertain  kinds  of  silk  and  nankeen,  can  be  obtiiined  only 
in  that  country ;  which  compels  the  English  btfyen  to  lie  at  the  mercy 
of  tbe  Company:  but  very  shortly  none  bat  the  English  will  purchase 
fiwmiltlie  Merabandise  of  Canton;  fbrnthermerchants,  the  Americans 
pnrtimlariy,  wiH  hs  able  to  fnmtah  them  to  other  nations  at  a  cheaper 
nte.  The  English  themselves  will  beconle  tired  of  paying  extravagant 
prices  for  these  commodities;  and  lo  augment  the  product  of  the  cus- 
toms, the  Government,  in  all  prah^iUity,'  will  throw  down  this  last  re- 
treat of  monopoly.  I  should  not  be  aniprised  if,  at  the  expintjon  of  the 
charter,  in  1834,  It  were  no  more  renewed  ;  and  if  India  were  governed 
by  a  Viceroy,  and  the  Company's  debt  added  lo  that  of  the  nation. 

In  that  case,  the  Compaiiy  might  continue  to  traffic,  in  ccokcnrrence 
with  tbe  rest  of  the  nation,  as  a  mere  commercial  association,  and  would 
probably  crumUb  to  pieces  by  degrees,  for  Wdnt  of  being  able  to  maintain 
» (^mpetition  with  free  trade.  If  tbcae  events  have  not  happened  sooner 
h  is  becaose  private  hitereat,  in  this  case,  as  in  all  othaia,  has  [milonged 
thedutatioBiu  abwta.'   The  function  of  Director  of  tbe  East  India  Com-

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pany,  is  a  place  of  great  emolumeDt,  and  one  that  givM  fin  ext«DBive 
patronage  ;  that  is,  gives  to  those  who  hold  it  the  privilege  of  nominating 
to  TEirious  offices  both  in  Europe  and  Ana,  and  many  favputs  to  bestow, 
a  great  part  of  which  the  Director  rescrres  for  himself  and  hia  family; 
The  members  of  the  Board  of  Control  are  aba  paid  highly.  On  tMi 
acconnt,  interested  men  are  willing  to  see  the  banka  of  the  Gangei  ra- 
Taged  by  opprea«ion,  the  Company's  debt  daily  increased,  and  the  com- 
merce of  the  nation  obstructed  in  its  movements.* 

Neverthelesa,  since  the  superior  functionaries  of  the  Company,  and 
tiie  members  of  administratinn  have  begun  to  keep  watch  on  each  other; 
since  terrible  complaints  have  been  beard  in  the  Honse  ofCommons; 
since  numerous  publications  have  explained  to  the  nation  the  real  stale 
of  things,  and  the  nature  of  its  true  interests,  abuses  have  sensibly  dimi* 
niahed.  The  British  administration  of  those  vast  countries  ap^iears  to 
have  gained  a  new  character.  It  baa  begun  to  protect  property  ;*  justice 
is  equitably  adiministered  in  all  those  provinces  immediately  under 
English  rule  ;*  and,  a{^als  to  the  luperior  eouits  having  been  rendered 
easier,  the  Rajahs  and  tributary  princes  bare  been  compelled  to  observe 
Bomethiag  like  equity  in  their  proceedings.  A  European  police,  repres- 
sion of  crime,  and  trial  by  jury  are  gradually  introduced.''  The  'English' 
have  absolutely  renounced  all  [Hetensions  to  meddle  with  the  prejudices 
of  the  Hindoos,  or  to  attem{^  their  conrerBion  to  Christianity.'  They 
even  prefer  that  they  should  remain  attached  to  their  own  opinions.'  They 
are  either  Musulmans  or  disciples  of  Bramah.  Now  Islamiam  renders 
men  rested  and  docile ;  .the  religion  of  Bramah,  by  consecrating  with 
inflexible  rigour  the  institution  of  castes,  is  favonrable  to  subordination. 

*  This  is  a  perfectly  fokhOil  jncturc,  both  of  tlie  fact  and  tbe  reawai  of  the 
case  i---but  in  irhat  a  deerading  light  does  it  exhihit  the  men  who  are  eternally 
professing  their  love  for  their  cnuntry,  and  their  ilecira  to  improve  mankind  ! 

'  Property  is  not  safe  under  the  English  adminittratioii :  nor  can  it  ever  be  so, 
until  tbe  odioui  power  of  tearini;  a  man  from  that  pro)ierty  without  trial,  or  even 
bearing,  is  abalislied.  The'  value  of  many  deicriptions  of  property  drpendi 
entirely  on  its  viplant  superiDtendence ;  and  to  remove,  by  violence,  any  man 
from  such  a  property  as  thia,  is,  in  effccl,  to  destroy  the  property  itielf.  This, 
boireiTr,  is  tbe  state  of  thin^i  in  India.

spare  in  this  world,  and  delude  the  people  of  Europe  with  a  show  oF  being  very 
attentive  to  their'  destmaiiun  in  the  uext.  But  they  really  care  for  nothing  but 
gain  :  and,  in  their  estimatiuu,  that  is  the  best  religion  for  tbeir  subjeds,  which 
enables  them  to  be  oppressed  with  the  least  probability  of  i«siitance  ;  and  to  live 
onthesnialieitpoiBibleguin,  90  that  the  surplus  may  be  the  greater  to  be  wrung 
from  them  for  their  Treasury,

The  most  perfect  toleration,  therefore,  exutsm  British  India;  and  if  we 
add  tluit  peace  reigns  in  those  TB£t  countries,  formerly  torn  to  pieces  bjr 
the  dissensioDB  of  a  hundred  despots ;  that  industry  ia  protecUd,  and 
that  erery  one  may  now  enjoy  the  fruit  of  his  labours  and  amass  capital 
in  security,  we  shall  be  compelled  to  ackoutfledge  that  the  condition  of 
Hiodoostau  has  never  been  more  happy.' 

It  has  sometimes  been  said  that  this  colony,  like  so  many  others,  trill 
one  day  render  itself  independent;  but  it  has  not  been  sufficiently  con- 
sidered that  India  is  not,  properly  speaking,  a  colony  ;  that  is,  the  Eng-j 
lish  have  nerer  driven'out  nor  destroyed  the  aborigines."  The  Hindoos 
still  remain  what  they  were  under  Auruna;zebc ;  and  probably  arc  more 
numerous  and  industrious.  They  might,  therefore,  be  masters  of  their 
own  country,  if  they  deaired  it."     What  are  forty-five  thousand  rulers, 

*  It  wodM  be  fforib  while  to  uk  the  Natives  of  ladtb  themselves  about  this. 
Sir  John  Malcolm  nys  Uieyare  «I1  ditcontcDted,  and  ripe  for  revolt  Mr.Ruucll 
presents  a  frl^htTuI  picture  of  their  misery ;  sod  ne  have  reason  to  kauis.  Train 
the  best  possible  evidence,  that  the  Natives  gearrally  are  *o  far  from  being 
happier  non  tbia  it  any  fbrmer  period,  that  there  mce  not,  ten  in  a  buodred  who 
do  not  believe  the  contrary,  whatever  theic  fears  may  compel  ihein,i«bta  asked, 
to  eipresi.

ut,  as  every  reneration  must  die  away  and'givc  place  tu  another,  is  it  not  even 
desirable,  on  the  icore  of  haf^ioess  to  the  bumau  race,  that  ItiO  millioas  of 
ignoraut,  superstitious.  Indolent,  and  enslaved  heinis,  should  be  replaced  by  the 
some  number  of  intelligent,  reasonable,  aclive,  aod  free  men  i  Is  it  better  for 
humanity,  tbat  (he  Uoited  Slates  of  America  should  be  peopled  as  it  is ;  or  that 
tte  Cherokee*  and  Chickasaws  should  come  back  agaiu,  and  let  their  wig- warns 
be  erected  on  the  ruins  of  the  Capitol  at  VVathiugton,  and  their  dismal  swamps 
replace  the  elegapt  and  healthy  squares  of  Philadelphia?  Either  the  coloniza- 
tion ol  barbaruua  countries  by  civill^d  nations  ie  a  good  or  an  erii.  If  it  be  a 
food,  we  ought  immediately  to  encourage  it  in  India; — if  an  evil,  North  America 
ritould  give  back  her  population  to  Great  Britaiu — South  America  shuuld  pour 
ber  repnhlicsu  children  inio  the  lap  of  her  bigoted  and  besetted  mother,  Spain — 
and  India  ittelf  should  yield  up  her  train  of  Eogliib  adventurers  who  go  to 
drain  ell  the  wealth  they  can  from  the  country,  without  leaving  even  a  trace 
behind  them  of  that  which  would  coat  them  nothing  but  pleasure  to  impart,  their 
arts,  their  sciences,  and  their  iutellectual  sttainments,  by  which  alone  they  made 
their  conquests  and  retained  them.

But  it  is  a  milfl  and 
l^ofiWH  populatioD,  irtiich  ia  vary  far  from  aadentandisg  how  noch 
natiosal  ^depenileiice  and  good  political  inatitutioni  are  capable  of 
adding  to  Uia  sum  of  each  individual's  IiapjHiteH,  Tha  Asiatic  people 
are  lilm  their  cattle,  who  little  thiok  bow  poeuble  it  is  to  exist  without 
masters;  and  when  fortune  sends  them  such  as  are  tolereble,  they  ar9 
haf^f  without  knowing  why ;  and  suflar,  when  the  eontraiy  happens, 
without  ieekiag  to  procure  those  guaranteea  which  might  ensure  uem  a 
better  condition." 

Should  some  foreign  prince  or  usurper  cause  himself  to  be  followed, 
through  jorca  or  pwsuaiioD,  by  a  certain  number  of  partisana,  theae 
partisans  would  have  fewer  means  of  resiAting  the  British  fi>pcea  and 
Uttrigues,  than  tlioaB  prince*  wIm>  governed  the  country  before  the  Eng- 
lish, and  who  nerertheleas  were  constrained  to  give  way  before  the  supe- 
riority of  EBTopeaii  tactics  and  English  poticy. 

Even  a  European  army  would  appear  under  great  dimdvamagca  in 
India.  It  would  not,  as  has  been  pretended,  find  a  people  enraged  against 
Ua  rulers,  to  leeond  its  eSorla."  The  enemies  the  English  had  to  contmd 
with  were  laiher  the  princea  Aan  the  peo[Je  of  India ;  and  there  are  no 
longer  any  independent  princce.  A  European  army  cnqld  only  be  a^nt 
there  by  land ;  and  \e.i  the  slowness,  expenses,  and  toas,  wluch  muat 
necessarily  attend  the  march  of  an  army  foraucha  distance  be  reclconedl 
Without  counting  up  the  nations  it  would  have  to  combat  on  the  way, 
what  men,  horses,  and  artillery,  would  there  not  be  lost  in  burning  aands, 
impassable  marshes,  bridgeless  rivers,  to  attack  on  its  arrival  a  welt 
established  power,  defend^  by  an  army  of  160,000  men,  armed  in  tha 
Emnpean  manner,  and  in  a  eondttion  to  receive  by  sea  all  inch  relnfonv 
■nefkts  and  ammunition  it  might  stand  in  need  of  I 

.  In  the  last  [Jaca,  should  the  British  who  are  in  India  attempt  to 
Tender  themsdves  iodepeadent  of  the  mother  country,  and  to  govam  tha 
•ountry  fot  themselvea,  where  are  their  means  of  success  T  The  Britidi 
puUlc  in  India  is  composed  of  about  twen^  thousand  aoldlers,  as  many 
agents  of  the  Comjpany,  or  of  the  Government  (which  is  the  same  thing) ; 
gind  about  fmir  or  fiva  tbonsand  ind^eodeot  persons,  divided  by  imweaaa 
distances  from  each  other,  and  occupied  in  jmividing  for  their  own  prlvata 
interests.  The  greater  part  of  these  Europeans  have  no  otlier  ohject  than 
to  return  to  Europe,  to  e^joy  what  they  hava  aoqurad  by  iodnabrf  or

They  would  change  tlielr  pment  mlert  for  hettn, 
with  the  same  readiness  asany  Bervaot  in  ihe  country  would  quit  the  houM  of  one 
master,  where  be  was  but  poorly  paid  and  mcanlr  treated,  h>x  that  of  aiMdier, 
where  big  pay  and  coniequentc  would  both  be  largely  augucntcd. 
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iqJQBdce,  and  by  no  meaiu  wi^h  to  close  the  pBtli  to  this  enjnjment.  Tfas 
pBitiiaiis  of  the  inBurgenta  vould  conaiit  of  the  mere  rema&ata  of  the 
militaiy  aad  dvil  services,  who  mi(i;ht  be  willing;  to  renounce  their  cafOf 
try,  and  fix  themselTei  in  India.  The  fldellty  of  tbe  Bego;a,  diieipiioed 
and  commODded  by  EuropeaDs;  would  waver  between  the  British  of 
Europe  and  those  of  Asia,  and  the  weakness  caused  by  these  divisions 
inight  open  the  eyes  of  the  natives,  and  lead  to  their  common  expHlsion  ; 
aniets  the  forces  sent  ciut  by  the  mother  coaDEry  ihould  take  advantage 
for  themselves  of  the  chances  of  success  afforded  by  this  dangerous  dia- 
urganiKation. 

All  things  being  cooddeted,  the  emancipation  of  India  appears  to  be  im- 
possible ;"  but  ought  we  to  deure,  for  the  interest  of  the  human  race,  that 
thenationsof  Europe  should  cesse  to  have  any  iafliience  over  Asia?  Ought 
we  not,  on  the  contrary,  to  desire  that  that  influence  should  continne  to 
increase?  Europe  is  no  longer  what  it  n-ag  in  the  times  of  Vssco  de 
Gama  and  '^Albuquerque.  It  has  reached  that  state  in  which  Asia  need 
no  longer  dread  its  dominion.  What  with  its  deapola  and  its  supersti- 
tions, Asia  haa  no  gdoA  institutions  to  lose,  and  may  receive  many  good 
.  and  nseful  ones  from  the  Europeans."  The  latter,  on  account  of  the  en- 
terprising genius  that  distinguishes  them,  and  ia  consequence  of  the 
astonishing  progress  which  they  have  made  in  every  branch  of  humnn 
knowledge,  are  undohbtedly  ordained  by  destiny  to  subjugate  the  world, 
as  they  have  already  subdued  -both  continents  of  America.  I  do  not  say 
they  will  conquer  it  by  force  of  arms :  military  preponderance  ia,  and 
always  must  he,  precarious  and  subject  to  accident ;  the  Europeans  will 
subdue  the  world  by  the  inevitable  ascendency  of  knowledge  and  insti- 
tutions that  operate  withotft  ceasing.  They  are  now  no  longer  necessi- 
tated to  employ  force  agaiast  the  original  Inhabitants  of  America,  Asia 
will  require  more  time,  un  account  of  its  immense  population,  and  the 
inert  force  which  tenacious  and' immoveable  mannen  oppose  to  every 
Idnd  of  innovation.  But  the  constant  action  of  prindpleaisBure  to  trinmph 
in  the  end.  The  religion  of  the  Magi  has  given  way  to  Islamism  ;  that 
of  Bramah  has  been  strippwl  of  half  its  dominions;**  Islamism.  will 
decay  in  its  turn— for  every  thing  decays.

>o  With  the  ciceplioo  of  Ram  Mobun  Roy,  and  about  (iriy  other  intelligent 
fiindwH,  who  have  cmerKed  trom  tbe  darlcDcw  uf  luptistition  hy  the  force  al 
reason  alone,  there  is  not,  perhaps,  oat  follower  of  Bramah  less  now  than  there 
was  when  tbeEnglisb&tt  went  to  India:  neither  do  tbe MohauinedaBi deereaie 
more  scniiblj.  Tba  great  agent  by  which  both,  however,  would  be  mode  to 
disappear  more  rofiMly  than  by  any  other,  would  be  by  tbe  immediate  and 
eslenslveColotuzBtionariadiabyEiigliahmen.  This  is  the  ■■  one  thins  needful," 
without  wkicb  nothing  of  importance,  in  the  way  of  benefit  or  Improvemenl, 
will  ever  be  done  j  and  with  it  every  thing  may  be  esptctcd.  The  Continent  of 
America,  Ibough  discovered  but  yesterday,  (to  speak  comparalively,]  is  rnore 
powerful,  more  wealthy,  more  virtuous^  sod  more  nappy,  than  the  Continent  of 
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become  eveiy  day  more  easy.  In  our  times,  royages  to  Bengal  are  per- 
formed with  half  die  labour,  and  in  half  the  time  tbattliey  were  in  1TS9. 
The  other  routes  to  the  East  will  undoubtedly  become  shorter  ^d  more 
mucticable.  The  emancipation  of  Greece  wOl  open  tbe  way  to  that  of 
Egypt ;  and  dvilizaiiau  gaiuing  ground,  will  smooth  the  obetaclea  that 
stand  in  the  way  of  tbe  ioteicommunication  of  nations ;  for  the  more 
men  are  civilized,  the  more  clearly  do  they  perceive  that  it  is  their  inte- 
rest to  have  a  free  communication  with  each  other.  It  is  possible  thence 
to  foresee  what  this  world  will  one  day  become ;  but  time  is  a  aetxaaaiy 
element  in  all  great  revolutions.

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ON    THB  NEGLECT    OF    LIVING    GENIUS. 
"  Gtniiu  i*  nuMt  honoured  in  tlie  But." 

Ir  it  a  common  complaint  that  geniua,  during  it*  lifetime,  !b  treated 
with  slight  regard,  or  even  vitb  manifest  indifference ;  but  that  as  soon 
as  th«  grave  has  closed  OTer  it,  mankind  are  as  ready,  as  they  were  before 
■low,  to  crowd  in  with  their  tributes  of  homage  and  respect.  They  will 
encircle  with  no  laurels  the  living  head,  but  are  alirays  ofiicioua  to  plant 
a  cypress  over  its  tomb.  They  will  weep  "  melodious  tears"  into  the 
itrn  which  contains  the  ashes  of  departed  woKb,  and  erect  a  splendid 
monnment  to  its  fame,  hut  they  will  avert  their  eyes  from  its  earthly 
sufferings,  and  allow  it  to  languish  in  un participated  grief.  It  is  de- 
graded now,  to  be  glorified  hereafter.  Such  is  the  language  of  common 
imputation.  It  is  proposed  in  the  following  paper  to  examine  the  justice 
of  these  opinions,  which,  though  generally  taken  for  granted,  we  have 
long  Buspected  to  have  in  them  moie  sympathy  and  feeling,  than  reason 
or  truth.  It  is  a  charge  which  has  been  brought  against  mankind  in' 
nearly  every  age  of^teratnre ;  and  if  entirely  just,  is  certainly  a  serious 
one.  The  question  of  its  bbeolute  truth  has  often  presented  itself  to  us, 
and  we  shall  therefqfe  proceed  with  a  short  inquiry  into  the  causes,  as 
well  as,  more  particularly,  the  extenaaling  circumstances  of  the  fact — 
that  literary  merit  is  seldom  acknowledged  or  appreciated  duringthe  life- 
time of  its  possessor.  For  a  practi<;e  so  general,  and  in  periods  of  great 
literary  refinement,  it  seems  but  natural  to  conclude  there  must  be  some 
important  reasons.  We  do  not  pretend  therefore  to  question  the  reality 
of  the  event;  for  the  history  of  literature,  and  more-particularly  that  of 
OUT  own  country,  would  abundantly  establish  it : — but  assuming  it  as 
iocontrovertible,  we  would  only  inquire  bow  far  it  may  be  accounted 
for  hy  a  consideration  of  the  nature  of  those  causes  which  have  produced 
it.  There  has  ever  been  a  great  outcry  raised  by  the  friends  and  ad- 
mirers of  genius  on  this  point ;  but  the  imputations  have  generally  been 
made  at  random,  attended  with  mnch  violent  and  hasty  feeling,  and 
without  any  reference  to  those  accompanying  circumstances  which  cnight 
in  a  great  degree  have  diminished  the  seriousness  of  the  charge.  We 
are  among  tho«e  who  think  that  a  mode  of  conduct  in  which  men  con- 
stantly agree,  must,  notwithstanding  unfavourable  appearances,  have  its 
foondation  in  nature.  Upon  this  principle  therefore,  with  all  our  enthu- 
nam  for  the  cause  of  mind,  wo  are  compelled  to  think,  that  if  during 
their  lifetime,  men  of  exalted  genius  have  been  treated  with  indifference 
and  neglect,  it  must  be  attributed  to  caoses  emanating  chiefly  from  them- 
selvea,  and  partly  from  the  natural  constitution  of  things.  What  theKe 
causea  are  we  shall  now  ace, — and  if  it  can  be  shon'n  that  the  fault  is 
generally  referrible  to  the  complainants  themselves,  we  imagine  that  a 
new  and  juster  view  of  the  ar^raent  will  in  consequence  be  taken. 

In  looking  into  the  private  lives  of  authors,  one  picture  is  uniformly- 
presented  to  our  sight.  We  behold  them  striving  mth,  and  surmounting, 
the  greatest  difficulties  in  the  pursuit  of  their  favourite  studies.  To  an 
imaginative  mind,  their  progress  through  Ufe  is  embodied  under  various 
allegorical  forms.  They  are  seen  in  multitudes,  like  an  army,  scaling 
witli  daiifig  fogt  and  steady  eye  the  .cittidel  of  Fame.    Out  Death  is  the 
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great  defender  of  the  edifice,  aad  inoit,  ere  they  can  readi  the  top,  are 
by  that  giant  huiled  beatJloDg  from  the  hattlemeots.  T]ien  again  they 
aj^fear  like  a  vast  aasemblage  of  forms  awiinmiog  in  a  dark  and  tempes- 
tuous orean,  but  yet,  amid  the  roar  and  raging  of  the  elemenU,  keeping 
their  eyea  firmly  fixed  upon  one  point — what  is  it?  Orer  yon  distant 
rook  shines  the  moveless  star  of  immortality.  Now  £rom  these  constant 
appetumuces  of  great  minds  struggling  with  the  difficulties  of  life,  it  has 
bean  unfairly  inferred,  that  those  troubles  have  been  superiaduced  upon 
them  by  the  indifference  with  which  the  world  has  beheld  their  labours. 
Bat  beiora  we  come  ta  this  conclusion,  let  us  look  a  little  into  facts. 

Unfortunately  there  ^pean  to  be  in  the  natural  coostructtoa  of  the 
intetlectua]  character,  independently  of  that  indifference  to  amassing 
wealth  which  is  perfectly  coasistent  with  it,  a  strong  tendency  to  be  indo- 
lent and  careless  in  all  affairs  rela^ng  to  worldly  iotereata.  Their  im- 
pulse is  too  often,  not  only  to  £y  the  alluremmts  of  riches,  but  to  rush 
wilfully  into  the  arms  of  poverty.  Who  does  not  know  that,  give  geniua 
a  thousand  a  year,  and  it  will  be  in  complete  distress  before  the  year 
has  expired  ?  In  this  view  they  seem  like  a  sect  of  religionists  who  had 
taken  for  the  sabitaace  of  their  creed,  (in  the  Quaker  style)  the  chapter 
in  the  New  Testament,  which  directs  us  to  have  no  thought  for  the  mor- 
row,  and  compares  us  to  the  "  liiiei  of  the  ^eld."  And  they  certainly 
have  given  it  a  literal  interpretation  in  their  practice  if  not  in  their  belief. 
Jt  has  been  remarked  that  the  poets  of  our  own  country  furnish  the  most 
inelancholy  examples.  To  be  convinced  of  this,  it  is  only  necessary  to 
turn  to  .Dr.  Johnson's  Lives,  which  contain  relations  of  human  wretched' 
oess  seldom  surpassed  in  the  history  of  mankind.  We  will  however 
advert  to  a  iew  of  them.  There  is  one  that  occurs  to  our  recollection, 
which  most  particularly  illustrates  the  above  opinion — that  the  misery  of 
Mnius  is  generally  self-created.  We  need  only  meotion  the  name  of 
Richard  Savage..  £very  advantage  wliich  patroaage  and  liberality 
could  afford,  was  repeatedly  in  his  possession.  But.  had  his  opportuni- 
ties of  indqtendence  and  comfort  bee^  fifty  dmes  as  great,  there  is  little 
doubt  but  that  they  would  have  been  equally  neglected.  His  life  and 
end  were  miserable;  and  justly  claun  from  the  lovers  of  geruiis  the 
"tribute  of  a  tear."  But  our  sympathy  should  stop  here;  and  we  ought 
not  to  be  led  by  our  excited  enthustasm  to  reprobate  the  public  for  what 
the  public  bad  no  hand  in  .producing..  Cbatterton  and  Dermody,  are 
two  others  of  the  same  stamp.  The  life  and  history  of  the  former  are 
irell  known.  All  of  us  are  aware. how  oujuerous  were  his  friends— how 
bright  his  occasional  prospects — but  unhappily,  how  much  too  great  his 
Gcceutricities  were  for  either.  Thomas  Dermody,  the  Irish  poet,  is  an 
individual  whose  remarkable  history  it  not  so  familiar  to  the  geueraL'ty  of 
readers, — indeed  we  have  often  been  surprised  that  his  name  and  works 
^re  not  more  frequently  mentioned.  In  regard  to  bis  poetry  it  may  be 
•aid,  that  though  in  his  riper  years  he  made  no  proportionate  advances, 
yet  in  the  prematurity  of  liis  powers,  he  has  never  been  equalled.  There 
nre  pieces  written  by  him  at  the  ages  of  tan  and  twelve,  which  neither 
Milton,  Pope,  nor  auy  of  our  best  poets,  as  far  as  we  know,  oyer  cquallt^ 
at  the  same  age.  As  authenticated  evidences  of  almost  infantine  genius, 
jtbey  are,  without  doubt,  most  highly  wonderful.  But  his  life  is  yet  man 
astonishing  than  his  poetry.  It  has  been  published  hy  a  person '  who 
^  Haymood.  . 
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knew  and  tMsiated  him  £rom  the  fint,  and  by  whom  the  unpairalleled 
eccentricities  of  hia  character  have  been  minutely  related.  In  affording 
an  insight  into  one  of  the  moat  extraordinay  minda  that  ever  existed — 
a  mind  that  comhined  the  great  and  little  in  almost  equal  proportions — 
we  think  it  one  of  the  most  interegttng  pieces  of  hiography  in  the  language. 
He  died  in  a  small  hovel  in  the  couutrj,  when  two  of-  his  friends,  who 
had  been  endeavouring  to  trace  him,  just  arriTed  in  time  to  nitnesa  hia 
last  gasp — of  literal  starvation.  In  some  elegiac  stanzas  which  he 
wrote  OD  himself  shortly  before  his  deathi  there  is  one  most  affecting  verse, 
which  we  shall  beg  leave  to  quote.  The  second  line  describes  tne  con- 
dilioD  of,  more  or  lew,  all  the  worahippen  of  the  sacred  Nine,      ,

How  different  his  fate  might  have  been,  had  he  poueued  the  commonest 
share  of  prudence,  his  history  will  sufficiently  show.  The  only  exaeption 
Ave  know  to  this  general  line  of  conduct  was  Henry  Kirk  White,  who,  in 
opposition  to  the  ususal  waywardness  of  genius,  made  fbe  utmost  of 
every  opportunity  which  fortune  presented  to  him.  His  success  was 
proportionate ;  for,  when  he  died,  he  was  advancing  in  the  direct  path  to 
a  ceitaio  and  honourable  independence. 

So  far  we  have  considered  the  misfortunes  of  geoiufl  as  origi  Dating  in 
themselves,  and  not  at  all  in  the  neglect  of  contemporttries.  We  have 
Tiewed  them  as  weaving  the  web  of  their  owd  misery,  and  obstinately 
refusing  the  proffered  interference  of  others.  But  it  is  too  true  that  this 
has  not  always  been  the  case  with  the  children  of  the  Muses  and  th« 
heirs  of  Fame.  They  have  often  bben  ne{^ted,  and  their  mighty 
claims  upon  public  sympathy  entirely  overlooked.  It  would  be  absurd 
to  deny  Chat  mankind  have  been  unjust  in  a  oumbar  of  i&stances,  and 
that  the  unavoidable  sufferings  of  the  persecuted  have  been  great.  It, 
therefore,  remains  to  be  seen- whether  there  are  not  many  ctrcomstancea 
connected  with  this'  occasional  practice  of  the  world  generaUy  over- 
'looked,  which,  had  they  been' attended  to,  might  in  a  great  degree  have 
lessened  the  apparent  magnitude  of  the  offence.  We  profess  ourselves 
to  be  the  most  devoted  admirera  of  intellectual  power,-!UHi  eur  natonJ 
feelings  Wolild  lead  us  to  espouse  its  cause,  whenarer  it  can  be  shewn 
that  it  has  not  met  with  fidl  apprecUtion.  But  we  do  think  that,  in 
the  present  argument,  tfaere  have  been  seldom  those  impartial  opinion* 
originated  which  would  conduce  to  a  right  view  of  the  subject.  There 
has  been  too  much  hastv  censure  and  intemperate  invective  thrown  ont 
by  literary  men  tliemsetves,  when,  in  their  writings,  they  happen  to 
touch  u^n  the  point.  We  will  now  trace  a  few  of  those  circumstances 
which  might  be  urged  to  palliate  the  conduct  of  the  public  in  those 
instances  in  which  it  has  really  exhibited  an  indifierence  to  the  msnl- 
festatioDS  of  mental  greatncfs. 

We  would  mention,  in  the  first  place,  the  immense  distance  which 
exists  between  a  great  author  ajid  his  general  readers,;  which  .vast  dis- 
tinction renders  it  so  difficult  for  the  one  to  estimate  correctly,  or  «t 
least  not  until  after  a  considerable  period,  the  productions  of  the  other. 
How  long  did  Milton^  Paradise  Lost  take  in  estimating?  Was  the 
fault  in  the  bearU  or  capacitiea  of  his  readers  ?    It  was  dearly  too  great 
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for  immediate  CAmprehension ;  and  if  Milton  liTed  ta  get  only  ten  pounda 
for  his  work,  tlie  fault  lay  with  him  for  Btriduig  on  so  far  before  his  age 
that  he  dwindled  before  it  in  the  awful  distance.  So  it  is  at  all  times 
dilficult  for  the  public  to  rale  a  literary  prodaction  properly  at  its  first 
appearance.  Time  is  required  ; — many  yeare : — but  in  the  mean  while 
the  author  is  pining  in  obscurity,  and  gradually  lapsing  into  that  heaft* 
hroken  and  hopeless  slate,  uhich,  to  a  soul  once  fired  with  ambitioui 
dreams,  is  like  that  fatal  lethargy  preceding  death — a  state  from  which 
there  is  no  awaking.  Nothing  is  more  certain  thau  that  literary  merit 
toill  receive  its  due  estimate  and  reward ;  but  it  b  among  the  evils 
attending  the  profession  of  letters,  that  merit  and  the  want  of  it  can 
hardly  ever  meet  with  immediate  discrimination.  The  sentence  in  the 
end  will  be  rigid  justice,  but  the  court  are  a  long  time  sitting.  There  ia 
a  certain  day  of  retribution  to  all  authors,  when  the  goats  sh^  be  divided 
from  the  sheep ;  and  this  day  generally  arrives  in  the  next  geueratioi), 
which  views  through  a  clearer  atmosphere,  unclouded  by  prejudice  and 
partiality,  the  affairs  and  actions  of  the  preceding.  The  good  and  bad 
of  literature— the  husk  and  the  grain — lie  mingled  and  confounded  toge- 
ther till  then ;  but  a  superior  writer  should  assure  himself  that  the  hour 
of  eternal  separation  will  come,  though  it  may  not  be  during  his  own  life- 
time. It  is  not  difiicult  to  account  for  this.  Men  of  the  world  have 
other  concerns  of  nearer  interest  and  importance  to  attend  (o,  and  it  if 
seldoin  that  their  time  allows  them  to  take  any  minute  otMerration  of  the 
literature  of  their  own  day.  It  is  only  literary  men  themselres  who, 
possessing  that  extreme  familiarity  with  works  of  taste,  are  enabled  ta 
discover  at  a  first  glance  the  solid  pretensions  of  worth,  from  the  quackery 
of  ambitious  vanity.  But  even  they  are  subjected  to  the  prejudices  of 
their  age  ;  and  private  dielike  and  personal  env;  too  often  keep  back  the 
opinion  which  would  otherwise  have  been  fraught  with  justice.  No  men 
are  more  under  the  thraldom  of  littlenesses  and  unworthy  leelinga  than 
literary  characten ;  and,  by  the  epariog  manner  in  which  they  afford 
their  praises  and  votes  to.  contemporary  authors,  are  often  the  direct 
causes  of  the  neglect  with  which  some  of  their  brethren  are  visted. 
This  is  especially  the  case  with  those  who  have  what  is  called  Ike  ear  of 
the  public,  who  are  enaUed  to  instil  into  it  what  opinion  they  please; 
and  who  lead  it  aboutj  like  a  bear  at  the  end  of  a  rope,  whithersoever 
they  will.  In  the  present  day  the  influence  of  >uch  persons  is  immense. 
Their  orbits,  in  which  they  may  be  seen  constantly  revolving,  are  the 
prinapal Magazines  and  Reviews;  and  not  unfrequently  their  ^vouraUe 
notice  of  a  writer  is  attended  with  instant  elevation,  whilst  a  r^erse  ac- 
count sinls  him  again  into  the  depths  of  obsciuity.  The  pnblic  intrust 
to  these  persons  the  task  of  judging  for  them,  and  watching  over  the 
interests  of  letters ;  but  if  they  abuse  the  confidence  reposed  in  them, 
they,  and  not  the  public,  are  answerable  for  the  evils  which  result.  In 
the  case  of  the  late  poet,  John  Keats,  and  the  unworthy  treatment  which 
he  met  with,  wbi  was  to  blame?  the  Public  or  the  Reviewers  ?  If  the 
latter  had  done  him  Justice,  the  approbation  of  the  former  mvsl  have 
followed.  And  yet  it  may  be  in  a  future  age  that  the  public  of  this  will 
be  reproached  with  his  neglect  and  premature  death,  when  the  blood- 
hounds of  Blackwood  and  the  Quarterly,  whose  delight  it  is  to  start  and 
run  down  all  game  which  they  judge  may  afford  tnlerable  sport,  ought 
to  be  held  iip  as  the  real  perpetrators  of  the  dee<).     It  i^  uafortunaie  that 
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there  alumld  be  in  the  snonymaue  nature  of  modern  cnticism  Buch  great 
temptations  to  falsehood,  and  the  gratificatioii  of  party  feelings.  There 
u  too  little  reepoOHibility  to  ensure  honourable  conduct.  A  critic  in 
theeedays,  being  fearlees  of  expoBore,  seldom  hesitates  a  moment  be- 
tween Mb  private  feelings  aiid  his  public  duty.  Although  he  may  know 
that  the  temporary  triumph  he  gains  over  his  author  will  not  be  con- 
firmed by  poaterity,  yet  he  dreads  do  detection  wbenever  the  tables  shall 
be  tnnied. 

It  was  not  so  when  Addison  wrote  his  Spectators.  He  was  conscioiia 
that  he  was  writing  a  worii  which  wonid  endure,  and  to  which  his  name 
would  be  lastingly  affixed.  With  this  persuasion  he  was  naturally  guard- 
,  ed  in  his  ofanions,  well  knowing  that  he  should  be  branded  by  future 
'  times,  if  the  judgments  he  delivered  had  not  their  foundation  in  truth. 
Thns  his  welt-known  criticisms  on  Milton  are  dictated  by  a  spirit  of  can- 
dour and  anxious  justice,  which,  at  a  time  when  Milton's  merits  were 
far  from  being  generally  acknowledged,  does  equal  credit  to  his  discern- 
ment  and  integrity.      But  such  is  our  opinion  of  the  arrogauce  and  flip- 

Kcy  of  modern  criticism,  that  we  firmly  believe,  that  had  the  Paradise 
t  appeared  in  these  times,  the  chief  part  of  our  periodicals  would  have 
fallen  upon  it  tooth  and  nail : — a  Leviathan  in  the  world  of  waters,  it 
-  would  have  utterly  astonished  and  confounded  the  shoals  of  diminutiva 
fishes  who  swam  round  to  take  a  view  of  it !  We  should  have  had  great 
talk  of  the  unnatural  machinery  of  the  poem — the  absnrdity  of  its  celestial 
relations — its  forsaking  all  human  sympathies  and  interests — and  soaring 
into  snpramundane  glories  and  abstractioBS,  where  we  have  no  possibility 
of  following. 

We  hear  a  good  deal  said  about  the  poorness  of  the  trade  of  authorship; 
but  it  is  a  great  mistake  to  suppose  it  is  so  bad  a  one.  The  fault  lies  in 
the  professor,  and  not  in  the  profession.  If  genius  kept  its  accounts  with 
the  world,  with  one  quarter  die  correctness  of  the  dullest  bookkeeper  in 
the  city,  it  would  have  Uttle  reason  to  complain  of  the  smailness  of  its 
profits.  It  is  the  habit  of  looking  at  the  remit  only  of  things  which  in 
this  instance,  as  in  so  many  others,  has  generated  the  erroneous  opinion. 
Men  observe  that  the  pursuit  of  letters  is  seldom  or  ever  attended  with 
any-pecnniary  advantage  to  its  followers,  and  thence  immediately  conclude 
that  the  trade  itself  is  a  bad  one.  We  do  not  mean  to  say  that  the  winds 
and  tides  are  always  fair  for  a  writer  to  steer  himself  into  the  snug  har- 
bour of  independence ;  but,  in  most  cases,  we  are  confident  that  poverty 
might  at  least  be  avoided,  and  in  a  great  number,  respectable  opulence  be 
(^itained,  by  a  proper  ose  of  the  opportunities  which  presented  UiemselvM. 
It  is  to  be  remarked,  however,  that  the  chances  of  unavoidable  poverty-ta 
men  <rf  letters  were  much  greater  in  former  periods  than  in  the  present 
time.'  That  strange  characteristic  feature  of  the  present  literature  of 
Europe,  which  we  term  periodical  writing,  has  served  an  important  pur- 
pose amid  all  its  ev^s— that  of  finding  means  of  occupation  and  support 
to  faimdreds  of  infMior  minds,  who,  for  want  of  sufficient  power  towards 
the  production  of  original  works,  must  have  otherwise  lived  and  died  in 
dbtreis.  So  that  the  dreadful  relations  we  have  been  accustomed  to  hear, 
of  the  tiiiacries  of  authors  in  the  times  of  Pope,  Addison,  and  Jc^nson, 
we  need  not  fear  to  have  repeated.  Id  those  days,  if  an  author  had  not 
genius  enou^  to  produce  a  book,  there  was  no  other  outlet  for  his  talents 
— no  other  fiehl  for  such  powers  as  he  really  posneaeed  to  excfciee  tben* 
OritnttU  UtraU,  roJ.3.  3  M 
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Mtm.  But  now,  madnerity  Itself  may  obtain  ito  rewmid-'-iB  neanf, 
tluMigh  not  in  fane.  Ten  guioeu  per  ibeot  will  luMp  porwtf  oet  of  doora, 
Anf-ODO  poaseaaing  moderate  talent*  may,  by  eoludiw  himaelf  under  tbm 
haooen  M  lonie  one  of  the  magaxinee,  eniufe  himaelt  a  pennanent  earn' 
mitiion.  Periodical  writing,  by  ita  diffiuing  a  general  reetleae  ambhioa 
for  literary  dietioctiaa,  ar»te«  a  great  many  bad  writOHi  bat  at  the  mim 
lime  itnipperta  a  nunbar  «f  good  one*.  Heie,at  ofiev,arftiti«ril*ai>d 
its  benefiu. 

Tbe  aingularMee  aad  eooentricitiee  of  ganiua  are  prarerUal,  and  it 
would  be  oomraoa-)daee  to  dwell  upgn  tbam :  but  it  muM  be  owned  tlut 
they  ka.-n  ofUo  been  the  diraot  oecaeian  of  Ite  nagleot.  Fiiaadefaq)  aad 
pattonage  have  fteqnantly  beea  checked  in  tbeir  relief  or  uMwilioeno*  b^ 
the  dbguBt  which  hae  fallowed  as  obeerration  of  theee  penvniliM.  How 
dilficult  ia  it  fbr  men  of  tbe  worid,  who  have  goBerally  ee  much  of  the 
ptaetioal  apirit  ia  them,  to  pot  up  with  the  waywardoeeaaa  eron  of  map** 
nor  aatuiak— to  aee  iheii  libnalitj  aqnandered.  and  their  exertiow  rea. 
deeed  ineffectual.  We  hare  tkmigfat  asmetimea  that  there  ought  to  be  a 
Greenwich  Hospital  for  decayed  authoni  hut  we  have  seen  ao  mucbef 
thoBiiserjof  lound  onea,  that  nnleaa  a  retreat  could  be  provided. for  beth, 
we  hardly  think  that  either  riieuld  In  faimeaa  be  done.  In  woiUly  mat- 
ten,  men  of  genius  ought  to  be  treated  aa  ehildtea,  or  at  least  aa  oiiaen, 
aad  they  wo^  then  be  prevented,  like  dissolute  rakesi  from  idly  sqnan* 
deling  their  means.  If  it  were  poauble,  thw  Aeuld  be  fiaed  eutiidy 
irom  wil  attention  to  the  petty  ooDcama  of  life,  uat  th^  noght  be  aaaUed 
move  steadily  to-fix  thnr  eenfempiatioa  upaatke  starry  glariaa  of  the  fi^• 
mameot  of  thought.  There  is  little  doubt  that,  were  tUa  the  caae,  our 
Vttfatuie  would  flew  thraugh  a  purer  ohaimei,  and  tbe  miod'e  eneationa 
be  brought  to  a  greatM  degree  of  sublimity  and  peifention.  Leiawe  and 
(^^wrtMiity  would  then  ctMoblae  widi  genius  to  fating  out  tba  tcsasiires 
ta  aatiue  ;  and  tka  diU  of  the  utifieer  mold  be  mu^  noM  eSeotual  i£ 
Ae  msf  of  neeeaaity  -did  not  barrfldmat  Ida  work. 

We  BOW  think  that  tbe  pmnt  which  famed  tbe  otijeet  of  onr  i»)uiiy 
haaheensufieieatlyilluttrated.  Wcttwl  w«haw-^owB  that  the  worid 
is  not  always  so  uiyual  to  the  daiataof  oontempoTaiy  morit  ae  haa  heett 
often  aaeerted  aad  hdienMdt<-th«t  tba  suslcstuiiee.GoamoDly  obeerwd  to 
foUow,  like  its  ahadoit,  the  liienuy  sharaeter,.  an  alatest  alwaya  reisr* 
i^jle  to  itself,  aad  to  theee  eoMtant  hahita  of  inattantioa  to  worUly  iata- 
nsis  whidt  an  Ao  natural  manifeatationa  of  mieda  habifaHy  anqiloyad 
ia  higher  objects,  and  the  investigation  of  abstract  trM)h^-and  that  faua 
tha  exiatiag  ofdw  of  thtnga,  as  well  aa  froaa  the  principles  of  the  hanaa 
BHad,  gauya  otq^  ■oC  to  expect  the  immediate  reedgaitioB  ef  ita  itcbitity, 
tt  akmld  alwaya  MHwider  the  Bumeroua  impedimeatB  which  tte  ie^e  way 
tf  diraet  appreoiaiion ;  aad  if  its  first  B^aarance  oa  tba  stage  lanet  hailad 
with  Mttunaatio  aif^ause,  let  it  not  be  thrown  back  upoa  the  selifda  <£ 
iia  ows  heart,  (as  is  as  often  tbe  case),  aad,  like  t^  ni^t-fflower,  olaea 
«p  te  vrer  the  learee  of  Its  gay  hopea  and  brig^texpeolatiwts  ia  the  iaa^ 
oied  ncgltot  of  a  too  iboughtlm  yctuH.  The  loweat  B^rftrtaer  ib  a  real 
theaba  may  always  obtaia  the  shouts  and  plandita  of  ^  gaBeiy :  aad 
^MS  it  ia  in  UteratvA  There  are  many  anthen  vho  are  willing  ta  ba 
OBBieat  with  the  bmsteroas  shouta  and  sluill  oateeUa  of  tlto  UMtb  pvt  of 
Hw  fwl^,  which  can  he  ohtaiMd  at  aasaayiatoi  aad  who-aaa  dnnfeiq 
■aaw  ia  daagg  rf  eKpariefying  thafcalipgaf  wjiich  wa  tava-bwit  tpmit- 
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ing,  u  so  foul  to  superior  miitdB.  But  it  is  not  bo  with  geoiiu.  Nothing 
■liMt  of  the  fiiU  ackuowledgmeBti  of  equal  or  refined  miadi  will  satisfy 
its  ardent  longings  for  &  pure  and  lasting  fame.  And  thus,  if  it  do  aot 
obtain  this,  it'is  dead  to  all  else,  h  pincks  forth  its  golden  arrow,  and 
with  a  life-end-death  desperation,  points  it  at  the  eo^e  towering  from  the 
arauntain— but  if  the  bird  drop  not,  tbe  bow  falls  from  bis  hands,  w>d  flat 
wbHhwImm  nacestary  ftr  a  SMond  Utan^  is  goiw-  tor  «v«r.  This  at 
leuC  hu  b«Mt  tbe  &te  of  tbousaadi.

Trz  eensation  crested  in  India  and  in  Englaad,  b;  thft  first  meatioit 
of  the  transaction  here  adveited  to,  is  luScieot  proof  of  the  importanca 
attached  to  tlie  Bnbject  in  both  countries.  The  exaggerated  and  erruneotu 
reports  and  impreouoDa  that  have  from  time  to  tiino  prevailed,  as  to  tho 
parts  taken  bytheieVenJindividiiaU  engaged  ia  the  affitir,  eTitace  thefa- 
tente  interett  which  has  bean  excited,  and  prore  tJie  eSota  that  have 
been  made  by  frienda  and  enemies  to  gi*e  to  the  whole  each  coloiiril^ 
u  would  beat  suit  their  respectiTe  purposes. 

We  had  resolved,  at  a  very  early  period,  to  hold  ourselves  as  free  from 
bias,  and  as  open  to  conviction,  on  this  question,  as  circumstances  might 
admit :  to  lend  a  caudous  ear  to  all  that  was  said  on  both  sides :  and  to 
wait  patiently  for  an  opportunity  of  examining  the  wholeof  the  evidence 
for  ouiselves.  In  India  this  was  impossible ;  as  the  Government  of  that 
country  take  especial  care  th^  no  more  of  their  trauEactions  there  shall 
see  the  light  than  they  think  fit :  and  even  in  En^and  it  was  quite  as 
difficult  to  get  at  the  real  merits  of  the  case,  tmtil  the  papers  lately  pro- 
duced on  the  subject  were  made  puUic. 

Our  readen  will  remember  ihat.onthe  return  of  Lord  Hastings  to  Ei%- 
land,  a  proposition  to  grant  him  the  pension  usually  given  to  Ouvemots- 
General  on  their  retirement — and  which  had  been  bestowed  on  men  pos- 
sessing much  fewer  claims  to  thatreward  and  distinction  than  his  Lordship 
bad  been  acknowledged  even  by  the  Directors  themselves  to  possess— was 
negatived,  on  the  ground,  that  certain  pecuniary  transactiona  at  Hydera- 
bad, in  which  hisLordshipwassnpposedtobavelentbisinflneiice,  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  the  corrupt  gains  of  others,  if  not  of  actually  him- 
self participating  in  them,  required  to  be  more  fully  inquired  into ;  tbe 
parties  objecting  to  such  grant  conteoding,  that  the  insinuations  affecting 
ids  integri^,  which  had  arisen  out  of  these  transactions,  ought  to  be 
successfully  repelled,  before  the  Court  could  entertain  tbe  pn^Mdtioa  of 
extending  to  the  noble  Marquis  the  coipmon  bounty  which  had  hitherto 
been  commonly  bestowed. 

To  those  who  know  the  personal  character  and  peculiar  feelings  of 
liord  Hastings,  with  respect  to  contempt  for  gain ,  which  had  been  carried 
by  him  toachivalrous  and  highly-blameable  extent,  to  the  prejudice  of  thoee 
who  had  just  claims  on  his  greater  attention  to  the  honourable  acquiaitioii 
of  wealth,  the  bare  suspicion  of  his  lending  himself  to  a  corrupt  trans- 
action, iu  the  shape  of  a  loan,  for  the  puipose  i^  deriving  pecuniary  be- 
nefit as  his  reward,  was  revoltio^  in  the  extreme  ;  and,  accordin^y,  do 
sooner  was  tbe  insinuation  publicly  broached,  than  a  host  of  fiiends 
i^rung  np  to  defend  him  from  its  degrading  imputations.  The  chairman 
of  the  Court  of  Directors  was  asked  a  few  plain  queetioRS,  which  any 
man  might  have  safely  answered  :  btrt,  like  Lord  Burleigh,  in  tbe  play, 
be  contented  himself  with  evincing  his  profound  wisdom  by  maintaining 
an  impenetrable  silence,  a  mysterious  immobility,  disturbed  only  by 
am  occasional  sh&ke  of  the  head.  The  ibur- and -twenty  oracWs  «ver 
whom  this  high-priest  of  the  temple  presided  as  chief,  were  not  all 
equally  ioiposiag  and  profound.    Some,  tbiakiag  their  du^  u  honest 
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mflD,  not  inferior  to  their  duty  as  directora,  gave  their  opiuioiu  vith  be- 
coming frankness,  and  repelled  with  scorn  the'iosinuated  imputations  on 
Lord  Hastiogs's  integrity.  The  majorit;,  however,  were  clearly  disposed 
toencourage  the  impression  of  dishonesty;  and,  as  isusual,  they  prevailed. 

Tilts  gave  rise  to  subsequent  motions  for  information,  in  which  Mr. 
Kinnaird,  Mr,  Hume,  and  Sir  John  Doyle,  took  the  lead.  The  ground 
was  debated  inch  by  inch.  The  Directora  already  possessed  all  die  in- 
lormation  required,  and  had  made  their  decision.  True,  however,  to 
themtelvea,  and  to  their  secrecy-promoting  system,  they  wished  tn  deny 
toothers  the  same  ready  access  to  the  grounds  on  which  they  had  come 
to  their  oonclusion  ;  and  accordingly  the  struggle  was  unusually  severe. 
They  were  beaten,  however,  on  their  own  ground ;  and  taught  to 
foel,'  as  they  deserve,  that  they  wore  the  servants  of  the  Proprietors, 
to  whose  will  they  owe  the  salaries  and  patronage  which  make  their 
I^acea  an  otgect  of  so  much  desire.  They  were  compelled  to  produca 
the  greater  portion  of  the  papers  that  were  moved  for,  relating  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Harquis  of  Hastings ;  and,  among  others,  all  those 
involving  die  pecuniary  tranaactions  between  the  government  of  the 
Nimm,  and  the  firm  of  William  Palmer  and  Go.  merchants  and  bankere, 
at  Hyderabad. 

W«  have  selected  this  portion  for  our  earliest  perusal ;  and  when  we 
■tate  that  the  papers  on  this  one  branch  of  information  alone,  fall  little 
short  of  a  thousand  folio  pages,  we  shall  not  be  accused  of  want  of  in;- 
dMtry,  when  we  assure  our  reodere,  that  we  have  read  with  care  and  at- 
tontion,  every  page  of  the  whole,  from  the  beginning  to  end, 

'No  art  has  yet  been  discovered,  by  which  it  is  possible  to  condense 
even  the  outline  or  sabstance  of  one  thousand  pages  into  ten,  even  where 
the  subject  is  easy  and  agreeable.  But  if  Mr.  Adam,  who  had  been  a 
party  to  the  discussions  from  the  commencement,  and  received  the  infor- 
mation in  single  letters  and  papers  laid  before  Kim  from  time  to  time, 
al  convenieht  intervals,  could  say,  as  be  has  done,  of  one  single  despatch 
otdy,  (and  that  but  a  small  fragment  of  the  whole  conipilation)  that  its 
oMtents  were  "  too  voluminous,  various,  and  intricate,  to  enable  him  to 
attempt  to  jndge  correctly  of  their  details;"'  what  may  not  we  be 
permitted  to  urge  on  the  same  score,  who  have  the  whole  mass  presented 
to  OS  at  once,  in  such  an  appalling  form,  and  of  such  forbidding  bulk,  as 
ahsohitely  to  deter  all  but  the  parties  personally  interested,  and  the  few 
with  whom  zeal  or  a  sense  of  duty  is  more  predominant  th^n  a  love  of 
ease,  from  even  running  over  the  Kst  of  the  separate  p^wrs,  which  of 
Itsdf  is  sufficient  to  fill  a  moderatO'sized  octavo  volume  I 

This,  however,  is  exactly  what  the  Indian  Government  abroad,  the 
Court  of  Directors  at  home,  and  all  other  individuals  apd  public  bodies 
interested  in  concealing  their  acts  from  public  scrutiny,  find  most  con- 
dusive  to  the  secrecy  and  silence  they  desire.  If  tlie  facts  and  rea- 
Mmings  developed  in  these  papers  had  been  suffered  to  transpine  as  they 
oeeurred  in  India,  and  the  Journals  of  that  country  had  been  permitted 
to  make  them  the  subject  of  scrutiny  and  discussion,  the  real  state  of 
afein  could  not  long  have  remained  concealed.  Thousands  in  that 
country  wonld  have  been  ready  and  willing  to  have  given  to  the  con- 
leediag  parties  tiie  benefit  of  their  information;  and  every  thing  would 

\  Mr.  Adam's  Hbute,  p.  701  of  die  coll9ctioQ,

',  But,  suppoaiog  that  India  were  an  unfit  Kene  lor  tbe  publicity  oSmA 
discuaaioni  aa  theae,  (which  we  are  very  &r  from  conceding,)  tfaa  9ni  vi 
protracted  silence,  ana  accumulated  maMcs  of  toformatidn  to  ba  diacloaad 
'nE  once,  would  have  been  much  leaaened  by  gradual  and  progiMaire  pnb- 
lit:adDn  in  En^and.  Feraona  interested  in  Indian  atfaira  in  tiija  cfaatcj, 
'though  fewer  in  number  and  much  more  deficient  in  the  requiaite  i«far- 
mation  than  peraona  in  India,  might  at  leaat  have  beconw  umiliai  with 
the  queationa  in  dispute,  and  have  tbua  been  qoalified  ta  proaottnca  u 
opinion  on  their  merits  or  defects.  But  thia  would  oot  atiit  the  new*  a£ 
the  Honourable  Company  of  Meichaota  trading  to  Indi&.  They  deaira  to 
withhold  all  iaformation  on  the  government  comunitted  to  th«v-  diargs, 
Vhether  here  or  in  that  country;  they  hate  the  preaa  in  both^  and  tb«y 
hate  diacuaaion  eveiy  where.  Th«  state  of  tbeir  aSain  ia  aametiiiiea 
wrung  from  them,  liie  blood  drawn  in  reluctant  dropa,  by  ParlianwBl : 
and  the  Proprietors,  by  whose  coital  and  whose  votes  they  live  au(t  hoU 
'all  they  enjoy,  are  sometimea  indulged  with  partial  dUctoauree  '^f  that 
which  they  ought  at  all  dmea  to  know  fully ;  hut  this  iaoaly  when  li  ia  sot 
poaaible  to  force  the  alteniativet  In  all  aucb  f;Bsea,  botwever,  the  sext 
beat  thing  to  withholding  inibrmation  entirely,  ia  to  give  it  forth  rn  &^A 
masses  u  tb  deter  peraona  &om  entering  en  its  exanunadoiL-  Who,  bat 
'actual  members,  i^ould  ever  read  the  debatea  in  Parliameat,  if,  instead  af 
"being  reported  day  by  day,  they  were  only  publiabed  at  tlw  tui  of  each 
tMaaloD?  Who.beudea  lawyers,  would  read  the  tecorda  of  our  couru  of 
justiee,  if  they  were  ptiuled  only  once  a  year?  And  who,  but  the  acton 
in  the  scenes  themselvea,  would  read  even  the  deapatchea  of  our  naval  and 
military  commanders,  if  they  were  never  to  tranuiire  until  the;  .were  all 
compiled  into  one  immense  velusBe  at  the  dose  of  the  war  T  If  these  ob- 
jections would  oppose  themaetvee  on  suhjecta  in  which  tlie  whole  comia»- 
aity,  more  or  leas,  may  be  stud  to  tal;e  an  iotereet,  bow'  much  nere  for- 
cibW  must  they  operate  when  applied  to  the  aSaiis  of  so  distant  a  cowtiy 
as  India,  in  which  it  is  difficult  to  get  any  one,  except  the  few  who  an 
GODiiected  with  It  by  peculiar  ties,  to  lake  the  least  interett  wbatamr? 
The  consequence  ia  obvioua: — when  pi^iers  appear  in  each  iiniBeBae 
maisesj  comprifiing  the  hwtory  of  diacussions  extending  tbroogfa  tenyeaM 
'at  least;  irom  their  appalling  ai^e,  added  to  the  uninvuing  aatuie  ojftba 
'details  themaelrei,  men  shrink  from  the  task  of  pmiainK  fhem  i  asA 
'the  pondereus  volumes  are  laid  by  among  the  rubbish  of  otiber.nnTatd 
fblioR,  to  be  for  ever  aOer  buried  in  dust  and  oUivion. 

We  shall  do  our  best,  in  the  present  Instance,  to  prevent  itua  fatq  at- 
tending the'  compilation  in  question.  Should  we  not  saccecd  in  prevailing 
on  others  to  ^Itow  the  example  we  have  set,  we  shall  at  leaat  have  the

'content  ouraelna  with  staUi^  only  the  leading  features  of  the  csie,  and 
adding  our  unpressioni  BB  we  go  along,  reKTving  foraiecond,  orperhapa 
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em  a  tluid,  ftrticl«  on  tha  aabj«ct]  a  mon  complet*  exposkion  of  iu 
details. 

-  la  tba  jesrlSH,  when  Mr.  Henry  Ruuell  was  the  repreMntative  of 
ibe  But  India  Company  at  iJie  Courtof  Hyderabad,  there  waa  ettaUieh- 
fd  in  that  city,  In*  consent  of  the  English  GOTernmeut,  a  bonking  and 
mercantile  firm,  toe  parties  in  which  comprised  two  Driliah-born  sub* 
jeclB,  two  Indo-Britons,  or  descendants  of  British  and  native  parentt 
'  1  India,  and  one  native  Indian,  a  sul^ject  of  the  Niiam.    Iliis 


house  conducted  a  very  extensive  business  throughout  the  greater  part  of 
ib%  Niiam's  dombions,  as  well  as  at  Auruugabad  and  Hyderabad ;  and 
jt  was  generally  understood  to  be  benefiting  the  oouotry  by  its  extension 
pf  commerce  as  largely  is  it  was  producing  profit  to  tha  individuals  con- 
cerned in  its  propertv  and  management. 

.  The  condition  of  the  territories  and  tha  chnracter  of  the  goremmeat  of 
the  Niiam  was  at  this  period  notoriously  most  deplorable.  In  conm- 
guence  of  yean  of  oppression  and  misrule,  the  resouices  of  the  Muntry' 
had  become  quite  exhausted,  and  the  finaacial  difficulties  of  the  state 
were  increasing  with  every  succeeding  year.  The  Niiam  himself  is  ad- 
mitted by  all  parties  to  have  been  a  ^oomy  and  miserable  despot,  an- 
b^ipy  in  himself,  and  the  source  of  mnch  unh^>piDesB  to  those  araunt 
hiso.  He  possessed  a  large .  private  treasure,  equal,  it  is  said,  to  two 
millions  sterling,  and  Jeweu  not  surpassed  by  thme  of  any  sovefeiga  in 
the  world.  He  r^arded  all  these,  however,  as  his  own  personal  pro- 
perty, and,  like  most  other  monarchs,  would  not  suffer  his  private 
board  to  be  touched  for  the  relief  of  even  the  most  urgent  distresses  of 
the  state. 

The  aombal  miniMer  of  the  country  was  a  person  named  Munoor-oot- 
^oolk,  who  was  suffered  quietly  to  e^joy  aa  enormous  revanne  of  his 
OHO,  on  condition  of  hia  not  interfering  with  matten  of  state ;  and  the 
real  minister  was  a  certain  Rajah  Chandoo  Loll,  whom  friends  and 
anemies  unanimously  admitted  lo  be  the  most  clever  man  in  the  Nisam's 
dominions,  and  into  whose  hands  the  English  autbonties  had  stipulated 
lo  confirm  tbe  exercise  of  all  real  power,  because  they  knew  that  be 
was  more  favourable  to  the  interests  of  the  English  themselves  tfiao  to 
bis  own  master.  Thestate  of  Hyderabad  wss,  in  short,  anderour  protec- 
tion ;  which  means,  that  we  had  determined  to  cripple  its  native  ralers  and 
peoj^  as  much  as  possible,  to  get  all  the  wealth  and  power  of  tbe  country 
ultimately  into  our  own  hands.  This  protectioa  v«  evinced  in  setdi^ 
aside  both  the  monarch  and  his  prime  minister  to  make  room  for  a  tool  of 
tbeir  own,  who  wss  to  act  wt  once  as  a  spy  upon  the  conduct  of  his  sove- 
reign, and  a  traitor  to  his  interests,  whenever  they  stood  in  the  way  of  tha 
East  India  Company,  which  Rajah  Chandoo  Loll  was  bound  to  prefer ;  and 
on  tlte  fidelity  of  hla  devotion  to  which,  his  place  and  power  at  his  own 
ptaatar's  court  entirely  depended.  This  it  is,  in  India,  to  be  under  Biitiib 
pfotectioni 

Ra^  Chandoo  Loll,  having  a  difficult  game  to  ptt^.  namaly,  to 
aatisfy  the  greedy  avarice  of  a  selfish  and  dissipated  sovereign,  to  supply 
Ihe  wants  of  the  nominal  minister,  whose  real  power  he  wielded,  to  mai^ 
tain  his  popularity  with  the  troops,  by  regular  payneots,  and  net  lo 
oppress  tbe  cultivatcffs  beyond  L'.ie  mere  brink  of  reaislaiic«,  as  well  as 
to  keep  on  good  terms  wi'.h  the  English  Government  in  India,  bad  so 
^asy  task  to  perform ;  and  having  no  more  public  virtne  than  hts  supe- 
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riora,  wh&t«Ter  measa  were  mott  likely  to  effsct  hu  end«,  were  K&dily 
adopted  b;  him. 

h  should  be  stated,  that  the  firm  established  in  the  dty  of  Hyderabad, 
contemplating  a  ^eat  extenBion  of  itu  transactioDB  both  vith  the  goreni- 
ment  and  people  of  the  Nizam's  dominioni,  and  well  knowiDg  the  gene- 
ral insecurity  of  property  in  a  country  where  erery  thing  depended  on 
the  will  of  a  despot,  and  where  no  regular  tribuaaJs  of  justice  existed, 
applied  to  the  Supreme  Government  of  Bengal  for  its  eepedal  sanctioD, 
and  requested  it  to  authorize  the  exertion  of  the  Resident's  influence  for 
their  iecurity  and  protection.  This  application  was  made  through  the 
Resident,  Mr.  Heniy  Russell,  who  accompanied  its  transmisBion'  to  the 
Supreme  GoTemmeot  with  the  expression  of  his  conviction,  that  a  fiim 
of  this  description  established  at  Hyderabad  could  not  fail  to  pore  a 
source  of  general  convenience  and  benefit  to  the  country.  The  applica- 
tion was  readily  cofflplied  with  ;  Mr.  John  Adam,  then  Secrataiy  to 
Lord  Hastings,  conveying  the  entire  approbation  of  hia  Lordship  in  Coun- 
cil to  the  parties,  and  asauriog  them  in  the  most  formal  manner,  of 
every  proper  degree  of  countenance  and  protection. 

This  happened  in  the  year  1814.  Soon  afterwards,  Sir  William 
Rnmbold,  Bart.,  who  had  married  a  ward  of  Lord  Hastings,  and  was 
then  in  India,  holding  the  office  of  a  magistrate  in  Calcutta^  was  invited 
by  the  members  of  the  Hyderabad  firm,  to  join  their  eatabli^uneot:  they, 
no  doubt,  promising  themselves  benefit  from  the  connexion,  and 
offering  to  bun  the  advantage  of  connderahle  gain  without  much  risk  or 
labour,  from  the  ordinary  operations  of  the  banking  and  agency  business 
to  be  carried  on  hy  the  house,  of  which  he  would  receive  his  share. 
That  this  union,  so  far  from  ori^atlng  with  Lord  Hastings,  or  even  with 
Sir  William  Rumbold,  ashaabeen  insinuated,  waa  contrary  to  the  wish 
and  advice  of  the  former,  and  wholly  unsolicited  by  the  latter,  is  folly 
Tpnyrtd  by  the  comapondence  that  passed  on  this  occauon,  and  that  there 
waa  nothing  peculiar  in  such  a  reaprocal  interchange  of  certain  gain  for 
supposed  fair  advantages  of  connexion,  may  be  inferred  from  the  nottH 
rie^  of  such  associations  in  every  house  of  banking  and  agency  bunnesa 
in  India,  in  almost  every  one  of  which  are  to  be  found  paitnen,  invited 
by  the  rest  of  the  firm,  and  admitted  among  them  without  contributing 
the  smallest  portion  of  capital,  sometimes  without  contributing  much  of 
either  labour  or  talent,  but  bringing  with  them  what  is  deemed  a.  full 
equivalent  in  the  ^ur  and  honourable  influence  of  an  elevated  or  exten- 
uve  circle  of  lelatives  and  friends. 

In  1816,  a  memorial  was  forwarded  from  Messrs.  W.  Palmer  and  Co, 
of  Hyderabad,  to  the  Supreme  Government  of  Bengal,  stating,  that  in 
consequence  of  the  protection  which  they  were  understood  to  enjoy  from 
the  British  power,  and  the  consequent  security  of  all  transactions  between 
their  house  and  the  natives  of  the  interior  of  India,  the  greatest  ad- 
vantages bad  already  arisen  to  all  engaged  in  such  commerculdealiiwa : 
but  as  some  doubts  had  been  suggested,  as  to  whether  the  license  of  Go- 
vernment, authorizing  them  to  act  as  bankers  and  merchants  generally, 
would  apply  to  their  money  transactiona  with  the  government  of  Hyder- 
abad, in  which  they  could  hardly  avoid  being  incidentally  concerned, 
they  prayed  that  the  Governor- General  in  Council  would,  pursuant  to 
the  power  vested  in  him  by  Act  of  Parliament,  exempt  them  from  the 
penalties  to  which  British  subjects,  lending  money  to  native  Princes 
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'without  tbe  upecial  penniauon  of  the  Governor- General,  migfit  be  ren- 
dered liable.  Th«7  asked  this,  for  the  purpose  of  removing  all  doubts  of 
the  legality  and  •ecarity  of  their  proceedings ;  any  uncertainty  as  to 
which  could  not  fail,  of  course,  to  affect  their  credit,  and  impede  the  ope- 
rations of  buainess  accordin^y. 

Tlie  memorial  was  referred  to  the  then  Advocate-general,  Mr.  Stret- 
tell,  to  obtain  his  opinion  thereon ;  and  he  having  decided  on  its  being 
perfectly  legal  for  the  Governor-General  in  Council  to  grant  such  a  license 
to  lend  money,  as  well  as  to  trade,  a  formal  instrument,  authorizing  them 
ao  to  do,  was  drawn  oat,  and  transmitted  to  them  fnrthwith.  On  the 
subject  of  the  highest  rate  of  interest  at  which  money  can  be  legally  lent 
in  India,  it  may  be  right  to  add,  that  the  absurd  statutes  gainst  usury, 
now  condemned  by  every  man  of  even  ordinary  understanding  in  Eng- 
land, are  held  to  extend  to  India  ;  but  instead  of  five  per  cent,  forming 
the  maxioiuiD,  as  here,  the  highest  rate  is  limited  fo  twelve  per  cent. 
This,  however,  is  understood  to  apply  to  transactions  taking  place  within 
the  British  dominions  only,  and  not  to  transactions  in  native  stntesj  where 
no  such  prohibitions  are  binding;  but  where  silver  and  gold,  like  any 
other  articles  of  purchase  and  sale,  are  allowed  to  have  their  value  de- 
termined by  the  only  proper  standard — supply  and  demand :  and  the 
rent  of  money  is  no  more  fixed  than  the  rent  of  a  house,  or  an  estate. 
The  license,  therefore,  granted  to  the  house  of  W,  Palmerand  Co.,  by 
the  Government  of  Bengal,  to  enter  into  pecuniary  transactions  with  the 
Government  of  Hyderabad,  did  not  contemplate  any  limitation  of  the 
rate  of  interest ;  but  left  them  as  £ree  in  that  particular,  as  in  the  charge 
of  their  commission,  or  any  other  description  of  profit. 

In  the  year  I82(},  the  first  great  money  operation  of  the  house  com- 
menced ;  and  it  was  this :  The  troops  at  Aurungabad  and  in  Berar, 
hitherto  under  the  charge,  and  actually  paid  by  the  brother  of  Rajah 
Chuttdoo  Loll,  whose  name  was  Rajah  Govind  Buksh,  had'  become  very 
clamorous  for  arrears  of  pay;  and  the  minister,  with  the  consentof  the 
resident,  Mr.  Russell,  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the  house  of 
W.  Palmer  and  Co.,  by  which  they  engaged  to  make  puoctnal  payment 
of  two  la-cs  of  rupees  per  mcnth,  or  twenty-four  lacs  per  annum ;  having 
aadgnments,  by  tunkahs,  or  bills  on  coUeetors  of  the  revenue,  for  thirty 
lacs  annually — twenty-four  to  meet  the  principal,  and  six  to  cover  the 
interest,  charges,  and  deficiencies  arising  from  the  failure  of  the  collectors 
to  meet  the  bills  drawn  on  them,  to  their  fiill  amount.  This  operation 
went  on  for  some  time  to  the  advantage  of  all  parties  concein«l.  Tha 
Bengal  Government,  however,  began  to  feel  jealous  of  this  exercise  of 
what  appeared  to  them  something  more  than  mere  commercial  power, 
and  accordingly  made  many  inquiries  on  the  subject.  The  answers  of 
the  Reddent  gave  them  every  reason  to  believe,  that  the  money  was 
advanced  by  the  house  of  W.  Palmer  and  Co.,  at  a  much  less  rate 
of  interest  tlu.n  it  could  be  had  from  any  native  money-lenders  of  the 
country ;  and  the  sbttngest 'testimony  was  afforded  to  the  most  material 
facts,  namely,  that  the  troops  were,  subsequent  to  this  arrangemont, 
much  better  paid,  and  consequently  much  less  turbulent  and  dissatisfied 
than  before. 

This  matter  was  the  cause  of  much  hot  contention  and  strife, 
both  in  the  Council  at  Calcutta,  and  in  the  correspondence  that  took 
j^ce  at  Hyderabad;  but,  upon  a  careful  scrutiny  into  the  details,  we  find 
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PqUui^  to  iapa&date  &•  tMdnioaj  of  Mr.  RimsU,  thxt  tlw  wbol«  tmw- 
oction  wu  fair  aod  bonoiuable,  tad  th&t  it  wm  productive  of  uadoubted 
good  to  the  p&itiu  for  wboae  relief  it  wu  princifmlly  iatcuded,  the  troops 
of  the  Rnjib  Gunga  Qoriod  Euluh. 

At  this  stage  of  the  busiaess  there  are  Bome  highly  aciiuuiig  apedoieu 
of  the  tiienti  of  ^e  •everal  meinben  of  the  Bengal  Govemiueiit,  wfaich 
we  rfgret  w;  caonot  exhibit  in  extract*,  aa  they  desMve,  from  the  leTcral 
ininntes  and  letters  placed  on  record ;  among  others,  Mr.  Sherrer,  the 
Accountant-ganeral,  reads  a  lecture  oa  the  political  effects  of  the  measure, 
ivhich  proves  nothing;  but  tha  high  senae  He  entertains  of  his  aim  im- 
poitanoa.  Mr.  James  Stuart  is  quite  "  alarmed"  at  the  idea  that  native 
oankers  would  not  lend  two  lacs  of  rupees  per  month,  to  a  sovereiga,  for 
whose  fulfilment  of  his  contract  they  co<dd  have  no  security  but  his 
caprice :  and  all  this  ii  mixed  up  with  the  constant  profession  of  opinions 
in  favour  of  "  reform,"  and  detestation  of  "  monopoly" — professions 
which  sound  straogely  enough  from  servants  of  a  Company  that  hat« 
reform,  and  cling  to  monopoly  as  their  last  refuge. 

In  July  1820,  Rajah  Chundoo  Loll  addressed  aletter  to  Mr.  lUissell, 
the  Resident  at  Hyderabad,  stating  the  great  difficulties  under  which  be 
Jabonred  for  want  of  money,  the  impossibility  of  his  raising  any  mora 
bom  the  native  bankers,  and  the  impossUnlity  of  his  going  on  with  the 
affairsof  Govemracnt  without  it.  He  proposed,  theie&re,  to  solicit  a  loan 
cf  sixty  lacs  of  rupees  from  Messrs. W.  Palmer  and  Co.,  on  asdgnmenta  of 
Revenue,  io  the  same  maimer  as  the  Aurungabad  contract  for  two  lacs 
per  month  bad  been  met.  The  Resident  approved  of  this  arr&Dgement, 
testified  his  conviction  <^  its  advantages  to  the  Niaam's  atate,  aiid  for- 
ivaided  an  -aj^eation  to  the  Supreme  Goveinment  in  Bengal,  for  their 
■auction,  previooaly  to  its  being  negotiated. 

Much  discussion  took  place  at  Calcutta  on  this  subject :  Lord  Hastings 
and  Mr.  Fend^  being  in  &TOur  of  extending  the  protection  of  the  B.i- 
tish  Goverment  to  t^  loan,  and  Mr.  Adam  and  Mr.  Stuart  being  ofq>aoed 
to  it.  Tha  minister,  Chundoo  Loll,  bad  been  hitfaeito  payiog  twean- 
fbur  per  cent,  istsrest  oa  all  the  money  borrowed  by  him  from  nativrs,  »r 
the  uw  of  the  state ;  the  new  loan  was  to  be  granted  to  him  at  sixtesn 
per  cent. ;  and  the  avowed  purpwt  (£  it  was  to  pay  <M  old  arrears,  and 
reduce  estahlishmants  to  the  extent  of  twsaly-fiTB  lacs  per  anstun  at  onc^ 
and  m<»e  at  subsequent  periods. 

,  On  the  subject  pt  extending  the  guarantee  of  the  Briti^  Gorenunent 
to  this  transaction,  a  great  number  of  minutes  are  recorded,  moat  of 
which  are  well,  worth  reading.  Those  of  Lord  Hastings  are  charaderiied 
by  great  digmty,  fine  feeling,  and  a  high  sense  of  honour  :  those  of  Mr. 
Fendall  borrow  much  of  the  merit  from  those  of  the  GoverntH'-Qeaenl, 
and  are  expressed  with  much  gojod  sense.  Mr,  Adam's  are  scarcely 
tnatlied  by  mor^  wisdom  rhan  his  celdrated  manifesto  on  the  press :  and 
JHr-  Stuart's  exlubtcs  the  petty  jealousy  of  a  rival  shi^ilieepei  at  the  grow- 
ing opulence  .and  increasing  praqierity  of  a  nei^ibgor,  whose  good  for> 
tuQgho  envied,  and  therefore  endeavoured  to  ob«tmct.  All  lus  olye^ 
iiona  are  to  the  excessive  rate  of  interest,  for  lo  he  consideia  sixteen  per 
caot.,  in  a  country  in  which  he  is  tlie  first  to  lament  the  total  insecurity  of 
property,  at  the  same  tioM  thai  be  himself  was  staking  twelve  per  cant, 
at  least  of  his  own  money  in  Calcutta,  on  a  secnrity  as  ample  as  that  of 
^  British  fwtds.     It  should  he  observed,  that  at  that  ywj  period, 
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Hno boOH  of  ifpeney  in  Calculu  were  paying  twelve,'fiAeeii,«iideT«b 
C%hleMi  per  cent,  for  mosey  for  ihort  pmods ;  that  tho  Company  had  & 
Imh  omo  at  tea  p«r  cent.,  which)  with  premium,  rfttes  of  exchange  at 
tJte  difenot  treasury,  aad  other  adraatagea  giren  to  theteodNi.  aSoided 
to  tbeai  a  booua  of  nx  or  aeren  per  cent.,  io  addition  to  such  iQteregt 
jipoo  the  sums  advancvd.  In  point  of  fact,  the  complaint  about  the  rate 
M  intemt  wa«  altogelLer  unfounded :  and  at  to  the  noticiii  entertained 
by  Mr.  Adam,  of  the  "  evils  of  a  combination  among  the  mooied  in- 
lereat,"  for  the  purpose  of  lupponing  W.  Palmer  and  Co.  in  their  "  mo- 
nopoly of  the  money  maifiet, '  it  is  a*  if  Hr.  Caonii^  sbotild  cmaidain 
of  the  combinalioii  of  the  members  of  the  Stock  Exchange  in  London, 
to  aapp«t  Mr.  Baring  oi  Mr.  Rothichild,  in  any  loan  they  m^it  con- 
tract witb  the  British  GorernniMit.  Tb«  idea  is  worthy  of  >nch  a  aource, 
and  exliibits,  in  a  true  light,  the  extreme  igooTance  even  of  mercatidla 
and  moDopdiritig  trauactioiu  in  this  lata  Obief  OTer'tfae  factories  of  the 
traders  to  the  Eairt. 

After  many  contests  at  die  Council-board,  pnqMsitions  for  advancing 
the  mon^  wanted,  from  the  treasury  of  the  Compiuiy,  and  other  disputed 
points,  in  whtcb  the  dignity  and  good  tense  of  Lord  Hastings  are  a[^a- 
sent  thronghotlt,  the  Adioeate-general  was  consulted — mora  discussions 
arose,  and  the  a&ir  ended  in  a  letto-  beiog  addreaMd  to  Mr.  RumbH 
and  to  W.  Paloier  and  Co.,  anthorizing  the  loan,  which  was  acoudingly 
e&cted. 

It  is  necessary  thM  we  should  pause  here  for  a  moment  to  relate  what 
passed  in  England  in  the  mean  tima.  The  fint  letter  from  Berigal,  com* 
mumeatiag  the  fact  of  the  estaUiibnient  of  the  bouse  at  Hydwabad, 
nader  the  sanction  of  the  Briti^  QoTemment,  had  reacbad  England ; 
and  rery  shortly  afterwanls,  in  May  1820,  the  Court  of  DlreotoncaoMd  . 
an  angry  and  iaeelent  letter  to  be  addreeeed  to  their  GoremmMit' abroad, 
condmnliM  entirely  the  act  of  their  exteading  their  countenance  or  pn>< 
tactiea  to  the  honae  o(  W.  Palmer  &  Co.  U  Hydwftbad,  and  okderiag  it 
to  be  instantly  revoked  and  withdiawa,  as  w^  as  prohibitiBg  all  intw 
ference  whatever,  in  the  event  of  any  dispute  arising  between  the  Ninis 
and  the  house  as  to  the  settlement  of  tbeir  accounts.  The  injustice  and 
erucl^  of  such  a  proceeding  as  this,  towards  an  ctf  ablisbment,  set  op 
aDd«  the  specific  guarantee  of  the  British  Coremment  abroad,  and  ik 
a  country  where  the  andden  withdrawal  of  sncb  guarintee  wo^  have 
the  eSectof  depritii^  the  boose  of  all  credit  wbatevar  in  the  eye*  of  the 
■atives,  moM  strike  every  one  wbo  rejects  on  it  fir  a  moment. 

Lord  Hastings,  however,  on  the  rec^pt  of  this  despatch  from  England, 
ordered  that  immediate  communication  should  be  made  to  Palmer  &Co.af 
IbeCiuutsdetemunat  ion, strictly  interdicted  them  fromallfuture  pecuniary 
tianaaetknis  with  the  Niiass's  government ;  fant  bad  the  conununicalifw 
made  as  privately  as  poBsible,  to  prevent  the  injary  which  ita  public  conr- 
tminicatioiiwmildinftfct  on  their  credit,  and  for  the  same  reason  abstained 
from  giving  it  a  re  tR>^>ective  effect.  Mr.  Adam  and  Mr.  Stnart  now  each 
Tiolently  of^msed  to  all  Lord  Hastings  did,  recommended  an  imraedialAatop 
being  pat  to  tbe  whole,  by  taking  the  loan  out  of  fhe'}iands  of  Palmer 
ft  Co.  and  traeaftning  it  to  tbeir  ewB.  Mr.  Feadail  supported  Ldrd 
Haadoga,  and  deprecated  the  idea  of  such  a  transfer,  prlncipalTy  oa  the 
ground  of  it!  being  calculated  to  excite  the  jealousy  of  the  ^'Izam,  and 
to  gin  him  alaimiog  apprahensioiu  of  our  inteutioa  to  tak«  the  whole  of 
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Ilia  conntiy  gradually  from  bim,  this  being  the  end  genendlf  of  our 
lienevolent  interfereDc«  with  foreign  etatee,  wbenerer  we  comineace  b7 
profesuona  of  a  desire  to  befriend  them.  Another  letter  from  tbo  Court 
of  Director!  io  England,  dated  in  Noreviber  1821,  was  despatched  to 
India,  ^d  a  more  ludicroui  Bpecimen  of  ignorance  ag  to  the  first  piia.- 
pies  of  po1  itical  economy^of  folly  as  to  apprehending  conaequencee  froiQ 
cauaes  which  could  not  have  produced  them — of  Jealousy  as  to  profit 
made  by  others  in  which  they  themaelves  desired  to  share — of  alarm  aa 
to  a  monopoly  being  enjoyed  in  a  matter  in  which  no  monopoly  conld 
exist — of  incredulity  as  to  fact — gf  false  reasoDtug  and  lame  conclu- 
aiitfis — of  "  souod  and  fury,  signifying  notbiag," — we  will  renture  to  say  . 
is  not  to  be  found  in  the  annals  of  the  Court,  let  it  have  been  written  by 
whomsoever  it  may.  The  Directors  can  have  no  idea  of  the  contempti- 
ble figure  which  they  make  in  the  eyes  of  other  men  by  such  disdoeuree 
OS  these,  or  they  would  never,  under  any  circnmstances,  peimit  them  to 
be  made.  A  body  of  bloated  monopolists,  wringing  from  the  pockets  of 
miliiona  of  their  own  countrymen  the  roost  extravagant  profits  on  their 
trade  in  tea,  an  article  of  necessity  to  the  poorest  family  in  the  land, 
and  grinding  their  native  subjects  to  the  duat  by  the  unremitting  pres- 
sure of  taxation,  complaiuing  of  a  "  monopoly  of  money  "  enjoyed  by  a 
house  of  business  in  the  city  of  Hyderabad  I  aud  deprecating  the  &ir  pro- 
fits of  a  trading  eatablishraent  that  has  no  exclusive  privileges,  and  cancot 
make  a  single  rupee  of  gain  without  the  free  consent  of  the  parties  con- 
tributing to  it  I!  Can  they  be  so  blind  as  not  to  see  the  folly  of  this ? 
Again  ;  their  reiterated  assertion  here  has  been,  that  the  government  of 
India  always  lias  been  despotic,  is  now  despotic,  and  always  must  con- 
tinae  to  he  despotic.  They  spurn  the  bare  idea  of  responsibility  to  the 
public  over  vbom  diey  nile  in  India,  and  who  are  the  parties  most 
deeply  interested  in  the  excellence  or  de^ts  of  their  system  of  edminiH- 
etrstion.  -  They  withhold  all  knoMedge  from  tlioee  most  deeply  interested 
in  obtaining  it;  and  they  put  down  oil  public  discussier)  because' of  the  pre- 
tended ignor^ce  of  the  people;  thus  denying  to  them  the  msterials  of  know- 
ledge, on  the  very-ground  which  might  with  mu^  more  reason  be- urged  aa 
tlieir  Btongest  claim  to  its  possession.  All  this  is  notorious;  yet  what 
do  they  say  when  certain  matters  which  fAey  demre  to  know  are  kept 
from  them  by  tlie  Supreme  Government  of  India  ?  lliey  roust  apeak  for 
themselves.  In  silluding  to  such  infiirmation  being  withheld,  they  thus 
address  their  Governor- General  in  Council->-B  man,  with  all  his  weak- 
nesses, as  much  their  superior  in  'this  controTersy  as  any  maa  the 
most  ambitious  of  triumph  could  desire  : —

Never  was  there  uiy  thing  more  perfect  than  this.  If  we  had  been 
feeing  the  Directors  as  counsel  in  our  cause,  and  urging  them  to  put  forth 
all  their  strength  in  order  to  show  the  absurdity  of  witbnolding  knowledge 
as  they  themselves  are  costinually  doing,  because  of  the  pretended  ig- 
norance of  those  before  whom  it  was  to  be  laid,  when  that  ignorance  is 
the  strongest  reason  why  the  knowledge  should  not  be  withheld,  we  could 
have  had  nothing  better  than  the  foregoing  to  establleh  our  position.  We 
are  therefore  grateful  for  this  passage,  and  can  truly  say  with  the  Mer< 
chant  of  Venice : 

"  I  tbaok  thee,  Jew,  for  teschijig  me  (hat  word." 

The  letters  of  the  Direetora-^^emselTes  the  most  bigoted  adrocatea  of 
concealment  and  irresponsibili^  wheneTer  they  are  asked  for  dia- 
donires,  and  reminded  of  their  own  accountahiUty  to  others — exhibit 
ioaumeTable  choice  marceaux,  of  the  moat  opposite  principles,  when  they 
are  detirqus  of  obtaining  the  same  concessions  from  ofAer*.  Indeed  a 
large  and  interesting  rotnme  might  be  filled  by  their  perpetual  self- 
contradictions  in  this  respect.     Let  one  or  two  brief  Epecimens  suffice  :' 

Wherever  concealment  ii  practised,  the  partj  practisinglt  csntiotreaaoaaljly 
comptaia  of  the  Inference  (even  though  erroneoui,)  which  may  be  drawn  from 
it;  inaimucfa  ubewu  oat  only  competent,  but  bound  in  duty  to  have  pre- 
cluded (uch  •maeoui  iuierenee  by  a  candid  tliKloaure  of  the  fncts  of  the 
case.— p.  375.  . 

It  ia  a  self-evident  prupositlaD,  that  in  proportion  to  the  eiteat  of  power  vesteil 
In  any  individual,  ought  lo  be  (he  »tr<cinct«  of  reiponiibUiry  for  its  due  exercise, 
and  tlie  checks  upon  its  abuse. — p.  390. 

If  the  end  of  any  system  be  such  as  we  have  no  right  to'compets,  we  csenot 
stand  justified  in  pursuloga  course  *rf measures  ioevjlabiy  leailiogto  it,hawercc 
good  roay  be  the  intenlioiit  by  whicb  they  are  dictated,  and  however  considerable 
may  be  the  Immediate  beneRt  derivable  from  them.  Power  without  check,  and 
Bgorts  exempt  from  rcsponslUUty,  constitute  a  certain  guarantee  for  bad  goveru-

We  mutt  quit,  hoverer  reluctantly,  the  rich  field  which  these  page* 
present,  for  the  ^auer  of  scraps  wordi  preservation  for  their  curiosity, 
and  proceed  with  the  nanstive ;  though  we  hope  to  return,  ^ain  and 
again,  to  gather  up  a  few,  at  least,  of  these  scraps,  which  deseire  to  be 
sdected  from  fhe  moss  in  which  Jhey  now  lie  buried. 

AStBi  the  last  letter  adverted  to  had  been  received  from  En^aod,  the 
party  ia  Council  most  stienuoHsly  opposed  to  Lord  Hastings,  which  was 
formed  by  Mr.  Adam  and  Mr.  Stuart,  gathered  confidence,  and  pushed 
their  opposition  still  farther.  In  the  mean  time,  Mr.  Russell  left  Hyder- 
abad for  England,  and  Mr.  (now  Sir  Cliarlet)  Metcalfe  was  sent  to  that 
Court  as  Resident. 

On  reaching  his  post,  he  appears  to  have  found  the  house  of  Palmer 
and  Ca,  collectively,  and  the  partners  of  thatfinniiHlividuslIy,  in  posses- 
sion of  a  much  greater  share  of  conKequence  aud  influence  tlian  he  con- 
sidered compatible  with  bis  dignity  as  representative  of  the  British  Go- 
momeiit  at  this  Native  Cotm<    U  is  evident  fma  all  his  {Hoceediog^ 
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that  hia  jedouay  on  tbis  point  was  txceuive.  He  compUini  that  accou 
to  tbe  Reeidea<^  wa>  MmetiiDn  impeded  by  tbe  train  of  slaphanta  and 
■ervants  belooging  to  th»  ^ndomen  of  the  fitm  of  W.  Palmer  and  Co. 
They  lived  in  too  much  state  to  please  him  :  they  had  n  many  tenti  and 
attendants  as  tbe  Britiah  B««idciit  himielf,  an  equality  not  to  be  forgiTei; 
and,  ID  short,  their  whole  proceedings  were  evidently  looked  upon  with 
an  «Til  eye  from  the  beginning.  We  had  always  nndentood  and  bdtvved  ■ 
S'a  Charles  Metcalfe  to  be  one  nf  the  mildest  and  moot  amiable  of  ana : 
but  the  present  only  adds  another  instance  of  the  many  we  have  aeen  ■ 
before,  &at  personal  character  and  good  conduct  at  one  period,  bowerer 
excellent,  is  bo  guarantee  whatever  agaioat  character  and  coniductof  a* 
totally  o^Kwite  nature  at  a  future  period.  Sir  Charles  MMcalfe  nay' 
hare  commenced 'his  career  with  the  best  intentions — there  ■■  HORTouBd, 
to  deny  him  that:  but  the  bursts  of  ungovernable  passion  which  charac- 
terize nearly  all  hii  anfaeeqnent  proceedings  and  comapoodence,  shew 
that  bis  mind  became  da^y  more  and  more  imbuad  with  batrcd'itf  the 
partjet,  aa  well  aajealoiuy  of  all  their  tranaactioBi;  and  tbe  letteai  wWeh 
passed  to  and  iiom  Calcutta  and  Hyderabad,  for  a  period  of  naaily  two 
yean  after  his  becoming  the  Hesident  of-  tbe  latter  city,  exhibit  mora  of 
fretful  pecvisbneas,  oTerstraiaed  and  exaggerated  slatementt  and  groudlca- 
and  unwarrantable  dedtictioH,  than  would  be  thought  poHble  by  tboae 
whe  have  never  read  them. 

Sir  Charles  Metcalfe's  proceedings  were  bo  highly  objectionable  to 
Rajah  Chundool^,  tbeminialer  ofUie  Nizam,  thathethonghtitnece^ 
aary  to  preaent  a  letter  of  complaint  -  or  remonsbaneav  through  dM  Pint 
Asnataot  at  the- Residency,  Lieut.  Banett.  It  remained  aQaiuweTed  and ' 
even  unacknowledged ;  so  that  be  forwarded  a  letter,  encloaing  copiea  of 
his  .neglected  remonsUance,  to  Calcutta,  b  tbe  hope  of  obtaining  redrev. 
Would  it  be  believed  that  this  act  of  a  mtnisterof  no  iodepeatfeat-priBce,-' 
whom  die  Engliih  eOntnved  m  get  intohig  present  place  beeanse  of  fais 
avowed  attachment  to  the  British  power,  should  have  been  condemned 
as  precumptuous.-and  hi|^ly  reprehensible? — Yet  such  was  the  {acL  He, 
hftd  tried  the  "..regular  channels,"  u  they  are  called,  and  his  renoa-- 
strance  had  received  no  notice;  he  addressed  tbe  higher  poi*er,  and  be* 
is  then  told  thaLhis  conduct  is  insolent  and  unpardonable,  because  he 
did  not  send  his  complaint  against  the  Reudent  through  tbe  hands  of  the 
Resident  himself, — a  ehannel  he  bed  already  attempted,  without  h&Ying 
received  even  the  most  distant  encoirragement  to  hone  for  success  I 

ft  shonhi  be  mentioned,  that  while  Messrs  W.  Palmer  and  Co.  hdd  - 
aaugnments  en  die  revenue  for  the  payment  of  the  prtnci^  andloMiMt' 
of  the  debt,  none  of  thetr  servants  were  employed  in  nny  mannerto  aauat ' 
in  the  collecdon.  llieir  assessments  WMe  always  made  by  the  nunieter 
himself,  and  the  collection  by' his  own  officers.  Bot  scarce^  was  Sir 
Che,rles  Metcalfe  seated  in  his  new  place,  tiian  he  began  to  take  die 
actual  management  of  the  cmutry  iuto  his  own  hands;  and  so  foicible 
was  the  impression  among  his  own  officers,  of  dds  being  bis  wish  hnd  in- 
tention, that  a  Mr.  Hislop,  a  youog  comet  of  the  King«  1 3di  Dragooot, ' 
lupposmg  hia  captain  to  have  authority  from  Sir  Charleej  and  nppothtg 
himself  to  have  authority  ^m  his  captain,  for  neither  of  which  anppbri-  ' 
tions  had  he  the  least  ground  beyond  what  be  «aw  doing  by  those  around  ' 
faim,  actually  entereda*ilt3ge,thesettleb)eDt  of  the  fevenne  of  which  faad- 
been  b«tt  nccatiy  a«d«  t^-UM  •oifais  pome  tniotstoy-ef  tba  oouhtry  Uii-' 
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■elf,  bnk«  op  the  aetibUthed  uttlement,  and  introduced  an  entire  nefr. 
one  of  his  own,  among  a  pet^e,  of  the  Talue  of  whoM  tennrea,  and  of  the 
Baton  of  vbow  eugagemenU  with  aftcb  other  and  with  the  state,  it  re- 
quire* yeara  paiaed  in  the  itud;  and  practice  ef  the  revenue  laws  and; 
uaagea  of  the  country,  to  hare  even  a  nodaratety  accurate  conception !  ' 
Sir  Charles  Metcalfe,  though  fiilly  aware  of  the  viewa  of  the  Brittih 
Legialatuie  at  home,  and  apprized  of  Iy»nl  Hsatioge'i  riews  on  the  spot, 
aa  to  the  decided  injuadce  ai  well  aa  impolicy  of  our  farther  interfering 
with  the  gavemment  of  our  native  alliea  than  giving  them  all  the  aamt-' 
anna  of  our  influence  and  advice, — advooatea  direct  interference,  hy  put' 
tii^  the  whole  conntty  under  Bcitiah  managen ;  and  mentiona,  aa  an  ilhii- 
tration  of  iti  advantagea,  that  ninety  villages  had  been  repeopled  in  a  very 
short  apace  nf  time  by  a  Lieutenant  Clarke— not  tike  Ireland  is  said  to 
have  been  done,  all  hy  the  founder's  own  hands,  but  simply  by  the  pro- 
BUK  of  proteodoB.  A  Captain  Clarke  was  al*o  employed,  according  to 
Sir  Chaxlee  Metcalfe, ,"  inthereeusoitatioo  of  the  diatriotson  the  Wurda," 
which  b^  Ui  in  self  intended  to  Tisit — after  they  were  raised  up,  of  course. 
In  the  midst  of  these  disciuaiona,  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe  obtained  the> 
tcCQunts  of  the  house  of  Palmer  &  Co.,  by  which  it  appeared  that  th« 
debt  due  to  them  by  the  Ninun  was  increasing ;  and  that  there  was  a 
bontia  of  eight  laca  (afterwards  explained  by  the  partiea  receiving  it), 
granted  to  Palmer  &  Co.  for  raising  the  money  on  an  emergency,  whicb 
they  did  on  high  terms  and  great  ri^,  before  the  guarantee  was  complete, 
in.  order  to  smah  the  pressing  wants  of  the  minister.  The  Supreme 
Coveromcnt.  of  Bengal  e^eee  their  surprise  wad  diesatiBfaetiaa  at 
this;  and  althon^  Sir  C.  Metcalfe,  in  his  lettsr  «f  March  1821,  ta- 
It&owkdges  the  benefit  which  ouch  a  houae  as  that  of  Palmer  &  Co.  must- 
affect  in  that  .country,  and  thus  indirectly  fumishoB  the  strongest  argu- 
neota  in  faxonr  of  the  extensive  and  immediate  Coloaizatiai)  of  India 
by  Eoglislimen,  they  dtfenotn*  tn  take  the  loan  oat  of  At  bands  of 
Palmer  &  Co.  and  transfer  it  to  Urair  own. 

The  iiyuiy  which  this  would  e&ct  tOA  mercantile  and  lunking  con- 
cern like  that  at  Hyderabad,  was  felt  and  aclnowledged  at  first  by  all 
paMiea.  They  had  drawn  their  capital  from  other  highly  prod  active 'em  • 
ployme|ila,to  vest  it  in  this;  they  had  obtained  money  from  other  persona, 
to  Idlfi]  their  engagements,  on  payment  of  even  higher  interest  in  some 
cases  thm  they  received ;  tl>ey  had  made  great  onlkys  in  the  beginning, 
Inpiag  ioT  coB^iensating  profit  towarda  ti»  end  i — and  a  sudden  transfef 
like  nua  could  not  take  place  wtthont  desfdy  affecting  their  eredit,  and 
iqiniinB  dieir  genenl  bosineas  as  merchants  and  traders  in  India.  They' 
uk  a  coaqMnsation  of  a  lac  and  half  per  annum  fer  fonr  years,  on  which 
Akj  aokDewledge  their  seadineM  to  reliaijuieb  it  at  once. 
■  Diaeusaiona  of  .great  length  foUawed  this,  aad  minat«  npon  minnte  is  re-* 
corded  by  all  the  membere  of  the  Council,  at  the  substance  of  which  it  is' 
impoaaible  ercB  to  glanee,  aiW  the  length  to  which  -  we  hnve  already 
psQceeded.  They  chiefly  turn,  however,  tmoa  the  question  of  an  inter-* 
br^Me  witii  natin  states:  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe  and  his  supporter, 
Mr.  Adam,  coalmtdiag  for  this  icterferenoe,  not  merely  as  a  right,  but  as 
a  datv  imposed  onuaiiy  our  supremacy  ia  India  ;  a  state  which  entaib  a 
iruoionof  ohligatioiis,— that  of  protecting  the  people  from  oppres- 
I.  and  the  rders  fttaa  revolution :  Utongh  the  very  act  of  deii^  the 
qne^ii  m»taiac!iEtfaeiiafcaf4heotberiitUo«riD|r..  Whosrer protecto ir 
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peopIeiromappKMionjinuitenconragsreriataDce&DdrflTaliitionjandwha- 
«7er  protects  rulen  from  revotutioos,  must  encourage  oppreasioo.  To  [wo- 
tect  both  aqually  and  at  the  same  time  is  impossible.  Sir  Chariea  bold- 
ly arowa  the  most  democratical  doctrines ;  maintalna  the  rights  of  man ; 
defends  the  doctrine  of  lesistaoce ;  and  Bays,  "  the  only  refuge  of  &  peo- 
)^e,  intokrahly  vexed,  is  in  emigration  or  insunecdoik"  Who  is  (n  be 
thejndgeof  the  vexation  being  intolerable  does  not  appear:  bnt  if  the 
people,  (and  they  must  be  the  best  judges)  then  the  right  to  revolt  when- 
ever men  are  dissatisfied,  is  clearly  admitted — a  podtion  that  we  do  sot 
mean  to  dispute,  particularly  when  emanatiDg  from  so  high  an  authoijtj 
sa  this.  It  will  be  lueful  to  the  English  resder  to  let  him  see  whu, 
upon  the  confession  of  this  distinguished  individual  himself,  is  the  actual 
conduct  of  the  Govenmient  in  India  towards  the  native  state  of  Hydera- 
bad, about  the  welfare  of  which  tbe  East  India  Company  profesa  -so 
much  solicitude,  and  which  they  desire  to  be  considered  as  t^n  under 
their  more  especial  care  and  protection.     He  says, 

At  present,  by  impoEinc  a  Mlniatcr  on  a  Prince,  aud  gnpportiDg  that  Miniiltr 
during  pteaiurs  (wuich  ii  the  conduct  we  sctiiBlly  pursue  by  farcing  Rajsh 
Chuniloo  Loll  oD  tbe  Niisin)  we  mska  the  sovereign  inbject  to  his  servant ;  we 
make  the  minister  tyrant  over  bis  master  ;  we  patronise  a  virtoal  usuruxioii  \ 
aud  if  Ibe  man,  whom  we  chouse  for  our  own  purposes,  be  a  vicious  nuer,  (as 
tbii  [a  acknuivledged  to  lie,}  we  sanction  by  our  countenance  all  the  evils  ol  his 
misrule.— i>.  211. 

The  letter  which  Lord  Hastings  addressed  to  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe,  in 
reply  to  this,  dated  Oct.  25,  1822,  is  one  of  the  highest  interest,  and 
would  deserve,  like  many  others  from  the  same  pen,  to  be  reprinted  at 
length,  were  it  possible  to  find  room  for  it  here.  He  combati  tbe  notion 
pf  our  right  to  interfere  because  we  are  supreme,  as  being  a  mere  claintof 
the  right  of  the  strongest ;  and  on  the  subject  of  the  Regent's  anger  at 
Chundoo  Loll's  complaining  of  his  conduct  through  another  channel, 
the  Marquis  says,  "  to  require  that  application  for  complaint  should 
come  through  the  hands  of  those  complained  against,  would  exclude 
complaint  altog^er."  This  is  undeniable ;  but,  unhappily  for  the  whole 
Indian  nation,  the  British  Parliament  has  even  sanctioned  an  order  of  ihe 
Court  of  Directors,  which  enjoins  that  no  complaints  or  appeals  of  tbor 
native  subjects,  against  their  Governments  abroad,  ahidl  ever  be  sent  to 
tbem  exc^  through  the  hands  of  the  Governments  tbenuelves ;  and  the 
constant  plea  upon  which  the  discussion  of  public  complaints  throttg^  the 
press  in  India  was  opposed,  was  the  ve^  ground  now  so  jnstljr  deprecated 
by  Lord  Hastings,  namely,  that  complaints  against  secretaiiM,  BJid  othw 
public  functionaries  of  govemuKnt,  in  India,  ought  to  be  made  dirong^ 
the  regular  channels ;  or,  in  other  words,  through  these  very  ftmctianariee 
complained  gainst,  themselves.  Such  are  the  weakneasea  and  ■  incon- 
sistencies of  human  nature  I 

We  commenced  with  a  hope  that  we  should  be  able  to  conclude  what 
we  wished  to  say,  on  this  eulQect,  in  the  coune  of  a  single  article :  but 
although  we  have  already  far  exceeded  the  limits  usually  aatigned  to 
any  one  topic,  we  have  only  anived  at  the  commencement  of  the  War 
which  was  literally  waged  upon  the  house  at  Hyderabad,  by  Sir  Charles 
Metcalfe,  Mr.  Adam,  Mr.  Stuart,  and,  subsequently,  by  Mr.  Fend  all  and 
Mr.  Bayley  ^o.  The  history  of  that  persecution,  for  it  appeanituua  to 
d«»erve 00 other aMi»,utoQciuuKU,ft&il top  inBtrKtire,to  be  eiiiin«d,-o[ 
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pnu  in  half  ei.  dozen  Unee.  We  shall,  therefore,  reserre  thia  for  a  se- 
cond article,  and  aireBt  our  pen  here,  aa  a  coDTenient  halting  place, 
having  bronght  the  affair  up  to  the  period  when  it  was  reaolvMl  to  take 
the  pecuniary  transactiona  between  the  GoverDment  of  the  Niiam  and 
the  house  of  W.  Palmer  and  Co.  ont  of  the  hands  of  the  latter,  and 
transfer  them  to  those  of  the  East  India  Companj's  Resident;  or,  in 
other  words,  robbing  a  British  house  of  bminess  of  the  fair  and  just  ad- 
vantages, which  it  was  enjoying  fhim  capital  embarked  in  certain  nil' 
dertatinga,  with  the  knowledge,  consent,  and  guarantee  of  the  Indian 
Government;  robbing  also  all  the  conititnentB  of  that  house,  among 
whom  were  hundreds  of  their  own  distinguished  and'  meritorioas' offi- 
cers, who  Iiad  made  certain  sacrifices  to  fiimish'the  house  with  funds 
'  for  the  purpose  of  fulfiUing  its  engagements,  and  tor  the  legitimate  use  of 
which  diey  were  fairly  deriving  the  benefit  of  larger  interest  than  was  to 
be  obtained  in  the  Company's  own  dominions.  The  apparent  motive 
of  all  this  seems  to  have  beenadesirvon  the  [Hirt  of  the  Governirent;  at 
home  and  abroad,  to  get  the  loan  and  its  advantages  into  their  own 
hands,  to  e:iercise  an  unwarrantable  political  influence  over  the  affairs  of 
the  country,  and  to  crush  individuEds  who  appear  to  have  become  ob- 
DOxiouB  to  them  merely  from  the  estimation  in  which  they  were  held, 
and  the  power  and  influence,  which  this  gave  them,  at  a'  Court  where 
the  Jletident  seemed  to  think  that  "  two  suns  shine  not  in  one  hemis- 
pbere,"  and  determined,  like  the  luA,  "  to  bear  no  brother  near  the 
throne," 

There  will  of  course  be  much  public  discussion  of  all  the  questions 
involved'in  this  matter  hereafter ;  so  that  the  public  of  Bngland-'will 
bear  more  of  it  from  others.  But  we  cannot  close  even  this  imperfect 
outline  of  the  first  portion  of  the  narrative,  without  saying,  that  through- 
out the  whole  affair,  the  character  of  Lord  Hastiogs  appears  to  the 
highest  possible  advantage.  We  have  never  shrunk  from  exposing  his 
weaknesses,  when  they  needed'  such  exposure  ;  and  en  the  concessions 
which  he  made  to  the  importunities  of  bis  colleagues  on  the  subject  of 
the  Indian  press,  we  have  said  enough  to  show  that  we  are  not  uncon- 
ditional admirera  of  his  Lordship's  public  career.  .  We  hope,  however,  to 
receive  equal  credit  for  sincerity,  when  we  say  tbatwe  have  risenfrom  the 
perusal  ofthese  Hyderabad  Papers  with  the  highest  opinion  of  the  integrity, 
right  feeling,  and  sound  reasoning  of  the  Marquis  of  Hasdngs,  in  every 
instance  in  which  he  was  opposed  to  his  colleagues.  There  is  not  tlw 
shadow  of  a  ground. for  believing  that  he  was  even  influenced  in  the  most 
remote  degree  in  what  he  said  or  did  on  this  subject,  by  any  referenG« 
to  the  personal  interests  of  the  parties  concerned  in  the  house  itself ;  and 
as  to  any  participation,  direct  or  indirect,  of  personal  advantage  to  him- 
self, from  any  thing  that  was  sanctioned  by  his  authority,  it  appears  to 
us,  that  his  i^aracter  is  as  free  from  any  ground  of  imputation  of  tliia 
nature  "  as  is  the  driven  snow  from  stain."  His  best  £nends  could  not 
render  his  fame  more  essential  service,  than  by  compiling  a  volume  of 
his  admirable  minutes  and  letters  from  this  voluminous  collection,  and 
circulating  them  extensively  among  all  classes  of  society. 

The  part  taken  by  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe  and  Mr.  Adam,  though  equally 
free  from  all  suspicion  of  corrupt  motive,  as  far  as  personal  interest  is 
concerned,  is  marked  by  very  opposite  qualities  indwd  to  that  of  Lont 
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The  conduot  of  the  Conrt  of  Directon  hu  bcu  tuuishty,  ioMleat,  tm- 
Jiut,  and  ftlteniately  distiaguifihad  by  ths  moat  pompoua  aSoOUiioa  oi 
oraculttr  wiadoni,  twd  the  moM  ailly  diaplay  of  igBonnee  tad  imbecllUy, 
fbnniog,  h  uauii,  on  exhibition  whidi  ouutot  fiiil  to  niKke  them  appMr 
ridiculoua  id  tU  ^ea  bat  their  own. 

And  lMt]y,  t  Sritiah  hoiue  of  huuneta,  that  ia  acknowledged  avea  hj 
ita  DMwt  bitter  viamj,  Sir  C.  Heicalfei  to  have  done  abundant  good  ia 
the  country  ia  which  it  wsa  eatahUahed,  andla^howo  by  Mr,  Henry  Rua- 
aell,  hia  [mdeceuor,  (of  whoae  excellent  letter  to  the  Court  of  Directon 
wa  shall  hare  nuDh  mora  to  aay  hereafter)  ta  have  been  productive  of  the 
most  eaaential  benefit  to  the  Niaam'agovamnient,aitd  to  all  elaaaea  of  peo- 
ple living  under  H, — ie  broken  ap  and  destroyed,  by  a  eeriea  of  meaaurea 
which  we  ^all  expoee  in  detail,  aiul  which  haa  driven  it  to  bankruptcy 
and  ruin ;  huBdreda,  nay  thonaaoda,  of  innooant  individuala,  who  have 
not  only  had  no  share  ia  theae  tranaaotiona,  but  who  bare  the  snoet  power- 
ful claims  on  the  East  India  Ctmipaoy'a  proteotien  and  aaaiataacfl,  ate 
reduced  to  b^gary  and  deititutioD  by  the  acta  of  their  Government,  aad 
luniahed  with  the  utmoat  sevens  for  traaaactionB  with  which  they  amid 

kve  had  DothiDf  whatever  to  do. 

Hie  Direotora  m^  enile  in  aeorat  over  all  thia  wrack  and  devaatatioBi 
«f  wbioh  they  wd  th^r  aervanta  abroad  have  been  the  mlling  and  eon- 
wnting  inatnunenta.  But  we  tniat  the  Britiih  pablio  at  large  will  bm 
fail  to  treanre  up  theae  leeorda  of  their  iniqui^  for  the  day  of  trial, 
when  it  will  be  to  determine  whether  the  finest  countries  of  the  eurth 
■ball  longer  contbue  to  be  aaitjeot  totha  curaa  of  an  insoloqt,  an  ofgna- 
lire,  and  » icn^OMibla  monapoly  of  aoknvwiedged  deepotiani.

To  the  Editor  of  the  Oriental  Herald. 

Sir, — I  observed  in  alate  advertisement,  that  "  early  in  the  enBuing 
year  will  be  published,"  in  the  origioal  and  a  translatioD,  the  recovered 
MS.  "  JoauDi  Mtltoai  Angli  de  Doctriaa  Chrietiajia,"  which,  among 
Kholars  and  divines,  has  justly  excited  oo  small  curiueity. 

The  last  thoughts  of  Milton,  ia  the  maturity  of  age  and  jitdgment, 
when,  as  Waller  happily  says,  "  leaving  the  old,"  we  "  stand  upon  the 
threshold  of  the  new"  world,  while 

The  uul'a  dark  eotUsc,  battn'it  aad  lecay'd, 

Lelc  in  new  light  tbrougli  chinkt  tbst  time  hu  made  i 

the  latest  conclusions  of  such  a  mind  An  such  a  subject  as  tiiat  de  Dei 
cultu,  would  be,  indeed,  a  valuable  discovery.  Such,  however,  ia^ 
J  fear,  scarcely  to  be  expected,  should  the  recovered  MS.  prove,  as 
generally  suf^msed,  to  be  the  saine  of  which  Phillips  writes,  as  jon  have 
correctly  quoted  him,  (ii,  250,)  and  to  which  Toland  thus  referred.  III 
1698,  in  his  Life  of  Milton  (ed.  1761,  p.  136)  :  "  He  wrote  likewise  a 
Syitem  ofJJivitiity,  but  whether  intended  for  public  view,  or  collected 
merely  for  his  own  use,  I  canuot  determine.  It  was  in  the  hands  of  his 
friend,  Cyriac  Skinner;  and  where  at  present  is  iincertain." 

Phillips  evidently  describes  not  an  original  argumentative  treatbe,  but 
a  comjniation ,  or,  in  his  own  words, "  a  perfect  Bystem  of  Divini^,"  which 
Milton  had  "  thought  fit  to  collect  from  the  ablest  of  divines,  vi'ho  had 
written  on  that  subject."  These,  no  doubt,  were  several,  though  the  bio- 
grapher names  only  Amesius  and  Wollebiag. 

The  first  of  these  theologians,  William  Ames,  has  an  article  in  the 
Bioffraphia  Britannicd  (i.  171).  He  was  "femous  for  his  casuistical 
and  controversial  writings;  hut  much  more  so  abroad  than  in  his  own 
country."  Becoming  obnoxions  at  Cambridge  for  his  puritanical  no- 
tions, he  resigned  his  fellowship  at  Christ  Church  about  1611,  and  with- 
drew into  H^land,  where  for  twelve  years  he  IGUed  "  the  divinity  chair 
in  the  university  of  Franeker."  Thence  he  retired  to  Rotterdam,  where 
he  died  in  1633,  at  the  ageof  57,  just  as  he  had  "determined  torempve 
to  New  England."  He  is  described  as  "  a  strict  Calvinist  in  doctrine, 
and  of  the  persuasion  of  the  Independents."  Among  the  Aumeroua  and 
very  learned  works  of  Ames,  the  Medulla  Theologica  appears,  by  its 
title,  to  have  been  most  adapted  to  Milton's  purpose.  He  might  also  have 
consulted  the  Lectiones  in  omnti  Paalmoa  Davidis ;  and  being  tjien  a 
Strict  Trinitarian,  would  probably  approve  the  treatise  De  incarnatione 
Verbi,  pnbliehed  in  1629,  "  against  the  Sociniana/' 

John  Wollebius,  the  other  theologian  named  by  Phillips,  was  "  a  na- 
tive of  Bnsil,"  who  died  in  1629.  His  Compendium  TheologUe  was 
pnhKshed  at  Cambridge  in  1642,  and  is  described  as'  "  a  curious  and 
valuable  little  tract,  which  has  been  translated  into  several  languages." 
This  was,  doubtless,  the  work  of  Wollebitts,  to  which  Phillips  bat  n- 

HSuttt  appevs  t«  bare  retamed  from  his  tnivd*  In  1640,  tt  die  aiga 
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of  ^.  He,  probably,  soon  commeoced  the  occupa^oDS  of  a  tator.  In- 
cluding "  the  Sunday's  work,"  of  which  Phillips  has  giren  an  accouat. 
Now  the  circnmBtanccB  of  Miltos'a  life  appear  to  justify  the  supposition 
that  these  employments  of  a  tutor  had  ceased,  at  least,  before  1650;  dot 
U  it  probable  that  during  his  latter  years  Phillips  continued  to  be  his  un- 
cle's inmate,  or  so  much  at  his  disposal  as  to  become  his  amannenais, 
through  the  bulk  of  no  less  than  735  pages;  and  Tolaod  (p.  3,)  qwaks 
of  his  acquaintance  with  "  a  person  that  had  been  once  Milton's  amanu- 
ensis," evidently  neither  of  the  nephews.  I  hope  ;!  may  he  mistaken, 
but  I  cannot  help  suspecting  that  (his  MS.  so  unexpectedly  discovered, 
will  be  found  to  contain  the  earlier  notbos  of  Milton,  adopted  from  the 
learned  Calvinistic  authorities  of  that  age,  and  not  his  matured  and  latest 
opinions  on  theological  subjects. 

Even  a  cursory  examination  of  Milton's  writings  would  be  sufficient  to 
show  that  his  earliest  pieces  incidentally  disoover  an  unqualified  acqni- 
escence  in  the  orthodox  opinions  of  his  time,  especially  on  the  subject  of 
the  Trinity.  .  Thus,  towards  the  conclusion  of  his  treiuise  Of  Reform' 
ation,  (1641,)  his  earliest  publicatioD,  he  utten  the  following  nibUme  if 
not  scriptural  invocation : — 

Thou,  therefore,  that  eitteit  in  li^bt  sod  g-lory  unspproacIuUe,  Parent  of 

an^eU  nnd  men !  next  thee  1  implore,  OmDipotent  Klag,  Redeemer  of  that  Itut 

.    TpmnsuC  whoae  nalure  tiiQu  didst  uiume,  inef&tble  and  everlasting  t«ve  1    Aod 

Thou,  tbe  third  Subsistence  oF  Divine  laflaituJe,  illumlniiiE  Spirit  ]  the  ioj  and 

solace  of  created  things !  One  Iri-ptmiiat  Godhead ! 

Yet  in  the  Paradite  Loet,  the  poet,  as  I  brieve  Bishop  Newton  ad- 
mia,  approaches  orthodoxy  only  at  the  distance  of  High-Arianitm. 
There  occurs  no  language  which  can  be  fairly  coustnied  into  an  invoca- 
tion of  a  Trinity  ;  and  in  b.  iii.  213 — 221,  the  poet  appears  to  re[M«eeat 
the  angels  as  wanting  the  will  rather  than  the  ability  to  make  the  atone> 
ment,  a  notion  comporting  with  A  rtan  theology,  though  directly  opposed  bi 
the  orthodox  dogma  of  an  iofinite  satiafadtion.  But  I  find  myself  becom- 
ing too  scholastically  theolt^cal,  especially  for  a  work  devoted  to  other 
vfduaUe  purposes,  and  must  solicit  your  excuse.  The  poet,  however, 
thus  introduces  "  the  Almighty  Father"  appealing  in  man's  behalf  to  the 
pompaiuon  of  the  celestial  assembly  :— 

Say,  heav'Qiy  powers,  wbere  ehall  ire  find  such  kite. 

Which  of  ye  will  be  murtal  to  redeem 

Man'a  mortal  crime ;  aud  just,  the  unjust  lo  save  t 

Dwells  la  aU  HeftT'n  cbanty  so  dear  ? 

He  a«k'd,  but  all  tbe  heav'nly  choir  stood  male, 

And'silcDce  was  in  Heaven :  on  mao's  behalf 

Patron  or  Intercessor  none  uipear'd. 

Much  Ins  that  durst  upon  hii  own  bead  draw 

The  deadly  forfeiture  and  ransom  set. 

In  Milton's  latest  treatise.  Of  True  Religion,  Herenef  jv.,  published 
in  1673,  only  a  year  before  hu  death,  be  thus  writes,  as  he  assuredly 
would  not  have  written  in  1641 :—  * 

Tbe  Jrian  and  Secinian  are  charred  to  dispute  against  the  Trinity.  1%ev 
afflrro  to  believe  tbe  Father,  Son,  anil  Hulv  Ghost,  according  to  the  STtluture  and 
tbe  aposloTic  creed.  As  Tor  the  terms  of  1  riaity,  Triuoity,  Co-css*utialit;,  Tri- 
persaualily,  and  the  like,  they  reject  (bem  as  scbdlsstic  notioas,  not  to  be  fouDd 
in  scripture,  which  by  a  e(!0*>^  protestaut  moiim  is  jdain  and  perspicuous, 
abundantly  to  eiplaia  its  own  meaaiug  Id  the  properest  wards  belonging  to  so 
blgb  a  matter,  and  so  nccesuiy  to  be  liaoit  n ;  a  myuery,  indeed,  in  Ihwr  Hfbii- 
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a  icriptujc  >  nUlB  doctrine..   Heir  other  ( 
t  cmnnol  be  deayed  thit  tlie  authon  or  late  revlven  of  theie  lecU  or 
.relenracd,  worUiy,  icaluiu,  and  rtUriooi  men — perftet  and  powetfnl 
in  tbe  icripturei,  holy  and  unblamable  iii  tbeir  hvei. 

Id  connexioD  wiih  thew  TuiEitioiu  in  the  theological  phraaeolog^  of 
Miltop,  maj  bo  not  unsuitably  adduced  the  welUknoKii  circumttance 
of  the  omiaaion,  in  his  latter  years,  of  all  attendance  on  public  Christian 
woTship,  as  if  no  longer  finding  any  auch  worship  in  which  he  could  con- 
scieotiouBly  unite.  Hb  nephew  Phillips  is,  I  beljeve,  silent  on  the  sub- 
ject, but  Toland  has  the  followiDg  passage,  (p.  139): —

liberty  than  others,  and  coming;  Dearest,  In  bis  opioioB,  to  the  primitive  practice, 
Bot,  in  tbe  latter  part  of  his  life,  he  was  not  a  prufeiied  member  of  any  particular 
sect  amony  Cliriitiaiis ;  he  frequcuted  uune  of  tbeir  aieemblies,  nw  made  use 
of  their  peculiar  ritci  in  bis  fimil/.  Whether  this  proceeded  from  a  disliite  of 
lliair  nncbaritalile  and  eudleti  disputes,  aod  that  love  of  dominion,  or  Inclination 
to  persecutioii,  which  he  said  was  a  piece  of  popery  I aie parable  from  all  churches; 
or  whether  he  tfaougbt  one  might  be  a  sood  man  without  subsEribln^  to  anj 
partyj  and  Ihat  they  had  all,  in  some  things,  corrupted  tbe  institutions  of  Jcsua 
Chriit,  I  will  by  no  means  adventure  lo  determine)  for  conjectures  on  eudl 
occasiima  are  very  uncertain  i  and  I  never  met  with  any  of  his  hcquunlanoe  who 
could  be  positive  iu  as^ignin^  the  true  reasons  of  bii  condect. 

Bishop  Newton,  in  his  Life  of  Milton,  (p.  Ixxv.)  remarks,  that, "  in  the 
latter  part  of  his  life,  be  was  not  a  professed  member  of  any  protesfant 
sect  of  Christians :  he  freqiietat«d  no  public  worship,  nor  used  any  religious 
rite  in  his  family."  Yet  he  acknowledges,  that  "  lie  was  full  of  the  inte- 
rior of  religion,  thongh  he  *o  little  reganled  the  exterior ;"  as  if,  to  adopt 
tbe  language  of  Dr.  Hartley,  happily  disciplined  to  "  walk  with  dod 
conlinually,"  and  "  to  sanctify  the  most  ordinary  actions  by  a  perpetual 
dedication." 

While  "  fond  of  the  theme,  and  narradve  with  age,"  I  have  thus  In- 
truded upon  you,  Mr.  Editor,  much  farther  than  I  designed,  and  perhaps 
not  sufficiently  considering  other  important,  .and  especially  oriental  oc- 
cupations of  your  pages.  But  Milton  is  a  subject  which  it  is  not  easy  to 
quit,  and  his  name  belongs  to  the  whole  cirilized  world,  unless  there  be 
%  region  where  exist  any  cinlized  barbarians  who 


And  vote  the  mantle  into  majesty. 
A  few  months  will  decide  upon  the  conjecture  I  bare  ventured  to  pro- 
pose, and  discover  to  us  either  the  Milton  of  1641,  ba{^ly  proving  the 
pnctical  value  of  Christianity,  that  bestvtaftcinn  for  the  uduous  joumey 
of  life ;  yet  perhapq  too  readily  acquiescing,  on  controverted  dogmas. 
In  what  "  the  priest  and  nurse  had  taught, '  or  the  Milton  of  a  later 
day,  obeying  the  apostolic  injunction  to  "  prove  all  things ;"  and  devoutly 
offering  to  the  Christian  scriptures  the  ^>pr(^at9  ftnd  alone  worthy 
honuige  of  a  rational  iaterprrtadoo. 
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With  wtthered  hopes  and  growing  cues,

The  Sanscrit  achalsr  Is  often  asked  to  exjJain  the  naiuM  of  perMni 
and  places,  as  well  as  those  of  tlie  productions  of  ait  and  nature,  which 
are  found  in  Greek  authon,  as  tnken  from  the  Sanscrit  language.  This, 
howerer,  la  not  always  rery  easf  to  be  done.  In  judging  of  such 
attemptt,  m  muM  take  Into  eonaideration  the  defects  of  the  Greek 
alphabet,  the  reluctance  of  the  Greeks  to  introduce  into  thrir  language 
nausaal  combiDsdons  of  sounds,  and  their  inclination  to  gire  to  Indian 
mydiolagical  names,  eren  by  changing  them,  a  signification  in  their  own 
Inngnage.  Thus  Megasthenes,  as  Sir  William  Jooes  hu  obserred, 
changM  a  name  of  the  rirer  Souas,  which  is  either  Hirant/avdhut,  Ikt 

r'd-armed,  or  Hiranyavakat,  the  gotd-carritr,  into  'Kfeaitr»0iat,  thg 
ely-toundmg ;  had  he  known  the  signification  of  the  word,  he  would 
hare  fait  inelined  to  call  it  Pactolua.* 

Sometimes  alio  we  may  understand  why  the  explanation  cannot  be 
giren  ;  as,  far  instance,  when  we  hear  ihat  t)je  philosopher  Calanus  was 
not  really  called  so,  but  that  the  Macedonians  only  gave  him  this  name 
from  a  word  in  frequent  use;  or  that  Aleiander;  only  consuliii^  his 
own  inclination,  completely  changed  the  name  of  PanjiU),  one  of  the  five 
lirers,  because  the  real  name  did  not  sound  sufficiently  ctaoical  for  hia 
eampaigns,  in  wiiich  every  thing  nud  to  be  aasixailated  to  the  deeds  of 
Bacchus  and  Hercules. 

From  tiie  examination  of  Indian  words  in  Greek  authors^  incontro^ 
TertiUe  proof  may  be  deduced,  that  the  Sanscrit  language,  m  its  moat 
peculiar  nicetiea,  was,  three  centuries  before  the  Christian  era,  so  eata- 
Midied,  as  we  find  it  in  the  most  ancient  Indian  writings.  It  is  true, 
we  abould  fed  aahamed  to  prove  such  a  position  ;  as,  however,  the  anti- 
qnigr  of  Indian  wpika  haB  been  attacked  with  the  b(dd  confidence  of 
ignorvnce,  we  might  be  excused  giving  it  Furthermore,  if  an  explaoa- 
tiaa  of  names  be  completely  accompli^ed,  perhaps  we  mi^t  succeed  in 
finding  oat  some  historical  aid,  though  the  greatest  caution  mu«t  be  ob- 
served with  regard  to  this  subject. 

The  following  interpretations  are  an  attempt  ftir  the  Autherance  of  the 
above-mentioned  great  object,  and  are  offered  to  the  consideration  of  the 
learned  in  the  Sanscrit  language. 

HotSnwK— In  DiodoTus,  lib.  xviii.  cap.  93.  Xandramet  was,  in  the 
time  of  Alexander  the  Great,  King  of  the  Pradans  and  Oaodaritee. 
Chandram^,  in  the  Sanscrit,  is  the  more  complete  name  of  the  moon, 
which  b  also  called  ehandra  only ;  maifa,  by  itielf,  signifies  a  month 
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338  Indian  Namei  in  tha  Greek  Historiant. 

(ia  Greek  /«!(  or  n^f).  Very  frequently  the  Indians  nae,  not  only  pfttro- 
nymic  derivations  and  other  compositeB  of  names  of  gods,  but  also  the 
names  of  gods  themselves. 

AiMTf^T^ — In  Atheateiu,  lib.  xiv.  cap.  67.  from  Hegesander.  v4nii- 
trocales  is  an  Indian  kingiwith  ivbain  Antiochus  (probably  the  First), 
was  upon  friendly  terms,  Amilra  signifies  enemy,  being  compounded 
of  a  privat.  and  mitra,  friend.  One  may  already  perceive  that  the  latter 
part  of  tbe  name  must  express. the  idea  of  victory  or  superiority.  Ami- 
ira-j  if,  which  si^ifies  conqueror  of  enemies,  is  found  in  the  "  Genealo- 
gies" (Bcntley's  Reniarks  on  Ancient  *Hiadoo  .£ras  and  Dates,  AsiaL  . 
Research,  v.  p.  338..  Fr,  Hamilton's  Genealogies,  Index);  and,  I  be- 
lieve, .^T^ix^Tx;  cannot  properly  be  otherwise  interpreted.  '  The  last 
syllable  ia  from  the  root  Jt,  utncer; ,-  Jila,  victui ;  but  verbs,  which  are 
DionosfUabically  affixed,  have  in  composition  an  active  ugnification. 
This  form  wanted  a  Greek  terminatian  ;  the  alteration  is  the  slighter  as 
the  word  increases  in  its  other  cases  ;  for  instance,  accus.  Amitrojilain. 
It  is  true,  Afurwyinx  would  have  been  nearer  to  the  sound  and  nature  of 
tbe  letters.  Where,  in  Sanscrit,  the  middle  of  the  palatic  consonants, 
viz.ya,  stands,  there  (he  Greeks  and  Romans  iiD  the  corresponding  words 
usually  have  (;:  for  instance,  in  Indian,  j'anu,  Amc;  Gr.  vfn,;  "Lai.  genu, 

^St^mae^ti — In  Folybius,  £xc.  lib.  xi,  cap. ,32.  An  Indian  king  with 
whom  Antiochus  the  Great  made  an  alliance.  The  Indian  name  is  Su- 
bhaga-sinas.  Su  is  a  prefix,  which  corresponds  in  signifiealion  to  the. 
Greek  tl.  Subhaga,  happy,  bene  autpicatus;  sind  fem.  an  armv : 
the  whole  word,  therefiu^,  signifies  General  of  a  successful  army.  The. 
short  ti  of  the  Indians,  the  Greeks  (to  whom  «v  was  always  a  diphthong) 
naturally  expressed  by  an  a ;  for  both  aspirated  consonants  of  each  class, 
the  Greeks  having  only  one :  ph  and  bh  therefore  are  changed  into  A. 
The  names  of  kings  and  heroes  terminating  in  s^a  are  very  common  in. 
Sanscrit,  and  Himilar  to  those  of  the  Greeks  in  (rfa-nf.  We  find  Bhima-. 
s?nas  from  BMttm,  lerribilis :  l^rcainas  from  vira,  fir,  &c.  It  i^  fur- 
ther to  be  observed  that  the  Greek  author  preserves  the  quantity  of  the, 
penultimate,  and  has  expressed  the  Indian  diphthong  e  (which  is  com- 
posed and  pronounced  like  the  French  ei)  by  <).. 

'Kirrcuf — 'In,  DiodoruB,  lib.  xix.  cap.  33,  34.  An  Indian  warriu',  of 
high  nobility,  General  of  Indian  auxiliaries,  who,  in  a  battle  between 
Eumenes  and  An^onus,  gloriously  lost  his  life.  Ketu,  nam.  Kitut, 
an  eiuign,  banner.  It  is  a  common  termination  of  compound  names; 
for  instance,  CMtra-kftus,  signifies  having  coloured  ensigns ;  the  God 
of  Love  is  called  Makara-kftiu,  because  he  has  a  sea-monster  on  his 
ensign.  But  kilus  also  is  found  by  itself  as  a  proper  name  (Comp.  Fr. 
Hamilton's  Geneal.)  Tbe  characteristic  u,  the  Greeks  bare  aptly  ex-. 
pressed  by  the  termination  n^,  as  otherwise  tbey  make  Indian  names  to 
terminate  in  n  and  u<.         ' 

'  Sa'Sfu— An  Indian  nation  mentioned  in  Arrianna,  lib.  ti.  cap.  15. 
The  cast  of  warriors  is  called  in  Sanscrit,  both  Kshatrrga,  and  Ksh&tra: 
die  latter  form  is  easily  recognized  in  Uie  Greek.  As  Alexander  found  a 
■tate  of  Brachmans,  (not  to  say  that  all  were  &om  tbe  caste  of  priests ; 
but  so  called  because  Brachmans  were  goremors  of  the  state,)  be  also 
found  a  state  of  Kthalryai.  The  ptnsent  Rajputs,  renowned  for  their 
brareiy,  call  themselves. frion  Rigaputtrte,  sous  of  kings,  because  they 
inaiataia  that  tlwy  are  from  the  DobiUqr  of  tbe  cagte  of  wunon.    Ibere 
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Axiated,  therefore,  u  early  aa  the  time  of  Alexaoder  the  Great,  in  India, 
such  independent  cutea  of  R^yputi,  tbst  'iMht  sCnrt'^tu.  In  like  manoer, 
among  the  old  Germaiu,  the  nation  of  the  Eriiler  (Eorlas,  according  to 
Malte-Brun'9  bgenions  conjecture),  was  nothing  else  but  an  alliance  of 
the  warlike  nobility. 

Iftditi4( — The  Indian  God  of  Wine,  in  Atheneeus,  Epist  lib.  i.  cap. 
48.  according  to  Chares  of  Mitylene,  who  had  written  the  history  of 
Alexander.  .The  Indians,  it  is  true,  have  no  god  of  wine;  but  the 
Greeks,  always  thinking  of  the  passage  of  their  god  Bacchus  through 
India,  found  it  absolutely  necessary  to  make  one.  Wine  among  the 
Indians  is  not,  in  general,  so  much  regarded  as  with  us ;  it  is  not  more 
eetcemed  than  other  fermented  or  distilled  liquors,  as  rum,  arrack,  &c. 
all  of  which  seem  to  be  of  very  great  antiquity ;  but  of  which  the  use 
wae  wisely  prohibited  under  pain  of  excommunication.  Should  any 
deity  of  the  Indian  Olympus  be  called  God  of  Wine,  the  God  of  Waters, 
Varunas,  would  have  the  first  claim  thereto,  as  all  spirituous  licgnors  are 
called  children  of  Varunas,  Varnnatntaja,  In  Stfo^a;,  1  can  perceive 
nothing  but  S&rya-devus,  the  God  of  the  Sun,  by  whose  rays,  certainly,' 
the  grapes  are  ripened.  Chares  adds,  Ip/apftirrm  Se  'EUoEi  0m^,  oWnw^. 
Iliis  misinterpretation  can  be  somewhat  e^tplaincd  by  the  Indian  word 
Sura,  which  generally  signifies  a  spirituous  liquor,  and  ^m  which,  even 
in  the  "  Coeinogony,"  the  names  of  deities  and  non-deities  (Sura  and 
Aaura),  are  plajfuUy  derived.

CRITICAL  STAIV  OF  BXlSTiriO  DISPUTES   BBTWEBN  THB  rXRSIAN, 

RUSSIAN,   AND  BURME3R  NATIONS,   AND  THB  BRITISH 
GOVERNMENT  IN   INDIA. 

Havikg  reccired fram  varioiu  uid  kuthentic  tourcei,  uid  priocipallf 
tbrough  private  letters  from  iodiridutda  high  io  office  in  India,  uid 
many  of  them  pnMaeuing  the  best  iDforiai.tioii  on  the  (uLjecU  on  which 
they  write,  intelligeiice  of  more  thui  ordiQery  iutereit,  relating  to  tho 
existing  state  of  aifain  io  that  counti;,  we  have  thought  it  better  to  em- 
body the  whole  m  oatr  article  than  to  scatter  the  •epartte  facts  over  tt 
larger  surface  in  the  department  of  Indian  Newi. 
.  From  one  of  our  correspondents  we  learn  that  the  present  Burmc« 
monarch  has  been  recently  in  Persia,  at  the  court  of  which  country  he 
was  well  receired,  and  lived  on  terms  of  the  most  fnendly  intimacy  with 
the  Persian  king  and  his  ministers.  It  is  conGdeatly  said,  and  generally 
believed  in  India,  that  the  aggreamons  which  led  to  the  present  war  wwe 
but  the  first  step  of  a  conceited  plan  between  the  Persians,  the  Russians, 
the  Nepaulcse,'  and  the  Burmese,  hrat  suggested  and  matured  at  the 
Persian  court,  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  off  all  our  strength  towards  the 
■outh-eastem  frontier,  draining  the  north-western  part  of  India  of  our 
best  troops,  and  making  an  entry  into  that  part  of  the  British  domi- 
nions the  more  easy.  The  probability  of  such  a  design  on  the  part  of  the 
Persians,  will  be  elucidated  by  the  mention  of  other  facts,  which  bare 
come  to  our  knowledge  through  equally  authmtic  channels. 

The  predominance  of  French  influence  at  the  Peruan  court  was,  not 
many  years  ago,  so  marked  as  to  render  several  successive  embasdea  ne- 
cessary to  counteract  it;  and,  after  all,  it  was  never  completely  over- 
come. The  Russians  succeeded  as  favourites;  and  in  consequence  of 
their  continual  hoatillty  to  the  Turks,  who  eiyoy  the  perpetual  and  uiue- 
Icnting  hatred  of  the  Persians,  from  religious  as  well  as  politic  motives, 
they  have  constantly  possessed  much  influence  at  the  court  of  the  latter, 
scarcely  even  interrupted  by  the  occasional  skiimishes  between  the  fron- 
tier troops  on  the  southern  edge  of  Georgia.  The  English,  on,  the  other 
hand,  from  being  known  to  pay  much  more  honour  to  the  Turks  than  to 
the  Peruana,  from  being  understood  to  support  the  former  agaitist  the 
encroachments  of  the  Russians,  and  even  to  aid  them  by  influence  if  not 
by  direct  aup^Jiea,  in  their  attempt  to  reeubjugat«  the  Greeks,  have  been 
gradually  declining  in  Pendan  favour.  At  ConataoUnopIe  thne  has  been 
for  many  years  &  nobleman  aa  ambassador,  with  a  splendid  establishment 
and  correspondiog  retinue.  At  Tabriz  or  Tehenui  ther«  has  been  only 
an  English  Captain  of  Dragoons  as  Charge  d' Affaires,  with  a  very  mo- 
derate allowance.  In  the  eyes  of  an  Asiatic  court,  and  aemi-barbarous 
people,  this  distinction  is  alujon  inatdting;  and  we  bdieva  that  nothing 
but  the  strong  desire  felt  by  the  Penians  to  possess  ai  oaaeh  u  {wssible  irf 
the  military  knowledge  of  the  English,  induced  them  to  bear  this  distinc- 
tion BO  long  with  patience.  There  were  stationed  at  Tabriz  a  few  King's 
and  East  India  Company's  officers,  who  drilled  their  troops  according  to 
the  Europeao  mode,  superintended  their  equipments,  exercised  them  in  all 
the  usual  evolutions,  and  in  short  perfected  them  in  Eunmean  discipline. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  Bombay  gorenunent  had  complied  wil^die  Pei- 
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aitm  Ung*!  reqtieat,  In  lending  up  a  akilful  working  fcnginew  firoU  that 
preiideitcy,  with  mjat«rials  for  forming  an  arsenal  on  an  extenuTo  loale. 
We  happened  to  be  in  Persia  at  this  period,  inhabiting  a  wing  of  one  of 
the  royal  palaces,  with  the  enpn^er  in  qoestioii,  Mr.  Armatrong,  and  were 
xonaeqnently  well  acquainted  with  hit  occupations. 

Under  hii  superintendence  a  large  arsenal  had  been  already  formed 
at  Tabriz,  in  which  brass  cannon  were  cast,  shot  made,  gun-carriages 
built,  and  all  the  apparatns  of  field  and  battering  trains  of  artillery  com- 
|)Iete«l,  from  their  own  resources.  The  forests  of  Mazanderaun,  on  the 
shores  of  the  Caspian  Sea,  iiirniahed  an  abundance  of  excellent  wood, 
and  even  coals ;  copper  came  in  large  supplies  from  the  mines  of  Tocat; 
and  iron  and  odier  metals  were  received  £rom  the  borders  of  theEuxine: 
ao  that  all  they  needed  was  a  supply  of  able  artiliceH,  which  Mr.  Arm- 
strong had  then  (in  1816)  partly  trained,  and  which  are  by  this  time,  no 
doubt,  completely  independent  of  foreign  aid. 

Among  the  various  highly  interesting  documents  that  have  escaped 
from  the  secrecy  in  which  they  would  otherwise  have  lain  buried,  bad 
they  not  been  published  in  the  late  compilation  of  Hyderabad  Papers, 
theTe  is  a  Political  Letter  of  the  Court  of  Directors  to  their  government 
in  Bengal,  dated  April  1815,  which  contalas  their  deliberate  opinions  on 
the  impolicy  of  thus  teaching  Asiatics  our  European  arts  and  aisci}dine; 
some  parts  of  which  are  worth  tranecrihing.  Tney  say, 
'  In  our  dtipatfb  of  theZ3d  of  DmcdiImt  1813,  wc  apprized  you  of  our  iotentloa 
Rt  ■  future  period  to  commuaicale  our  leutiaiciita  upuu  the  lubject  of  encourag- 
ing oar  alUei  to  form  re^tr  bsttalioos,  diicipliiinl  after  the  European  methud, 
end  commanded  bv  British  officers. 

We  have  lubiequeully  given  to  that  aubject  all  the  attrotion  which  its  Import- 
is  required;  aud,  upaa  full  con lide ration,  wc  are  led  to  apprehend  r 


To  the  aupuiority  of  the  British  diadpliDe  !■  to  be  aitribuied  the  establishment 
•f  the  BriUth  empire  in  India ;  i  and  lu  proportioo  at  tbit  discipline  la  extended 
amoDK  the  Nativei  not  in  our  service,  ve  mult  cociider  the  power  acquired  as 
tipoMd  to  haunl.* 

Whatercr  weight  may  be  due  to  the  oplaions  that  have  been  brought  forward 
Id  its  support,  the  poseihle  consequences  of  itn  ettablisliiDent  we  deem  of  a  uiag:- 
nitUde  lufildent  to  dete'r  ui  from  BUthoriiiuE  its  fiirthrr  encouragement,  parti' 
•olhrl)'  with  reference  to  the  trtilleiv, — an  arm  in  which  it  ought  to  be  our  policy 
not  to  eitcad  the  kuowled^  uf  theNativci,— p.M,  86. 

We  shall  sol  stop  to  comment  on  this  open  avowal  of  the  East  India 
Directoifs,  astotheirpolicybeing  to  keep  all  others  inignorance  and  weak- 
ness, that  they  may  be  the  better  able  to  subjugate  and  enslave  them  ; 
but  merely  state  that,  about  the  very  period  in  which  these  instructions 
ftimt  have  been  received  in  India,  die  Persians  were  deriving  from  us 
all  the  advantages  here  commanded  to  bewi(hheld.  Soon  after  this, 
there  was  a  serious  dispute  between  Captain  Willock,  our  Charge  d' Af- 
faires, and  the  Persian  Court,  which  terminated  on  his  quitting  the 
conotry;  and  from  that  period,  we  believe,  the  Eoghsh  have  con^ued 
to  be  regarded  there  with  a  more  unfavourable  eye  than  ever.

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It  is  DOW  gomeihing  more  thui  a  year  aga,  that  it  was  resolved  on,  id 
England,  and  fay  the  Eact  India  Company,  that  some  distinguiahed  indi- 
Tidual  of  their  service  should  be  sent  to  Persia,  as  an  ambassador,  to 
renew  our  old  friendship,  and  mainlBiD  a  proper  degree  of  influence  at 
that  Court.  Sir  John  Malcolm  was  very  naturally  fixed  on  as  a  proper 
person  for  such  an  employment :  his  talents  were  highly  ratimatcd,  not 
having  then  been  suhmitted  to  the  sifting  scrutiny  vrhich  they  have  lately 
had  to  undergo ;  hie  popularity  was  at  its  height,  and  he  had  established, 
claims  by  two  previous  visits  to  Persia,  in  diplomatic  situations,  from  the 
Supreme  Governmeat  of  India,  and  had  left  betkind  him  a  name 
almost  universally  e«teeroed  by  the  natives  of  Iraun.  Sir  John,  it  is 
said,  consented  to  fnlGl  the  mission,  provided  he  was  sent  from  the 
King,  as  Sir  Hartford  Jones  and  Sir  Gore  Ouseley  had  been,  before 
him  ;  and  not  from  the  East  India  Company,  whom  the  Persians  had 
long  since  discovered  to  be  a  mere  body  oi  traders,  holding  their  permis- 
sion to  rule  India  from  the  King,  to  whom,  therefore,  the  Directors  could 
not  fail  to  be  very  inferior  personages.  It  was  determined,  however,  by 
his  Mnjesty's  ministers — Mr.  Canning,  as  foreign  secretary,  of  courM 
taking  the  lead  in  such  a  question — that  no  royal  commission  should  be 
given,  and  that  the  ambassadfH',  whoever  he  might  be,  should  only  re- 
ceive his  authority  &om  the  East  India  Company.  Sir  5ohs  Malcolm 
said,  at  once,  that  na  such  embassy  would  succeed :  he  predicted  that'  it 
would  Dot  only  be  unacceptable,  bat  probably  not  bo  received  at  all,  after 
they  had  been  visited  by  royal  ambassadors  from  GeOrge  the  Third, 
from  Napoleon,  and  from  (he  Emperor  Alexander.  He  conmdered  that 
any  thing  less  than  this  jiould  be  an  affront  to  the  Court :  that  if  the 
embassy  were  admitted  at  all,  the  envoy  would  not  be  respected,  while 
ho  would  be  exposed  to  the  hostile  intrigues  of  the  Russian  imperial  am- 
bassador, under  every  disadvantage,  aiid  his  position  would  be  conse- 
quently painful  and  assess.  In  short,  he  refused  to  go  without  a  King's 
commission,  and  contended,  that  he  owed  it  to  his  country  as  well  as  to 
himself  to  perust  in  the  relnsal. 

All  this  nrmness  was,  however,  in  vain.  The  ministers  would  not  re- 
lent from  their  purpose ;  and  accordingly  despatches  were  addressed  to 
Lord  Amherst,  the  present  Governor- General  of  India,  d^o^ng  him- to 
select  some  able  officer  from  the  Company's  service,  to  be  sent  from  that- 
country  to  Persia,  on' the  East  India  Company's  behalf,  and  on  a  more 
reduced  scale  than  even  former  envoys  had  been  allowed.  Ilie  sum.  of 
14,000/.  a -year  was  the  extreme  limit  to  which  the  allowances  were  to 
extend  ;  and  out  of  this  it  was  expected  that  the  new  envoy  was  to  pay 
all  the  expenses  of  the  mission  and  stay  there.  This  would  bsTe  been 
impossible  at  such  n  Coort,  where  intrigues  and  bribery  are  mor^  indis- 
)>ensable  than  even  formerly,  to  make  up  the  lost  way,  and  to  counteract 
the  influence  of  Russia,  which  is  there  now  all -paramount,  and  only  t<> 
bo  neutralized  by  a  powerful  as  well  as  popular  ambassador,  with  a  heavy 

A  great  canvass  took  place  among  the  hungry  expectants  in  Bengal, 
for  tms  place.  Mr:  Henry  Prinsep,  one  of  the  well-kitown  six  secre- 
taries of  the  Government  there,  was  thought  to  have  the  greatest  claim, 
and  he  himself  is  said  to  have  expected  the  appointment.  Captain 
Abraham  Locketl,  the  ex-editor  of  the  Indian  John  BuH,  is  also 
said  (0  have  made  sure  of  the'place,  from  possessing  Mr.  Johp  Adam's 
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intereat;  he  having,  sulNequeiitly  to  hit  editing  the  John  Bull,  been 
made  the  temporary  Goveroor'-General's  temporary  aide-de-camp.  The 
former  of  these  gentlemen  ia  now,  we  believe,  in  England ;  and  the  latter, 
u  ft  fit  reward  for  the  share  be  took  in  helping  to  defame  the  friends 
of  freedom,  in  their  contests  with  power  at  Calcutta,  has  been  sent  to 
Hyderabad,  to  assist  Sir  Charles  JVfeicalfe  in  bis  refonns,  the  commence- 
ment of  which  was  marked  by  the  ruin  of  a  British  house  of  business  at 
that  capital  of  the  Nizam's  dominions. 

Neither  of  these  aspirants  after  place  Mcceeded,  however,  in  theii 
wishes;  the  appointment  being  given  to  M^or  Macdonald  Kinnier,  an 
.  officer  who  bad  been  as  often  in  Persia  as  Sir  John  Malcolm,  who  has 
written  a  wwk  on  the  ge(^raphy  of  that  country,  as  well  as  a  Tour  in  Asia 
Minor,  and  who,  upon  the  wnole,  was  perhaps  as  fit  a  person  as  could  be 
•elected  for  the  mission.  Both  hinuelf  and  Sir  John  Ualcolm  are  soos-in- 
law  of  the  present  Commander-in-Chief  at  Madras  ;  and  tlie  former  has 
held  for  many  years  the  post  of  Tows  M^jor  in  the  garrison  of  Port  St, 
George,  at  that  presidency. 

This  officer  had  quitted  Madras  for  Persia,  with  his  estt^>liBhiDent,  (of 
whom,  strange  to  say,  Captain  Willock,  who  had  so  recently  left  the  Per* 
nan  Court  in  disgust,  was  to  form  a  part,  being  appointed  firtt  assistant  to 
Major  Macdonald  Kinnier,)  letters  baring  previously  be^en  despatched  to 
the  Persian  Court  to  announce  his  intended  risit ;  when,  on  his  arriTal  at 
Bombay,  in  the  mouth  of  June  last,  in  his  progress  to  Penia,  a  njiy 
reached  the  embassy  from  the  Feruan  minister,  staling,  that  his  so.rereigu 
was  not  disposed  to  receive  the  mission  from  the  East  India  Company, 
and  denring  that  no  one  might  give  themselves  the  trouhle  to  come,  un- 
less he  were  a  Royal  ambassador. 

If  Mr.  Canning  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Control  had  been 
as  well  informed  on  subjects  of  Asiatic  policy  as  they  ought  to  be,  thia 
mortifying  and  humiliadng  disappointment  would  never  have  taken  place. 
But  it  is  thought  that  the  same  cautious,  and,  we  must  add,  crodied 
policy  of  the  Foreign  Secretai?,  wbichinduced  him  to  stand  aloofat  first 
on  the  question  of  the  Pindarrie  war,  and  hitherto  on  that  of  the,  Indian 
Press,  suggested  this  course ;  and  that  it  was  principally  with  a  view  to 
save  himself  irom  the  risk  of  being. called  upon  to  settle  differences  which 
night  arise  between  the  British  and  Russian  ambassadors,  that  he  wished 
to  throw  the  whole  burden  on  the  shoulders  of  the  East  India  Company; 
or  at  all  events,  to  wait  the  issue  of  the  experiment,  and  take  the  wianiog 
aide.  In  this  spirit,  it  is  added,  instructions  were  sent  to  India,  for- 
bidding the  new  envoy  from  corresponding  with  our  ambassador  at  CoD- 
atantioopte,  with  the  King's  consuls  in  Syria  or  Egypt,  with  any  officer 
under  the  Crown,  with  the  Foreign  Office,  Board  of  Control,  or  even  with 
the  India  House  in  England,  making  him  reBponsible  to  the  Bengal 
Government  alone. 

After  the  recital  of  the  latest  state  of  feeling  between  the  Persians  and 
the  English,  (and  we  have  this  information  from  Bombay,  as  late  as  the 
23rdof  June,)  the  reader  will  form  hbown  opinion  of  tlie  probability  of  the 
Burmese  monarch,  who  had  spent  some  years  at  the  Persian  Court,  be- 
ing on  a  gqod  understanding  with  tho  Persians,  PLUssians,  and  Nepaulese, 
aa  to  his  present  measures.  All  our  letlors  from  the  other  quaiteni  of 
India  allude  to  the  eitistence  of  strong  symptoms  of  discontent  in  the 
Jeypoie  tad  Oudipon  Ctfuotries  in  Uif  aofth-nest;  indeed  this  feeling 
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perradM  &U  India  M  all  timM,  but  U  prudeotlr  suppressed  tattha  fmrynM 
of  safety  to  the  iodividu&ls,  to  whom  it  wontd  be  death  to  btttnyit.  Great 
complaints  reach  us,  from  correspondeots  in  arery  part  of  India,  as  to  the 
weakness  and  folly  of  those  with  whom  the  warnrigiaated  ;  and  of  the 
total  ignorance  of  eonsequences  displayed  by  them  in  their  precipitate  de- 
cisions. In  the  first  place,  the  quarrel  was  altt^etber  beneath  the  dignity 
of  such  a  power  as  the  British  to  notice:  they  might  have  pat  their 
eastern  frontier  in  a  state  of  defence,  and  defied  the  Burmese,  at  least 
till  the  rainy  aod  unhealthy  Mason  was  orer.  Instead  of  this,  they 
assemble  ships  to  convey  troops  to  Rangoon,  to  the  hotteet  weather, 
and  in  the  stormy  monsoon,  making  the  invaded  coast  a  lee  shore ;  and 
rendering  escape  or  retreat  almost  impossible.  Rangoon  had  bsen  cap' 
tared,  as  might  have  been  safely  predicted ;  but  it  had  been  set  fire  to  in 
sereral  places,  aod  was  expected  to  be  burnt  to  the  ground  when  the  last 
advices  came  away;  so  that,  as  a  place  of  shelter  and  oantonmeat  fat 
our  troops  during  ^e  rains,  which  had  yet  some  months  to  last,  it  would 
be  useless :  and  harassing  and  act! re  troops  kept  up  a  continual  skirnush^ 
ing  with  parties  of  our  forces  in  the  surroundiog  country. 

On  the  land  frontier  the  British  had  sostaiaed  a  si^al  defeat,  having 
Mveral  officers  killed,  some  wounded,  and  others  narrowly  esca^Hng  with 
their  lives,  with  a  proportionate  loss  of  men  ;  but  what  was  far  more 
disastrous,  a  loss  of  reputation  for  invincibility,  the  great  charm  by 
which  we  really  hold  India ;  and  whenever  this  oharm  is  efiectnaHy 
bidten,  we  maytmly  say,  -with  the  dishononred  Moor — 
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As  an  immediate  consequence  of  the  routing  and  defeat  of  the  detach- 
ment on  our  eastern  frontier,  the  British  settlement  of  Chittagong  is  said 
to  have  been  instantly  abandoned,  the  English  flying  from  it  towards  thfe 
presideDcy.  It  is  added  by  others,  that  Dacca,  the  old  Mohammedan 
capital,  in  the  north-east  of  Bengal,  had  been  taken  by  the  Barmese; 
and  by  the  latest  acconnts  from  Calcutta,  the  greatest  panic  prevailed 
even  there.  The  European  residents  of  that  city  are  said  to  hare  beeir 
embodied  into  a  militia  for  the  defence  of  the  town ;  a  portion  of  the 
crews  of  the  few  ships  that  remained  in  the  Hooghly  had  been  disem- 
barked, to  strengthen  their  force ;  and  daily  apprehondoos  were  enter- 
tained of  a  fleet  of  Burmese  boats  being  in  the  river.  Instead  of  desiring 
to  banish  from  thence  any  Englishmen  not  having  licenses  to  reside,  ttte 
affrighted  Lord  Amherst  and  his  wise  councillors,  with  the  staff  oo  which 
ke  was  so  proud  to  lean  for  support,  would  gladly  have  received  with 
open  arms  (en  thousand  nnlicensed  adventurers,  with  the  blood  of  free- 
men in  their  veins,  to  help  to  defi>nd  them  in  the  hour  of  need.  Sir 
Edward  Paget  and  Lord  Amherst  were  quite  at  variance,  as  to  the  time 
and  manner  in  which  the  war  had  been  brought  or,  and  still  more  so  as 
ta>  the  military  policy  by  which  Mr.  Secretary  Casement  had  contrived  to 
make  the  first  operations  sounsnited  as  to  season,  time,  and  place,  and  so 
uncertain,  that  no  man  could  even  imagine  on  the  one  day  what  would 
be  likely  to  be  ordered  by  the  Military  Secretary  on  the  next. 

It  may  be  added,  that  a  land  warfare  on  the  eastern  frontier,  and 
UMwg  the  jungles,  swaiape,  ud  avertowingi«idL*  of  the  fiwnu^ooM^ 
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inm  April  to  September,  the  liot  and  rainy  moDtlu  ^oeen  for  thia  eam- 
pugo,  ia  certain  death  to  almoat  erery  European  eng&ged  in  it.  In 
1793,  the  Engliah  leot  an  expedition  into  Awam ;  but  we  did  not  wait 
to  ItMp  it  even  one  rainy  seaaon;  and  about  150  yean  ago,  aa  the 
reader  will  aee,  on  a  reference  to  Dow'a  Hiatory  of  Hindoostan,  a  MotqI 
•xpedition,  in  tiie  lenith  of  their  power,  went  into  that  country ;  and  after 
a  Mties  of  auSeringa  and  triumph*,  nearly  the  whole  of  the  army  were 
fat  off  by  diaease,  and  the  commander  bimielf  fell  a  victim  with  hia 
troope.     The  paaaage  will  be  found  in  a  note  twlow.' 

Although  we  hope  auch  a  calami^  aa  thia  will  not  be&U  our  fellow- 
cwintrymen  who  may  be  detached  on  this  unice,  we  cannot  help  feeling

plunder;  and  Jumla  (one  of  bli  genernls]  received  an  itaperial  mandate  to 
march  agatnit  bim  with  hli  arm/. 

Jarala,  having  filed  off  bu  troopa  by  icjiiadrani  towarda  Dacca,  Joined  them  at 
Aatcitv;  and,  embarking  them  on  the  Burrampouter,  raored  up  iuto  the  conntrT- 
which  the  King  of  AuAm  had  long  subjected  to  depredation.  No  enemy  appeared 
in  Ihe  field.  They  had  withdrawn  to  the  furtreeg  of  Aio,  which  the  Kin( 
had  Iniilt  on  the  side  oT  the  mountaiDB  which  IouIeb  towards  Bengal.  Jumla 
Invested  the  place,  and  forced  the  garriiou  to  turrender  at  discretiau ;  then, 
•ntaring  the  mouataini  uf  Asi&m,  defeated  tht  King'  in  a  pitched  battle,  and  be- 
sieged him  in  bit  capital  of  Kirgann.  The  vanquiibed  Prince  wai  soon  obliged 
to  leare  the  dty,  with  all  it*  wealth,  to  the  mercy  uF  the  eoeiny,  add  to  take 
l«fui;e,  with  a  few  adherents,  in  the  mountains  of  Lassa.  lu  many  naval  cunflicts 
on  the  rlTcr  aud  great  lakes  throuith  which  it  flowed,  Jtmla  came  off  victorious  ; 
and  the  amaQ  fort*  on  the  Innki  fell  succesiively  into  his  hand*. 

Thus  far  succfia  attended  Ihe  arms  of  Jumla.  But  the  rainy  seaaon  came  en 
with  UDusnal  violence,  and  covered  thevalley  which  forms  the  province  of  AisAm 
with  water.  There  wai  no  room  left  for  retrraling ;  none  for  advancing  beyond 
Kirganu.  The  mountalos  aruund  were  involved  in  temtieit,  and,  beaid**  were 
(bll  offnes.  The  King,  upon  the  approach  utthe'Imperialitts,  removed  the  grain 
bi  the  hills,  and  the  cattle  were  driven  away.  Dtalreai  in  every  form  attackeil 
ihe  army  of  JunJa.  They  had  wealth,  but  they  were  destitute  of  provisions,  awl. 
of  every  thlnrnecessary  for  supporting  them  in  tht  country  till  the  return  of  the 
lair  season.  To  remain  was  impusiibte  ;  to  retreat  almoat  impracticable, 
,  The  King  liad  deatroyed  the  road*  in  the  juisas  of  the  mountains  ;  and  he  ha-' 
raiied  the  march  of  the  Imperialists  with  inceasaot  skirmishes.  Jumla,  in  th» 
mean  time,  conducted  his  measures  with  his  wonted  abilities  and  prudence ; 
and  carried  back  his  army  covered  with  glonr,  aod  loaded  with  wealth,  iuto  the 
territory  near  the  entrance  of  the  mountains  from  Bengal, 

Kiprencs  carried  the  new*  of  the  tuccets  of  Jumia  to  the  Emperor.  He  ac- 
i|nainted  Auruogifhe  that  he  had  opened  a  paitage  which  la.  another  seaaon 
might  lead  his  arms  to  the  borders  of  China.f  Elated  with  thii  prospect  of  ei- 
tendipghiscunqnests,  he  bee  an  to  levy  force*,  and  despatched  order*  to  Jumla  tu 
be  in  icadinesa  fiir  the  fleld  In  tb«  retoni  of  the  season.  But"  the  death  of  that 
eeneral  put  an  end  to  this  wild  detivri.  Up>n  bis  arrival  at  Aia  a  dreadful  slck- 
qess  prevailed  in  the  army,  and  he  himself  fell  a  victim  to  the  epidemic  malady- 
which  carried  off  his  troops.— .^Ooio'i  Jliilory  0/  Hmdoattan,  8vo.  edit.  vul.  Ui. 
p.  315  to  337. 

.  t  It  mav  be  rantarked  that  lame  perEoni  have  imagined  our  occupation  of  the 
Burmese  oomioions  likely  to  lead  ut  en  even  to  China.  It  should  be  added  thai 
it  is  likely  tu  bring  the  Chinese  into  a  declaration  of  hostili^  against  us  at  least  ; 
and  Dot  on  that  ground  alone,  tbuugh  that  would  be  sufficient,  but  because  thtf 
Banneae  are  actually  tributary  to  China,  aod  lead  there  a  richly  laden  vctael 
charged  witb  tri^uM  every  yaw< 
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great  anxie^  oa  their  bcbtdf,  particdarij  onder  the  long-protracttd 
silence  and  general  dearth  of  nevs  from  that  quarter.  We  tnut,  how- 
ever, that  the  certain  result  of  the  present  dilQcultiea  in  India  will  be 
to  make  many  converts,  both  in  that  coantry  and  in  England,  to  the 
doctrines  which  advocate  the  advantages  of  Colonization  and  a  Free  Press. 
What  man  is  there  in  India,  not  excepting  the  most  timid  alarmist  whose 
fears  may  be  at  the  highest,  who  does  not  now  wish  that  we  had  some 
thousands  of  sturdy  British  colonists,  merchants,  planters,  mechanics, 
and  others,  scattered  over  the  face  of  Hindoostan,  as  well  as  a  laige 
lodo-British  population,  attached  to  us  by  interest,  placed  on  our  north- 
western  frontier,  and  doing  the  militia  service  of  the  country,  while  oar 
regntar  troops  are  engaged  in  the  touth-eastern  extremity  of  our  possu- 
sions  ?  What  man  in  England,  not  excepting  the  most  affrighted  old 
Proprietor  of  India  Stock,  does  not  now  wish  that  we  had  some  really 
&ce  presses  in  India,  from  the  conflicting  and  severely  scmtinixed  state- 
menlsof  which  we  might  possess  such  accounts  of  public  affairs  as  might 
be  relied  nu?  The  fMterswhichnowbind  them  all  render  it  imposdble  to 
receive  through  that  channel  any  accounts  but  such  as  are  palatable  to 
the  Governors  there.  Defeats  may  succeed  defeats  ;  diuatisfaction  and 
discootcDt  may  spread  widely  on  every  side;  nay,  open  mutiny  and 
rebellitm  may  take  place  in  the  very  heart  of  our  domioioa*,  and  among 
our  own  countrymen  too,  and  no  one  here  may  know  any  thii^  of  die 
matter.  We  ^ould  like  to  know  how  the  anxious  Proprietors  of  Indi& 
Stodc  aj^rove  of  the  new  system  of  silence  and  despotism  to  which  they 
have  so  recently  given  their  sanction.  Would  it  not  be  of  some  comfort, 
and  tend  at  least  to  calm  their  apprehensions,  if  tlwy  had  in  their 
hands  tomething  better  than  mere  official  intelligence,  sent  through  the 
"  regular  channels,"  and  contiuning  the  reports  of  men  on  tbeir  own  con- 
duct ?  Would  it  not  be  better,  also,  that  the  Government  of  India  knew 
what  the  people  of  that  country,  British  as  well  asnatives,  really  thought 
about  the  war  there,  where,  if  there  were  any  thing  exaggerated  by  art  In- 
terested or  opposing  party,  it  would  be  exposed  to  general  scrutiny,  aiid 
contradicted  or  refuted  in  their  on-n  Gazettes  1  As  it  is,  both  proprietor* 
and  directors,  as  well  as  the  English  ministers  and  the  English  public, 
are  all  at  the  mercy  of  [aivate  letters  ixnm  individuals,  each  tdling  ita 
own  tale,  salgect  to  no  check  against  misstatement,  and  exposed  to  no 
contradiction. 

As  to  the  policy  of  our  conquering  the  Bormeee  territories,  and  retaio- 
ingtheminour  possession,  we  think  ithwhiy  questionable,  even  were  it 
much  more  easy  than  it  is  likely  to  he.  We  have  already  too  much  of  ter- 
ritory in  India,  and  neither  a  sufficiency  of  troops  to  defend  it,  nor  of 
civil  officers  to  administer  and  control  its  affairs,  to  say  nothing  of  mer- 
chants to  explore  and  being  into  active  use  the  immense  resources  of  the 
country,  or  of  agriculturists  to  reap  the  fruits  of  its  almost  exhanstless 
soil.  The  best  policy,  for  many  years,  at  least,  would  be  to  confine  oar- 
selves  within  the  Indns  and  the  Burrampooter,  to  act  on  the  defensive 
only  on  our  frontiers,  to  double  at  least  the  number  of  civil  and  military 
officers  thoughout  the  country,  to  admit  Aeely  as  many  European  settlers 
as  could  be  induced  to  make  India  their  abode,  and  to  let  the  press, 
with  the  natural  progrcES  of  information,  and  the  powerful  influence  of 
public  opinion,  do  the  rest.  Let  ua  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  this  may  be  seen  to  be  tb?  wisest  and  be«t  9<;>utiK  to  panne.

The  mint,  when  it  wa»  first  opCDed,  lookad 
extremely  ricb,  and  promised  to  cover  the  wi^stera  world  with  a  treasure  equally 
new  and  prstious  [  hut  a  deeper  search  has  only  created  ilisappoiutment,  bt^lrayed 
the  inherent  wortblesanesa  of  the  metal,  and  accused  the  ignorant  enChuBiasm  of 
tbosa  who  first  directed  the  lenf  and  bopea  of  their  couotij'meu  to  an  inmtiga. 
tion  M  utterly  unpnifitahle. — Tba  grtU  object,  iiTdeed,  with  most  essay  irritera, 
and  particularly  with  those  who  solicit  a  place  in  tbc  memoiri  of  literary  ur  pbi- 
loaopbical  sucietics,  is  to  miilte  a  figure ;  and  having  in  general  very  little  to 
say,  ihey  find  it  necessary  to  be  very  saving;  of  their  topics,  and  to  spretd  Iheb 
tdeas  over  ai  eiteDslve  a  auiface  as  possible.  '

Con- 
fined lur  lb«  plan  af  ^esofietyr  T  by  tlM*cqair«iDWlsoriumainber>,  to  a  very 
limited  range  of  inveeligaiino,  these  Transactioni  present  aucb  a  dej^ee  uf  same' 
nasi  and  mediocrity,  that  the  reader  feels  himself  obliged  to  turn  over  page  after 
BOfe  in  quest  of  aometblng  that  may  fratJly  his  curiosity,  or  reward  hia  labour ; 
Mdatlenpta  U>  And  bimself  at  ibe  end  uiuatis&edar  djsajppofnted.  The  rcllgioD 
and  uitiquiiita  of  India  nolinigtr  potWM  the  interest  whicli  tbey  ouoe  eieited  in 
the  niiod  uf  an  European  i  the  absurdity  of  the  one,  and  the  uuceriaiuty  of  the 
other,  having  completely  exhausted  the  patience  of  the  most  resolute  icholar, 
andmockedat  theiaroetliDe,  bis  detlreofknonledge  by  a  repetition  of  the  most 
■BDBsbDus  and  uncouth  ftiblei,  and  by  an  arr^  of  dates  and  epocbs,  which  oo 
•latest  af  credulity  could  lolaratf.  The  Ulerature,  too,  of  Hindustan,  as  we  ra* 
marked  in  a  furmer  article,  hat  been  found  of  much  le«s  importance  than  the 
enthusiasm  of  its  more  tarlv  cultivators  vtould  hare  allowed  them  to  outicipate  ; 
while  the  scienee  of  the  East,  e*en  when  aided  and  embellished  by  the  more 
latlonal  phllosephy  of  KuiapOits  tww  admitted  to  roosiat  of  a  few  rude  prioeipiea, 

uniikitfglly  cooneciad  and  iUofically  pursued. As  the  lidxturs  of  the  Bomliay 

Society  appear  lobe  restricted  to  iiuguij'iea  which  bear  more  or  leas  directly  on  the 
fllustration  of  Eastern  manners,  lancuage,  wid  religion,  the  barrenDcss  uf  the 
field,  and  the  taae  uniformity  (If  Raviewa,  are  never  relieved  by  the  iatroduction 
H  the  richer  and  muta  varira  discutsl^  vhieb  respect  European  science  an^ 


If  tlu#  charuter  of  Oriental  Literature  b«  comet,  it  iai)Bt  be  evident 
that  ita  cultivation  it  a  mere  waste  of  labour,  wbicbi^oD  tend  to  do  bane- 
Gcial  result.  But  were  this  "  learned  Ttie|>aii  "  aaked  if  he  were 
acquainted  with  Arabic,  or  Persian,  or  Sanscrit, — or  if  be  bad  ever  read 
the  wor)c«  which  have  beeii  written  relating  to  the  literattite,  eciiMice, 
and  history  of  Asia,  it  ia  most  obvious  that  he  would  be  obliged  la 
answer  in  the  Q^ative.  For  the  whole  tenor  of  his  critique  shows, 
beyond  a  doubt,  that  he  is  totally  ignorwt  of  the  sulyect  on  wliich  h« 
decides  so  positively  and  dogmalically. 

lliere  is,  however,  a  studied  obscurity  in  the  manner  in  whi^  tha 
Reviewer  has  expressed  bis  (^Hnion,  because  he  has  not  pointed  out  th« 
rarticolar  instances  wherein  research  has  ended  in  disappoinlmeot. 
Peiore,  Uieieibre,  dr&ving  such^a  conelusiiw,  it  Tould  bare  been  bul  just 
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to  hftve  gpecified  those  dreams  of  Sii  Williun  Jones  which  hsre  not  beea 
realised.  That  Accomplished  scholar  observed  in  ius  second  Annivenaiy 
Discoorte,  that  "  although  we  must  be  conscious  oT  our  superior  adraoce- 
ment  in  all  lands  of  useful  knowledge,  yet  we  ought  not  therefore  to 
contemn  the  people  of  Asia,  from  whose  researches  into  nature,  works 
of  art,  and  inventions  of  fancy,  many  valuable  hints  may  bo  derived 
fin-  our  own  improvement  and  advantage."  But  will  any  person  at  all 
acquainted  with  the  subject  assert,  that  suficient  data  have  been  yat 
collected  from  which  it  can  be  reasonably  deduced  that  the  expectationB 
of  Sir  William  Jones  were  unfounded  ? 

Had  the  Reviewer  reflected  for  a  moment,  it  mutt  hare  occurred  to 
faim  that  inquires  into  the  literature  and  science  of  nations  can  be  only 
prosecuted  with  success  by  persona  who  have  been  accustomed  to  such 
researches  from  their  youth,  and  who  bave  leisure  to  dedicate  to  tbem. 
For  had  the  learned  men  of  Holland  and  Germany,  who  have  thrown  so 
much  light  on  all  that  relates  to  antiquity,  been  officers,  collectors,  and 
judges,  instead  of  professors,  it  is  very  evident  that  the  world  would 
liave  been  deprived  of  their  valuable  loboura.  In  this  country  particu- 
larly the  want  of  previous  preparation  is  the  greatest  obstacle  to  such 
inquiries ;  for  an  officer  leaves  school  before  he  is  fifteen  or  sixteen 
years  old  ;  civil  servants  proeecate  their  studies  two  years  longer,  bnt  the 
advantages  derived  from  Haileyhury  Ct^ege  are  still  probleinatical ; 
and  the  longer  time  that  medical  gentlemen  remain  at  home  is  of  course 
applied  to  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  their  own  profession.  But  theM 
cusses  form  ,die  chief  part  of  Indian  society ;  ibr  the  number  of  legal 
and  mercantile  gentlemen  is  very  limited,  and  theii  peculiar  avocatioaa 
prevent  them  from  cultivating  Oriental  literature.  , 

Unless,  therefore,,  the  Reviewer  can  show  that  the  innnmerahle  works 
contained  in  the  different  languages  of  Asia  have  been  carefully  examined 
by  persons  competently  skilled,  his  aigument,  that,  because  nothing 
valuable  has  been  jet  discovered  in  Oriental  science  or  leltera  (were  it 
even  the  ease),  noUiing  valuable  can  be  discovered,  must  be  conudeied 
as  highly  absurd.  To  decide  this  question,  data  are  stiU  required,  and 
that  LitCTary  Societies  are  admirebly  calculated  for  collecting  such  data,' 
the  Mfmoires  de  I'Academie  des  Inscriptions  et  Belles  Lettrea  are  alone 
a  sufficient  proof.  But  in  judging  of  such  Transactions  as  are  puUished 
in  India,  it  ought  never  to  be  forgotten  that  the  papers  ooatoineo  ia  them 
are  written,  not  by  professed  Literati,  bnt  by  peraons  denied  the  ben^ 
of  a  complete  education,  deprived  of  access  to  UtMaries,  and  eoraed  in 
professional  duties.  To  the  merit,  therefore,  of  "  Uteraiy  Emays," 
such  papers  moke  no  pretensions;  and  all  that  con  be  reasonably  ex- 
pected in  them  are,  a  certain  degree  of  originality,'  grammatica]  correct- 
ness, and  perspicui^.  Nor  is  the  value  of  sucb  paper  to  be  estimated 
by  its  own  contents,  hot  by  a  reference  to  the  sabject,  iriiicfa  the  in- 
formatian  contained  in  it  may  tend  still  farther  to  elucidate. 

Your  own  knowledge,  however,  of  Indian  society,  will  convince  yoa 
that  nothing  is  more  likely  to  discourage  the  exertions  of  these  Sod^ies 
than  such  criticisms  as  those  in  which  this  Reviewer  has  thought  ^per 
to  indulge.  You  know  well  that  there  are  many  persons  in  this  country 
who  are  perfectly  capable,  from  their  talents  and  acquirements,  to  com- 
municate much  valuable  information,  hut  who  are  prevented  from  writ- 
ing, by  the  dieaid  of  committiog  themKlves.    Hence  eocoutagesBent  u 
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ftbaolutely  reqniule  for  drawing  forth  the  l&tent  talent  which  ia  widely 
■preadtlmiugboutlDdm;  and  a  Reviewer,  thecefore,  if  he  notice  works  or 
papers  written  in  thii  coontry,  and  if  he  be  a  friend  to  the  ex^naion'  of 
knowledge,  ought  for  the  time  to  lay  aside  the  sneer  and  the  scalping 
knife,  and  to  confine  himself  to  the  proper  duty  of  criticism,  the  pointing 
out  of  faults  when  committed,  and  the  awarding  of  praise  when  due.  But 
it  is  erident  that  for  the  performance  of  this  duty  a  coropetent  acquain- 
tance with  the  subject  cnticised  is  indispensable ;  while  for  the  purpoae 
of  urging  objections,  and  of  censure,  ignorance  and  prejudice  aie  fully 
aufficient. 

^t  the  same  time,  this  systematic  attack  on  Oriental  Literature, 
through  the  Transactions  of  the  Bombay  Literary  Society,  by  the  British 
Critic,  seems  quite  inexplicable.  For  tbeincapactty  of  the  writer  of  these 
critiques  to  perform  the  task  assigned  to  him,  eren  so  as  to  conceal  his 
utter  ignorance  of  the  subject,  must  be  self-erideut ;  and  hitherto,  what- 
ever'Other  faults  might  be  ascribed  to  Reviews,  the  articles  contained  in 
them  have  at  least  home  the  appearance  of  having  been  written  by 
persons  who  were  acquainted  with  what  they  were  writing  about.  But 
an  exception  occurs  in  this  instance  ;  and,  as  it  would  seem,  tolehr  for 
the  purpose  of  repressing  inquiry  into  the  literature  and  science  of  that 
part  of  the  world,  from  which  it  is  universally  admitted  that  all  literature 
and  science  originally  proceeded.  This  must  appear  passing  strange, 
and  it  most  therefore  be  hoped  in  chanty,  that  the  conductors  of  this  re- 
spectable Review  will  perceive  the  absurdity  of  their  conduct,  and  that 
they  will  hereafter  adopt  a  different  style  of  criticism,  should  they  think 
it  worth  theii  while  to  notice  any  other  works  on  Oriental  Literature.

It  is  Tery  probable  that  I  wa« 
at  the  time  told  for  what  purpose  ;  for  iu  the  daiir,  indeed  aTmost  hourly 
inlercourM  which  I  had  with  the  Goveriior,  jtendin^  important  Bupplica 
and  serrices,  and  from  the  usual  confidential  and  unreserred  nattire  of 
onr  comthnni cations  on  such  matters,  it  ii  not  likely  that  such  informa- 
doD  iraa  withheld  from  me,  althcmgb  I  cannot  poutlrcly  laj  nrhether  it 
wal  or  dbt.  The  rice  in  question  made  a  part,  and  probaiitj  do  great 
jtart,  of  a  reqniiitioii  from  General  Weileeley  for  the  lupply  of  hia  arm/ 
tiien  about  to  approach  hoNilely  the  capital  of  the  Mabratta  empire. 
Every  one  nust  perceive  the  expediency  of  tuch  important  morementa 
being  kept  from  public  knowledge;  this  momnent  imperafivelj  required 
secrecy.  On  theM  occaiioDe  of  supply,  ont  of  the  usual  routine  of  my 
office,  I  acted  aa  confidential  agent  of  the  Governor.  In  the  ordinair 
nratine  of  official  bniineu,  my  orders  came  through  the  Mlthary  Board, 
Bnder  whose  control  my  office  was  immediately  placed.  I  am  ■»( 
aware  that  thit  variation  in  tht  channel  of  my  teceiring  such  ordeit 
makes  any  difieretiee  on  the  main  point  of  alleged  injury  to  Cune^ee 
MoiiBcl^ee,  aa  to  the  bleach  of  contract.  Hy  orders  wete  to  obtein 
the  rice  on  the  best  terms  for  the  public  sendee.*  Had  nothing  farther 
beeti  said  than  itieiejy  ^vlng  nie  the  order  to  procure  the  rice,  t  should 
hare  renrted  to  dm  oontractor,  aa  I  was  in  die  habit  of  doing  pursuant 
to  Diy  general  iqstnictionB.  It  is  likely  that  I  brougbt  to  the  notice  of 
Ihe  Governor  thfc  price  of  rice  In  the  market.  In  reference  ttJ  the  contract 
price,  and  the  pn^ability  of  remonstrance  on  the  part  of  the  contfactor. 
At  the  time  of  which  I  speak,  it  is  poaeible  that  the  GoTemor  and  I  were 
the  only  fwrsbai  In  Bombay  whb  knew  of  the  requisition  or  the  cabae  of 
It.

twenty  or  thrice  twenty  people  in  and  about  my  office,  where  Curseijee 
himself  usually  passed  part  of  every  day,  would  in  due  time  have  thrown 
the  useless  faJsebood  in  my  face.  '  He  must  have  known  it  was  for  a 
public  purpose,  although,  under  my  necessary  reserration,  he  could  only 
suspect  it  was  for  ,an  immediate  militaiy  purpose.  Your  view  of  thu 
point  of  the  case  is,  I  admit,  in  part  borne  out  by  a  passage  in  Cursetjee 
A^onackjee's  Letter  to  the  Bombay  Goremment,  to  which  I  shall  ]we- 
•cntly  farther  allude.' 

At  the  time  of  which  I  apeak,  that  of  purchauog  the  rice,  or  rather 
of  receiving  the  order  (for  vsmK  days  may  h&To  ioterrenad),  1  think  I  can 
aay  that  I  had  norer  seen  the  contract  hetween  the  Bombay  Government 
and  Curae^ee.  It  was  of  no  consequence,  perhaps,  whether  I  had  or 
not.  WUh  the  technical  conatructjon  of  ita  clauses  t  had  no  concern. 
'Wlienever  the  contractor  aaw  or  suspected  a  breach  of  contract,  to  his 
harm,  ha  probably  remonstrated  with  me,  and  enforced  his  remonstrance 
by  producing  his  contract.  Finding  that  I  could  not  redress  the  alleged 
injury,  his  remonstrance,  in  due  time,  came  of  course  under  the  notice 
of  the  GovemnieDt. 

The  supplies  of  provisions,  through  my  office,  for  distant  armies  in 
Egypt.  &c.  had  been  veiy  great ;  and  probably  were  so  for  the  approach- 
ing army  under  General  WeUealey  ;  for  which,  although  at  a  great  dia* 
tance,  precautionary  depdts  were  now,  on  his  reqniaitiona,  under  forma- 
tion. For  some  articlea  Government  had  contracts ;  others  I  purchased 
in  the  best  way  I  could.  It  appears  that  tm  this  occasion  I  resorted  to 
Cursetjee  Monackjee  for  the  rice  in  question,  as  a  pereon  who  would  sup- 
ply me  as  cheaply  as  any  one  ;  leaving  the  construction  of  his  contract 
and  the  alleged  breach  of  it  to  the  law  officers,  if  called  on,  of  Govern- 
ment. 

Here  let  me  state,  that  if  you,  or  any  one,  suppose  pecuniary  con- 
^derations  to  have  influenced  me  on  this  occasion,  you  are  wrong. 
"Whether  I  received  the  rice  in  question  from  Cursetjee  Monaclyee  as 
contractor,  or  by  purchase  (in  what  you  call"  thia  surreptitious  mode"),  or 
boaght  it  from  any  one  else,  or  did  not  receive  or  purchase  it  at  all,  made

posed Tor  a  moment  that  Major  Moor  bougbt  the  rice  on  bis  own  account,  ac 
tfaat  be  could  have  derived  any  proSt  whatever  from  the  transaciion.  It  was  itie 
parties  subseijueiillj  rcfasins  to  pay  the  contract  price  who  were  chiefly  to  biainr. 
And  if  our  first  view  of  the  ca»e  <naa  borne  out  hy  Cune()ee  Monackjee's  Letter 
to  the  Bombay  Government,  we  have  fulfllled  our  duty  to  both  partiei  in  it^nr 
it  to  tbe  beat  of  our  knowled^. 
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oot  the  difference  of  a  nq)e«  to  me.  I  gaiaed  nothiog  by  the  meunra ; 
and  coQtemplated  no  gain,  in  whatever  manner  it  was  carried  into  effect. 
My  buying  it  from  Curaetjee  Monsckjee,  vas  so  far  doing  him  a  piece  of 
service,  aa  he  would  at  any  rate  gain  his  mercantile  profit  oiylhe  supply, 
whatever  might  be  the  result  of  his  remonstrance  as  to  the  alleged  hreach 
of  contract.  Would  it  not  have  been  extreme  folly  in  me,  if,  conscious 
of  having  a  deed  of  darkaesa  in  hand,  to  the  injury  of  Curse^ee  Monack- 
jee,  to  have  bought  the  rice  from  him,  in  a  "  surreptious  mode,"  or  in 
any  mode  ?  I  can  take  upon  myself  to  say  positively,  that  in  my  mode  of 
parchaung  this  rice,  it  was  done  as  openly,  and  as  fairly,  and  unsurrep- 
litiously,  as  any  purchase  I  ever  made.* 

When  I  examined  the  contract,  I  probably  found  it  iiot  so  specific 
in  ita  provisions  as  it  might  have  been ;  in  so  far,  at  least,  aa  not  hear- 
ing on  the  precise  point  at  issue.  Whatever  my  opinion  of  it  might  have 
been,  I  had  no  motive  for  concealing  it  from  any  one.  The  subject  may 
have  been  discussed  twenty  times  between  the  Governor  and  me  ;  but  it 
is  not  lilcely  that  my  opinion  on  the  technical  construetioa  of  the  contract 
was  officially  asked,  "  when  the  matter  was  referred  tome,"  (p.  139);  and 
I  "  expressed  my  opinion  that  had  I  indented  on  the  contractor  for  the 
whole  of  the  rice,  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  110,000  rupees,"  (p. 
274.)  Such  matter,  so  referred,  was  not  the  legal  tenor  of  the  contract ; 
hut,  moat  likely,  a  call  for  a  report  of  the  difierence  or  saving  to  Govern- 
ment, arising  from  my  having  purchased  the  rice  at  the  market' price,  as 
ordered,  instead  of  receiving  it  on  the  terms  of  the  existing  contract ;  a 
report  easily  made,  being  little  else  than  a  question  of  two  and  two. 

It  is  in  this  place  that  I  wish  to  offer  something  in  explanation  of  the 
source  of  this  alleged  injury  to  Curaetjee  Monackjee. 

If,  as  I  have  stated,  diere  was  a  deficiency  of  clearneas  and  precision 
in  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  a  doubt  was  raised  as  to  its  real  tenor, 
what  step  could  the  Bombay  Government  have  taken,  when  the  remon- 
strance from  the  contractor  reached  it,  but  that  which  it  did  take- 
namely,  to  call  on  the  established  law  officers  of  the  Government  for  a 
professional  opinion  on  the  case  ?  And  what  was  that  opinion  ?  "  TbU 
as  the  rice  in  question  was  not  supplied  for  the  use  of  the  Bombay  Army, 
and  as  the  supply  to  that  army  only  could  hare  been  in  the  contempla- 
tion of  the  contracting  parties  where  the  contract  was  made,  no  obliga- 
tion existed  binding  the  Government  to  take  rice  for  the  Madras  Army 
from  the  contractor." 

This,  I  believe,  was  the  substance  of  the  opinion  given  by  the  law 
officer — and  if  so,  could  the  Bombay  Government  give  a  sum  of  public 
money  in  the  teeth  of  that  opinion  ?  What  would  have  been  said  at  the 
time:  Had  the  Governor  prepared  such  a  thing,  some  member  of 
Council  would  in  all  probability  have  protested  against  it^for  a  portion 
of  responsibility  rests  with  each  assenting  member  of  Council.  But  if 
not,  what  would  the  Court  of  Directors  have  said  when  the  subject  came 
under  their  acrutinizing  eye  ?  They  would  have  said  something  to  this 
effect: — "  You  have  lavishly  given  away  a  large  sum  of  public  money. 
In  a  doubtful  case  as  to  the  legal  construction  of  a  clause  in  a  contract,

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you  very  properly  took  the  o[nmon  of  eatabllahed  lait'  officers,  and  yoii 
hare  acted  in  the  teeth  of  it.  You  ougiht  to  have  Bcted  iu  accordaDce 
with  it,  and  hare  leh  the  contractor  to  hia  remedy."  Would  diere  hare  - 
beenanjr  thing  unjust  or  unreuoaable  in  such  an  aaimadtfersion?' 

I  do  not  nicui,  either,  to  cast  [he  blame  on  the  oripual  framer  of 
the  contract.  It  was  drawn  up  as  usual  b;  the  Company's  Attornej, 
I  dare  say  in  the  usual  forni  tW  Had  for  a  series  of  jeara  been  found 
sufficient  on  similar  occasions,  of  frequent  recurrence.  But  here  a 
novel  circumataDce  arose,  certaiuly  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  con- 
tracting parties;  to  send  a  supply  from  Bombay  to  the  Madras  army. 
Among  all  the  numereus  contracts  for  supplies  to  Government,  through 
the  means  of  native  contractors,  I  question  if  in  any  one  such  a  circum- 
stance is  provided  for. 

Endeavouring  thus  to  do  away  any  portion  of  the  alleged  "frau- 
dulent and  disgraceful  transaction,''  from  the  then  Governor  of  Bom- 
bay, I  6m  doiug  only  what  Lconceive  to  be  due  from  me  to  the  memory 
of  that  enoellent  man.  No  one  who  knew  bim  will  believe  that  he  Would 
intentionally  wrong  any  one.  Above  all  of  the  English  ia  India,  he  was 
known  as  the  friend  of  the  natives.  Very  few  Englishmen  are  held  in. 
such  grateful  remembrance  by  tbem-  I  never  can  silently  hear  ^is  cha- 
racter impeached.  In  the  case  before  us,  I  aip  convinced  that  he  acted 
cooBcientiouBly  from  a  sense  of  duty — and  that  no  portion  of  the  harsh 
^ithets  used  by  you  can  attach  to  him.* 

In  your  report  of  the  trial  of  the  cause  arising  out  of  this  question, 
the  Judge  is  made  to  say,  (p.  Z69)  that  "  the  plaintiff  has  been  treated 
throughout  the  whole  of  this  business  moat  unjustly." — Again — "  Re- 
viewing the  whole  ti^jisaction,  I  cannot  but  s^  that  this  individual  has 
been  treated  most  shamefully."  (ib.)  This  is,  ladmit,  reasonable  ground; 
fi>r  your  adopting  the  same  opinion — and  so  believing,  I  cannot  but, 
commend  your  seal  in  endeavooring  to  asust  the  ii^ured  individual  in 
obtaining  redress.'  But  I  cannot  accord  in  the  advisableness  of  uung 
.RU^ha^  efMtheta  towards  others  who  do  not,  I  think,  desetre  them. 

It  might  he  also  reasonably  inferred  by  you,  &om  some  passages  in 
Cursetjee  MonacUee'a  letter  to  the  Bombay  Govemment,  given  in  page 
270  of  your  last  Herald,  that  he  felt  himself  injured  by  the  part  taken  by, 
me  in  this  matter.  The  passages  to  which  1  allude  are  in  the  3d,  18th, 
and  33d,  paragraphs,  and  it  is  to  these  that  I  adverted  in  the  lattor  part 
of  the£Ui  paragraph  of  my -pment  letter. 

Few  natives  of  India  understand  or  write  English  so  well  ae  Cor- 
setjee  Monaclyee.  Still  he  ia  net  equal  to  the  composition  of  that 
letter;  nor  is  he  critically  aware  of  the  bearing  of  those  paragraphs  on  me^

So  far  frooi  hia  coDsidering  me  hia  tnemy  od  this  oceauoD,  I 
believe  directly  the  rereree  to  be  the  cn«e ;  ttnd  jnstlj :  for  thiaking  Um 
to  bave  b«n)  ag^eved,  I  taave  fiata  firat  to  laat  irlshed  justice  to  be 
done  timardi  him ;  and  whenever  It  ha«  been  in  mj  power  to  do  more 
than  wish,  have  tbtereeted  tnyaelf  in  his  behalf.' 

TIm  Judge  is  made  to  eay— "those  who  composed  the  Govern- 
ment during  the  whole  of  the  tranaactions  are  passed  away.  I  am 
Onwilling  to  speak  harshly  of  those  who  are  gone."  (p.  569.)  But  in 
the  common  acceptation  of  those  terms  it  is  not  so.  E^tcept  the  Oover- 
Bor,  all  the  then  membera  of  GoTemment  are  I  think  living;  and  moat 
of  the  officers  also  ander  Goteromeni,  who  had  any  thing  to  do  with  the 
transaction.  The  Commander-in-Chief,  ex-officio,  President  of  the  Mili- 
tary fioard,  and  two  Members  of  Council  t  the  other  two  members,  the 
Ad vooate- General,  oa  whose  opinion  I  presume  the  Govemment  to  haw 
acted ;  the  Adjutant- General,  a  Member  of  the  Military  Board  ;  the 
Chief  Secretary  to  Qorerament — all  these  gentlemen  are  now  in  Europe. 
The  then  Secretary  to  the  Mihtary  Board,  since  Chief  Secretary  to 
OoTemmetif,  Is  now  a  metnher  of  CouUcf!  at  Bombay.  The  Company's 
Attorney  who  drew  up  the  contract, "  has  passed  away,  Utd  iS  gene." 

I  may,  I  think,  renturo  to  say,  that  if  the  question  could  be  put 
\a  (he  rianiVots  Of  the  above  offidal  Mntlemen,  they  Would  one  and  all. 
to  the  best  of  their  recollection  and  Knowledge,  say  that  the  part  taken 
by  me  has  i&\  along  been  friendly  to  Cursetjee  Monackjee.  You  hare 
used  (p.  900)  the  ntkme  of  obe  Of  the  most  hononrahle  of  men,  Sir 
Charles  Forbes.  He  was  at  Bombay  at  the  lime.  He  has  from  that 
time  to  this  knowtl  my  sentiments  on  this  matter.  He  can  tell  you  that 
we  ha(«  often  conferred  on  it  in  Cunetjee's  behalf.  Eten  within  these 
few  weeks  he  can  tell  yon  that  I  have  applied  to  him  for  documents' 
which  I  believed  to  have  been  iahis  possession,  and  obtained  them, 
that  1  might  promote,  if  I  could,  Cuiu^ee's  cause,  should  it  un&trtu- 
nately  come  before  the  King  in  Council.  Sir  Charles  and  I,  it  ia  true, 
have  not  always  agreed  as  to  the  most  advisable  measures  for  Cursetjee 
Monackjee  to  adi^t  to  obtain  redress :  hut  our 'viewStaM  wishes,  and  en-' 
de&vuura,  tended  to  the  same  point — obtaining  justice  for  the  man  that 
we  thought  aggrieved.  The  results  thus  far  da  not,  I  admit,  appear  tn 
prove  the  accuracy  of  my  previous  opinion,  i^  the  wisdom  nf  my  adrtco 
to  the  plaintiff,  on  the  point  of  resorting  to  a  Court  of  Law. 

I  may  iTarther,  and  as  the  strangest  evidence,  refer  to  Cursetjee  Mo- 
saclyee's  own  letters  (notwithstanding  the  bearing  of  the  pueages  in 
that  above  referred  to)  far  hia  unoffanded  fueling  toward  me.  He  cah- 
iwt  direst  himself  of  the  notion  that  I  am  a  person  of  some  influence  in 
England  ;  and  almost  ever  since  I  have  been  here,  say  18  yeais  be  baa 
by  frequent  letteis  acquainted  me  with  the  progress  of  his  measures, 
HeWs,  hopes,  fears,  ibc. — naked  my  opinion  and  advice  how  to  proceed, 
and  eamestl;  solicited  a  continuance  of  my  fiiendly  regnrd  and  as- 
sistoDce,  bath  in  this  and  in  other  kfTaira.  His  last  letter  to  me  is  of  the 
1st  of  February  1824,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  his  letter  given  in  your 
last  Number,  to  the  Bombay  Govemment  (p.  270),  in  view  to  my  os-

It  Duy  not  be  proper  on  this  occuioa  to  name — but  each  of  tlM 
Directors  of  the  Eatt  India  Company  m  I  hare  acccM  to,  conld  tastifj 
how  warmly  I  have  advocated  Cunetjee'a  causa  personally  and  bjr 
writing,  when  it  has  been  before  the  Honourable  Court.  I  do  not  say 
that  such  advocacy  is  altogether  coirect;  but  its  freqneacy  on  very 
many  occasions  almost  conceals  its  J>robable  impropiietj; 

When  no  question  of  business  has  been  stining  on  either  aide,  we 
have  been  in  the  habit  of  interchangiiig  an  annual  letter,  expressive  of 
old  friendsliip,  and  existing  good  will.  I  may  add  that  oui  actjowntance 
commenced  officially,  and  ripened  into  esteem  and  friendship  from  the 
zeal  Bod  integrity  which  he  ever  manifested,  when  such  manifestation 
waa  of  iniport  to  me  and  to  the  public  service.  We  acted  together  daily, 
perhaps  for  yeara  after  the  purchase  which  has  given  rise  to  tlus 
lengthened  process,  with  undiminished  cordiality;  and  finally  parted  in 
the  same  friendly  feeling.  I  am  glad  to  perceive  that  his  Lordship  the 
Recorder,  quoted  the  testimony  which  I  appear  to  have  officially  given 
to  the  character  of  Cursetjee  Monackjee — "  of  his  being  a  moat  faithfjil 
and  zealous  servant."  (p.  269.)  I  luve  said  the  same  of  him  on  all 
occasions. 

To  conclude — Let  me  assure  you  that,  u  far  aa  my  knowledge  and 
belief  extend,  the  number  of  your  Herald  to  which  I  have  so  often  refer- 
red, conCains  the  fiist  and  only  shadow  of  blame  ever  imputed  to  me, 
from  the  first  moment  of  the  transaction  to  the  present,  by  any  person 
whatever — and  yon  cannot  wonder  at  my  anxiety  to  repel  such  imputa- 
tion ;  though  you  may,  with,me,  lament  the  length  to  which  I  have  been 
led  to  trespass  on  your  columns.  Trusting,  however,  that  you  will  en- 
deavour  to  God  room  for  my  letter,

s  slatud  that  Sir  Anthony  Buller,  tbe  Recorder  at  Bombay,  awarded 
47,000  rupeeE,  with  simple  interest  at  6  per  cent.)  and  it  was  added  by  ut,  that 
supposiuf  the  priQcipal  to  have  been  correct,  the  award  ought  to  have  been  with 
compouod  iulercit  at  9  per  cent.  We  have  siDce  learnt,  that  the  latter  was 
tlie  anard  which  the  Recorder  really  intended  to  pve,  and  that  thin  ^iew  of  the 
case  wai  admitted  by  him  tube  ]ii*l{  but  uttiag  oa  the  bench  with  tbc  Mayor 
and  Aldermen,  who  constitute  with  him  the  Recorder's  Court,  he  wai  overruled 
by  the  majority,  and  their  oploloo  cunKquenlly  prevailing,  formed  the  verdict  of 
tbe  Court. 

With  regard  to  that  part  of  the  proceedings  which  occurred  under  Sir  Edward 
Wnst't  Recurdrnhip,  the  tolloviiie;  adJilioital  circumttatices  have  siLce  come  Iw 
our  knowledge.  >\  heu  the  decisiuo  had  l>een  given  by  thia  Judge  in  favour  of 
(he  ranee  mprchaiit,  the  Bombay  Goven mrnt  whhed  to  more  for  a  new  tri»i, 
on  ihe  ground  that  their  own  Advocate  .General,  Mr.  Norlou,  bad  not  brought 
forward  tliB  strong  grounds  of  their  caic.  The  Recorder  expressed  hii  wllUnf-

There  are  no  doubt 
many  others,  beatdet  these,  known  to  teildenU  in  India  :  but  illl  tbe  prM*  of 
that  counlry  it  f^ee,  and  lul^ect  to  the  lawi  only  for  whatever  it  may  pubUdi,  we 
can  only  bear  of  act*  of  oppretuoo  by  accMentand  bv  dureei.

must  ba  a  baae  and  unmanly  wretch,  unworthy  of  the  confidence  of  his 
fellows.  .     ' 

It  is  not  our  intention  to  touch  here  upon  the  merits  of  Mr.  Marjori- 
hanka's  case  ;  the  second  debate,  a  fall  report  of  whi^h  will  be  fvuid  in 
another  place,  entering  intp  that  queaUoa  fully.

412,  of  the  aame  number  that  contain!  the  letter  fnm  which  the  pre- 
ceding extract  ii  given,  not  a  word  of  this  alludon  to  "sacred 
writ"  occurs,  nor  is  even  a  hint  mven  of  the  reasoQ  why  the  repprter 
has  omitted  it.  At  page  310  of  the  lastnumbei  of  the  Oriental  Herald, 
the  reader,  if  he  be  curious  in  thie  particular,  will  see  the  passage  ad- 
Tcrted  to  by  the  writer,  and  pasted  orer  by  the  Asiatic  Journal  reporter. 
It  was  not,  howerer,  as  the  former  asserts,  aquotation  of  "  a  portion  of 
■acred  writ ; " '  and  aa  to  its  being  "  profanely  introduced,  we  can  only 
say  that  the  assembly  to  which  it  was  addressed,  must  then  have  been 
extremely  insensible  of  the  pro&oity,  as  it  was  listened  to  mtb  great 
attention,  and  did  not  incur  even  the  roost  gentle  murmur  of  disappro^ 
faation  tnm  any  quarter  whatever.  In  the  minds  of  some  mep,  howerer.

oaght  it  to  do  so  in  anoth«r.  The  "  baae  arta"  which  are  said  to  have 
been  chained  on  Mr,  Marjoribanlcs,  aie  simply  these  ;  that  he  belierea 
he  has  a  fair  claim  for  remuneration  on  the  Court,  while  other  peraooa 
thin):  he  has  no  such  cUiro,  and  each  tries  the  question  by  reasons  to  he 
shown  on  either  side  in  a  debate.

die  law.  If  thia  be  "  to  know  the  evils  which  the  loaa  of  character  en- 
tajlt,".  we  are  proud  of  that  knowledge;  but  if  the  miter  meana  hia 
base  insinuation  as  applicable  to  any  other  event  than  thia,  we  fling  the 
imputation  back  into  his  teeth  with  scorn,  and  tell  him  plainly,  he  ia  an 
uomanly  daatardj  who  darea  not  support  bis  accusation  by  hia  Dame.

Whateveii  oinniona  may  be  entertained  with  regard  to  the 
freedom  of  the  press  in  Ibdia,  there  aeema  to  be  but  one  opinion  u  to  the 
public  adrontage  which  must  follow  from  a  fii]]  and  free  diacuHion  of 
East  Indian  politics  through  the  medium  of  the  English  press.  The  pub- 
'lic  obligation,  therefore,  to  the  Oriental  Herald,  is  of  no  small  extent, 
.which,  during  its  short  existence,  has  introduced  so  many  subjects  fi 
real  national  importance,  and  respecting  which,  the  nation  cannot  remain 
much  longer  quiescent. 

I  shall  feel  flattered  by  obtaining  your  permission  occajnonally  to  con- 
tribute to  so  patriotic  a  purpose. 

There  is  one  misapprehension,  however,  into  which  yourself,  as  well  aa 
Mr.  Hume  and  some  of  the  most  enlightened  speakers  in  the  India 
House,  hare  been  betrayed,  and  which  it  is  absolutely  essential  to  remove, 
before  any  decisive  propositioiu  can  be  tud  domi,  or  any  realty  useful 
diacujwou  take  place : — I  mean  the  erroneous  supposition  that  the  present 
Charter  must  of  necessity  continue  to  the  year  1833;  or  to  the  end  of  its 
we«ent  nominal  g^ant.  Such  is  not  the  law  with  respect  to  charteri. 
The  legal  term  of  their  existence,  is  their  continuing  to  operate  for  the 
public  good : — tlus  is  the  declared  ol^ect  of  all  snch  grants,  as  well  u 
the  declared  condition  of  their  duration. 

Upon  the  law  of  this  subject,  as  welt  as  upon  a  series  of  facts,  bring- 
ing the  East  India  Company  within  its  rule,  I  may  trouble  you  hereaf^; 
suffice  it  for  the  present  to  say,  that  the  General  Court  has  uniformly  pro- 
ieaaed  to  receive  its  charter  but  on  condition  of  its  continuing  to  be  con* 
sistent  with  the  general  good  of  the  natitm ; — that  so  far  back  as  the 
year  1793,  the  late  Lord  Melville,  in  a^piing  for  a  renewal  of  the  char- 
ter, expressly  laid  it  down  as  constitutional  law,  that  his  Majesty's 
Ministera  would  at  all  times  feel  at  liberty,  and,  indeed,  consider  it 
tbeiT  bounden  du^,  to  advise  its  revocation,  should  it  appear  to  them  that 
the  national  interest  required  it. 

The  late  Earl  of  Buckinabamshire,  who  negotiated  the  renewal  in 
1813,  was  more  explicit  on  this  head,  and  gave  the  Chairman  of  that 
day,  and  those  who  waited  upon  him,  clearly  to  undeiBtand,  that  Govern- 
ment would  feel  at  liberty,  at  any  period  of  the  stipulated  twenty  years, 
to  recommend  to  Parliament  any  alteration  in  its  terms,  whether  regard- 
ing principle  or  practice,  which  an  alteration  in  the  tin>es  might  seem  to 
require.  Some  change  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  preceding  chaitets, 
atthattime  took  place;  others  were  debated ;  andseveral  direct  departures 
from  the  charter,  as  it  came  out  in  1813,  have  since  been  insisted  upon 
by  Government,  and  quietly  submitted  to  by  the  Company. 

The  recogmtion  of  his  Majesty's  territorial  right  over  every  part  of  the 
dotninions  of  the  Company,  was  for  the  first  time  insisted  on  in  1813  ; 
the  charters  of  1784  and  1793,  professedly  waived  that  consideration 
as  matter  of  doubt.  The  patting  an  end  to  the  anomaly  of  a  "  Mer- 
chants' Army  "  was  at  first  insisted  on,  and  at  last  duly  coaditioaaUy

Tbe 
tteuL-govcnior,  at  the  novemmeftt- 
house,  delivered  ■  long  addreii  on  the 
occation,  and  congratulated  ibe  chief-- 
Jiuticc,  J.  L.  Pedder,  Esq  ,  on  hit  ap- 
ndnliiient.  The  48th  Tect.>  under  Lieut. 
Co).  Ciuitiere,  had  embarked  oo  board 
tbe*hi|)iGraenock,  Aaia,  andSirGod- 
fr^  Webaicr,  wblcb  were  to  proceed  to 
Uodnu.  The  nattve*  in  the  interior 
were,  however,  tatbcr  troublesome  (o 
the  aettlen,  and  had  deabnyed  one  or 
two  stock- keepers.  Three  hundred  and  . 
thirty-ail  vesaels  arrived  at  Hobirt'i 
Town  between  the  1st  of  June  ISIG,  aud 
Ibe  end  of  lB£t,the  major  part  of  them 
■ince  1819  :  upwards  uF  one  huniired  of. 
these  vessels  were  from  porti  in  Europe. 

Owing  to  the  Bneuesa  of  the  rlimate, 
all  the  fruits  and  pUnti  of  Europe  are 
padually  bringing  into  cullivatiaD 
Uiere:  grapes  have  aucceeded  beyond 
expectation,  and  the  produce  was  likely 
to  surpass  that  of  any  former  year  :  all  - 
kinds  of  plums  are  in  great  abundance, 
«$  are  cherries,  apples,  ualuuta,  &c. 
All  the  different  apeciei  of  clover  an- 
swer perfectly,  and  wlien  town  in  the 
latter  end  of  Sept.  had  seeded  in  the 
begiuniug  of  Febnian'.  The  indigo 
plant  had  been  reared  near  Hubait's 
Town;  and  the. common  boUy-hock  or 
Kwe-iDallow,  which  has  been  discover- 
ed to  yield  a  blue  dye  equal  in  beauty 
and  permanence  lo  the  best  indigo,  was 
«]ao  binnd  in  the  greatest  luxuriance 
in  different  parts  of  tbe.island.  In  the 
rearing  of  live-stock. the  settlers. are 
aUo-prac^iedug  piosperauily.   SevKBl

The  Triton,  the  first  ship  sent  out  by 
the  Australasian  Company,  which  had 
been  lucorporated  in  England,  arrived 
at  Hobart's  Toau  iu  January,  and  dur* 
iug  its  stay  there,  Mr.  Kushby,  who  had

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employed  iu  examining  the  neighbour- 
hood uf  Coal  River.  He  found  that 
coal  wat  produced  there  in  large  quan- 
tities, and  near  the  surface,  and  that 
mines  could  be  woriicd  there  at  a  veiy 
moderate  expense. 

The  charier  of  incorporation  of  m 
bank  at  Hobart's  Town  bad  arrived, 
flud  its  notes  were  put  in  circulotioD  on 
the  15th  of  March.

Thefi.llowing  extract  of  aletter  from 
Air.

No.  9. — Oovernmeni  of  the  Intamt, 

The  fmBigiiHttion  takes  fire  at  dw  bare  BtotiDn  of  Arabia  the  Happj' 
Poets  and  hutoriana  have  concamd  to  give  it  importance  in  oar  eatima- 
tion ;  and  commerce  haa  more  thaii  once  made  it  a  scene  of  affluence  and 
i^lendonr.  Myrrh,  alabaiter,  frankincense,  and  gold,  whether  natire  or 
not,  were  drawn  from  it  by  the  ancients ;  and,  in  modern  times,  ita 

rta  hare  been  resorted  to  with  little  less  assiduity  for  coffee  and  aloes, 
does  not  hoiteTer  appear,  notwithstanding  its  connexions  with  com- 
merce, that  any  very  correct  notions,  either  geographical  or  political^ 
have  erer  been  obtained  respecting  it.  Of  Madramaut,  the  incense 
country,  we  know  next  to  nothing ;  and  of  the  interior  of  Yemen,  little 
more  than  what  may  be  gleaned  fe>m  Niebahr,  and  the  French  '  Voyags 
to  Arabia  the  Happy.' 

Sir  William  Jones,  a  poetical  imaginadre  man,  considered  Arabia 
Felix  the  fittest  country  in  the  woHd  to  be  made  the  scene  of  pastoral 
poetry ;  and  Milton  speaks  of 

SBbean  odoun  from  the  ipicy  tbore 
Of  Araby  the  Blest  :— 

while  odiem  hare  npraseiitad  it  as  an  nnplctarcaqiie  and  bHna  waste, 
deatitnte  of  every  tlnng  thU  ootdd  ddigfat  die  eye,  or  Airnidi  the  com- 
mits of  life.  Truth  lies  between  these  two  pinions;  Tbe  plains  ex- 
tending inward  from  the  shore  ior  about  thirty  or  fbr^  nilea,  are  moat 
commonly  sandy  and  barren ;  though  vegetatian  in  some  plaosa,  as 
abont  Aden,  approaches  the  sea,  and  enlivens  the  arid  view  ;  but  in  the 
Saterior  are  weU-watered  valleys,  and  spots  of  great  beauty  and  ftrtOi^. 
Tba  country  round  Sana  has  been  compared  to  the  environs  of  Damaseua, 
which  Mohammad  hiautlf  {wonounced  to  be  "  too  delicious ;"  and  A* 
Gofiee  mountains,  wiieh  that  beantifiil  plant  is  covered  vi'h  its  jaMoia-tiiEa 
flowers,  and  disposed  in  extensive  tenaces  alons'the  hills,  are  said  hy 
travellers  to  piesmt  a  coup  d  'otil  that  rivals  an  Andalusian  bndsc^M. 

Such  is  the  country  of  the  Imams.     The  people  are  no  less  cnnoos. 
Although  rackooed  among  the  first  nations  of  the  earth  that  felt  tb«- 
tnfluence  of  civiliaatioo,  they  have  always  remained  in  a  kind  of  middle 
state,  avoiding  with  equal  dexterity  the  yoke  of  foreign  powers,  and  the 
enslaving  effect  of  imperfect  moral  cnlture.    Tbey  have  beta  sabdued  hy 
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foreignen  and  natives,  but  the  yoke  liu  quieUy  crumbled  £roin  their 
necks,  and  left  them  to  that  degree  of  libeny  with  which  a  comparatin 
Mate  of  ignorance  is  compatible.  BoIdoeM  and  impatienoe  of  nialisiiil 
are  their  ohaMrteiwticr;  they  «rt  tho  mare  pemlut  ud  nvtnooa  thair 
•^ar>A«iatia  nations;  andf  «hu  is  fnry  sulpriitng,  nnite  to  Aeae 
qualities  a  deep  and  earnest  enthusiasm  not  to  be  found  in  any  other 
Oriental  people.  These  elements  of  cb&TBCtei  approximate  io  aom^  mea- 
sure to  those  of  the  Greeks;  and  if  they  hare  never  led  to  the  same 
results  in/Arnbia.as  ia  Bufopc,  gtographlcal  paaldob  maj  possibly 
account  for  it.  Tltere  was  a  line  of  separation  drawn  by  destiny  between 
them  and  die  great  road  of  political  victsMtude  and  experiment ;  and 
while  the  tempest  of  change  and  violence  swept  along  their  frontiers, 
and  overturned  the  vast  empires  of  NiuBveb,  SardJs,  and  Bsbylon,  they 
possessed  their  mountaios  and  deserts  in  peace,  and  followed  their  herds, 
^d  watered  theur  Camels,  as  if  no  such  persons  as  Nebuchadnezzar  and 
Daiiiu  had  ever  existed,  Th«  Arabs  may  well  be  pipud  of  this :  but, 
nevertheless,  it  haK  kept  them  perpetually  In  a  state  of  political  infancy. 
No  potitical  tAStitutien  has  ever  been  matured  in  the  country  t  Mohamsed 

Eired  it,  and  founded  l)is  religious  empire ;  but  it  was  like  atampiog 
in  wui  exposed  tothejaun,  or  writing  in  water — every  trmce.  was 
ated  almost  as  soon  u  made.  The  Mamelukes  mada  an  incuraioOf 
^  Turks  invaded,  and  the  house  of  Saladia  founded  a  principality  at 
Aden ;  but  all  were  momentary  and  ineffectual ;  the  Arabiaa  uuractei 
feaisted  all  these  attegipte,  and  th«^  inevitably  fell. 
'  About  1630,  however,  a  princ«  of  the  family  tax  reigning  M  Sana^ 
{one  of  these  innumerable  petty  cbie&  who  have  always  divided  Arabia 
kmoDg  themt)  succeeded  .iu  disposeessio^  tbe  Turks  of  all  those  placea 
Vhich  they  held  on  the.  sea  oo>»t.  This  prince's  name  was  Khauewt 
Abu  Mohammed.  Mis  eldest  sod,  who  succeeded'  to  the  pswar  oreated 
bj  hisfatherb'Was  the  first  who  took- tbe  title  of  Imam,  and  ttpoo  his 
Ikccession  he  dropped  ftlso  hjs  oiiginal  name  for  that  of  MetwoUud 
Allah ;  which  has  since  grown  into  a  custom  among  his  ancoesaors,  who 
always  assume  a  new  name  on  their  aooessiou,  like  the  Popes.  These 
euly  Imams,  like  thtf  fonnders  of  most  dynasties,  wetc  frugal,  and  sparing 
of  the  public  revenue.  His  aoni  Mejid  Billa,  succeeded  him,  and  thus 
CS|tU>lisb«d  an  hof^diiory  auooeMiaoi,  which,  naveithelwa,  is  dbaa  dw- 
inted,  nodstnBetlan.setMsdeby  Um  voieeaf  tbapeoiJ*.  Itisantsaid 
how  the  determioatioa  «  «)raioe  of  tbe  peafdo  is  kboMl ;  brit  it  smm 
tiiM  the  eldest  soil  (tf  the  IouQ^  ta  kiagi  if  apfvond  I9  khan,  ia  A« 

■  Tbe  moBarehyt  though  its  Unuts  an  111  dafiaed,  ■•  aot  ^Mtlnte.  It  is 
cbediad  by  the  Sttpnma1>lbQMdef  Stoat  eempoNd  o^  »  eanain  oanAsr 
vS  Kadis,  or  msgis^rataa,  wUeh  aleae  paansiii-  the  pa<war  of  lUa  and 
4aBt)i.

But  it  has  been  remnrkad,  Aat  he  has  seldom  leoaane  ta 
mdence;  forsuc^ia  tha  energy  nf  the  Arab  ohaiacter,  that  dapemlJoa 
and  death  unnlly  close  tbe  tyranny  of  their  priitcea>-a  pMvarfiil 
SoanaUe  agaiuit  (^prefsioii ! .  PuUkofiaM-anurameKasiiiUidaai- 
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■laia;  bat  dtlM  of  honour  rery  fcw.  TIib  Itnam  etuu  tnoiaj,  ujna 
which  he  stjleBhuiuelf£'tnir-a/-JVunimin  (Commander  of  theFkithfal); 
^d  fai«  aubJQCtS  entitle  him  Caliph,  denjiog  that  (he  Ottoman  Suhao 
has  aBjr  rifht  l»  be  bo  called.  Amurat  11.  acknowledged  Beid  Hanas 
tbaMofaunmed  aa  King  of  Yemen-,  reaerTiag,  indeed,  to  faimgelf  and  fail 
nctxaen,  a  nominal  sorereigntj,  which  ia  laughed  at  in  Aralria. 

fint  in  the  Imam's  own  territory,  there  are  indepandent  SbeiUia,  who 
SMther  acknowledge  hia  authority  nor  reapect  hii  power.  Thay  are  in* 
viocitdc  in  tbeir  ^stDenea.  Natnie  tiM  prorided  for  their  freedom  by 
prodaeini*  in  their  hills  sTeiy  thing  neceasary  to  maintain  ee  hardy  « 
race  ;  and  the  Emir's  ibrcea,  who  aabdanf  the  Turks  and  expelled  tbem 
&om  the  eonntry^  hare  never  bee*  able  to  make  any  impreation  on  th4 
Koliaii^  or  Highlandan  ef  Yemen.

When  a  Dola 
ii  contiiRnd  ftr  &.&nh  pariodj  be  redeWe*  from  the  Imam,  ti  horse,  a 
Mbn,  md  ceit^  rabeci  He  ia  oMudUedt*  nadbran  aceeutt  «rf  hia 
jMJmhuBtraiion ;  and  ia  ptmiihed,  if  fi>«md  goilty  of  miagorennwiit,  by 
confiscation  or  impriaonmeot ;  seldom  o^Mtally.  Each  town  has  a  Snbr 
dale,  ^with  a  Uiiall  giniion  tsmaiatainoider.,  lliBcliiefof  a:  Iwae  village 
is  called  a  SheUik ;  of  a  mall  one,  a  Hahim.  Each  Dda  of  »  large 
gavtfrnmnit  ia  atteaded  by  a  Btxkateb,  or  Coo^tdler,  who  is  in  iealit;y 
a  spy  iqKm  hia  eondaot,  aad  notuofreqMlly  socceeda  him  in  his  govern* 
neBtt  to  ba  in  turn  vatoked  by  another  Baskateb,  Every  dty  which  is 
goMtaed  by  a  Dela^  has  a  Kadii  dependent  <m  the  ehief  Kadi  of  Saoai 
mba  ia  acde  Jadge  in  all  affaiiar  both  sacrad  and  csviL  The  Dolaa  can 
nsithor  opfnae  not-  ravenb  tite  decisioas  of  the  ^adis,  who  thrcaighoat 
Jifakia  have  a  great  rapWation  for  wisdeai  and  integrity^  Ths  Enilr 
-fiabr,  or  iaspactor  of  tka  pott,  it  the  next  ia  digm^  to  the  Dola.  The 
i>Dlaa  'pKfihetntpt  bAat^af  to  duir  gdvemBicnUi  defray  the  expenaee 
vt  the  poliev-,  ud,  dedtictiBK  whatever  nuiy  be  teqnind  fiir  puUic  afiaii^ 
remit  the  ramaindM  to  the  fnan's  treuury.  When  tlie  goremate  of  ettina 
ham  any  particular  reason  for  abarttiag  themaelvea  Eram  (wort,  or  wish  to 
■amain  langeriii(faeirgovemment,they  send  costly  ])Noents  to  the  tnlaibf 
ivbo,  if  he  receiTc*  aW  ntcosea  fkvoui^ly,  acoepta  thor  presanls,  and 
sands  Uiem  others  in  ntnni.  These  the  Dobis  rescsve  wi&  graatiocrv- 
<atoaf.  The  Bnrir's  own  bom  are  oftvt  proanoted  to  lite  govemnent  cf 
otiee.  WkntkeFfenektravilletaworeiB  Arabia  in  17L1,  they  found 
one  of  the  laaat's  sons  commanding  in  Tagit  and  another  at  Oabala. 
•  Hw  revenoe  is  eansidMable ;  not  less,  it  ia  thoiigfat.  dian  a  nrilliob 
tfoHiog ;  dwugh,  by  amae  Mraagi  mistate,  it  is  stated  1^  Halte  firun, 
tA  be  no  mors  than  40,0001.  lUe  is  raised  by  a  ifiaeiia  of  poll-tax,  and 
by  a  dWf  of  one-fonrtb  on  aU  -ooCae  mM  in  Yemen.

Tin  Dombar  af  tibe  Imam's  military  ftieei,  Niebniw  conU  not  ascer- 
tain cmtectly ;  be  thought  they  might  anmint  to  abnrt  four  thousand 
4bDt  and  a  thonsand  horse.  Neither  hone  no*  foot  wear  any  utlifbnn, 
ara  very  IgmArant,  and  do  not  know  how  to  handle  a  motet  Except  on 
taview  days,  and  other  occasions  in  which  they  an  nquircd  io  make  a 
tkait,  tkky  rid*  on  aiaas,  myt  firandsre  |  of  nWi  tbin  k  AaaaMUaot

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breed  in  that  conAtry.  The  Imam  of  Huikit'a  Boldien  ue  chid;  C&f* 
frariaD  alaves. 

"  The  principal  commanding  officers  of  the  Imam  of  Sana's  army," 
sayg  Niebnhr,  "  were  the  four  Sheikhs  of  Hamda^i,  Wada,  Sefiau,  and 
KhaulaOi  Beaides  these  ftn^r  geoenU  officers  of  high  hiith,  manj 
Nakibs,  orofficereof  inferior  descent,  some  of  whom  had  even  been  sUiTei 
in'  their  infancy,  were  also  in  the  army.  Nakib  m  the  faighHt  title  that 
the  Imam  can  confer ;  Sheikh  i*  a  title  that  can  only  come  by  descent; 
snd  ia  peculiar  to  sovereign  princes  and  independent  lords.  In  time  of 
peace,  a  eoldier  serving  in  the  caralr;  has  nothing  to  do,  but  to  take  can 
(tf  his  horae,  aad  attend  the  Imam  or  Dola  to  the  mosque,  according  aa 
be  haf^ns  to  be  quartered  at  Sana  or  in  one  of  the  prorincea.  Utwt 
of  those  who  serve  in  the  cavalry,  have  likewise  some  civil  emplajment, 
in  which  they  occupy  themMlves  in' time  of  peace.  Their  arms  are  sahrea 
Bild  lances,  and  some  carry  pistols  in  the  holsters  of  the  saddle." 

The  io&Dtry  are  not  more  actively  employed.  Their  whole  duty  con- 
■ists  in  standing  sentinel  at  the  gate*  of  cities,  and  in  attending  the  Dola- 
to  and  from  the  UMwqae,  firing  off,  at  his  return,  irregular  dischai^ea  of 
inusqnetry.  On  these  occasions  they  are  preceded  by  men  in  ana^ 
yiha  perform  various  antic  geatures. 

It  seems,  howevir,  that  numerous  or  highly-disciplined  troope  are  hf 
no  means  Dece«ary  to  the  personal  security  o£  the  people  ;  for  traveUeia 
may  pass  throngh  the  whole  of  Yemen  in  the  most  perfect  safeQ.  This 
wcnmstance  cannot  fail  to  strike  the  attentive  reader-  of  Niebuhr ;  for 
fae  describM  himself  and  fiiends  as  passing  from  place  to  place  alone,  or 
attended  only  by  a  native,  and  bearing  property  about  them,  with  a 
degree  of  confidence  they  would  not  have  felt  uitder  fflmilar  circum- 
stances in  any  country  in  Europe.  The  inhalntants  are  equally  secure. 
Humanity  and  generoeity  are  inherent  in  the  Arab  character;  great 
crimes  are  rare  among  them,  for  they  are  ^mj^  and  content..  Govenw 
ment  with  them  is  a  thing  which  does  not  intake  very  senaiUy  with 
Ae  nadoiial  characta ;  it  is  a  separate  matter  *,  it  is  tolerated,  but  never 
embraced  heartily;  and  they  always  keep  in  mind  thejpoasilnlity  of 
dtaldug  it  off  altogether,  if  it  should  become  intolerable.  Tlieir  brethfen 
of  the  desert  are  an  eternal  memento  that  man  may  suboist  without  it,  or 
may  modify  and  soften  it  in  uiy  manner  he  jj^easea ;  this  keeps  bMfc 
governors  and  governed  in  proper  spirits ;  the  fbnner  fear  to  drive  die 
latter  to  extremities ;  and  the  latter  knowing  this,  and  always  eeeii^  the 
nmedy  at  hand,  are  independent  and  unbending.  The  officers  of  govern- 
ment dtsperaed  over  the  face  of  the  conntry,  in  the  various  states  of 
Europe,  Bsrame  an  insolent  and  usurping  air,  as  if  .they  wera  lords  para- 
mount of  the  soil ;  but  they  would  not  dare  to  do  thi^  in  Ar^a.  The 
inhabitaot  of  Yemen  passes  the  Dola  of  his  city  with  perfect  indifference  ; 
tbe  Kadi  is  reelected  but  not  feared  ;  even  the  Imam  apprehends  mora 
•nl  from  the  people  than  they  from  him.  It  is  coiiiectaired  by  tbe  author 
of  the  Voyage  to  T  Arabia  the  Happy,  that  this  new  Commander  of  thn 
Faithful  prays  in  the  fields,  because  he  fears  to  enter  a  mosque ;  hut 
be  that  as  it  may,  the  Imam  ha*  often  found  to  his  cost  that  ^  Araha 
wera  no  long-suficring  people ;  ibr  if  he  has  ever  dared  to  tranagrsM 
irfaat  ara  considered  the  just  bounds  of  his  authoH^,  he  has  paid  far  it 
«ith  hi*  head.  A  people  who  defend  their  rights  in  this,  manner  can 
never  be  endaved ;  and  the  very  apboiinpa  fwl  tayiogs  of  tbe  AnU 
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cVioea'tbeii  detwmiauiom  on  thU  poiot.  *'  Whoever,"  said  one  of  dieit 
wise  OMO,  "  hu  conquered  the  fear  of  deftth,  is  lord  of  ojiy  other  di&d's 
Kfa  whatever."     It  is  euy  to  we  where  this  pointed. 

Bnt  the  GorelnmeDt  of  the  Imams  is  esseotially  defective  in  one  thin^, 
it  holds  forth  no  eDcouragement  to  an j  Und  of  .industij.  The  state  of 
the  arts  in  Yemen  is  deplorable.  Even  commerce,  fbrmerlj  the  boast 
and  glory  of  Arabia,  has  dwindled  to  nothing  io  Yemen ;  and  eren  in 
Omani  where  the  best  sailors  in  the  country  are  found,  it  is  much  inferiw 
in  activity  to  what  it  was  formerly.  The  Trankies  of  Muscat,  however, 
Jiave  canvas  sails  (those  of  Yemen  being  of  matting),  but  are  of  awkward 
G0iistruction«  and  the  planks  are  sewed  tofi;etber.  We  learn  horn 
Strabo,  that  in  tbe  age  of  Augustus,  the  Sabea&s  carried  on  a  very 
^)nwperou»  commerce,  the  advantages  of  which  were  all  on  their 
«ide.  They  bought  no  foreign  atticles  for  their  own  consumption,  and 
bnly  adorned  dieir  honses  and  temples  wi^  the  gold  and  genw 
which  they  received  from  the  Romans  and  Persians.  This  commerde 
continued  np  to  the  time  ef  the  discovery  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
by  the  FoTtnguese ;  from  which  period  it  has  declined  constantly,  and  i> 
now  next  to  nothing.  From  Hadramaut  the  exports  are  confined  to 
^nyrrh,  frankincense,  commen  giun,  dragon's  blood,  and  aloes,  which  an 
Bh][^>ed  for  Muskat  and  India ;  and  for  Yemen,  stuffs,  carpets^  and  lai^ 
knives,  which  the  Arabs  wear  in  their  belts. 

Agriculture  is  veiy  little  encoDraged  in  the  Imam's  territories.  Tha 
plough  is  extremely  simple,'  and  mattocks  and  pickaxes  are  used  instead 
of  s^des.  In  harvest  the  corn  is  pulled  up  by  the  roots,  and  the  hay  cut 
down  with  a  sickle.  Provisions  are  sometimes  so  scarce  that  the  people 
in  the  interior  are  reduced  to  feed  on  wild  dogs. 

Education  is  very  imperfect  among  them  ;  and  appears  to  be  totally 
neglected  by  the  Govemfnent.  In  general  every  father  instructs  his  own 
children.  The  women'  are  tanght  to  read  as  well  as  the  men  ;  for  in 
the  Voyage  to  Arabia  the  Happy,  we  find  the  ladies  reading  Romances  at 
their  windows.  Beyond  this,  however,  education,  or  rather  learning, 
seldom  proceeds;  bnt  we  find  the  grehter  virtues  strongly  and  success- 
fully inculcated.  I'be  Arabs  are  sober,  patient  under  pain,  brave,  enters 
prising,  magnanimous ;  Niebuhr  represents  them  as  also  very  polite;  but 
though  thii  should  prove  incorrect,  we  could  not  consider  the  Arabs  as 
an  nncultivated  people.  Our  ideas  of  mental  culture  are  conGned  too 
exclnsively  to  a  knowledge  of  books  ;  .in  this  knowledge  the  Arabs  are 
very  deficient ;  but  it  does  not  appear,  whatever  may  be  the  case  with  us, 
that  Itteratnie  is  absidutely  necMsary  to  wisdom  or  national  happiness. 
It  undoubtedly  heightens  and  increases  both,  when  directed  into  the 
right  channels ;  otherwise  the  effects  it  produces  are  unfavourable  to 
energy  and  freedom.  Men  do  not  appear  to  require  any  very  exalted  or 
extensive  knowledge  to  enable  them  to  perceive  the  superiority  of  libei^ 
over  slavery  ;  the  Arabs  possess  more  freedom  than  the  most  enlightened 
nations  of  Europe,  and  in  the  confederacy  of  Hascnld-u-BekiJ,  have 
approached  the  republican  form  of  goyemiaent,  the  most  sublime  effort 
of  the  human  intellect.  Europeans  may  smile  at  the  ignorance  and 
awkwardness  of  these  simple  people;  but  if  there  be  a  circumstance  on 
earth  that  raises  one  nation  above  another,  it  is  freedom  ;  this,  however 
ignorant,  they  contrive  to  preserve,  and  tiaiumit  unimpaired  to  thttr 
chiUienj  «4|V^i>a*  and  Miviable  ,leg«oy  t

KDd  proTiiices  ve  governed  bj  deputiM,  wtuite  authority  is  limitMl  by 
SBcieDt  cuatom* ;  die  magiitncy  ii  the  moat  reapected  powct  ia  the  coaa- 
try ;  the  taxea  are  inoderate ;  the  people  poor,  but  Mmtent;  educataoa 
■impte ;  learning  acanty ;  arta  impei&et ;  adcaieee  almoet  onknawD. 
Thia  deacriptioa  am^iea,  «a  &r  as  we  fcDow,  to  the  kiagdoma  of  Qmaa, 
Hadramaut,  and  Fartaoh,  aa  it  ia  called  by  fiunpeana.  But,  it  should 
be  cemembeied,  that  tlwaiigbmt  Arabia,  ia  the  veqr  heaX  of  thaut  lung* 
dons,  aa  well  aa  where  no  regalai  gorenunant  prewla,  there  are  ittde- 
pendeot  Sheikha,  who  prasente  the  ancient  aude  of  nile,  which  •eems 
to  flow  among  the  Arabs  from  a  natural  inatnO.  Tbcsa  aeknowtedge 
no  relatioD  to  any  aaperior  power,  except  that  of  allies  or  eooBiies ;  and 
occaaioaally  pierce  thrmigh  the  teniioiiee  of  the  meet  poveiful  primee, 
for  purposes  of  depredatioa  or  irregular  trade,  "nwee  of  the  kills  exact 
tribute  from  the  aatgecU  of  the  Imam,  who  may  be  aending  any  mer- 
chandiae  into  the  intarier,  and  that  prinoe  never -thinhs  of  rcfitsiDg  iL 
Hia  power  ia  uoenjual  to  subdue  them,  and  be  aoquteacea  quietly  ia  thnr 
rude  iodepenleKe.

neral accuracy,  we  need  not  go  beyond  the  limits. of  England  to  seaidi 
Sir  proo&.  But  the  state  of  the  Bar  in  India  is  not  so  wpll  known  as  it 
deserves  to  be ;  and  when  we  assert  that  in  no  country  on  earth  is  th^ 
indepeadence  of  its  meraben  more  loud^  vaunted  in  word*,  or  morq 
efiectually  belied  by  facts,  the  British  .PuUic  will,  no  doubt,  feel  som^ 
cniiositj  to  hear  the  evidence  by  which  we  have  been  enaUed  to  arriw 
at  this  conclusion.  .  . 

.  We  shallt  perhaps,  on  some  future,  occasioit,  present  our  readers  with 
a  history  of  the  legal  establishments  of  India  sBBerally,  slQice  the  intro- 
duction into  that  country  of  British  Courts  of  Judicature.:  and  it  will  be 
found,  wheitever  it  shall  be  ondertaken,  pregnant  with  instnictive  matter. 
For  the  present,  however,  we  confine  ourselves  to  the  Court  at  Calcutta, 
and  to  the  personages  of  modem  times.  There  was  a  period,  when  the 
Judges  of  that,  as  well  as  of  -atha  Courts  in  In£a,  were  honest  enough 
to  fulfil  tbe  nisskn  they  wen  sent  to  perform,  to  interpose  Uie  protecting 
■hield  of  tbe  law  between  the  opprouions  of  arbitrary  and  tyrannical 
nlers,  and  oppressed  and  helpless  sdi>jects.     This  was  tbe  express  pur- 


poM  for  whioh  they  were  ori^ally  sent  to  India;  and  sooie  few  have 
been  upright  enovgb  to  fulfil  that  purpose  to  the  letter  and  the  spiriL 
The  Jiugea  of  later  tinea  can  hardly,  however,  be  included  in  that  n 


ber.  One  of  these  was  too  deairons  of  obtsiaing  the  smiles  of  those 
wound  him  in  power,  even  to  run  the  di^test  risk  of  encountering  their 
frowns ;  nor  would  the  general  disesteem  in  which  be  was  held  by  those 
who  dared  be  honest  in  the  expressiim  of  .their  opuuons,  admit  of  his 
dispensing  fbr-a  moment  with  the  favour  and  countenance  of  the  few  by 
whose  influence  alone  he  was  enabled  to  maintain  his  claim  to  even 
ordinary  resjiect.  Another  has  not  yet  been  enabled  to  perceive  bow 
surely  and  inevitably  contempt  must  bllow  a  subserviency  that  knows 
RO  lintits,  or  a  devotion  to  power,  purely  as  such,  which  knows  no  ex- 
ceptions. And  a  third,  thou^  possessing  many  of  the  qualities  that 
belong  to  good  men,  has  them  so  strangely  mingled  and  confotuuled 
with  others,  that  what  is  gained  by  fervid  feeling,  is  lost  by  passion 
and  caprice;  and  what  is  done  by  honest. intentions,  is  uudone  by 
blind  and  ungovernable  obstinacy.  The  first  of  these,  with  great  affecta- 
tion of  impartiality  and  care,  was  sure  to  be  found  on  the  aide  of  Go- 
Temment,  however  juat  the  cense  of  those  <qqioeed  to  it.  The  second, 
with  no  pretensionB  of  any  kind,  seemed  to  possess  so  instinctife  a  vfr 
neratioa  for  authority,  that  his  tteing  known  even  to  doubt  its  infalli- 
bility, would  have  been  regarded  as  something  out  of  the  ordinary  course 
of  events.    And  the  lut,  with  everlHting  bwsts  of  iodefieiHience  oq 
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bis  tongue,  and  mncb,  we  really  belkre,  of  steriing  honesty  In  hi* 
hcHt)  hw  coDtriTed,  in  his  brief  career,  to  load  Bnglisbmen  in  India  with

n  bigoted  and  blood-tbinty  Spain,  avd  oakaown '  uther  at  CaiM  <u 
Constantinople  I 

The  two  most  recandy  ^tpointed  Ghief  Jasliocs  prqnii«d  batter 
^ings ;  bat  their  lives  wen  ahosteaed  t^  disease,  and  tba  aoqiiaiovs 
moming  of  ibeir  carew  was  soon  eloaed  by  glaomy  aad  lundses  night. 
Who  will  next  succeed,  it  is  not  «&sy  ana-  ta  co^ectnre.  Bnt  while  we 
have  Judges  ia  India  who  can  pfODoaaee  lbs  great  saAouafda  of  libasty) 
the  kabeae  corpus,  the  trial  by  jnry,  and  tba  fresdom  of  the  press,  to  be 
mill-and  void — and  all  this  has  baaa  doaa  within  the  last  few,  yeasi  t— 
while  ws  have  men  there  who  sctuple  npt  to  legalise  reg^tioiM  wbuli 
command  all  their  fellow-mbjecta,  on  pain  of  summary  b  '  ' 
aWlaia  ^om  IndulgiBg  the  sDgfatest  scrutiny  a  oemmeat 
preceedings  and  deeimaai  {  we  oannot  but  look  with  aaxiety  to  tba  ao« 
aanatioaof  soae  new  oaadidate,  who  may  oftw  hope  at  leart,  that  aocb 
■  aUteof  abject  and  grovellingslaTiecyia  not  to  last  &e  ever. 
'  TWs  pTOstiMiuH  of  all  iDdependeBce  on  tbeBeBcbinigltt,  hasmerv 
be  productive  of  mudt  l,esB  evd  tbairit  has  beaar  aad  now  iS|  w«ce  it 
coiraeted  by  the  existence  of  some  smaU  putioa  of.  tadcpaadeaee  atlba 
Bar:  butalast  we  an  compelled,  aBetideneabeyoodonrpasrartanm^ 
to  believe,  that  of  thiatbara  is  stboTsally  little  or  Boao.

Wa  semm^ier  tba  same  adro^ 
cats,  fill),  ashewasattha  tian,rfproiiessiDBBofindepBulaaea,caateadi 
leg  against  the  pubKeation  of  osidaace,  ia  cases  w  pabUc  trials,  ao4 
wishing  to  impose  fetters  on  ewry  press  but  bnowns  waiamenbei'  iu^ 
also  UB&bte  to  resist  the  temptations  of  patraaage  mid  nu^  aad  onaswt 
faig to  hang onnpoQ  the  aldrts of  a  Jadg^  wbeee  oirda ^  fnends  aad- 
visitorB  was  mere  circomaciibed  than  that  of  aay other  pmaonrntlie  aettla- 
meot.  Bnl,  we  need  not  dwell  on  tba  fraiWce  of  seaoad-rata  enemiis  ta 
the  iflterests  of  freedom  end  independence,  while  moM  coMfBoaswe 
ht*  to  the  cause  of  liberty  in  India  are  to  be  fiwnd.  Of  tbese^  dmra- 
toK,  let  it  be  "  SUE  bent  to  apeak." 

Mr.  Robert  Spaakie,  now  a-King's  Serjeant  ia  Enf^and;  was,  hebea' 
hia  going  to  India,  a  writer  in  the  Morning  Cbnmicle,  in  oaaynaetiaa  witb 
Mr.  Pen; ;  the  difFerence  between  Iheee  joint  co>^xaalaaa  being  aaid 
to  be  thie  :  that  Mr.  Spaakie's  tentimenU  ware  so  demdedly  demoes»- 
tical,  and  bis  mode  of  exprsauag  them  eo  mwA  too  fiodUe  and  vm- 
quivocal,  even  in  Mr.  Perry's  eatimatton,  that  it  was  deemed  niji.  laiai'y 
to  exercise  amne  diaeretienafy  rerision  eEthem  beftwa  tb^-»asia  givaa  f 
<he  world.  Mr.  Spaakie  wentto  India, wAdTQcate-Qaoenlto^ SlUft'

ladifc  Conpui;  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Bffnga) ;  ud  faring  canddared 
Rn  oxcaUent  Iswyer,  (our  readme  will  herekfin  naderaUJul  what  thU 
tarn  meaaij)  grew  inta  gnat,  ajid  perhapt  daaerMd,  practice.  In  all  liia 
InlcmwiH  wiA  wcio^,  hewarer,  ba  still  retained  lua  old,  and,  as  enery 
Itody  than  baUered,  hu  UoceM  opinionB  ;  and  many  are  the  aniratiooa 
tlwt  hara  been  ksoirn  to  eac^ie  him.  after  more  of  freadopi  liir  nan- 
kind  ibaa  .thqr  baTa  erer  yet  eqjoycd.  He  oontiiHied  to  pntetise  in' 
fail  pitdessiffii ;  and,  in  fnliilnient  of  one  of  tbe  datiee  of  his  office,' 
vas  employed  to  wage  war  tf^ust  the  press,  and  to  denounce  its 
SMat  hannleM  affoaioiu  as  foH  of  bitteneas  and  galL  It  is  one  of  tin 
oiuaea  of  this  pnfeasion,  as  atpreseat  constitiited,  Aalthey  who  practise 
it  an  called  upon  to  kill  as  wul  as  cure.  A  phyucian  is  never  hired  to' 
wndenntne  the  coDsUtntioa  and  deatroy  ft*  Hfe  <rf  his  patient;  he  nsea 
his  skill  only  to  remore  eril ;  but  a  lawyer  is  often  biied,  ud  atnnge  to 
aay,  trften  yields  a  willing  aasenl,  to  hunt  domi  and  destroy  whUerer 
aiotim  Itis  enployen  may  select  on  whom  to  wreak  their  TetqieftBca^ 
The  puaecuted  soflHcr  may  be  his  private  friend  ;  he  may  be  m  moat' 
virlwnia  and  injured  man  even  in  tbe  astimation  of  ths  lawyer  himaelf  i' 
hot  be  is  tattntsUd  to  proaecute ;  and  because  he  will  nut  r«lioi]uiBb 
pAiSl,  he  coosiderH  kimself  boiiiid  to  obvr-  It  was  thnt  that  Mr.  Spankier 
eilhtrkad  not  wealth  eoough,  in  his  ealinMion,  to  be  indepemlent,  of 
be  had  not  riitse  enau^  to  break  through  the  trammeU  of  a  deoepii** 
»nd  hypocritieal  cutfom  to  which  lawyers  pretend  that  they  ore  bound 
to  adberc,  and  which  makea  it  a  merit  to  utter  faltebooda  by  die  hour; 
to  try  tocanTiBttheiBnoc&nt,and  bring  off  tinguUty;  to  corer  the  vir^ 
tHoos  maa  widi  sha»e  asd  coafaajon,  ud  to  heap  weiritli  asd  bonann  o» 
aacaassfnl  nHaioy.  ltw«aafanMliaiiiig^ieetacleloseetfaisdeino<»atof 
the  Mor^ag  Cim»ioie  (w«  do  not  nae  tfaa  tarm  invidioariy)  putting  fotdv 
^  his  enargiea,  aadaigiaiif,  appamitlyco*asMre,^[ainBtd>aeTils«f  ar 
Ucantiona  piMS  in  Iadi&;  apcaas^  whkh,iathaGO(useof  itawkolecaiaav 
of  abort-lived  freedom,  nawcontained  aaiBaeliof  lieentioaaDesa.(tn  tl>» 
aeoae  in  iriuch  the  term  is  hare  uaed,  to  eKpiaee  bcJdnf  of  cansnre  ov 
Ae  aclsof  rolers),aaoauldbe  found  in  Um  MocaagCbzenio)*  under  Mr, 
Spankio's  own  manageaaent,  in  the  coane  of  a  ui^k  day !  It  was  really 
pitiable  to  see  one  vrito,  as  a  maa,  had  beca  all  tiia  life  panting  to  giv« 
ua  Mlew-ntea  ait  Incienae  of  freedom  and  bap^ness,  modMing  biib, 
•s  a  hind  adrooate,  Itis  anatbamaa  against  tttoae  who  BMrdy  deured 
AatBngtiriimeaia  India  should  hare  the  benefit  of  trial  befiixe  punlait- 
ment,  so  as  to  pat  tbem  on  an  etjnal  iootiBg  with  dia  nagroes  in  the  West  i 
and  that  they  shonld  have  tlia  same  lib«4y  of  apeech  and  pnblicatioa 
enjoyed  by  the  paople  they  had  conquered,  and  the  mixed  race  spnwg 
from  dwir  union  with  these,  in  the  East.  Mr.  Spankie,  bowsrer,  wax 
daivated:  the  publio  ▼irtue.of  the  Jwy  tliat  he  addrasaad,  was  of  ■ 
bigbM  standard  than  hia  own ;  and  all  hn  dennneiatioas:  against  the  evil* 
of  a  free  pnes  in  india,  only  made  those  who  heard  htm  ding  to  ita 
very  ahadow  the  mere. 

The  period  come  in  wbidi  Mr.  Spankie  was  to  leare  India  for  Eng? 
land  ;  ill  health  being  the  immediate  cause  of  this  determination.  One 
inight  hare  hoped  that  the  same  principle  which  causes  so  many  death- 
bed repeDtancea,  would  have  led  Mr.  Spaakle  to  make  a  last  effort,  before 
be  left  the  country,  to  redeem  the  vmr%  into  which  bis  professional  situ- 
ation bad  led  Urn.    It  wWd  have  wiped  away  many  of  the  dark  spots  of 
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thU  tonei  ctreet  6f  hostiUty,  bad  he  been  eudiled,  te  4ni**uig  Imlia,  ti 
hare  evinced  tlut  s  wn*e  oiF  tbe  vnlvejtf  indepeodence  yet  mBuned  in 
his  boeoin ;  and  had  thus  raluntarily  lent  hia  aid  to  reaiat  the  efibiti  made 
by  othen  for  enalaving  more  and  more  their  feUow-men.  Bat,  aUal 
it  is  notorious  that  the  yoang  warrior,  who  has-  once  died  the  bkwd 
of  an  enemy  by  his  own  hands,  is  not  more  greed;  after  fresh  car- 
nage, th*n  thou  who  hare  once  deserted  the  ranks  of  freedom  to 
Strengthen  those  of  tytiuiny,  are  eager  after  fresh  opportnnitiea  to 
bind  tud  fetter  those  iriioni  they  dread  as  well  as  hatey  because  they 
hare  betrayed  and  deserted  them.  Mr.  Spankie,  for  years  the  avowed 
advocate  of  die  moat  enlarged  freedom  of  speech  and  publication, 
who  had  ilhialTated  and  defended  by  his  pen  tbe  doctrines  enter- 
tained ^y  his  mind,  not  only  did  nothinjc  on  his  leaving  India  to  redeem 
bis  jMvfessiooal  hoMili^  to  the  press  of  diat  coantry,  but  left  behind  him; 
as  a  legacy,  the  greatest  corse  with  which  the  country  has  ever  yet  been 
afflicted — the  Licuiung  Laws  of  Mr.  Adam,— irorse  than  the  most  galU 
ing  of  censorships.  It  la  well  known  that  neither  the  Govemor-Oeneral 
nor  the  Secretaries  in  India  would  venture  to  undertake  such  a  measure 
as  the  one  in  qaeetioB,  without  consulting  the  principal  law-officer  of  dw 
Government  thereon.  Mr.  SpanUe  held  the  pace  of  Company's' Advfr- 
cate-'General  in  the  months  of  February  and  March,  1623^  lAen  thtee 
LiceMiag  Lfcws  were  frsmiDg,  and  when  they  were  actually  passed 
through  the  Supreme  Court.  Mr.  Money,  the  Company's  Junior  Connael, 
though  not  wanting  in  disposition,  wouhl  be  entirely  wanting  in  aUU^ 
to  draw  up  such  laws  as  these :  and  Mr.  Poe,  the  Company's  Attorney 
18  not  a  person  likely  to  have  been  intrusted  with  them.  From  tbe  coin- 
cidence of  dates,  therefore,  and  the  knowledge  of  the  usage  in  all  similai 
cases,  we  have  sufficient  evidence  (if  even  more  direct  knowledge  were 
wanting)  to  conclude,  that  these  (dmminable  laws,  which  still  disgrace  the 
statute-book  of  India,  and  which  are  withont  a  parallel  in  the  annals  of 
the  most  despotic  countries  on  the  earth,  are  the  approved  production  (if 
not  the  actu^  sngsestion)  of  Mr.  Robert  Spankie,  not  long  since  One  of 
tjie  most  violent  c^  the  democratic  writers  of  the  London  Press  1 '  With 
such  examples  as  the  Bench  and  Bar  of  Ei^and  place  before  his  tjet, 
he  may  not  be  much  cast  down ;  and  the  s^k  robe  which  now  gracea 
his  shoulders  may,  in  the  eyes  of  the  world,  cover  a  multitude  of  sins; 
but  we  do  not  envy  him  his  new-made  honours;  and,  as  long  as  his 
name  or  hntory!  shall  be  remembered,  they  will  interooae  a  world  of 
doubts  as  to  the  pretended  Independence  of  the  Indian  Bar. 

We  are  aware  of  the  indulgmice  estended  to  lawyers,  by  the  umrefleet- 
iitg  part  of  mankind,  who  see  nothing  wrong  in  the  uaafe  of  their  profea- 
■ion,  which  enjoins  them  to  speak  on  that  side  of  the  qneation  only  for 
which  they  are  Bnt  paid  :  and  we  do  not  attribute  to  Hr.  Spankie  any 
greater  degree  of  subserviency  to  this  usage  in  India  than  is  lo  he  found 
in  hundreds  of  equally  respectable  lawyers  at  home.  That  judges,  bai^ 
risters,  and  attorneys,  shotild  do  thtm  utmost  to  maintain  this  system,  is

ahould  be  nplield.  But  the  rest  of  the  woild  are  beginniiig  to  think  dif- 
ferently on  this  subject ;  and,  ere  long,  we  have  no  doubt,  theA  will  be 
X  Rreat  rernlution  of  opinion  in  thia  respect.  At  present,  if  a  cleigyman 
deUvers  from  his  pulpit,  doctrines  which  he  is  known  not  to  believe,  he  is 
called  ft  hypocrite,  and  is  despiaed  accordingly,  If  a  member  of  padia- 
jnent  advocates  in  his  place,  ofHnions  which  are  known  to  be  foreign  to 
those  formoiy  professed  by  him,  and  still  really  entertaised  by  him  in 
private  life,  he  is  called  a  renegade  and  a  traitor,  and  held  in  contempt 
by  both  parties.  If  a  public  writer  openly  espouses  the  cause  of  a  party 
to  which  he  is  known  to  be  faxietile  at  heart,  and  lends  himself,  from  any 
motiTe,  to  deceive  the  worid,  by  professing  opioions  tbat  he  does  not 
really  entertain,  he  is  destirvedly  scooted  by  all  hooeHt  men,  and  cond- 
dered  a  disgrace  to  his  spedcs.  If  a  judge  pronounces  a  sentence  con- 
trary to  his  pr«vouilyarowed  conviction;  if  a  jnror  jtuns  in  a  verdict 
which  he  subeeqaently  admits  was  in  opposition  to  his  real  views ;  or, 
if  a  witness  so  distorts  his  testimony,  as  to  make  truth  appear  &lseliood, 
and  falsehood  truth,  each  would  be  liable,  and  justly  so,  to  the  punish- 
ment  of  the  law,  as  well  as  to  the  indignation  of  maaldiid.  In  shortv 
deception  among  evety  rank  and  class  of  people,  is  considered  criminal, 
«ave  and  excefpt  among  lawyera  ;  with  whom,  the  greater  the  deception 
psactised,  the  higher  the  degree  of  merit  tbat  is  supposed  tu  be  attained. 

In.what  c<maists  the  difierence?  Men  of  relecdoo  would  say  in  this  e 
The  criminality  of  deception,  as  far  as  relates  to  the  actor  or  deceiver 
himself,  must  be  neariy  the-same  in  all  cases ;  but,  as  far  as  it  affects  the 
jntereats  of  society,  that  species  of  deception  wlucb  is  intended  to  con- 
ibund  all  distinctions  between  ri^t  and  wrong,  to  convict  the  ianooMity 
to  shield  the  guilty,  and  to  make  even  the  tribnnal  of  juttiw  itself  an 
organ  of  evil,  ought,  because  of  its  more  pernicious  censequeaces,  to  be 
held  in  the  highest  degree  of  execration  ;  and  its  pracdsera  and  ^wtlon 
ts  be  censored  accordingly. 

Some,  however,  pretend  to  sayrthBtlhediffereneeeeasiatiia  dm;— 
the  clergyman,  the  member  of  parliament,  the  public  writer,  tbe  Judge) 
the  juror,  and  the  witnen,  are  neither  of  them  paid  for  dehveiing  epi- 
nions  that  they  do  not  really  entertain  ;  whereas,  the.  lawyer  is  expsessly 
hired  for  that  purpose,  and  is  therefore  bound  to  do  so.  The  excnae 
only  makes  the  crime  the  greater.  To  deceive  without  a  motive  of  gain 
is  in  itself  sufficieady  reprehensible;  but  to  dacrive  for  hire  is  infinitely 
worse  ;  and  if  the  contruy  notion  be  correct,  then,  a  judge  who  rtceivea 
a  bribe  for  giving  a  charge  contrary  to  hia  own  conviction ;  a  juror  who  is 
rewarded  for  recording  a  verdict  contrary  to  his  belief;  an  editor  who  ispaid 
for  maintaining  pafticulor  opinions,  or  an  assassin  who  destroys  an  inno- 
cent vicdm  merely  because  he  is  hired  to  do  so  by  another,  are  all  more 
justifiable  than  if  the  several  acta  performed  by'  them  wore  done  without 
such  pecuniary. reward.  The  dilemma  is  unavoidable:  and  aE  die 
■nbtl^  of  all  the  lawyers  on  earth,  paid  or  unpaid,  is  incompetent  to 
effect  Uieir  escape  from  it.  The  evil  is  in  the  present  usage  of  the  pn>- 
feaaon  ;  and  cannot  too  soon  be  remedied. — We  return,  however,  to  our 
m^eet.

Whra  die  editor  of  the  CalentU  Journal  waa  tetaiifaed  frsnr  tadia  by 
order  of  Mr.  Adari),  it  was  helierad  tqralaKNt  erery  one  hi  that  dtf,  that 
tfiia  act  Ind  been  previoualy  determined  n&>  even  beibra  Lml  Hastings 
rcdfMd  hls^netions,  as  OovamomQeneral.to  Mr.  Adan's  teiRierai7sx. 
erdse.  His  Lordship  had  scaFcely  eafaaAed,  indeed,  hefiire  Mr.  Bv^* 
ineham's  baAl*hnient-(or  tmnamissian,  asitia  colled  in  Indial  was  paba 
Ilcly  talked  of  as  a  measore  long  f«aalved  to  be  carried  into  iaiaiodtaia 
•xecutioB.  In  a  pnblio  ball-raom  at  Calcutta,  two  of  Mr.  Adam'a  intiniaW  • 
fttands,  Mib.  M'ClioWck  and  Mra.  Lnahingtan,  were  said  to  hare  ex-* 
pfcaaid  thcdr  coarlctioo  that  Mr.  Backingham'a  stay  in  India  wotihl  no# 
M  very  riteit,  hs  Mr.  Adam  had  long  ainee  detemrined  on  aandiaf  lam 
MWf<    WiUMWM»fthiB,«ad«tlmiiwlarpfo«fii<fapMTi«M4itflmd« 
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sation  to  cominh  the  aggnwion  falluded  to,  were  then  on  the  (pot,  waif 
the  evidence  RpMsred  to  be  so  strong,  Qiat  it  «a*  determined  to  pnweed 
I^bIIj'  against  Mr.  Adam,  in  an  action  for  damages,  on  the  (cround  of 
malicious  and  predetennined  hostilicj.  Mr.  Ferguuon,  who  had  httheito 
ahrajH  acted  as  Mr.  Buckingham's  leading  counsel,  was  consulted  on 
the  afiair ;  and,  fully  concurring  in  the  cruel^  and  injustice  of  Mr, 
Adam's  proceeding,  he  consented  to  undertake  and  condoct  so  much  of 
the  preliniinary  proceedings  as  were  to  be  carried  through  in  India,  as 
the  basifl  of  a  subsequent  prosecution  in  England ;  though  at  the  sanw 
tiine  he  admitted,  that,  from  the  state  of  the  law  on  the  subject,  and  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  redress  for  injories  inflicted  by  mea  high  in  power, 
tie  was  not  sanguine  in  hie  expectations  of  ultimate  success. 

-  The  state  of  the  law  on  this  subject  is  briefly  this — No  Ooremor-Ge- 
neral  or  Member  of  Council  can  be  prosecuted  in  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Justice  in  India,  for  any  act  of  iajustice  done  by  them,  howerer  glaring 
it  may  b*  The  Paiiiainent  has  ao  far  i»-otected  them  in  their  exerciae 
of  power,  as  to  shield  them  from  all  reaponsibility  to  law  on  the  spot,' 
VoA  to  make  it  impoaatble  to  proceed  against  them  there.  The  proaecu-. 
tion  must  take  place  in  England.  But  before  even  that  can  be  done,  all 
<&»  Mceatary  evidence  must  be  collected  and  authenticated  before  the 
Supreine  Co>^rt  In  India.  Bc&re,  however,  one  tittle  of  this  evidence  is 
altowed'to  be  taken  even  there,  the  injured  party  prosecatl&g  is  obliged 
to  give  a  bond,  in  such  sum  as  the  Court  may  determine,  -^t  he  will 
prosecute  to  the  issue,  be  the  nature  of  the  evidence,  that  he  can  obtain, 
£s<nmrable  or  un&vour&ble  to  such  a  perseverance.  When  this  bond  ia 
given,  eridcBce'raajr  be  gone  into  in  India;  and  this  it  to  be  tmumitted 
to  the  Court  <tf  Iaw  in  which  the  action  may  be  tried  in  England.  If, 
Srom  any  nnfincseen  difficulties,  the  prosecutor  ^uld  be  unatde  to  pco-> 
ceed,  his  bond  becomes  forfeited ;  and  shotild  he  proceed,  oaA,  from  tlM 
"  gleriaus  nacertainty  of  the  law,"  be  unsnccesefiil,  he  would  have  U 
pay  treble  <hMs  I '  Such  a  premium  on  tyranny,  sncb  a  protection  to 
evil  doers,  and  such  as  obstacle  to  the  true  ends  of  justice,  is  too  cbmr 
nufteristiO'of  the  slate' <^  En^iah  law  generally  to  excite  much  wonder: 
but  it  must  be  elear  to  All,  that  it  interposes  fearful  odds  between  the 
opposssor  and  the  oppressed,  particultuly  when  the  opprestnons  aie  exet- 
eued  ia  India. 

-  in  tiae  present  instance,  however,  it  sMmed  so  deunJile  that  the  evi> 
dence  should  be  collected,  and  the  question  tried,  thatitwasdetenoined 
en  to  puisne  the  necessary  steps  for  that  purpose.  A  petition  to  the  Su« 
prame  Court  was  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Fergusson  himaelf,  stating  that  Mr, 
Biiddngtiam  "Itad  betn  greatly  oppressed,  a^^ieved,  and  iiyured,  by 
an  act  doae,  and  an  order  passed,  by  the  Hon.  John  Adam,"  and  pc&y- 
ing  "  that  the  Court  would  grant  an  order,  compelling  the  said  J<dui 
Adam  to  produce  all  the  correspondence  which  might  have  passed  be^ 
tween  himBelf  and  any  person  or  persons  whateoem  touching  the  premises, 
and  that  the  same  might  be  authenticated,  and  witneasea  examined  ia 
that  Court,  upon  the  otatter  of  the  said  complaint."     Before  this  petition 

vwas  presented,  Mr.  John  Palmer,  (whose  lively  interest  in  the  fate  of 
every  injured  indiTidaal  Jias  long  since  associated  his  name  with  jna- 
tice  and  benevolence)  suggested  to  Mr.  Buckingjham  tha  iropottanee-of 
his  remaining  in  India  for  a  month  or  two  longer,  partly,  to  await  tba 
sMveof  the  action  thcnpeading  betweOi.hiouelf  tuid  tbe  libtUns  of  the 
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J<^n  Buir(8ubseqaent(y  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  ptiy  daotages 
*'**'*"B'y)'  '*"*  principally  to  collect  this  evidence  required  for  the  pro- 
secutiwi  of  Mr.  Adam,  and  take  it  home  with  -luin  for  pA>eeediDg  &t 
once.  The  ob|«ctioiM  to  any  further  stay  in  Indis,  under  existing  cir- 
OHnstascee,  were,  first,  ft  dadre  to  anire  in  TlagUnd  as  aooa  as  Vie  in- 
telligenoe  of  these  proceedings  could  reitcb,  so  as  to  be  on  the  spot  to  pre- 
vent  misrepresentations,  and  take  early  messurea  for  proceeding  hnre  ;, 
And  Becoodly,  tlie  fact,  that  if  the  opportunity  of  the  ship  then  sulin^ 
were  not  eaibraoed,  no  other  would  be  likely  to  oc«ur  for  somo  time  af- 
terwards^ When  th^  passage  home  would  liavc  beeli  tedious,  stormy,  and' 
of  pratraeted  length.  Stfll,  however,  the  importAiice  of  completing  the' 
measures  then  pending  in  India  was  admitted,  and  it  was-a^^ed  that  if 
Mr.  FerguBsoh  should  think  his  blieet'd  fuitherltay  of  importance  to  that 
Rid,  all  other  conaideratioDB  should  be  waived,  and  the  stay  prolonged 
aecMdingly.  '  In  the  visit  made  to  Mr.  Fergusaon,  fot  this  purpose,  Mr. 
Backinghun  was  Accompanied  by  Mr.  Pa&er  himself^  so  that  there  ia 
living  evidence  of  the  fact ;  and  It  was  there  disdnctiy  asked,  whether  tha 
immediate  departure  of  the  former  fer'£flt;lftnd  would  in  the  slightest  de- 
gree prejndioe  his  case ;  or,  whether,  if  be  so  departed,  he  might  safely 
rely  on  every  &ing  being  done  for  him  in  tbe  Court  at  Calcutta  as  effeC" 
(uaJly  as  if  he  were  present.  The  reply  of  Mv.  FciguMoa  to  this  .^ues' 
tioit  was  explicit  and  decisive.  He  was  not  only  akeadj  pledged,  as  ' 
leadii^  counsel  in  the  case  he  had  undAtakeb,  to  see  the  iutereata  of  his 
client  pr6tected  to  the  end,  and  to  omit  nothing  which  could  secure  tfao 
success  of  his  cause  ;  but  he  addeU  to  this  tAck  and  universally  under- 
Stood  engagement  of  all  who  consent  to  uiidertake  the  management  of  a  ■ 
legal  CBOse,  his  persoDal  and  verbal  agsursBoea,  as  an  individual  frimd 
~  of  that  cause,  that  nothing  should*  be  neglected  in  consequence  of  his 
client's  absence  ;  but  that  every  thing  should  be  done!  and  that  too  with* 
Out  delky,  to  procure  the  OTidenee  required,  and  transmit  it  immediately* 
to  E:^land  for  ulteridr  proceedings  there ;  acoompanying  this  assurancer 
with  a  lett«r  to  Mr.  Scarlett,'  th»  barrister,  introducing  his  client  to  his 
■iy)uaJntance,  and  recommending  his  case  to  his  personal  as  well'  as  (ci^ 
fessionaf  attention. 

It  should  be  added  thai  Mr.  Fergnsson  knew  distinctly  wiinl  thaaatDra- 
of  the  eridence  was  that  would  be  required.  -  He  knew  that  it  would  in*- 
volve  thtf  oecessity  of  calling  certain  ladies  into  Court,  and  patting  them 
on  their  oaths  as  to  Whetherthey  did  hot  use  the  expression  attributed  to- 
tbem,  of  Mr.  Adam's  determination  to  banish  Mr.  Budijagham  irom  tbs 
cAuotry;  and  when  and  where  they  obtained  this  information.  Mr.-Fer- 
gnaton  knew  that  a  list  of  witnesses,  capable  of  speaking  to  tbia  fiut,  Iuu£ 
been  fiirniahed  to  Mr.  Comberbach,  the  solicitor  in  the  case;  and,  itt. 
short,  the  whole  course  to  be  pursued  was  as  distinctly  known  to  him,  at' 
this  early  period,  as  it  cobld  nave  been  al  any  subsequent  stags  of  the- 
proceadlogs.  With  this  knowledge,  he  consented  to  open  tlie  bwiiieH  in 
tbe  SiqtreBfe  Court  on  the  1st  of  March  1823,  which  was  done  by  Uv 
}iHseiitfng  the  petition  before  alluded  to,  statiug  the  injuries,  and  praying; 
for  leave  to  take  evidenice  as  themsans  of- pursuing  the  action  for  red reAi. 
The  Court  heard  Mr.  Fergueson  on  this  point;  and  Mnsented,  (hi  Mr. 
Btnkinghani's  giving  a  bond,' with  competent  sureties,  for  12,000  nipeen, 
to  gtant  hisprayer.  The  bond  waff  accordingly  deposited  ia  Co»at,tuii 
Mr.  BuckingfaMn  left  lodln. 
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Qa  bia  airinJ  in  England,  all  ttte  eKpendra  meaaurM  which  sack  a. 
quit  iDvolves,  were  entered  into,  and  carrlvd  on  lu  far  ts  they  could  ga, 
without  the  promiaed  evidence  frnm  India:  and  although  the  death  of 
the  aoliciUir,  which  occorred  soon  afterwu-ds,  njigbt  h>.ve  retarded  this 
9  little;  yet,  after  the  aacred  profesaional  charge  undertakea  by  Mr. 
Fetguaaon,  and  otreogthened  by  the  aolemn  peraonal  pledge  before  ad- 
verted to,  it  waa  thought  impoesible  Uiat  it  could  be  wboll;  Defected. 
The  parties  who  indulged  that  hope  were,  boweverj  mia^ken.  Day 
■uccMded  day,  week  succeeded  week,  and  month  aucceeded  DMuith, 
without  a  sin[^  line  being  receired  from  any  party  in  India  on.  this  im- 
[lortaQt  subject.  The  solicitor  was  dead — the  junior  counsel  did  not  feel 
It  hia  particular  duty  to  do  more  than  press  it  by  hia  suggectiona  on  the 
^>ot — and  the  senior  counsel  did  nothing  whatever  to  redeem  his  pledge. 
In  hia  hands  waa  intrusted  the  conduct  of  this  cause  againrt  the  Qovem- 
mentof  India,  on  the  issue  of  which  depended  the  decision  of  the  greatest 

aitestion  that  was  ever  yet  agitated  in  that  country ;  namely,  whether 
le  laws  of  England  would  protect  any  GoTemoi^Oeneral  who  might 
oppress  an  Individoal  that  happened  to  he  obnoxious  to  his  {aTonrites; 
tx  whether  these  laws  would  afiord  the  ii^i)red-  pwty  redress.  Yet, 
inatead  of  conducting  this  cause,  as  be  pledged  himaalf  to  do,  be  accepted 
t^mporwy  office  under  the  very  Qovemment  he  had  bound  himself  lo 
fvoceed  against ;  and  consented  to  flatter,  in  the  grossest  terms,  as  a 
inaD  almo^'without  an  e^ual  in  excellence  and  virtue,  the  very  indiridual 
whom  be  had  but  a  few  weeks  before  characterised  in  the  petitioa  drawn 
up  by  tumietf,  u  being  guilty  of  "  0{^>r««ung,  aggrieving,  and  in- 
juring" his  unhappy  client.  The  result  was,  that  hia  client's  interests 
were  wholly  sacnflced ;  and,  what  is  of  stil  1  higher  in)pojtanc«,  tha 
g^at  public  (Question  intrusted  ta  Mr.  Fergussoa's  coofideooe,  was  be- 
trayed by  this  aoceptance  of  the  paltry  hooours,  and  still  aoore  paltry 
|ti(^ts  of  the  Advocale-geBeratship  of  India,  for  a  few  montlis  at  the 
itfnwst;  and,  aa  the  event  proved,  lot  a  few  weeks  only.  In  eonsequenca 
of  this  entire  aaspensloa  of  all  proceedings  in  India,  the  proMcutioa  was 
obliged  to  be  abandoned  in  England  p  and  the  unfortunate  client  eul^ 
jected  to  the  loss  of  all  the  money  expended  in  costs  in  this  country  as, 
well  a4  in  India,  with  the  probable  fbdeiturt  of  the  bond  given  to  nro- 
sfcote  to  the  iaaue,  although  the  failure  of  that  prosecution  areea  uom- 
circunutancea  altogether  beyond  his  power  to  coatrol.  After  a  cUadco- 
of  nearly  twelve  months  on  this  sut^act,  without  a  single  line  bang 
n^itten,  or  a  ungta  step  being  taken  by  Mr.  Farguason  io  the  matter, 
this  independent  lawyer  quitted  India  for  England,  to  eiyey  the  iortune 
nqade  HI  that  couotry,  by  hia  prafeasional  caiser;  which  no  one  can  re- 
gret more  poignantly  than  we  do,  that  he  haa'^aaed  with  so  irrvdeem- 
able  a  bleaaish  on  its  purity  and  independence  as  this. 

Aa  soon  aa  Mr.  Fergusaon's  departure  from  India  had  taken  plaqe, 
the  agents  left  in  charge  of  Mr.  Buckingham's  at£Mrs  in  thai  country 
having  desj^red,  as  it  would  ae«nx,of  any  measures  being  ua^rtakea  by 
the  leading  counsel,  white  he  held  his  client's  hriefa  as  such,  allied  to 
tlie  junior  counsel,  Mr-  Turton,  on  whom  the  duties  of  fciis  ci^Ieague 
n^ight  theq  be  supposed  to  hav«  devolved,  to  know  why  proceedings  had 
iiot  boaa  already  entorsd  into  on  this  subject ;  and  w'uethor  there  existed 
afy  obatade  to  their  being  prosecuted  then.  The  answer  to  this  appli- 
caii'm' waa  frank  Ckud'oiooly,  and  appears  to  na  tolmve  ]((r.  Ttutoa'a. 
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Tep(iUdof)<|iut^antoached.  It  wasgiTsn  inaformaluidiiffleiat  mffAfier, 
M  K  wrinea  ofAniaa,  to  be  made  hm  of  tu  circomataocea  might  require : 
For  the  purpose,  thenfore,  of  lapportiag  the  poeitiou  we  have  before  b»- 
nimed,  as  trail  aa  of  ehowiD^  the  true  grounds  on  which  the  d^y  eom- 
plaioed  of  realljr  retted,  ve  ahall  gtre  the  document  entire,  aa  Well  u  the 
letter  in  which  it  was  eocloaed  to  ua,  whsD  traaamitted  to  thii  oouatry.

'  It  abonli)  be  sWed  that  two  of  the  priaeipel  wtttieaaee  intended  to  have  bf  eo 
called,  are  since  dead  ;  and  three  others  are  now  at  a  great  distance  from  India  ;

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c»n  hudly  be  Becnsaiy  to  use  any  epithet  to  diatacteiize?  The  duty  to 
lie  performed,  was  of  the  simplect  kind :  it  wsa  as  ircll  known  and  de~ 
fined,  when  ita  perfmrnMice  was  first  uadertaLen,  as  at  any  Eubaequent 
period  :.  and  it  m^ht  hare  been  done  without  wounding  the  delicacy  of 
the  most  sen^tlTe  and  fas^dious  peracm.  It  required  only  that  two  ladiea 
should  har«  been  examined  in  Court,  and  asked  to  declare,  on  their  oatha, 
irbether  tbey  did  or  did  not  use  the  expressions  attributed  to  them,  as  to 
Mr.  Adun's  avowed  determination  to  banish  Mr.  Bucldngbam  from  the 
country.  If  tbey  denied  harbg;  bo  said,  other  witnesses  \#ould  have 
been  called  to  brave  it.  If  tbey  confessed  having  so  expressed  then)' 
selves,  tbey  would  have  been  asked  tbe  authority  on  which  they  iftntured 
so  to  do.  In  all  this,  where  would  there  have  been  aught  to  wound  the 
most  reSned  delicacy  ?  Mr.  Fergusson  could  not  surely  have  dreaded 
any  disclosures  that  he  would  be  unwilling  to  be  instrumental  in  promot-. 
ins*  t>y  Buch  an  examination.  He  could  not  have  thought  tku  the 
6iendshipa  which  existed  between  these  individuals  and  the  distinguiahed 
peraonage  of  whose  confidence  they  boasted,  ought  not  to  be  distnrtted  by 
a  public  judicial  investigation.  What  Mr.  Turton  can  mean  by  the 
fdirase  "matters  of  considerable  delicacy,"  and  why  so  much  anxiety 
diould  be  evinced  to  make  this  inquiry  as  little  "  unpleasant "  to  these 
ladiea  as  possible,  it  ia  not  easy  to  undentatid.  In  matters  of  an  infi- 
nitely more  "  delicate"  nature  than  we  should  ever  have  thought  tbu 
Hkely  to  be,  we  da  not  find  barristers,  either  in  England  or  in  India, 
shrinking  from  their  duty  to  their  clients,  or  to  the  pubBc,  on  sncb  slender 
grounds ;  so  that  there  must  be  "  something  more  than  meets  the  eye" 
in  the  objections  of  Mr.  Fergusson  and  Mr.  Turtop. 

Hie  pretended  scruples  of  delica^,  therefore,  in  tbe  present  case, 
ifhere  not  a  nngle  indelicate  question  was  required  to  be  aaked,  and 
where  it  ought  not  to  have  been  considered  "  unpleasant "  .for  even 
^English  ladies  to  have  affirmed  or  denied  on  oath  tbe'use  of  expreasions 
imputed  to  them,  when  their  truth  or  falsehood  involved  consiaerattona 
of  the  faigbeet  importance  to  the  public  interetfs,  as  well  as  those  of  SB 
individual,  will  be  regarded  as  mere  affectation.  The  world  at  large  will 
see  what  muK  have  been  the  leading  mottres  for  .this  extraordinary 
conduct:  and  whenever  the  Indgi^deoce  of  the  Indian  Bar  sball  in 
future  be  made  a  subject  of  eulogy  and  exultation,  the  reader  will  think 
of  those  who  have  been  here  shown  to  havs-betr^ed  it;  while  posterity 
will  number,  among  the  most  striking  instances  of  treacheiy  to  the  cause 
(tf  fieedom,  with  which  the  history  of  lawyers  in  every  country  abounds, 
thoae  which  have  taken  place  in  India,  among  men  who  have  no  plea  of 
want  to  urge  in  their  excuse,  but  who  were  especially  bound,  by  their 
exemption  from  the  oidinaiy  temptations  which  beset  more  needy  men  ia 
England,  to  show  the  wocid  that  lawyers  could  sometimes  be  as  honest 
as  other  men. 

If,  in  the  coarse  of  the  preceding  oburvatioiu,  we  may  appear  to  any 
one  to  have  trwcbed  at  all  upon  the  offairsof  private  life,  we  must  de- 
fend ouraelves  from  sucb  an  imputadqn  by  saying,  tbat'flie  little  we 
have  disclosed  (and  that  is  but  an  inconsiderable  fraction  of  what  we 
could  do,  if  required),  has  been  ao  closely'  interwoven  wkli  the  paUic 
queetioD  to  which  it  relates,  that  it  oould  not  be  separated  finom  it.  It 
was  first  the  act  of  the  ladies,  already  named,  to  make  the  priva^  in- 
lentiont  of  Mr.  Adam,  matter  of  public  iK>tori<4y  and  gentry'  cm'^')** 
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lion  \d  a  public  ball-room.  It  was  next  the  act  of  the  Court  to  permit 
evidence  to  be  token  on  this  point.  After  this,  Mr.  Turton  embodied  aa 
allusion  to  the  fact  in  his  profcesioaal  opinion  :  and,  lastly,  the  commu- 
uicatinoJS  and  the  influence  here  alluded  to,  are  as  much  matter  of  public 
notoriety  in  Indiaj  as  the  influence  of  any  court  lady,  who  happens  to  be 
in  high  favour  with  any  distinguished  individual,  in  England.  A  ti^e 
may  come,  when  niucli  more  may  be  said  on  this  subject  than  has  ever 
yet  been  pnbiisbed  here :  and  although  Mr.  Adam  and  bis  friends  hav^ 
been  saved,  by  the  condiipt  of  Mr.  Fergiisson,  from  the  exposure  that 
awniled  them  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  India,  it  is  not  altogetlier  impoi~ 
sible  but  that  the  disclosures  which  might  there  have  made  their  dud 
impression  on  the  public  mind,  may  yet  cfiect  this  purpose  through  some 
other  chaouel.

OK  THE  AFI'iNITY  or  THE  SANSCRIT,    THB    ANCIENT  LANGUACB 

OF    INDIA,   TO  THB   GREEK,   TUB    LATIN,   AND   OTHEE 

ANCIBNT  LANGUAGBS   OK  BUKOPE. 

The  existsnce  of  a  close  and  rem&r)ca.ble  aSuity  betweca  the  S&nscrll, 
or  ancient  luiroage  of  India,  and  the  Peruan,  and  aome  of  the  aocieat 
languages  of  Europe,  has  for  &  long  time  past  been  wcU  asccrtdacd  ; 
hut  aa  the  pnwb  by  which  this  fact  is  supported,  do  not  appear  to  be 
geneiall;  luionii,  we  shall  eodearour  to  g^re  a  correct  view  of  them,  and 
4t  the  same  time  point  out  some  of  those  historical  conclusiooa  at  which 
this  fact  enables  us  to  anire.  As,  however,  we  shall  frequently  have 
occasion,  in  our  future  Numberi,  to  touch  upon  subjects  connecteid  with 
Oriental  history  and  literature,  we  desire  the  remarks  now  offered  to  the 
reader,  to  be  considered  a^  introductiNy  to  such  subsequent  articles. 

IBefore  we  proceed,  it  will' be  necessary  to  state  the  principles  on 
which  an  examination  of  the  affinity  that  exists  between  oi&rent  lan- 
guages should,  according  to  our  apprehensions,  be  conducted,  and  the 
principal  points  to  be  attended  to,  in  determining  their  relations. 

A  very  common  mode  of  comparing  languages,  is  to  take  a  certun 
number  of  words  out  of  one  laeguage  and  to  compare  them  with  terms  of 
a  similar  import  in' another.  To  diis  method  there  araseveral  objections. 
In  the  first  inatance,  mapy  terms  in  one  language,  though  very  similar  in 
sound  to  another,  do  not  prove  the  existence  of  any  real  affinity,  because 
the  similarity  of  sound  in  each  case  is  referrible  to  the  object  which  the 
words  represent.  This  applies  not  only  to  inlerjectiont,  which  certainlj 
cannot  afford  any  ptooEs  of  affiniqr,  because  a  Chinets  and  a  Green- 
tander,  a  German  and  a  New  Zealandei,  will  express  tfaeir  j(^  or  afflic- 
tion in  nearly  the  same  inarticulate  sounds ;  but  it  extends  also  to  the 
numerous  class  of  appellations  for  animals,  which  resemble  ^e  sounds 
uttered  by  some  animals  in  every  country,  A  certain  bird  is  called  a 
euckoo  in  England,  and  the  Indian  name  for  the  same  bird  is  kokUa. 
No  one  would  be  justified,  bowawrt  in  infeniog  any  affinity  between  the 
English  and  Sanscrit  tongues  from  that  or  similai  words ;  yet  a  gntt 
number  of  the  pretended  similarities  of  languages  is  founded  on  no  betl«r 
groand  than  the  one  exhibited  in  (his  example.  Were  such  a  test  ad- 
mitted, it  would  not  be  difficult  to  trace  by  it  a  connexion  between  all 
the  languages  in  the  worid. 

Errors  of  a  more  serious  nature  arise  out  of  the  comparis(«  of  those 
words  in  differeift  languages,  which  actually  are  the  same,  but  which  in 
one  language  are  original,  and  in  the  other  imported :  such  words  prove 
historical  relations,  not  original  affinity.  In  these  cases,  w?iere  the  con- 
nesioQ  is  histcnical^  known,  whether  it  be  in  roatlers  of  religion,  science, 
politics,  or  commerce,  Miistakes  areuot  so  likely  to  occur ;  becanse  suspicion 
will  beexcited,  and  Ae  inquirer  wiUbeled  to  a  stricter  examination  of  the 
words,  than  if  he  had  no  idea  that  sncli  a  connexion  had  over  exited. 
No  one  who  should  find  a  number  of  Arabic  terms  in  use  amongst  a 
people  who  had  adopted  the  doctrines  of  Mohammed,  would  be  induced 
to  suppose  thatany  original  affini^  existed  between  the  Arabic  language 
and  that  of  the  pei^le  in  question  ;  but  let  any  one  remark  that  the  word 
Aora  in  Sanscrit  corresponds  to  the  Q»ekv^andtlieLatiaAora,aiid  lie 
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will  htm  Ho  faMlttdoo  Id  Adding  this  itotd  to  hit  compttntiM  Vseaboluy 
of  Umm  time  Uoguages,  and  think  it  an  additioMlproof,  tn  those  which 
be  ftltesdy  poMCUiH,  of  their  original  affinity.  The  &et  is,  however, 
that  the  vord  J^a  in  Sanscritdoes  not  or^jinaUy  belong  to  that  laognage, 
but  is  merely  an  astrological  term  borrowed  trata  the  Oredcs.  to  whom 
the  Indians,  as  Mr.  Colehrooke*  has  clearly  shown,  were  indebtad  for 
this  branch  of  their  astrolo^. 

Similar  instances,  from  these  and  other  languagea,  might  easily  ha 
added,  if  additional  proofs  were  needed;  but  those  already  giren  will  no', 
doubt  be  sufficient  to  show  that  a  mere  comparison  of  words  is  extremely 
fallacious,  and  requires  the  greatest  care  before  it  can  be  admitted  tn  be- 
oondusiTe.  The  similarity  of  words,  also,  may  be  merely  accidental ;' 
and  in  addition  to  this,  it  should  be  remembered  that  we  possess  but  very' 
inaccurate  and  imperfect  vocabularies  of  many  languages,  without  any 
means  of  determining  the  exact  extension  of  the  ugiuGc&tion  of  many  of 
the  words,  and  the  proper  and  original  meaning  of  their  most  exproMive 
terms. 

It  may,  perhaps,  be  asked  by  the  reader,  whether  the  rMemUance  <tf 
words  is  then  of  no  importance  whatever  ?  We  are  fiir  fiom  asserting 
this :  hut  we  contend  that  the  resemblance,  to  be  of  any  value,  must  be  of 
another  description  than  the  mere  resembtaace  of  sound,  histberoofsof 
a  language  which  we  ought  to  compaze  with  those  of  another  language ;  if 
the  affinity  exists  in  the  Tooft,  it  miiat  necessarily  exist  ia  thedwivativeB;  and 
if  the  affinity  of  a  root  be  once  eataUished,  it  at  the  sana  tinae  iniplies 
die  affinity  of  all  terms  derived  from  diat  root.  By  roots  we  do  not  mean 
nrbal  roots  only,  but  nicb  primitive  words  in  a  language  as  are  de- 
dneible  fitHn  no  other  source,  and  which  ar*  appellationa  for  the  moat 
Mmple  ideas  or  natural  otyects ;  as,  for  instance,  file  words  for  fiuber, 
mother,  and  similar  relatives,  names  for  animals,  when  they  bear  no  re- 
efimhlsntf  to  their  voice  or  shape ;  and  further,  such  abs^aet  words  as 
are  necessary  ibr  the  very  existence  of  a  language,  and  not  easily  derived 
from  roots  expreeiiva  of  animal  beings  or  actions,  as  the  pronouns,  pre- 
posttions,  original  particles,  and  anmben. 

Before  the  resemblance  of  words  be  admitted  to  be  cmclusiTe  of 
original  affinity,  it  is  necessary  to  establish  the  genvinenees  of  such 
words  as  realty  belong  to  the  language  in  which  they  may  be  need,  and 
their  proper  and  original  signification  in  such  language.  The  gennine- 
nees  of  a  word  may  be  estsblisbed  by  proving  tbnt  it  contains  no  sounds 
contrary  to  the  genius  of  the  peculiar  tongue,  that  it  is  formed  according 
to  acknowledged  rules  of  deriviuion,  and  that  it  is  connected  by  deriva- 
tives to  the  whole  body  of  the  language  of  which  it  forms  a  part. 

Important  as  the  resemblance  of  words  on  luch  principles  undonhtedly 
is,  there  is  another  part  of  language  which  in  this  point  of  view  is  still 
more  imoortant,  and  this  is  its  gramroaUcal  strncture,  A  nation  may, 
^  intercourse  with  another,  adopt  many  foreign  terms,  and  exchide  part 
<rf  its  own  language  froin  use  ;  the  grammatical  strticture  may  in  some 
degree  be  effaced,  but  it  can  never  adofit  the  grammar  of  any  foreign 
language  without  destroying  its  own  idiom.  The  grammar  of  a  language 
sbewshow  the  mauof  its  words  dMnddtw  joined  blether}  in  proportion 
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t«  the  DQmber  haA  unporttuice  of  flie  grammatical  ioflexioiu,  the  greater 
or  mialler  will  be  the  capacitj  for  boldiiMs  of  e^tpmeion.  Richnou  at 
■  uiflexiona  gives  the  power  of  diTeraiffiog  speech,' of  placin|i;  the  wordr 
at  that  put  of  &  sentence  where  they  are  mostimpreiuTe,  aod  indicating 
by  few  words  the  nice  and  abetract  r^tioBB,  which  a  poorer  langvage 
niutt  expieaa  hy  ciremnlecution.  In  a  cotnpuiKiii  of  lan^tnagei,  the 
grammatitwl  structure  will  therefore  not  only  be  a  f»fer  guide  to  ascer- 
tain (heir  affini^,  hut  it  will  at  the  same  time  indicate  'tis  degree  of 
affinity  which  each  language  bears  to  another  of  the  same  family.  It  is 
by  the  gtammar  imly  that  we  are  enabled  to  dtttribote  the  dtferent 
branchei  of  each  family  into  their  various  lansuages  and  dialects.  -'  Wt 
vUl  Btale  a  few  instaaces  in  illiutnttion  of  this: — In  the  Persian,  the- 
mixture  of  Arabic  worde  is  so  gnat,  that  almost  half  the  language  is  of 
Arabic  growth ;  and,  by  the  mixture,  the  peculiai  structure  of  tlie  t'erdao 
is  almost  eatkely  effaced  ;  but,  the  remaining  grammatical  structure  is 
oeitainly  different  firom  t^  Arabic,  aitd  retains  a  very  evident  similarrty 
to  the  other  branches  which  belong  to  the  same  family  as  itself.  -  The 
En^h  language  has  at  present  but  fsw  of  those  inflexioiMi  which 
die  old  Saxon  possessed,  and  which  are  peculiar  to  all  Teutonic  huf 
guages ;  the  remainiug  inflexions,  however,  as  for  inHance,  the  t  ■  of  the 
genitivo  case,  the  persons  of  the  verbs,  and  all  the  irregular  verbs,  strictly 
coincide  with  other  Teutonia  dialects. 

We  have  before  hinted  that  we  considr,  ^  artificial  grammatical 
structure  as  more  ancient  and  original  in  a  language  than'  the  simple  mode 
of  employing  prefnaitions  instead  of  the  cases,  and  auxiliary  verbs  instead 
of  die  teoMs. ' '  We  are  pnlec^  aware  that  most  persons  would  think 
othenrise,  and  contend  that  acliangeirom  a  simple  to  anartiScial  syttanL 
appears  more  in  the  natwal  ord«r  of  things.  Be  this  as  it  may,  the  re* 
verve  is  really  the  ease  with  respect  to  d»  langnages  to  which  we  allude, 
and  iriiieh  can  only  be -denied  by  those  who  newr  compared  two  lan- 
guages together,  or  never  reflected  oo  the  history  of  languages  at  all. 
-  The  Sanscrit  has  no  pre^xisilioiis  for  the  cases,  -  actd  no  ausjliafiea  in 
its  verbs.  All  modem  Indian  dialects  have  reeurred  totlus  simple  system. 
The  modem  Greek-is  much  more  simple  than  the  ancient.  Tlielaagaagea 
which  are  derived  from  the  Latin  have  lost  almost  all  the  original  in- 
flections of  the  parent  tongue.  Tbe  Gothic  is  ridi-  in  ioflectiim*.  Ilie 
present  German  has  rery  few.  The  same  is  the  case  with  Icelandic,  and 
tho  present  languages  of  the  NoKh  ;  and  th»  Anglo-Sasonic  is  much 
more  artificial  than  the  present  English.  It  wonld  lead  us  at  present  too 
far  frem  our  subject  to  makv  any  observations  on  this  remarkable  fact, 
which  it  is  impossible  to  controvert.  Whether  tbe  modem  langnages 
have  lost  or  gained  by  this  change  is  aaotiter  question,  into  the  discusuon 
of  which  we  shall  not  now  enter. 

We  proceed  i  therefore,  to  give  a  ra^nd  enunuratioD  of  those  lan- 
guages which  constitute  the  dilierent  branches  of  tbe  Sanscrit.  The  first 
dass  coDsists  of  those  Indian  languages,  of  which  the  Sanscrit  is  the  f»r 
renti  This  class  does  not  contain  aU  the  Indian  dialects;  asthedialMtt 
nftheDekhan,'theTehDga,Caniata,TamooI,  and  Malabar,  ar«  of  a  dif- 
ferent stodi;  a  point  which  has  been  eataldi^ed  beytmd  all  doubt,  hy- 
the  late  Mr.  Ellis,  of  the  Madras  Civil  Service.  The  rest  are  all  deri- 
VBtivea.from  the  Sanscrit.  Besides  those,  the  Poll,  or  theeacned  language ' 
of  all  the  nations  that  adhere  to  the  tesete  of  ^vddlut  i^  a  dialect  of 
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the  Suicrit.  The  Kcond  olaaa  consista  oFtfa«  dilferent  PenutD  dialects, 
which,  according  to  the  eauroenition  of  Ferbeegi  Jebangiri,  were 
orijtiiiiiliy  Bcven  ;  but  we  htve  non  only  the  temains  of  the  PehleTi,  and 
modem- Persian,  which  is  derived  from  the  ancient  P&rti,  As  to  the 
Zeod,  we  may  justly  leave  it  out  of  this  ennmeratkin,  becauae  it  is  ex- ' 
tremely  dimbtnil  whether  it  was  at  aoy  time  a  spoken  language  of 
Persia ;  it  was  probably,  indeed,  only  the  language  nf  the  priesthood. 
The  Greek  is  the  third ;  and  the  languages  of  aneieot  Italy,  of  which 
onlythe  Latin,  and  some  fragmeuCs  of  the  rude  dialect  of  Umbria  are 
left,  make  the  fourth  class.  The  Jan^agcs  derived  from  the  Latin — the 
Spanish,  the  Portuguese,  the  Italian,  and  Freocli,  arc  naturally  included 
under  this  head.  The  fifth  dase  contains  the  widely-spread  bmtich  of 
Tcatonic  laoguagen,  which  again  nrc  diTidcd  into  two  minor  classes,  the 
pure  Teutonic,  and  the  Scandinavian.  The  ancient  Teutonic  languages 
weia  principally  the  Gothic,  the  Fiancnnic,  ti>e  old  Saxon,  and  the 
Anglo-Saxon;  from  which  the  reapectire  modem  dialects  are  derired. 
The  old  Scandinavian  is  pr^^served  in  its  greatest  purity  in  the  present 
Icelandic,  and  the  !Panish  and  Swedish  are  derived  from  it.  The  sixth 
class  consists  of  the  Lettic  dialects,  of  whit^  only  the  idioms  of  Livonia 
and  Lithuania  arc  still  exi&ting ;  that  branch  of  it  wiiich  once  prevailed 
over  Pruasia  proper,  has  been  entirely.  Bopcffseded  by  the  German.  The 
seventh  is  formed  by  the  numerous  Sclavonic  languages,  which  are  di- 
vided into  an  Eastern  branth,  of  Which  the  (>ld  Sclih'onic  and  Russian 
are  the  principal ;  and  a  Western  branch,  nitioBgi>t  which  the  Polish  and 
the  Bobeuiiuu  are  tlie  mruit  r^nlrtrkulile.  'I'u  iheiie  may  be  added  some 
other  ruder  dialeelBtrt'iiifforcnl  mount aincera,  in  tlic  Cnucusian  mountain?, 
and  on  the  frontiers  of  Persia,  viz.  the  languages  of  Afghanietan,  Be- 
loochiatnn,  KurdisLua,  and  of  the  Ossetiiin»  in  the  Caucasus.  We  are, 
howeser,  not  yet  ia  foniplete  poasesaion  of  the  means  of  determining 
Iheir  aifinity,  with  any  degree  of  certainty.  The  Arroenias,  which  was 
probaUy  couaected  with  the  ancient  and  extinguished  languages  of  Asia. 
Mioor,  has  C4»tainly  some  aSoity  to  this  large  family ;  but  its  harsh  and 
corrupifed  pronunciation  makes  the  comparison  very  diiEcnlt.  .  The 
vhole  of  this  family  extend;,  consequently,  &om  the  Oangea  to  the  shores 
of  the  Atlantic,  and  fonns  one  single  chain,  which  in  some  tracts  only  is 
interrupted  bj  an  invaaion  of  tribes  of  a  different  &mi]y  ;  and  nhen  we 
coniJder,  that  two  derivative  languages  of  this  stock,  the  English  and' 
Spanish,  have  occupied  aJmost  the  whole  of  the  new  world,  we  cannot 
Lut  admire  this  extensive  ramification  of  two  single  languegea,  which 
once  were  each  probably  only  minor  dialects  of  the  enme  original  tongiie. ' 
After  this  enumeratioD,  it  will  be  well  to  point  out  the  muat  striking 
affinitiea  which  the  Sanscrit  bears  to  some  of  the  other  languages  of  this 
family.  In  doing  this,  we  shall  chicfiy  select  nur  examples  from  the 
Greek  and  l^tin,  these  languages  being  more  generally  understood  :  and 
We  Khali  occasionally  make  lomc  coinparisons  also  with, the  ancient  Teu-  - 
tonic  dialects.  To  inchide  a  greater  number  of  lana^agea  in  our  pre- 
sent aiticle  w'ouU  only  excite  confusion,  without  strengthening  our  infer- 
ences; and  an  to  a  comprehensive  consideration  of  the  matter  throughout 
all  iu  f>hi  lological  subleties,  and  in  all  its  bearings,  such  an  undertaking 
would  &)rm  a  volume  of  no  small  size,  and  retjuire  the  industry  of  years 
to  accomi^h  v  this,  thareiore,  >a  equally  beyond  our  {mtvince. 
-  Id  a.meicly  philological  wo(k,  ^  would  he  atcewary  to  begin  the  ana- 
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Ijus  by  compuiiig  the  number  of  peculiar  6oiiiidi  in  each  langfuge,  awT' 
fixing  ihe  nuntber  of  letters  which  in  one  idiom  correspond  to  Uitwe  of  an- 
other.  Id  our  present  sketch,  bowerer,  this  would  lead  us  into  too  minnte- 
as  welt  as  innumerable  details ;  we  shall,  therefore,  content  oureelres  with 
one  ioatance  only.  The  Sanscrit  language  poMeuea  &v^  labial  letters,  the 
0,  ph,  b,  and  tit,  to  which  an  aspirate  bh  suoceeda.  The  Greek  and 
Latin  have  onljthe  four  first,  viz.  «,  ^j  fi,  n;  p,/,  b,  m.  By  a  compari- 
son of  Ninilar  words,  it  appeari  that  the  Sanicrit  bk  corresponds  to  the 
^  of  the  Latin,  and  the  ^  of  the  Greek.  The  instances  am  these :  bka- 
rafi,^^i,/erf,  he  bears;  6Aif£,  ^'V,  light;  Menf^,j{tidt(,  ha  breaks,  be 
divides;  bhairava,  ferax i  bhti,/uo,  fiu,  &c.  This  method  of  esta- 
blishing  the  correspondence  of  sounds  must  be  applied  to  the  whole  pho- 
netic system  of  each  language ;  and  it  is  only  by  those  means  that  we 
can  obtain  an  accurate  comparative  etymology.  It  u  the  more  necessary 
to  pursue  this  long  and  laborious  operation,  as  it  is  undeniaUe  that  ety- 
mology has  hitherto  been,  as  Voltaire  says,  a  anence,  in  which  the  coo- 
soDantsareof  fma/Zimporlance,  and  the  vowels  of  noHewAafci^er.  Many 
etymoh^ilts,  indeed,  have  derived  words  in  such  WAy,  as  to  have  given 
rise  to  the  fotlowing  epigram :

With  respect  to  the  nouns,  the  Sanscrit  posiessea  three  numbers,  the 
singular,  dual,  and  plural ;  and  be^Bes  the  six  cases,  which  are  to  be 
found  in  the  Lada,  two  additional  ones ;  one  to  express  locality  (as 
aj/idhy^ydm  vasali,  he  lives  in  Ay&dhyfl);  and  one  which  expresses 
the  instrumMit,  by  which  a  thing  is  done  (as  atind  hanti,  he  kills  with 
the  swmd).  It  would  -be  an  interesting  inveetigatien  to  inquire  whether 
ths  Greek  and  Latin  evw  possessed  cases  of  a  simiiar  import ;  we  shall 
here  merely  hint,  that  we  consider  the  Homerie  terminattons  in  ^,  and 
dw,  as  remains  of  an  instrunental  case  in  Greek :  as  in  this  example. 
(Od.  VI.6.) 

Now,  hen.fiS^  is  used  in  a  construction,  which  exactly  corresponds 
with  the  Sanscrit  inttrumental,  which  generally  ends  in  bhihi  mid  we 
have  already  shown,  that  the  bh  of  Sanscrit,  and  ^  of  the  Greek,  are  cor- 
responding letters.  We  may  further  remark,  that  amongst  the  Sclavonic 
dialects,  Uie  Russian  possesses  exactly  the  same  e^ht  cases  as  the  Ssn-. 
scrit ;  and  in  the  most  ancient  German,  there  is  on  uistrug>entaJ  case  in 
the  singular.  As  to  the  numbers,  the  Greek,  as  is  well  kDown,  has  a- 
dual ;  and  la  I.atin  the  two  words  duo  and  amio  seem  to  hare  preserved 
the  traces  of  a  dual  number  also  ;  the  corresponding  Sansciit  words  are 
dvtlu  and  ttbkdv. 

The  terminations  of  nouns  in  these  languages  also  resemble  each  other; 
the  Sanscrit  is  in  this  point,  as  in  most  others,  the  richest.  The  Sanscrit 
nouDSiiias(mBsc.)<i  (iem,)an>(neut.)  are  tliesamQ  as  the  Greek  in  «f>*> 
or  If,  0*.  and  the  Latin  uc,  a.  utn.

Tlie  Sanscrit  in  ai,  is  exactly  the 
Greek  in  »  (as  wf,  Suucdt  nam.  sing,  m&h,  or  na&i)..    The  I>ittia  is 
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■ten  (Uffefeat  in  the  Donumtiv«  {navis),  but  (be  acGcaiUire  is  evideatly 
Uie  ume  as  in  Saotcrit  (Lat,  navem,  Sans>  nitvam).  The  SoaKCiit  in  aif 
correeponds  with  the  Latin  in  e,  ta  rat,  ama.  rdk,  Lat,  res.  Lastly,  the 
Saiucrit  has  a  great  number  of  uouqs,  which  termiaatc  in  coasoDanta,  \a 
which  the  Gredi  and  Latin  of  the  third  declension  may  be  comparodt 
ID  which  the  coosoaant  thiU  precedM  the  inflexionB,  ndically  belongs  la 
tlie  word,  as  in  ^M,  gen.  ^^Kr/k,  or  in  fios,  Jloris. 

la  order  to  avoid  luithei  tedious  details,  we  shall  give  some  examples 
from  woidsf  wliicb  aie  the  same  in  all  those  laoguagea  ;  a,  for.iuslAacey 
ndtd,  ft^iv,  mater.

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It  may  perhaps  be  objected  to  the  examples  here  mdduced,  tliat  the 
terminatbiui  are  DOt  exactly  the  same.  The  assirer  to  tbu  is,  that  a 
perfect  coincidence  in  sound  would  [ffove  more  than  it  ought  to  do ;  it 
would  prove  the  identity,  aot  the  affinity  of  idioms.  The  affinitj  is 
prored,  as  soon  as  ne  can  show,  that  the  interchange  of  sounds  is  tht* 
■ame  in  all  analogous  cases,  and  that  the  principles,  on  which  the  gram- 
matics structure  is  fonnded,  are  also  the  same. 

The  adjectires  being  declined  after  the  same  forma  as  the  ooans,  it  will 
he  tufficient  merely  to  advert  to  two  peculiaritirs;  to  the  formation  of 
genders,  and  of  ihe  degrees  of  comparison.  Tbe  resemUance  is  here 
ugain  very  striking ;  Ihc  mascidin^s  in  as,  make  their  feminiues  in  d, 
their  neuters  in  am,  as'  the  Greek  in  of,  fem.  a  or  q,  neut'  vr,  the  Latin, 
us,  a,  urn;  those  in  us,  have  the  fem.  in  vi,  neut  ID  V,  as  the  Greek  in 
bf,  '»,  v;  those  in  ii,  make  is,  is,  i;  in  Greek,  •<,  k,  i,-  and  is,  is,  e,  in 
Latin :  at  the  same  time  there  arc  adjectives,  which  make  all  the  geadcis 
a)ike,juEt  as  in  Greek  and  Latin. 

The  form  of  the  comparative  is  lara;  the  superlative,  tana ;  to  which 
the  QreeK  n^;,  and  tani,  evidently  correnpood ;  besides,  some  adjec- 
tives in  'Sanscrit  are  irregular,  and  make  the  comparative  in  Syat,  tbe 
anperlatlre  in  isktka,  whi(^  again  coincide  with  the  Greek  in>,  and  imf. 
It  is  curious,  that  in  Latin,  the  irregular  superlatives  in  imus,  as  nifi- 
mws,  agree  with  those  which  arc .  reguhr  in  Greek  and  Sanscrit ;  while 
the  regular  formation  of  the  degrees  in  Latin  more  exactly  approaches  to 
those  forms  whieh  are  irregular  in  the  two  other  tongues.  ■ 

The  prrinoiiiis  are  irregular  in  alt  languages  ;  when,  therefore,  there  is 
any  coincidt;iice  in  those  irregularities  between  dilFereitt  tungues,'- the 
affiuity  is  proved  on  stronger  grDunds,  than  inhere 'it  is  of  a  aoic  general 
nature.  We  shall  first  remark,  as  a  striking  coincidence,  the  following : 
Some  pronouns,  and  xithcr  adjectives  of  a  similar  importance,  make  their 
neuter  gender  in  Sanscrit  tenoiuate  in  d,  not  in  am,  after  the  gene- 
ral rule;  as,  for  instance,  tad,  that;  ant/ad,  other.  Thi>  is  exactly  the 
Fame,  as  nhon  the  Latin  make  tbe  corresponding  words  end  in  this  gen- 
der in  d,  and  the  Greek  in  «;  as  atiud,  aU.«.  The  affinity  of  llic  per- 
sonal profHUins  appears  clearly  froiB  the  following  table  :

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Id  out  utxiety  U  make  our  illuttratiohB  BatiafactoT?  and  complete,  ^-e 
fenT  we  have  already  trespsBsed  on  (he  pbtienee  of  the  genera]  reader; 
though  there  are  many  to  whom  the&e  phitological  details  wiH,  we  koOT, 
be  acceptable.     We-paea,  however,  now,  to  more  general  matter. 

It  is  only  by  a  general  comparison  of  all  those  languages,  which  K-e 
have  enumerated  an  bearing  an-affinicy  to  theSanscrit,  that  the  natnre  and 
different  degrees  of  thla  affinity  can  be  placed  in  its  real  light.  We  have 
only  given  a  few  instances  of  the  umilarity  between  tbem,  but  we 
have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  if  this  mode  of  comparison  ware  cairied 
to  its  full  extent,  it  must  be  acknowledged  by  all,  that  thes«  lan^agea  are 
dialects  of  one  original  tongue.  We  do  not  agree  with  those  who  endea- 
vour to  derive  either  Sanscrit  horn  Greek,  or  Greek  from  Sanscrit,  because 
the  Sanscrit  has  pecnliaritiee  which  are  not  in  the  Greek,  nor  can  be 
deduced  from  the  structure  of  tb^  Greek  hinguage,  and  vice  vertd.  It 
would  therefore  bt  more  correct  td  consider  them  all  as  derivath'es  of  one 
original  tongue  whidi  is  lost,  and  the  very  existence  of  which  is  o;ily 
known  to  us  from  the  branches  it  has  left.  The  Sanscrit  ccmcfi  perhaps 
nearest  to  this  great  original;  and  nekt  to  the  Sanscrit,  trndoabt^ly  the 
Greek. 

It  may  be  asked,  whether  this  originail  laugnage  poiisessed  any  affinity 
to  other  families,  to  which  we  have  alluded,  particularly  to  that  which 
has  been  called  the  Semmetic,  and  of  which  the  Hebrew,  Arabic  and 
Syriac  are  dialects.  This  is  a  question  of  the  highest  interest  and  im- 
portance to  a  true  knowledge  of  the  history  of  mankind  ;  but,  nt  the  same 
time  it  is  one  of  which  it  Is  extremely  difflcrtlt  to  afford  dny  solution 
which  would  be  sntisfact/iry  to  all  parties.  It  is  in  fact  the  question, 
whether' all  languages  can  be  'deduced  from,  one  parent  stock,  or  whether 
it  is  necessary  to  admit  of  more  than  one  original  language  at  the  begin- 
ning' of  things.  In  a  merely  ^ttological  point  of  view,-  we  coniesn  that 
wo  are  inclined  to  the  latter  opinion  ;  because  we  do  not  conceive  bow  itj 
would  be  possible  to  derive  aU  languages  frooi  oae  primeval  tongue-  It 
must  be  confessed  M  least,  tbat  we  do  not  poMess  the  means  of  tracing 
them  all  back  to  one  common  source.  Any  ofie  may  maire  the  trial  for 
himself;  but  we  will  vesture  t&  say,  that  if  he  does  nut  begin  the  investi- 
gation witli  the  Rxed  determination  oi  JiniiHg  a'reseniblance  between  all 
languages,  he  will  undoubtedly  arrive  at  the  conclusion  expressed  above. 
I^iat  oertM*  points  of  resendilanco  com  be  traced  between  idl  tooguea, 
cannot  be  denied  ;  but  they  are  mostly  such  as  arise  out  of  the  geoeral 
laws  of  the  hnman  mind,  and  do  not  amount  to  mueb  sure  than 
sufficient  to  prove  that  all  languages  possess  noum,  verbs,  and  particlea; 
declenaiana  and  conjugations  ;  even  cases  and  tenses  are  not  necessary 
to  the  existence  of  a  language,  Uiough  theyaie  always  expressed  in  each 
by  some  ceatrivaiKC  or  another.  The  general  resemblances,  tfaerefitre, 
cannot  prove  auy  affinity,  any  more  than  the  feet  of  all  men  having  fi^ 
sensA,  would  prove'  that  all  nations  belonged  to  ihe  same  tac%. 

Thecomparisbiipf  hiDgijages,  vhtch  atpnarat  begins  to  b«  carried  on 
with  much  Qore  :!eal  and  judgment  than  at  any  former  period,  and  in 
nid  of  which  examin^ioB  wear*  everyday  tscwving  additional  &cilhic«, 
has  given  birth  to  a  new  philological  science,  wlltch  may  be  called  Co»- 
paralive  Orttntmaf. 

Comparative  Grnmfaar  is  the  connecting  link  between  the  special 
grammar  of  any  language,  and  the  phiIorapUMlgrammar,«iUch  teacbn 
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the  princtplefi  common  U  all  languages,  witliout  regard  to  any  indiHduai 
idiom,  'ihe  object  of  Coraparatire  Orammar  mut  first  be,  to  elaasify  all 
languages  under  their  respective  heads  of  dialects,  languages,  and 
familiee  of  lai^uages ;  to  show  tbe  degree  of  affinity  between  the  dif- 
ferent braochei  of  the  same  family ;  to  determine  which  branchee  are  to 
be  considered  as  ori^nal,  and  which  as  dwivatit-e ;  to  account  for  their 
peculiarities,  and  to  point  out  the  general  grammatical  character  of  each 
family.  It  must  then  proceed  to  a  comparison  of  the  diffu'ent  funilies, 
to  see  whether  there  be  any  real  historical  affinity ;  or,  merely  a  general 
and  necessary  resemblance.  Comparative  Grammar  will  fmiiish  ampl» 
materials  for  the  reflection  of  the  philosophical  grammarian ;  and  will 
make  the  study  of  languages  much  easier,  beeaose  it  will  teach  ths 
principles'  on  which  any  peculiar  class  of  languages  is  ioaned.  To  a. 
person  who  knows  the  general  principles  on  which  the  Arabic,  tongue  is 
founded,  it  is  extremely  easy  to  acquire  all  the  dialects  which  are  con- 
nected with  that  language :  and  so  it  will  be-eqiraliy  with  all  others. 

Comparative  Grammar  is  a  science  of  the  greatest  value  in  pursuing 
investigations  ioto  the  history  of  theancient  world,  asit  affords  the  means 
of  classifying  the  different  nations  under  their  respective  families,  and  of 
giving  the  most  important  information  as  to  their  various  migrations. 

Ijy  the  affinity  of  the  ancient  languages  of  Europe  to  the  Sanscrit  and 
Persian,  it  is  established,  as  an  historical  fact,  that  these  people  were 
originally  inhabitants  of  Asia,  and  at  some  very  remote  period  migrated 
from  their  original  abddes  to  the  countries  where  we  find  them  at  the 
dawn  of  history.  As.  to  the  coaiae  which  Ifaey  took,  or  the  place  which 
was  the  original  habitation  of  all  those  tribes,  Comparativt  Grammar  can 
of  course  give  no  information;  and  this  is  a  question  which  we  shall 
perhaps  nevcr^  be  able  satisfactorily  to  answer.  We  may  safely  assert, 
however,  that  this  place  is  to  be  sought  in  some  part  of  Inl«ior  Asia; 
but  in  what  exact  part,  it  u  not  so  eas;  to  determine.  As  to  India,  we- 
think  that  nothing  can  be  more  erroneous  than  the  idea  that  the  earliest 
tribes  of  men  originated  there.  We  liave  even  streng  reasons  indeed  for 
believing  that  the  Brahmins  tbemselves  migrated,  into  India  from  a  more 
□ortlieriy  country,  to  which  they  originally  belonged.  It  would  be  foreign 
to  the  object  of  this  article  to  state  any  of  those  reasons  here ;  we  may 
perhaps  at  some  fotUTe  time,  however,  have  aa  opportunity  of  treating 
*  this  ioteresting  and  extended  subject  in  the  manner  which  it  deserves. ', 

A  Comparative  Grammar  of  all  the  languages  derived  from  the  San- 
scrit, is  a  work  that  would  throw  considerable  light  on  Oriental  literature 
and  history,  and  be  a  valuable  acquisitioq  to  literature  io  general.  It  is 
to  be  regretted  that  none  of  tliose  gentlemen  engaged  in  the  Company's 
service  in  India,  who  are  acquainted  with  the  Sanscrit,  and  who  have 
the  best  opportunity  of  studying  the  vernacular  dialects  of  the  country, 
have  ever  undertaken  this  laborious  but  useful  and  interesting  task,  Tlie 
East  India  Compaaty  has  already  pabliahed  seven)  expensive  works  on 
Oriental  literature,  which  are  executed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  not  at 
all  worth  the  expense  bestov^edon  them;.buttlie  DireotMS- have  held  out 

>  An  alTiiii^  of  languaee  iniiilies  alnay«  a  eertdin  sffloi^  of  religious  and 
mylbolngiciil  idi-as;  and  this  affinity  certs  lot  y  does  euit  between  tbe  ancieut 
nations  uf  Asia  and  Earupe,  a  rivcamMMio*  wlihA  nlnne  «otiM  ritc  a  g 
tvns^  to  tbe  iuvestigatiuL  of  this  siiliject,  if  pursued  iu  all  itE  rHmlAi-^i

nibject.  Although  we  can  hardly  expect  the  Directon  to  be  tbemsetvas 
acquainted  with  the  raerita  of  aoj  woilc  that  night  be  produced  on  Cooi' 
paratiTe  Orammar ;  yet  we  may  veDture,  perhaps,  to  hope  that  the  bint 
here  thrown  oat  will  be  not  altogether  lost  on  them.  They  hare  only  to 
oticr  a  liberal  tewaid,  and  we  have  no -doubt  the  rolume  would  be  bood 
produced.  It  ia  for  tJiemto  determine  whethor  such  an'  application  »f 
thmr  funds  would  not  be  as  honourdrie  to  tbemMlres  as  it  woud  be  bene* 
ficia)  to  the  intereets  of  knowledge. 

In  a  succeeding  Number,  we  shall  endoavour  to  preerat  tmt  readert 
with  a  general  view  of  Sansorit  literature,  embracing  the  ]NiDCt]tal  t>^»cs

PUBMCITY. 

■'■  So  mudi  bam  of  late  been  writUn  and  uud  on  the  subject  of  Uit[>aid 
MagktnitM,  inthe  wxy  of  commeotH  ontbe  actaof  particuIniiDdiTiduats, 
tfau  ve  deem  no  aipohgj  Decemary'foT  laying  before  <nir  readers  tbe 
fbUowing  inqniiy  into  the  merits  ol  tbe  system  itself.  The  branch  of 
-this  inqniiyi  which  is  confined  to  the  subject  of  an  Unpaid  M^istracy, 
eonvsts  of  two  wrts;  first,  t9  asceitain  whether  in-  any  case  an  unpaid 
magistracy  wwud  be  desirable ;  and,  secondly,  whether  the  unp^d  ma- 
gistracy <i  Ei^laod,  in  partienlar,  is  a  useful  and  effective  institution. 
■ '  And,  fiiMl  M  to  an  Unpaid  Magistracy  in  geDcral.  To  render  our 
coniolnNWs  at  all  satisAictory,  it  will  be  necessary  that  the  object  or  en^, 
ia  establishing  ai^  sodi  inHitation,  diould  be  constantly  kept  iii  view. 
The  only  legiliiMIe  object  of  any  such  institiition,  is  the  giving  due 
execution  and  effect  to  tbe  laws  of  the  land.  Supposing  these  laws  to 
be  good,  the  more  nmnenni*  theftftilities  afibrd^  for  obtaining  their 
{votectioo  tbe  better;  and  this  cannot  be  attained  without  haTing  a 
AMOsidMable  nwnber  of  individuals,  dispersed  tlntnigh  the  country,  whosa 
doty  it  will  be  duly  to  administer  those  taws,  and  ready  to  admioister 
tfaem  at  all  times,  either  personally,  or,  in  some  cases,  by  t.  responsible 
deputy :  otherwise,  were  they  to  act  only  when  they  pleased,  it  would  be 
in  tbdr  power,  in  most  casea,  to  commit  great  injustice  by  their  mere 
nfusal  to  act.  For  as  ngustice  may  at  aby  time  ta>e  place,  so  ought 
tbe  remedy  at  all  times  to  be  at  hand. 

-  Some  <^  001  coontty  genttemen  will  be  apt  to  exclaim,  "  What !  are 
we  t«  hare  no  reapitei  no  tecieatwo,  ctmstantly  liaUe  to  be  called  upon 
to  settie  any  paltry  sqnabUe  which  it  may  please  any  low  ignorant  fe[~ 
Iowa  to  btmg  befoft  its?"— '■ftflspiie?  Yeri;  so'far  as  is  faecessary  foi^ 
healUt:  fninded  ndepiity  issnbvtiMtedin  Uie  place  of  all  such  absent 
magistrates,  Sable  to  Aa  same  regnlatioae  as  their  piiodpid.  As  to  the 
Kst,  all  wa  have  to  say  is,  that  our  object  is  not  to  inquire  what  would; 
and  what  Wonld  sot,  be  most  likely  to  please  nagistratsa;  but,  on  the 
confrary,  onr  object  is  to  show  that  the  pobhc  interest  demands  that  cer- 
tain things  should  be  done;  namely,  that  the  laws  should  be  duly  admi- 
nislered,  tM  that  to  tfais  end  certain  functionaries  should  be  appointed  to 
administer  them.  Now,  as  it  would  seem  that  squabbles,  whetber 
fakjrj  or  dot,  are  seldom  likely  to  arise  from  a  dedie  to  plague  magis- 
trates, but  generally  &om  a  desire  to  injure  some  one  or  other  of  the 
paniea  CQbcented  in  tfaem  ;  and  as'  mOTeover  tfaeee  squabbles,  altos  acts 
e£  injustice,  do  not  baf^n  at  staled  periods,  it  seems  to  us  that  there  is 
to  reasoii  why  the  course  of  public  justice  should  be  stopped,  merely  to 
•nit  the  convenienoe  of  the  m^pstrates,  who  are  the  servants  of  the 
public,  and  are  appointed  for  the  express  purpose  of  preventing  and  put- 
^g  an  end  to  iiyustice; 

As  the  due  exereise  of  the  functions  of  a  magistrate,  like  that  of  any 
odier  »<m-tuiecur«  Ainction,  requires  appropriate'  aptitude,  no  individual 
abovld  be  appointed  to  that  office,  without  having  undergone  an  exami- 
nation, by  which  he  has  proved  and  shown  hims^'  to  have  poseessed  that 
Bowled  ge. 
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Thne  magiatiates  miut  neceuarily  pouew  gnat  power.  But  u 
megutralCH  are  but  men,  and  u  &I1  men  poweaung  power  will  most 
}in)babi]r,  uid  gmendly  dg,  strase  that  p«irar  vhomver  it  in  their  in- 
terest BO  to  do,  unlGes  reatndiied  by  mdw  efficient  check,  so  will  md- 
gistratea. 

We  shall  therefore  endeavour  to  show  what  will  coiiBtitatc  ftn  effioieiit 
check.  The  uoel  obrioui  check  that  prevents  itteU  is  responaiUUly :  bj 
naking  the  magistrate  iwpouatble  for  all  his  acts  to  eoine  4sMgn«bIe  i»- 
diridiutl,  say  the  functionary  who  appc»nted  him,  and  to  the  Lepilature,

The  grand  object  for  which  it  is  deiirable  that  jnstm  ■bovld.be  ad- 
ministered is,  that  the  people  may  kmtno  that  it  is  administved :  ud  in 
pnnoTtion  to  the  extant  of  this  knowledge  will  be  the  feeling  of  leaQritT 
•a  v>$  part  of  the  public  That  the  public  m*y  know  i\aJt  juadoe  ii 
•dnunistwad,  H  is  absolutely  neeetsaiT  that  the  p^^  should  have  aocesa 
to  tba  nom  in  wbioh  it  is  aUeged  that  it  is  administerad.  By  fti«  neaaa 
teo>  Aft.  oheoktu  the  power  octhu  ni^MtiUeis  rcjidered  complete ;  Ar 
Aft  force  of  the  pdtmlar  or  moral  laBctKm  ii  such,  that  it  wotUdrettoaus 
flUfpitnta  fiom  doing  many  so  niyust  act,  whieh  J>e  m^:ht  otharuue  be 
templed  to  commit,  notwithatandi^  his  Ualulity  to  be  called  to  ■eeouni 
fat  It.  The  punidtment  inflicted  hy  the  moral  sanction  for  any  abuse  of 
Us  power,  would  be  certain  ajid  immediatft,  and  would  of  courne  lead  to 
«]tenor  puniahmoit  at  the  Itauda  of  bis  iuperior :  wheteee,  wen  the 
public  excluded,  any  such  abuse, might  nerer  reach,  thft  oaia  of  tho

Under  a  plan  sut^  as  the  lAore,  where'  the,  magistrate  wsuld  posaess 
Ae  appn^ate  aptitude,  would  be  leaponaible  for  any  nc^gonce  in  the 
exerciee  of  hia  fbnctiona,  or  fiv  any  abuse  in  the  exercise  M  tboa>»  all 
his  proceedings  being  puhlic/Tunder  auch  a  plan  as  tlua,  it  is  otident 
tiuu  in  so  far  as  icgi^  the  administration  of  joatice,  it  wiU  'Mt  mktter 
whether  these  functionaries  are  content  to  serve  without  a  salary  or  not. 
Aa  a  mattv  of  economy,  it  -viaaU  nndoabt«dlr  be  deetreUa  that  they 
Aould  serve  jtratu.  It  is  not  pnbablo,  bowenr,  that  under  avdtidto^ 
tioM,  men  in  eufficieat  numbers  would,  be  femd  willing  to  serve  without 
a.s«lary,and  in^hia  case  the  moot  eeoDaBfaid.ptes  wodd-bo  ihait'^ocoai- 
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mended  by  the  TMiernble  Beatbamj '  nunely,  th^  a  patriotic  auctum 
•hould  be  hdd,  at  which  the  candidate  for  election  (hould  declare  what 
he  is  willing  to  gire,  if  any  thing,  to  the  common  fund  of  the  teiritoiy, 
in  the  ereat  of  his  being  elected  to  the  office;  each  candidate  being 
allowed  to  bid  ageinit  ereiy  other,  aa  at  a  common  auction.  The  onlj 
diffetence  we  aliould  propoaa  would  bo  this,  namely,  that  out  of  a  numbw 
of  candidate*  equally  well  qualified,  he  who  bid  the  highest  ibould  b« 
fhoeen,  whi<di  cannot  be  the  case  in  the  other  plaa,  a*  the  election  is  to 
be  made  hj  a  uumber  of  electore — in  this  plan  by  a  ringle  iodiridual. 
.  W«  now  come  to  the  lecond  part  of  oui  inquiry,  namely,  whether  the 
Unpaid  Magittracy  of  thit  country  is  an  institution  adaptwl  for  the  diM 
admiaistration  of  the  laws. 

Our  unpaid  magistracy  has  aprung  onginslly  from  an  inidtutioit  <^ 
nlber  a  deasocratic  nature,  «iiion,  like  u  many  othen,  has  been  wrested 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  people',by  the  Crown.  They  were  formerly  called 
"  Cooaeivatorft  of  tiw  Peace,"  and  were  elected  by  the  freeholden  in  each 
•euBty,  except  tome  who  bectune  such  in  virtue  of  their  office.  la  the 
Kign  ef  Edward  lll.,.hawerer,  we  find  they  were  appointed  by  the  King'4 
Commieiion,  fi»'  by  1  Ed.  3.  et  2.  c  16.  it  is  s^id  that,  "  For  the  better 
keeping  atad  mainteaanoe  of  the  peace,  the  king  will,  that  in  every  couaty 
good  men  and  lawful,  &c.  shall  be  BUi^^keil  to  keep  tlie  peace"  :  and  bj 
18  Ed.  3.  c.  2.  "  Two  1^  three  of  the  beet  ef  repotatioa,  dec.  ihaU  be 
aaaigned,  &c.  by  the  king's  commiMion." 

'  But  it  Was  not  until  the  statute  34  E.  S.  a.  I.  that  this  body  became 
*f  much  importanee,  for  by  it  they  were  empowered  to  hear  aJid  deter- 
mine felonies  and  trecpauei.  This  statul^  provided,  that  )n  every  county 
•ne  lord,  and  three  or  four  ef  the  most  worthy,  with  some  learnn)  in  the 
law,  should  act  as  justices  of  the  peace,  for  so  tbey  were  i^led.  after  the 
paanng  of  this  act :  the  body  afterwards  increased  to  euch  a  degree, 
thtU  tb«r  numbers  were  limited  to  six  ;  and  tlien  increased  to  eight,  for 
each  eonnty,  by  13  R.  2.  c.  10,  aod  14  R.  2.  c.  1 1.  It  need,  baidly  U 
Mated,  thai  at  present  theep  ati^tes  are  not  acted  i^wa,  as  (he  number 
ef  justices  amoaot  in  many  instances  to  eight  times  thfi  Dumber  laid 
down  by  them  as  the  masimum.  Besides  the  eisht, . provided  fiir 
trpeciftll^  by  die  atatufa,  ell  dukes,  earU,  baMn«,  and  baanereU,  ccsild 
act  as  justices  of  the  peace.  'Biese  latter,  however,  were  not  obliged  to 
»e«ide  in  the  county,  which  it  was  provided  by  2  H.  5.  s.  1.  c.  4.  the 
£)rmer  should  >do.

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a  justice  who  wu  not  poeseMed  of  lands  of  the  ynrly  n\ae  of  20^, 
and  fhiB  snm,  by  5  Geo.  2.  c.  II.  ia  altered  to  100/.,  vhich  amounts  to 
nearly  the  same  value  as  20A  of  Henry  the  Sixth's  time. 

After  searching  all  the  statutes  *  which  have  any  relation  to  the  subject, 
ttTlll  be  found  that  there  is  not  any  the  sligt^t  prorisioa  made  tat 
ascertaining  whether  or  no  any  indiridual  before  he  is  appointed  as  a 
Jngtice,  possesses  the  appropriate  knowledge  for  the  exercise  of  the  fiinc- 
tions  of  his  office;  we  merely  find  Tagne  terms  made  nse  of,  such  a* 
",geod"  men,  "  most  worth^'  men.  Now  we  apprehend,  men  may  1» 
good  and  worthy,  without  knowing  any  thing  more  of  the  duties  of  a 
justice  of  the  peace  than  the  man  in  the  moon :  and  what  sort  of  men 
these  were  who  were  appointed  for  their  worthiness  in  the  reign  of  Heniy 
the  Si;cth,  we  may  form  some  conception  of,  by  the  emphatic  language 
used  by  Parliament,  namely,  that,  so  bad  were  they,  that  "  the  peojue 
will  not  be  gOTemed  nor  ruled  by  them. 

The  only  qualification  now  required,  besides  their  being  "  wordiy" 
men  is,  not  that  they  should  understand  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  be 
responsible  for  any  abase  of  their  power,  hut  that  they  should  hare  a 
certain  yearly  income  I  It  would  be  equally  puuling  to  find  out  how  this, 
any  more  than  the  possesuon  of  worthiness,  could  instil  into  an  individual 
the  knowledge  requisite  to  the  due  performance  of  certEun  functions ;  hot 
■o  it  has  been  settled  by  act  of  parliament, — and  what  is  it  that  an  act  of 
parliament  cannot  do  7 

As  to  their  reeponubilttyi  they  are  appointed  under  the  direction  of 
the  King,  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  under  him  again  by  tbe  Lord 
Xieutenant  of  the  county,  and  their  office  subnsts  during  tbe  King's  plea- 
sure. Of  course  the  Chancellor  is  not  responsible  to  any  body  for  having 
placed  Eta  unfit  individual  in  tbe  commissioQ ;  in  fact,  as  we  stated  at  die 
beginning  of  this  inquiry,  it  would  he  necessary  to  have  a  functionary 
whose  principal  du^  (owing  to  the  number  of  magistrates  requisite 
in  such  a  populous  country,)  should  consist  id' examining  and  amrainting 
individuals  desirous  of  serving  as  justices.  But  as  we  do  not  doubt  the 
system  is  found  to  •  work  well ;'  of  course,  it  matters  not  whether  efficient 
or  inefficient  individuals' get  into  the  commission. 

For  a  view  of  the  remedy  provided,  in  case  any  of  these  "  worthy  men" 
should  ever  happen,  by  any  possibility,  to  ainlse  their  power,  we  must 
call  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  the  following',  from  Jud^  Blackstone:' 
,  And  as  to  the  i>owen  given  to  one,  two,  or  more  jubilees  by  lliese  senial 
Btatutrs,  that  from  time  to  time  have  heaped  upon  thmi  luch  au  infinite  varieCf 
of  buiineu,  tbatfe*  care  to  umlertake,  and  fei«i;r  underttand  the  office;  tbnarc 
such  uid  of  so  ptat  importance  to  the  public,  that  tbe  coautry  li  ^reatij'obU^ 
to  an;  worthy  ma|;iiCrate,  that  I'ithput  Biniiter  views  of  hi)  own,  will  engage  ia 
thii  troublesome  service.  And  therefore,  if  a  well- mean iug  jastice  mskes  any 
UDdeKijCncil  slip  in  bis  practice,  great  lenity  and  indulgence  is  ihown  to  him  in  the 
court!  of  law  :  and  there  arc  many  statutes  mode  tu  protect  him  la  the  uprifhl

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discharge  or  bis  office;  «liich,KnM>iigi>lher  privileres/ prohibit  such  justices  frum 
being  sued  for  ttay  oversight  without  iioticc  bcfurchaixl ;  and  stop  all  suits  begun', 
on  fender  made  of  sufficient  amends.  But  od  the  other  hnad,  ■n^maJiciouHor 
tjTanDicolariuseortiieirolBo:  is  sure  to  be  severe!}' puuished  ;  and  all  peribus 
who  recover  a  verdict  against  a  justice  fur  auj'  wUtui  or  molidoua  injuiy,  aro 
eutitled  to  double  costs. 

By  this  it  appears,  that  few  care  to  understand  the  bnaness  of  a  justice 
of  tlie  peace:  and  what  is  the  reason  of  this ?  is  it  not  because  they  are 
not  required  to  uoderetand  it?  The  inlereBt  of  the  public  demands  that 
they  thould  underataod  it ;  and  therefore,  if  unpaid  magistrates  will  not 
undertake  to  underatand  it,  paid  magistrates  should  ]>e  appointed  who  did 
uoderBtandiL  As  to  redress  in  caae  of  injustice  on  the  part  of  any  of  these 
magistrates,  it  is  almost  perfectly  nugatory ;  for  to  the  great  majority  of 
the  people,  the  carrying  on  a  suit  against  a  jtistice  would  be  impossible, 
inm  tbt  eoomons  exjWDse  attenduit  upon  it :  and  then  who  is  to  dis* 
tipguish  between  "  slipi"  or  *'  oversights,"  and  "  malicious"  or  "  (yraii- 
nical"  abuses  of  power,  more  especially  when  he  knows  that  "  great 
lenity  and  iudalgence"  is  shown  to  them  in  the  courts  of  taw  ?  And  even 
with  respect  to  those  who  can  afford  it,  it  would  be  a  very  difficult  matter 
to  get  redress ;  for  it  ia  no  easy  matter  in  such  cases  tn  prore  that  "  wilfbl 
or  malicious  iDJory"  is  not  part  and  parcel  of  the  "  upright  diachoge  of 
fals  office." 

There  is,  howerer,  anotiier  mode  of  redress  in  certain  cases,  which  is 
by  appeal  to  the  Quarter  Sessions,  i.  e.  to  the  justice  himself  who  is 
app^ed  from,  assisted  by  his  brother  magistrates  of  the  same  county: 
and  of  coarse  it  would  be  nothing  leas  than  evideniie  of  insanity,  to  sup- 
pose that  such  "  worthy"  men  could  do  so  unworthy  a  thing  as  that  of 
ever  being  biassed  in  their  judgment,  by  any  sort  of  qrfip>"iy  towaidr 
any  feUow-Iabourer  in  «o  "  troublesome  a  service." 

No  piorisiou  vhaterer  is  there,  reqiuring  that  the  proceedings  of  tin 
unpaid  magiitrat«i  AouU  be  in  public :  they  may  and  do  hear  and  de- 
cide cases  in  their  closets,  in  their  kitchens,  or  wherever  else  they  piease. 
Is  this  a  likely  way  to  ensure  the  due  administratioQ  of  the  laws  f  On 
the  contrary,  if  tiie  end  iu  view  had  been  the  contriring  a  system  for 
theic.  undue  .administratitHi,  could  any  better  plan  have  been  hit  uptm  ? 
Irresponsible  power  is  placed  in  the  bands  of  individuals  whose  iirteretf 
it  wiU  oftentimes  be  to  abuM  that  power ;  and  for  fear  the  eye  of  the 
public  might  deter  them  from  so  doing,  they  are  allowed  to  act  in  the 
dark.  Under  such  a. system,  is  it  to  be  wondered  at  tbat  we  continually 
hear  of  acts  of  the  grossest  oppression  on  the  part  of  these  m^strates  I 
No :  the  wonder  is,  that  any  body  should  expect,  under  sttcb  a  system, 
different  results. 

But  lalterir,  publicity  more  or  less  has  had  place,  more  eR«ciidly  in  our 
policeoffices;*  and  reports  oftheproceediogshaveaccordint^  appeared  in 
the  newspapers,  and  have  been  attended  with  the  most  beneficial  effects, 
not  only  BcUng  as  a  check  upon  the  magistrate,  but  also  in  fuAiering  the 
ends  of  justice,  by  contributing  to  the  prevention  ant^  detection  of  crime 
in  vaiions  ways.  In  short,  the  many  good  effects  resultins  from  these 
reports  seemed  to  be  universally  acknowledged,  when,  la  I  it  was  thun- 
dered ftom  the  beach,  diat  these  reports  were  not  only  illegal  but  mis-

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chievons.'  ThU  is  not  the  first  time  that  they  hare  been  anathematited  t 
on  the  cootrar;,  it  u  merely  a  revival  of  a  warfare  which  always  has  ex- 
isted, more  oc  less  openly,  on  the  part  of  the  Judges,  against  publicity. 

We  shall  examine  the  argnments  brought  fomard  to  show  Ihat  these 
reports  have  a  miEchievouB  tendency;  because,  if  they  are  just,  as  far  aS 
regards  police  offices,  they  will  be  Just,  as  regards  the  offices  of  the  unpaid 
magistrates,  or  of  any  judge,  whatever  may  be  his  denomination. 

Mr.  Justice  Bayley  is  the  champion  on  this  occasion.  None  of  the' 
Other  Judges  are  reported  to  have  urged  any  thing.  Mr.  Justice  Bayley 
is  reported  to  hare  said,  on  this  subject,  as  follows : —

Tbcre  is  ■  very  material  disdoctiou  betvcen  a  court  ofjuatice  and  a  police  otte«» 

As  the  learned  Judge  has  rouchsafed  to  ^re  his  reasons  .for  his 
Clinton,  we  shall  tidie  the  liberty  of  e.tamining  whether  those  reasoDC 
are  ralidor  not  And  first,  as  to  the  alleged  tendency  which  these  reports 
have  to  prevent  a  fair  trial,  by  creating  a^tr^udiceagainstthe  indi^ual 
to  be  tried.  This,  we  think  is  nothing  but  a  vulgar  error;  were  it  true, 
It  would  go  to  prove  that  all  tnolsare  unfair,  a  doctrine  which  we  suppose 
the  learned  Judge  would  hardly  be  prepared  to  maintain.  For,  as  it  ii 
certain  that  judgei  and  juries  can  only  hear  one  statement  at  a  dme  j 
and  as  they  must  necetsarily  hear  first  the  statement  against  the  indir 
vidual  t(<  be  tried,  it  follows,  if  the  reasoning  of  the  leamed  Judge  be 
collect,  that  because  they  have  heard  an  Cf-parte  statement  first,  there- 
fore they  ■will  be  prejudiced  against  him.  Now  all  that  the  newspapers 
do  in  giving  these  reports,  is  to  give  that  statement  which  is  always  made 
to  the  jury,  by  the  c^jnnwl  for  the  prosecution.  So  that  if  they  predict 
the  Jury,  so  does  the  speech  of  the  counsel ;  this  statement,  however,  iip 
either  proved  or  disproved  by  evidence :  hut,  because  the  jury  has  hear4 
an  ti-varte  statemeut  Srst,  will  they  believe  it,  when  it  is  di^rovej 
by  evidence? 

This  prevalent  notiw  (ft »,  prejudice  against  a  prisoner,  arises  oo  doubt 
from  that  ridiculous  maxim  of  law  which  we  now  and  then  hear  even  1L9 
Judges  boastij;^  of;  numely,  that  the  law  supposes  eveiy  man  innocent 
until  found  guilty.  Why  then  are  offenders  apprehended  ?  their  appro: 
heQEuon  must  of  itself  he  a  piece  of  injustice,  on  the  supposition  of  tbeir 
innocence.  According  to  English  law,  a  ma^strate  may  commit  a  pai 
to  prison,  where  he  may  lie  for  three  months  before  be  is  tried;  and  yet 
that  man  may  be  declared  innocent,  as  is  frequently  the  case,  by  .the 
verdict  of  a  juiy.  Is  this  suppotinp  a  man  innocent  until  found  gu^, 
by  locking  him  up  in  prison  for  three  months?— He  it,  on  the  contrary, 
first  t^eo  up  because  be  is  believed  to  be  guilty,  and  is  kept  in  cluae 
custody  until  hit  supposed  guilt  is  either  confiraied,or  hisinnocencdestab^ 
lished,  by  the  result  of  the  trial  that  follows. 

The  learned  Judge  then  shifts  his  ground,  and  setting  aside  the 
merits  of  the  case,  _ says,  the  real  question  is,  whether  £1/ /aw  thesf 
Police  OiKccc  should  be  open.     Here  of  course  we  c&nnot  cope  with'  bis

ITpon  the  wIm^,  th«i,  it  would  ^>pMT,  that  any  thing  trtucb  could  b» 
in  the  leairt  calculated  to  prAvMe  an  eSeient  check  to  the  fawa  of  the 
unpaid  via|^*t»teai  has  been  ntoat  cersfiilly  avoided.  And  the  reason  of 
this  is  plain.  Those  country  geatlMnen,  ud  othen,  who  now  officiate, 
officiate  in  moat  instances  in  order  to  fill  up  their  time,  to  prerent 
mnui:  so  that  thoee  who  now  act  ibr  the  sake  of  amnaing  themselves 
for  a  few  hours  in  the  dayt  by  convicting  poor  wretches  under  the  Game 
Laws,  would  not  he  disposed  to  act  aadiir  such  restrictions  as  we  have 
pointed  out,  and  snch  as  it  is  absolutely  neaeasaiy  for  the  ends  of  good 
judicature  ijiould  be  imposed  on  tbtta ;  aHbongb,  if  Hiese  restrictions  were 
imposed,  the  Crown  would  lose  its  iofloanca  over  that  cIms  of  indivi- 
duals,  which  by  the  non-imposition  of  any  sunh  rastrictionB  it  at  present 


[t  is  not  our  intention  to  give  iutances  of  abuse  of  power  on  the  part 
of  these  magistrates,  (indeed,  this  would  be  ao  endless  taA,)  because  we 
have  been  aiguiog  on  general  {viaciplsa,  by  whisk  we  tUnk'it  has  been 


proved,  that  the  efficiency  of  a  magutracy  depends  ^wn  three  essential 
points:    viz. — I.  Their  iMnpriate   K)titiide^II.  Their  x 
and — III.  The  pniUisity  ef  tha  prnfiwingi. 


e  of  these  points  lias  been  jHOvjded  for  in  conslitutiDg  the 
-  magistracy  of  this  coontiy :  consw^uently,  nch  i.  tda^stracy  ean  be  no 
otherwise  than  inefficient. 

When,  however,  any  comphdnt  it  made  against  any  of  thpte  magis-' 
trates,  the  ready  reply  is,  "  O!  but  they  are  unpdid:  think  of  the 
obligations  under  whii^  the  country  !^  to  them  for  their  disinterested 
exertions.  If  yon  find  inult  -Mth  tiiem  in  0ns  way,  how  ton  yon  expect 
that  gentlemen  will  ttonUe  thelnselTCB  about  keeping  ^  peace  of  die 
Goontry ;  that  they  should  devote  so  L  iqch  of  tnetr  Wuatde  time  to 
public  purposes  V' 

It  is  true  they  are  not  paid  a  Maied  ealary ;  iHtt  it  is  not  the  most 
difficult  thii^  in  the  world  to  OUBCtin,  dtA  |ir— Msiim  die  power  they 
do,  they  may,  by  possibility, — althen^  fir  be  it  £'om  us  tt>  impute  bad 
motives  to  them, — we  say,  tbsy  naf,  by  psssitidity,  find  out  other 
means  by  which  to  pay  tiiemselves.  But,  hsnnver  4is  may  be,  it 
matters  not  whether  they  are  pud  or  unpaid  t  it  is  hot  iiOl  wluch  con- 
stitutes an  efficient  magistracy,  hs  wo  Iwn  before  stated.  In  fact,  the 
cdrcumstance  of  their  not  bavuf  a  Ml>i7i  «*  >re  indlined  to  think, 
makes  them  less  WipdusiMe  than  tbey  anuld  hf,  were  they  to  receive 
one,  itoaiqrlate,  it  would  aerveto  remove  a  blind  (which  fsrSanately, 
however,  is  beeomii^  mcve  and  aura  Hansparant,)  as  ta  their  disin- 
tereeteditess ;  which  at  any  rue,  wattU  not  appear  to  extend  to  the  whole 
of  the  memlNn  «f  dkHW«rth>r  Myi  tn  m  Hos,  Grey  ^nneu  is 
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reported  to  have  aidd  ttt.the  lastSiurey  Quarter  StiaioBS,  ipesldogaf' 
unpaid  maguCratea : —

I  cannot  be  ignorant  of  the  intense  curiosity  which  tbd' 
bare.BMntion  of  her  Ladysliips  name  has  repeatedly  awakened,  aud  that 
more  especially  in  the  bosoms  of  the  most  amiable  among  her  own  sex. 
In  contnuting.  tlie  tbotives  and  conduct  of  the  most  elevateil  w^man  of 
£ngland,  whose  amhition  seems  to  be  confined  to  the  eujdyment  of  pleft; 
snres  contained  within  the  circlo  of  fashionable  life,  with  the  more  daring 
and  romantic  feelings  that  appear  to  actuate  the  lady  who  is  the  subject 
of  these  remarks ;  or  in  comparing  the  danger  and  enterprise  of  a  life 
passed  amid  deserts  and  mountain's,  surrounded  by  waulering  trib^t 
and  fince  and  hostile  natJoas,  with  tl'.a  quiet  and  seclusion  of  a.  domestic 
circle  ^t  h«me,^aB  patties  appear  anxious'  to  unriddle  y}^  to  there 
seems  inexpIlcaUe,  the  motive  which  oould  have  led  to  such  a  c^ice  as 
the  fonner,  by  one' who  might  have  commanded  all  tbe  j^easures  that

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the  latter  i»  capable  of  affording;.  I  have  been  qtteationed,  ia  aociet;, 
to  7eiy  wearineu  vpen  tlu*  p(M>t,  by  thow  who  Icmw  of-  my  harii^ 
remained  under  Lady  Heeter'sroof  for,  a  short  period;  for  after  ■saigDing 
what  I  hare  always  undentood  and  believed  tu  be  the  tra«  matiTe'CMlhia 
Mif-aiile  from  her  native  land,  the  paitie^  inquiring,  beins  uaaUe  to 
iindenstaad  what  they  tbemaelrea  have  never  feit,  have  evidenUy  remained 
in  all  their  fennerini^ediilityl;  and  givea  up  the  riddle  (fin  lo  it  appealed 
to  them)  in  deqmir.  When  the  caiues  of  incredulity  are  so  deep-rooted 
M  theae]  they  are  too  difficult  to  be  removed  by  a  brief  narrative :  but, 
obecrring,  u  well  ju  I  am  able,  the  limite,  which  a  senee  of  gratitude, 
M  well  t*  honour,  preecribe  to  me,  I  will  endeavour  to  ««"'«"■'■■■**■ 
what  I  have  myMlf  heard,  asd  have  long  been  accnitomed  to  ootiider'aa 
correct  upon  this  sulyect,  though  without  being  able  to  vouch  for  it> 
entire  accuracy  in  every  minute  particular. 

It  ii  known  to  most  £BgUahmen  that  Lady  Heater  Stanhc^  wae  K 
near  rdative  of  the  late  Mr.  Pitt:  and  that  during  the  Utter  part  of  bia 
admmiatiation  e^iecially,  ahe  enjoyed  lus  friendship  and  confidence  ia  ■: 
VMy  b^  degree.  This  ciroumataiice  aecemrily  luwight  her  more  fi«- 
aiMDtly  into  th»  aodety  of  the  aereral  menibera  of  the  royal  bmily,  of 
tfie  many  diHingniBhed  feretgnera  who  dten  aat^  an  acylom  in  '^t%- 
iand,  and  of  die  minJaterial  oirdea  generally,  than  even  her  diatingniahcd 
Inrtli  and  connexions  would,  without  such  asaociationB,  alone  have  ifiected. 
Her  Hipetior  uaderstandiog  and  fascinatii^  manners  could  not  fail, 
under  any  circumstascea,  to  command  a  large  share  of  the  respect  and 
esteea  of  thoae  who  were  brought  within  their  sphere  of  influence :  but,' 
added  to  the  high  confidence  which  the  was  tcnown  to  eqjoy  with  the 
minuter  of  the  day,  from  peraonat  regard  aa  well  as  near  relationahip, 
the  injuence  of  theee  amiable  and  attractive  qualities  were  of  course 
additionally  powerful  The  necessary  consequence  of  this  was  the  receipt 
of  a  largJ  portion  of  homage  firom  ttn  extended  circle,  and  abutidaBt 
means  of  gratifyinz  all  the  benevolent  wishes  which  it  must  form  one  of 
the  moat  delightful  preri^tives  of  power  to  indulge,  that  of  BMistfng 
merit  to  obtain  what  its  unaided  claims  would  nerer  procure,  the  diatiiiC' 
tion  and  reward  it  deserved. 

The  death  of  Mr.  tHtt,  in  addidoa  to  flte  sorrow  wUch  the  Ion  of  an^ 
near  and  beloved  relative  must  inflict,  waa  attended  iHA  a  great,  if  not 
a  total  change  in  all  the  circmostancca  that  had  hitherto  yielded  only 
continued  delight  The  heafth  of  her  Ladyahip  waa  about  the  bbam 
dme  seriously  affected  ;  and  the  depressian  of  her  spirits  natunJly  re- 
tarded her  recovery.  Change  of  dimate,  scenp,  hnd  drcnmstance  wa* 
recommended  and  adopted.  Lady  Heater  accordingly  quitted  England 
for  France,  and  remained  there  until  the  second  war  with  N^ieonJ 
in  whose  estimation  she  held  so  high  a  place,  that  every  possible  fscili^ 
waa  granted  to  her  passage  through  the  country,  at  a  period  whe&  nnusnu 
difficulties  impeded  the  way  of  almost  every  forever,  and  of  En^iali 
eul^u  more  especiaUy.  Italy  became  sext  the  sqjoum  of  the  iUuatnnM 
traveller ;  th«)  Greece,  and  at  last  Conatantinanle.  Ttit  ^ood  afccts  of 
tiieae  changes  of  scene  and  efinate,  which  had  been'  prirf^prinBally 
recommended,  were  every  day  more  viable.  Her  La^yahSps  h^h«nd 
Bpirits  rapidly  improred  :  and  the  agreeable  associations  of  pasiiiig  ovac 
classic  ground ;  ue  fine  -skies  of  Grseoe ;  th«  glowia^;  bssiilion  of  tba 
Turiush  capita),  or  its  inmediat*  Aei^ibmriKiQcl,  from  the  Dardandhi 
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tb  the  Euxlne,  Inelufo^  the  HellMpont  knA'  fi«Bpftoni>;  the  occanoDal 
•odety  of  maiiy  En^ish  tiwvellera  of  diBtinction  then  M  ConBtai)tmo[de, 
and  tlfe  pnrfanad  respect  p&id  bj  the  Turks  to  all  her  wishes,  whieh' 
were  <u  much  reg&rded,  iodeed,  aa  if  they  were  commande,  indifced  tt 
my  natnral  desire  to  see  more  of  th«  couotrj  under  their  domiDiou  before 
she  returoed  home. 

In  the  cffulBe  of  th«as  further  excunioiu,  if  hftzaidotu  and  difficult 
Tdysgea  and  •ttavels  bay  be  so  called.  Lady  Hester  Stanhope  visited 
Egypt,  staid  some  time  at  C^rt),  and  vas  the  fint,  and  ap  to  this  lime,  I 
believe,  the  duly  English  lady  that  ewr  en!t«nd  tho  Great  Pyramid  of 
Oirab,  n«ftrthe  mini  of  Memphis.  She  was  also  wrecked  on  the  island 
of  Cyprrm,  from  whence  herself  and  attendants  were  taken  off  by  Captain 
Hope,  then  in  the  Salsette  frigate,  on  the  Smyrna  station.  She  subset 
quently  made  a  journey  to  Palmyra,  in  company  with  several  Engliah 
gentlemen,  among  whom  wai  Mr.  Brnce,  tin  heroic  deHv^rer  of  LaVa- 
lette.  She  visited  also  Jerasalem.  Damascin,  Baalbeck,  and  all  tli^ 
principal  places  of  interest  in  Syria,  and  at  length  became  so  much 
jAetmi  with  the  dimate,  teenery,  and  character  of  the  people  of  the 
coonby,  that  she'  determined  to  take  ap  her  abode  in  Mount  Lebanoif 
for  the  mmnrer,  and  on  the  coast  n^ar  Sldon  for  the  wiotM  months,  as 
long  as  she  might  feel  disposed  to  remain  in  the  East. 

Not  having  visited  the  summer  residence  in  the  mountains,  I  Ant 
naaUe  to  speak  of  it  with  any  degree  of  accuracy.  I  have  underatoodi 
however,  tliat  it  was  (Ht  an  elevated  part  of  Lebanon,  about  Midway 
between  tha  summit  and  the  more  woody  belt  of  thb  middle  region,  com- 
blnhig  a  proximity  to  the  snowy  parts  of  the  hollows  excluded  from  the 
sun,  and  enjoying  at  the  lame  time  freah  air,  abundant  water,  and 
agreeable  shade.  The  wintffr  residence,  near  the  sea.  Was  originally  a 
wetk  convent,  dedicated  to  Ssint  Eliae',  from  whence  its  name.  Tf 
being  no  longer  retluired  for  it*  original  pnrpose,  it  waB  let  at  a  fixed 
yearly  i«iit  for  a  lesKlieitce,  and  occupied  by  Lady  Heetef  Stanhope  ac- 
cordingly. In  faking  even  of  this,  as  h  is  »)tifely  from  recollection, 
not  having  made  a  single  note  during  my  stay  Aiere,  I  cannot  tttemjit 
ininnte  detail,  but  will  endeavour  to  give  a  general  (d%a  as  accurately  ss 
I  am  aUe.  The  twnvent  stands  on  ^e  brow  of'  a  hill,  looking  towards 
the  flea,  the  whole  of  the  way  from  it  to  the  tAWn  of  Seyda  bemg  on  a 
descent,  for 'a  distance  of  atnut  live  or  bix  milea.  It  consists  of  a  number 
of  separate  rcMms  in  a  quBd<r3ngnlar  buSdIng  thst  cnrromids  an  inner 
court,  made'ibto  a  floWer  garden,  intn  which  the  doors  of  all  these  rooms 
open.  t\it  rooms  are  neitller  spacimm  nor  elegant;  but  fnoet  of  theoi 
h^ng  furnished  after  the  English  manner,  with  carpets,  tables,  chairsi 
ttc.,  offered  tin  ngreeahle  leontrast  to  the  rooms  ^nerall^Eeen  tn  th^ 
East,  the  «^ole  furniture  of  which  coneiats  of  a  low  range  of  cushions 
and  pflhiws  surrounding  the  skirting,  and  as  It  were  fringing  the  junctioif 
between  the  wall  and  the  floor.  Nothing  in  the  hmise  ap^ared  unne- 
cessary at  expensive ;  but  nil  that  could  conduce  to  comfort,  and  diat 
was  procurable  in  the  country,  was  seen  in  clean  and  unostentations 
simplicitjb  The  proper  mirftber  of  out-offices,  kitchen,  stables,  ike.  were 
litlached  totheedi^,  and  there  were  spare  rooms  aikl  beds  etmughto 
accommodate  any  small  party  of  travellerB  that  might  have  occasion  to 
remain  here  for  a  abort  period  In  the  itourse  of  their  journey. 

Hie  domestic  eitabltshment  o£  Inr  ^.AdyiUp,  consisted,  at  thk  period, 
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of  u  English  physiciaQr  Dr.  Merjon,  trho  lived  in  ft  rtpame  liouM  at 
a  distance  of  lesa  than  a  mile  ;  an  English  attendant,  Mias  Williams ; 
and  an  English  housekeeper,  Mn.  Pry  ;  a  Levantine  secretaiy,  of  French 
dwcent,  from  Aleppo  ;  and  a  small  number  of  male  and  female  servants 
of  the  country,  for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  labour.  The  fondness  ix 
bewitiAi!  horses,  which  this  lady  pasuonately  entertained,  wu  judi- 
cieariy,  but  not  ostmtatioudy  enjoyed,  by  the  possteaion  of  a  small  stud 
of  Arabs  of  the  purest  and  matt  celebrated  raccB;  and  on  tbaie  she  occa- 
■iqnaUy  took  such  exercise  only  as  her  health  required. 

7be  mode  of  life  passed  by  Lady  Hester  Stanbope  at  this  ctmrent, 
kad  nothing  peculiar  in  it,  except  perhaps  that  it  was  more  ratumal  than 
the  mode  observed  by  the. more  fashionable  of  her  own  sex  in  particular 
at  hoRie.  She  rose  geuerally  about  eight ;  'walked  in  the  flower  garden, 
or  read  until  ten  ;  breakfasted  on  tea  and  coffee  in  the  En^i^  manner, 
BO  much  so  indeed  that  there  was  no  distinction  between  her  breakfast 
table  and  one  in  England,  except  that  finer  and  fresher  fruits  were  often 
produced  there  than  it  is  usual  to  see  in  London.  An  extensive  coire' 
spondpnce,  which  her  Ladyship  appeared  to  maintain  with'  penons  of 
distinction  in  all  parts  of  Europe,  and  even  io  India,  generally  occnjned 
hei,peq,  or  that  of  her  secretary  who  wrote  from  dictation,  for  seVerd 
hours  in  the  middle  of  the  day.  This  ooireKpondeoce  was,  however,  not 
confihed  tto  mere  interchange  of  sentiments  with  distant  fnends,  agree- 
aUe  as  snch  an  occupattoa  undoubtedly  is,  but  had  ofMi  some  t^ject  of 
great  utility  ia  the  oouotry  itself  to  promote  ;  and  frequently  led,  as  I 
bad  myself  occasion  to  know  in  more  iostanoee  than  one,  to  the  meal 
ha{>py  resalts.  The  maiutanaoce  of  this  corresptwdenoe,  carried  on  la 
four  or  five  different  languages,  including  the  readiug  as  well  as  wiiti^ 
of  several  letters  in  each  day,  was  ijuite  enough  to  occnpj  the  bu^geat 
portion  1^  the  writer  B  time  ;  but  with  all  this,  a  want  of  leisure  was  never 
pleaded  in  lexcwe  for  attending  to  any  applications  for  relief  that  were 
perpetually  made,  ftooi  whatever  quarter  they  a>i^  have  com*.  .A 
>va]k,  or  a  ride  on  h(»seback  was  generally  indulged  in  befofe  dittoer, 
which  was  always  ssived  aoon  aj^r  soB-set,  and  was  a  hap[^  medinm 
between  frugality  and  abundance,  such  as  a  prince  might  partake,  and 
y£t  such  8«  the  .motit  temperate  oould  not  complun  of.  '  The  ttveniag 
was  almost  invariably  passed  in  conversation;  and  ho  poFcrfid-ia  my 
recollection,  even  at  thia  distant  period,  of  the  pleasure,  thia  afiorded  me, 
that  I  ceuld  use  94  tenns  which  would  be  too  extravagant  in  its  praise, 
I'be  saily  asaociation  with  nMacminent. for  their. talents  as  w<eU  as.  theif 
power;  the  habit  of  intense  obeervatioa -on  tJl  passing  evesKs ;  the  ^a- 
danti^>paitunitie8  afforded  by  years  of  travel,  to  ^apfdy  these  habits  to 
the  utmost  advantage  :  all  these,  added  to  a  reouukaUe  union  of  frank' 
ness  and  digoUy,  gave  a  peculiar  charm  to  the  ooovcnmtien  of  this  Idgfaly 
aceonpUsbed  and  amiaUe  woman;  such,  indeed,  as  to  readar  it  a  mat- 
ter of  deep  regret  that  it  skHiId  be  so  lost,  by  seclusion  from  the  world, 
to  many  whom  it  would  instruct  as  well  as  delight:  but  it  is  pwhaps 
to  this  love  of  solitude  that  much  of  thp  dignity  of  her  feeltAgs  may,  he 
attributed,  for  it  vould  be  almost  impc^ible  to  preserve,  uneont^minated, 
a  *rue  greatness  of  miud,  amidst  the  continQalrouii^of  frivolitieawbiolt 
dissipate  the  thoughts  of  half  the  fashionable  world  in  En^and.  We 
seldooa  retired  betbre  midnight,  and  Uiese  iatellectuaj  eveningB  never 
clo^  without  furnishing  tne  matter  of  coDgratulatioa  at  the  in^uaiioQ 
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and  pleunre  ftETorded  me,  and  regret  at  the  impotiibility  of  tlieir  being 
more  frequendy  enjoyed. 

In  pergon,  L^y  He«ter  Stanhope  ia  rather  above  the  osQal  itandard 
of  female  height,  with  regular  and  delicately  formed  features,  a  eoh 
blae  eye,  ikir  and  pale  complexian,  an  expreeuon  of  habitual  peosivenegs 
ud  tranquil  resignatinn,  which  was  rarely  disturbed,  except  when  h«r 
countenance  now  and  then  lighted  up  widi  the  indignant  feeliogi  that 
always  followed  the  recital  of  some  deed  of  cruelty  or  oppression.  Her 
earl;  political  associatioiu  hod  not  overcame  thoM  fine  setuatiooB  which 
almost  instinctirely  impel  the  heart  to  reust  the  inroads  of.  tyranny ; 
but  which  are  Derer  more  powerful  than  when  emanating  &om  a  female 
breast.  The  nainea  of  those  who  rank  among  the  benefactorg  of  man- 
kind, were  such  as  enjoyed  her  highest  Teneration  and  esteem ;  and  she 
.never  mentioned  those  of  tyrants  and  (^pressora  but  with  undisguised 
abhorraice. 

It  haa  been  made  a  subject  of  wonder  that  an  Engliifa  lady  of  distinc* 
tion  should  not  only  choose  so  remote  and  retired  a  spot  for  her  residence, 
but  that  she  sbauM  adopt  the  costume  of  the  country,  and  that  too  of 
the  male  sex ;  it  being  already  universally  known  that  Lady  Hester 
Stanhope  wears  the  dress  of  a  Turldsb  eSendi,  or  private  gentleman. 
The  wonder  will  cease,  however,  when  the  reasons  which  influenced  the 
choice  are  explained.  Had  she  retained  the  dress  of  an  English  lady 
she  could  never  have  ventured  into  the  open  air,  even  for  the  purpose 
of  exercise,  without  aitractiiig  a  crowd  of  the  peasantry  and  othen,  t6 
wibiess  sucb  a  curiosity  as  any  one  so  apparelled'  could  not  fait  to  be 
considered  in  that  country,  and  this  would  be  a  perpetual  impediment 
to  all  her  movement^  abroad.  Had  she  adopted  the  dress  of  a  Turkish 
lady,  she  could  ne^r  have  ventured  out,  except  enveloped  in  the  ami^e 
garments  worn  by  these,  which  render  it  difficult  to  walk  freriy,  and 
quite  impoasiUe  to  take  any  active  exercise,  besides  being  veiled  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  Impede  free  breathing  in  this  warm  climate,  and' to 
interrupt  the  pleasure  of  seeing  clearly  the  lurrbunding  objects  of  interest 
in  the  way.  The  dress  of  an  English  gentleman  would  be  liable  to  stilt 
atronger  objections,  though  of  another  nature,  so  that  the  Turkish  male 
costume  appeared  the  only  one  that  could  be  adopted  with  delicacy  and  ad -> 
vantage  combined.  Those  who  have  ever  seen  the  garments  of  a  Turkish' 
gentleman  must  be  aware  that  they  conceal  the  whole  figure  and  person 
of  thtf  wearer  much  more  effectually  than  even  the  Eo^ish  lemale  dress ; 
and  that  nothing  can  be  more  consistent  with  the  most  femiuine  delicacy 
than  the  ample  and  Sowing  robes  of  this  costume.*  These  aie  literally  the 
duly  robes  in  which  atiy  person  of  respectability  could  go  out  in  Syria; 
widfionl  attracting  ^  crowd,  and  gufering  perpetual  interruption,  so  that 
the  chmce  was  wise  aod  prudent,  and  in  every  other  respect  quite 
unexceplionahle. 

<  In  die  admirabla  plctore  oT  Mr.  PickcnKill,  sm  st  Somenrt  Hodic  du- 
ring the  lut  jear'i  exliibitiun,  under  the  tills  of  "  The  Oriuttat  L^ve  Letter," 
the  dresiofthcTurkUh  Udy  in  the  harem  euDTfyi  an  excellent  idea  of  thst  nam 
by  Turfciih  ^gntlenieii .  also  :  the  viriatioa  betwecD  tlic  male  and  female  drejt 
wbea.  Hithiii  doon,  beiiiir  very  alight:  hut  difteriD;  ia  lolo  when  they  go  outi 
Ma  lh«  KenttctDan  goet  furth  uncovered,  and, in  tbe  uuoe  manocr  as  ha  «llk  at 
home ;  but  tbe  lady,  over  her  ia-di>or  dreM,  is  obliged  to  fold  large  outer  gsr- 
ment»,  vciU,  &c.,  lo  m  almost  to  concea]  entirely  her  person  from  si^t. 
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.  If  to  ba  Biocerely  and  genetaliy  belored  by  thonamoag  vbom  w* 
reside,  tg  noasess  power  and  influence  with  thiMii  who  fowtxn,  «nd  to 
liare  mbnnaiuit  opportunitiu  of  eserciBine  tbete  for  the  benefit  of  the 
weak  and  helplaw,  be  murcea  of  delight  (and  that  they  are  so,  the 
nnirenal  Matiment  of  maalund  teens  to  bear  teatimoDT),  it  may  be  lafely 
concluded  that  Lady  He«t«r  Stuihope  is  oRe  of  the  nai^eet  of  fayvaa 
beings.  The  reneratioQ  in  irhich  she  is  held,  the  affectionate  terais  in 
which  «he  is  continually  spoken  of,  by  thoM  who  live  near  and  aniand 
her  habitatioi),  surpKBeea  any  thing  1  Fcmember  to  have  met  with,  ia  the 
courae-  of  &  tolerably  extemive  peregrination  through  vsiioiu  oouDtrie*  gf 
the  gbbe.  Coupled,  indeed,  with  the  humble  grstitude,  eoDfinnd  in- 
fin'mation,  and  genersl  evthusiasai  of  feelingi  which  characleri]*  tfao 
inhabitants  of  tbe  counti?,  it  amouuta  almost  to  adoration ;  ao  that  tbt 
leal  good  which  this  lady  don,  and  tbe  undoubted  reelect  paid  to  her  hy 
all  ciasaea,  have  been  magniGed  by  every  successive  narrator  through 
«rti6m  the  i«dtal  has  paaied,  till  it  has  at  last  aaaumed  die  diape  of  Oie 
miiaeuloua,  and  surpassed  evea  tbe  extravagance  of  the  Arabian  tala* 
1  remember  some  few  inatkarea  ofthis,  which  I  heard  on  tay  way  over 
fiom  Damascus  to  Seydo,  which  I  was  then  too  ill  to  enter  ia  mj  note*, 
but  which  may  peibaos  be  mentioned  here. 

It  viraa  said  that  when  the  king's  daughter  (for  by  this  same,  Bint-^' 
Melek,-nulBiDt<el- Sultan,  Lady  Hester  ia  geneniJIy  spt^s  of  hare,) 
paid  her  &nt  visit  to  Damaacus,  all  tbe  people  of  the  town  rushed  -to  tba 
gatM  to  welcome  her  approaoh— the  men  to  pay  hom^^  b>  ooe  whom 
they  considered  incited,  or  iaaane,  and  therefore  under  the  especial 
protection  of  Qod  (this  being  the  universal  opinion  as  to  the  holy  keepia| 
of  thoee  who  are  deranged)  ;  and  the  women  to  loo1(  on  ber  with  an  ev3 
eye,  and  avert ^rom  their  hmbande  the  faaclnatien  which  they  beliered 
would  otherwise  ba  excrciaed  en  them  by  the  unveiled  beauliee  of  the 
Fair  InSdel.  The  narrator,  (herself  a  Druse  female  in  the  monntains  of 
Lebanon,  who  recounted  the  tale  to  my  muleteer  t^  I  lay  ill  on  mj 
carpet  before  the  brarth,)  proceeded  to  say,  that  when  she  entervd,  all 
Voices  exdaimcd,  "  The  city  of  Damascus,  the  great  gate  of  [ulgrimage, 
and  ^  Jut'  to  the  tomb  of  the  Prophet,  if  taken  from  w :  bar  glory  is 
&)!«),  her  might  cast  down,  and  her  people  for  ever  aubdued,  Aa 
kfidd  has  eiUered  ber  gates  on  horseback,  and  rebellion  has  been  suh^ 
dued  by  herbeau^,"*  The  people  of  Constantinople  have  a  proverb 
thwtbeir  city  win ^H,  when  a  yellow  in£del,  meanuig  a  Roasiaa,  anten 
It  a  particnlar  gate  of  the  oUy,  aa  that  especial  pains  are  taken  to  pre* 
TSDt  such  an  occurrence.  At  Jerusalem,  a  singular  tradition  wUctsat 
te  the  recovery  of  th^  place  by  the  Jews :  and  at  Jedda,  the  caovicdwi 
is  so  strong,  diat  a  Chnstian  discorw«d  in  attempting  to  pass  through  a 
certain  gate  of  that  place,  leading  to  Mecca,  would  uMoabtedly  be  slais 
on  the  spot.

Recitals  such  as  these, '  feonded  ae  they  vafe  on  &etB  popularly  and 
nnirersally  known,-  were  sure  to  receive  implicit  credem^,  and  to  gain 
in  exaggtnition  by  every  succesuTe  indindual  who  related  Asm ;  ao 
that  the  extraordinary  degree  of  veneratioB  in  which  this  lady  is  bdd 
throughont  the  country,  and  the  oorrespondeat  pleasare  which  she  nmat 
feel  in  residing  thwe,  are  eaii^  eofdained.  To  show  that  this  is  tanfad 
to  the  vei^  beat  aecoant,  br  Ihs  ptwpoae  of  pnmoliag.  the  ends  df  pnUte 
justice,  as  well' as  of  dmny  private  good,  I  villmention  a  fact,  which  I 
derived  from  nnexc^rtioaable  audiority,  and  which  I  ahaU  relate  withMt 
the  slightest  addition,  that  it  may  stand  in  oontiaat  with,  ••  well  as  in 
illuitratioii  of,  all  that  has, been  said  betore. 

A  Fmtoh  Colonel  of  Enginean,  whoae  name  I  titiiiA  was  Boodainj 
having  left  Prance  at  the  ptniod  of  ibe  restoration  of  -the  Bonttoai,  re- 
solved to  pass  a  few  yaara-m  tnvrilhig,  ami  cooMenced  wkb'Africa.  I

was  admitted  to  an  interview  with  li^if  Hastcr  Stanhope.  -  In  derailiBg 
to  bar  the  plan  of  bis  future  route,  he  mentiimad  Us  intentian  of  goii^ 
into  the  mouotains  of  the  Ansarie,  a  tribe  of  idolaten-  wbo  ooonpy  thb 
hills  between  the  sea-coast  and  Aleppo,  and  who  liva.  in  avcb  peipetaal 
hoatility  with  both  MohamaaedBos  and  ChrisUans,  that  diay  are  nrriy 
Tiahed,  and  are  consequently  very  imperfectly  known  bf  mtko-,  Colon^ 
Boodsdn,  it  seemi,  was  aware  ei  tbe-dangmiM  aMiae  of  the  eitterprise, 
hot,  like  many  others,  he  flattered  himself  with  the  hope  that  bis  hit 
wotitd  form  an  exception  to  the  general  oalamity  that  bad  hitherto  be- 
fellea  timoet  all  who  had  atten^ted  to  sojoUn  among'  theae  bariiariaf  ; 
Lady  Hester  used  all  W  powera  of  pcnoasion  to  divert  Um  from  bis 
purpose ;  and  succeeded  so  far  as  to  (ditain  from  him  a  promise  that  be 
woold  not  make  the  atiempt,  unteaa  be  AaM  find,  miijavi^  iwv  thrir 
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tuTiuriea,  suonncn  of  perfect  safety  in  going  among  them.  Under 
thia  impicMion,  the  Colonel  punued  his  journey  ;  and  either  his  en- 
thugiann  growing  ibunger,  or  hia  discretion  weaker,  &b  he  approached  the 
district,  he  ventured  to  depart  from  hi«  prudent  detenniaation,  went  into 
the  moontaine,  and  waa  firat  robbed  and  then  murdered,  as  had  been 
predicted  hy  the  kind  hat  unavailing  advice  of  his  best  friend  and  pro- 
tectreas;  The  tale  of  hi*  watch,  and  Mmb  other  articles  of  value,  in  tha 
bazar  of  Damascus,  soon  after,  excited  suspicion ;  inquiry  was  instituted 
by  some  Christiaiia  of  the  country,  and  the  fact  was  placed  beyond  a 
doubt.  When  the  intelligence  of  this  melaoeboly  catastrophe  was  first 
brought  to  Lady  Hester  Stanhtme,  ahe  is  laid  to  have  urged  the  French 
consuls  at  the  several  towns  on  the  coast,  to  write  to  Constantinople,  and 
have  orders  aent  from  thence  to  trace  ont  and  punish  the  murderers.  Her 
entrestiet  had  not  the  desired  effect,  from  what  cause,  whether  an  un- 
willii^Deaa  to  avenge  the  death  of  a  Frenchman  more  attached  to  Napo- 
Ima  Uian  16  the  Bourbons,  or  for  any  other  reason,  I  am  not  aware. 
Entreatiea  addrened  to  Alej^,  and  even  reHMOBtrances  forwarded  to 
•weral  of  the  European  Ambassadors  at  Constantiiiople,  produced  no 
greater  effect :  when  thia  heroJo  and  benevolent  woman  determined  on 
avenging  the  death  of  the  stranger,  on  whom  her  excellent  advice  had 
been  ao  unh^tpily  thrown  away,  but  whose  remains  she  nevertheless 
thoim:ht  entitled  to  her  protection.  She  accordiogly  herself  addressed 
letteiB  in  Turkish  and  Arabic,  by  her  secretary,  to  the  Pashas  of  Aleppo, 
Damascua,  Tripoli,  and  Acre,  requesting  from  each  a  supply  of  a  certain 
number  of  troops,  to  range  the  tnountaina  of  the  Anaarie,  to  trace  the 
mangled  remains  of  the  murdered  stranger,  wherever  they  might  he  found, 
to  recover  all  hia  papers,  and  other  property  not  sold  or  destroyed ;  to  find 
oat  the  perpetrators  of  the  miirder,  and  to  Ising  them  to  the  ignominious 
pnpjshnient  which  their  crimes  eo  richly  deserved.  Her  appeals  were 
■ncceasful,  and  accomplished  what  attthe  influence  of  all  the  ambassadors 
could  not  have  efiiecled,  what  even  the  commands  of  the  Grand  Seigaor 
hinaelf  oould  not  have  carried  into  execution,  a  union  and  co-operation 
of  elements  the  most  diacordant,  whose  combined  farce  broo^  the  body 
of  the  murdend  victim  to  light,  discovered  and  collected  most  of  the 
property,  and  conducted  the  mardeteis  to  their  deserved  end. 

Huiy  other  inatancea  of  the  benevolent  and  beneSdaJ  exercise  of  the 
iDfloence  which  this  excrileot  woman  so  deservedly  enjoye,  might  bn 
collected  in  the  country  itaelf:  iMr  whole  life,  indeed,  abounds  with  them  : 
but  I  have  peHiapa  already  said  more  than  will  be  agreeable  to  her  on 
this  head,  aa  I  know  how  pnrely  she  does  good  for  its  own  sake,  and 
bow  unwelcome  to  her  ears  wmild  he  any  thihg  that  even  bbidend  on 
mdnladon.  There  ia  a  duty,  however,  which  all  men  owe  to  society,  aa 
well  aa  to  individuals ;  and  although  my  gratitude  to  Lady  Hester  Stan- 
hope would  make  me  shrink  from'  doing  auy  thing  that  I  should  conceive 
likely  to  wouod  the  refined  delicacy  of  her  feelings  ;  yet  1  should  despise 
mys^f,  as  a  man,  if  I  could  pass  over  in  silence  a  period  which  I  shall 
ever  regard  aa  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  happy  of  my  existeiice, 
if  I  omitted  to  offer  my  humble  tribute  of  adorAlon'to  her  distinguished 
virtnea,  or  failed  to  hold  up  the  general  teiiM:  of  her  useAiI  and  honour- 
able life,  as  an  example  worthy  of  imitation  by  those  whose  birth  and 
.  fixtune  furnish  them  with  equal  iq^wituutiea  to  use  their  influence  for 
the  benefit  of  mankind  at  large.    -

Much  Mreu  hu  been  laid  on  an  argument,  adduced  in  favour  of 
Haileybury  College,  which  appears,  if  justlj  analysed,  not  to  passefls  the 
Wright  commonly  attached  to  it.  ft  is  urged  by  Mr.  MalthuB,  Mr.  Grant, 
and  others,  that  those  who  have  distinguished  themselves  at  the  College 
in  England,  hnve  not  failed  to  gain  higher  distinctions  on' their  anival 
in  India ;  and  thence'  an  inference  has  been  drawn,  that  the  success  of 
such  individuals  was  secnred  to  them  by  the  system  pdnued  at  Hertfixid 
College.  But  such  an  argument  can  scarcely  be  seriowily  maintained. 
It  must  be  believed  that  young  men  of  this  description  would  have  risen 
to  eminence,  through  any  olwtacles.  We  may  fairly  assume  that,  whe- 
tiler  by  studious  habits  or  powerful  talents,  they  would  have  beenamoi^ 
the  distinguished  few,  wherever  they  were  educated,  or  in  whatever  pro- 
fession they  were  placed.  The  character  of  the  Collie  is  not  thus  tried 
on  Hund  princi[^.  it  is  not  the  few  who  carry  away  the  honouni  of 
the  student,  and  afterwards  force  their  way  to  power  and  w«dth  (the 
limits  of  human  ambition  in  India),  who  can  be  said  to  prove  the  excel- 
lence  of  the  present  education;  but  the  advocates  of  Huleybuiy  must 
sccount  for  the  failure  of  those  who,  having  been  appropriately  educated, 
closely  examined,  and- reported  duly  qualified  for  their  appoantmeU^ 
fail  so  lamentably,  as  the  young  men  alluded  to  in  Mr.  Adam  s  address. 

None,  perhaps,  will  gravely  assett,  that  the  test  of  qualification  has 
been  very  severe ;  nor  that  the  d^ree  of  pn^ciency  ordinarily  attained 
by  the  students  at  Haileybury  is  more  ^an  bai«ty  sufficient  to  carry 
them  through  their  examinations.  If  this  be  the  case,  and  not  more 
than  three  ot  four  in  a  term  distinguish  themselves,  what  is  done,  were 
there  even  no  failures,  towards  improving  the  body  of  civil  servants  in 
India  1  Sutdj  but  little,  in  oomparison  with  what  might  be  dcae  by 
throving  out  such  magniCcent  pram  to  be  ctHttended  ftv  by  the  whole 
firitish  youth. 

But  there  are  failures,  and  those  most  complete  and  disgraceful.  We 
bave  one  of  these  qnalified  writers,  who  is  reported  to  have  done  nothing 
towards  the  acquirement  of  two  native  languages  (the  established  teat  in 
India),  four  years  and  a  half  after  his  entrance  at  the'ColIege  of  Port 
.William.  Three  others  are  rusticated  for  having  made  "  Bttle  or  no 
progrees  in  their  prescribed  studies  "  six  months  after  a  formn'  examina- 
tion. A  Madras  writer,  who  has  made  no  advance  "  wfaateTer  in  any 
language,"  Is  sent  back  to  his  own  Presidntcy.  Two  alone  are  said  to 
be  atten^ituig  to  master  the  vernacular  language  of  the  province  of 
Bengal,  employed  as  the  medium  of  communicating  their  ideas  by  rteaily 
twen^  millions  of  people.  All  the  rest  are  stigmatiaed  with  aa'obstiDats 
n^lect  of  this  usefol  tongue,  in  direct  disregard  W 'the  animadvmvioB 
pronounced,  and  the  regrets  expressed,  by  former  nsiiors.  ,  Ought  this  to 
happen,  after  the  pains  bestowed  upon  every  writer  at- Hertford  College, 
and  the  certificate  there  given  of  the  student's  fitness  for  the  Indian  civit 
service  ? 

It  cannot  be  hoped,  that  the  address  of-die  visitor  ahould  be  free  from 
animadversion  on  ne^lcict  and  irregularity,  while  the  nu)*t  unconqner^de 
idleness,  and  those  listless  irregularities  which  arise  from  it,  never  incur 
the loss'of  appointment.  All,  it  is  true,  inuert by  some meanaor  other  pass 
the  establiaoed  teat  of  proficiency  in  two  languages;  bat  alAoaghmna 
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contiaue  leveral  yeare  in  College,  none,  it  u  understood,  except  ibr  moral 
deliaqueiicy,  are  expelled,  dismissed  the  aeirice,  and  sent  home.  Yet 
amoDg  youths  going  Ui  India  at  the  age  of  eighteen  or  nicettten,  the  result 
above  described  by  Mr.  Adam  may  naturally  be  expected.  A  vernacular 
tongue  which  has  nothing  to  recommend  it  but  it*  usefulness  for  the  com- 
mon purposes  of  life,  cannot  be  relished  by  the  boyish  fastidiousness  of  a 
Fort  William  student.  Many,  no  doubt,  now  show  a  total  indifference 
abaut  the  College  lectures,  who  would  shrink  at  the  thought  of  such 
misconduct,  if  it  could  by  poraibiltty  risk  the  loss  of  their  appointments. 
This  punishment  should  be  resorted  to  in  gross  instances  of  negligence,  and 
also'in  extreme  cases  of  incapacity,  since  these  latter  are  not  guarded 
against  by  previous  examination  in  England.  If  the  age  of  their  arrival 
in  India  is  not  delayed,  the  discipline  uiider  which  the  writers  live  at  Fort 
William  should  be  much  more  strict  than  it  is.  There  is  little  control 
exercised  over  them,  except  during  their  attendance  at  lecture  three  or 
four  times  a  week.  There  is  no  public  table.  Each  writer  has  his  owp 
separate  establishment,  one  or  more  in  a  house.  The  facilities  of  getting 
into  debt,  although  not  so  great  as  they  were,  are  stil]  moch  too  great; 
and  there  is  good  reason  to  believe,  that  even  now  it  is  ilo  difficult  or 
uncommon  thing  for  a  young  man  to  complete  bis  nun  within  the  first 
eighteen  months  of  his  residence  in  India. 

Mr.  Malthas,  in  takingnoticeof  failure*  in  England  similar  to  those  just 
nentioned,  truly  remarks,  that"  the  proper  inference  in  general  uught  only 
to  have  been,  that  the  students  in  question  were  not  proper  persons  to  send 
out  to  India."  This  admission  may  fairly  be  ansumed  as  equally  aSect- 
ii^  the  cases  animadverted  upon  by  Mr.  Adam  in  July,  1823.  If  the 
atudent  on  the  first  trial  of  his  quklificationB  is  pronounced  upon  failure 
unworthy  of  his  appointment,  snch  a  verdict  is  still  more  imperatively 
calledfbron  the  writer,  who  first  obtains  a  certificate  of  fitness  in  Ei^land, 
and  proves  himself  in  India  incapable  and  unqualified.  It  fellows  too 
as  a  consequence,'  "  that  Huleybury  falls  short  of  itsobject  in  the  prepara- 
tiOD  of  those  youths,  whom  it  sends  to  India,  as  qualified  -for  what  ia 
required  of  them."  It  must  constantly  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  test,  to 
which  the  student  in  England  submits,  is  described  by  Mr.  Malthna  as  an 
examination  which  lasts  a  fitrtnight,  is  conducted  "  upon  the  plan  of  the 
great  public  and  collegiate  examinatioos  in  the  universities,  particularly 
at  Cambridge,  with  such  farther  improvements,  as  experience  hae  eug-- 
gested."  The  fact  of  his  havingpassed  such  a  teet  equally  distinguishes 
the  unsucceasiiil  writer,  from  the  undergraduate  who  is  plucked  for  hia 
degrae,  and  the  schoolboy  who  turns  out  an  incorrigible  blockhead. 

The  deduction  which  may  be  made  from  Mr.  Adam's  address  appeaia 
to,  be,  that  the  writers  sent  out  are  insufficiently  and  in^propriately  qua- 
lified, and  are  too  young  for  the  discipline  of  the  College  at  Fort  William, 
and  their  dangerous  situation  in  Calcutta.  I  say,  inappn^riately  as  well 
as  insufficiently  qtralified,'  because  the  whole  body  of  writers  is  obnoxious 
to  the  reproof  of  obstinately  neglecting  the  veiiiacular  tongue  of  Bengal. 

The  fourth  and  last  adrantage  peculiarily  belonging  to  Hertford  Col- 
1^  will  now  be  shortly  copsidered,  namely,  the  constant  direction  of  the 
mind  to  the  practical  use  of  that  education  to  which  it  is  subjected.  By. 
which  is  nwant  the  iUuatratioa  there  given  of  the  benefits  to  bo  derived

iotroducinKelliiutructionbyGnt  coavincingthaleaiiMiafiti  tuefiiJQeaa. 

AIlhouKn  this  adrutage  ie  eqjityed  to  a  oertaiii  degree  at  Hnileybory, 
yet  it  m^ht  be  procured  under  much  mora  &T0urabIe  oirciuMtaneee, 
and  for  a  longer  time  eltewhere.  The  weradon  «f  the  [oeMnt  eyetem  ia 
confined  to  two  yeara  of  the  atudent'e  educatioD.  TImmb  two  yean  are 
generally  a  period  of  hie  life,  when  he  !■  too  young  to  make  a  laneonaUe 
dunce  of  a  profewioq,  and  when,  therefore,  hia  nhoiM  k  dineganled. 
Hie  feeling!  are  not  coaaulted  ;  and  if  they  ahould  happen  to  be,  aa  thoy 
often  are,  hoetile  to  hi*  Indian  appointment,  the  only  mode  in  wiaA 
they  can  be  shown,  if  In  poiitusiacious  leaitfanctb  In  each  a  temper  «f 
mind,  instead  of  oeexog  the  praotical  use  of  his  educatiw  atHertfeid 
College,  he  would  naturally  look  upo«  all  pecvliar  to  that  inititatua  aa 
worse  than  naeleaa,  and  consider  the  loriental  lecture  as  the  condemaad 
sermon  of  a  Newgate  convict.  The  benefit,  howerer,  of  micb  a  4ir 
notion  of  the  mihd  will  be  Secured  to  him,  it  is  hopeil,  mote  AiUy  by 
another  plen,  under  which  tbo  pursuit  of  eriental  studies  viU  be  weeM 
mended  by  an  apparent  freedom  of  choico.  Thatpl&a  it  ni>w  baooatea 
necessary  to  enter  upon.  It  haa  no  noTelty  to  ruse  Curiosity,  but  il  has 
hi{^  authority  to  challenge  attention,  and  wilt  be  pfeasnlad  ia  sni^ 
a  detailed  and  defined  uape,  tbat  neno  stuUl  donU  of  it*  ulteMa. 
object,  and  all  may  declare  wbelher  it  shall  be  wwdamind  or  appwiad. 
,  To  U86  the  forcible  langu«g«  (tf  Milton,  '*  I  call  M  ewniiMe  vA 
generous  education,  that  which  fiu  a  man  to  futont  yaMu  aU^ly, 
and  macnanimously  all  ilie  offices,  both  pubUe  ajid  pimSm,  <f  peM»  aai 
war."  If  a  complete  and  generous  educatioa,  wen  itt  aaj  cts«  oc  at 
any  tune  requisite,  it  is  for  these  who  ace,  at  (be  preaeot  vkj*  duKged 
with  the  administration  of  the  British  g«T«ntmeat  to  il»  nj^mU  of 
Indian  subjects.  It  would  be  loss  »f  time  to  argot  in  ptoof  «jf  ft  |WitiaB 
so  gsoerally  admitted.  Lud  Welluley  in  India,  I^ttd  OaorillA  fa  the 
House  of  i^irds,  Mr.  Mahhus  in  his.pftapUe^  nnd  Mr.GMM  in  Ma 
speeeh  at  the  lulia  House,  have  Sufficiently  demMttnled  Um  wet^  of 
reaponsibility,  and  the  magnitude  of  the  dttticfl  belop^ng  la  eiril 
appolntmenta  in  India.  In  flnlargiMg  upon,  nnd  explnilttBg  (he  b«et  Hodn 
of  preparing  men  fbi  such  offices,  Mr.  Mklthua  will  aScwd  Me  a  text- 
book, and  Lord  GrenviUe  the  aiiU»rtty  of  his  lecovded  <^^ia«>.  The' 
subject  may,  perhs^  be  bM  eessidend  whes  dirided  iattf  dJaliMt 
heads.  .     . 

It  is  [deposed:  Stst— That  writvtshonU  not  ba  sent  to  Itelin  at  an 
early  an  age  as  at  present.  * 

Secondly—That  an  appointment  sI|oul4.  be  eoaudeied  in  tpiiit  and  ia 
truth  as  a  piiie  to  be  contended  for ;  not  as  a  property  already  pi 
and  which  may  be  lost. 
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Thirdly— llMt  the  nwaiH  obIj  ihoold  be  provided  for  ftcqiiiriag 
appreprinte  koowledge  and  qualificatiooB  ibr  an  appcHntment.^ 

Fourthly— That  those  nteaae  should  be  provided  at  the  univenitiei  of 
Oxibrd  and  Cambridgie. 

It  is  probable,  tbat  in  bandlii^  tbeae,  wbich  ia  the  preeent  arguoMiit: 
aie  conwdered  the  principal  diviiiooi  of  the  aulgect,  o^r  queatioiw  will 
aiin  auipaAnsg  them  is  extent  .and  importance.     If,  therefore,  auch 

Sueetiona  sbonld  net  be  dwelt  upon,  with  the  seiiouaoeM  and  attention' 
ne  to  their  weight,  it  must  not  be  suppoaed,  that  they  are  ali^^hted  on 
account  ef  a  ia]«e  eatimat*  id  their  value.  It  nraat  be  recollected,  that 
although  aeparataly  taken,  they  may  be  conaidered  aa  auperior  to  the 
preacribed  autiject,  yet,  ae  treUed  of  in  oonnexion  with  it,  they  muat  be 
neceaaarily  aubordinate.  They  would  never,  except  incidentally,  be  ap- 
proached by  one  of  such  inaufficisDt  experience  and  hnmbte  alulity  aa. 
tbe  [Heaaiit  writer.  But,  b>  catfr  on  the  fint  head  of  the  argumeoC,  it 
will  be  alteinpled  to  abow, 

That  writsTs  ahould  not  be  sent  to  India  at  ao  early  aa  age  aa  at 
preaent 

Under  this  head  it  is  intended  to  prove,  that  the  [Hoposed  change  ahall 
be  equally  beneficial  to  tbe  individu^  and  the  service  i— to  the  individual 
in  pbyaical  and  mwal  advantages — to  the  service  in  its  double  character,: 
aa  an  instrument  of  govemoient  and  a  body  of  gentlemen.  And  firat, 
with  reapeet  to  the  physical  advantage  of  tbe  individual.  Nothing  caB 
more  clearly  establish  this  position  than  the  following  iact.  There  is 
little  leaaon  to  doubt  its  authenticity,  although  demonstrative  proof 
could  not  be  produced  in  support  of  it ;  bat,  at  the  same  time,  its  trutb 
ia  Dot  likely  to  be  called  in  question. 

About  two  or  three  years  ago,  the  Bombay  Govenment  requested  the 
Court  of  Directnn  not  to  enlist  any  rocmita  under  the  age  of  twenty  t 
becanee  it  was  found,  that  the  power  of  the  cooetitutien  ia  renting  the 
e&ctof  an  Indian  dimate,  is  moeb  greater  after  than  before  that  age. 
But  the  authorities  in  Ei^laed  had  for  some  time  bees  amre,  that 
peceoDSi^wfaoae  frame  and  oonatitution  wen  in  aome  degree  aettled  add 
confinned,  e%oyed  tbe  best  chance  ef  lift  in  India ;  and,  ibr  Ibor  or  G*e 
years  prior  to  thia  application,  had  reftisad  to  aniiat  lade  under  nineteen. 
This  resolt,  it  wiU  be  obserred,  is  dedtred  in  a  case,  where  the  interests 
of  ^a»  aaerDhant  an  uMmbarrasaed  by  the  feelings  of  tbe  man.  We 
cannot  doubt  die  accuracy  of  tbe  uJeolatioH.  The  cooSignroeDt  of 
haman  lift  is  valned  as  any  other  aitiele  of  European  supply ;  and  the 
chesfest  nwde  of  keeping  up  the  Ctmpany's  European  farce  ia  that,  of 
course,  by  which  there  is  tbe  amaUeat  leas  ^  men  and  the  least  demand 
for  reonuts.  The  age  at  wbioh  peracma  abouM  go  to  India  ia  £xed  by  a 
judgment,  neither  obacared  I9  nataral  affection,  aat  hurried  to  fatae. 
coBcIuaitma  hy  an  iaq«ttent  econemy  or  a  greedy  desire  oS  patronage  v 
if  ia  asoettadned,  by  a  commeraial  account. nf  profit  and  lose,  conducted 
and  made  up  on  the  immutable  laws  of  ariihmede.  Hence,  it  ia  clear,; 
that  a  writer  of  twenty-two  or  twenty-thrse  years  old,  will  run  a  much 
jailer  risk  4^  his  life  than  a  pwson  who  goee  out  at  eighteen. 

We  may  also  refer  to  the  medical  branch  of  the  Company's  service,  as

d  from  delaying  the  age  of  appointment     An  aHsiattaK  aurgeoncy 
cannot  be  conf^ied  on  any  person  under  twenty-two  yean  old.     Yet,  it 
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is  said,  that  in  k  given  number  of  surgeons,  the  casualties  during;  k 
given  time,  are  fewer  than  in  the  same  number  of  writera,  and  lo- 
comparably  fener  than  in  the  like  number  of  cadeta.  These  last  ai«  . 
commonly  sent  to  India  (being  eligible  bj  law  at  fifteen,)  younger  than 
the  vriters.  The  result  of  an  estimate  of  the  x^unialtiee  in  one  season  of 
appointment  at  one  presidency,  although  it  cannot  afToni  any  general 
inference,  must  staitle  the  most  indifferent  person.  It  is  believed  that  of 
thirty-four  young  men  appointed  to  Bengal  seven  years  ago,  ten,  or  nearly 
one  in  three,  are  now  dead.  A  single  instance  of  this  sort,  unsuf^Knted  by 
other  facta,  would,  perhaps,  hare  little  weight ;  but  taken  together  witA 
what  has  been  said  on  the  same  point,  it  may  help  to  explode  the  error 
of  sending  boys  to  India  ior  theuke  of  forming  theit  constitutions  to  the 
climate,  and  to  establish  the  physical  advantage  of  admitting  writers  to 
die  service  at  a  later  age  than  at  present. 

By  estahlishiftg  this  position,  we  do  much  towards  proving  the  monl 
ben^t  of  the  change.  The  mysterious,  but  close  connexion  of  body  and 
mind,  maintains  so  strong  a  sympathy  between  the  two,  that  it  ^mosl  led 
a  heathen  phUosopher  to  doubt  whether  a  man  could  suffer  confirmed  ill 
health,  and  yet  deserve  the  name  of  a  good  man.  Without  going  this 
len^,  we  must  allow  that  the  mind  and  body  mutually  affect  each  other, 
and  that  by  preserving  the  health  of  either,  we  ensure  an  advantage  lo 
both.  But  putting  aside  this  view  of  the  case,  the  moral  benefit  of  the 
change,  in  the  lowest  and  highest  sense  of  the  term,  appears  to  be  sup- 
ported by  the  strongest  ai^iiroenls.  , 

Mr.  Malthus  has  said  of  Haileybury  (Statements,  &c.  p.  46),  "  At  this 
insIitiitifHi  the  students  commence  a  course  of  more  general  inetmction, 
than  is  to  be  found  at  schools,  nearly  at  the  same  period  that  they  were 
to  commence  it  in  lodiii  according  to  Lord  Wellesley's  plan,  and  yet 
proceed  to  their  deidnatian  at  18  or  19,  an  age  at  which  the  conadtutiaa 
is  better  fortified  against  the  Indian  climate,  than  two  or  three  yeara 
earlier,  but  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  be  open  to  those  objections  urged 
by  Lord  WeDesley  against"  (In  fact  a  University  education)  "  a  detention 
till  tweuty-one  or  twenty-two."     These  objections  are  reducible,  to  two 

r'nts — the  increased  difficulty  that  men  will  find  with  increasing  years 
accommodating  themsdvee  to  Indian  manners  and  habits;  and  the 
later  period  of  life  at  which  they  can  return  to  their  native  country'  with 
a  competent  fortune.  Mr.  Malthus,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  in  common 
with  the  other  Professors  of  the  College,  has  used  every  argumeut  likely 
to  prevail  on  the  Court  of  Directors  to  change  the  age  of  adroiasion  frbm 
sixteen  to  eighteen.  Allowing  then  &>t  two  years  reudeuce  at  Hailey- 
bury, the  writer  would  be  twenty  before  he  proceeded  to  India.  Thus, 
had  they  prevailed,  the  intended  change  would  in  many  cases  have  pro- 
duced no  dtSerence  of  age,  and  in  most  only  a  difference  of  two  w  three 
yean.  ^  We  cannot  easily  believe  that  this  short  period  could  so  confirm 
the  European  habits  as  to  create  a  sensible  increase  of  difficulty  in 
adopting  tliat  carriage  and  behaviour,  which  best  suit  the  mann^i  of  Uie 
itaUves;  "We  cannot  then  believe  that  the  objection  founded  6n  this 
alleged  difficulty  is  a  valid  one.  If  it  were,  indeed,  the  fvesent  time  <rf 
•aperannuation  is  too  late,  and  writers  ^ould  not  be  permitted  lo  go  oat 
at  twenty-two  years  old.  The  number  of  them,  it  is  true,  is  comparativelT 
small,  but,  it  has  been  said,  that  the  College  authorities  at  Hertford,  and 
most  nf  the  young  ciril  servaote,  ngret  that  it  is  not  larger. 
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An  argament,  however,  drawn'from  experience  wilt  deMmdlyhare 
douUe  the  fbroe  of  any  other.  Let  ui  then  look  at  the  sitdation  of 
king's  i)ffic«n  who .  are  sent  to  India  at  all  ages.  Of  these  many,  who 
are  diatiaguished  for  a  knowledge  of  the  country  and  the  petude,-  hare  gone 
out  at  a  period  of  life  much  later  than  that  contemplated  for  the  yonng 
GiviUan.  Among  others  may  be  named  the  late  Lord  Lake,  the  Duke  of 
Wellington,  Sir  Lionel  Smith,  Sir  Theophilus  Pritiler,  the  late  Colonel 
Lambton,  and  Major  General  Nicolla.  Nor  is  it  alt4>gether  irrelevant  to- 
remark  that  the  bigbest  political  and  judicial  eitnatioDs  being  filled  up  by 
appoioCmenta  from  England,  pereons  of  mature  years,  some  of  whom  per- 
haps never  directed  tlieir  thoughts  to  India,  have  been  ch&rged  with  omces 
and'duties,  requiring  at  leaat  some  degree,  of  local  knowledge,  and  ac- 

JnunUrace  with  the  habits  and  customs  of  the  natives.  But  who  of  all 
□dian  functionaries  requires  this  knowledge  of  the  people  more  than  the 
medical  practitioner  ?  yet  he  is  not  eligible  till  an  age,  ordinarily  quite  late 
enough  to  carry  a  young  man  through  a  university  education. 

The  second  objection  is  now  to  be  considered,  namely,  the  later  period 
of  life  at  which  individuals  could  return  to  their  native  conntry  whh  a 
competent  fortune.  The  answer  shall  be  given  ia  the  words  of- Mr. 
Malthus.  In  one  place,  it  must  he  owned,  he  appears  to  urge  the  ohjefr- 
tion  as  a  position  not  to  be  qaestioned  ;  but  in  another  he  writes  thus : 

It  is  cerlainly  the  opiDlaa  of  some  of  the  writcrn  theineelvcs,  ibat  even,  since 
the  establishment  of  Doth  the  Co1lc|;et,  tbey  src  ndvauceil  to  iiii[iort«iit  situations 
In  the  Judicial  line  at  tooesrly,  rulier  than  iiw  late  an  a^:  ttud  llbyno  tntaxin 
fbllowa  that  the  ^ing'  out  to  Ibdia  a  yeu  or  two  later,  imjriiaB  a  proponiaiumy 
later  return. 

Yhe  period  in  «bich  a  fortune  is  inaite,  ought  not  to  be  dated  Trom  tie  time  of 
arrival  in  India,  but  from  the  time  at  which  accuiDuUtioD  cuiiimeuccB.  Ami,  if  a 
year  or  two  more  spent  in  Europe  be  employei!  in  sucli  a  maoiier  as  to  send  the 
youu^  writer  out,  Dot  only  with  Miperlorqualiricatlons  for  ofHcc,  but  with  apratter 
degree  ofiteoeral  prudence  {  he  im  likely  to  be^  laving  ■oooer,  aod  will,  perhapa, 
teturo  with  a  rurtune  at  an  earlier  age,  than  if  he  had  keen  exposed  from  the  age 
ai  Rfleen  or  siiteeu  to  s  three  years  residence  at  Calcutta,  and -the  heavy' debt 
which  too  frequently  accompanies  It.' 

It  would  be  difficult  to  put  that  part  of  the  argumettt  (in  favonr  of 
deferring  the  age  of  appointment)  which  affects  the  individual,  ia  a  mi^e 
convincing  funn,  than  the  passage  just  quoted.  It  bears  strongly. too  on 
the  point  assumed,  that  the  change  would  be  equally  beneficial  for  the 
service.  But  upon  that  more  will  presently  be  said,  and  in  the  mean 
tine  we  will  turn  from  the  olyections  urged  against,  to  the  moral  ad- 
vantages obtained  by,  not  sending  writers  to  lodia  so  soon  as  is  the  pee- 
sent  practice. 

Those  advantages  are  thus  powerfully  and  eloquently  set. forth  t^ 
Lord  Qrenville : 

It  may  be  donbted  at  what  ag«  these  ymilh*  may  most  ■dvanlageoniily  be  sent 


to  Ittdia.  Bnt  up  to  the  ialMt  inoitwnt  of  tbeir.conUauance.in  thi«  couotn',  t 
that  period  what  it  may,  I  &ei!  liie,  Hronnest  piMuble  wasoni  agMust  their  being 
Mipaiated  iu  education  from  the  young  men  of  their  o»n  a;e  and  »[aiji>ii  in  life. 
Inatead  of  forming  thcro  beforclwnd  iHl"  an  exclusive  class,  into  sometiiinR  re- 
(eablinira  distinct  cast  of  men,  destined  to  sdminiiFer  f^nverainent  in  remote 
proviiicn,  they  ou^ht  tbore  all  other  public  servanti  ta  rec«t*e,  ao  ioag  w  tbay

mod  coll«se«  would  h>ve  olTurded  to  them  for  thu  purpose ;  that  diey  iniglit  Icsrn 
there,  1  trust  with  not  less  Tudlity  than  elsewbere,  th6  elements  bt  whatever  sd' 
meet  jou  coold  wlih  them  to  posseis ;  thmt  in  tuMftiaD  to  iheu  thef  aMrl  ImI 
then,  uulthw«asly  could  Am  find,  thai  bMt«r  all  edacBtiiin  (or  >  pwhfcaww, 
which  fofm*  tk*  niM  la  maalf  cxwtlDtt  and  houounble  fc^Df,  Ihc  iducalkM 
which  yuUDg  men  rcceivt  from  each  other  in  the  numeroui  and  mExcd  society  of 
their  equals,  coUecled  Trom  vsrlaus  classes  of  our  ciiniTnunity,  and  destined  Ut 
varioQs  ways  of  life :  that  they  might  there  be  inthned  with  the  deepcal  tinctore 
of  Engtith  ataoaer*  and  Eiif  liih  aKachincnta,  of  Eugllidi  prladplaa,  <nd  I  aat 
not  afraid  in  this  enia  to  say  alio,  luigliih  pra)udicea :  tbat'tbay  nucht  ibaoca 
carry  out  with  thetu  to  IiuUa  remcmbruiceg  aud  affections  not  locafunly,  but 
personaL ;  recollections  not  merely  of  the  scenes  but  of  the  individuals  f ndearej 
t»  them  b*  early  habit;  mixed  with  the  tndeUble  impmiian  of  thMe  high  tanU' 
mcnti  and  Tirtuoui  prinriples,  which,  I  am  happy  to  Ainlc  it,  fioM  in  tba-vMf. 
Mmoai^Ha  of  our  public  flactt  of  oduc^^OBi  and  covtiibute  much  iBoia,  1. 
think,  than  is  coounouly  supposet^  to  all  on  nhidi  we  most  valu«  ouiselvet  in  our 
national  character. 

This  sort  of  «ducattaa  is  unKKii4&l>lj  coaaected  with  tha  fott^at', 
DMBt  of.  the  period  of  i^ifKUiitBieiit.  To  a  reoommeiklMioQ  ao  forcible  ia 
fitvou  of  Btt^  an  education,  I  will  add  a  vary  few  words.  Many,  perr 
baps,  will  oonnder  tbem  votse  than  superfluoua ;  but  auuredly  the  fint 
among  tba  uoral  advantagei  to  be  obtained  by  deleDtion  in  England,  ia  a 
COTUcieDtioui  and  coafinned  attachment  to  the  establkbed  chufch.  That 
church,  it  is  eaid,  some  few  ciriliaaa  in  India  regard  with  zeal,  many 
with  iodiSerence,  and  some  with  hostility.  I  arow  that  the  hope  1^. 
adding  numbeiB  to  the  few  by  warnung  the  coldness  of  the  many,  ia  the 
more  um^ine,  becaon  the  detention  in  Fjyland  ia  oeCeHarily  coiuwctfd 
with  the  discipiiae  of  our  unireraities.  Very  many  will  laugh,  and  Mme  will 
frown  at  what  both  will  call  mj  pr^udice ;  with  these  persona  I  can  have 
no  argument;  a  frank  confeesion  ia  the  beat  reply;  1  have  been  taught  to 
lore  ti>&  utaUished  cbnrcb  by  early  habit  and  edaeatioa ;  I  have  l^nod 
to  renerate  it  by  sincere  and  aerioua  conviction ;  and  I  am  bound  to  sup- 
port it  by  honoQT  and  coneistency. 

If  there  be'  any  truth  in  the  foregoing  remarlu,  as  they  relate  tn  the 
benefit  of  the  indivtdnal,  little  will  remain  to  be  said  on  the  advant^ea 
which  the  aervioe  most  derive  from  the  prt^xtrod  change.  If  fou  imptitTe 
the  tndividaale,  you  neceasaiily  improve  the  profeasioB  wUob  m  eon- 
posed  of  them ;  and  if  yon  raise-  their  worth  aa  man,  yon  mda  them. 
better  instrumenta  for  a  wise  and  liberal  goremment  Ooaaidering  Iho 
body  of  etviliana  fitat  as  an  inatrmaent  of  gotemment,  it  will  be  endntt. 
that  youn;  men  eanoot  be  nsefnl  aa  pwUio  •ervanta  ttll  they  haw  paaaed 
that  age  which  ia  luually  characterised  by  a  b<^r>ah  dJagnot  at  all  graxe 
employment,  and  an  ungovernable  lore  of  change  and  novelty.  Then  caa. 
be  little  hesitation  in  affirming  thiU  this  peculiar  period  of  tm  eonmoaly 
begioB  at  sixteen  and  terminatea  at  about  twenty.  By  tbat  tine  m  find. 
that  constant  change  itself  is  monotonoua,  the  unintampted  todulgeace 
of  caprice,  irkaome ;  and  that  very  few  things,  whatevar  may  \»  their- 
promise  at  first  eight,  are  essentially  new.  We  begin  to  discover  that 
the  secret  of  human  happiness  lies  in  having  dutiea  to  perform,  and 
«aei^  to  perfonn  them ;  and  that  as  religion,  which  was  given  for  the 
happiness  of  man,  is  in  fact  only  an  enumeration  of  those  duties,  and  a 
rale  for  the  perfonnance  of  them  ;  so,  by  extending  &*  principle  to  aveiT 
atate  of  our  existence,  we  talce  ^e  aiireat  moSna  of  ''■ir'""'°'''"B  its  suf- 
ferings and  increasing  ila  eqjoyaKota.    We  sow  l«ua  that  idleneis  ia 
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bM  idautraa  \  tliat'  niaxtdin  ib  in  tnitb  only  otnage  of  tm^iioijmtM. ; 
ud  tbftt  lif«  ii  bwt  raried  b;  TkiniUide,  and  would  only  be  porptexcd 
by  oomtsM  lumltiM.  Hoom  it  mil  li&pp«n,  that  ttu  Tooog  civiliui  will 
•Mar  npm  hk  mppoiatmeBt  vi^  pmctical  viawa,  aad  not  mih  «  wild 
dcain  of  Mlawtna  hu  own  pnnaita.  Aa  a  oonaeqiienee  hit  profjnM  in 
acquiiing  habiti  of  biuIneM  will  be  inendibty  acceleroMd,  and  he  irill  be 
man  likely  to  DvMrip  tlwa  to  hg  after  the  wiitei  whoM  cAreer  waa  began 
but  riCMded  in  boyhood.  ThendMyoutbiprooaunoed  fit  ior  office,  would 
not,  BO  oftn  aa  ha  now  doUi  diUurti  KoA  eaibairaBs  die  publht  fan&- 
tiontriaa,  whom  he  ia  apfioiDted  to  uia*t,  tneapaeity  and  oeglegeoce' 
woald  be  Iaaa(KniuBoa,puUiet^Tit  would  become  visible,  and  aomethiDg 
higlier  tbka  weaMi  rad  aUhorivr  ^  lo9k«d  for  m  the  ultimate  reiMrd 
of  eiieitian.  In  what  my  the  icqairomeBt  of  Oriental  languagea  may 
bea&ctedbythe  tnteirieo  change,  will  be  mere  naturally  Bpolwn  of  andei* 
Hm  head  of  UBivwaitydiacTptine. 

it  Is  aeareely  neoMaary,  after  the  pre«edlBg  obaervatiene,  to  dwell  on 
die  improTement  of  the  ierri<»  ai  a  body  of  geDtlemen,  by  Bending  them 
out  to  lodia  somewhat  later  in  Ufe,  If  the  charaetera  of  men  be  raised 
by  an  English  education  in  the  manner  described  by  Lord  Orenville ;  if 
1^  a  tnatufity  of  judgment  they  are  better  prepared  to  reiiat  tempta- 
tion, and  thus  to  av(»d  maay  lands  of  embarruamtot;  if  by  aasoeiMltg 
for  a  longer  tine  with  mixed  £ar(^)ean  eocie^  their  maanen  are  more 
formed,  and  poliihed  instead  of  being  Tarnished ;  if  their  o[nmonB  are 
more  enlarged,  and  they  nerer  acquire  that  peculiar  something  which 
marks  out  the  old  Indian  wherever  he  is  faund-~it  follows  that  the  civil 
•ervice  must  be  wonderfully  improred  umply  as  a  social  community.  If, 
indeed,  the  detention  in  Eiigland  should  be  for  the  civilian's  benefit  as  a 
public  iunctiouary,  it  is  scarcely  ponifale  that  it  should  fail  to  heighten 
his  qualifications  as  a  private  geotieman,  so  intiuiately  is  man's  political 
connected  with  his  social  haj^iness.  The  degree  of  advantage  to  be 
expected  from  delayiog  the  period  of  departure  from  Europe,  must  chie6y 
depend  on  the  use  made  of  the  time  tbus  gained.  It  is  believed,  that 
the  plan  now  to  be  detaHed,  will  make  the  lodian  civil  service  as  distin- 
guiibed  as  it  is  already  an  bonourable  profession,  and  therefive  the  im- 
portance of  poatponing  the  age  of  appointment  is  ao  strongly  inaaited  upon. 

From  what  has  been  said,  it  must  have  been  seen,  that  no  change  is 
contemplated  before  the  expiration  of  the  Company's  charter.  It  is  pro- 
posed that  the  age  of  appointment  should  then  be  £xed  at  twenty  and 
twenty-five  yean  old ;  so  that  none  riiould  be  eligible  for  writershipe,  or 
whatever  they  may  then  be  etytad,  before  the  fbnneror  after  the  latter  period 
of  life.  Twenty  is  selected  as  Uie  earliert  age,  pu^y  because,  accordiog 
to  the  foregoing  view  of  his  qualifications,  no  young  man  could  be  ade- 
quately qualified  mnch  before  that  time,  partly  because  his  eoestitution 
would  be  better  able  to  encounter  a  tropical  climate,  and  partly  because 
those  who  at  that  age  pron  tbemselves  to  be  well  prepared,  should  be 
allowed  to  proceed  immediately  to  India.  A  very  large  proportion  of 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  tsea  are  graduates  at  twenty.  Nor  does  it  ap- 
pear, according  to  the  experience  of  Mr.  Maltbus,  that  by  multiplying 
the  objects  of  study  and  acquirement,  there  is  any  risk  of  retarding  the 
atudflB^a  progms,  or  perplexing  his  mind.  The  age  of  tweuty-five,  after 
whfefa  Doae  should  receive  appointments,  is  considered  early  enough  to 
protect  tiie  Hrvic«  agaiuet  the  refuse  of  other  piofesekms ;  to  save  it,  for 


example,  from  beconuDg  a  rettGat  fiir  the  briefleas  barriRter.  Although 
the  yery  nature  of  the  qualifications  lequired  would  in  a  great  measure 
have  the  same  effect,  yet  it  caoiiot  be  uiiwiee  to  proride  additional  secu- 
rity against  the  abuae,  which  will  occasionall;  cause  the  miscamase  of 
the  most  prudent  speculations.  That  period  of  life  is  not  considered  too 
late,  because  the  spirit  U  adll  acdye,  without  being  wild,  the  feelings 
warm  vithout  being  impetuous,  and  Uie  mind  elastic  and  versatile 
without  being  weak  and  unsteadj. .  So  little  reason  is  thM«  to  fear  any 
ill  result  from  the  selectioD  of  too  late  mn  age,  that  were  the  system  (^ 
seniority  destroyed,  and  the  bigh'stationB  of  India  opened  to  the  compe- 
tition of  all  who  were  not  diaqualiSed  for  the  serricei  it  migbt  justly 
be  doubted .  whether  any  period  of  superannuation  ought  to  be  fixed. 
When  we  look  around  us  in  England,  and  observe  some  of  the  most 
eminent  in  evoy  profession  among,  those  who,  entered  it  latest,  and  when 
wereferto  our'recoilections  of  those  who  have  succeeded  best  in  paiti- 
ouhu'  walks  of  literature  and  scianoe,'  we  may  well  hesitate  bebre  we 
declare  a  period  at  which  the  mind  of  maa  is  unfit  to  begin  anew  pursuit 
with  advantage  to  himself  or  j^fit  ta  sodety.

but  the  iDmuEiatency  of  a  free  press,  nbere  nothing  else  is  free,  ot  intended. lo 
be  free,  is  too  obvious  to  escape  j'ou.  It  is  our  duty,  and  I  am  bappy  to  say  it  is 
our  wish  too,  to  hasten  on  the  time,  when  the  people  of  tlie  counlry  may  take  a 
share  in  their  rovernineiit.  But,  at  present,  nobody  would  take  a  part,  or  an 
Interest,  in  polincal  discussions,  but  tUE  Enropeans,  of  whom  more  than  nine- 
tcDths  compose  the  (trength  of  the  army.  —  Gtivamor  Mlfkiiuleat'i  Letter  /rom 
BanAay,  dated  jtug.  H,  1^23. 

At  the  delate  in  Leadenli  all -street,  on  the  9th  of  Jutr  laM,  a  "  Pro- 
fessianal  Oeatleman,"  who  ucderfook  the  defence  of  Gorernor  Adah's 
persecutions  of  the  Press  in  Bengal,  read  a  paper,  purporfiDg.  to  be  the 
fragment  of  a  letter  from  Governor  Elph I jTstoke  of  Bomhay,  to  Mr. 
Ei.PiiiNSTOXE,  a  principal  Director  of  the  East  India  Company,  and 
near  kiaaman  to  both  the  Governora  abo?e  named. 

Iliat  paper  vas  exactly  Uie  sort  of  document — precious  to1>fen  of 
Law — which,  compounded  of  common-places  and  fallacies,  serreB  well 
their  pnrpoees  of  deceiving  the  ignorant  and  inexperienced,  of  which 
deficriptioiu  the  majority  nf  such  assemblieB  aa  that  of  the  India  Propri- 
etors always  cousists.  Be  it  noted,  that,  by  "  dscelTing,"  nothing  is 
meiiQt  more  than  honourable  deception,  all  in  the  way  of  lawful  vocation ; 
by  "  igpioniDt,"  nothing  more  ^lan  that  the  Proprietary  body  know  not 
nor  care  any  thiitg  about  India,  ita  people,  or  politics ;  by  "  inexpe- 
rienced," only  that  diey  are  not  practind  in  analyzing  words  and  thoughts ; 
and,  tfaerefere,  are  no  match  for  the  Men  of  Law,  who  M«m  to  lead 
them  as  they  l^t,  and  to  pahs  on  them,  for  oracles,  arrant  impostures  la 
matters  of  fact  and  resMning. 

It  is  said  that  this  document  from  Gorernor  ElpUnstone  prAdnced  all 
the  impression  on  the  flock  which  the  leader  deeared:  vaL  that  it  has 
been  nnce  triumphantly  referred  to  by  others  of.  their  Hen'  of  Law  in 
the  same  place,  and  by  their  periodical  scribe.  If  so,  there  may  be  use 
(as  a  tesson-for  the  next  like  occasion)  in  showing  such  as  will  read,  how 
easily  they  have  allowed  themselves  to  be  led  away.

Strippedtrifthis  tawdry  foolery,  the  meaning  of  the  witness  >een»,that 
an  overwhelming  majority  vehemently  extol  the  laid  John  Adam,  But 
doe*  the  witness  speak  from  his  own  knowledge,  or  (o  the  bett  of  his 
knowledge'?  Wide  is  the  difference  between  those  cases,  althoogl),  from 
the  ear  of  the  unwary,  the  distinction  and  the  implied  fallacy  escape. 
From  what  facts  does  the  witness  draw  his  conclusion— what  sources  of 
Information  ?  If  pitbHe  ones,  the  praises  niust  have  been  vented  in 
|«int  or  barangne  ;  but  hen  difficdties  occur.  For,  Ist,  AH  sponta- 
AeoM  meetings  are  forbidden  in  India,  on  pain  of  banishment.*  3d,  John 
Adam  took  care  to  accompany  the  acta  praiaed  with  special  laws,  pnttin^ 
down  all  printing  of  nnpalataUe  matters.  And,  3d,  John  Adam  afore- 
taid,  after  thus  preventing  aH  reply  and  commefit,  printed  a  great  book 
to  justify  hia  gagginga  and  persemtliigs,  on  the  express  plea  that  "  Every 
tt/Wt"  qwnioni  in  praise  be  it,  or  dispraise,  ia  not  worth  one  sous  in 
India,  because  the  Governors  hold  in  tbeir  ban<b  "  Every  Aody'a"  lives 
and  fertVMa,  in  ao  far,  at  least,  aa  "  life"  depends  on  m«^  of  sabsist- 
enoe.  TbewitnessGlphinstone  joins  in  the  same  ciy  of  "  Nothing  being 
free  in  India"  [VidaOmoion  3, 4,  and  5,  and  Asserticw  3] :  being,  there- 
fore, of  admitted  intellectual  and  moral  aptness,  he  cannot  sincerely 
anach  any  valae  to  the  public  praieea  oi  each  an  "  Every  body"  aa 
this.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  theee  vociferous  praises  reacbed  him  from 
PHivATa  eources,  then,  raspecting  the  value  of  inch  authorityr coming 
Iran  saoh  informants,  to  such  a  personage  as  fAii  Governor,  and  con- 
cembg  such  a  personage  as  that,  nothing  need  be  said.  [Vide  Test  3, 
of  CrediUlity,  supra.]  If  these  private  bepraisere  of  bis  kinsman  wars 
many,  thetr  xeal  should  only  have  been  more  suspicions,  as  more  naa- 
■eouB  in  the  eyes  of  a  discerning  arbiter  of  lives  and  fortunes  ;  if^fiw, 
what  becomes  of  our  "  Eveiybody"  ? 

Averment  the  Seconif.— That  Every  body  praises  that  part  of  John 
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Adam's  admiiuBtratioQ  vhich  related  U)  tbe  Prest,  though  it  wu  un- 
popular. 

The  measores  thus  delicately  alludod  to  appear  to  bare  been,  let.  The 
deportating  of  an  editor,  ruioiug  hia  paper,  excommuDicating  himtel^ 
intimidatiag  bU  fi-iends  aad  advisers,  and  cutting  off  the  auppliea. 
2d,  The  placing  of  the  Press  under  license  m'ocable  at  nill.  3d,  The 
forbidding  any  one  to  hare  or  use  printing  materials  n-ithout  (revocable) 
license.  4th,  The  prabibiting  of  obnoxious  books,  as  they  do  in  Austria 
or  Spain.*  Notet  that  all  these  edicts  are  enforced  by  imprisonments 
and  heavy  fines,  levyable  by '  durante  bene  placito'  hired  Magistrates,  and 
by  domiciliary  visilings;  and  no  English  precedents  availing  for  such 
measures  later  than  Star  Chamber  limes,  from  which  the  whole  machiaety 
ia  taken,  no  wonder  that  such  edicts  were  "  unpopular ;" — yet  It  is  intre- 
pidly sworn  to,  that  this  fortunate  Governor  Adam  is  praised  for  those 
uopopular  doings — by. whom  ?  by  "  Every  body"  again,  that  firm  fneod 
in  need  of  doundering  advocates  and  tbiclt-and-thin  defenders ;  that 
efficient  member  of  tlie  large  family  of  "  Nobody  knows,''  "  Somebodg 
aaid,"  "  Anybody  will  tell  you,"  and  such  slipsloppish  generalities,  that 
fill  the  ear  and  elude  the  sense. 

Here  a  question  arises — in  whose  eyes  were  those  acts  unpopular 
which  "  Every  body"  is  thus  busy  in  praising  ?  "  Unpopular  *  mean* 
distasteful  to  the  people :  "  Popular,"  that  of  which  the  minority  approva. 
It  follows,  that  the  very  admission  of  the  acts  being  unpopular,  also  ad- 
mits that  the  minority  only  relished  them.  How  conusis  tliis  with 
"  Every  body's"  speaJuiig  well  of  them  ? 

It  may  be,  we  shall  arrive  at  a  right  comprehension  of  the  reo/  value 
and  meaning  of  "  Every  body,"  by  a  negative  process,  showing  who  are 
not  included  in  that  laudatory  corps.     Thus  : 

1.  "  Every  body"  docs  certainly  not  include  the  ruined  owners, 
printers,  editors,  Sea.  of  the  suppressed  newspaper. 

2.  Nor  all  of  the  thousand  Biibscribers  who  paid  20/.  a  year  to  rvad  it.' 

3.  Nor  the  Indian  John  Bull,  whose  occupation  is  gone,  and  who 
will  DO  loiter  be  paid  or  encouraged  in  his  vocation  of  slander."

or  about  30t.  per  annum ;  but  the  tax  of  a  heavy  poatage  occasioDed  >t*  price  ta 
lie  trebled  at  same  ntatiuns ;  and  to  cost  at  very  manj  placei  in  the  interiur  of 
India  UH.  per  snuiim.  NotwitfaataDdiD^  wblcb,  it  wu  pnrebased  extcnrivdj','aiirf 
tcanimttted  to  the  i«iiioteit  parts  of  India  dsUy. 

"  la  an  offlcial  latter  of  the  EiUtur  of  the  Calcutta  Jonrnsl  to  the  Chief  Scoc- 
tary  to  Government  iu  Bengal ,  the  fallowing  sccutatioui  are  made  ;  aad  ohcii  it 
\%  added  tliat  these  were  never  denied,  nor  even  answered,  by  the  Covemmeitt 
thus  accuicd,  the  reader  muit  conclude  that  they  were  iaeontrureitibhrtnM: — 
"  It  ia  not  only  granted  to  iny  appaueot,  the  Jndian  John  Bull  (hi]'i  (ho  EdilT  n( 
the  Journal}  to  pubbah  luch  poitioDE  of  the  Intera  of  GoverasieDt  to  me  ai  nay 
suit  his  purpose  uf  bciugiog  my  writiogs  and  cbarBCCcr  into  disrepute  ;  but  anc«* 
is  given  him  to  all  such  documents,  suffliieutly  tarly  lo  make  them  aEutqectof 
commcDt  in  hit  pages,  almost  before  they  reach  my  bauds,  aad  certainly  bcfcre  I 
have  been  able  to  reply  to  them.  lluMe  who  remember  the  avowed  punxMC  far 
whicbdiat  Paper  was  established,  to  crush  and  auaihilate  the  Calcutta  JonnM^; 
thnse  who  know  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  supplied  with  creiy  maik  of 
olBcial  countenance  and  protertiun,  being  made,  indeed,  the  chaunel  of  infoma- 
tion  formerly  eoollned  to  the  Oovemment  Gaiette.  as  well  ai  a  vehicle  of  the 
nxMt  angry  denunciations  of  myielf  and  my  opiuiuua,  in  letWis  wrilua  for  it« 
columns,  aud  generally  believed  (o  have  been  penned,  by  some  among  ttw  hifhesi 
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4.  Nor  tlw  numerous  half-castes,  who  loudly  protested  in  the  King's 
Court  against  tlie  dcstructiou  of  Iheir  birthright  of  free  priming.'  ' 

5.  Nor  Ram  Mouun  Rov,  that  most  highly  gifted  apoatle  of  all  that 
is  good  to  hia  benighted  fellow-subjects  ;  for  he  puUlshed  a  truly  eloquent 
protest*  and  Tain  appeal  to  the  protection  of  the  King's  Judges,  in  behalf 
of  his  countrymen,  against  the  arbitrary  violence  of  this  same  John 
Adam,  vhose  administration  is  thus  bedaubed. 

6.  Nor  the  people  of  India— the  "  multitude" — the  "  smnish,"  who 
have  "  DotJiing  to  do  with  the  laws  but  obey  them  ;"  "for  whom  every 
thing  should  be  done,  Ay  whom  nothing,"  &c.  A  solecism  it  would  be, 
and  "  misusing  the  King's  Press  damnably,"  to  bring  them  forward  as 
praisers  of  unpopular  acts,  even  if  our  witness  Elphinstone  had  not  ab- 
jured their  aid  by  saying  [Opinioii  8],  that  they  take  no  part  in  political 
discussions.  ' 

7.  The  Company's  and  King's  military  officers  in  India  cannot  l*e  in- 
cluded in  the  praisers,  since  both  our  witness  and  his  friend  tha 
accused  join  in  thinking  that  this  gunpowder  class  had  well  nigh  ex- 

.  ploded,  owing  to  the  operations  of  the  free  press,  in  publishing  trumpery 
grievances  and  discussions  about  military  details,  such  as  are  published 
by  scores  in  our  Naval  and  Military  Chronicles,  without  any  such  terrific 
effects. 

8.  "  Every  body"  cannot  comprehend  the  section  of  the  community, 
whatever  its  numbers  or  composition,  which  took  the  same  view  of  ife% 
discussion  with  Lord  Hastings's  section  of  Council  against  the  Adamila 
seclioo.* 

9.  Nor  the  Petty  Jurors,  who  had  spirit  to  kick  out  the  ridiculous 
accusations  preferred  under  cover  of  their  Six  Secretaries — accusations 
sanctioned  by  the  more  complaieant  and  select  Crand  Jurors. 

10.  Finally,  certain  younger  branches  of  the  Civil  Service,  who  are 
.  spoken  of  as  tainted  nith  disrespect  to  their  immaculate  superiors,  all 

owing  to  the  Press. 

But  if  all  these  classes  and  individuals  do  not  compose  this  "  Evert 
Body,"  who  does?  Of  whom  consists  this  generalized  entity?  The  - 
mass  of  the  civil  funcdonaries  alone  remains,  in  tale,  insignificant ;  la 
weight,  all-powerful ;  the  implacable  enemies  9nd  natural  abhorrers  of 
light  and  ol»ervatioo,  and  the  public  eye  ;  because  the  engrosseis  of  all 
place  andipower,  and  void  of  political  sympathies  with  the  herd  of  the 
governed.  To  speak  correctly,  this  class  has  a  particular  interest  distinct 
fi-om  tiiO  general  interest:  the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number  is 
not  /Aeirgood  ;  their  antipathy  to  free  scrutiny  is  instinctive,  like  that  of 
a  Jesuit  or  a  Judge  ;  like  that,  in  truth,  of  the  class  of  public  servants  in 
all  states — inextingtiisbable,   not  to  be  avowed,  but,  on  the  contrary, 

functionarie*  of  the  stale;  those  to  tthom  all  this  is  notorious  (and  they  include 
neariy  the  whole  of  the  British  community  in  India)  will  not  wonder  at  the  unge- 
nerous etuttation  which  the  habitust  conliibutora  tn  that  Paper  have  olreailj  JU- 
playeit  *t  what  thev  no  doubt  deem  the  immediate  harbinfer  of  my  irreuievable 
ruio." — Oriental  Herald,  voLi. /i/ipeiulix,  p.  iO,  H.

AvermeHl  Ike  Third. — "  Nothing  is  free  in  India." 

"niis  is  an  attempt  to  make  out  a  case  by  bold  bening  of  the  ques- 
ttoD-— of  a  piece  with  the  stuff  palmed  on  the  India  Proprieton  by  their 
men  of  gown  and  wig— diat  the  English  goTemmeut  in  India  is  in  fact; 
HAA  U  of  necessity,  a  deepotjam. 

The  proposition  is  critically  false,  and  erroneous  in  ikct ;  bnt  though 
little  creditable  it  be  to  the  man  of  law  to  betray  ignorance  in  a  matter 
of  statute  law,  it  is  eren  lees  so  to  the  Governor,  who  ought  to  know 
better  concerning  the  institutions  under  his  own  rule — no  wonder  he  !■ 
so  ready  to  defend  the  arbitrary  and  unlawful  acts  of  others. 

"  Notbing  iree  in  India,  ergo  no  need  of  a  free  press," — this  is  thtf 
■train  of  fact  and  inference.  Leaving  on  our  side  the  marvellous  non- 
•eouitur  of  th^conclusion,  pass  we  to  the  premises. 

By  a  series  of  statutes  from  1772-3  to  1823,' four  royal  courts  have 
been  oi^nized  at  the  India  Company's  four  Presidencies  (besides  one  at 
Ceylon)  with  all  the  powers  of  the  King's  Bench;  with  jurisdiction 
Ecclesiastical,  Chanceiy,  and  Admiralty ;  Civil  and  Criminal  superadded. 
These  Courts  administer  the  law  of  England  only,  and  are  eVen' 
more  independent  of  their  local  Oovemments  than  the  Courts  of 
WestmiDHcer  are  of  the  King's  Ministers.  They  hold  no  extra-jndidaf 
eorreepondence — no  intercocnrse  of  patronage.  In  fact,  Qioae  royaf 
Courts  were  expressly  instituted  .to  control  the  Company's  govern-' 
ments  and  servants.  Tliey  are  more  powerfal  than  the  Courts  in 
Ertgland,  for  they  not  only  administer  but  make  bye-laws,  concurrently 
with  the  local  Councils,  of  which  see  a  memorable  instance  in  the  com- 
bined operatioos  of  Governor  Adam  and  Chief  Justice  Macnaghten  to 
pnt  down  the  press. 

The  Jndges  have  the  undivided  prerogative  of  mercy :  all  the  power 
of  the  Government  cannot  authoritatively  procure  the  remisMon  of  any 
sentence  of  that  Court  Its  Judges  are  named  by  the  Crown.  Jury  trial 
obtains  in  criminal  cases :  the  vTit  of  habeas  corpus  runs  as  in  England, 
of  which  see  a  strikingcase  in  the  liberation  of  ARNbr,  a  state  prisoner,' 
deported  by  Lord  Amherst  (.i^hn  Adam's  worthy  successor,)  illegally 
aeized,  and  liberated  by  the  Court  on  a  point  of  form  latfaer  tiian 
substance. 

The  jurisdiction  of  these  "  supreme  "  Courts,  extends — 1st,  To  all" 
British-born-  subjects  within  the  Company's  territories.  2d,  To  all  public 
servants  of  whatever  description  within  the  same.  '3d,  To  Inhabitants' 
of  every  class  whhin  the  great  ci^es. 

Wlieu  the  witaeaa  Elphiastone,  himself  a  Govaraor,  avers  that  Dotbisg 
is  free  in  India,  his  "  wish  may  be  father  to  that  thought,"  but  he  ens 
ms  to  certain  large  classes  of  the  King's  subjects.  It  may  be,  he  nMus 
that  the  statutory  prerogative,  enjoyed  by  the  Company's  goTMBops,  of 
deporting  white  men  at  pleasure,  supersedes  all  law  and  privilege.  Tmly 
it  may  do  so ;  .no  limit  is  there  to  this  frightful  power^  other  than  the 
filings  of  hiin  who  wields  it.  Those  exposed  to  its  fury  mny  be  urg«d. 
to  do  u  i»U  ft*  to  Mifier  unlawful  tUogi,  ihnugh  fear  of  rain.    Joion' 
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nay  be  bulIiAd*; "  fdoni  boreeued ;  debtors  ■beltbred ;  "  Ktifiimu  ' 
Miilon  agaiDsi  power,  teniiied ;  Priatera  K"W^  '•  Cencora  set  up,  aod  Hr 
forth.  Still  tkU  "  reigo  of  terror  "  can  only  applj  to  the  liogle  ctau  of 
Brituh-Aom  subjeots.  All  others  within  tbe  protection  of  the  Court,  in 
law  aod  in  fact,  are  caid  to  be  as  firee  as  in  England,  tare  where  power- 
lovinf  Judges  siok  into  the  iniquity  of  combining  with  tbe  Govemsn  to 
oppress  those  for  whose  protection  these  were  set  up. 

Besides  this  positive  check,  of  great  strength  In  hoaest  hands,  these 
delegated  GoveniDients  are  restrained  from  many  flungs  in  a  way  not 
cousi^ot  with  the  i4ea  of  absolute  power.  They  may  not  dismiss  their* 
own  servants,  but  only  suspend  till  their  Directors  in  England  decide. 
They  must  sue  and  be  sued  in  their  own  as  well  as  the  King's  Courts.. 
The  person  and  property  of  no  man  la  the  capital  cities  can  be  touched 
but  under  process  of  law,  excepting  always  Engiiah-born  men,  through 
actual  or  threatened  deportation.  Even  that  despotic  power  cannot 
alw^y*  h^  enforced  ;  as  for  instance,  on  the  persons  of  debtors,  suiUn,' 
traversers,  and  othets,  in  the  Kiug's  Court,  and  Judges  and  "  professionBl 
gentlemen  "  of  that  tribuBal.  The  Governments  cannot  kvy  any  customs 
without  special  leave  of  liie  King's  Ministers,  nor  make  any  regulation, 
nor  raise  apy  duty  within,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  King's  Court,  lai  which 
tbsy  have  not  warrant  of  statute.  Thus,  in  point  of  fact,  so  far  from 
noUiiag  being  free  or  intended  to  be  free  in  India,  a  large  portion  of  its 
most  valoahie  inhabitants  do  e^joy  as  much  freedom  of  per»K  and  pro- 
pwty  as  in  England,  tahila  tkt  King's  Courts  do  thatrduty.  ThoaB 
white  men  who  do  not  partake  in  this,  are  mpressed  by  indirect 
means  only.  In  tbe  theory  of  the  lalv  they  are  as  Irae  as  others;  and  U 
to  politisal  freedoRii  if  that  means  the  power  of  taxing  and  law-making' 
t^  their  r^resentatives,  at  least  they  have  as  luge  a.  snare  of  tliat  as  the ' 
weaver  of  Manchester,  and  tbe  copyholder  all  over  Engiand,  being  - 
virtvatlj/  represented  fay  Members  of  Council,  whom  others  choose  for . 
titain.  No— Mr.  Elpbinitone  cannot  mean  "  nothing  is  free,"  as  syno- 
nymous with  "  no  electieseernig  .liberty," — for  he  says  "  a  free  Press  is  l 
incooaistent  and  absurd  frecanre^noUung  else  is  free."  .  Will  a  Whig.and- 
a  Scotchman  say  that  a  free  ^ ress  is  inconsistent  or  absurd  became  the  . 
People  have  m>  electianeerUig  liberty  ?  One  would  suppose  this  a  reason 
the  more  for  giving  the  people  thai  advantage,  nthebrise  a  free  press  is 
isconsistent  in  the  last  degree  in  Scotland. 

Avemutii  the  Fourth. — "  That  of  the  £aropeaiia  ia  India,  uine- 
taaths  compoii  the  ttrength  of  the  army." 

Such  are  tbewords.laoeeaad  perplexed  in  constructian,  of  the  witness, 
Elpbinstone,  tbe  apparent  meaning  being,  that  nine- tenths  of  that  class  of 
Europeans,  whom  he  has  just  stated  as  likely  to  take  an  kitsiest  in  polkioal  - 
discussion,  belong  to  the  army. 

Not  the  rank-and-file  caste,  of  course,  but  the  officer-caste.  Both 
Governors  distinctly  enough  intimate  that  it  is  from  this  more  instmcted  ' 
but  insuburdlnatioo-loving  class  they  snuff  the  coming  danger,  in  case  . 

M  At  in  Um  cue  of  the  Madras  iaran  (in  1R09,]  g:rand  and  petit,  (tee  Martih'i 
Review  of  Sir  GenifeBu-loit'Oilmiuistntiiin)  ^ratcuted  and  threatened  fnr  ^ v- 
isf  nepelatsbile  verdicts  tu  Sir  G.Barlow.   Akom  the  cue  of  a  commoD  thief  and 
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free  printing  were  allowed.  Indeed,  bo  one  hiu  yet  bo  far  presumed  «i 
the  gullible  propertieB  of  the  "  Indies  and  Gentlemen,"  of  Leadenhall- 
Btreet,  aa  to  tbreateo  them  with  a  revolt  of  the  com-consaming  prirale 
soldJMy,  owing  to  auch  of  them  aa  can  read,  and  have  withEtood  all  the 
■eductions  of  "  Twopenny  trash  "  in  England,  being  campted  by  nevs- 
papera  at  twenty"  timea  the  price,  and  one-twentieth  the  int««sl  or 
amusement  1 

Hence  we  gather,  that  nisceptibility  to  the  seductionE  of  the  Cariites, 
Cobbettg,  and  other  Hot^oblins  of  India,  so  feelingly  collated  up  to  the 
"  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,"— -that  corraptibilit;  by  free  discusaon,  and 
probable  hostility  therefrom  to  the  Company's  Gorernmehta,  are  inversely 
as  education.  The  more  a  man  knows,  the  more  dangerooa  subject  he ! 
— same  reasoning  as  Austria  at  Laybach ;  same  fear  of  the  light ;  saiae 
results  :  putting  down  the  press— quenching  knowledge ! 

But  in  the  matter  of  fact,  our  Govern  or- witness  is  strangely  misled 
himself,  unless  (which  cannot  be)  he  be  politically  seeking  to  mislead 
others.  It  is  not  easy  to  get  detailed  information  about  India,  any  more 
tfaan  abont  the  unravellable  knot  of  Indian  accounts.  By  help  of  the 
Company's  yellow  book  of  1824,  with  their  imprimatitr  on  it,  an  attemfA 
has  been  made  to  try  the  t:arrectneES  of  the  asseveration  of  this  able 
Governor  of  one  presidency  and  old  CivH  Servant  of  another,  that  nine- 
tentha  of  the  Europeans  taking  an  interest  in  political  discussion  in  India 
would  be  officers  of  the  army.  If  reliance  may  be  bad  on  that  book, 
and  if  frequent  repetitions  of  names  in  different  capacities  and  places 
have  not  deceived  a  patient  search,  the  entire  of  the  Company'a  esta- 
blishment of  military  officers  at  Bengal,  Fort  St.  George,  and  Bombay  is 
or  lately  was  about  4,280 — of  civil  servants  at  all  establishments  (except 
Sl  Helena,  which  must  be  lefl  out  when  the  effects  of  the  Indian  ptCM 
ore  in  questjon)  about  77 0^-of  clerical  persons,  about  80 — of  medical, 
about  630 — marine  of  Bengal  and  Bombay,  about  300— of  registered  free 
European  settlers,  such  as  planters,  ship  captains  and  officers,  merchrtnts, 
lawyers  of  all  degrees,  clerlu  of  all  kinds,  schoolmasters,  teachers,  misdon- 
aries,  shopkeepers,  artisans,  assistants  in  public  departments,  private 
practitioaersinall  braachesof  the  healing  art,  about  2,520  are  set  down  at 
all  the  Presidenues.  All  of  these  are  of  an  order  superior  to  the  labour- 
ing class  in  England,  of  whuD  there  can  be  none  Eurc^an  in  India 
while  black-labour  is  so  cheap,  even  if  climate  admitted.  These  setSers 
must  all  serve  as'jurorB,  gratid  or  petty;  they  have  all  more  or  lees  pro- 
perty, and  consequent  interest  in  the  administration  of  conits,  of  tbe 
pf^ce,  of  the  customs,  excise,  house  and  land  taxes,  public  funds,  and 
other  objects  of  a  free  press's  solicitude.  They  are  an  aristocracy  of

!■  Ampee  raa;  be  taken  at  ihi  price  of  a  Calcutta  newspaper,  to  which,  add  as 
rouchniare  fur  average  poitagc,  for  lUcy  do  not  pus  free  in  India: — Twenty  timti 
tiTU-peace  is  n  moderate  calcuUtiun.  If  lliis  writer  bad  ef«D  tbe  EurapcsB 
loldlerj  in  India  aiwe  have,  he  might  have  aildedto  tiia  argumrnl,  that  not  one  in 
some  hundredacBiiipeak  the  comiimnlonEiK  of  the  roiiotrji  that  thcydcspise  and 
bate  tbe  natives,  rouiiderin^themasliltlebetterthaii  iHruIeanimali;  and  that  tbty 
are  iu  general  ilruaken  aniTdiMipated  to  a  degree  far  ttceeHag  that  cuBlonary 
in  Eu/upe,.  becBiue  of  the  idleneaa  in  mhiLh  tliey  are  kept.  Sudi  mcJi  are  not 
likely  to  lake  nn  lateresC  in  political  discussion,  as  Mr.  Elpbinitoiie  knows,  and  «■ 
acquuhimormeaiiln^ti>iusiaiiat.;BuGkslluiiK,ocilyfit  furMr.RsnileJr  '  - 
to  iwrangiie  iipon..-Ki>> 
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the  meuiest  wbitc  looks  down ;  even  the  poorest  are  rich  compared  vTiih 
tbe  labouring  blacks.  Such  p«reons  would  of  course  take  an  inCerest 
ip  political  newspaper  di&cussioD. 

The  total  of  the  noa-militaiy  classes  here  eQumerated,  is  nearly  4,300, 
qr  about  as  many  as  the  mililsjy,  namely,  4,280.  But  our  Goremor 
tells  us  that  the  latter  are  nine-teiiths  of  the  whole.  These  nine-teDthSf 
or  at  least  four  out  of  the  nine,  must  be  set  down  to  the  account  of  the 
'witness's  overetrained  and  romantic  manner,  along  with  "  every  body,'' 
"  nothiDg  can  exceed,"  and  such  little-worth  companions. 

It  will  not  account  for  this  strange  mistake,  to  add  the  officers  of  the 
royal  troops  to  the  military  side  of  this  cstiraate ;  for,  1st.  They  are  not 
probably  abore  5  or  600  eSectire,  to  the  effectives  of  the  20,000  lung's 
troops  allotted  to  India  by  law,  and  that  would  not  give  our  quotient 
.  nine-tenths.  2dly.  The  king's  officers  probably  do  but  balance  the  ab- 
sejiteee  on  furlough  from  the  Company's  regiments,  all  of  whom  are 
included,  to  preclude  partiality,  in  the  above  estimate  of  4,280.  Some 
absentees  also  thsre  are  among  the  non-military  establishments  of  eer- 
Tants;  but  not,  it  maybe  presumed,  among  the  settlers,  who  are  a  list, 
not  an  estalilishmetit.  3dly.  Besides,  neitlier  of  the  Goremors  can  mean 
to  insinuate  that  the  insubordinate  character  which  they  predicate  of  the 
provincial  oiScers,  could  attach  to  the  officers  of  the  Rational  army,  the 
King's  own  officers,  when  serving  in  the  colonies  of  the  East,  more  than 
those  of  the  West,  or  at  the  Cape,  or  Ceylon.  No  Governor  of  these 
places  has  ever  disturbed  himself  with  any  such  apprehension.  Mr. 
Elphinstone's  calculatioos  could  not,  therefore,  havo  extended  to  the  rojal 
officers. 

This  examinalion  of  the  value  of  Governor  Elphinstone's  four  assei^ 
tions  of  fact  in  favour  of  Governor  Adam,  it  is  conceived,  has  shown 
that  however  intellectually  apt  a  witness,  and  however  veracious,  in 
stating  what  he  beUeved  to  be  correct,  his  asseverations  are  entitled  to 
no  credit  or  credence,  because  improbable  and  contradictory. 
.  Proceed  we  to  scrutinize, 

II.  TiiE  MiTTEES  or  OPINION  Contained  in  the  vindicatoij  docu- 
ment. -. 

In  the  antecedent  portion  of  this  examination,  the  task  was  somewhat 
operose,.for  the  general  credibility  and  character  of  the  witness  being 
granted  in  (he  first  instance,  be  could  only  be  refuted  by  convictiiig  him 
of  errors  am^improbabilities,  through  a  rigorous  sii^g  and  winnowing  of  . 
his  alleged /acfs.  A  different  and  easier  course  may  be  taken  with  the 
examination  of  his  opinitm  as  a  compurgator  of  "  John  Adam."  Al- 
leged facts  are  susceptible  of  direct  disproof.  Opinions  cannot  always 
be  met  so  closely,  and  the  most  successful  mode  in  such  cases  as  this,  of 
discredidug  authoritative  opinions  sent  forth  from  a  distant  region,  and 
referring  to  matters  not  within  familiar  cognizance,  is  to  show,  if  pos- 
sible, that  the  Oracle  is  pBrtial,incompeteot,  or  a  party  concerned. 

The  first  step  in  this  process,  as  in  the  former  part,  is  to  lay  down  one 
general  standard  for  valuing  declared  opinions  in  any  given  case.  Their 
value  seems  to  depend  on  the  following  contingent  ctrcunutances : 

1,  Decl^ant's  physical  aptness  to  perceive — iutellectual  aptness  to 
note.  3.  Solidity  of  his  judgment— depending  on  the  structure  and 
balance  of  his  mental  powers.  3.  Ampleness  of  opportunity  to  observe 
»ad  judge,  iu  tbe  cases  ia  question.    4.  Impartiality  in  judgii^— ab«nce 
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at  disturbing  Ua>  in  forming  his  judgmtnt.  5,  Moral  cotnpetenc;,  or 
vBraciousneas'iD  deetaring  the  jud^eltt  fi>rmed: — Trusttrorthineci,  In 
short,  so  that  implicit  reliance  maj  be  liadt  u  to  the  idenfityof  theopi- 
Miomdelivend,  with  those /orirwd. 

Ail  ,tbtHe  coodiLioDS  resolved  favourably,  maximise  the  value  of  the 
declarant's  Dpi  aionB  on  matiers  not  susceptible  ef  proof;  unfitvonrtibly, 
they  niinlmise  that  value.  If  tome  fdvourably,  others  nnfarourablj, 
ihen  the  general  value  rises  or  fEiils  with  the  balance  of  those  value-giving 
qualifications  fer  or  against  the  declnrant. 

Try,  by  these  tests,  the  declarant  Elphinstone's  weight  as  a  gcnwal 
political  compurgsCot  of  John  Adat... 

Ist  tesL  Aptness,  as  formerly,  may  he  fully  taken  for  admitted. 

3d.  Solidity  or  Judombkt.  In  so  far  as  education  and  reading 
inflbence  cEipacity  of  judging  rightly,  a  uableman's  eon  must  be  supposed 
to  enjoy  ^reat  advantages;  the  having  been  a  successful  author,  and 
employed  in  important  situations  that  birth  and  connexions  do  not  always 
command,  without  adequate  talents,  may  bo  fairiy  conceded  as  adding 
to  tlie  pmbabtlities  of  the  compurgator's  capability  of  solid  judging. 
Contra:  the  document  under  review,  bs  before  shown,  bears  no  marts 
on  its  face,  of  calm  and  philosophical  parentage.  Hence,  considerable 
doubt  as  to  the  taxthor'a  judgment. 

3d.  Opportukitt.  The  opportunities  enjoyed  by  the  declarant  for 
ieeing,  it  has  been  shois-n  before,  were  none; — for  Aean'n^,  few,  and 
tainted  with  vehement  sospicion  ; — for  judging,  such  only  as  his  talent 
in  that  line  could  extract  out  of  fbw  and  dubious  occuions  of  seeing  and 
hearing.  Note.  Rfsceiving  letters  is  included,  of  ^urse,  in  this  sense  of 
the  word  "  hearing." 

4th.  iHPAHTiALtTr  iv  juDniNO.  On  this  test,  a  verdict  must  be 
taken  against  the  honourxUe  declarant  on  several  counts,  each  deefriy 
rooted  in  the  weakncM  of  man.  1st.  The  cmnpurgator,  and.  he  that  it 
to  be  purged;  are  both  govemoi* — 4)oth  Colapany's  servants ;  tmth  open 
to  be  swayed  by  the  s^nie  particular  interests  counter  to  genera]  inter^ ; 
boA  possess'.'u  by  the  same  nmri^  efti  corptf  t»thdtepens«a  of  ali  jtece 
and  profit  within  their  several  horizons;  both  liable  to  be  actoated  by 
love  of  power.  2dly.  Botfa  profess  to  pertain,  by  inhttitaBOe  or  otherwise, 
to  that  lection  of  aristocracy  called  Wmo  ;  both,  thence,  anxieut  to  re- 
concile their  acts  when  tn  power,  with  proftasiona  of  their  party  when  oM. 
3dly.  llie  parties  are  said  to  be  kinsmen  of  the  fint  degrpe ;  fo  have 
spent  youth  and  matnrer  life  together  in  personal  fnendship  and  official 
connexion,  such  attachments  which  render  men  valuable  to  each  MlMr  in 
private  relation,  warp  the  judgment,  and  render  them  vahieTesi  in  a 
greater  or  smaller  degree,  to  the  public,  as  evidence  orjudgei.  Still 
more  is  this  value  lessened  when  the  suspicions  compntgation  comes  ia 
die  shape  of  a  private  letter  to  a  very  "  near  and  dear"  Matin,  A» 
patron  of  both  ;  venerable  from  age  and  character;  of  the  gt«ate«t 
influence  in  the  direction  of  Indian  affairs  at  home ;  Uid_  a  strenoons 
leader  of  tfaar  common  party  in  politics ;  every  way  isterated,  thnefore, 
in  joining  with  the  two  governors,  to  make  up  a  good  ease,  knd  carry 
th'em  through  the  easy  onleal  of  a  sham  inquiry. 

5th.  Moral  Competency.  Secureness  to  the  pobtic,  that  no  dis- 
turbing causes  of  party,  family,  or  corporation  intvest,  shall  be  powprfiil 
enough'  to  prerent  iho  ieelarant  from  eiipreasii^  ^  that  he  tbiaEs  [»  hit 
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own  conscience,  of  the  real  meritRaod  demeTito  of  the  cose,  or  the  persona 
involved.  That  men  in  bodies,  nod  even  individuals  of  those  corps,  will 
not  shrink  from  actions  and  concealments  in  public  affairs  or  poUtice, 
which  in  private  life  they  would  disdain,  has  been  often  enough  remarked  j 
rarely  denied,  and  never  very  honestly,  or  without  mental  reservation.'* 
The  distinctions  made  are  subtile  :  the  crimen  falsi  would  be  dishonour- 
able even  In  politics ;  not  necessarily  so,  the  svppressio  veri.  Governor 
Elphinstone  would  probably  not  go  so  far,  but  he  is  a  governor  Neverthe- 
less ;  a  man  in  power,  and  a  man  of  party ;  and  he  cannot,  therefore,  ba 
imi^icitly  trusted. 

The  result  of  thij  assaying  of  the  general  value  of  compargator  Elphin- 
stone's  declared  opinions  in  favour  of  John  Adam,  gives  a  strone  pre- 
ponderance against  that  declarant ;  one  test  only  being  in  his  mrour 
out  of  five.  Even  if  we  can  depend  on  his  fully  stating  "  the  whole"  of 
his  real  opinions,  and  "  nothing  hut"  his  real  opinions,  in  this  defence 
of  his  kinsman  and  fellow  governor,  nevertheless  it  is  shown  that  those 
opinions  must  almost  necessarily  be  destitute  of  any  value,  and  unworthy 
of  attention  from  those  who  seek  truth  alone.  A  slight  examination  of 
the  eight  opinions  themselves  will  now,  therefore,  suffice  for  every  useful 
purpose. 

Opinion  the  First. — That  the  before-staled  praises  (by  "  nothing  «x- 
ceeded")  of  every  body  in  Bengal  is  creditable  to  the  before- mentioned 
John  Adam. 

Opinion  Me  Second.— That  this  uni  versa  I  praise  is  "more  creditable" 
to  John  Adam  because  John  Adam's  acts  were  "unpopular." 

These  opinions  the  compurgator  Elphinstone  dashes  off,  as  we  have 
■ma,  in  his  way  of  vague  exaggeration :  praises  that  "  nothitig  con  ex- 
ceed," and  the  busy  "  every  body,"  the  friend  old,  but  face  new;  for 
now  be  has  graduated,  and  appears,  not  only  in  the  poMtive  degree  of 
"  crediUble,"  but  the  comparative  "  more  creditable."  Enough  of  such 
luperlative  fooling ;  it  ia  in  proof,  that  this  boastfril  "  every  body"  turns 
outto  be  almost  ■•  rank  a  nonentity  as  Mr.  Nobody  himsetf.  If  "  eveiy 
body"  praises  unpopular  acts,  one  mlivels  what  would  be  the  fate  ^ 
populc"  raeasur:;3? 

Opinio*  the  Third. — That  a  free  press  is  "  incondstent  where  nothing 
else  is  ftee." 

Opinion  the  Fourth. — ^That  "this  ibconsisteoc^  la  too  obrioua  to  es- 
cape" the  person  addressed  by  the  declarant. 

These  two  opinions  may  go  to  trial  together,  for  the  only  difference 
between  the  propositionB  is,  that  both  beg  the  question,  tiut  the  fourA 
refers  it  to  the  personal  penetration  of  the  individnal  addressed.  It  ts 
an  old  phrase  of  &lhtcy  well  known  in  Parliamentary  logic,  a  variety  of 
the  argumentvm  ad-  hominem :  where  you  are  in  doubt  yourself,  of 
any  thing  you  would  have  another  believe,  cram  it  down  by  boldly  affect- 
iitt  to  consider  the  proposition  as  if  beyond  possible  question,  at  least 
'  when  grasped  by  the  perapicacity  and  acumen  of  your  honourable  friend 
whom  you  would  persuade.  The  freedom  of  the  press,  we  are  assured  in 
this  declarant's  confused  style,  is  "  iscovsistent"  where  nothing  else 
is  free.    The  old  story  of  our  despotism   in  India!   which  ignorant, 
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prating  lawyers  pretcod — Lutory  and  statutes  aotnithat^ndiDg — always 
lias  bvua,  and  alnaya  must  be,  in  the  Eiiglisb  govcrnmcDt  of  India  ! 

Nothing  cau  be  more  "  iiUMiusistciit "  than  h  this  aliegalioa  (if  incon- 
Bistency,  uith  fact.  It  has  been  shown  before  (Averment  3d)  that  tlie 
propofiilioD  is  false  historically  and  actually.  Out  the  usual  petilto 
priacipii  is  courageously  resotted  to;  and  no  proof  ofiered  why  a  free 
press  would  be  necessarily  invousistent  with  the  deepotism  of  a  delegatid 
govcrament,  supposing  such  lo  prevail  in  India. 

The  fallacy  here  einpiojed  lies  chiefly  in  the  use  of  big  words,  which 
have  obtained  one  meaning  by  notoriety  iu  England,  and  are  applied  ad 
invidiam  (or  ad  melum)  to  India,  where  the  meaning  differs.  "  Liberty 
of  the  press"  is  given  out  as  a  catchword  to  excite  in  the  minds  of  old 
ladies  and  gentlemen  stockholders,  tlie  adjacent  ideas  of  "  liberty  and 
equality,""  Tom  Paine,"  "sana culottes,"  "  French  revolution,"  &c.  ic.: 
whence  a  natural  transition  to  tbo  acrimonious  contentions  of  the  press  in 
England.  Even  if  it  were  true  that  the  liberty  of  the  press,  which  is 
Eohctted  for  India,  must  put  on  this  rancorous  face,  a  politician,  pretend- 
ing to  philosophical  views,  might  not  co;isider  such  storms  an  evil, 
necessatily  outweighing  tlie  good  to  be  done  by  such  an  atmospheric 
purifier.  But  a  politician  of  this  class  (and  which  of  the  parties  now  in 
issue  pretends  to  be  such  ?)  would  at  once  see  that  the  free  publishing  of 
opinions  in  India  does  not  lead  to  the  rancours  and  inflammations  that 
disgrace  the  English  press ;  unless,  indeed,  the  stupid  obstinacy  or  par- 
.tiality  of  the  government  be  applied  to  blow  the  coals.  It  is  (he  fuiy  of 
religious  and  political  factions,  contending;  for  tbc  loaves  and  Gshcs,  that 
produces  bo  much  bitterness  here;  in  ludia,  those  disturbing  causes 
exist  not. 

1st.  All  religions  and  sects  there,  are  on  strict  equality  in  the  eye  of  the 
law.  True  toleration  suh^ta,  owing  to  the  necessity  which  every  one 
feels  and  understands ;  even  the  lony  English  prelate  Gnds  his  Idbes 
trodden  upon  by  the  Scotch  presbyter;  the  Armioian  papa  ;  (he  PojnEh 
priest ;  the  Anabaptist  missionary ;  the  Jewish  rabbin ;  aye,  the  very 
'Mohammedan  muny,  and  supercilious  Brachm an.  The  public  endow* 
meats,  held  by  any  of  these  orders,  are  exceedingly  slender;  there  is 
nothing  to  fight  for.  2dly.  As  to  political  factions  contending  for  power, 
there  can  be  none,  from  die  nature  of  the  government,  namely,  a  delega- 
tion of  three  or  foitr  Councillors,  naTiied  in  England,  holding  all  power 
and  all  responsibility.  Every  other  office  in  the  state  is  merely  executive 
and  irresponsible,  save  to  the  Council,  who  locate  and  dislocate  them  as  a 
merchant  his  clerks ;  and  the  whole  offices  in  the  state,  from  GounciUor- 
shipe  downwards,  are  filled  exclusively  by  a  body  of  candidates  named 
in  England,  and  who  rise  by  degrees  to  higher  places.  Note.  There 
are  more  places  (o  give  than  men  to  fill  thent ! 

In  such  a  polity,  and  with  no  representative  body  tu  encourage  and 
afford  an  f.rena  for  party  combats,  thore  cannot  be  violent  struggles  of 
large  and  ravenous  factions  for  place,  {voivor,  wealth !  Their  struggles, 
if  any,  must  be  ti'ansferred  to  England,  where  alone  Incation  to  the  adoii- 
nistration  takes  place.  Widely  different  would  be  the  sphere  of  utility  of 
the  Indian  Press;  Us  chiof  functions  consisting,  Ist,  in  iutimidaliag  judges 
'  and  public  olBccrs  into  'faithfully  discharging  their  own  duties';  3d,'  in 
cmnpelling  their  depejtdenls  to  do  so  likewise ;  3d,  in  shaming  the  dis- 
buTsersof  patronage  into  be oeGcial  exercise  of  that  public  trust;  4th,  in 
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bfiuging  to  DOticB  ^evancei ;  5tb,  in  lUf^gMting  improveneiita,  iic.  &o, 
Sui:h  employment  Di  the  press,  in  aid  of  b  goverDment  of  which  the 
foreignaess.  extcnsivenees,  and  remoteness,  make  it  veak  id  its  details, 
ought  to  be  welcomed  by  houest  administrators  with  no  conuDOD  cot^ 
diality,  instead  of  hatred  real,  and  fear  affected,  of  which  the  reason  is 
plain — that  it  would  extinguish  prostitution  of  patronage  ;  that  it  would 
interfere  with  the  monopoly  and  privileges  of  the  official  aristocracy  ! 

The  grand  hohgoUin  played  off  to  the  "  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,"  is 
fear  of  rebellion  among  the  natires  of  India.  Mr.  ElphiDStone's  perspi- 
cacity and  veraciousneas  hinder  him  from  jwiiing  the  Leadenhall-street 
showmen  in  this  humbug.  It  is  the  criticiims  of  the  Europeans,  he  and 
his  John  Adam  dread.  They  know  that  the  iireconcileable  divisions 
among  the  blacks,  and  our  mental  and  military  snperiority,  constitute 
our  complete  safety, "  and  that  not  one  in  one  million  is  forward  enough 
in  mind  and  education  to  rise  in  political  discussion  beyond  the  moat 
childish  common- places.  If  the  danger  is  in  the  whites  and  the  oppressed 
half-castes,  what  are  wo  afraid  of  their  doing  ?  Will  they,  a  biudful, 
excite  the  'blacks  to  destroy  their  own  lives  and  property  ?  In  a  couple  of 
centuries,  when  a  white  and  mixed  population  shall  haTe  spread  itself 
fully  OTer  the  country,  against  all  the  difficulties  of  a  pre-existing  dense 
population,  then  British  India  may  follow  the  fate  of  America  ;  not  be- 
fore. Even  the  Company,  or  its  minions,  will  scarce  have  the  brazen 
front  to  propose  openly,  that  India  be  kept  fettered  under  its  presentdcgree 
of  despotism  ,/ur  an  indefinite  time,  through  fear  of  such  a  remote  indC' 
]^ndencc.  Before  that  epoch,  we  may  luarn  a  little  wisdom  from  expe- 
rience, and  find  out  that  the  truo  way  to  keep  the  attachment  of  colonies 
is  to  slacken  the  reins  a^  the  child  grows  up. 

Opinion  the  Fifth. — "  Nothing  is  intended  to  be  free  in  India." 
Another  confused  expression.  Means  he,"  It  is  iulended  that  nothing 
shall  ever  be  free,"  or  "  It  was  not  intended  (by  the  frunera  of  the 
system)  that  any  thing  &ee  should  have  been  created"  ?  The  first  con- 
struction would  be  too  egregious  an  assuinption  of  the  prophetic  vocation  : 
tbe  Governor  must  mean  the  second,  rtunful  it  is  to  choose  between 
such  absurdities.  Can  a  British  Governor  have  read  to  so  liule  purpose 
the  history  of  his  own  times,  and  the  statutes  relating  to  the  countiy  over 
which  he  rules,  as  to  ha2ard  this  bold  opinion  ?  The  proposition  so  con- 
fidently anunoiated  is  found acionless.  The  proceedings  of  PaHiament'in 
the  case  of  Lord  Clive,  in  1773  ;  in  Borgoyne's,  Burke's,  and  Duodas's 
Committees;  in  the  proposed  impeachment  of  Chief  Justice  Impet.;  in 
North's,  Shelburne's,  Fox's,  and  Pitt's  Bills  ;  in  the  Patna,  Dacca,  and 
Midnapuv  cases ;  and  In  ^^'a^ren  Hastings's  trial — nil  show  fully  the  de- 
sire, professed  at  least,  of  all  parties  to  confer  on  India  as  much  of  free- 
dom as  she  was  thought  capable  of — ^vanlum,  of  course,  difTering  with 
different  temperaments."    But  in  historic  notorieties  more  need  teaico  be

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Mid,  ttian  to  piftce  in  contre-podtion  to  Govenw  EIptunstotM^  <l«cl«r«- 
tJoD  of  "notluDg  being  meant  to  bo  free  in  India,"  two  parftgnpha  from  « 
Iftte  interesting  and  manly  npeech  by  Sir  Edward  Weit,  the  Chief  Juetiee 
of  Bomtwy,  in  the  matter  of  the  robbed  and  cheated  Paraee,  Cnnetjee 
Monackjee,  a  caie  of  opprasiion  than  which  none  more  flagrant  and  dia- 
gnicefut  ever  Came  to  light.  The  original  &3ud  and  wrong  appean  to  hart 
been  done  by  Mr.  Elphingtone'snmote  predecenore ;  but  that  cbrnporgatar 
vf  other  men's  public  cbaracterB,  would  do  well  to  look,  at  home,  if  he  hare 
joined  in  this  twenty  years  wrong  and  oppreuioD,  and  have  aggraTated 
it,  as  the  persecuted  man'«  letter  "  seems  to  ihow,  by  reeouree  to  chicanery, 
bf  endless  expensiveness,  and  inteiminable  delay  1  Of  a  truth,  the  Go- .

Opinion  tkt  Sixth. — That  it  if  the  duly  of  tiie  Indian  QowemmeDts 
to  hasten  the  time  when  the  peo[^e  of  the  country  may  take  a  part  to  arif- 
gorerament. 

Opinion  Me  Seventh. — That  he  is  happy  to  say  It  is  also  their  v^A 
to  do  BO. 

Opinion  the  Eighth, — That  none  but  the  Europeans  at  present  wodld 
take  a  part  or  an  interest  in  political  discussion. 

These  three  <^inions  fit  well  together :  a  few  words  wiH  snSce  forall : 
they  are  of  a  sort  that  might  be  termed  '  Argumenta  ad  Balsnam,'  if  any 
snch  feroiliar  nomenclature  as  '  tub-argument,  or  whale-argument,'  may 
be  allowed  to  intrude  into  the  gravitir  of  logical  dasdfication.  Tha 
phraseology  too,  about  "  wishes,"  and  "  duties,"  "  hastening  time," 
"  taking  a  part  in  self-government,"  8cc.  &c.  ia  tJtogether  of  ihe  natnr* 
which  Voltaira  calls  *  des  Stutwi,'  ready  to  serve  any  one's  caH  indif- 
ftrently.  So,  when  a  judge  begins  an  edogy  on  **  nwbchlees  wwstilu- 
tion,"  Sk.  the  hearei  expects  nne  act  of  injustice  or  oppresrion  nndet 
Tetour  of  law.  Of  laiall  importance  is  it,  whetiter  Indian  giwenion 
IrMlly  think  it  a  du^,  ot  traly  have  a  wish  to  hasten  the  day  W^en  (bdr 
•nbjecls  shall  learn  to  do  witboirt  them,  and  they  may  be  allowed  to  es^

The  declarant's  avowed  sentiments  are  as  foilowi.  A  fnv  press  is 
Ir^onslstent  with  the  present  backward  political  position  of  India.  The 
natives  are  incapahle  yet  of  taking  any  part  or  interest  in  political  dia- 
ensdon  like  Europeans.  We  are  doing  our  best  to  advance  them.  When 
the;  are  adranced,  and  can  help  to  govern  thmselTee,  thfen  wilt  be  the 
tiniB  for  a  pitss. 

fiut  why  wait  till  then  ? 

A  free  press  only  means  tfiAVE  for  these  who  like,  to  print  their 
thoughts:  it  is  hut  the  aisenceoy  any  iiiHDRAKC^.  Be  the  press  ever 
so  free,  nobody  is  compelled  to  print,  or  to  read  what  is  printed,  unless 
he  choose.  If  there  be  none  able  and  willing  to  write  for  the  press,  or 
to  read  and  understand  what  might  be  printed,  a  thousand  free  presses 
conld  do  no  harm  ;  fi)r  who  would  set  them  a  going?  The  inert  types 
and  Stanhopt's  are  incapable  of  mischief. 

But  if  there  be  any  body  able  to  write  atiA  willing  to  print  newspapers, 
and  if  there  be  any  body  willing  to  read  what  is  printed,  and  capable  of 
tinderstanding  it,  then,  at  least  those  two  men  are  capable  of  taking 
some  part  or  interest  in  political  discussion  ;  therefore,  by  suppoaitton,  (per 
Hypothesin  fialsanieani)  tb^  are  able  to  help  in  self-gorecnmcnt,  and 
therefore  are  fit  for  a  free  press,  and  a  free  press  for  them. 

Those  two  nwn>  therefore,  if  there  were  no  more  besides  Bt,  ought, 
by  the  Elphinstone  hypothesis  itself,  to  hare  the  use  of  a  press — not 
meaning  a  press  set  op  for  them  by  any  body  else,  hot  leave  to  ^nt  at 
a  press  of  their  qwn  if  they  please  :  none  else  will  nse  it,  or  read  its  pro- 
ductioos,  aileas  others  be  aUe  to  write  or  uodcntand.  Bat  if  there  be 
any  nch,  they  too  are  fit,  and  therefcwe  enticed. 

The  fidlacy  lies  in  speaking  of  "  the  press"  fignratirely,  as  if-  it  were 
a  thing— an  iruti^fioN  tokced  upon  pe<^Ie,  who  were  compelled  to 
write,  [Mint,  and  read,  whether  they  would  or  no — fit  or  unfit  If  they  are 
fit,  they  wilt  use  it;  if  not,  what  ham  is  dons? 

But  the  existence  of  a  press  in  any  country,  eupperted  at  the  charges 
of  private  readers  and  writers,  is  of  itself  sufficient  proof  that  tt  is  adapted 
to  the  wants  of  the  country,  and  that  the  country  is  ready  fur  it,  and  ripe 
for  the  good  which  that  first  of  human  inventions  carries  with  it  wherever 
introduced.  If  all  be-true  thatwe  hear  about  extortions,  monopoUes,oppres- 
ston  of  prirate  traders,! a w-taxati on,  annihilati'in  of  middle  ranks,  compul- 
soryjprovidingofinvestments,  want  of  Institiitions,  land-tax,"  systematical

good  works  of  tlie  pre&t,  and  calls  for  the  broadest  plan  of  publicity.  In 
tim(^,  and  by  perseverance,  we  shall  understand  the  subject  better;  and 
Parliamcnl,  which  is  on  its  good  behaTiour  Boinctimes,  will  one  day  or 
other  give  way  to  the  general  wish,  unequiTocally  expressed.      . 

So  much  for  the  ralue  of  Governor  Elphinstoiie's  vindicaUon  of  Go- 
Tcmor  Adam,  in  his  letter  to  Director  Elphiitstone.  The  facts  allied 
are  of  littto  ralue,  being  mostly  improbable  and  contradictory: — the 
opinions,  of  less,  being  mostly  partial  and  inconsequent.

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1m  all  religiuDs  there  are  ceitoin  fixed  periods  of  feslivily,  which,  when 
they  come  about.  Bet  the  world  rejoicing,  aa  if  mirth  and  pleasant  feelings 
were  eotirel;  regulated  by  the  aeasons.  By  contemplatini;  attentirety 
the  various  complexioo  of  the  calendar,  a  man  may  calculate  with  tolerable 
exactnea  when  he  shall  be  merry  or  otherwise,  for  a  whole  revolution  of 
the  sun;  and  likewise  whether  at  any  particular  period  he  shall  dine 
luxuriously  on  '*  savoury  meats"  and  venison,  or  fast  as  sumptuously  on 
fish  and  the  fruits  that  are  in  season.  This  is  a  great  advantage.  It  is 
certain  also  that  it  may,  by  judicious  management,  be  much  improved  ; 
for  the  deigy,  if  they  were  so  disposed,  might  make  nn  exact  list  of  all 
the  sins  and  comforts  of  civilized  life,  and  so  dispose  and  balance  them 
against  our  penitence  and  miseries,  that  at  the  year's  end  there  should 
be  a  small  matter  in  favour  of  the  latter.  This  would  be  proceeding 
upon  safe  grounds ;  for  our  faults^  as  it  is  certain  we  must  sometimes 
sin,  might  be  so  neatly  placed  between  the  brackets  and  parentheses  of 
fasting  and  repentance,  as  to  seem  a  necessary  part  of  the  composition 
of  life,  inserted  for  completeness  and  perfection. 

'  Let  casaists  deteraune  as  they  please,  however,  upon  this  point,  it 
is  certain,  that  all  christian  communities  have  hitherto  reckoned  ui^n 
enjoying  the  good  things  of  this  world  at  Christmas.  Puddings  and 
mince-pies  have  ever  heen  esteemed  great  helps  to  faith  at  that  par- 
ticular period ;  and  even  the  greatest  "  lights  of  the  church"  have  been 
observed  to  evince  no  aversion  for  this  species  of  piety.  In  the  country, 
jovial  wauailers  scour  the  country,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  honest 
simple  people,  to  demdish  their  hams,  and  empty  their  barrels ;  re- 
galing them  all  the  while  with  lively  chaunts  of.  those  most  lamentable 
ditties,  ycleped  Christmas  Carols.  These  doings,  we  are  told,  have 
been  for  some  time  retreating  from  the  metropolis,  towards  the  extremi- 
ties of  the  island ;  and  it  is  not  impossible,  (if  not  soothed  and  cbncili- 
t&ted  in  time,)  but  they  may  plunge  into  the  sea,  and  escape  to  some 
naore  hospitable  dwelling.  At  present,  we  of  the  metropolis  are  quite 
careless  of  these  matters,  very  injudidoualy  turning  our  attention  solely 
to  those  airy  beings,  denominated  taste  and  learning.  Every  body 
assists  in  this  unchristian  practice,  so  that  it  is  probable  the  next  age 
will  celebrate  Christmas  with  books,  instead  of  dinners,  and  the  stage- 
coaches bend  with  reams  of  printed  paper,  which  are  now  clc^ged 
in  their  movements  by  the  weight  of  game  and  confectionary,  despatched 
from  one  part  of  the  kingdom  to  the  other. 

We  have  heen  led  into  these  reflections,  1^  a  very  pretty  spedes  of 
books,  which  may  be  called  Christmas  Presents.  They  are  designed 
principally  we  believe  for  children,  or,  in  ancient  English  phraseology, 
"  youths  of  both  sexes."  Nothing  could  be  better  calculated  for  inducing 
a  habit  of  reading,  for  their  features  are  various  and  interesting,  and  in  all 
likelihood,  such  as  will  find  favour  in  the  eyes  of  the  rising  generation. 
It  is  not  here  the  place  to  discuss  the  question,  how  far  the  habit  of 
promiscuous  reading  generally  diffused,  may  be  beitcficiat  to  a  people, 
we  shall  find  other  opportunities  for  doing  that;  our  present  design 
is  merely  to  give  such  of  our  readers  as  are  not  better  acquainted  with 
the  subject  than  ourselves,  some  slight  notion  of  these  "  Literary  Christ- 
mas  Preseotst"- 
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The  earliest  publicatian  of  the  kiod,  for  tiiis  year,  is  Mt.  Ackermanii'a 
"  Forget  me  Not !  "  That  were  a  fitraoge  ImmjIc  which  (iould  contrive  ant 
to  be  forgotten  in  the  present  literary  deluge ;  but  the  title  of  thi*  little 
woik  addrMse*  itself  principally,  we  presume,  to  the  person  receiring  it 
ai  a  preaeat,  aad  it  would  be  a  hard  Uiing  indeed,  if  any  literary  masters 
or  miwei  fthoiild  take  upon  tbem  to  forget  so  elegant  a  gift,  especially 
u  it  U  e\pected  to  come  out  annually.  Its  contents  were  never  meant 
to  b«  criticised  severely,  nor  do  they  need  it ;  they  will  be  taken  iDime- 
diately  for  what  they  are,  light  and  pleasing  little  pieces,  very  well 
adapted  to  amuse  those  for  whom  they  were  iotended.  The  embellLsh- 
ments  are  pretty;  we  thought  the  "Cascades  of  Gavamie"  in  the. 
Pyrenees,  peculiarly  so>  The  Extracts  from  the  unjiublished  Journal  of  a 
Traveller,  accompanying  and  introducing  the  preceding  plate,  pleased 
us  alio  exceedingly. 

The  next  work  is  Mr.  Lupton  Rolfe's  "  Friendship's  Offering,"  A 
pleasing  title  1  pleaiing  especially  in  youth,  before  it  is  known  how  rare  a 
tiling  is  friendahip.  In  this  little  volume  the  youog  reader  will  meet 
with  some  of  his  oldest  and  mo^  cherished  acquaintances — Mrs.  Opie, 
and  Miss  Maria  Edgeworth.  Who  does  not  know  aad  adnire  them  7 . 
The  same  delicacy,  the  same  truth,  the  same  benevolence  aod  touch- 
ing simplicity  distingui^  them  here,  as  elsewhere.  We  owe  much 
to  these  ladiee ;  more,  probably,  than  to  some  who  appear  higher  on  the , 
literary  borixon,  bat  who  are  not  therefore  more  bright.  "  The  Mental 
Thermometer,"  "  Disobedience,"  and  "  The  Golden  Heart,''  may  not 
add  to  the  reputation  of  the  writers,  but  they  will  support  it,  at  the  es> 
pense,  probably,'of  some  tears  to  the  reatier.  The  deciiptions  at  such 
length,  of  the  cities  of  Consuntiiiople,  Petetsburgh,  Berne,  aitd  Na- 
ples, we  think  it  was  injudicious  to  introduce  ;  a  very  short  sketch  ac- 
companying the  plates  would  have  aufficed.  The  plates  themselves 
are  extremely  pret^  ;  the  wood-cuts  at  the  end  particularly,  which  ap- 
pear to  be  highly  correct,  and  represent  otyects  of  much  iutereet  t«  eyery 
native  of  this  country. 

What  seems  to  us  ioierior  in  these  pubUcations,  is  the  Poetry.  .  It  is 
the  madness  of  tlis  times,  which  threatens  to  Income  as  unmapagefhie  fa, 
(hat  of  the  Abderites,  mentioocd.  by  Atheuteus,  and  other  ancient, 
writers.'     Every  body  now  invokes  tbe  Muse  ;  and  we  see  do  wajr  of  de_  -

riii.  for  the  madneE^  of  the  Abdrrites ;  but

that  pathetic  speecli  of  Perseus, 

O  Cupid :  Prince  nf  Gods  and  Men,  &c. 
Everv  moa  almost  ipake  pure  iamhii's  the  next  day,  and  talk'd  or  nothing  but 
Penens  and  his  pathetic  address — "  U  Cupid  !  Prince  of  Gods  and  Man" — in  every 
■tKetinAbdera,in  every  house— "OCunid!  Cupid  I"— In  cnreiy  mouth  llkelha 
natural  ootei  of  some  sweet  mdot^,  which  drops  tioni  it  whether  it  wlUvji^— 
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liv«ruig  ^he  nation  from  the  calamity  of  finding  itselfsuddenly  tmuTaraied. 
into  a  vast  club  of  poets,  except  it  I>e  by  impoung  a  beary  tax  npon  tlte 
trade  of  verae-makiiig.  If  Lord  Londonderry  were  now  at  the  head  of 
affaire,  we  think  this  hint  woald  not  be  lost.  But  to  the  present  matter : 
Nothing  can  be  more  lamentable  than  the  conditionof  our  English  words 
at  this  moment ;  thrown  by  inevitable  fatality  at  the  mercy  of  every  hu- 
man being  in  die  island,  of  Bufficient  strength  to  handle  a  grey-goose 
quill,  they  are  stretched  and  worried,  like  people  on  the  rack,  to  make 
them  t^)pear  to  mean  what  they  never  meant,  and  to  hitch  in  EMcoming 
rhyme.  How  long  this  state  of  things  is  to  last,  heaven  only  knows ; . 
critics  and  commoa-Henac,  have  done  their  utmost  in  vain,  and  the  for- 
mer now  only  shrug  their  shouldNs  at  the  sight  of  a  new  quarto  of 
poetry,  and  fall-to  with  a  certainty  of  finding  work  enough  for  the  scalj^ 
ing  knife.  In  the  Christmas  Presents,  among  much  that  is  insipid,  and 
much  that  is  merely  readable,  we  discovered  one  little  piece  eminently 
sweet  and  lieautlftil,  on  the  flower  "  Forget  me  Not:"  it  is  by  her  who, 
once  wrote  another  piece  entitled  "  Foi^et  me  Not ! "  and  which  no  one 
who  has  read  it  ever  will  forget  We  introduce  it  for  its  extreme  sim- . 
plicity  and  excellence,  certain  that  no  reader  will  be  sorry  to  find  it, 
reprinted  here,

"  Tti«  Literuy  Souvenir,"  published  by  Messm,  Hmst  &  Co.,  ts  &  very ' 
pleasing  little  work.  It  has  much  more  variety  tlisn  either  of  the  pre- 
cadiog,  and  its  poetry  is  generally  of  a  superior  character.  Oreat  pains, 
indeed  mnM  have  been  taken  to  collect  together'  so  great  s  camber  of 
piMies'poeaessing  so  much  merit,  and  for  this  a  good  deal  of  praise  is  dfle' 
ta  the  Editor.'  We  spe^  Arst  of  the  poetry  because  it  Is  Iietter  than  the 
prow ;  a  very  singular  thing  in  a  miscdlaneaas  and  periodical  pnbHca- 
tion,  for  a  periodical  it  is,  though  coming  out  only  once  a  year.  It  may 
be  Attributed,  however,  to  the  circumstance  of  the  Editor's  being  himself 

poet,  and  thus  posseaeing  a  keener  taste  in  that  species  of  composition, ' 

if  these  pieces  we  may  perhaps  select  one  or  two  for  pur  poetical  depart- 
nothing  but  "  Cupid  I  Cnpid !  Prince  of  Gods  and  MeD."~-The  Grc  caaght,  and 
ihe  whole  city,  Uke  the  bean  of  one  man,  op«n«t  itself  to  love.

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ment ;  we  can  merely  speak  of  the  rest  in  a  verj'  cursory  manner.  There 
iB'mnch  feeling  and  beauty  in  Mr.  Watts'*  "  Death  of  the  First- Bom," 
which  u'ill  find  an  easy  way  iatu  the  bosom  of  every  father.  S^ch  aub- 
jectB  are  incapable  of  being  worn  out,  for  feeling  and  nature  are  always 
ilew  ;  and  when  the  poet's  soni  is  touched  with  grief,  or  nrheo,  by  medi- 
tation, he  discoTem  the  actual  diapositioo  of  a  soul  that  is  so  toached,  he 
may  commit  his  ihonghts  to  paper  with  the  certainty  of  being  pathetic, 
and  to  a  certain  degree  original.  For  originality  doe*  not  so  much  con- 
Mst  in  saying  what  was  never  said  before,  as  in  pouitraying  noac  but  the 
^nuine  feelings  of  the  heait,  or  the  native  individual  perc^Jons  o>f  the 
intellect.  There  are  other  pretty  pieces  by  the  same  writer,  but  the  above 
appears  to  he  the  best.  Mrs  Hemans's  "  Grave  of  Kiirner"  is  earnest 
and  pathetic  ;  hcr  "  Mother  and  Cbild,"  rather  exi^eraied  in  the  ex- 
pression :  the  feeling  could  not  have  been  too  intensei  But  no  pen  shott 
of  Homer's  or  Shakespeare's  conld  give  a  mother's  feelings  in  such  a  mo- 
ment, with  the  real  dignity  and  simplicity  of  nature.  Of  Mr.  Campbell's 
piece  it  is  quite  sufficient  to  say,  that  it  is  really  worthy  the  author  of 
"  Gertrude  of  Wyoming."  Mrs.  Opie's  Sonnet  we  shall  speaV  our  sen- 
timents of,  by  copying  it. 

But  we  can  particulariie  nb  farther,  unless  it  be  to  mention  the  emi- 
nently beaiitiftii  prose  piece  on  "  Mary  Queen  of  Scots ;  or  Twilight  Mus- 
ings in  Holyrood."  Whoever  the  author  may  be,  be  has  a  powerful  pen, 
and  is  quite  competent  to  interest  the  imagination  by  simple  and  rapid 
narrative.  Such  pieces  ore  of  permanent  interest,  and  may  be  read  again 
and  again  with  delight. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  readers  of  the  "Literary  Souvenir"  will  look  for 
anotner  volume  with  much  pleasure  ;  although  it  cannot  be  denied  that 
there  is  much  exaggeration  and  false  sentiment  in  a  few  of  its  pieces. 
We  allude  to  their  tone  of  sorrowfulness,  which  is  always  absnrd  ;  for 
nobody  under  the  influence  of  iptense  sorrow  ever  speaks  a  word  about  it, 
and  people  who  are  dying  of  a  broken  heart,  do  not  cue  to  iolbnn  the 
world  M  every  particniar.  But  these  pieces  are  not  numerous,  and  may 
possibly  be  overlooked  in  the  present  fondness  for  every  thing  sad.  We 
only  mention  it  ea  ptusa*!.  The  embellishments  are  very  finely  executed. 
No  ope  can  fail  to  he  delighted  with  the  charming  view  of  Lyons,  the 
Fortress  of  Snguntum,  or  that  sweet  little  gem,  Kirkstall  Abbey,  liieie 
is  an  oir  of  silence  and  tranquillity  about  the  latter,  that  gives  it  a  cha- 
racter, and  satiB6«<8  the  imagioation.  The  view  of  Paris,  iJso,  from  Per* 
la  Chaise,  is  very  fine;  and  the  aerial  perspective  happily  preserved. 
The  remaining  pJates  have  likewise  their  merit ;  but  fall  ^cnt,  ne  think, 
of  those  we  have  mentioned.

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MJBTCALFB,  ON   THK   SIGHT   OP   INTERFERSNCB   WiTH 

NATIVB   INDIAN   GOVERN  UBNTS. 

In  our  laat  Number  we  gave  a  condensed  but  faithful  history  of  the' 
occtiireDces  coonected  with  thi«  subject,  from  the  Gret  formation  of  the 
bouse  of  William  Palmer  and  Co.,  at  Hyderabad,  in  the  year  Ifil4, 
when  Mr.  Henry  Ruaaell  -was  the  British  Resident  there,  up  to  the  period 
of  SirCHiaries  Metcalfe's  assumption  of  the  extraordinary  powers  wielded 
by  him,  as  the  representative  of  the  East  Tndia  Company,  in  that  capital, ' 
ia  the  year  1832 ;  with  a  coenected  narrative  of  the  several  steps  takea 
by  the  Supreme  Ooremment  at  Calcutta,  and  their  Resident  at  Hyder- 
abad, to  destroy  the  credit,  break  down  the  influence,  and  annihilate  the 
power  enjoyed  by  the  roeroantile 'and  banking  firm  establish^  under 
their  own  sanction  in  that  city,  as  well  as  to  bdi^  tticNixam,  his  minister,' 
sad  hii  people,  &om  their  avowed  independence,  entirely  under  the  yt^e 
of  British  rule. 

It  must  be  unnecesswy  for  us  to  recapitulate  any  of  the  facte  stated  fai' 
.  ttie  preceding  article.  To  preserve  the' continuity  unbroken,  however,  we, 
shall  resume  the  narrative  at  the  punt  at  which  we  found  it  necessary  to 
break  off  on  that  occasion,  and  introduce,  as  we  }»oceed,  such  iliustru' 
dons  as  tlt»  dociunentg  before  us  may  offer,  and  as  our  space  will  ))ennit, 
tat  thesaks  of  giving  to  those  to  whom  the  original  papers  may  not  be 
aeceauhle,  specimens  of  the  facts  se  well  as  opinions  bearing  on  the  case, 
in  the  language  in  which  dtey^  have  been  offidally  Foomulgftted  and' 

gacad  on  record.  We  shajl  recur,  for  this  purpose,  to  the  letter  of  Sir 
harles  Metcalfe,  written  from  Hyderabad  on  the  Slst  of  August,'  1823, 
and  addressed  to  the  Political  Secretary  of  Gorenuoeot  at  Calcutta,' 
being  the  formal  avowal  of  the  writer's  sentiments  on  the  relative  daties- 
of  rulers  and  subjects,  and  his  opinions  as  to  the  mode  in  which  these 
duties  should  be  enforced  on  each,  by  our  direct  interference  in  the 
manageoMnt  of  tiie  a&irs  of  the  Niiam's  dominions. 

We  have  already  expressed  die  high  estimation  in  which,  in  com* 
moD  with  the  great  m^ority  of  the  English  settled  in  India,  we  held  Sir 
Charles  Metcal&'s  liberal  opinions  in  politics,  and  the  general  excellence- 
of  his  uoderstanding  and  character.  To  these  opinions,  as  far  as  he 
wows  or  acts  upOn  them,  we  still  yield  our  decided  and  cordial  assent. 
It  is  the  mode  of  their  apptication,  in  enforcing  them  upon  the  adoption* 
of  other  pec^le,  to  the  manifest  invasiou  of  their  just  rights,  which  forms 
tfw  ground  of  ol^ection.  But  to  set  this  in  the  fairest  light  to  both  parties, 
we  ^lall  give  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe's  own  avow^  in  Us  own  language; 
and  the  remarks  of  Lord  Hastings  in  reply,  in  the  same  faithful  manner. 
The  following-  paragraphs  are  from  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe's  letter  to  Mr. 
Svrinton,  Political  Secretary  of  the  Bengal  Government,  dated  Hyder- 
i^nd,  31st  August  1832,  and  commencing  at  page  213  of  the  printed 
collection  of  Hyderabad  Papere. 

I  pcoposc,  in  the  present  despatcb,  to  describe  at  greater  length  than  hra'eto- 
fore,  fur  tbe  cogiuEkDce  of  the  Moit  Noble  the  Goveruur- General  in  CauDcil,  the 
Gonceptiani  wiUi  wbicb  1  bare  apprehended,  and  the  mode  in  which  I  have  en- 
deavoured toeKccute  hia.Ldrdship'i  initruchoDsforthe  inteipMiciuu  ut  oar  advice 
and  iitfiaeiK€,  with  ■  view  to  the  benttit  of  the  Ni^m  and  biV  subjecti.

cumtient  on  ui  to  uve  hit  aubjeett  from  crievoui  oppratiioo. 

If  the  Niiani  ruled  his  subjects  with  equity  and  prudence,  our  interpositiun  be- 
tween them,  I  presume,  would  benrilber  necessary,  nor  eipedient,  nor  jnst.  In 
like  manner,  we  tbould  be  excludrd  from  Interftrance  by  propriety,  polky,  aad 
iBcliDattoa,  if  hii  Minister  ruled  for  him  in  a  wise  and  beooming  manner. 

Interference  in  [he  inCemal  coQcem*  of  states  under  our  proteetioD  ii  acider 
desirable  nor  generous,  when  it  can  be  avoided:  and  should  ooly  then  beresortcd 
to,  wheu  it  la  cleiTlv  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  people  from  the  misery 
Btid  destruction  which  must  ever  attend  oppretsion  and  mierute. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  interpoiilion  ha  a  dutf,  when  clearly  ■acMMryfortha' 
relief  of  the  people,  it  would  iicm  la  be  lo  iu  a  more  than  ordinary  degree,  when 
a  country  i*  governed  by  a  MiqiMer  siqiported  by  our  influence,  and  abiolutB  in 
his  power. 

In  every  ca«e  where  we  support  Ae  mlloy  power,  bnl  more  eafadaHy  tn  neh' 
a  caie  at  that  lait  dricribcd,  we  becoms-Raponilbla,  ia  great  tuacve,  for  thr 
acts  of  the  Government,  and  if  they  are  hurtful  to  the  people,  we  aid  (d  iaflioting, 
tbemjiuy. 

Such  were  the  notions  with  which  I  came  to  Hyderabad ;  tnch  were  the  cou- 
ccptions  which  I  entertained  of  the  viewa  of  Ae  OMemor-eeneral  in  CooacJl,  tn 
■uthoriiinf  the  Reiident  to  interpose  hit  advioa  and  inBuBnec  fo^  thBh^ter  ma- 
iMnment  of  the  Nium's  affain. 

After  I  bad  taken  charge  of  the  Residency,  I  found  that  the  very  peculiar  cir- 
cUDistances  of  Ibe  Nizam's  Gdvemment  increased,  if  posiible,  the  etajtn  irtiich 
the  peDple  had  on  us  for  protection,  and  even  callerf  on  us  to  ittterftre  for  *f 
sake  of  the  sovereign  himself.

CircumitanreB  have  sioce  provod  the  ueceaiily  of  this  arraDjemeiit;  for  nu- 
merous imtantes  of  eiaction.  beyoud  ibe  amount  fixed  by  the  leases,  have  been 
dalected.

opinion,  ohiectinaable,  if  it  can  ha  avoided,  I  have  often  considered  anxiously 
what  course  ouutd  be  pursued,  other  than  that  which  has  been  adopted. 

Tba  only  doubt  nbich,  it  seems  (o  me,  ve  have  to  combat,  ia  uiat  which  at- 
taches to  auy  interference  whatever  in  the  aSaics  of  a  foreign  couutry.  That 
iluubt  I  mi^t  consider  as  set  at  rest,  by  the  authority  conveyed  lu  the  Resident 
by  tba  orden  of  (he  Governor-Geural  in  Council.  Moreover,  our  interference  4t 
thit  oourt  is  not  of  recent  date,  hut,  in  one  shape  or  another,  of  !aD|;.  standioe; 
and  if  it  be  right  to  interfere  ip  behalf  of  our  own  interest*,  by  Imposing  a  IVtiulj,- 
ter  on  tbs  coiintry,  it  caouot  surely  be  wrong  to  interpose  for  the  intercsis  uf  the 
people,  with  a  vitiu'  to  their  prolectiun  against  his  rapacity. 

At  pre&eut,  by  imposing  a  Minister  on  a  Priure,  and  supporting  that  Mii)iGter 
durincuur  pleasure,  we  make  the  Sovereign  subject  to  his  servant ;  ive  make  th^ 
JUiiMler  tyrant  over  bis  master;  we  patruuiKe  a  victual  usurpation ;  and  if  the 
iiuui  whom  we  choose  for  nur  own  purposes  be  a  vicious  ruler,  we  lanction,  by  Our 
t*uiibiiuuue,  all  the  evils  of  bis  misrule. 

And,  for  so  iloitig,  we  should  not  at  present  have  the  plea  oF  necessity  ;  for  tb* 
aame  power  which  can  enable  us  to  tiippori  a  Miniiter  ubuoxious  tp  hjs  Princ^ 
jBiCht  enable  u^loexerciae,  in  a  less  objectionBhle  manner,  sulGcient  control  over 
the  policy  of  the  Prince  and  his  Ministers,  whoever  Uiey  might  be. 

The  eonduct,  therefore,  at  this  court,  which  1  should  cunceive  tu  be  best  suitej) 
ta  our  prttant  circumstance*  in  India,  would  be,  to  court  the  good'  will  of  the

ment  agkinst  lebellion,  it  leemi  lo  be  incumbent  on  ui  h>  save  his  sutijact*  (tchd 
^evoiu  oppression."  The  argument  of  supremacy  havioe  bean  set  aside, 
nothing  but  the  tenour  oF  some  special  engagement  could  TCDder  us  liable  to  the 
call,  or  allot  to  us  the  title  for  such  interposition.  Our  treaties,  characteriiia; 
the  Nicam  as  an  independent  sovereign,  authoriae  no  Kuch  latitude.  When,  for 
out  private  views,  that  prince  was  constrained  to  support  a  body  of  oartroopt,  to 
be  statioDed  npor  his  capital,  the  then  govemmeat  disguised  the  iaterctted  op- 
^ressiveness  oF  making  him  pay  a  purtiun  of  our  aroiy  Fur  holding  him  in  ibr^- 
dom,  by  a  sturdy  declaration,  that  bis  lligbni^ss  had  sponlaneouaJy  sought  the 
aid  oF  a  subsidiary  force,  to  secure  his  person  hdiI  territories.  I'be  veil  tbns 
thrown  over  our  policy,  required  that  any  stipulations  which  could  ttutric  the 
prostration  of  his  power  should  be  forborne,  so  that,  in  appearance,  he  logiti- 
malely  retained  his  freedom.  The  measure,  however,  really  placed  him  at  our 
mercy.  It  was  hardly  tu  be  imagined,  that  our  advantage  would  not  beahused, 
and  it  was  abused :  the  independence  which  the  very  conditions  ofthe  compact 
.ncogniied,  and  pledged  us  lo  respect,  was  set  at  Duught.  Gisdual  but  unequi- 
voc^  encroachments  on  the  Niiam's  Just  autbority  were  perceived  by  the  Ho- 
BOurable  Court,  and  a  mort  becoming  system  was  enjoined.  The  GoreriHW- 
General  in  Council  laboured  to  introduce  It; — a  work  of  no  small  difflculty  when 
die  country  wm  io  diiorganiied ; — and  havine  established  an  undentaudiogwrith 
Hajah  Chnndoo  Loll  for  the  correction  and  future  conduct  of  affairs  (this  Go- 
vernment, in  return,  binding  itself  to  support  Ihit  Minister),  the  Resident  was 
directed  to  adopt  a  course  of  conciliatory  counsel,  instead  oF  those  starts  of  des- 
potic dictation  which  had  before  been  in  use.  That  limited  decree  of  iDterfeirace 
would  Hill  be  objec^naUe,  but  for  the  common  interest  between  the  two  Ge- 
.vemmenta,  that  his  Hirhness't  territories  should  be  restored  to  pnisperity :'  yet 
even  that  excuse  would  be  iniuKcient,  were  not  our  inBuence  to  be  managed 
with  delicacy,  and  to  be  unavowed.  Such  is  the  distinct  nature  of  unr  relations 
with  the  Niiam  ;  and  n  disregard  of  its  terms  would  be  no  teas  repugnant  to  gr- 
neral  principles,  than  to  the  orders  of  this  Government. 

.  Paragraphs  four  and  five  plead  necessity  for  our  inteepMitioii,  became  the 
Niiam  does  not  rule  bis  subjects  widi  equity  and  prudence,  'ne  fact  of  mal-ad- 
miDistratian  is  unquestionable,  and  must  be  deplored.  Does  that,  however,  de- 
cide the  mode  in  which  alteration  is  to  be  effiicted  ?  Where  is  our  right  to  dctrf- 
mlne,  that  the  amount  of  the  evil  ia  such  as  to  demand  our  talcing  the  natedy 
into  our  hands  ?  His  t«rdshlp  In  Council  observe*,  that  the  necessity  Mated  is 
altogether  constructive.  Were  «uch  a  pretence  allowable,  a  powerful  MWcwould 
never  want  a  colour  for  subjugating  a  weak  neieb^ur.  llie  consequence  is  so 
obvious,  that  no  principle  in  the  law  oF  nations  leaves  room  for  acting  oo  such  a 
preaumptiou.  It  is  admitted  that  if  convulsions  rage  so  violently  in  one  ilate, 
B*  clearly  to  threaten  the  eicitalioB  of  ferment  in  a  bordering  one,  the  latter  may 
be  luitlSed  in  reducing  to  order  the  nation  by  which  its  tranquillity  was  menaced. 
This,  bowever,  is  an  extreme  case,  at  the  same  time  that  it  is  of  a  deacription 
•tricUy  de&ned.  No  analogy  esisls  between  Indisputable  exigency  and  an  as- 
•erted  convenience,  where  vague  arbitnuy  charges,  if  tolerated  as  a  gronnd  «f 
procniure,  would  furnish  ready  pretext  for  the  foulest  uinrpatiwDa. 

In  the  tweuty-sifth  paragraph  you  mendon,  that  the  Britiafa  officers  acting 
under  you,  and  charged  with  the  duty  of  receiving,  in  the  districts  over  which 
they  were  respectively  placed,  appeals  oF  the  cultivators  against  any  exactions 
attempted  by  the  native  functionaries,  were  "  also  authoriied  and  directed  to 
give  their  attention  to  the  suppression  oF  df^edations,  robberies,  and  Budi 
crimes  as  affect  the  safety  of  the  community."  The  first  duty  was  of  a  very  deli, 
cate  discharge.    With  regard  to  that  which  was  superadded,  a  more  ostentatious 


ssumpCian  of  the  Government  could  uot  well  be  imarined 
In  the  mean  time,  the  Goven)or-Genera1  in  Conndrmust  require  yonr  bedding 
•  vigilant  eye  over  those  very  young  and  inexperienced  individuals,  to  whota 
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adippuit  ptimdeorit,  tluin  wbich  Dotbinf  could  be m  ..  

iiDiiicquciKe  J  /ou-mbil,  thttefore,  check  auaterelj  anjr  uiucceiuTj'  exlubitioa  of 
■uperiority. 

The  reader  will  make  faU  own  comment  on  the  opposite  riem  taken 
by  Lord  Hastiiigs  end  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe,  on  the  cjnestion  of  iater- 
ference  as  a  right  and  duty,  and  the  extent  to  which  it  ought  to  be 
exercised  by  ua  on  foreign  itatea,  or  tboM  mcn«  emphatically  said  to  b« 
"  taken  under  pur  protection."  We  shall  paM  on  to  the  oHttinnation  of 
tlie  nairatif  e. 

On  the  8th  of  September  1823,  Sir  Charlea  Metcalfe  addieued  the 
Bengal  GoTeTnment,submittiDg  a  statement  of  what  he  heli«ved  to  be  the 
debta  of  the  Nizam's  Government,  of  which  he  consicleni  17  lacs  lo  bb 
dne  lo  native  money-Iendera ;  15  lacs  arrears  due  to  troops;  10  lacs' 
omettled  claims  of  the  British  GoTemment;  and  4  lacs  the  ti^ual  ad- 
vance of  peshcnsh;'  making,  in  all,  46  lacs  of  rupees.  The  debt  to 
W.  Palmar  and  Co.  he  estimates  at  83  laci,  making,  tt^etber,  129tacB' 
of  rupees,  or  about  a  million  and  a  quarter  steiling,  lihe  statement  of 
Revenue  and  Expenditure  is  thus  given—

To  thip  statement  the  Resident  adds  his  opinion,  that  it  would  be  far 
from  discouragiDE,  in  the  present  pro^cts  of  the  country,  if  the  British 
Government  would  but  relieve  the  Nizam's  Government  from  its  embar- 
raismenta,  by  lending  it  money  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest ;  aitd  by  pro- 
curing it  at  lower  rates  from  other  quarters. 

Such  a  mode  of  relief  would  be  unobjectionable,  provided  the  parties 
who  had  already  lent  the  sums  required  by  the  Ninm  were  indemnified 
for  aU  the  losses  that  muM  accrue  to  them  from  such  a  transfer  of  debt.' 
But  without  doing  this,  it  would  be  as  mijust  as  it  would  be  to  interfere' 
with  the  due  fulfilment  of  any  contract  ibr  which  each  party  had  perbapa 
made  tuch  extensiTe  arrangements  as  might  lead  to  fortune  if  the  con- 
tract were  faithfully  adhered  to,  and  to  ruin  if  prematurely  deUroyed. 
If  the  Nizam  or  his  minister  had  borrowed  of  W.  Palmar  and  Co.  at  too 
high  an  interest,  this  was  the  necessary  result  of  the  low  state  of  their 
credit,  and  the  insecurity  of  property  and  en^iagements  in  their  dominions.' 
It  is  admitted  on  all  sides,  that  the  rate  of  interest  received  by  W.  Pal- 
mer and  Co.,  high  ai  it  might  be,  was  not  so  high  as  that  which  had  been 
paid  to  other  loan-contmctnre,  before  they  supplied  the  funds  required. 
It  is  also  admitted  that  W.  Palmer  and  Co.  were  themselves  obliged  to 
pay  a  very  bish  interest  to  those  from  whom  they  procured  the  fimds  for 
this  perpose,  in  order  to  induce  persons  to  place  it  in  their  hands,  and 
that  their  profit  on  the  transaction,  in  borrowing  at  12  and  14,  and  lend- 
ing at  16  andJS  per  cent.,  was  not  greater  than  that  of  the  English 
ageocj-bouses  throughout  all  India,  who  at  that  petiod  borrowed  at  6 
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and  6,  and  \tni  at  10  and  12 — araosg  theii  own  couotiyinei),  beiidu 
Adding  charges  of  cotaninioD,  inmaaM,  bimI  othw  iteou,  that  oocauoiMd 
Mme  of  those  to  whom  they  lent  money  to  pay  14,  16,  and  tna  18  per 
cent,  for  ihe  uw  of  the  capital  required  by  them  for  puq)oaes  of  bade,  or 
tiw  pajBietit  of  their  cAmat  axpanaai  of  liTtng.  If  we  add' to  thia  the 
&ct  that  W,  Palmer  and  Co>  poaeeued  no  real  monopoly  fat  the  aupply 
•f  money  to  tbe  Nitam  at  Hydflnliadi  but  that  whatenr  the  nunulM' 
took  from  then  in  the  way  of  ktaa,  be  look  with  bit  eyc«  opeo,  and  bit 
bands  free  to  .go  trhererer  be  eauld^  supplied  <m  cheaper  terms,  it  will 
be  difficult  to  underBtand  wherein  consiated  the  great  crime  of  Palmer 
and  C».,  unless  it  were  in  makjng  as  much  of  tbeir  cash  as  the  nircam- 
•tances  in  whieb  they  were  placed  eaaUed  them,  without  faroe  or  coer- 
aioa,  to  effect.  To  those  wbo  stiil  ding  to  the  URory  Laws,  as  a  relic  of 
f  the  wisdom  of  our  anoeators,."  Uiis  will  no  doubt  appear  a  crime  of  as 
ordinary  roagaitiide.  But  to  iJl  who  repvd  ihe  .utmost  .profits  that  can 
be  made  oo  moaey,  to  be  as  lair  aad  boitonrable  as  tha  same  amount  of 
pnfita  on  laftd,  honses,  and  merchaadise  of  ererj  description,  sucb  an 
tecusaliaii  aa  ^U  of  rsceiviog  "  uiuiiow  interest"  will  wly. meat  with 
merited  contempt.  ... 

As  to  the  ioseparable  connexion  of  high  interest  with  insecurity  <dtbe 
principat  lent,  whoever  lias  watched  the  fate  of  the  Poyais  scrip,  tbe 
Spanish  bonds,  and  other  miscalled  securitiee,  on  the  Stock  Errchange  of 
England,  must  know  that  any  attempt  to  flx  Uiereal  rate  of  iotQcelt,  would 
be  aa  vain  as  attempts  to'fix  the  piiee  of  ai»  particular  stock,  the  ane 
necessarily  detenninitig  the  other,  and  botb  oeing  entirely  dtpendent 
upon  the  public  opioioa  of  the  security  aad  honesty  of  the  parties  tu  whom 
the  loans  are  granted.  If  any  reader  should  woMcr  why  the  Nizam  of 
Hyderabad,  himself  rich  in  private  hoards  of  treasure,  should  find  if 
difficult  to  borrow  money  in  India  at  &  moderate  rate  of  interest,  we  need 
only  point  his  attention  to  the  existing  credit  of  Ferdinand,  fbe  Kinf 
of  Spain,  at  tbe  head  of  a  more  civilized  and  a  more  powerfol  kingdom, 
(weait  and  unstable  as  it  is,)  tban  the  Nisam  of  Hyderabad  ;  and  if  k^ 
cannot,  with  all  the  means  and  appliances  that  have  beea  tried  «n  his 
Wbal^,  procure  a  single  million  on  any  tortus  at  all,  why  should  a  Ho- 
batrunedan  despot,  whom  all  parties  describe  as  the  most  depraved  %nd 
abandoned  of  men,  hope  fer  greater  succeta  ? 

.  The  truth  is,  lliat  unless  the  guarantee  of  the  Britisli  GorenuDMit,  and 
tbe  distinct  and  explicit  pledge  (rf  their  protection  had  been  extended  to 
V^,  Palmer  and  Co.,  they  would  never  bare  ventured  to  trust  the  Nitam 
and  bis  minister  so  deeply  as  they  did  :  but  aAer  oollecting,  on  the  &ith 
of  this  guarantee,  capital  from  all  quarters,  to  lend  it  to  the  Niiajn  at  a 
lower  rate  of  interest  than  be  bad  previously  paid  to  others,  and  fairly  cal- 
culating on  the  honourable  fulfilment  of  tli$  stipulated  eogagements  on  both 
sides,  itdoee  appear  to  us  an  act  of  tbe  grossest  dishonesty,  as  Well  as  cmel^, 
to  withdraw,  as  the  East.  India  DireCtora  commanded  tbe  Bengal  Oo- 
rernment  to  do,  that  very  sanction  which  they  had  solemnly  pledgsd,  and 
without  which  not  a  aingle  lie  remained  by  which  tbe  Niiam  and  his 
minister  could  be  forced  to  fulfil  their  eiigagementB.  _ 

Sir  Charles  Metcalfe's  pn^xwitioQ,  for  taking  the  ivboSr  of  flU  AAl  O&t 
pf  the  hands  of  W.  Palmer  and  Co.  anfl  tratislerring  it  to  the  Conftiaoy,

The  whole  of  these  {extracts  are  fhll  of  matter  for  refleeti<m,  in  which 
we.  cannot  here  indulge ;  but  the  reader  ^U  no  donbt  see  the  mischievous 
;doetrin£fi  enSuced,  in  considering  zeal,  and  an  erroneous  conviction  ef 
being  right,  a  sufficient  excuse  forpoGitive  miacondnot,  and  setting  np  the 
mere  reputation  for  veraci^  of  any  individual  againat  a  distinct  charge, 
wliich  required  to  be  caieuilly  inquired  into,  and  the  evidence  on  both 
sides  .heard,  before  a  decision  was  paaaed.  Sir  Chariea  Metcalfej  in 
^moBt  every  letter  that  he  writes,  lets  out  tbe  secret  of  his  jealousy  at  the 
power  and  inftiKDcvaBddutbcliooeivoyed  by  Messrs.  W.  Paliner'dcCo. 
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thoogb  this  is  almotl  an  unavoidable  coofiequence  nf  I&i^e  commercial 
trajuactions  and  great  wealth :  and  is  uot  at  all  more  extraordinary  than 
the  iufluence  enjoyed  by  the  GoldEmidB,  tbe  Rotbcliilds,  the  Barings, 
and  other  ^cat  loan  contractore,  each  in  their  day,  and  ia  the  couotry  in 
which  their  fiaancial  operations  have  been  most  extensive.  Some  of  Sir 
Charles  Metcalfe'a  expreseioos  on  this  subject  de«erve  to  be  extracted. 
He  says;  p. 343.

It  is  worthy  of  remaxk,  that  most  of  the  evidence  here  alluded  to,  ut 
admitted  to  bare  been  obtaiited  from  tbe  conduct  and  private  confeBsiou 
of  Chundoo  Loll,  who,  like  most  of  the  natave*  of  India,  appears  to  hare 
bcea  a  complete  master  in  tbe  art  of  duplicity:  and  yet,  of  this  same 
Chundoo  Loll,  on  whose  vemcity  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe  places  due  reliance 
when  be  communicateB  any  thini;  unfavourable  to  tbe  character  of  Messrs. 
W.  Palmer  and  Co.  be  thus  speaks,  in  a  paragraph  almost  immediat«Iy 
following ;  p.  244. 

I  need  not  remark  on  the  ioBinceri^  and  du|^ieity  of  Chundoo  Loll.  What  he 
says  to-day,  be  would  not  scruple  to  contradict  to-morrow,  and  it  is  not  possible 
.to  fii  him  lo  Buy  point  from  which  fif  wishes  in  make  bis  eic^ie.  liis  notthere- 
fore,  HO  mucb  ou  what  he  saya,  as  on  what  I  see  done,  that  m^  conviction  of  his 
belief  oF  (he  influence  of  Messrs.  William  Palmer  and  Co.  is  founded. 

TheResidcQtgoeson  to  detail  some  of  tbe  modes  in  which  this  influence 
was  exercised:  but  it  is  clear  that  it  was  not  against  the  ioHuence 
itfieli^  but  against  tbose  by  whom  it  was  used,  that  his  wrath  was  kindled. 
As  a  proof  of  this,  after  complaining  that  their  power  and  authority,  de  - 
rived  although  he  admits  it  to  be  from  the  support  of  the  minister  hinself, 
waa  "  such  ae  no  other  merchants  possessed,  and  such  as  no  merchants 
ovoHTto  posaess;"*  and  enumerating  some  of  tbe  modes  in  which  it  was 
exercised,  be  ends  by  saying ;  p.  244. 

I  bave  seen  the  jagheers  of  one  of  tbe  fint  noble*  of  the  state  seized  and 
sequertrred,  as  Ibey  itill  remain,  for  tbe  giayment  of  his  debt  to  them.  I  mn» 
iatprapritls  in  thir .-  but  it  would  not  have  been  dune  for  any  other  merchaols  in 
the  land. 

I  do  not  mean  to  accuse  Messrs.  William  Palmer  and  Co.  oF  making  an 
ttn/urr  use  oFtfaeir  power  :  tliey  may  exerdae  it  perhaps  with  great  madfrnlion ; 
hilt  it  is  a  power  wh-cb  DoEa  not  pnoPESLV  bglono  to  MeacnANTS,  aod  ougti 
not  to  be  intnisied  to  persons  who  have  onlf  ibeir  own  interest*  to  tceard. 

We  must  extract  another  portion  of  this  remarkable  letter  of  Sir  Charles

-iticmbem  of  that  efltabliBhrnent  regarded  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe's  condnct 
in  no  very  favourable  light,  aa  it  affected  their  interests :  and  like'  men,  "as 
-  well  a*  merdmrtttthcy  det«TttiiBed  to  milt  what  they  deemed  an  enensch- 
tnent  on  their  rights.  "What  l*"  exclaims  the  Resident ,"  a  set  of  merehantt 
'dare  to'  come  to  issue  with  the  representative  of  the  Briliib  Goremmeitt ! 
lite  thin^  Is  perfectly  unintelligible."  Now,  it  sboiild  be  obeerved  in  thie 
first  place,  that  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe  was  the  so-ruitaf  the  Eut  India 
'Com)>etiy :  and  they  are  in  no  respect  whateveo'  any  paH  of  the  BHtish 
OuVemmcnt.  Neither  the  King,  Ijords,  and  Commons  of  England,  nor 
the  people  from  whom  all  ihe«e  derive  their  power,  had  any  tmog  what- 
ever to  do  with  the  disputes  in  agitation  at  Hyderabad  :  nor  did  Sir  Gharies 
Metcfllft  possess  dfo  slightest  authority  ftora  them  to  awume  the  hi^ 
sounding  title  of  "  reprcsentatire  of  the  British  Government  at  Hyddti- 
'bad."  But  even  if  he  had,  can  lie  be  ignorant  of  the  fact  (hat  merchants 
•in  England  will  dare  to  come  to  issue,  not  with  the  repreventative'vefdy, 
but  with  the  Britith  Government  itftelff«nd  that  the  humUeai  individdal 
in  the  realm  may  dispute  even  the  acts  of  the  hi^eet  in  acouttof  hnv? 
■AitKt  all,  it  appeared  that  this  "  coming  to  issue  "  meant  n»  mora,  than 
.dint  if  Sir  ChatlM  Mbtcall^  shoold  oppose  what  they  coaridarad  diur  jnst 
-daima,  tbey  Would  themselves  forward  aaoh  lettenvfretnomtrance  ae  the 
minister  might  think  proper  to  add  to  their  own,  in  their  vppmM  ts  the 
Supreme  <jaTemment  of  Bengal-  for  redras.  Had  all  the  members  of 
the  house  been  British-born  aubgects,  it  sqeme  tlits  cnuld  not  be  lewfoUy 
-done;  as  the  relations  of  th«  East  India  Company  pnvidetlHit  tmoem- 
Tilaints  against  public  functionaries  in  their  service  shall  be  handed  np 
to  Govcmincot  but  through  these  functionaries  themselves — a  simple  hut 
l^ffectna)  "Way  of  shotting  out  complaint  altogether.  Itbappened,  bmr- 
ever,  that  the  two  Palniers,  who  Were  leading  membcTe  of  tiiii  firm,  were 
■natives  of  India,  not-liable  to  the  operation  of  this  law,  and  mmcorar, 
thuthey  were,  ftoiti  long  rMid^r^  at  Hyderabad,  and  pi«vioM  a^Tfioe 
-aBOfHeer^  in  the  army  of  the  Nizam,  considered  a»  his  subjects.  TTiey 
'therefore  s^nt  the  letters  of  the  mlnnter,  comphiiojftg  of  the  oondoetaf 
:SkCtMrles  Metcalft;  and'foT  the  eserctsettfthfs  just  right  of  appealing 
against  what  they  deemed  iojuatiee,  a  right  which  ought  to  be  open  to-all 
-men;  8fr  Gharleri  HetoSlfe's  anger  ia  ■xtitmsi  But  wtt  must  fp*t  his 
own  words.

But,  we 
E  again-^Wtao  are  th«  Eatt  India  Company?  and  what  onpiouS 
MTetiiits,  not  af  #eaith  merely,  bvt  <of  bh)od,  and  innocent  binod  too,  hnre 
fhey  not  di«wii  fnm  ereiy  part  of  InAaT  Hare  they  not,  l^  meau  of 
then-  "  Brtlish  Uood,  Britiah  education,  British  connexions,  KoA  Btitieh 
infitieace,"  deAroned  nearly  all  the  legitittlte  sorerei^B  of  dte  country  f 
HaTC  (hey  not  robbed  the  heir  to  almost  every  throne  in  India,  of  his 
ligMful  posseMion ;  and  reduced  to  the  most  ab}«et  Butmisaion^  all  who 
still  retain  the  shadow  of  their  fmuterpow^?  Have  they  not,  moreover, 
wrong  frOlb  the  inhabltKBta  ot  evety  part  of  this  extendve  coantry,  all 
tftnt  they  eonld  pdsslUy  extract- from  them  in  laKes  and  tribate,  leav- 
Ing  them  litfle  more  than  enough  for  the  most  humble  eubristence  ? 
Yet,  who  shall  place  the  thumb-Kcrews  on  these  T  Whatever  Messrs. 
WtlIhA  Palmer  and  Co.  obtained  by  the  profits  of  their  mercantile 
trunactionst  did  not  force  a  ringle  rupee  from  any  poor  man  agaictt  his 
will,  The  East  India  Company,  however,  losing,  as  they  a*ow,  on 
dl  their  «ommetci61  trensactionB  vdfh  Indlh  (wbicb,'neT#rthelMB,  they 
still  continne)  make  up  this  loss,  and  accumulate  a  Iiulge  sarplus  gain 
besides,  «a(Jling  by  force,  from  ttie  poorest  people  io  the  lend,  th*  utter- 
most farthing  they  have  to  spare;  and  putting  up  the  land  to  sale, 
without  scruple  '-or  remorse,  -  if  any  portion  of-  their  arrears  shaH  remain 
for  a  single  year  inipaid  t  We  dilght  go  on  to  pursue  the  contvast,  to 
4ieiomiAdiBCi«dit«f  wbtttt  cidlf^  the  IfowmrsWe  Corapaay,  aBd 
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their  OTBtein  ;  but  it  must  be  aaneceaeaiy.  The  day  will  come,- wbea 
the  thumb-screws  of  the  British  Parliament  will  be  applied  to  them  in 
their  turn ;  and  though  they  may  not  be  compelled  to  diu^rge  any 
portion  of  dieii  ill-gotten  wealth,  or  to  regtore  to  the  natives  of  India  what 
they  have  taken  firomthem ;  yet,  h;  the  abbolition  of  their  charter,  we  hope 
to  see  at  least  a  ttop  put  to  further  i^resnoni  of  the  same  descciptiin, 
and  au  improred  Bystem  take  the  place  of  the  preseut  odious  and  tibo- 
minable  despotism,  which  keeps  so  many  millions  in  slavery  and  degni' 

We  findthui  subject  expand  under  our  hands,  in  a  mannernot  easy  U> 
be  prevented,  and  yet  such  as  we  would  not  willingly  indulge ;  because 
it  is  desirable,  for  many  reasons,  to  include  it  wHhin  our  usual  limits. 
But  n-here  this  is  eridently  impi%9ihle,  we  mtlat  be  content  with  an  ap- 
proximatiaD  to  the  desirable  medium  between  a  brevity  that  would  leave 
the  subject  incomplete  and  unintelligible,  and  a  diSuseness  that  would 
be  tiresome  and  defeat  the  end  in  view,  that  of  intereetinK  pi^c  at- 
tention in  a  questioti  of  the  highest  public  importance,  inasmnch  as  it 
IS  illuattatiTe  of  the  system  of  govenimeBt  diat  prevails  in  Britisk 
India,  aod  has  a  tendency  to  lead  to  the  agitation  of  the  great  question, 
whether  such  a  system  sbould  be  allowed  to  continue  a  moment  longer 
than  tbe  interests  and  happiness  of  the  peofJe,  for  whose  benefit  it  is 
professedly  maintained,  require. 

"  Necessity,  the  tyrant's  ready  plea,"  however  ajnilicaUe  to  other 
systems,  is,  happily,  not  the  least  so  to  this. — An  intelligent  correqiOD- 
dent  has  showo,  by  his  letter  inswtad  in  our  last  Number,  "  that  the' 
legal  term  for  the  existence  of  all  public  charters,  is  their  continuing  to 
operate  for  the  public  good :  that  this  is  the  declared  object  of  all  such 
grants,  as  well  as  the  declared  condition  of  their  duration."  If  tried  I^ 
Uiis  rule,  the  charter  of  the  East  India  Company  should  have  been 
abolished  long  ago.  It  is,  however,  fast  a[^roaching  its  terminatHHi : 
and  its  hold  on  pubfic  sympathy  for  support,  which  has  never  been  very 
strong,  is  growing  weaker  and  weaker  every  day.  It  shall  be  our  duty 
to  collect  facts  for  public  use;  and,  with  the  increased  and  increasii^ 
intelligence  of  the  age,  on  questions  of  political  economy  and  IqiislatioD, 
the  advocates  of  monopoly  and  despotism  must  fall  beure  those  of  un- 
restricted commerce  and  government  by  law.  When  this  triumph  is 
achieved,  the  destruction  of  the  East  India  Company  is  certain ;  and, 
considering  that  not  a  single  individual  now  in  their  service  in  India, 
need  be  injured  in  the  shghtest  degree  by  their  fall,  while  tens  of  thou- 
sands, nay  millions  would  be  beoefiied  by  the  change ;  aud  that  none  but 
the  twenty~fbur  Directors,  and  their  immediate  dependents,  would  have 
any  thing  to  regret,  while  their  loss  of  patronage  would  be  a  poWc 
gain;  it  is  hardly  too  much  to  hope  that  not  100  voices  in  England  would 
be  raised  in  their  behalf,  out  of  the  millions  that  form  the  populatioa  of 
the  Britiel)  Isles. 

We  shall  return  to  the  subject  of  the  transactions  at  Hyderabad,  in 
our  next,  a^  they  are  full  of  illustrative,  and  therefore,  valuable  matter. 
In  the  mean  time,  while  on  the  subject  of  the  probable  dnratitm  of  tlie 
preKentsystemofgovernmentupheldbytheEastlndiaCompany.wecanBot 
do  belter  than  conclude,  in  the  worjs  of  an  eloquent  and  philQSgphical 
writer,  whose  work  we  again  take  an  opportunity  of  recommending  tn 
the  euly  aad  atteptivc  p^uaal  of  nil  whg  dnire  to  po«sesa  in  &  small 
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Bpftce  the  most  accurate  and  complele  view  of  the  great  questioQs  con- 
nected nith  the  Government  of  liidia,  that  has  appeared  for  many  yeais.^ 
The  writer  Bays : 

"  The  iniufficieiicy  of  the  Company,  aa  an  organ  for  the  OoTernment 
of  India,  mnlts  from  the  incompatikility  of  thc^r  constitution,  not  only 
with  the  CoionJal  System,  which  we  mus^  speedily  adopi,  but  with 
any  course  of  jnecedeot  or  equitable  adniiiuatTat)«D,  as  it  reapect«  the 
nalires,  with  diatinct  respooubility  as  it  regards  England,  or  with  that 
respect  which  the  European  functionanes  ought  to  eqtwtaia  ior  their 
nominal  masleia.  To  talk  of  '  pieeeiTiog,  cheriahiog,  and  eaehriaing' 
Hich  a  system;  of  'guarding  it  at  once  with  the  armour  of  Law  Bod 
enchantment  of  opinion,'  is  to  war  with  the  uucooqueraUe  Itastincts 
of  naturei  the  consent) og  testimony  of  .experiesce,  the  plainest  dictate» 
of  justice,  the  irrefragable  conclustpo*  of  political  wisdom.  But  the 
days  are  numbered  during  which  it  will  be  permitted  to  cumber  the 
ground.

A  GuvemoT-Gcneralii  A|eDti  of'  wUobUne  tre .peshkpi  a doren  in  diflbvot 
quarten  of  India,  is  a  Civil  Servant  in  thi  Political  Department,  itbo  i«  Mut 
to  such  points  as  occaiinn. may. require,  «itb  powers  little,  inferior  V>  that  of  a 
ReEidrnt,  the  namo  g^ven  In  stallonary  ambassaitoTS  at  the  native  Courts. 
Such  Retideiits  as  tbose  at  Dellii,  Hyderabad,  Na|pore,  Katmandoo,  Luckoov, 
&c.  mtt  considered  to  be  the  representatives  of  the  Govemor-Geaeral  himielTi 
and  the^  exercise  almott  unlimited  power  la  civil,  military,  mad  jmliti^ 
transactions  recurring  within  their  retpective  proriucai,  leceirinf  reports  Trom 
numerous  olBtial  depend*iits  around  them,  and  mairitaiiiing' a  correspondence 
with  the  Political  Secrrtary  at  Calcutta,  Ihrouj^h  whom  almt  they  recrive  the 
snggestions  or  orders  of  the  Siloreni*  Government  at  to  the  nacralUucor  policy 
they  are  to  purauc,  the  deiniti  being  generally  left  lo  tl^emselves.

among  the  topics  of  their  clioice.  All  that  is  wanted,  indeed,  for  the. 
triumph  of  Truth  over  Error,  in  this,  as  in  every  other  case,  is  discussion : 
and  the  question  wlMthei  the  Press  of  India  should  be  free  or  enslaved,  ii' 
likely  to  enjoy  this  advantage  to  the  full. 

In  the  fourth  Number  of  a  new  Monthly  Journal,  entitled  "The  Palla-' 
dium,"  the  Editor  has  chosen  for  the  subject  of  his  leading  article  "  The. 
Press  in  India ;"  and  as  we  know  that  there  are  many  in  that  remote  coun- 
try, to  whom  these  pages  will  convey  the  first  intelligence  of  the  f^,  we 
know  that  they  will  feel  gratified  by  seeing  the  few  passages  that  we  shall, 
extract  from  the  article  in  question,  if  only  es  an  indication  of  the  feelings 
of  those  who  evidently  approach  the  question  for  the  £rsttime,  and  u*' 
entirely  uninfluenced  by  the  local  interests  which  are  supposed  to  sway 
(he  opinions'of  those  who  first  agitated  it  in  the  country  itself.  The 
following  are  the  sentiiDeots  of  the  writer  alluded  to  ;

It  is,  ihererorc,  with  feelings  .of  ^atUicatiDii  thnt  wt  olmervc  (he  inlereit  which 
h**  been  eicited  iu  this  coontry,  by  the  eBbrtii  made  to  shackle  tbe  preu  in  l>di> 
ttiih  uuDCCesiary,  aod,  tfaerefuie,  unjgst  restrictionit  and  we  muit  coaKratulate 
our  couutryiucD  iu  ludiaou  tbe  decided  attacbment  they  have  shuuuto  tbe  law* 
and  privileges  uf  llie  iiiulhcr  couutry,  nud  ou  the  just  inilifnalioD  which  tUey 
bare  eriaced  at  thit  alicmpt  tn  deprive  ihem  oFthat  liberty  wfafcb  wai  trantmitted 
to  ibem  by  tbeir  anceiturt,  and  wliich  they  are  bound  to  traoiiuit  in  equal  pori^ 
to  tbeir  posterity. 

Anolber  lource  ol  gratification  ii  to  tind,  that  id  whatever  part  of  tbe  world  an 
EucliBbmaD  may  be,  he  ititl  remaiai  zealously  attiched  to  the  coa»lilutiuD  of  hii 
native  country  ;  and  that  however  ilislaut  rruni  tlie  laud  uf  his  hirth,  he  bears  ia 
bis  boiom  thoae  emne  fCeliu-s  of  detestation  of  arbitrary  pouter,  which  have  been 
implaated  there  iu  bis  most  tender  yean,  wbicb  have  grown  with  his  icrowtfa,  and 
Etrengtbened  with  bis  slreu|:tb,  ai^  which  it  is  his  pride  to  carry  with  bin  un- 
impaired to  the  last  moment  uf  bis  exislence.  p.  145,  IIG. 

'  The  defenilers  of  tbe  new  system  wish  to  make  us  believe,  that  India  i*  oot  yet 
fit  to  enjoy  tbe  hle««ing>  oF  a  Free  Press,  and  that  la  proce<s  of  time  it  may  be 
granted  them ;  but  in  the  mean  time,  it  oiiut  be  coniented  and  aatlsSad  that  the 
govemmeiut  or  the  cuuutry  is  doing  what  is  best  fur  them,  and  ihat  though  tbey 
may  not  ue  tbe  policy  uf  ceriaiu  mEaiures,  yet  that  they  are  dictated  by  the 
Roundest  prudence,  nnd  tend  to  tbe  welfare  of  the  comiounily.  People  may  be 
aatisfied  where  tbey  see  every  ibiug  guing  ou  prosperously;  but  at  the  same  time, 
when  Ibey  see  that  great  pains  are  taken  to  conceal  what  is  dang,  and  to  prevent 
any  observations  being  made  on  what  i>  passing  before  their  eyes,  it  is  impoisi- 
bte  to  avoid  tuspeciiijg,  Ihat  there  must  be  something  not  fit  to  meet  dte  light, 
rthcn  such  evident  pains  are  taken  to  keep  the  peoplii  in  ignorance.  Honesiy 
ever  courts  iuquiry,  and  tmth  seeka  the  full  blaie  of  day  ;  vice  and  kaaveir 
love  to  skulk  In  tbe  dark,  aod  hide  tbeir  movements  frt^  the  eye  of  tbe  nfld. 
p.  l&O. 

Aoutber  benefit  of  the  native  press  would  be,  to  render  tbe  government  ac- 
quainted with  the  sentiments  of  the  whole  population,  and  be  the  mearis  oF  tbeir 
ecc|uiriDg  a.  greater  iusight  into  the  situatiuD  and  min<1s  uf  the  people,  than  by, 
any  other  means  whatsoever.  Such  Journals  actually  were  estamisbed,  and 
though  they  carefully  ahstuned  from  all  tojiica  likely  to  give  nitmce  to  eorem- 
mcnt,  and  were  .deficient  in  that  viEour  wbicb  cliaracteriiec  the  Free  Press  at 
EnFland,  yet  ihat  must  be  attributed  to  the  timidity  of  the  Indian  character,  and 
to  (hat  wilit  oF  confideoce  so  natural  to  those  who  find  themselves  in  any  new  and 


ilnuiaal  litttation.  The  native  Indian  press  was  but  in  its  infancy,  and  com- 
meuted  it*  career  wiih  fear  and  cantiou,  but  doubtless  had  it  not  been  cbecked 
in  the  bud,  it  would  soon  have  altaiued  to  maturity  and  strength.  But  these  hope* 
are  blasted ;  the  regulations  of  Mr.  Adam,  like  the  withering  blight,  have  de- 
stroyed tbe  early  lilusioms,  and  we  can  eipect  uo  Fruit,  at  least  for  a  season  i  but 
tbe  titne  will  come  when  tbe  eiperimeot  will  again  be  tried,  and  we  doubt  not 
will  then  firave  to  the  world  how  vain  were  the  apprebennoos,  how  fabc  Ae  roa- 
dus ions  of  those,  who  pretended,  iu  their  leal  for  ignorance  aud  s«p«nlkioB, 
that  a  Free  Presi  was  not  adapted  to  Che  uature  of  the  natives  of  India.  Nature 
is  the  same  iu  all  climates,  aud  man  is  composed  oFthe  same  materials  whether 
■t  the  equator  or  tbe  pole,  and  it  ii  thereFore  ridiculous  to  talk  of  the  people  of 
India  being  unfit  toeujuy  the  blessings  uf  a  Free  Press.  Differences  exist  bcnreea 
us  and  them  in  manners  and  cuitonre  ;  they  are  far  behind  us  in  civilitatioa  ;  but 
by  denying  them  the  means  of  luitruclioo  aud  inFormation,  we  labour  to  keep 
them  in'^e  same  miserable  and  degraded  state,  contrary  to  the  direct  pledge  of 
the  British  nation,  made  Ihrou'b  their  parliament,  "  to  forwaidthe  intellectual, 
moral,  and  rrllgious  improvement  of  India,  ai.a  primary  and  bounden  duty." 
Besides,  if  ludia  l>e  now  unfit  for  a  Free  Press,  what  is  to  render  it  ever  fit,  we 
are  utterly  at  a  loss  to  conceive,  p.  Ib2,  153. 

But  there  is  one  objection  against  tbts  restriction  of  tbe  press  in  India  Whicfc 
^ven  could  not  all  the  arguments  iu;BinSt  it  and  the  natural  injustice  of  it  induce 
the  government  to  tlispense  with  it}  thoold  meet  with  attoutlou  i  which  is,  tbU

meaf  uru  adopted  for  the  luf^ireiiion  at  free  dlicuiiion  in  India  i  Bad  the  lata 
ditcusBloni  at  the  India  Houte,  on  the  ca««'  of  Mr.  BuckinihaBi,  have  proved 
ih«  hanhneu  with  which  be  wat  treated,  and  bow  uncalled  fbr  bv  the  itate  of 
that  country  were  the  mcMtirat  which  led  to  bit  baniibmEnt ;  and  uiown,  in  the 
(trongeit  light,  that  the  Brltiih  power  la  India  can  never  be  endangered  by  tb'a 
motivei  of  Koveinment  being  properly  undentood.  In  India  Uiiewiic,  the  latn* 
lieeling  baibeen  eicitedio  much,  that  eveu  Mr.  Adam  hai  thotight  it  neceuary

The 
very  meant  be  hai  takea  fbr  hli  own  Justification  prove  how  nttei^y  mOusHSable 
hii  act*  were,  and  ibow  more  clearly  than  the  itnngcit  argumenti,  (he  obaolute 
nccEisi^  of  a  Free  Presi  to  the  well  government  of  India,  p.  ISS.

Wemayaddithkt  the  Appeal  totha  King  in  Council  Bgniturt  the  regn- 
latioOB  for  the  Indian  im««,  which  wilt  be  conducted  by  Mr.  Denman 
and  Mr.  Williuns,  will  be  heard  in  Januaiy  pext  Mr.  Oreig  i«  alio 
pursuing  hie  case,  in  bope  of  obtaioing  redreM  through  the  Colonial  Office, 
or  to  gat  it  laid  before  Parliameak  Mr.  John  Adam  and  Lord  CbarM 
Somenet  will  dterefbre  go  down  the  atraain  of  hirtorj  togecher,  and 
worthy  auociatea  they  will  be. 

We  had  intended  to  hare  reviewed  at  greater  length  than  we  ehall  now 
be  able  to  do,  a  pnblication  recently  iaraed  by  Mr.  Richardaon,  under 
the  title  of  "  Letten  to  the  Marqnia  of  HaXingt,  oa  the  eulgect  of  the 
Indian  Press."  We  have  peinsad  this  little  Toluine  with  coosideraUe 
pleasure,  as  affording  a  strong  indicatioo  of  the  growing  importasce  of 
Ibe  nlgect  in  public  eatimatkm ;  and  aa  oontainiog  &e  efiwta  of  a 
laborious  and  ingeniona  miDd,  intenningting  facts  and  reaaoningiineuch 
a  manner  as  cannot  fail  to  make  an  imprewon  on  the  nnderatandii^  of 
the  rocst  obtuse.  The  writer  In  the  New  Monthly  Hagavne  aays,  that 
!"  the  views  of  the  East  India  Directon  at  precent  exlahit  a  proaMtitui 
of  intelleot,  and  an  ilbberali^  of  policy  not  much  advanced"  from  what 
h  was  in  the  wmt  periods  of  East  Indian  mie-gaverament.  But  low  as 
tbey  are  in  the  scale  Of  intellect,  we  still  hope  that  the  Letters  in  ques- 
tion will  be  fbond  to  be  within  their  comprehension ;  and  that  since  tbey 
cannot  answer  either  the  facts  or  reasonings  contuned  in  them,  they  will 
yifeld  anient  assent  to  their  tmth,  and  yet  retrace  their  steps  by  restoiii^ 
to  India  the  freedom  of  the  press  before  it  be  too  late. 

We  abstain  from  quoting  largely  frooi  this  woric ;  first,  because  we 
trust  that  most  of  our  readers  wOl  procure  and  examine  the  vcdume  for 
-  themeiives ;  secondly,  becanaa  our  limits  are  already  exceeded  ;  and 
thirdly,  becawe  we  wonld  not  willingly  leesen  the  effect  of  the  author's 
consecutive  statements,  by  preeenting  them  in  any  other  than  their  ordinal 
and  connecied  form.  The  editor  of  the  Globe  and  Traveller,  in  intro- 
dnoing  tins  v^duma  to  ths  notice  of  the  pi^Ci  so  far  from  yielding  Xa 
the  weak  and  nnreasonable  cry  "^  those  who  conceive  that  no  so^ct 
should  be  discussed  more  than  once^thoqrii  the  fate  of  millionB  should 
hang  on  the  decision— -boldly  and  energetically  aawgns  to  this  question 
the  rank  which  it  ought  to,  and  which  udeed  it  wiU  ultimately,  attain, 
by  forung  itself  on  the  attention  of  tboea  who  have,  either  from  ignorance 
or  indifference,  or  bott,  hitherto  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  its  claims  on  their 
consideration.    He  says :

Sir, — Yon  Ihttered  me  much  bjr  the  iiuertion  of  my  letter  in  jour 
lut  Dumbw,  uid  ititl  mon  bj  the  exprevioa  of  your  vidi  for  my  foither 
concepondenc*. 

Excaw  me  iar  olMerviiq;  tliat  tou  give  a  comcnbat  too  unqualified 
interpreUtkni  of  mj  doctrine  wiUi  re«pect  to  the  legal  duration  of  the 
Eut  India  Conipunr'i  Chuter,  if  I  may  jndgw  from  the  title,  ,ot  head 
piece,  which  yon  smx  to  ray  commimicatioD,  riz,  "  The  Right  of  the 
Nfttiott  ta  kbcdid  nt  once  the  East  India  Company'i  Charter."  I  meaat 
not  to  intimnte  that  the  nation  had  a  right  bo  to  do,  without  a  fair 
indemmficstioii,  or  honeet  eqniralent  to  the  aufiering  parties. 

It  any  be  important  to  consider,  firat,  the  general  law  with  reipect 
to  charter*  of  inoorporadon.  Secondly,  what  is  the  particular  nature  of 
the  oorparadon  of  the  East  India  Company  7  Thirdly,  by  what  meant 
ita  Midwrity  m^  be  reroked  ?  Aitd  lastly,  if  eaiSa  rerocation  could 
justly  -Ikke  ^aee  without  doe  and  Bboal  compensation  to  the  pro- 
jmetots? 

-Varioin  aa  are  die  loads  of  chartm  of  incorporation,  they  can  flow 
bnt  from  two  MNircM,  ▼!>.,  the  grant  of  the  crown,  and  l^  act  of  parlu- 
mcM;  aran  prewtiptiva  chatten  are  tnld  to  imply  an  original  consent 
of  the  crown. 

Pariiament  arBck  Gorporationi  in  two  ways ;  it  either  enables  the  king 
to  grant  a  charter  (^  incorp6ration,  or  itself  enacts  one. 

The  latter  is -but  a  modem  practice;  it  is  regarded  by  some  as  an 
itmston  of  the  prerogatiTe,  and  was  treated  as  such  by  one  of  the  king's 
ministen,  so  recently  aa  the  last  seeaion  of  parliament. 

A  -corporation  granted  solely  by  the  cinwn,  is  bnt  of  Hpiited  privilege, 
and  nay  be  dJaaoIred  by  ^  natural  death  of  all  its  members,  by 
surrender  of  its  francloMB,  or,  "  by  forfeiture  of  its  charter  ihrongfa 
negligeaee,  ta  abuse  of  itt  frigicbise ;  in  which  case,,  the  law  judgea 
that  the  body  poUtic  has  broken  the  condition  on  which  it  was  incor> 
poraled,  and  taat  thereupoti  the  corporation  is  roid." 

In  etther  td  these  eMea,-  it  is  plain,  there  can  be  no  pretence  iot 
tademaification.  - 

Corpoiations  erected  by  the  crown;  mtder  the  authority  of  parlia- 
mmt,  have  stronger  ooardve,  as  well  as  protectire,  piivil^gea>'  than 
thoee  which  proceed  merely  from  the  crown  without  that  aid  ;  they  are 
generally  coastHoted  with  piore  deliberate  scrutiny,  and  more  kgal  care, 
than  such  as  owe  their  existence  and  aadiori^  to  parliament  only.  In 
the  Ibnner  case,  the  law  cAceia  of  the  crown  are.  charged  with  An 
fraoting  of  them,  and  frote  didr  judgment  there  is  anappe^  to  die 
Icing  in  council ;  whereas,  as  is  well  Imown,  acts  of  partiament  are  fre- 
quently hurried  ihroi^,  under  circunutaacee  of  great  pa^  heat,  lea- 
lous  partisanship,  pencMoal  canvaas,  and  somMiroes,  peraoau  cwrnption !    . 

The  two  hst  desciiptiDnt  of  corporatioiM  can  Muy  be  dveolved  bj  the 
supremacy  of  parliafnent;  and  coioistentiy  wMi  jnstioe,-but  upon 'one  of 
(WD  grounds,  namely,  malvenation  or  pnblic  policy. 
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In  caaea  of  malvenation,  no  indemnity  cui  be  reaaoDablj  eUinm], 
any  man  tban  in  cuet  of  forfeiture  of  crowa-chartera  "  throagh  neg- 
ligence or  abuse  of  frandiiie.'*  '  But  the  revocatioD  of  a  charter,  or  the 
dteolation  of  a  corpontion,  on  grounda  of  publio  policy,  ia  matter  of 
rerj  difierent  conudcration.  Chaiteri  aod  acta  of  parliament  ue 
imtnimffitB  of  creat  aolemiuty.  If  they  fail  in  the  guatantee  vhich 
tbey  hold  out,  wner*  afaaU,iBdividnaU  or  publio  bodiea  look  for  aeeurity  ? 

FoT^  yaan  ago  thia  aubjoet  occupied,  for  a  teaaon,  the  nndiTided 
attent{<m  of  the  ^itiah  people.  A  high  law  officer,  with  more  technical 
accara^  than  good  senw,  aaid  that  a  charter,  refening  to  that  of  the 
Eaat  India  Company,  vaa  "  nothing  more  than  a  piece  of  parchmeat, 
with  a  aeal  dangling  m  it."  Mr.  Pitt,  on  the  other  hand,  in  one  of 
tboaa  apeechee,  upon  which  hia  fame  and  aubaeqnent  iaflnence  wsa 
founded,  deacribed  the  tame  instrument,  aa  a  aolemn  compact  between 
the  goTemment  and  a  portion  of  the  people,  which  nothing  aluut  of  the 
Saluj  Populi  could  juatify  an  infraction  of. 

This  game  question  aa  to  the  inviolability  of  charten,  waa  again 
argued,  some  yean  unce,  at  the  bar  of  the  Hoom  of  Lorda,  and  re^Mct- 
ing  the  aame  Company.  It  appean  by  the  parliamentary  reporta,  Aat 
upon  the  charter  of  that  great  corporation  being  treated  aa  levocable 
upon  the  mere  volition  of  goremment,  or  the  I^ialature,  the  counael  ibr 
the  Company  obaerved,  that  he  did  not  waot  for  argument  to  meet  nch 
reaaoning,  hut  he  wanted  nerre  ;  it  waa  like  the  cavema  of  the  deep, 
a  bottomleae  pit,  a  gulf  which  awallowed  chatters,  c(ap««tioDa,  ami 
immnnitiea  iniole  I  it  waa  a  [vopoaition  of  force,  not  of  law.  TIm 
peraon  Uien  aitting  upon  the  wool-saek,  waa  no  less  a  man  than  Lord 
Tfauriow,  who  bowed  nia  asaent,  and  ia  known  afteiwatda,  in  private,  to 
bare  admitted  theTulidity  ofthe  ren»riu,and  to  hare  expreaaed  hia  con- 
viction, that  nothing  abort  of  the  public  welfare,  made  oot  to  demon- 
abatJoD,  could  juatify  interfeiing  with  r^;hta  of  ao  aacred  a  nature ; 
adding,  that  the  term  "  public  welfare"  carried  with  it  the  immutable 
jmnciptea  of  Juatice,  which  muat,  in  anch  a  caae,  award  indemni^  to 
tbe  partiea  ao  deprived. 

In  a  future  letter  I  will  endeaTom  to  explain  the  pattioalar  cranti- 
tuticm  of  the  Eaat  India  Company  ;  to  show  that  the  legidature  haa 
upon  tereral  occasiona,  interfered  with  the  main  proriuona  of  their 
charter,  pending  the  term  of  Ihe  grant ;  and  erifice  the  practicabilit>- 
of  making  an  entire  change  in  the  whole  adminiatcation  of  our  Eaat 
India  a&in,  ahould  public  policy  require  it,  and  that,  conaiitent^  with 
the  jtecnniary  intereBt,  and  the  beet  feelinga  of  the  proprietora  of  Eaat 
India  stack..

Syria.— All  the  news  which  we  re- 
ceive from  Alia  Minor,  describes  tha 
countries  under  the  rule  of  the  Mutul- 
mans  as  in  aitate  of  the  most  comideie' 
anarchy.  Revolt  and  massacre  are  the 
order  of  the  day.  Tripoli  in  Syria  is  in 
open  rebellion,  and  has  chased  away 
its  governor,  Hasian  Bev.  The  Hrrt 
art  of  the  rebels  was  to  relieve  the  per- 
sons confiacd  for  debt.  They  poisoned 
their  Mulesellim.  Since  the  events  at 
Tripoli,  it  is  said  that  the  pacific  tribes 
have  again  revolted ;  it  is  certain  that 
no  caravan  dare  proceed  from  Aleppo 
to  Latakea.  Not  a  night  pastes  tiat 
the  inhabitants  have  not  some  combats 
with  the  Amaouts  of  the  Castle.  An- 
tiofh  has  chased  away  its  governor^ 
and  has  only  consented  to  receive  ano- 
ther who  has  no  troops  and  no  real 
power.  The  other  towns  of  the  Pb- 
sbsHc  will  no  doubt  follow  tiie  same 
example.  The  Shcriflit  and  the  Janis- 
sariea  have  quarrellcil  in  the  Pashalic 
of  Antab  and  of  Maracli,  The  Janis- 
saries of  Antab  have  summoned  totheir 
assistance  an  Arab  chief,  wbo,  by  his 
own  antborily,  has  established  himself 
the  sovereign  of  a  numerous  tribe  of 
ArabK,  and  of  adventurers  from  aH'.

pointtnent  aiiogelher. 

To  atuin  Ae  praftcieney  in  the  na> 
lire  lanKuag'al'BTcreiiuitcd,  It  appears 
to  ua  thai  a  beginninf  should  be  made 
in  England,  and  Ibai  ihe  student  ' 
should  pmreed  fkr  enough  ia  hisMsk 
to  be  anaMed  tn  prosectXe  Ms  atudlel 
in  company  with  otben-of  Us  own  age 
and  profnialon  during  the  Four  mouths 
CDQSumed  tn  the  vt^age  to  India,  so 
that  on  hii  arrival  there  he  mighl  be 
qualified  to  enter  on  a  more  enlarfFed 
and  praettcal  arquaiOMnce  with  the 
lanruagea  moat  in  use.  lliJa  is  ilonei 
wel»etteve,  by  manT  "^  *(■*  meilical 
atudeot!,  wbo  attend  the  lectures  «f 
Dr.Gilcbrisi  in  London,  before  Ihey 
embark,  and  the  rontequeticcs  areap' 
parent  in  the  superior  proficiency  of 
all  his  pupils  on  ttatir  rearhing  the 
country  of  their  fcmre  esTeer.  But 
while  the  regtikation  whicfa  determlltel 
tbe  military  rank  of  the  Cadet  by  the 
period  of  his  landing  In  India,  coi»^ 
tinuea  to  remalu  in  Ibrce,  it  it  In  vain 
to  expect  that  any  Cadet  wilt  take  ad- 
vantage of  Iheae  lectares,  to  the  evi- 
dent laaa  of  rank  in  bis  proreasNKi.

in  the  field ;  and  as  alt  routine  of  duty 
is  perfurmed  by  these  oMcers,  the 
efBcieucj'   of   these   native  troopi   for 

more  or  leai  perfect,  according;  as  the 
Euglish  oiBcert  can  understand  ivbat 
the  natives  have  to  make  known  to 
them.  It  might  therefore  be  expected 
that  the*  ComMny  would  require 
their  Eogli&li  ofilcera  to  have  uini« 
knowledge  of  the  language  of  the 
nalives  th^  are  tu  comnuuid  and 
govern.  No  such  thing  :  for  when  i( 
was  proposed  ui  the  Court  of  Proprie- 
tors, that  every  one  of  Ihe  three  or  four 
huadrqd  cadets  sent  out  annually  to 
India,  to  become  officers  pf  the  native 
corps,  should  be  obliged  to  qualify 
themselves  for  such  duties,  hy  learning 
the  Hiqclastaoee  Unguage  before  leav- 
ing England,  the  (^url  of  DireituK 
oppoErrt  the  motion,  and  ever  have, 
contrary  to  the  welfare  of  India,  con- 
tinued to  send  out  youths  ignoraut  of 
the  native  languagci  and  consequently, 
UDliC  for  tlie  duties  that  devolve  un 
them  on  tlieir  landinc.  We  should 
expect  that  the  miaiakes  and  ercora 
resulting  from  such  ignorance  would 
induce  Uie  Directors  to  enact  regula- 
tions proper  for  the  qualifications  o( 
cadets,  ai  respects  languages  i  for  the 
greatest  and  often  irreparable  evils 
arise  to  the  ofScera  themselves  from 
iuch  proceedings.  It  is  true  that  the 
Court  of  Uirecturs  do  require  all  the 
medical  men  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of 
Hiiidostance  be'ore  they  can  take  up 
their  appointments  fur  India.  But 
this  vcn-  fact  is  ahcavytliarge  against 
thciu,  fur  nut  ordering  their  militaiy 
servants  to  do  Ute  same. 

'  What  haa  given  rise  lo  ihe^e  obser- 
vations is  the  receipt  from  Bengal  of
